A  Difcourfe  of  Ireland,  fent  to  Sir 
Robert  Cecill,  her  majeily's  principal 
fecretary,  from  Sir  George  Carey,  1 601 . 

AMONGthe  great  afFairs  of  eftate,  this 
kingdom  of  Ireland  is  not  of  Jeaft  ac- 
count,  being  the  fecond  kingdom  over  which' 
her   majefty  v/eareth   a  crown  •  and  therefore, 
as  the  fecond  Jewel  to  be  preferved,  and  as  ncar 
A  3  as 
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as  rnaybe  to  be  made  a  helpuntoEngland;  but 
fince  (as  the  ftate  now  ftandeth)  fo  good  an  ex- 
pe^lation  iS  not  to  be  looked  for,  yet  in  wifdom, 
is  to  be  endeavoured  to  make  it  as  little  charge- 
able  to  the  crown  of  England,  as  may  be.    The 
common  opinion   received,  and   by  the    rebels 
publifhed  to  be  the  principal   motives  of  their 
late  and  former  rebellipns,  fince   her    majefty's 
rqign,  is  fuppofed  to  be  religion  ;  but  therein, 
let  no  man  be  deceived^  for  ambitiononly  is  the 
true  and  undoubted  caufe  that  nioves  the  rebels, 
and  others  of  this  realmj,  to  take  arms ;  though 
the  Englifh  race,  and  the   Iri.fti   have  difFerent: 
ends.     The  Englifh,  to  recover  a^ain  the   fu- 
preme  governnaent,   in    bearing   her    majefty's 
fwprd  by  one,  of  themfelves,  as  for  many  years 
and  ages  they  have  dpne,  and  generally  ftriving 
to  have  thc  captainries  of  their  countries,  like 
the  Palatines,  in  their  pwn  hands,  not  ^drriitting 
of  ftieriffs,  or  other  officers  of  juftice,  to  reftrain 
their  barbarous  extortions,  or  to  pverlook  them  : 
thus   far,  only,    the   ambition  of    the   Englifti 
rfacheth  ;  for  to  be  ("ubjec^s  to  any  other  princ^ 
than  to  her  majefty,  or   her  fucceffors,  no  man 
can  think  them  fo  fottifti  as  to  defire  it ;  and  to 
be  in  t^ny  other  quality    (than  in  the  ftate  of  a 
fubjedt)  they  cannot  be  fo  foolifti  as  to  propound 
^ny  hop.e  that  the  Irifti  rebels  aim  at  a  higher 
mark  ;  ftill  retaining  in  memory,  that  their  an- 
ceftors  have  been  rnonarchs,  and  proyincial  kings 
of  this  Jand  ;    and  therefore,  to  recover  their 
fqrnier  greatnefe,  they  k^^k  at  thc  government, 

and 
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and  entcr  into  rebellion,  lofmg  no  times  of  ad- 
vantage,  or  refufing  the  leaft  foreign  aid,    that 
may  (by  troubling  the  ftate)    advance  their  de- 
lires,  hoping  in  time,  by  (trong  hand,  to  regain 
the  crown  of  Ireland  to  themfelves.     Thefe  fe- 
veral  ambitious  fwellings  in  the  hearts   of  thc 
Engh'fh  and  Irifti   rebels,    which  in  the  end,  if 
their  defires  were  gained,  would  prove  the  ruin 
of  the  Englifti,  which  yet  they  forefee  not,  are 
the  true  grounds  of  their  continual  rebellions ; 
and  to  draw  multitudes  of  the  meaner  fort  of 
this  kingdom  unto  them,  they  mafk  their  ambi- 
tion  with  rellgion,  making  the  fame  their  ftalk- 
ing  horfe,   to  allure  the  vulgar  to  crown  their 
fortunes  :    and   now   haviiig  thefe  later   years, 
not  without  great  lofs  unto  themfelves,   tried 
the  uttermoft  of  their  forces,   and  find  it  to  be 
a  work  impofliblc,  by  their  own  fwords,  to  com- 
pafs  their  feveral  cnds  ;   yer,  out  of  two  hopcs 
conceived,  they  remain  in  their  former  obftina- 
cy,  neither  of  which  fucceeding  (as  they  expedt) 
this  kingdom  will  be  more  out  of  frame,   than 
hitherto  it  hath  been ;   the  one  is  the  coming  of 
Spaniards  to  their  aid,  the   other   whofe  days 
the  Lord  multiply  ad  infinitum^   is  her  majefty's 
degeafe  :  either  of  thefe  will  make  all  this  that  is 
paft,  but  a  ftiadow  or  nothing  in  refpedt  of  the 
troubles  that  will  foHow.     But  as  for  the  I.itter, 
being  a  thing  by  good  fubjedls  not  dreamed  of, 
is  purpofely  omitted,   intending  only   to  fpeak 
of  the  firft,  which  is  very  worthy  of  confidera- 
tion,     By  all  intelligencies  that  can  be  learncd, 
A  4  they 
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they  do  perfuade  themfelves,  that  this  fummer 
the  king  of  Spain  will  fend  them  fuccours, 
which,  if  he  do,  no  part  of  the  kingdom,  no  not 
the  city,  v/ill  be  free  from  rebellion  :  as  v/ell  in 
regard  of  rebellion,  they  have  to  that  nation, 
and  to  their  reh'gion,  as  to  the  inveterate  ma- 
lice  they  have  to  our  religion,  and  us,  there  is 
no  queftion  ;  but  the  queen  will  be  able  to  ex- 
pel  the  ftranger,  and  fupprefs  them.  But  the 
doing  of  fo  great  a  work,  will  coft  England  a 
greater  price  than  Ireland  is  worth,  and  bring 
the  fame  into  fuch  a  confumption,  as  raany  years 
will  not  reftore  it  to  its  former  wealth.  To  avoid 
this  prefent  mifchief,  one  of  two  ways  muft  be 
taken,  either  a  peace  with  Spain,  or  a  pacifica- 
tion  with  the  rebels  here  ;  and  both  of  them,  iii 
wife  mens  opinions,  eafy  to  be  wrought,  if  they 
"«.vere  attempted  :  the  firft,  upon  indifFerent 
terms,  he  being  fo  great  a  monarch,  and  this  here- 
tofore  delired  by  himfelf,  is  far  from  difhonour; 
and  the  other  may  be  fo  handled,  as  it  may  be 
no  lels  honourable.  The  rebels  are  yet  waver* 
3ng,  fearing  their  own  ruin,  if  Spain  fail  them  ; 
and  therefore,  the  time  now  fits  to  take  the  oc' 
cafion  to  appeafe  them.  Upon  Tyrone,  only, 
depends  all  the  mifchief ;  and  fome  do  report, 
that  he  would  be  glad  of  her  majefty'G  mercy, 
and  fo  he  may  be  wrought  (if  his  eftate  be  fo 
weak,  as  is  reported)  as  that  he  fhould  feek  the 
fame,  whereby  the  queen's  honour,  which  is 
moft  religioufiy  to  be  regarded,  is  not  only  pre- 
fziY&d,  but  increafed  by  the  abundance  of  her 

mercv 
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mercy  to  fo  infamous  an  offender.   If  he  were  re- 
duced,   the  charges  wHich  the  coraing  of  Spa- 
niards  will  put  the  queen  unto,  were  eafed,  for 
then  the  caufe  of  their  coming  into  Ireland,  is 
loft  ;    but  if  they  come,  then,   the  queilion  is, 
whether  he  may  be  entreated  to  be   a  fubjedt, 
aiming  as  he.  doth  to  wear  a  crown,    and  hving 
in  fo  great  hope  of  the  fame,  by  the  Spanifli  aid. 
Farther,  'tis  moft  certain,  if  the  king  of  Spain 
fend  no  men,    and  do   but  fupply   them  from 
time  to  time  (as  of  late  he  did)  with  money  and 
ammunitions,  that  the  Irifh    being   greedy   of 
wealth  (as  long  as  money  may  get   men  within 
thls   poor  nation  of  Ireland,  they  cannot  want) 
will  remain  in  rebellion,   to  wear  out   the  time, 
until  that  fearful  day  before-mentioned.  Where- 
fore,  to  prevent  the  danger  threatened,  erther  a 
peace  with  Spain,   or  a  pacification  here,  were 
fit  to  be  taken  ;  whereof,   the  firft  is  moft  expe- 
dient,   moft  honourable,  and  eafieft  ;   but  if  the 
latter  ftiall  be  better  allowed  of,  then  the  fureft 
waytoefted  it,  is  a  ftiarp  profecution,  before 
his  aid  can  come,    which  will  enforce  him  unto 
it.     The  fcope  and  end  which  all  men  conceive, 
is  aimed  at  in  England    (both  by  her  majefty, 
and  her  council)   is  chiefly  refpedive  to  the  pre- 
fent,  for  the.  diminution  of  the  exceflive  chnrges 
which  Ireland  now  cofteth,  and  not  to  continue 
the  exhaufting  of  treafure,  and  lofs  of  men,  to 
eafe  furure  times,  but   to  let  that  time  provide 
for   itfelf;    for  we  may  be  adured,    that  all  the 
poft   which   ftiall  be  no\y   beftowed   upon  this 
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realm,  will   be  then  meerly  lofl.     Bufy  heads^ 
maligners  of  the  prefenr,  and   thofe   efpecially 
which  can  leaft  judgc  of  matters  of  eftate  ;  or 
thofe  of  Englifh  birth,  that  have  inheritance  in 
Ireland,   and  fuch  as  live  by  the  war,  will  re-^ 
pine  at  any  pacification,  but  by  the  fword  ;  the 
one,  becaufe   they   malice   the   ftacc ;  and  the 
other  too  defirous  to  make  it  exemplary  :  the 
one  of  them  hoping  by  the  fame,  to  live  more 
quiet  in  after  times  ;   and   the  other   to   have 
crowns  to  maintain  them  for  the  prefent  :    but 
none  of  them  all  refpeding  the  lofs  of  men  and 
money,  that  muft  be  confumed  in  finiftiing  thc 
work.     Kings,   and  bodies  politicks,   are  to  do 
that  which  is  moft  requifite,  for  the  benefit  of 
their  eftates,  and  not  to  give  their  councils  ac- 
cording  to  mens  particular  fancies.     The  king 
of  France  is  a  good  patron  to  be  followed  ;  in 
him  it  was  accounted  wifdom,  and  among  wife-: 
men  not  thought  diftionourable,  to  buy  in   his 
rebels  with  offices  and  affignations,  grounding 
evermore,  for  a  maxim,   qui  all  proffit,  a  Vhon- 
Tteur.     How  can   it  then  be  reputed  difhonour 
in  the  queen  to  give  mercy  only  :  but   if  her 
majefty's   indignation   againft  the  arch-traytor 
Tyrone,  be  fo  deeply  rooted  in  her  royal  breaft, 
as  that  it  cannot  fort  with  her  princely  great- 
nefs,  to  leave  fo  wicked  an  offender  unpuniftied; 
yet,  to    renev/   amity  with  a  king,   is  both  ho- 
nourable  and  chriftran-Iike,   the  doing  whereof, 
wil!,  in    a  fhort   time,  enforce  thcfe  beggarly 
traitors  to  run  defperate  fortunes  to  their  pre- 
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fcnt  ruin  j  whereas,  to  the  contrary,  fo  long  as 
Spain  fhall  relieve  them  with  men  or  rnoney 
only,  there  is  no  hope  to  fee  an  end  of  this  re- 
bellion  ;  but  every  day  will  relapfe  from  iU  to 
worfe.  How  you  are  perfuaded  in  England  of 
the  coming  of  Spaniards  into  Ireland,  is  not 
known  unto  us;  but  we,  here,  (befides  the  daily 
rumours  fpread  amongft  the  Irifh)  have  intelli- 
gence  by  merchants  of  this  country,  that  their 
toming  is  reported  iii  Spain,  and  in  reafort  there 
is  greater  caufe  to  beheve  it  now  that  the  king 
wilJ  fend  them  fuccours,  than  before,  becaufc 
Tyrone's  fon  is  as  a  pledge  in  Spain,  before 
which  time,  the  little  ammiinition  that  came 
thence,  was  fent  by  the  clergy  ;  but  the  laft, 
which  was  a  great  proportion,  and  with  it  mo' 
ney,  was  fent  from  the  king,  and  with  it  parti- 
cular  prefents  of  chains  and  jewels,  to  Tyrone 
and  0'DonneI,  and  letterp  of  a{furance,  that  h<s 
would  never  fail  them  with  afiiftance  to  their 
contentment;  andfor  thefpeedyaccomplilhingof 
that  promife,the  Spanifh  bifhop,  Fr.  Oviedo,  cal- 
led  the  archbifhop  of  Dublin,is  purpofely  goneto 
negotiate  and  efTed  the  fame,"taking  fome  oaths 
upon  the  facrament,  publickly  to  return  with 
forces  before  Lamas  next ;  and  for  the  better 
affuring  of  the  Irifh,  that  he  meaneth  to  deal 
faithfully  with  them,  he  hath  left  in  Ulfler,  his 
fervants,  of  moft  trufl,  behind  him  ^  all  his 
houfhold  ftufF,  which  is  faid  to  be  very  nch,  and 
his  plate,  valued,  by  them  that  faw  it,  ataoool. 
Thefe  circumflaiices  duly  confidered,  there  ia 
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little  doubt  but  the  rebels  fhall  have  aid,  which 
will  breed  a  long  and  a  chargeable  war,  if  ic  be 
not  timely  prevented  by  one  of  the  two  ways 
before-men  t  ioned.

eiaration,  both  in  writing  and  otherwife,  with 
all  fuch  other  things  as  fhall  feem  neceflary  to 
be  anfv/ered  from  thence  upon  your  return. 

To  underfland  and  bring  report  what  are  the 
ordinary  charges  at  this  prefent  in  Ireland,  anct 
what  numbers  alfo  be  in  pay,  and  where  the 
fame  are  beftowed  in  fervice,  and  therewith  to 
certify  when  any  numbers  were  difcharged,  and 
at  what  times  the  fame  rooms  have  been  re- 
charged,  and  what  be  the  numbers  now  ex- 
ceeding  your  numbers  appointed  in  March  was 
twelve  months,  to  remain. 

T  o  underftand  what  money  hath  been  re^ 
ceived  of  the  revenues  of  the  impoft  of  wines, 
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fince  Michaelmas  laft,  and  what  is  behind  there- 
of  i  and  if  this  thing  concerning  the  treafure 
apd  money  cannot  be  fpeedily  advertifed,  you, 
Edward  Tremaine,  rhall  not  make  ftay  of  your 
return  for  that,  but  move  the  deputy  to  make 
certificate  thereof  with  fpeed. 

T  o  underfland  of  the  lord  deputy  and  prefi- 
dent  of  Munfler,  how  the  eftate  of  that  coun- 
try  of  Munfter  now  refteth,  and  how  it  is  to 
be  further  governed,  and  kept  in  quictnefs. 
,  Item.  What  is  done  with  the  earl  of  Defmond 
and  his  brother  fir  John,  and  what  is  meant  to 
be  done  further,  and  to  remember  to  procure 
order  hovv  the  creditors  of  the  faid  earl,  and  his 
brother  here  in  England,  may  be  anfwered 
their  debts.

You  fhall  alfo  fnform  the  lord  deputy,    if 
our  coufin,   the  earl  of  ElTex,  offer  to  pafs  into 
the  north  of  Ulfter,  ahd  that  he  mean  to  carry 
thither  the  number  of  2600  Englifh  perfons, 
able   to  ferve  and  inhabit  fuch  parts  of  Clanny- 
boy,  Gleme,  and   the  Route,   as  by  juftice  we 
may  authorize  him  to  poITefs  ;    and  becaufe  it  is 
very  likely,    that    upon  the   noife   and    report 
hereof,  the  rebels,  and  other  evil-difpofed  perfons 
in  Ulfler,   and  other  parts  of  Ireland,  will  fhew 
their  difcontention   by  fome  attempts  of  difor- 
ders,    the  deputy  iand  council  fhall  not  only  be 
careful,  to  caufe  our  Englifh  pale  towards  Ulfter 
to  be  prefently  defended,  and  a  good  guard  to 
be  fet  upon  other  places,   but  alfo  they   fhall 
caufe  to  be  notified,  that  his  coming  is  not  to 
offend   any  Irifh  that  will  become  a  good  and 
obedient  fubjedt,    but  only  to  withftand  the  in- 
curfions  of  the  Scots,    who  have  fo  of  latc  en- 
tered  into  that  realm,  throughout,  and  by  the 
faid   north    parts   of  Ulfter,    by  invading  and 
overrunning  of  Connaught,  entering  into  Mun- 
fter,  and  fpoiling  fome  part  on  the  eaft  fide  of 
Shannon,  as  the  like  hath  not  been  feen  in  any 
like  time,  nor  may  not  be  fufFered  :  and  there- 
fore  all  good  means  fhall  be  ufed   to  ftay  the 
Jewd  attempts  of  the  Irifh,   in  all  places  which 
are  like  to  be  ftirred  by  colour  of  the  reports  df 
this  the   earPs  coming  over  :    and  of   this  tl-^e 
earTs  enterprize,  the  deputy    lliall   inform   lis 

what 
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vvhat  is  meet  to  be  done  for  the  good  atchieving 
of  fb  honourable  a  fervice. 

A  N  D  whereas  the  fpecial  matter  that  feem- 
eth  to  have  moved  our  deputy  to  have  come  over 
unto  us,  was  for  the  appeafing  of  the  ftirs  in 
Leix  by  the  6  Moor's,  that  is  thought,  that  by 
the  means  of  concurrency  of  the  earls  of  Kil- 
dare  and  Ormond  with  her  majefly's,  novv  being 
there  in  with  wages,  thefe  f^irs  fhould  not  re- 
quire  any  increafe  of  charges,  efpecially  to  in- 
creafe  the  number  of  foldiers,  the  faid  rebels 
and  O  Moors  being  but  a  fmall  flrength 
or  number  ;  and  when  the  earl  of  Elfex  fhall 
be  come  into  Ireland  with  his  nuitibers,  whereof 
we  think  the  greater  part  fhall  be  there  before 
the  20th  of  Augufl:.  It  is  to  be  thought  that 
our  bands  now  in  wages,  and  the  numbers  com- 
ing  v/ith  the  faid  earl,  fhall  be  fufHcient  to  with- 
lland  any  attempt  of  the  Irifh,.  fo  as  alfo,  if 
the  faid  deplity  fhall  have  need  to  increafe  the 
bands  for  any  exploit  for  any  fhort  time,  he  may 
have  from  the  faid  earl  the  affiflance  of  200  or 
300  of  his  forces,  or  more,  giving  them  like 
wages  as  other  of  our  garrifon  have,  which  we 
fhall  well  allow  of ;  and  confidering  that  our 
faid  coufm  fhall  not  be  able  to  come  with  his 
forces  before  Auguft,  our  deputy  fhall  do  very 
well  to  confider  how  in  the  mean  time  thofe  parts 
in  Ulfter  near  Knockfergus,  as  namely,  the 
Ardes,  and  the  refl  of  the  countries  where  corn 
is  fown,  might  be  preferved  from  the  fpoil  of 
the  rebels,    that  at  the  coming  of  the  power  of 
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the  fald  earl  they  may  be  relieved  with  the  corn 
grovving  there. 

Y  o  u  fhall  alfo  require  the  lord  deputy  tq» 
advertife  us  upon  what  occafions  he  gave  com- 
miffion  to  Sir  John  Parrott  to  fell  the  fhip  and 
goods  of  Marulls,  which  arrived  in  thefe  parts, 
the  fame  being  French,  and  the  goods  fome  be- 
ionging  unto  Spaniards,  fome  to  the  Portugalls, 
fome  to  Italians,  and  fome  to  Flemings  :  for 
that  Sir  John  Parrott,  being  charged  by  our 
council  for  his  fo  doing,  hath  fent,  in  his  excufe, 
a  copy  of  his  commifiion  from  the  deputy,  by 
which  authority  he  made  the  fale  ;  whereof  we 
marvel,  feeing  the  fame  agreeih  not  with  pro- 
ceedings  here  in  like  cafes  :  and  particularjy  you 
may  declare  unto  him,  neither  had  he  any  di-^ 
redtion  from  hence  for  that  purpofe. 

FiNALLY,  the  deputy  lliall  advertife  his  mind 
in  all  matters  meet  to  receive  anfwcr  from  hence, 
vvith  afliirance  of  the  faithfulnefs  of  the  meflen- 
ger  Edward  Fremayne.

THAT  they,  or  three  of  them  at  the  leafc, 
whereof  one  of  the  quorum,  fhall  hold 
quarter-feffions  four  times  in  the  year,  within 
their  feverai  fhires,  according  to  the  laws  and 
courfe  ufed  in  England  ;  the  fame  feflions  to  be 
duly  fummoned,  appearance   of  gentlemen  and 

freeholders 
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freeholders  to  ferve  the  queen  upon  enquiries, 
to  be  ftri6tly  looked  into,  and  the  fault  to  be 
fecurely  punilhed  by  amerciament  or  otherwife, 
without  refpedt  of  perfons. 

That  in  the  charge  to  bc  given  to  the  grand 
jury  it  be  remembered,  befides  ordinary  mat- 
tersof  inquifltion,  to  .enquire  efpecially  of  all 
penalties  of  ftatutes  forfeited  to  her  majefty,  of 
all  forfeitures  of  recognizances,  of  contempts 
and  breach  of  her  majefty's  peace,  of  winKing 
at  ofFenders  and  malefadors,  of  all  confederacies 
and  interparlces  with  traitors  or  notorious  known 
thieves,  and  of  all  other  things  tending  either 
to  the  maintenance  of  her  majefty's  peace  and 
laws  in  the  country,  or  otherwife  regarding  her 
highnefs's  profit  or  general  fervice,  in  what  (brt 
foever. 

That  the  juftices  and  fheriff  fhall  caufe  all 
the  inhabitants  within  the  ftiire,  between  the  age 
of  fixteen  and  feventy,  as  well  men  as  women, 
to  be  booked,  and  fworn  to  their  loyalty  to  her 
majefty  ;  and  fuch  as  ftiall  rcfufe,  to  be  com- 
mitted  to  the  next  gaol,  there  to  remain  until 
they  fhall  perform  the  fame.  That  in  the  charge 
of  cvery  feflion,  this  be  efpecially  inquired  of, 
and  the  offenders  punifhed. 

That  they  have  a  general  mufter  twlce  e- 
very  year  in  the  feveral  fhires,  and  therein  to 
forefee  chiefly  that  every  man  be  furnifhed  with 
armour  and  weapons  according  to  the  rate  of  his 
tenure,  and  as  the  law  limiteth,  that  the  num- 
bers  of  the  able  men  within  evcry  barony  may 
B  3  be 
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be  exadly  viewed  and  fet  down,  and  the  fame 
certified  to  the  lord  deputy,  or  other  governor 
for  the  time  being;  to  the  end  her  majefty  may 
know  what  ftrength  fhe  hath  both  of  men  and 
weapons  in  every  fhire. 

That  there  be  butts  made  in  every  parifli, 
according  to  the  ufage  of  England,  for  the  ex- 
ercifmg  of  archers  ;  andcommon  pounds  in  hke 
fort,  the  fanie  to  be  made  and  kept  in  repair 
at  the  charges  of  the  parifh,  upon  pain  of,  £f?r. 

That  two  high  conftables  be  chofen  within 
every  barony,  they  to  be  fubftantial  gentlemen, 
and  to  be  fworn  by  the  juftices  to  her  majefty 
for  their  loyalty  ;  and  they  to  execute  their  of- 
fice  in  all  things  according  to  the  laws  and  ordi- 
nances  eftablifhed  in  England  ;  for  the  which 
they  (hall  have  printed  b.ooks  fent  unto  therrij, 
the  better  to  inftrud  them  in  their  charge, 

T  H  A  T  two  petty  conftables  be  chofen  and 
fworn  within  every  barony,  and  they  to  appre-', 
hend  and  fend  to  the  gaoj  idle  perfons,  fpies, 
carraghes,  barnes,  falfe  meftengers,  travelling  to 
and  fro,  perfons  difloyal,  or  fo  fufpeded,  anc^ 
to  fee  ftocks  be  made,  night  watches  kept,  her 
majefty^s  peace  maintained,  and  to  do  all  other 
things  which  appertain  to  their  office,  accord- 
ing  to  the  laws  and  ufage  of  England. 

T  H  A  T  there  be  two  overfeers  and  fearchers 
chofen  and  fworn  in  every  parifti  by  the  high 
conftable,  they  to  have  authority  to  fearch  any 
fufpedted  perfons  houfes  within  their  parifh  for 
beef,    mutton,    pork  or  fwine  killed  ;   and  if 

any, 
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any,  not  being  gentlemen  of  good  account  in 
that  parifh,  fhall  kill  any  fuch  beaft  or  cattle 
as  is  aforefaid,  without  making  the  faid  over- 
feers  privy  to  the  fame,  and  (hew  not  the  mark 
to  them,  or  one  of  them,  before  they  kiil  it, 
the  offender  to  be  imprifoned  and  jfined  at  the 
difcretion  of  the  juflices  in  the  next  quarter- 
leflions  :  this  article  to  be  enquired  upon  at  e- 
very  feflion,  and  the  ofFenders  to  be  punifhed  as 
aforefaid. 

That  thejuftices  of  the  peace  do  caufe  the 
high  conftables,  and  petty  conftables  and  over- 
feers,  to  fee  that  all  manner  of  cattie,  ftud 
mares,  ftieep  and  lambs,  be  marked  with  iron 
marks  or  ear-mark,  within  ten  weeks  after  warn- 
ing  given  by  proclamation,  to  be  made  in  the 
good  towns  within  the  ftiirc,  upon  pain  that 
every  ofFender  herein  ftaall  forfeit  his  cattle, 
ftud  mares,  fheep  or  lambs,  that  fhall  be  found 
fo  unmarked,  the  moiety  whereof  to  be  to  the 
ufe  of  him  that  will  give  information,  and  the 
other  moiety  to  the  poor  of  the  parifh.

TITTHereas  at  the  latehumble  requeft  ofour 
V  \     fervant  ferving 

prefently  in  that  our  realm  as  juftice,  v/e  are 
moved  to  difburthen  him  of  that  government 
committed  unto  him,  and  to  fend  thither  ano- 
ther  to  fupply  his  place,  in  refpedt  of  the  good 
opinion  we  have  conceived,  not  only  of  your 
wifdom  and  judgment  as  v/ell  in  martial  ascivil 
afFairs,  but  aUo  of  your  integrity  -,  we  have 
made  choice  of  you  to  take  that  charge  upoii 
you,  not  doubting  but  the  good  effe<S\;s  of  your 
governm.ent  there  will  fully  anfwer  our  expedta- 
tions  and  hope,  and  though  it  fhall  not  be  very 
needful  to  give  long  inftrudions  for  the  manag- 
ing  of  the  affairs  of  that  realm  to  one  of  your 
fufficiency,  yet  w^have  thoughtitgoodto  deliver 
unto  you  (before  you  repair  over)  a(h,ort  memo- 
rial  of  thefe  points  following  : 

FiRST,  For  the  better  direcf^ion  of  youfelf 
in  that  government,  you  fhall  duly  obferve  fuch. 
inflrudlions  as  are  contained  in  the  late  orders 
annexed  to  a  certain  eflablifhment  fet  down  by 
us,  as  alfo  fucb  other  inftrudtions  as  have  been 
given  to  fuch  as  lately  had  the  government  of 
that  realm,  and  are  thought  meet  to  have  con- 
tinuance  f]:ill,  of  all  which  you  fhall  have  the  true 
copies  delivered  by  one  of  our  fecretanes. 
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And  whereas  our  fubjeds  of  that  country 
birth,  have,  as  we  are  informed,  conceived, 
that  we  have  determination  as  it  were  to  root 
them  out,  with  an  intention  to  place  there  our 
fubjedls  born  in  this  realm,  we  would  have  you 
feek  by  all  the  means  you  can,  to  remove  that 
falfe  impreffion  wrought  in  them  by  certain  fe- 
ditious  and  ill  difpofed  perfons,  that  would  be 
glad  to  work  a  divorce  between  us  and  our  fub- 
jeds  there  :  whereas  in  truth  we  being  intereft- 
ed  alike  in  our  fubjefts  of  both  thefe  our  realms, 
do  carry  like  afFedion  to  them  both,  unlefs 
through  their  unnatural  and  undutiful  dealing, 
and  by  having  intelligence  with  foreign  princes, 
as  lately  certain  of  them  have  had,  they  fhall 
give  juft  caufe  to  the  contrary. 

And  for  that  it  is  often  feen,  that  where  gar- 
rifons  are,  many  violences  and  outrages  are  of- 
fered  to  the  inhabitants  where  the  faid  garrifons 
are  placed,  our  pleafure  is,  as  we  aiTure  our- 
felves  you  wili,  you  have  an  efpecial  care  to  fee 
that  by  the  impreffion  and  infolence  of  the  faid 
foldiers  (where  they  fhall  be  placed)  our  good 
fubjeds  jn  that  realm  may  not  be  alienated  in 
devotion  from  us,   by  their  mift)ehaviour. 

And  to  the  end  that  our  care  in  this  point  may 
be  notified  to  our  good  fubjeds  in  that  our 
realm,  we  think  it  meet,  that  the  fame  fhould 
be  made  known  unto  them  by  fome  proclama- 
tion  to  be  made  by  you  pubiifhed  in  that  be- 
half,  and  to  fee  the  offenders  feverely  punifhed, 
without  fparing  the  captain  or  head  officers,  in 
cafe  they  fhail  be  found  faulty. 

And 
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And  whereas  wefind  the  wars  in  that  coun- 
try  and  realm  both  chaigeable  tousand  burthen- 
fome  to  our  fubjeds  thcre,  we  are  very  defirous 
to  fee  a  good  and  fhort  end  of  them,  and  there- 
fore  we  think  it  very  expedient,  that  as  foon  as 
may  be  after  your  arrival  in  that  realm,  you 
make  your  repair  into  the  province  of  Munfter, 
and  there  confer  with  the  juflice  and  fuch  other 
of  our  councellors  as  you  Ihall  underftand  to  be 
beft  experienced  in  the  afFairs  there,  in  what 
fort  the  rebels  may  be  moft  efFedually  profecut- 
ed,   and  accordingly  to  difpofe  and  employ  not 
only  fuch  numbers  of  foldiers  as  are  prefently 
fent  over  from  hence,  but  alfo  thofe  th^t  are  al- 
ready  there.     And  for  that  the  faid  juftice  in  re= 
fpedt  to  his  fkill  in  martial  affairs,  and  the  ex- 
perience  he  hath  had  in  the  late  fervice  will  be  a

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prefently  there,  and  that  to 

be  fent  over  from  hence 

thence  m  the  winter  to  no  great  purpofe,  but  be 
chargeable  to  us  and  burthenfome  to  the  coun- 
try,  you  fliall  in  this  cafe,  with  the  advice  of 
our  council  there,  difcharge  in  thenumbersas 
by  you  fhall  be  thought  meet,  retaining  notwith- 
flanding,  fo  many  as  being  placed  in  garrifon  there 
may  be  fufficient  to  keep  the  rebels  from  anoy- 
ing  and  fpoiling  our  good  fubjedts  ;  foreleeing 
that  in  the  faid  difcharge,  you  cafljier  none  of 
the  captains  of 

our  garrifbns  placed  in  realm 

before  this  rebellion,  nor  others  who  for  their 
long  fervice  in  that  realm  have  been  lately  ap- 
pointed  to  change  as  captains,  for  that  other- 
ways  we  fhould  have  been  driven  to  allow  them 
penfions,  befides  it  would  be  cared  for  that  the 
armours  of  thofe  that  (hall  be  difcharged,  fhould 
be  retained  and  preferved  for  the  ufe  of  thefc 
countries  for  which  they  were  levied. 

Amongst  other  things,  whereas  by  expe- 
rience  it  hath  been  feen  that  our  governors  here- 
tofore  there  by  our  eafy  and  common  granting 
of  pardons  and  proteftions  to  notorious  tranf- 
greflbrs  of  our  laws,  have  thereby 
boldnefs  in  the  ofFenders  and  fubjeds  of  that

To  confer  with  the  council 
there  how  her  majefly's  charges  of  viduaU 
Jing  of  the  army  may  be  eafed,  efpecially,  that 
there  may  be  no  charge  of  provifion  and  tranfr 
portation  out  of  this  realm  of  fuch  provifions  as 
otherwife  may  be  made  in  refped  of  the  charge 
of  tranfportation,  and  the  adventure  to  certify 
what  refohition  may  be  taken  herein.  For  the 
better  training  up  youth  in  that  realm  in  the 
knowledge  of  God,  and  good  learning,  it  were 
neceflary  that  fome  college  were  ereded,  for 
which  purpofe  confideration  is  to  be  had  how 
St.  Patrick's  in  Dublin,  and  the  revenue  belongr 
ing  to  the  fame,  may  be  made  to  ferve  for  that 
purpofe,  as  it  hath  been  heretofore  intended ; 
as  aifo  to  confider  how  by  parliament  fome  con- 
tribution  may  be  given  out  of  every  diocefs,  to 
be  charged  upon  the  leafes  of  impropriated  per- 

fonages ; 
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fonages  ;  fuch  alfo  as  are  inclined  to  civility 
would  be  moved  to  yield  voluntarily,  and  with 
good  contentment,  fome  yearly  contribution  to 
becharged  upon  their  lands,  whereby  readers  and 
inftru(5lors  of  youth  might  have  convenient  fa- 
laries. 

And  whereas  ft  is  found  requifite,  that  for 
the  better  aecomplifhing  of  fuch  things  as  are 
like  to  be  propounded  in  the  parliament,  in- 
tended  that  there  fhould  be  fome  new  barons, 
it  is  therefore  thought  meet,  that  there  fhould 
be  conference  with  the  council  and  others  of 
befl  judgment  there^  who  fhall  be  fit  both  for 
livelyhood,  wifdom  and  loyalty  to  be  called  to 
that  eftate  and  degree,  and  to  certify  them  hi- 
ther,  to  the  end  you  may  receive  fiom  hencc 
fbme  authority  for  their  creation. 

Amongst  other  things  that  are  to  be  pro- 
pofed  for  the  next  parliament  to  be  held  there, 
an  a€t  is  to  be  drawn  for  the  renewing  of  the 
impofl,  being  about  ten  years  paft  expired, 
which  may  have  continuance  for  the  fpace  of 
years  :  and  touching  the  levying  and 
getting  in  of  fuch  debts  and  arrears  as  be  due 
in  that  realm  to  her  majefly ;  for  which  purpofe 
a  fpecial  commiffion  is  diredted  unto  you  and 
certain  others. 

We  ihink  it  very  expedient  for  the  better 
performance  of  that  which  is  required,  that 
both  you  and  the  refl  of  the  commiifioners  do 
follow,  as  near  as  may  be,  thofe  ways  and 
means  prefcribed  and  thought  meet  in  the  order 

annexed 
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annexed  to  the  eftablirhment,  and  in  certain 
anfwers  and  opinions  iet  down  by  Sir  Walter 
Mildmay  and  other  fpecial  commiffioners  unto 
certain  articles,  which  were  in  March  1578 
fent  to  Sir  William  Drury  with  his  inftru(5tions, 
the  copies  of  which  eftabliftiment,  orders,  and 
articles,  with  the  faid  anfwers  and  opinions,  as 
alfo  the  faid  inftrudions  fliall  be  delivered  unto 
you. 

And  whereas  the  number  of  penfioners  fince 
the  beginning  of  the  late  troubles  in  that  realm 
hath  been  extraordinarily  increafed  to  her  ma* 
jefly^s  great  charges,  divers  having  been  put  in 
penfion,  that  have  been  of  no  long  continuance 
offervice  neither  there  nor  elfewhere ;  and  fo 
having  greater  penfions  than  their  former  wa- 
ges,  whilft  they  ferved  captains  or  foldiers,  it 
is  therefore  thought  meet,  that  the  number  of 
them  fhould  be  abridged,  and  fuch  only  con- 
tinued  in  pay  as  were  fet  dovvn  in  the  laft  letters 
and  former  eflablirhment,  or  recommended  by 
her  majefl:y's  letters,  or  fuch  as  have  been  in 
refpedt  to  their  maims  in  the  wars  there  put  in 
penfion,  and  for  the  reft,  that  by  you  and  the 
council  fhall  be  found  fit  to  be  difcharged  they 
may  be  rewarded  with  fomeeflatesinpartof  the 
attainted  lands  in  Munfler,  according  totheirfeve- 
ral  deferts  and  qualities  where  they  may  inhabit. 

And.  touching  the  captains  and  foldiers  of 
the  old  bands,  it  is  thought  raeet,  that  always 
fuch  as  have  ferved  there  as  known  captains  and 
fervitors,  fhould  be  continued  and  preferred  in 

the 
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the  pkces  of  fervices,  before  others  of  whofe 
experience  there  hath  not  been  made  the  like 
trial  i  wherein  for  your  better  diredtion,  it  (hali 
be  needful,  that  you  follow  fuch  order  as  hath 
feeen  fet  down  in  the  faid  inftrudions  dehvered 
to  Sir  Wilham  Drury  and  others,  in  this  point. 

There  hath  been  alfo,  by  reafon  of  their 
great  troubles,  an  increafe  of  wards  in  divers 
parts  of  the  realm,  and  fome  (as  it  is  informed) 
very  unnecefTarily  placed,  as  namely  at  Fernes 
and  Enniscorthe,  wherein  there  hath  been  more 
regard  to  the  benefit  of  particular  perfons  having 
thofe  places  in  leafe,  than  of  the  public  fervice  ; 
and  therefore  it  fhall  be  necefTary  for  you  to  con- 
fer  with  the  council  there,  for  the  difcharge  of 
fuch  wards  as  fhall  be  found  unnecefTary. 
;■  And  whereas  it  hath  been  certified  from  the 
juftices  there,  that  the  two  forts  of  Leix  and 
OfFally  are  greatly  decayed,  it  fliall  be  needful; 
that  a  furvey  be  taken  of  the  faid  decays  by  fbme 
well  chofen  perfons,  and  to  be  fet  down  witH 
what  charge  the  fame  may  be  repaired,  wherein 
care  would  be  had  that  her  majefty  may  be  put 
to  no  unneceflary  charges,  but  that  all  carriages 
and  fuch  kind  of  labours  may  be  borne  by  the 
inhabitants  for  whofe  defence  the  fame  forts 
were  ereded  ;  there  would  be  alfo  a  view  taken 
of  thofe  two  countries,  how  they  are  now  inha- 
bited,  and  by  whom,  and  what  eftates  they 
have,  and  to  compare  the  prefent  eftate  with 
the  former  as  it  was  in  the  a6l  of  parliament 
made  in  the  eari  of  Suffex^s  time,  when  the  ef- 

tates 
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tates  were  made  in  tayle  to  Englifhmen,  and  to 
advertife  the  difFerence  hither,  with  the  caufe  of 
the  decays  and  the  means  to  remedy  the  fame* 

And  whereas  there  hath  been  made,  not  long 
fmce,   a  grant  by  letters  patents  unto  Edward 
Waterhoufe  and  his  heirs,  for  the  maintainance 
of  certain  boats  upon  the  river  of  Shannon,  con- 
taining    certain     very    large    and    hard     con- 
ditions    towards  her  majefty   and    the  crown, 
as  alfo  very   burthenfome   to  the  country  next 
adjoyning,   by   reafon  of  the  continual  taxations 
tliat  have  been  levied  upon  them  for  the  main- 
tainance  of  or  in  pretence   of  the   faid  boats  ; 
for  as  much  as  the  faid  Edward  Waterhoufe  hath 
ofFered  to  her  majefty,  that  any  thing  contained 
therein  that  may  be  mifliked  fhall  be  by  him  re- 
Jinquifhed  :    it  is  thought  meet,  that  the  patent 
be  furrendered  ;  and  yet,    for  that  the  ufe  of 
faid  boats  is  necelTary,  and  that  the  faid  Edward 
Waterhoufe  hath  deferved  very  well  to  be  fa- 
vourably  confidered,    there  may  be  a  new  pa- 
tent  made  unto  him   during  his  hfe,   to  have 
continuance  with  an  allowance  of  the  entertain- 
ment,  as   by   you  and  the  council  there  fhall 
be  thought  meet,    and   with   fuch   reafonable 
claufes  and  conditions  as  may  be  convenient  for 
that  fervice  ;  of  which  manner  of  grant  to  fend 
the  copies  thereof  to  the  council  here,  to  be  al^ 
lowed   of  before  it  be  paffed  there  under  the 
great  feal, 

It  is  alfo  to  be  remembred,  that  fuch  within 
ihatrealni  a§  have  been  parties  inthat  laterebel-

liion,  of  what  quality  Ibever  they  bc,  fhall  not_ 
be  fufFerecJ  without  fpecial  hcence  in  writing,   to 
keep  within  their  houfes  any  armour,  or  for  the 
fpace  of  years,  other  than  ordinary 

daggers  and  fwords,  upon  pain  of  incurring 
fuch  penalties  as  by  you  upon  conference  with 
the  council  there,   fhall  be  thought  itieet. 

CoNsiDERiNG  to  what  tcrms  thc  province  of 
Munfter  is  there,  and  how  that  country  is  dif- 
poyled,  and  how  needful  it  is  to  repeople  it 
again,  fo  as  the  fame  may  be  with  fuch  as  fhall 
(hew  more  obedience  to  her  majelly  and  her 
crown  than  hath  been  of  late  years,  and  that 
confidering  alfo  there  hathcome  duly  by  efcheat 
to  hermajefty,  by  the  forfeitures  of  the  earl  of 
Defmond,  and  a  great  number  of  others,  where- 
bf  many  are  dead  either  by  the  fvvord  or  other- 
ways;  it  were  convenient  that  you,  the  deputy, 
fhould  confer  with  the  council  there,  and  othef 
wife  perfons,  and  to  receive  the  opinion  of  as 
many  as  you  (hall  find  to  be  of  mom.ent  and 
value,  and  by  debating  thereupon,  to  fet  down 
your  own  opinion,  and  fpeedily  lo  advertife  hi- 
ther  both  your  own  and  die  probable  opinion  of 
others  ;  and  if  you  lliall  think  that  by  writing 
alone  there  can't  be  fo  good  fatisfadion  as  to 
fend  fome  difcreet  perfon  with  the  fame  writing, 
to  explain  thc  fame,  we  leave  it  to  you  to  take 
choice  of  fome  fuch  ;  and  though  it  may  be  every 
man  at  firft  fight  feem  eafy  Lo  give  auvi^c  that 
the  lands  efcheated  Ihould  be  inhabited  with 
obedient  people,  and  that  the  fame  fhould  be

governcd  by  tbe  laws  of  the  realm,  as  the  peo- 
ple  m  the  civil  countries  of  the  pale  are,  that  is, 
by  diftribiiting  the  territories  into  baronies,  and 

thofe    in    kmdreds,    and   thofe    into  townfhips 
and   pariflies,  and  to  conflitiite  manors  where 
coiirt  barons  may  be  kept,  and  nnany  fuch  things 
devifed  for  good  government  ;  yet  until  it  may 
appea:  by  forae  diligent   furveys  what  and  how 
much  lands  are  efcheated   to  her  majefly,  and 
where  the  fame  do  lye,  and  of  what  goodnefs 
tlie  farae  are,  and  where  there  are  upon  the  faid 
lands  any  caftles  or  houfes  of  ftrength  meet  to 
be  continued,  or  re-edified  if  they  be  ruined, 
and  how  the  former  inhabitants  were  governed, 
it  wil!  be  hard  to  reiblve  and  eflablifh  any  cer- 
tajn  ordinances   for  the  peopling   of  that   pro- 
vince,  but  upon  advice  had  from  you,  and  cer- 
tificates  of  the  furveys,  her  mrijefty  may  be  the 
more  ealily  advifed  in  what  fort  to  proceed-,  and 
yet  ia  the  mean  time  becaufe  neither  of  thefe 
two,  that  is,  neither  your  advice  from  thence, 
neirher  yet,    the  certificate  of  the  furveyors  can 
be  had  fo  foon  as  vvere  requifite,    you,    the  lord 
deputy,   having  the  earl  of  Orraond  with  you, 
fball  do  well  to  confuit  how  to  keep  thcfe  people 
that  are  there  in  obedience,  and  to  com.fort  them 
to  proceed  in  their  tjilage  and  increafing  of  their 
cattle ;    and  that  ali  thofe  which  have  remained 
loyal  may  be  cheriflied  and  kept  inheart;   and 
the  othersthat  have  offended,  and  that  are  either 
pardoned  or  prote(^ed,  may  be  kept  under,  and 
yet  without  any  injury,  but  fo  as  they  have  no 

ftrength 
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ftrength  of  arms  or  weapons,  nor  yet  fufFered 
to  flray  like  vagabonds,  but  according  to  their 
quah'ties  to  be  conftrained  to  hve  by  their  h- 
bours,  wherein  you  fhall  do  God  good  fervice, 
and  make  the  way  more  eafy  for  her  majefty  to 
govern  thofe  that  are  therc,  and  comfort  others 
to  occupy  the  places  that  are  left  without  habi- 
tation.

JoHN  Perrot,  knight,  being  f&nt 
deputy  into  Ireland  in  December, 

YOU  fhall  immediately  iipon  your  arrlval 
in  that  realm  affemble  our  council  there, 
and  confer  with  them  what  courfe  of  government 
(upon  due  confideration  had  of  the  prefent  flate 
of  the  realm)  may  be  held,  fo  as  juflice  may 
take  place,  our  charges  be  'efTened,  and  reve- 
nues  encreafed,  and  our  fubjeds  there  not  op- 
prefTed. 

You  fhall  alfo  confider  what  forces  are  meet 

to   be  continued    in    pay,    and   how  ihey   are 

ehargeable  to  us  and  burthenfome  to  the  coun- 

C  z  try, 
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try,  may  be  drfcharged  ;  and  alfo  hovv  the  horfe- 
inen  and  footmen  ferving  there  may  be  reduced 
tc  their  old  pay,  which  by  reafon  of  the  general 
rebelJion  in  that  realm,  the  countries  being 
v/afted,  we  were  driven  toencreafe,  and  there- 
fore  fee  no  reafon  but  the  bands  refiding  in  the 
eountries  that  are  not  vvaifled,  may  live  well 
enough  of  the  old  pay,  efpecially  being  vidual- 
led  by  us,  and  for  the  eafe  and  diminifhing 
of  cther  chargcs  in  that  behalf,  we  do  think  it 
meet,  that  you  fhould  treat  with  thofe  countries 
as  well  in  Munfler  as  elfewherc  in  that  realm, 
to  fee  if  you  can  draw  them  with  good  cbntent- 
ment  to  contribute  fomewhat  towards  the  find- 
ing  our  faid  garrifons,  as  Carbury  heretofore 
hath  done. 

And  for  that  our  fubjeds  in  that  realm  bave 
Been  very  grievoufly  opprefTed  by  the  outrages 
and  .infofences  committed  by  certain  ill  affefted 
of  our  garrifons  ferving  there,  which  hath  been 
partly  a  caufe  of  the  alienation  of  the  good  will 
which  they  before  bare  unto  us ;  we  cannot  (as 
a  principal  matter  wherein  we  look  to  have  re- 
drefsj  but  give  you  an  erpectal  charge,  to  fee 
that  our  garrifons  ferving  there  be  kept  in  better 
difcipline  tban  heretofore  they  have  been,  and 
that  the  bands  may  be  kept  complete  and  full  as 
they  ought  to  be,  and  rhat  fuch  abufes  as  have 
been  heretofore  committed  by  fuch  captains  as 
have  had  heretofore  more  regard  to  their  parti- 
cular  profit  than  to  the  difcharge  of  thcir  duties 
may  be  met  withal,  and  the  party  offending  fe- 
vcrely  punifhed. 

And 
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And  whereas  we  are  given  to  underftand  that 
the  greater  part  of  our  province  of  Munfler  ly- 
eth  wafte,  and  is  for  the  moft  part  unpeopled, 
we  do  nov/  think  fit,  that  you  ftiould  confult 
with  the  reft  of  our  council  there,  how  the  fame 
may  be  peopled  and  i  i;iabited  as  heretofoie  it 
hath  been,  as  alfo  to  confider  how  the  attainted 
knds  as  well  within  the  faid  province  as  withrn 
the  pale  and  other  places  withia  that  our 
realm,  may  be  let  out  to  our  profit,  and 
yet  in  fuch  fort  as  the  farmers  thereof  may 
Jive  and  maintain  themfelv-es  by  eafy  rents 
at  the-  firft  for  fix  or  feven  years,  and  af- 
tervvards  to  be  encreafed.  But  before  any 
eftates  be  made,  we  think  it  meet,  that  the 
fame  be  furveyed  by  fuch  fpecial  commxanders 
as  we  do  now  fend  over  into  that  realm,  and 
that  therewith  the  advice  of  the  council  there 
fhould  fet  dov/n  your  opinion  what  eftates  are 
fit  to  be  made  of  the  faid  lands,  with  necelTary 
refervations  of  rents  and  fervices  ;  and  after  we 
fhall  have  feen  the  faid  furveys,  together  with 
your  opinion  in  what  fort  you  fhall  think  meet 
the  fame  ftiould  be  let  out,  we  will  then  pre- 
fently  fend  over  ample  commiffion  for  the  doing 
thereof. 

And  to  the  end  that  men  may  be  draWn  the 
moft  willingto  inhabit  there,  and  to  become  our 
tenants  and  farmers ;  for  the  avoiding  of  all 
fcruples  of  covenants,  grants,  and  other  fraudu- 
lent  conveyances,  we  think  meet,  that  a  parlia- 
ment  ftiould  be  held  in  that  realm  at  fuch  a  time 

C  2  as 
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as  by  you  and  our  council  fhall  be  thought  fit- 
teft,  as  well  for  the  attainture  of  the  late  rebels 
in  that  realm,  as  for  the  affurance  of  their  lands 
unto  us,  and  alfo  for  the  diffolving  of  fraudulent 
grants,  and  qualifying  the  llatute  of  ufes,  may 
in  any  point  concern,  h^c. 

And  whereas  certain  lands  of  ours  being 
within  the  pale,  that  heretofore  have  been'charg- 
ed  with  refervation  of  port  corn,  which  hath 
been  raany  times  ordained  to  ferve  for  the  bet- 
ter  vidtualling  of  our  garrifons,  have  been  con- 
trary  to  our  mind;  leafed  out  without  any  refer- 
vation  of  corn  ;  we  think  meet,  that  there 
fhould  be  fome  provifion  made  in  the  next  par- 
liament,  that  fuch  as  do  now  hold  the  faid 
lands,  fhould,  during  the  time  of  their  Icafes, 
pay  a  third  part  of  corn,  and  after  the  expira- 
tionoftheir  leafes,  to  be  ordered  to  pay  the 
whole  proportion  of  corn,  and  a  fourth  in  mo- 
ney,  and  fo  to  be  ordered  in  parliament,  that 
no  leafes  otherwife  made  fhall  be  of  force,  not- 
withflanding  any  claufe  of  difpenfation. 

And  whereas  we  have  been  informed,  that 
fome  of  the  noblemen  and  gentlemen  inhabi- 
tants  in  Munfler,  have  ferved  us  molt  dutifully 
in  the  late  troubles  with  the  hazard  of  their 
lives  and  the  lofs  of  their  goods  and  children, 
whom  we  think  meet  for  their  better  encourage- 
ment  to  be  rewarded  with  fome  portion  of  the 
attainted  lands  there,  you  fhall  therefore  inform 
yourfelf  both  of  what  quality  and  defert  they  be 
that  are  fit  to  be  regarded,  as  alfo  what  portion 
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of  the  faid  lands  you,  with  the  advlce   of  our 

council,   rhall  think  meet  to  be  beflovved  upon 

them,  and  with  vvhat  conditions  and  refervations 

of  rents  and  fervices,    whcrein   we  think  meet 

fome  regard  fhould  be  had  that  our  regard  in 

that  behalf  fhould  be  beflowed  rather  upon  the 

younger  ibns  of   fuch    noblemen   as   fhall  be 

thought  fit   to  be  rewarded,   than  upon  theiii- 

felves,    thereby  to  make  the  more  families'and 

number  of  able  men  to  ferve  us  :   we  think  it 

meet  alfb,   that   fuch   as  have   ferved  in   that 

realm,  whereof  many  are  now  fuitors  here  now 

unto  us  for  recompence  of  fervice,    and  many 

alfo  as  we  think  remain  there,  and  they  which 

are  here,  are  by  our  councilreferred  toypur  con- 

fideration  to  be  rewarded  with  fome  part  of  the 

attainted  lands,  being  mofl   fit  in    refpedt  of 

their  experience  in  martial  afFairs  to  be  placed 

and  to  refide  there,  aad  therefore  do  think  meet 

th<it  you  fhould  certify  us,    after  a  furvey  taken 

of  the  faid  lands,  what  portion  fliall  be  thought 

fit  to  be  beflowed  upon  every  of  them,    with  a 

note   of  the   feveral  values,  and  the  conditions 

meet  to  be  annexed  to  the  fame. 

And  whereas  there  hath  been  an  increafe  of 
penfioners  in  refpe6t  of  fervices  done  during  the 
time  of  the  late  troubles  there,  of  which  we 
think  meet  divers  to  be  difcharged,  according  ■ 
to  fuch  diredlion  as  you  fhall  recei  '^  from  our 
council  here,  you  fhall  alfo  in  recompence  of 
their  faid  fervice  with  the  advice  of  our  councii 
there,  appoint  unto  them  fome  part  of  the  re- 

C  4  bels 
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beJs  lands,  certifying  iis  as  before  is  mentionedj 
both  the  value  and  the  conditions  how  the  fanic 
are  to  be  let. 

In  the  diftribiition  ofthe  faid  lands  we  find  rt 
very  necefTary  that  an  efpecial  care  be  had,  that 
no  greater  portion  be  beftowed  upon  any  one 
man  than  he  fhall  be  able  to  furnifh  with  peo- 
ple  and  inhabitants  efpecially  fuch  as  may  em- 
ploy  the  fame  to  tillage  as  the  ground  fhall  be 
meet. 

And  whereas  in  the  inflru6lions  given  to 
fuch  our  deputies  as  have  ferved  in  that  realm 
there,  are  divers  points  contained  in  the  fame, 
tending  to  the  good  government  of  that  realm, 
our  will  and  pleafure  is,  that  the  fame  fhall  be 
revifited  by  you  and  our  council  there  in  your 
open  afremblies,  and  all  that  therein  is  necef- 
fary  to  be  duly  put  in  execution,  fo  far  as  it  is 
not  repugnant  to  thefe  our  prefent  infcru(5\ions : 
and  as  for  other  matters  concerning  that  radcn 
meet  to  be  confidered  of,  we  refer  you  to  fuch 
further  diredions  as  you  fhall  from  our  council 
here  be  advifed  of. 

And  whereas  both  in  and  fince  the  time  o£ 
this  lafl  rebellion  began  by  James  Fitz-Morris, 
and  continued  by  Defmond,  many  of  our  fub- 
jedts  in  that  realm  being  tenants  unto  us  in  di- 
verfe  parccls  of  our  own  lands,  and  alledging  that 
the  fame  lahds,  by  reafon  of  the  rebellion,  be- 
ing  wafted,  they  are  grown  behind  hand  with 
their  rents  due  to  us,  and  fo  their  eflates  for  non- 
payment  in  danger  of  forfeiture,  and  for  thefe 
•      "  caufes 
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caures  have  been  Aiitors  here,  as  well  that  no  ad- 
vantage  of  forfeiture  for  the  non-payment  might 
be  taken  againft  them,  as  alfG  for  a  remiflion  of 
their  arrears  due  unto  us  ;  we  have  thought  fit 
to  refer  our  faid  fubjedts  and  their  cafes  to  the 
confideration  of  you  and  the  reft  of  our  council 
in  that  realm. 

And  for  the  avoiding  the  danger  of  forfeiture 
they  ftand  in  of  their  feveral  eftates  in  refpedt  of 
their  feveral  difabilities  to  make  payment  by  rea- 
fon  of  the  fame  waftes,  we  have  therefore 
thought  it  meet,  and  do  authorize  you  accord- 
ingly,  to  renew  unto  them  their  feveral  eftates 
for  fb  many  years  only  as  are  unexpired  in  every 
of  thcm,  and  for  fuch  rents  as  now  they  pay, 
covena^^ting  with  them  as  alfo  with  their  feveral 
tenures,  or  that  ftiall  hereafter  renew  any  leafe 
or  other  eftate,  that  the  fourth  pari  at  ieaft  be 
anfwered  in  beefs  or  in  wheat,  malt  and  oats  at 
the  difcretion  of  our  deputy  and  council ;  ifin 
beef  at  ix.  fterling,  the  beefs  according  to  the 
rates  anfwerable  by  virtue  of  our  prerogativc; 
and  if  any  or  every  of  the  feveral  kinds  of  grain 
before  fpecified,  at  fuch  rates  as  to  our  beft  ad- 
vantage  is  anfwered  for  any  port  corn  referved 
upon  other  leafes  in  our  Engli fn  pale,  or  elfe- 
where  in  that  our  realm,  of  which  refervations 
the  deputy  being  furniftied  of  a  convenient  por- 
tion,  our  pleafure  is,  that  the  remains  be  fold 
and  employed  to  our  moft  profit. 

And  for  the  remittal  of  their  arrearages  that 
|irft  by  all  the  beft  means  you  can,  which  we

think:  may  be  either  by  fome  trufly  and  fpecia! 
(pommanders  to  be  by  you  with  the  advice  of  the 
council  there  choren  in  every  country  and  dwei- 
ling  near  the  faid  lands  in  our  faid  fubjecfls  occu- 
pation,  or  by  any  other  way  as  by  you  and  them 
Ihall  be  thought  good,  enquiry  to  be  made,  not 
only  whether  the  fuggsftions  of  the  faid  waftes 
be  truly  made  or  no,    but  alfo  of  the  goodnefs 
of  every  of  their  farms,  for  it  may  be  that  in 
fbme  the  fuggeftion  is  either  altogether  or  in 
part  untrue  ^   fome  part  of  the  farms  held  of  us 
lying  in  fuch  places  where  the  fame  hath  not 
been  touched  in  all  the  timeof  tK?  rebellion,   or 
that  their  farms  be  of  fuch  goodnefsand  eafy  rents, 
notwithftanding  fome  waftes  by  thofe  tioubles, 
yet  the  fame  are  fo  beneficial  to  thera  otherwife, 
as  there  may  be  no  great  cauie  of  fuch  remittal 
of  arrears  as,is  defired  ;   and  by  the  faid  commif- 
lioners,,  you  Ihall  be  certified  not  aniy  of  the  truth 
of  the  fuggeftion  of  v/aftes,  but  alfo  of  the  quan- 
tiity,  gpodnefs  and  eafy  rents  of  the  feveral  lands 
Iield  by  our  faid  tenants,  fo  you  and  your  coun- 
cil  there^  to  deal  with  them  accordingly  by  re- 
mittai  of  the  whole  part  of  the  arrears,  or  elfe 
by  fueh  a  toleration  and  inftalment  of  the  fame 
as  to  your  and  our  faid  councils  in  your  difcreti- 
ons  fhallbe  thought  good. 

Where  As  fundry  parcels  of  our  knds  and 
otlier  commodities  which  in  forraer  times  were 
thought  meet  to  be  referved  for  the  better  main- 
tenance  of  the  ftate  of  our  government  there,  or 
that  did  belong  in  that  refped  to  any  of  our 

houfes 
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houfes  or  caflles  of  Dublin,  Kilmainham,  Ath- 
lone,   Catherlough,    Laughlin,     and    Munfter- 
even,  or  that  do  lie  to  be  commodiouily  annexed 
to  any  of  the  faid  caftles  or  houfes,  or  any  other 
our  caftles,  forts,    houfes,  or  places,    meet  to 
eftablifh  a  prefident  or  other  kind  of  governor 
upon  within  that  our  realm,  have  been  granted 
away  in  fee-tayle,  fee-farm,   or  by    leafe    for 
years,  partly  by  warrant   from   us   upon   fome 
furmife,     and  partly  by    affedion   and    favour 
of  our  governors  ;  forafmuch  as  it  is  very  meet 
that  the  abufe  in  this  behalf  fhould  be  reformed, 
and  that  thefe  things  ftiould  return  again  and  re- 
main  to  the  ufe  for  the  which  they  were  firft  or- 
dained  ;   for  the  better  countenance   of  our  go- 
vernors  and  for  the  eafing  our  good  fubjeds  of 
fome  part  of  the  burthen  that  for  the  fupply  of 
thefe  wants  they  are  to  bear  by   virtue  of  our 
prerogative,    we  have   thought  meet,  and  do 
authorize  you  by  the  advice  of  our  council  there, 
to  enter  into  the  confideration  of  the  premifes, 
and  either  by  a(ft  of  parliament,  or  .by  forfei- 
ture,  or  otherwife  as  ftiall  feem  moft  convenient 
to  you,   to  re-feize  into  our  hands  thofe   lands 
and   other   commodities  upon  fome  reafonable 
compofition  to  be  made  with  the  parties  in  whoie 
tenures  they  are,  in  fuch  fort  as  the  faid  parties 
may  have  nojuft  caufe  to  find  themfelvcsaggriev- 
ed,  and  the  fame  to  refume,   together  with  any 
other  lands  and  commodities  that  fhall  be  com- 
modioufly  to  be  annexed  as  aforefaid  ;   we,  &c. 
authorize  you  to  caufe  to  be  by  a6t  of  parlia- 

ment 
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ment  for  ever  infeparably  annexed  and  tied  to 
our  faid  caftles,  houfes,  forts,  or  other  places 
meer  for  the  eftabHfhing  of  a  prefident  or  other 
Jikekind  of  governor,  referving  tousourheirsand 
fucceflv^rs  upon  fuch  lands  as  are  already  furvey- 
ed,  fuch  rent  as  the  fame  fliall  be  furveyed  at. 

And  further,  if  any  part  of  the  faid  attainted 
lands  in  Munfter  or  Connaght  fhall  upon  the 
furvey  and  diftribution  of  the  fame  be  found  to 
lie  fit  and  commodious  for  this  purpofe,  we  will 
and  authorizeyou  in  likefort  to  caufe  fome  conve- 
nient  portion  of  the  fame  to  be  taken  into  our 
hands  as  before,  and  fo  infeparably  to  be  annexed 
to  the  faid  prefidentfliip  or  other  kind  of  govern- 
ment. 

And  for  all  the  timber  woods  that  do  grow 
upon  the  faid  attainted  lands,  or  any  other  our 
lands  commodioufly  near  any  river,  having  por- 
table  recourfe  to  the  feas,  our  will  is,  that  the 
fame  be  carefully  referved  and  preferved  for  the 
maintenance  of  our  navy,  and  for  our  other 
buildings. 

FoR  fuch  as  have  fundlions,  charges  and  go- 
vernments  ecclefiaftical  or  temporal  within  that 
our  realm  of  Ireland  be  ordinarily,  and  for  the 
Rioft  part  commorant,  and  refciant,  not  allow- 
ing  any  man  of  that  quality  to  remain  in  Eng- 
knd  or  elfewhere  from  his  fundion  and  charge, 
Gr  government,  above  two  months  every  year, 
unlefs  it  be  that  for  or  by  occafion  of  our  necef- 
fary  fervice  he  be  otherwife  commanded  by  us, 
er  our  council,  or  fent,  or  appointed  by  you  ; 

and 
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and  if  any  fuch  be,  that  you  proceed  to  the  dif- 

placing  of  them  or  making  flay  of  their  livings 

both  by  due  courfe  of  law  and  alfo  by  your  dif- 

cretion,     vvhere   fundry  difFerent   reports   have 

been  uncertainJy  made  to  us  and  our  council  of 

the  late  and   prefent  eflate  of  that  our   realm, 

our  exprefs  will  and  pleafure  is,   that  fhortly  af- 

ter  you  fhall  have  entered  into  that  charge,  you 

do  affemble  our  grand   and   particular  council 

there  as   fhall  feem  unto  you  mofl  convenient, 

and  by  their  advices  and  knowledges  to  enter 

into  confideration  what  outrages  have  been  com- 

mitted  fince  the  25 th  of  March,  1583,   and  how 

the   fame  have  been  addrefTed  and  correded, 

vvho  they  be  of  the  greater  quality  in  e^^ery  pro- 

vince   of  that  realm   that  have  and  do  remaiii 

afTured  and  Joyal   to  us,  and  who  on  the  other 

fide  do  fland   apparently  or   doubtfully   upon 

terms  of  difloyalty,  with  all  other  matters  meet 

to  be   confidered  of,   and  the  fame  under  your 

and  our  councils  hands  to  certify  unto  us,  truly 

and  fmgly,  to  the  end  that  we  may  be  well  af- 

fured  in  that  behalf  of  the   flate  of  our  realm, 

and  particularly  of  the   feveral  provinces,  that 

we  knowing  in   what  part  that  our  realm  is  ei- 

ther  fick  or  found,   we   may  accordingly  give 

order  for  the  applying  fit  remedies. 

Where  befides  the  lands  and  revenues  of  the 

late  traitorous  Defmond  and  other  his  adherents, 

there  be  efcheated  to  us  divers  other  profits  and 

commodities  not  to  be  negleded,   as  the  fpend- 

ing  of  the  country  and  fuch  like  that  were  wont 

to 
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to  be  more  beneficial  unto  them  than  the  reve- 
nue  of  their  lands,  our  will  and  pleafure  is, 
that,  together  with  the  furvey  of  the  attainted 
lands,  ye  give  orders  to  furvey  and  make  efli- 
mates,  as  well  of  tlie  premifles  as  alfo  of  all  other 
profits  taken,  to  the  end  that  we  may  know  the 
fame  and'the  value  thereof  (if  it  may  lawfully  be 
converted  in  policy  of  'good  government)  to  our 
ufe,  or  elfe  to  take  fome  reafonable  rent  or  com- 
pofition  in  lieu  ofthefame,  or  if  it  fliail  be 
good  to  be  utterly  relinquifhed  ;  that  yet  our 
good  fubjeds  may  know  the  care  we  have  of 
them,  the  happy  condition  of  their  eftate  under 
us,  and  the  eafinefs  of  the  yoke  of  our  obedience. 
MoREOVER,  whereas  we  do  well  underftand 
that  there  have  been  heretofore  fundry  perfons 
employed  in  that  our  kingdom  in  commillions, 
fometimes  in  caufes  not  greatly  nece iTary,  and 
yet  with  too  great  and  large  allowance  as  hath 
been  burthenfbme  unto  us,  our  pleafure  there- 
fore  is,  that  you,  our  deputy,  fhall  hereafter 
have  fpecial  care  that  there  be  no  fuch  unneceffa- 
ry  employments  of  any  perfons,  and  when  any 
neceffary  mufl  be  ufed,  that  fuch  allowance  be 
made  to  the  perfons  employed  as  fhall  be  thoughc 
convenient,  wherem  we  would  not  have  you 
follow  precedents  of  former  times,  in  the  which 
there  hath  not  been  that  regard  to  our  profif  as 
v/as  requifite  ;  alfo  where  we  find  the  allowance 
for  the  government  of  Connaght  fet  down  in  the 
former  eftabliiliment  fent  over  to  Sir  William 
Drury  latc  juftice  of  that  our  realm,   to  be  over 

laige, 
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large,  our  pleafure  is  to  have  the  fame  abated 
and  reduced  to  a  more  convenrent  charge,  ac- 
cording  to  a  new  eflablifhment  in  this  behalf  to 
be  now  fet  down  by  our  privy  council  here  and 
delivered  unto  you  ;  and  in  refped  of  the  good 
opinjon  we  have  conceived  of  our  fervant  Rich- 
ard  Bingham,  our  pleafurc  is,  he  fhall  fupply 
the  place  of  the  chief  commander  of  the  iaid 
province  of  GDnaught,  and  have  fuch  allowance 
for  that  place  as  (hall  be  contained  in  the  faid 
new  eftabhfhment. 

And  for  that  we  think  it  alfo  very  necefTary 
to  have  a  prefident  in  Munfter,  to  have  the  fu- 
preme  charge  of  that  province  under  you,  we 
have  made  choice  of  our  fervant  John  Norris, 
Efq-,  whom  our  jufl  pleafure  is  in,  the  time  of 
your  being  in  the  faid  province,  that  you  place 
him  in  the  faid  office  of  prefident  for  the  excife 
thereof ;  we  are  content  to  yield  him  fuch  enter- 
tainment  and  allowance  as  you  yourfelf  had  at 
the  time  you  held  the  place. 

FuRTHE*  MORE,  divcrs  of  our  council  in  that 
realm  being  of  late  years  fome  dead,  others 
growing  through  years  and  weaknefs  of  body  not 
fo  apt  to  take  pains  as  they  have  been,  to  fupply 
their  wants,  and  for  the  better  alliftance  we  have 
thought  good  to  have  called  to  be  of  our  council 
in  thatrealm,  thefeperfonsfollowing :  Tho.  Jones, 
bifhop  of  Meath  ;  John  Norris,  prefident  of 
Munfter  ;  Richard  Bingham,  our  chief  comman- 
der  of  Conaught;  and  Thomas  Leftrange,  Efq-, 
and  therefore  do  will  and  command  you  to  call 

ali 
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all  thefe  perfons  before  you  to  be  admitted  of 
our  faid  council,  and  to  have  the  oath  in  that 
behalf  ufed  miniftred  to  every  of  them. 

And  whereas  now  the  primacy  of  Armagh  is 
void,  that  place  being  in  title  and  dignity  one 
of  the  chiefeft  among  our  clergy  of  that  realm, 
we  think  it  inconvenient  that  the  fame  be  over 
long  vacant,  and  therefore  to  the  end  it  may  be 
filled  with  a  perfon  for  learning  and  other  good 
parts  able  to  difcharge  thofe  duties  there  requir- 
cd,  we  do  not  name  any  one  particularly  unto 
you,  but  referve  the  choice  of  fuch  a  one  to 
yourfelf,  the  bifhop  of  Dublin  and  the  reft  of 
our  council,  not  doubting  but  you  will  agree 
upon  the  fitteft  perfon  in  every  refpeft,  and 
whom  you  fliall  agree  upon,  you,  our  deputy, 
(hall  further  give  order  for  the  delivery  of  all 
writings  and  other  necelTarics  unto  him  for  the 
inftalment  of  him  in  that  primacy,  and  in  fo 
doing,  this  article  of  our  inftruclions  fhall  be 
as  well  to  you  as  toany  other  officerof  that  realm 
fufficient  warrant. 

Lastly,  for  that  the  fums  of  treafure  which 
are  often  fent  over  in  that  kingdom  are  great, 
and  no  perfe<5\:  knowledge  here  of  the  employ- 
ments  of  the  fame  there,  until  fome  account  be 
taken  of  our  treafurer  at  wars. 

OuR  pleafure  is  that  from  henceforth  after 
your  arrival  there  and  taking  the  general  govern- 
ment  of  that  realm  upon  you,  you  do  take  order 
that  quarterly  view  be  had  as  well  of  the  fums 
of  money  that  go  from  hsnce,  as  ajfo  of  the  or- 

dinary 
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din^ry  revenlie,  and  cafualties  of  that  realm  ; 
and  hovv  the  fame  be  there  expended,  either  or- 
dinarily  or  extraordinarily,  and  accordingiy  as 
you  fhall  find  quarterly,  ib  certificate  to  be 
made  to  our  council  here. 

Infbrudions,  to  he  fent  to  the  lord  deputy, 
and  council  in  Ireland,  by  Geofrey 
Fenton,  efq;  lier  majefty's  fecretary 
in  that  realm,  Dec.  1585. 

FIRST,  forafmuch  as  her  majelly,  upon  vievv 
of  the  ftate  of  our  army  in  that  realm,  we 
find  the  fame  to  confift  of  1900  mcn,  or  more^ 
befides  the  bands,  found  by  compofition  in 
UJfter  ;  and  feeing  all  the  other  parts  of  'the 
realm  to  ftand  in  good  terms,  and  no  appearance, 
for  the  prefent,  of  any  alteration  liiiely  to  fali 
out  there,  whereby  it  fhall  be  needful  co  con- 
tinue  fo  many  numbers  now  in  pay,  as  there  we 
fee  no  caufe,  but  that  fome  hundreds  may  be 
difcharged. 

Whereas,  by  reafon  of  the  general  rebcl- 
lion  in  that  realm,  the  countries  there  being 
wafted,  and  therefore,  our  burthen  increafed,  as 
well  by  augmenting  the  foldiers  pay,  as  alfo  to 
be  at  a  further  charge  of  vicluailing,  made  out 
of  this  realm,  which  had,  and  ftill  hath,  many 
cafual  difcommodities  that  grow  thereof,  by 
providing  and  fhipping  vidualsfrom  hence,  and 
the  foldicrs,  notvvithftanding  thereby,  not  fo  vvell

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fatisBed,  as  appertaineth.  Oiir  pleafure  is,  that 
the  lord  dcputy,  with  the  council  there,  confider 
forthwith,  how  this  our  great  charge  may  be 
holpen,  whether  it  be  lefs  charges  to  us  to  be 
difburthened  akogether  of  the  vidlualling, 
yielding  the  foldiers  fleriing  pay,  to  be  paid 
thera  qiiarterly,  and  fo  to  viduai  themfelves, 
taking  nothing  of  the  country,  but  what  they 
pay  for  ;  or  Q\k  to  reduce  them  to  the  old  Irifli 
pay,  and  to  continue  the  vidualling  of  them 
ftiil,  as  we  donow;  for  that  we  thinlc  it  not 
reaibn  to  allow  ftill  the  faid  increafe  of  pay, 
iately  granted,  and  to  be  charged  iilvewife  as 
we  are  now  in  their  vidtuailing  :  and  with  all 
convenient  fpeed  they  certify  either  whether  of 
thefe  two  ways  they  find  beft  for  us,  before 
they  conclude  any  thing  with  the  foldier  therein. 
This  being  an  article  given  to  the  iord  deputy, 
in  his  inflrudions,  and  our  council,  at  his  going 
over,  we  expedled  iong  agv^.  to  have  been  latis- 
fied  theiein.  And  in  cafe  the  lord  deputy,  and 
council,  find  it  better  to  be  difcharged  whoily 
of  their  victuailing,  and  to  yield  the  flerling 
pay  ;  then,  as  tiie  foldier  is  to  take  nothing  of 
the  country,  but  what  be  (haii  pay  for,  fo  it  is 
neceifary,  that  the  lord  depuiy  do  caufe  reafon- 
ab!e  rates  to  be  fet  upon  every  kind  of  viduals 
and  provifions,  with  charges,  and  aii  other 
things  wiiich  the  foidiers  fball  need,  ieft  the 
counrry,  being  not  rellrained,  fhould  exa<5l  un- 
meadireably  upon  the  foldier,  for  things  he 
{:houId  take,  and  fo  make  him  not  able  to  live 

upon 
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upon  hls  entertainment  :  and  with  thefe  feveral 
rates  of  viftuals  and  carriages,  are  meet  to  be, 
the  lord  deputy  and  council,  fhall  do  well,  Hke- 
wife,  to  certify. 

Whereas,   the  compofition  of  2100I.   fter- 
Hng,  heretofore  aifented  unto,  hath  been  by  the 
fpacc  of  divers  years  omitted,    and  not  levied  5 
we,  underftanding,  by   letters,   from   fome   of 
the  Jords  of  the  pale,   that  it  is  a  matter  agreea- 
ble   to   the   country,     have  heretofore  thought 
meetthe  fame  fhould  be  revived  and  continued, 
tiil  we  (hall  give  diredion  to  the  contrary  :  and 
therefore,  our  pleafure  is,  that  the  lord  deputy 
caufe  to  be  afTembled,   the   nobility  and  grand 
counciJ,   according  to  the  former  ufage,  in  like 
cafes  ;  and  to  move  tliem  to  renew   and  accept 
the  faid  compofition,   upon  condition,  that  they 
aJTenting  thereunto,  the  fame  fhall  ftand  in  lieu 
of  ceffe,    in  fuch  countries^  as  fliall  ffand  and 
yield   to  the  contribution,   and  as   well  of  the 
army,   as  for  all  other  duties  heretofore  impofed 
for   the  Jord   deputy's  Jioufe ;   and  the  fame  to 
continue   during    our   pleafure.     And  whereas, 
heretofore,   the  countries  of  Leix  and  Offally, 
were  contributors  to  this  compofition,  according 
to  fuch  rate  and  proportion,  as  was  fet  down  ia 
the  counciJ  book,  there  we  fee  no  caufe  that  they 
fhould  be  dilpenfed  withal,    but  evcry    one   to 
bear  a  part    as  it  is  alloted  upon  them,  which, 
if  they  fliall  refufe  to  do,  then  may  the  lord  de- 
puty  lay  foldiers  upon  them,   according  to  their 
meafure  and   rate  of  their   part   of  bearing  ; 
D  2  whercin 
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wherein  neverthelefs,  regard  is  to  be  had  to  fa- 
vour  and  eafe,  as  much  as  may  be  fuch  of  the 
fefd  countrics,  and  fuch  jparts  thereof  as  lie 
wafle.and  areirapoveriOiedmoil^as  it  is  inform- 
ed  that  {omQ  part  of  Catherlough  is. 
■  Whereas»  we  have  employed  our  fervant 
John  Norris,  e(q;  our  prefident  in  Munfter,  in 
the  fervice  pf  the  low  countries  ;  and  conceiv- 
ing  a  very  good  opinion  of  captain  Thomas 
Norris,  his  brother,  to  fupply  that  place,  as  vice- 
prefidept,  unti!  we  ihaii  determine  otherwife: 
our  plearure  is,  that  the  faid  captain  Thomas 
Norris  (haW  remain  there,  as  vice-prefident, 
durisg  our  pleafure,  receiving  all  his  faid  bro- 
ther's  ailowance,  except  his  fee  of  iio  marks 
fleriing  per  annum,  \ihich  is  to  be  anfwered  to 
the  faid  iord  prefident.  And  whereas  the  faid 
vice-prefideiit,  hath  now  a  fee  of  20s.  ilerling 
-per  diem,  agreed  upon  by  concordatum,  over 
and  above  the  feveral  allowances  of  the  iaid  lord 
prefident  ;  our  pieafure  is,  that  the  faid  fee  of 
20  s.  psr  diem,  fhail  ceafe  immediately  after  thefe 
inftruiflions  and  ijgnification  made  tohim  there- 
of ;  forafmuch,  as  we  think  it  convenient,  that 
ali  fuch  directjons,  inftru^tions,  eftabliihments, 
and  wanaDiS,  as  are  commonly  fenr  from  hence 
conceriJDg  oor  fervice,  fhould  be  often  and  or- 
derly  corrimiinicated  to  the  council  as  maiters 
mcet  for  thera  to  be-  acquainted  wiihal,  for 
their  better  knowledge  and  information  ;  our 
pleaiure  13,  tliat  wharfoever  diredions,  inftrucli- 
ons,  eftablii]i,meiits,    &c.   ftiall    be    fent   from 

hence, 
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hence,  appertaining  to  our  fervice,  fhali  be  pub- 
lickly  read  at  the  counci!  table,  by  our  fecre- 
tary  there,  once  in  every  qiiarter  at  the  ieall ; 
and  that  our  fecretary,  Ihall  be  charged  by  his 
office,  to  move  and  fohcit  the  fanie,  'according 
to  the  times  hraited  in  this  article  :  provided 
always,  that  in  efpecial  matters,  which  for  fecre- 
cy  fake,  are  not  to  be  openly  read  at  all,  to  tlie 
council  at  large,  the  lord  deputy,  may  in  difcre- 
tion  direcfl  the  fecretary  to  refer  them  to  be 
communicated  only  to  fuch  of  theEnglifli  coun- 
cil,  as  for  the  mofi:  part  are  ordinarily  atten- 
dant  upon  the  ftate. 

We  think  it  meet,  and  our  pieafare  is,  that 
officers  and  charges  falling  within  the  gift  of  the 
lord  deputy,  fhould  be  beftov/ed  upon  men  fit 
for  them,  and  that  fuch  as  be  of  known  Hiill 
and  honefly  may  be  preferred  before  others. 

And  whereas,  hitherto,  the  iiberty  to  have 
deputies  and  fubftitutes  in  offices,  hatb,  and 
doth  breed  great  corruption,  and  extraordinary 
taking  of  fees,  whereupon  enfueth  the  grudge 
and  claraour  of  the  people  ;  our  pleafure  is,  fbr 
the  remedy  thereof,  that  from  henceforth,  ali 
officers  fhall  be  boond  to  refide  upon  their 
places,  without  favour  or  difpenfation,  other 
than  in  cafe  of  ficknefs,  impotency,    and   old 

age. 

And  whejcas,  among  other  things,  meet  to 

be  redreifed,    the  houfes  of  juflices,  andjudicial 

courts,    being  now  kept  within  our   caftle  of 

Dublin,  are  fnbjedt  to  many  inconveniencies  and 

D   3  dangers. 
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dangers,  by  reafon  the  flore-houfe  of  powder 
and  ammunitioxn  is  underneath  them  ;  and  alfo, 
the  prifon  called  the  Grate,  where  malefa<5tors 
lie,  is  ver}'-  near  adjoining  thereunto  ;  and  here- 
by  the  refort  into  the  caflle  is  more  common 
than  is  meet  :  we  think  it  very  convenient,  that 
the  faid  courts  and  houfes  of  law  be  removed 
out  of  our  faid  caflle,  unto  fome  meet  place  in 
the  city,  fuch  as  the  lord  deputy  and  council 
may  compound  for,  and  advertife  their  opinions 
thereof. 

Whereas,  our  privy  fignet  of  that  realm, 
ought  of  right,  to  remain  in  the  cuflody  of 
our  fecretary  of  ftate  there,  as  a  thing  apper- 
taining  to  his  ofRce,  like^  as  our  privy  fignet 
here  in  England,  remaineth  always  in  the  chargc 
of  our  principal  fecretary  ;  our  exprefs  pleafure 
is,  that  our  faid  fignet  of  that  realm  fhall  flill 
continue  in  the  cuff:ody  and  charge  of  our  faid 
fecretary  of  ftate  there,  that  now  is,  and  that 
hereafter  fhall  be,  withoutchallenge  or  interrup- 
tion  of  any^  otlier  ;  and  he  to  enjoy  all  fees  and 
profits  thereto  belonging.  Likewife,  our  ex- 
prefs  pleafure  is,  that  our  faid  fecretary  of  flate 
there,  for  the  time  being,  or  any  other  by  him 
appolnted,  fliall  have  the  making  of  all  the 
bills,  v/arrants,  aud  other  wrirings,  that  are  to 
pafs  the  fignature  of  our  deputy,  or  other  head 
governor  there  for  our  fervice,  and  by  our 
authority,  and  fo  to  pafs  to  the  great  feal  with 
all  fees  and  duties  appertaining ;  and  he  to 
keep  a  regifler  book  of  the  fame,  to  remain  of 

record, 
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record,  as  our  principai  fecretary  of  England 
doth  in  like  cafes,  to  be  from  lime  to  time 
fhewed  to  our  deputy,  or  other  principal  go- 
vernors,  for  the  time  being.  We  think  it  vcry 
convenient,  that  as  foon  as  you  can  finifh 
the  parliament,  which  we  wifh  to  be  done 
with  convenient  expedition,  you  fhould  by 
good  deliberation  of  council  procure,  that  the 
North  parts  of  that  realm  might  be  fettled  m 
fome  quietnefs,  for  which  wholefome  purpofe 
yourfelf  might  repair  into  Munfter,  and  there 
with  fuch  of  our  council,  as  may  be  fpared  from 
Dublin,  and  from  the  Englifh  pale,  to  continue 
your  refidence  for  the  better  ftrengthening  of 
ihat  whole  province,  and  efpecially  of  the  mari- 
time  towns  and  ports,  confidering  the  doubtful- 
nefs,  how  the  forces  that  be  put  in  readinefs  in 
Spain  and  Portugal  are  looked  for,  to  come  to 
the  feas  more  timely  this  year,  than  commonly 
hath  been  ufed  ;  and  for  that  there  be  many  par- 
ticular  things  requifite  for  this  purpofe,  whereof 
we  doubt  not  but  you  with  your  council  there, 
will  have  regard  ;  yet,  of  fome  few  things  we 
think  convenient  to  admonilTi  you  firfl  that  fuch 
perfons  eithcr  in  Munfter,  or  elfewhere,  asyou 
fhall  think  to  be  doubtful,  in  refped  of  their 
former  ofFences,  and  of  their  inclination  to  have 
new  troubles  in  that  realm,  by  accefs  of  foreign 
forces,  may  bt  fo  looked  into,  or  guarded,  or 
otherwife  reftrained  of  their  liberty,  zs  they 
may  not  become  parties,  either  to  nourifh  fedi- 
tion  among  the  multitude  of  our  people,  or 
D  4  comforts

comforts  to  fiich  foreign  traltors,  as  being  oiit  of 
the  country,  are  likely,  upon  comfort  of  their 
fiiends  within  the  laiid,  to  entice  the  enemies  to 
enter  into  fome  places  there. 

Secondly,  the  port  towns  would  be  feen  unto, 
that  none  of  the  inhabitants  be  fufFered  to  have 
armour  and  weapons,  but  fuch  as  fhall  be 
thought  to  be  faithful  and  loyal  ;  and  that  fuch 
as  you  fliall  think  to  be  faithful,  may  be  provid- 
ed  of  armour  and  weapon,  and  they  to  be  put 
in  order  and  rcgiment,  to  keep  the  fame  towns 
from  all  mutiny  and  fedition  ;  and  as  far  forth 
as  their  pcvvers  fhall  be  with  the  help  of  fuch 
fuccours,  as  you  may  fend  thern  to  withftand  the 
enemies  landing. 

Thirdly,  you  fhall  do   well  to  fuffer  none  of 

the  common  people  that  did  rebeL  to  have  any 

weapon  of  offence,  but  to  be  charged  ftraightly, 

upon  pain  of  death,   or  otherwife  by  putting  in 

good  fureties,  to  continue  at  their  dwelhng  pla- 

ces  quietly,   except  you  fhall  have  caufe  to  fend 

for  any  of  them,  for  any  kind  of  fervice  requifite. 

Lajily^    you  may  do  well  about  the  time  of 

the  year  that  you  fnall  underfland  any  certainty 

of  the   coming  of  the   Spaniards,   or  Spanifh 

army,  into  the  feas,  to  caufe  the  bellials  of  the 

country,  and  other  viduals,  to  be  removed  from 

the  maritime  ports  where  you  fhall  fufped:  hke- 

lihood  of  landing ,   and   fo  in  all  other  things 

requifite    to     do    your    beft  to  preferve  that 

country  this  fummer  in  quietnefs,  and  for  better 

comfort,  you  fhall  underftand,  that  we  have  re- 

folved 
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folved  to  keep  upon  the  feas  a  ftrong  navy,  that 
fhall  attend  to  impeach  the  navy  of  Spain  from 
landing,  either  in  Eugland,  or  that  realm,  hop- 
ing  with  God's  favours,  in  our  juft  defence,  to 
withftand  the  violent  attempts  of  our  enemies, 
how  many  and  malicious  foever  they  be  :  and 
for  the  better  intention  that  we  have  to  people 
that  country  of  Munfter,  our  fecretary,  now 
coming  thither,  fliall  particularly  declare  unto 
you.

THAT  it  may  appear  what  profit,  cnmmo- 
dity,  and  advancement,  may  in  fiiort 
time  grow,  to  the  young  houfes  of  the  gentle- 
m.en  j  by  that  courfe,  in  perpetuity,  foma  rea- 
fons  are  here  fet  down,  v^hereunto  more  may  be 
added,  as  occafion  fhall  require. 

Imprimis.  The  gentleman  undertaker  tobethe 
chief  lord  of  fo  great  a  feignory  or  parifii,  and 
to  have  the  manrode  of  fo  many  fj.mihes,  and 
the  difpofing  of  fo  many  good  holdings,  as  the

barons  of  the  exchequer,  and  other  clerks  and 
minifters  there,  and  what  have  been  the  yearly 
fums  fo  defalked  in  any  accounts,  by  virtue  of 
the  faid  mandainus. 

Item.  Where  divers  corporate  towns  have  re- 
turn  of  writs,  and  do  challenge  the  profits  of 
amerciaments,  fines,  iflues,  bonds,  and  recog- 
nizances,  and  fuch  like,  aflefTed  in  any  of  her 
majefty's  courts  of  her  pleas  or  exchequer,  or 
before  any  other  judges  or  commilfioners  that 
is  to  be  certified,  how  much  yearly  within  the 
time  aforefaid,  hath  been  withdrawn  and  de- 
tained  from  her  majefty  by  the  pretences  of  any 
fuch  claims  ;  and  it  is  to  be  better  confidered, 
of  what  force  any  charters  be,  to  carry  away  fo 
great  fums,  and  efpecially  the  royal  fines  and 
amerciaments  due  to  the  crown,  which  cannot 
pafs  away  without  exprefs  words  in  the  grants, 
neither  can  any  fine  be  demanded  by  force  of 
fuch  charters,    for  any  offence,  that  hath  been 
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made  an  offence  by  any  later  laws,  lince  tlltf 
grant  of  fuch,  or  thofe  charters  ;  a  matter  neg- 
ligently  looked  into,  or  rather  corruptly  fufFered, 
by  the  officers  of  the  exchequer. 

Item.  Where  her  majefly's  revenue  is  appa- 
rently  diminifhed,  divers  ways,  and  yet  the 
fame  charged  many  ways,  with  increafe  of  many 
new  officers,  fees,  and  allowanees,  it  is  to  be 
certified  vvhat  new  offices,  or  fces,  or  increafe 
of  fees,  have  been  within  the  time  aforefaid  al- 
lowed,  and  by  whom,  and  whofe  warrant,  and. 
the  fame  from  henceforth  to  ceafe  until  her  ma- 
jefty's  pleafure,  upon  better  information,  be 
fignilied  by  her  own  warrant, 

Item.  To  certify  what  yearly  allowances  have 
been  made  to  any  commiflioners,  being  di- 
redted  to  any  accounts,  and  what  the  fums 
have  been  of  fuch  allowance,  either  by  the  name 
of  diets,  or  for  attendance,  in  the  tye  of  the 
daclaration  of  fuch  accounts ;  for  that  her  ma- 
jefly  is  informed,  that  divers  perfbns,  fome  being 
of  her  own  council  there,  and  appointed  as  com- 
mifiioners  to  atrend  the  declaration  of  accompts, 
have  been  allowed  large  diets  by  the  day,  either 
'  by  their  ov  n  authority,  or  by  their  procurement, 
v/hereof  her  majefly  requireth  to  be  particularly 
certified, 

Item.  Where,  of  late  years,  certain  Irifhmen 
have  made  furrenders  by  prctence,  of  their  own 
lands,  and  obtained  grants  of  the  fame,  where 
many  times  her  majefty^s  own  poffeflions  having 
been  ufurped  and  detained  by  them,  have  becn 

contained 
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contalned  within  the  faid  furrenders  j  it  is  to  bc 
certified,  whether  in  the  new  grants  made  to  the 
faid  Irifhmen,  upon  their  faid  furrenders,  there 
have  not  been  fpecial  refervations,  as  well  to 
her  majefly,  for  her  rights,  as  to  other  men's 
lands  comprized  within  the  faid  furrenders  and 
grants  j  and  ahb  to  be  certified  how  many  of 
fuch  grants  made  to  the  Irifh,  have  not  been 
certified  into  the  exchequer,  where  any  rent  or 
duties,  referved  upon  the  faid  new  grants,  might 
be  put  in  charge,  and  anfwered,  and  what  rents 
are  due  upon  fuch  new  grants,  and  how  much 
thereof  is  anfwered  yearly. 

Itetn.  Where  there  was  of  late  time  a  certain 
number  of  footmen  called  galloglafs,  who  had 
for  their  ftipend  certain  bonnaughts,  anfwered 
out  of  Irjfh  ^counties,  without  charge  to  her 
majefty,  and  that  the  fame  galloglafs  have  heen 
difcharged,  by  way  of  compofition,  as  well 
with  the  faid  galloglafs,  as  v/ith  the  Irilh  counties 
that  bare  them,  whereby  it  was  pretended,  that 
a  yearly  revenue  of  looo/.  or  more,  fhould  be 
anfwered  to  her  majefly  ;  it  is  to  be  certified, 
whether,  and  how  much  of  the  fame  hath  been 
anfwered  to  her  majefly  yearly  fince  the  com- 
pofition  ;  and  whether  there  hath  not  been  a  new 
charge  of  two  or  three  hundred  pounds,  that 
hath  been  yearly  paid  to  the  captains  of  thofe 
galloglafs,  and  yet  no  fervice  by  them  done  for 
the  fame. 

Item.  To  certify  what  fenefchalfliips  and  go- 
vernors  of  counties,   lordfhips,   and  territories,

have  been  within  the  time  aforefaid  granted  to 
any  perfons  without  refervation  of  fuch  fervices 
and  diities,  as  heretofore  were  anfwered  out  of 
the  fame  ;  and  what  have  been  the  ancient  fer-^ 
vices  and  duties  heretofore  anfwered  out  of  thc 
faid  offices,  and  to  ftay  the  grant  of  any  fuch 
offices,  but  at  the  will  of  her  majefty. 

Item.  Where,  during  the  time  of  the  laft  re-- 
belhon,  certain  extraordinary  numbers  of  fol- 
diers  were  put  into  fortrefies  and  caftles  for  their 
better  fecurity  during  the  trouhles,  without  in- 
tention  to  continue  the  fame,  to  the  increafe  of 
her  majefty's  charge,  it  is  to  be  certified,  what 
numbers  were  fo,  hy  way  of  increafe,  fince  the 
beginning  of  the  laft  rebeUion  of  Defmond,  al- 
lowed  to  any  of  the  faid  forts  or  caftles,  and  by. 
wbat  warrant  the  fame  are  continued  ;  and  how 
many  of  the  fame  may  reafonably  be  difcharged, 
and  to  difcharge  the  fame. 

Item.  Where  her  majefty's  revenues  are  paid 
to  her  cofFers,  after  the  rate  of  Irifh  money, 
which  is  a  fourth  part  lefs  than  if  they  were 
paid  in  fterling  :  and  yet  divers  perfons  within 
that  realm,  who  of  ancient  time  were  paid  their 
fees  and  allowances  according  to  the  fame  rate 
of  Irifh,  and  not  of  fterhng,  are  now  paid,  as 
her  majefty  underftandeth,  according  ta  the  rate 
of  fterhng  monies  of  England,  whereby  they 
have  gained  a  fourth  part  above  their  accuftom- 
ed  fees  ;  it  is  to  becertified,  howmany  of  fuch 
perfons  are  at  this  day  paid  their  fees  and  allow- 
ances,  ^fter  the  rate  of  Englifh  raoney,  whofe 
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offices  were  heretofore,  at  the  beginning  of  her 
majefty's  reign,  anfwered  but  with  the  rate  of 
Iriih  money,  and  how  much  lofs  thereby  her 
majefty  doth  yearly  fuftain,  and  by  what  war- 
rant  the  fame  increafe  hath  been  allowed  and 
paid. 

Item.  It  is  not  meant  thac  the  pofleflions  of 
the  lands  or  chattles,  lateiy  efcheated  by  the 
rebellions  in  Munfter,  or  elfewhere  in  that  realm, 
(hould  be  in  the  power  and  authority  of  the  lord 
deputy,  or  other  the  commanders,  to  be  fet, 
demifed,  or  granted,  but  the  fame  to  be  ftayed 
at  her  majefty's  wiil  and  pleafure,  until  further 
order  be  taken  ;  and  for  this  purpofe  ic  is  to  be 
certified,  whether  any  part  of  the  faid  eicheated 
lands  or  chattles  have  been  demifed,  or  any  cut- 
todies  granted,  and  what  rents  and  profits  have 
been  anfwered  for  the  fame,  or  be  anfwerable, 
and  by  whom,  and  by  what  authority  and  war- 
rant  the  fame  have  been  fo  granted. 

Jiem.  Her  majefty  will  be  certified  how  mucli 
money  hath  been  paid  upon  grant,  made  for 
keeping  of  certain  boats  upon  the  Shannon,  and 
to  whom  the  fame  hath  been  paid,  and  whea 
the  famc  did  ceafe,  aecording  as  her  majefty  did 
give  exprefs  order  for  the  fame.  Finally,  her 
majefty  willeth  and  chargeth  the  lord  deputy, 
and  all  other  of  her  council,  whom  thefe  arti- 
cles  ftiall  concern,  and  alfo  all  other  ofiicers  of 
her  revenue,  and  namely,  the  auditor  there, 
who  ought,  by  virtue  of  hisoffice,  to  be  the  moft 
underftanding   of  thefe   abufes,  particularly   to 
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deliver  their  anfwers  to  every  part  that  fhaU 
concern  them,  as  they  will  afterwards  anfwer  to 
her  majefly  at  their  peril,  upon  further  trial  as 
her  majefty  fhall  have  caufe  to  make,  of  the 
truth  of  their  certificates.  And  though  the 
particular  anfwers  of  all  the  articles,  and  of  the 
feveral  parts  thereof,  may  feem  to  require  fome 
longer  time  than  her  majefly  expe6leth,  yet  her 
ple^fure  is,  that  without  delay  of  time,  and 
from  time  to  time,  fo  much  of  the  fame  may  be 
certified  thereof,  that  her  majefty  may  well  per- 
ceive  that  there  is  no  delay  ufed ;  and  her  ex- 
prefs  commandment  is,  that  the  fecretary,  the 
bearer  hereof,  fhall,  from  time  to  time,  in  her 
majefly's  name,  charge  the  lord  deputy  and  the 
council  to  be  careful  hereof,  for  fatisfadion  of 
her  majefty,  as  they  tender  her  favour,  and  not 
to  fend  them  apart,  as  her  majefty  hath  caufe 
tothink  that  many  former  inflrudlions  have  been. 

The  heads  of  an  InflTu<5lIon  for  fecretary 
Fenton,  Efq;  to  be  communicated  to 
the  lord  deputy,  for  peopling  of  Mun- 
fler,    November,    1585. 

IMmediately  after  your  return  into  Ireland, 
you  fhall  acquaint  the  lord  deputy  with  the 
plot  fet  down,  and  delivered  you  here,  for  the 
peopling  of  Munfler ;  and  further,  you  fhall 
fignify  to  him,  that  it  is  her  majelly's  pleafure, 
he  prefently  confer  with  fuch  of  the  council  there 
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as  he  fhall  think  fic,  upon  the  fame  plot,  and 
certify,  either  with  all  poflible  fpeed,  his  own 
and  their  opinion  thereof,   and  what  they  think 
meet  to  be  either  added  or  reformed  in  the  fame  -, 
whereupon,  he  and  the  council  there,  fhall  forth- 
wilh  receive  anfwer  and  further  diredion  from- 
hence,  as  the  caufe  fhall  require.     And  becaufe 
there  is  no  one  thing  Hke  to  breed  fo  great  a 
difHculty  in  the  execution  of  this  plot,  as  thc 
lands  of  the  freeholders,  fuch  as,  either  fuUy  par- 
donedof  hfe  and  land,  orotherwife,   not  to  bc 
touched  with  any  difloyalty,  which  he  intermix- 
ed  with  the  lands  efcheated  to  her  majefly,  ; 
we   think    it    meet    that    certain    commifllon- 
ers,  whereof  fome  to  be  learned  in  the  laws,  by 
the  lord  deputy  and  council  there,  appointed  td 
repair  into  Munfter,  and  authorized  to  call  be- 
fore  them  all  the  aforefaid  freeholders  and  copy- 
holders,  having  lands  fo  intermixed  with  the  ef- 
cheated  lands,  and  to  appoint  them,  at   fome 
time  prefixed,  to  (hew  their  evidences  for  fuch 
lands  as  they  pretend  title  unto  -,  for  which  pur- 
pofe  we  think  Mr.  Smiths,  now  jufticein  Mun- 
ller,  andMr.  Meagle,  fecondjuftice  there,  meet 
men  to  be  employed  in  ihat  fervice,   unlefs  the 
lord  deputy  and  council  there  Ihall  know  any 
others  of  the  profefl"ion  •  of  the  law  more  apt, 
either  in  Munfter,  or  to  be  fent  from  Dublin  for 
that  purpofe.     Thofe  commanders  chief  travail 
muft  be,   by  viev/ing  the  evidences  of  the  faid 
freeholders   and  copy-holders,    to   difcern  and 
judge  of  the   validity  of  their  titles,   whereby 
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fueh  freeholders  as  fhall  be  found  to  have  good 
titles,  and  their  lands  (b  intermixed  with  the  at- 
tainted  lands,  as  may  breed  fome  quarrel  be- 
tvveen  the  faid  freeholders  and  copy-holders ; 
and  fuch  as  fhall  come  over  to  inhabit  there,may 
be  reafonably  compounded  wrthal,  fo  as  it  may 
be  without  offence,  and  with  their  good  liking. 
It  is  alfo  thought  meet,  that  a  furvey  be  taken  of 
the  freeholds  and  copyholds  efcheated  unto  her 
majefty  for  default  of  heirs,  whereofthere  hath 
as  yet  been  no  fnrvey  taken  by  Sir  Valentine 
Brown.  And  for  the  better  performance  of  this 
fervice,  it  is  thought  meet,  that  the  lord  de- 
puty  and  council  fhall  give  thefe  commifnoners 
fuch  fuFther  and  fecret  inflrudlions,  as  they  fha^l 
think  convenient.  And  whereas  we  are  inform- 
ed  alfo,  that  the  lands  of  her  majefly,  which 
be  now  leafed  and  intermixed  wtth  the  faid  ef- 
cheated  lands,  may  be  likewife  fome  impedi- 
ment  for  the  faid  plot,  the  aforefaid  commiffion- 
ers  fball  have  like  power  given  them  by  the  lord 
deputy  and  council  there,  to  call  all  fuch  her 
majefty's  lefTees  before  them,  and  view  their 
leafes,  and  the  fame  not  juflly  to  be  avoided, 
to  treat  with  them  for  fome  reafbnable  compoil- 
tion. 

Special  charge  is  to  be  given  by  the  lord 
deputy  to  the  faid  commifTioners,  that  in  dealing 
with  thefe  freeholders  and  lefTees,  no  offence  be 
given  to  them,  as  though  there  were  any  intent 
or  meaning  to  deprive  them  without  recompence 
to  their  contentment,  of  their  right  in  fuch  lands, 
as  they  do  pretend  to  appertain  to  them. 

And 
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And  touching  the  efcheated  lands,  already 
granted  by  ctijlodiams,  you  fhall  iet  the  faid  lord 
deputy  underftand,  that  her  majefty's  pleafurc 
is,  that  no  perfon  having  cujiodiams  fhall  enjoy 
the  fame,  unleft  he  be  contented  to  accept  of 
the  fame  with  the  conditions  that  are  here  ac- 
corded  on  in  England  in  the  aforefaid  plot,  as 
fhall  otherwife  be  altered  here,  after  return  of 
your  opinion  ;  and  that  you  fhall  make  it  pro- 
bable  unto  the  lord  deputy  and  council,  that  he 
fhall  be  able  to  perform  the  faid  conditions. 

And  moreover,  becaufe  thefe  efcheated  lands 
in  Munfter  be  not  fo  thoroughly  furveyed  as  is 
requifite,  we  think  good,  that  the  lord  deputy 
and  council  there  appoint  meet  perfons  to  fur- 
vey  the  fame  as  near  as  may  be,  according  to 
the  plot  aforefaid,  with  refped  as  well  of  the 
goodnefs  as  of  the  quantity  of  the  ground  -,  and 
fbr  this  perfeder  furvey  to  be  taken  in  this  fort, 
wc  think,  befides  her  majefty's  furveyor  there, 
if  his  health  will  permit,  Mr.  Payton  Manwa- 
ring,  Thomas  Wifeman,  and  Robbins,  fit  men, 
or  fome  of  them,  to  be  employed  in  that  fer- 
vice  to  the  faid  commiffioners  and  perfons,  as 
well  for  the  calling  of  the  freeholders  aforefaid 
before  them,  and  viewing  their  evidences,  as 
fbr  the  furveying  of  the  iands  efcheated,  and 
other  intermixed,  we  think  that  very  neceifary, 
the  iord  deputy  and  council  there,  give  order  to 
the  vice  prefident  of  Munfter,  to  appoint  cer- 
tain  of  the  garrifon  there  to  attend  on  the  faid 
commiflioners  for  their  better  fafety,  and  to  ap- 

point 
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point  them  for  their  dlets  and  other  necefTary 
charges,  fuch  allowance  during  the  fervice,  as 
by  them  fhall  be  thought  meet,  to  the  end,  that 
before  the  end  of  this  next  fummer,  the  places 
may  be  appointed  for  the  planting  of  the  pa- 
rifhes,  according  to  the  aforefaid  plot  fet  down 
for  the  purpofe.  And  whereas  it  is  thought  con- 
venient,  that  fome  portion  of  land  fhould  be 
appointed  for  the  prefident  of  Munfter,  in  fuch 
places  of  that  province,  as  that  it  fhall  be  thought 
meet  for  hira  to  rcfide  in,  that  the  portion  ex- 
ceed  not,  in  any  one  place,  the  quantity  of  500 
acres  for  a  demefne  for  his  houfe,  and  the  find- 
ing  of  his  horfes,  whereby  the  country  may  not 
be  oppreifed  with  cefs. 

And  whereas  the  fenefchal  Patrick  Condon, 
and  certain  other  principal  perfons  of  that  pro- 
vince,  that  are  pardoned  of  their  lives  ;  it  is 
thought  meet,  that  the  lord  deputy  and  council 
take  into  their  confideration  where,  and  whatrea- 
fonable  portjon  of  land,  in  fome  convenient 
place  with  leaft  annoyance,  of  fuch  as  fhall  come 
in  and  inhabit  there,  may  be  allotted  to  every 
of  them,  lefl  otherwife,  no  refpedt  being  had 
of  them,  they,  thrpugh  defperation,  may  be 
driven  to  atrempt  fomewhat  to  the  difquieting  of 
the  faid  parties  that  fhall  repair  into  that  realm 
to  inhabit  there. 
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A  copy  of  the  Compofition  of  2100I. 
per  annu?n,  to  be  anfwered  to  her  ma- 
jefty.  Entered  in  the  council-book 
May  1586. 

WHereas  the  queen's  moft  excellent  ma- 
jefty,  having  a  princely  care  for  to  eafe 
her  fubjeds  in  that  realm  of  the  burthen  of  cefle, 
and  other  charge  of  foldiers,  which  from  time 
to  time  hath  been  laid  upon  them,  hath  entered 
into  confideration  of  the  compofition  formerly 
taken   of  2100/.  fterhng,    heretofore   alTented 
unto,    and  for  that  end  hath  fignified  her  plea- 
fure,    either  by  a  fpecial  inftrudion,  contained 
in  a  book   among  other  things,    and  intitled, 
**  Inftrudions  by   the  queen's  majefty,   to  be 
<*  communicated  and  imparted  by  Jeffery  Fen- 
"  ton,  her  high  fecrctary  in  Ireland,  to  the  lord 
**   deputy  and  council   there.     At  Greenwich, 
«  the  26th  of  February,    1585."     Which  in- 
ftrudlion  is  recited  in  thefe  words  :  Whereas  the 
compofition  of  2100I.    fterhng,  heretofore  af- 
fented  unto,   hath  been  of  the  fpace  of  divers 
years  omitted,  and  not  levied  ;   we,  underftand- 
ing  by  letters  from  fome  of  the  L.  L.  of  the 
pale,  that  it  is  a  matter  agreeable  to  the  coun- 
try,  have  therefore  thought  meet  the  fame  fhould 
be  continued  and  revived,   until  we  fhall  give 
dirediion  to  the  contrary ;   and  therefore,    our 
pleafure  is,  that  the  fame  lord  deputy  caufe  to 

be 
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be  aflembled  the  nobility  and  grand  council,  ac-^ 
cording  to  the  former  ufage  in  like  cafes,  and 
to  move  them  to  renew  and  accept  the  faid  com- 
pofiiion,  upon  condition,  that  they  affenting 
thereunto,  the  fame  (hall  Hand  in  lieti  of  ceffe  m 
fuch  countries  as  fhall  fland  and  yield  to  the  con- 
tribution,  as  well  for  the  army,  as  for  all  other 
duties  heretofore  impofed  for  the  lord  deputy's 
houfe,  and  the  fame  to  continue  during  our 
pleafure.  And  whereas  heretofore  the  coun- 
tries  of  Kilkenny,  Tipperary,  Wexford,  Car- 
low,  and  the  counties  of  Leix  and  Ofially,  were 
contriburors  to  this  compofition,  according  to 
fuch  rate  and  portion  as  was  fet  down  in  thc 
council-book  there  ;  we  fee  no  caufe  that  they 
Ihould  be  difpenfed  withal,  but  every  one  to 
bear  their  feveral  fhares  and  part  as  is  allotted 
upon  them  ;  which  if  they  fhall  refufe  to  do^ 
then  may  the  lord  deputy  lay  foldiers  upon 
them,  acGording  to  the  meafure  and  rates  of 
their  parts  of  their  bearing,  wherein,  neverthe- 
lefs,  regard  is  to  be  had  to  favour,  and  eafe  as 
inuch  as  may  be,  fuch  of  the  faid  countries  and 
fuch  part  thereof  as  lye  wafle,  and  are  impo- 
verifhed  moft,  (as  it  is  informed  that  fome  part 
of  Carlough  is)  upon  which  inflrudlion  the  no- 
bility  and  grand  council  this  day  were  alfem- 
bled,  the  faid  article  read,  and  her  majefl:y's 
bounty  and  grace  ofFered,  and  exclaimed  by 
the  lord  deputy,  demanding  of  them,  whether 
they  would  accept  of  the  fame  compofition,  and 
confent  to  the  yielding  thereunto  y  who  not  only 

freely 
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freely  aflented  with  one  voice,  but  alfo  did  ac- 
knowledge  thenafelves  much  bound  to  her  ma- 
jefty,  in  that  her  highnefs  had  this  princely  care 
over  them,  to  receive  this  compofition  of  2, 1 00/. 
fterling  in  heu  of  ceffe,  as  well  for  the  army, 
as  for  alJ  other  duties  impofed  for  the  lord  de- 
puties,  to  be  levied  in  fueh  Ihires  and  countries^ 
as  in  her  majefty's  article  and  inftru^ion  above 
recited  is  contained.  And  further,  whereas  the 
faid  lord  deputy,  in  the  behalf  of  her  majefty, 
bath  fignified  unto  us  the  L.  L.  and  others 
of  her  majefty's  nobility  and  council,  that  her 
highnefs's  pleafure  was,  that  we  of  the  parle, 
and  others  who  have  heretofore  yielded  to  the 
anfwering  of  the  faid  compofitionj  fhould  make 
payment,  as  well  of  that  which  hath  not  been  le- 
vied  fince  the  time  that  the  foldiers  havs 
not  been  upon  the  eountry,  as  alfo  of  that 
which  ftiould  upon  treaty  with  us  the  L,  L. 
and  others  of  the  parle,  to  be  by  them  affented 
unto,  to  be  yielded  by  way  of  compofition  in 
time  td  come  ;  and  to  that  efFet^  did  fhew  unto 
us  a  part  of  a  letter  dire(5ted  to  his  L,  figned  by 
her  majefty,  the  tenor  of  which  article  enfueth. 
And  becaufe  we  have  by  fpecial  inftrudions,  de- 
hvered  unto  fecretary  Fenton,  giving  order  for 
the  reviving  of  the  compofition  of  2100/.  in 
heu  of  cefle  which  hath  been  omitted  well  near 
the  fpace  of  feven  years,  in  refped  of  the  fol- 
diers,  werc  fometimes  cefTed  upon  the  country  ; 
by  which  faid  inftrudions,  forafmuch  as  it  is 
not  ordered  that   the  country  (hould   be  dealt 

withal, 
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vvithal,  for  the  anfwering  of  fo  much  of  the 
compofition  as  is  due  fmce  the  time  that  the 
foldiers  have  not  been  laid  upon  them,  which  is 
now  well  near  by  the  fpace  of  three  years  :  our 
pleafure  therefore  is,  thatyou  fhalldeal  withthofe 
of  the  pale,  and  others  who  have  heretofore 
yielded  to  the  anfwering  of  the  faid  compofition, 
to  make  payment  as  well  of  that  which  hath 
not  been  levied  fmce  the  time  that  foldiers  have 
not  been  ceffed  upon  the  country,  as  alfo  of 
that  which  fhall  upon  treaty  with  the  L.  L;  and^ 
others  of  the  pale,  to  be  by  them  affented  and^' 
yielded  unto,  by  way  of  compofition,  in  time  to 
come.  Given  under  our  fignet,  at  our  manor  of 
Greenwich,  the  26th  of  February,  1585,  in 
the  2  8th  year  of  our  reign. 

FORASMUCH  as  her  majefty,  in  her  former 
Inflrudions,  hath  moft  gracioufly  and  bounti- 
fully  dealt  with  us,  and  the  reft  of  her  majefly's 
fubjedts  here,  which  hath  becn  as  acceptably 
taken  and  received,  and  mofl  wilHngly  yielded 
unto  ;  fo,  in  like  fort,  to  the  end  we  may  make 
manifefl  to  her  majefty,  our  willingnefs  to  yieid 
to  her  dire6lion,  and  acknowledge  our  bounden 
duties  to  her  majefly  for  fo  gracious  a  benefit, 
we  are  well  contented,  and  do  all  hereby  con- 
fent  and  agree,  that  the  faid  compofition  of  2 100/. 
flerling,  fhall  be  levied  and  taken  to  her  majefly's 
ufe,  as  well  for  the  time  paft,  according  to  her 
majefty^s  letter,  as  alfo  for  the  time  to  come, 
during  her   majefty's  pleafure  ;    and  therefore^ 

we. 
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we,  the  lord  deputy,  nobility,  and  council, 
and  grand  council,  whofe  names  are  hereunto 
fubfcribed,  with  the  aiTent  whole  voice  of  thc 
chiefefl  and  moft  part  of  the  gentlemen  of  the 
pale,  do  hereby  promife  to  fland  to  the  faid 
compofition  of  2100/.  fterling,  in  manner  as 
before  is  recited,  to  be  levied,  taken,  and  reared 
to  her  majefty's  ufe  yearly,  as  alfo  from  year  to 
year  after,  to  continue  for  fo  long  time  as  it 
fliall  pleafe  her  majefty,  according  to  the  faid 
Inftrudlion.  And  it  is  fiirther  agreed,  that  the 
two  former  a6ts  of  grand  council,  entered  in 
this  book,  folio  288.  and  folio  290.  the  one  bear- 
ing  date  the  apth  of  January  1585,  the  other 
the  2  8th  of  September  1585,  provided  by  the 
lord  deputy  and  grand  council  for  a  compoiition 
in  lieu  and  fatisfadtion  of  the  ceffe  and  vidlual- 
ling  of  the  garrifon,  from  Michaelmas  1584, 
hitherto,  l"hall  be  utterly  void,  and  held  as  con- 
cluded  within  this  articlc  of  agreement,  and  the 
faid  fhiresand  countries  henceforth  not  otherwife 
to  be  charged,  than  is  contained  in  this  a6b. 
Given  at  her  majefty's  caftlc  of  Dublin,  the  i^th 
of  May  1586.

MOST  honourable  governor,  it  is  and  may 
be  truly  faid,  there  is  no  unhappinefs 
comparable  to  his,  that  may  fay  he  hath  been 
once  in  good  eflate,  and  is  fallen  from  it  through 
his  own  foUy.  Amongft  many  others,  in  that 
cafe,  I  may,  and  do  reckon  myfelf  for  none  of 
the  Jeaft  ;  for  being  a  man  born  out  of  this 
realm,  and  gotten  large  pofleflions  in  the  fame, 
whereupon  I  Hved,  though  I  might  claim  none 
by  inheritance,  I  have  very  inconfiderately  pre- 
fumed  to  think  I  might  as  well  hold  it,  as  I  got 
it  by  ftrong  hand,  carried  on  with  this  imagina- 
tion,  as  one  ignorant  of  her  majefly's  might  and 
force ;  and  withal,  ill-perfuaded  by  others,  I 
unhappily  refufed  to  come  in  to  your  lordfhip, 
as  the  refl  of  Ulfter  did,  almofl  now  two  years 
pafl,  thinking  it  might  fuffice  for  me,  upon  your 
lordfhip's  repair  into  thofe  parts,  to  write  a  letter 
of  fome  kind  obfervance  unto  you,  with  an 
offer,  after  a  fort,  to  come  myfelf  alfo,  upon 
fuch  capitulations,  as  now  to  my  fmart  I  find 
were  unmeet  for  me  to  make.  But  your  lord- 
(liip  having  no  mind,  as  il  hath  well  appeared, 
to  make  advantage  of  my  rafh  overfight,  vouch- 
fafed  to  licence  the  earl  of  Tyrone,  and  Sir  Ed- 
ward  More,  to  fend  unto  me  fuch  gracious  con- 
ditions,  as  I  grieve  to  think  that  I  refufed  them. 
And  with  the  unadvifed  letters  I  writ  to  your 
lordfhip,   the  haughty  words  I  uttered,  and  the 

undifcreet 
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iindifcreet  demands  I  then  made  (to  have  men 
bf  far  better  fort  than  myfelf  to  he  in  pledge  for 
me)  v/ere  buried  iip  in  forgetfuh-;ers.  1  ccidemn 
my  folly  in  leaving  fiich  men  in  the  caftle  of 
Dunluce,  within  this  her  highnefs's  land  (as 
fhould  fay)  they  kept  it  in  the  name,  and  to  the 
ufe  of  the  king  of  Scots,  a  prince  that  honour- 
eth  her  majefty,  and  embraceth  her  favour.  I 
forrow  for  my  perfeverance  in  that  purpofe, 
whereby  I  have  unjuftly  drawn  hcr  majefly's 
force,  and  whet  her  highne{s's  fword  againft  me, 
which  haih  flam  my  fon,  and  moft  of  my  people, 
fpoiled  me  of  my  goods,  and  left  me  with  a  few 
diftrefled,  beii^g  no  way  able  to  fland  againft 
her  majefty's  force  ;  vvherefore,  I  do  proftrate 
myfelf  at  the  feet  of  her  majelly's  clemency, 
fubmitting  myfelf  wholly  thereunto,  and  mofl 
humbly  praying  to  be  refiored  only  thereby, 
rhrough  htr  noble  favour,  that  is  accuftomed  as 
well  to  pity  tlie  humble,  as  to  fupprefs  the  proud 
and  obftinate.  And  I  do  mofl  faithfully  promAife, 
to  depend  for  ever,  upon  her  majefty's  gracious 
goodnefs,  according  to  fuch  condiLions,  as  it 
fhall  pleafe  your  mofl  honourable  lordfhip  to 
afford  me,  on  the  behalf  of  her  highnefs,  whorri 
I  pray  God  long  to  preferve.

UNDERSTANDING,  mofl  gracious  fo- 
vereign,  the  proud  and  infolent  terms 
the  lords  of  the  north  of  Ireland  do  now 
ftand  upon,  it  maketh  me  bold  to  fet  down  my 
knowledge  of  thofe  parts  to  your  majefty,  be- 
caufe  I  have  often  debated  with  the  chiefs  of 
them,  what  was  fit  they  fhould  yield  unto  your 
majefty  ;  and  that  it  was  unmeet  for  them  in 
any  fort  to  condition  with  your  highnefs  :  in 
the  end  (after  long  debating)  they  feemed  fome- 
what  to  like  and  allow  of  that  which  I  demand- 
ed,  as  hereafter  fhall  appear,  And  becaufe  your 
majefly  may  the  better  judge  the  caufes  of  their 
difcontentments,  I  have  here  fet  down  the  un- 
confcionable  courfes  which  have  been  held  to- 
wards  tl^em,  which  being  remedied,  and  that 
they  may  fee  your  majefly  doth  no  way  allow  of 
the  fame,  there  is  no  doubt  (notwithftanding  all 
their.  proud  fhews  of  difloyalty)  but  that  they 
may  be  brought  to  dutiful  obedience,  and  to 
yield  you  that  profit  which  neither  your  majefly 
now  hath,  nor  any  of  your  progenitors  ever  had ; 
fo  as  they  may  likewife  h^ve  that  which  they 
demand,  being  nothing  unfit  for  your  majefly 
to  grant.  In  which  difcourfe,  if  any  thing  fhould 
feem  unpleafing  to  your  majefly,  I  humbly  be- 
feech  you  to  pafs  it  over,  and  to  perufe  the  refl, 
•:     !  whereof 
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whereof  I  doubt  not,  but  fomething  will  content 
your  highnefs,  for  thaf  it  tendeth  to  your  high- 
nefs's  fervice  and  commodity. 

My  meaning,  whereby  your  highnefs's  profit 
may  arife,  is  by  0*DoaneI,  Maguire,  Bryan  Oge, 
0'Rorke,  and  Bryan  Oge  Mc  Mahon. '  T'   '  >/ 

The  demands  I  made  for  your  majefly  v/ett 
thefe,  that  they  fhould  reccive  your  majefty's 
forces  into  their  countries ;  and  your  Iau's  to  go 
cufrent,  as  they  did  in  other  places  ;  and  fome 
part  of  their  countries  to  be  referved  for  your 
majefty,  to  difpofe  unto  them  who  fhould  go- 
vern  them,  and  they  to  charge  themfelves  with 
that  proportion  that  was  fit  for  them  to  bear. 

To  thofe  demands  they  all  yielded,  fo  that 
they  might  have  fuch  gentlemen  chofen,  as  they 
knew  wouTd  ufe  no  treachery  nor  hard  meafures 
towards  them,  but  to  live  upon  that  which  your 
majefty  would  allow ;  and  that  which  they 
would  give  of  their  free  confents,  and  to  be  no 
further  charged ;  andthey  would  be  as  dutifu! 
as  any  other  country  in  Ireland  now  is.  And 
how  this  may  be  performed,  I  have  made  bold 
with  your  majefty^s  favourable  liking,-  here  to  fet 
down  upon  my  knowledge,  both  how  your  ma- 
jefty^s  forces  may  be  received  with  their  confent, 
and  they  to  yieldgreat  profit  in  difcharge  of  that 
which  your  majefly  allows  to  the  foldiers,  and 
the  foldiers  to  bewell  fatisfied.  "^   ,bti£aiji> 

The  caufe  they  have  to  ftand  iipofi  thofc 
terms,  and  to  feek  for  better  affurancc,  is  the 
harfh  pradices  ufed  againft  others,  by  thofe  who 

havc 
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have  been  placed  in  authority,  to  protedt  men 
for  your  majefty's  fervice,  which  they  hav6 
greatly  abufed  and  ufed  in  this  fort.  j^ 

They  have  drawn  unto  them  by  protedion, 
three  or  four  hundred  of  thefe  country  people, 
imder  colour  to  do  your  majefty  fervice,  and 
brought  them  to  a  place  of  meeting,  where  your 
garrifbn  foldiers  were  appointed  to  be,  who  have 
there  moft  dilTionourably  put  them  all  to  the 
fword ;  and  this  hath  been  by  the  confent  and 
pradice  of  the  lord  deputy  for  the  time  being. 
If  this  be  a  good  courfe  to  draw  thefe  favage 
people  to  the  ftate,  to  do  your  majefly  fervice, 
and  not  rather  to  enforce  them  to  fland  upon 
their  guard,  I  humbly  leave  to  your  majefty. 

When  fbme  one  who  hath  been  a  bad  mem- 
ber  (pardoned  by  your  majefty)  hath  heard  him- 
felf  exclaimed  upon  to  be  a  notable  thief  after 
his  pardon  -,  and  hath  fimpiy  come  in  without 
any  bonds,  or  any  other  enforcerrient,  to  an  opea 
feflion,  to  take  his  trial,  by  your  "rrtajefly^s  law&, 
if  any  could  accufe  him  :  notwithflanding  hif 
coming  in  aftdr  this  manner,  and  without  any 
trial  at  the  time  (becaufe  he  was  a  bad  man  in 
^imes  pafl)  there'hath  beerf  order  given  in  that 
fefllon  for  the  execution  of  him  ;  and  fo  he  has 
loft  his  life,  to  the  great  difhoriour  of  your  ma- 
jefly,  and  difcredit  of  your  raWs.- 
'  There  have  a!fo  been  diveiis  others  pardoned 
by  your  majefty,  who  have  been  held  very  dan- 
gerous  men,  and  «fter  their  pardon  have  lived 
very  dutifully,  and  done  your  i^jefly  great  fer- 

vice. 
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vice,  and  many  of  them  have  lofl  their  lives- 

therein  ;  yer,  upon  fmall  fuggeflions  to  the  lord 

deputy,   that   they    fhould   be  fpoilers  of  your 

majefty's   fubje<5ls,   notwithftanding   their  par- 

don,   thcre  have  been  bonds  demanded  of  them 

for  their  appearance  at  the  next  feffions.     They 

knowing  themfelves  guiltlefs,  have  moft  willingly 

cntered  into  bonds,  and  appeared,  and  there  (no 

matter  beirig  found  to  charge  them)  they  have 

been  arraigned  only  for  being  in  company  with 

fome  one  of  your   highnefs's  fervitors,  at  the 

killing  of  notorious  known  traitors ;  and  for  that 

only  have  been  condemned  of  treafon  and  loft: 

their  lives ;   and    this   difhoneft    prattice   hath 

been  by  the  confent  of  your  deputies. 

When-  there  have  been    notable  traitors  m 
arms  againft  your  majefty,   and  fums  of  money 
offered  for  their  heads,  yet  could  by  no  means 
be  compafted,  they  have  in  the  end  (of  their  own 
accord)  made  meansfor  theirpardon,  offering  to 
do  great  fervice,   which   they  have  accordingly 
performed,  to  the  contentment  of  the  ftate,  and 
thereupon  received  pardon,  and  have  put  jn  fure- 
ties  for  their  good  behaviour,  and  to  be  anfwer- 
,able  at  all  times,   at  affizesand  feilions,  when 
they   fhould   be  called ;   yet,  notwithftanding, 
-there  have  be^n  fecret  commiflions  given  for  the 
murdering  of  thofe  men.    They  have  been  often 
fet  upon  by  the  fheriffs  of  fhires,   to  whom  the 
commiflions   were  dire(f\ed,  in  fundry  of  which 
afTaults,  fome  of  them  have  been  killed,  and  o- 
thers  have  hardly  efcaped.     And  ^fter  all  this, 

they 
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they  have  fimply  come  wlthout  pardon  or  pro- 
tedion,  to  an  open  place  of  juftice,  to  fubmit 
themfelves  to  your  majefty's  laws,  where  they 
have  been  put  to  their  trial  upon  feveral  indidt- 
ments,  of  all  which  they  have  been  acquitted, 
and  fet  at  liberty.  If  this  be  a  courfe  allowable, 
for  poor  men  to  be  handlcd  in  this  manner,  and 
to  be  at  no  time  in  fafety  of  their  lives,  I  hum- 
bly  leave  to  your  majefty. 

When  many  notorious  ofFenders  have  fubmit- 
ted  themfelves  to  your  majefty's  mercy,  and 
have  been  accepted,  and  have  had  their  pardons, 
and  have  put  in  good  aifurance  to  be  at  all  times 
anfwerable  to  your  laws  ;  the  chiefeft  rebei 
(whofe  followers  they  were)  hath  been  counte- 
nanced  and  borne  out  by  your  ftate,  to  rob  and 
fpoii,  burn  and  kill,  thefe  poor  men  who  did 
thus  fubmit  themfelves,  when  they  have  very 
pitifully  complained  againft  that  arch-rebel  and 
his  complices,  of  thefe  outrages,  they  have  been 
ftiarply  rebuked  and  reproved  for  their  fpeeches, 
and  left  void  of  all  remedy  for  their  loifes,  fo  as 
in  the  end  they  have  made  petition  to  have  li- 
cence  by  their  own  means,  and  help  of  their 
friends,  to  recover  their  goods  from  the  rebels, 
they  have  been  rejedVed,  and  utterly  difcomfort- 
cd,  yet,  neverthelefs,  remained  dutiful  fubjeds, 
although  they  fee  that  fuch  as  continue  notorious 
malefadors,  are  in  far  more  fafety  than  they  who 
depend  upon  your  majefty's  defence. 

FoR  it  is  well  to  be  proved,  that  in  one  of  your 
majefty's   civil   Ihires,    there  lived  an  Iriftim.an, 

peaceably 
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peaceably  and  quietly,  as  a  good  riibjecfl,  many 
years  together,  whereby  he  grew  into  great 
wealth,  which  his  landlord  thirfting  after  (and 
defirous  to  remove  him  frcm  his  land)  entered 
into  pradice  with  the  fheriff  of  the  fhire,  to  dif- 
patch  this  fimple  man,  and  divide  his  goods  be- 
tween  them  ;  they  fent  one  of  his  own  fervants 
for  him,  and  he  coming  with  his  fervant,  they 
prefently  took  his  man,  who  was  their  meffenger 
and  hanged  him,  and  keeping  the  mafler  pri- 
fbner,  went  immediately  to  his  dwelUng,  and 
fiiared  his  fubftance  (which  was  of  great  value) 
between  them,  turning  his  wife,  and  many  chil- 
dren  to  begging.  After  they  had  kept  him  faft 
for  a  feafon  with  the  fheriff,  they  carritd  him  to 
the  caftle  of  DubHn,  where  he  lay  by  the  fpace  of 
two  or  three  terms  ;  and  having  no  matter  ob- 
jeded  againft  him,  whereupon  to  be  tried  by 
law,  they  by  their  credit  and  countenance,  be- 
ing  both  Enghfh  gentlemen,  and  he  who  was 
the  landlord  (the  chiefefl  man  in  the  lliire)  in- 
formed  the  lord  deputy  fo  hardly  of  him,  as 
that  without  indidment  or  trial  they  executed 
him,  to  the  great  fcandal  of  your  majefty's  flate 
there,  and  impeachment  of  your  laws.  For 
if  this  man  had  been  fuch  an  offender  as 
they  urged,  why  was  he  not  tried  by  ordinary 
courfe  of  iaw,  whereby  good  example  ofjuilice 
might  have  been  fliewed,  and  your  highnefs  be- 
nefited  by  his  wealth,  which  they  fhared  ;  but 
to  cut  him  off  by  martial  law,  vvho  was  a  good 
houfholder,    inhabiting  a  civil  country,  always 

liabls 
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liable  fo  lavv,  and  lafl:  imprlfoned  iii  Dublin 
(where  all  the  laws  of  that  land  have  their  head) 
was  in  my  conceit  rather  rigour  than  juflice  j 
for  as  martial  law  is  very  neceffary,  and  (in  my 
opinion)  oiight  to  be  granted  to  all  governors  of 
remote  and  favage  pUices,  where  your  majefty^s 
laws  are  not  received,  with  all  other  authority 
and  power  feverely  and  fharply  to  cut  ofF  or  pU- 
nifh  ofFenders,  according  to  the  quality  of  thcir 
ofFence,  until  fuch  time  as  the  people  fhall  be- 
come  civil,  and  embrace  the  laws,  and  peaceable 
living  (for  'till  then  they  are  not  to  be  go- 
verned  without  the  like  meafure  of  juflice)  fo  to 
ufe  the  fame  where  the  people  arecivil  and  obe- 
dient  to  other  laws,  is  very  indired:,  and  favours 
of  cruelty  ;  and  yet  this,  and  the  like  exemplary 
juftice,  is  miniftered  to  your  majefly'G  poor  fub- 
Jecfts  there,  who,  if  they  have  once  been  ofFen- 
ders,  live  they  never  fo  honeflly  afterwards,  if 
they  grow  to  any  wealth,  are  fure  by  one  indi- 
red:  means  or  other  to  be  cuc  ofF, 

When"  there  have  been  means  made  to  an 
aged  gentleman  (never  traitor  againfl  your  ma- 
jefty,  neither  he  nor  any  of  his  anceftors,  and 
dwelling  in  one  of  the  remotefl  parts  of  your 
kingdom)  to  come  into  your  ftate  ;  and  that  the 
hard  courfes  ufed  to  others,  made  him  deman4 
fecurity  for  his  coming  in,  which  hath  been  fmt 
unto  him  by  great  oaths  and  proteftations,  deli- 
vered  by  the  meflenger,  whereof  he  hath  accept- 
cd,  and  thereupon  come  in  ;  yet,  notwithf?and'- 
ing  all   thefe  promifed  fafeties,  thibagei  gentle- 

maa 
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man  hath  hzcci  detalned  prifbner  fix  years,  and 
fo  yet  remaineih.  And  his  imprifonment  is  the 
only  colour  to  fatisfy  your  majefty  for  a  wonder- 
fuIgreatcliarge,whichyourmajefl:yand  your  fub- 
jeds  were  then  put  unto.  But  his  detaining  con- 
trary  to  promife,  hath  bred  great  fear  in  all  or 
mofl  of  hls  fort  (in  thofe  parts)  of  crediting 
what  your  ftate  there  fhall  promife. 

When  upon  the  death  of  a  great  lord  of  a 
country,  there  hath  been  another  nominatedi 
chofen,  and  created,  he  hath  been  entertained 
with  fair  fpeeches,  taken  down  into  his  countryj 
and  for  the  offences  of  other  men,  indidlments 
have  been  framed  againfl  him,  whereupon  he 
hath  been  found  guilty,  and  fo  loft  his  life  j 
which  hath  bred  fuch  a  terror  in  other  great 
k>rds  of  the  like  meafure,  as  maketh  them  ftand 
upon  thofe  terms  which  now  they  do. 

When  there  hath'been  a  ftratagem  ufed  for 
the  taking  into  your  majefty's  hands  a  young 
youth,  the  heir  of  a  great  country,  by  whofe 
taking  his  whole  country  would  have  been  held 
in  obedience,  the  pra(ftice  whereof  was  moft 
good  and  commendable  ;  yet  (after  the  obtain- 
ing  of  him)  his  manner  of  ulage  was  moft  dif- 
bonourable  and  diicommendable,  and  neither  al- 
lowable  before  God  nor  man.  My  reaibns  are 
th?.fe  :  he  being  young,  and  beir.g  taken  by  this 
ftriitagem,  having  never  oftended,  was  impri- 
foned  with  great  feverity,  many  irons  laid  upon 
hlm  as  if  he  had  been  a  notable  traitor  and  ma- 
kfador,  and  ki  pt  ftill  amongft  thofe  who  were 


ever 
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ever  notorious  traitors  againft  your  majefty  ; 
having  no  other  council  or  advice,  or  company, 
but  theirs,  wtiat  good  could  come  to  this  young 
man  for  his  education  amongft  fuch,  I  humbly 
refer  to  your  highnefs. 

The  taking  of  him  as  is  aforefaid,  was  mofb 
commendable,  and  for  the  good  of  that  country, 
fo  hehad  been  brought  up  in  this  manner,  pre- 
fently  to  have  been  fent  to  your  majefty,  to  have 
been  inftruded  in  the  fear  of  God,  to  have 
known  his  duty  to  your  majefty,  and  to  have 
been  furnifhed  with  all  neceflary  parts  for  a 
gentleman.  And  as  your  raajefty  fhould  have 
found  his  difpofition,  fo  either  to  have  derained 
him  here  or  fent  him  home  into  his  country, 
whofe  good  example  (by  his  virtuous  training 
iip)  might  have  done  God  and  your  majefty 
much  good  fervice  in  thofe  parts. 

I  HAVE  been  the  more  bold  to  difcover  unto 
your  majefty  the  difhonourable  managing  of 
your  fervice  there,  by  the  indiredl  cutting  off  of 
fundry  your  majefty's  poor  fubjeds,  becaufe  ic 
pleafed  your  highnefs  (many  years  fince)  to  im- 
part  unto  me,  how  much  you  abhorred  to  have 
your  people  there  dealt  vvithal,  by  any  pradtice, 
but  only  uprightjuftice,  by  your  majefty's  laws 
and  forces,  which  being  otherwife  handled,  I 
defire  to  make  known  unto  your  majefty,  and 
your  moft  honourable  council,  for  redrefs  thereof, 
BuT  I  fear,  that  they  who  have  well  liked  that 
courfe,  andhave  been  pradifers  of  the  fame,  will 
inform  your  majefty,  that  thofe  people  are  fo  bad, 
VoL.  I.  G  as 
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as  it  is  no  matter  of  confcience  to  cut  them  o^ 
any  way  howfoever,  which  is  (in  my  opinion) 
for  none  but  tyrants  and  beggarly  princes  to 
imitate.  But  your  majefty  being  of  fo  great 
power  to  ofFend  the  mightieft  kings  of  the 
world,  and  to  revenge  yourfelf  upon  them,  may 
with  much  honour  fupprefs  your  own  vaffals, 
by  your  highnefs's  laws  and  forces,  wherewith 
yoLi  are  at  charge  in  thofe  parts  for  that  purpofe. 

These  principal  inftruments,  as  the  lord  de- 
puty,  and  they  who  have  been  his  afliftants  in 
thofe  diftioneft  pradtices,  have  not  only  ufed 
thefe  bad  mcan»  againft  thofe  poor  remote  and 
favage  peopJc,  but  have  done  all  their  endea- 
vours  (fo  far  »s  in  them  lay)  to  difcomfort  and 
difcredit  your  majefty's  beft  fervitors,  living 
under  their  commands,  becaufe  they  mifliked  to 
execute  fuch  unjuft  pradices  and  devices  ;  and 
to  allow  of  their  covetous,  unconfcionable  and 
dilhonourable  gettings. 

I  AMemboldened,  moft  gracious  fovereign,  to 
declare  thus  much,  becaufe,  not  only  my  poor 
felf  (one  of  the  meaneft  in  that  place  of  fervice) 
have  been  partaker  of  it ;  but  fome  of  your 
majefty's  chief  officers  alfo  have  tafted  the  in- 
difcre^t  bitternefs  of  the  two  laft  lord  deputies, 
asnamely,  Sir  Robert  Gardiner,  in  his  place  of 
juftice,  a  moft  worthy  man,  and  void  of  all 
manner  of  corruption  ;  and  Sir  Richard  Bing- 
ham,  in  his  place  of  government,  againft  whom 
(even  within  his  own  jurifdidion)  traitors  have 
been  fuborned  and  countenanced  by  them,  and 

the 
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the  like,  in  nature,  though  not  in  quality,  hath 
been  done  againft  myfelf ;  and  as  for  Sir  Ri- 
chard,  there  was  never  man  in  his  place  that  hath 
done  your  majefty  like  honourable  fervice, 
without  increafe  of  charge,  For  my  own  part, 
I  leave  the  report  of  my  fervice,  to  fuch  as 
know  it,  and  have  feen  it  •,  yet  have  they  noc 
only  done  me  injuftice  there,  but  have  alfo 
ufed  their  beft  friends  and  credit  here,  to  obfcure 
my  good  deferts,  and  to  make  (as  far  as  in  them 
lieth)  me  a  man  to  be  hated  of  your  majefty,  de- 
prefling  me  with  all  ti^r-might  and  authority 
there,  and  croffing  me  with  all  their  ability  and 
mah'ce  here,  not  becaufe  I  have  flacked  or  not 
performed  your  majefty's  fervice  at  any  time, 
but  for  that  Ihave  afore  time,  and  now,  difco- 
vered  unto  your  highnefs  their  difhonourable 
dealings,  and  intolerable  corruptions. 

And  I  defire  not  that  your  majefty  ftioujd  ei- 
ther  fimply  credit  me  in  this  my  plain  deceding 
them,  nor  tliey  in  excufing  themfelves  ;  but,  if 
it  pleafe  your  highnefs,  to  appoint  commiiricn- 
ers  in  that  realm  for  the  trial,  if  I  prove  not 
diredly  all  that  ever  I  have  here  declared,  let 
me  lofe  your  gracious  favour  for  ever. 

Thus  far  of  the  difordered  courfes  there  held, 
all  which  notwithftanding,  yourmajefly's  profit, 
may  arife  in  thofe  parts,   in  fort,  as  folioweth  : 

FiRST,  for  0'Donners  country,  it  may  pleafe 

your  majefty  to  fend   thither  thefe  gentlemen, 

againft  whom  0'Donnel  nor  his  country  can  take 

any  exoeptions  j  neither   your   ftate  there    can 

G  2  think 
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think  them  unfit  for  judgment  or  ability;  name-' 
ly,  captain  Anthony  Brabazon,  to  be  fenefchal  of 
that  country,  and  to  have  under  his  charge  25 
horfe  ;  captain  Nathaniel  Smith,  to  have  100 
foot ;  captain  William  Warren,  to  have  his  5 
horfemen  reftored  to  him  (which  Sir  William 
Fitz-Williams  beftowed  upon  others)  and  added 
to  the  20  which  he  hath,  to  llrengthen  his  band, 
and  to  be  fent  thither  to  be  (heriff  of  that  coun- 
ty.  And  for  the  fettling  of  your  majefty's  forces 
there,  to  referve  thefe  lands  to  be  inhabited  by 
thofe  whomthofe  gentlemenftialltake  withthem, 
viz.  one  fmall  barony  belonging  to  Tyrconel,  oa 
that  fide  of  the  ri ver  towards  Connaught,  called,  as 
I  take  it,  the  barony  of  Carbery  ;  the  caftle  of 
Ballyftiannon  to  be  referved  ftill  in  your  ma- 
jefty's  hands^  for  him  who  ftiallcommand  therc; 
the  abby  of  Taftiiroe  to  be  beftowed  upon  the 
fenefchal ;  the  abby  of  Donegal  and  the  abby  of 
Derry,  two  abbies,  that  have  no  lands  belonging 
to  them,  fo  much  land  therefore  to  be  laid  unto 
them,  as  fhall  be  thought  fufficient  for  their 
habitations  who  fhall  be  drawn  thither. 

And  the  remain  of  the  whole  country  to  be 
given  to  0'DonneIand  the  chief  men  under  him, 
foas  they  will  contribute  to  thischarge,  which  is 
only  the  diet  of  the  hundred  foot,  which  they 
may  pay  in  meal,  butter  and  beef  according  to 
their  ufual  manner,  and  your  majefty's  chief 
rent  befides,  which  is  200  /.  yearly,  to  bc  the 
fenefchars  fee,  which  200/.  your 'majefty  {0.1- 
dom  or  never  hath.     This  I  believe  0'Donnel 

will 
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will  fubmit  himfclf  unto  and  perform,  if  he  may 
be  handled  thereafter. 

This  garrifon  once  fettled  in  that  place,  will 
procure  great  quietnefs  in  your  province  of  Co- 
naughr,  and  ftop  the  only  pafTage  which  they 
have  to  go  to  and  fro  to  affift:  a:iy  traitor  that 
may  rebel  there. 

FoR  Maguires  country  called  Farmanohan, 
Sir  Dudley  Loftus  with  his  25  horfe  (whereofhe 
alfo  wanteth  live  taken  from  him  as  aforefaid  is 
mentioned)  to  be  reftored  to  him,  and  he  to  bs 
fent  fenefchal  of  that  country  ;  Henry  Warren 
his  brotherin-Iaw,  to  be  fent  as  ftieriffand  affif- 
tantuntohim,  and  to  have  100  footmen  under 
his  charge,  your  majefty  to  beftow  upon  thofe 
two  gentlemen  (to  be  inhabited  by  them  and 
their  friends)  all  rhofe  iflands  which  are  upon  the 
lough,  and  that  one  abby  which  is  in  the  coun- 
try  and  the  lands  beionging  to  it,  and  the  caftle 
of  Inifkillen,  lately  taken  from  Maguire  and 
the  reft  of  that  country,  to  remain  to  the  chief 
men  inhabiting  there,  fo  as  they  defray  the  fenef- 
chars  fee  and  the  charge  of  the  25  horfe,  to  be 
levied  in  butter,  meal  and  beef,  both  for  the 
diet  and  wages  of  the  horfemen  and  their  horfe-* 
meat,  in  fuch  fort  as  the  Iriftiery  themfelves 
fhall  fet  down,  which  will  be  a  greater  propor- 
tion  than  your  majefty  would  demand. 

FoR  the  county  of  Monaghan  called  Macma- 

hon's  country,    in  refped  of  the  great  diflike 

which  thc  Irifliery  have  of  the   now  fenefchal 

there,  it  may  pleafe  your  majefty  to  let  him  be 

G  3  removed, 
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lemoved,   and  in  his  place  (for  that  it  isnext  to 
the  earl  of  Tyrone's  country,    and   the  chief 
place  of  the  earPs  abode)  that  Sir  George  Bour- 
chire  may  be  fent  thither  as  fenefchal,  becaufe 
of  the  companies  of  horfc  and  foot  which  are 
iindcr  his  charge,  and  for  that  he  is  a  gentle- 
man  of  good  worth,  who  will  with  fome  good 
Ihow  live  in  the  place,  which  will  be  a  great 
comfort  to  the  earl  to  have  fuch  a  neighbouF  ; 
and  to  aflifl  Sir  George  in  that  fervice,  to  fend 
Sir  Henry  Duke  as  fherifFof  that  country,   to 
be  placed  in  the  Abby  of  Cloonis  (which  is  your 
majefly's,  and  himfelf  your  farmer  there)  with 
his  own  company  of  light-foot,  and  a   band  of 
loo  foot  morc  to  be  there  in  garrifon. 

This  place  of  Cioonis  is  the  only  pafTage  from 
M'Guires  country  and  thofe  parts,  whereby  the 
rebels  may  be  flopped  from  doing  your  Ma- 
jefly's  good  fubjedts  any  great  damage  in  the 
Englifh  pale. 

YouR  Majefly  may  fupply  thofe  places  with 
200  foot  and  25  horfe  without  any  increafe  of 
charge,  taking  them  from  fuch  of  the  old  gar- 
rifons  as  may  very  well  fpare  them,  for  fome 
one  of  them  is  well  worthy  of  a  company,  be- 
caufe  (in  the  lafl  conflidt  with  the  rebels)  he  lofl 
his  colours  and  all  his  men  ran  away  ;  and  he 
who  receiveth  fuch  a  difhonour  by  fuch  bafe 
traitors,  it  is  a  pity  ever  he  fhouid  carry  colours 
or  credit  any  more. 

The  aforenamed  200  foot  and  25  horfe  are 
to  beplaced  in  Terconnei  and  Farmanohan,  and 

the 
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the  100  foot  to  be  under  Sir  Henry  Duke  in  Mo-. 
naghan  ;  at  the  abby  of  Cloonismay  be  alfo  one 
of  the  companies  of  the  old  garrifon,  and  yet  all 
other  placesof  fervice  very  well  furnifhed  within. 
.  WiTHiN  rhort  time  after  Sir  WilHam  Fitz- 
Wiliiams  his  receiving  the  fword   (he  finding 
many  of  your  majefty's  garrifon-bands  of  fol- 
aiers  in  the  hands  of  divers  pf  your   highnefs's 
counfellors  there)   had  an  intent   to  take  them 
ffom  them,   and  to  difpofe  them  to  fuch  gentle- 
men  as  were  more  fit  to  follow  your  majefty's 
Tervice,    and  often  faid  it  was  no  reafon  but  ra--. 
ther  a  great  fhame  that  fuch  as  vvere  afliftants  to 
him  at  thc  council   board  (having  great  offices 
and  great   entertainmenis  belonging  to  them^- 
and  being  otherways  men  of  gpod  iiving,   and;. 
yet  unable  to  lead  men  and  follow  the  fury  ofi 
the  wars)  fhould  have  bands  of  your  majeftys 
foldiers  remaining  in  their  hands ;  adding  more- 
over,  that  it  was  unfit  and  unfafe  for  your  ma- 
jefty's  men  and  fervice   to   be  trained    by  and'. 
trufted  to  their  officers  difcretion,  but  rather  toi 
be  beftowed  upon  gentlemen  ofworth,  ability,  ■ 
and  Ikill  to  follow  the  wars,  which  purpofe  of " 
his,   if  it  had  taken  efFed^,   would  (no  doubt) 
have  advanced   your  majcfty's  fervice   in   that ' 
kingdom  very  much  :   but  when  he  better  con-^ 
fidered  his  own  eftate  and  his  coming  to   that  ■ 
place,  and  what  peril  he  ftiould  draw  unto  him- ' 
felf  to  hindcr  all  his  purpofes  of  gaining,   if  he^ 
fliould  ftrive  with  thefe  gr^at  ones,  he  thought^ 
it  morc  fafe  '  to  let  thofe  bands  remain  as  they 
G  4  werp 
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were  tlian  to  pluck  fuch  a  danger  upon  himfeir, 
for  he  knew  if  he  iTiouId  difpjeafe  them  (being 
men  of  great  friends  and  abilitiesj  he  could  not 
have  lived  there  fix  years  to  have  made  his  com- 
modity  of  that  your  majefly's  poor  kingdorn 
deferving  the  place  fo  little  as  he  did. 

BuT  your  majefty  being  free  from  fuch  doubts 
as  troubled  him,  may  difpofe  thofe  bands  (ashe 
had  purpofedj  unto  men  of  good  deferts  who 
have  been  long  trained  in  your  majefty's  fervice 
there  without  reward,  and  many  of  them  hve 
difcontented  to  fee  men  of  no  worth  accounted 
of,  and  themfelves  being  men  of  value  negledled. 
Whereby  alfo  your  majefty  fnall  encourage 
many  others  to  offer  themfelves  freely  to  your 
higbnef5's  fervice,  when  they  fhall  fee  good  defcrts 
rewarded. 

If  thefe  counfellors  had  been  heretofore  them- 
felves  employed  with  their  bands  in  the  remot*'r 
eft  parts  there,  to  do  your  majefty's  fervice  in 
perfon,  where  grcat  need  ever  was,  there  is  no 
doubt  but  Lt  had  much  avail  ;  but  to  hold  their 
bands  of  foldiers  .^s  they  have  done  and  yet  do, 
there  is  no  reafon  why  they  fhould  have  them. 

BuT  toreturn  to  my  pujpofe;  thefebands  be- 
.  ing  well  difpofed  of,  and  the  forenamed  garri- 
fons  placed.  in  manner  before  exprefled,  and  the: 
fame  accepted  of  by  the  Irifhery,  becaufe  they 
fhall  fee  that  it  tendeth  to  their  good,  and  thar 
nothing  fhall  he  taken  from  them  more  tlian  is 
compounded  for^  fhall  win  them  to  honour, 
]ove  and  obey  ygur  highnefs,  and  your  ofiicers 
snd  laws. 

YOUR 
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YouR  majefly  (to  have  this  good  fervice  af- 
fedted)  may  be  pleafsd,  that  as  well  the  chief 
commaiiders  of  thefe  garrifons,  alfq  the  foldiers, 
may  be  fully  paid  all  their  entertainment  every 
month,  whereby  your  majefty  fliall  be  frced 
from  the  charge  of  their  vidualiing,  and  they 
fllall  have  no  caufe  to  exacl:  upoa  the  poor 
people  for  want  of  vi^luals  or  other  provifion.     ' 

I  T  may  iikewife  pleafe  your  majefty,  in  re-- 
fpedt  of  thefe  late  and  prefent  wars  and  troubles 
have  greatly  impoverillied  them,  to  grant  untd 
the  inhabitants  of  thofe  countries  of  TyrconneH, 
Farmanohan,  and  Monaghan,  two  whole  years 
refpecft  before  they  fhall  pay  any  of  the  aforcfaid 
contributions;  and  that  for  thofe  two  years  they 
may  riot  have  any  affizes  or  feiHons  within  their 
countries,  but  that  the  fenefchals  of  thofe  places 
may  have  full  and  abfolute  authority  over  them, 
together  with  martial  iaw  (as  hath  been  accuf- 
tomed)  to  cutofF  ail  malefacftors  and  fliragling 
traitors  ;  in  which  time  thofe  countries  may  be 
quietly  inhabited,  and  grow  to  fome  competent 
means  to  live  upon,  and  ba  able  to  pay  your 
majefly.  .  " 

And  likewife  tt  may  pleafe  your  Majefly,  trt" 
appoint  them  fuch  a  judge  far  the  circuit  as  wiil 
ufe  them  with  all  clemency  and  mercy,  and  not 
to  take  fuch  flender  advantages  againll  them  as 
many  of  their  own  countrymen  have  done ;  for,' 
I  aifure  myfelf,  if  thc  choice  of  a  juflice  was 
left  to  themfelves,  they  wouid  never  choofe  an 
Irilhman,  becaufe  none  are  fo  corrupt  as  they.  -»L 

Whereas 
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Whereas  yoiing  0'Roirke  is  alfo  oiit,  and 
a  great  difquiet  of  your  majefty's  province  of 
Connaught,  he  will  in  like  fort  yield  himfelf  a 
fubjed,  and  receive  a  fherifF  into  his  country, 
and  pay  all  duties  appertaining,  fo  as  he  may 
be  accepted  into  grace  and  reftored  to  all  that 
was  hisfather's.  This  I  think  he  verily  u^ill  per- 
form,  becaufe  I  have  been  moved  to  be  a  dealer 
between  Sir  Richard  Bingham  and  him. 

And  whereas  1  have  taken  upon  me  to  nomi- 
nate  certain  gentlemen  as  fit  men  for  the  places 
aforefaid  without  any  of  their  privities,  yet  I 
am  well  aflured  (if  it  pleafc  yoiir  majefty  to  ap- 
point  and  command  them)  they  will  with  all 
their  abilities  and  endeavours  be  ready  ;  but  if 
any  of  them  fhall  miflike  in  refpe(5t  of  the  dan- 
gers  of  the  places  and  fmallnefs  of  their  compa- 
nies,   there  be  others  who  will  unclertake  it. 

A  GREAT  part  of  that  unquietnefs  of  0'Don- 
ners  country  came  by  Sir  William  Fitz-Wil- 
liams,  his  placing  of  one  Willis  there  to  be  fhe- 
rifF,  who  had  with  him  three  hundred  of  the  very 
rafcals  and  fcum  of  that  kingdom,  which  did  rob 
and  fpoil  that  people,  ravifh  their  wives  and 
daughtcrs,  and  made  havock  of  all ;  which 
bred  fuch  a  difcontentment  as  that  the  whole 
country  was  up  in  arms  againft  them,  fo  as  if 
the  earl  of  Tyrone  had  no.t  refcued  and  delivered 
him  and  them  out  of  the  country,  they  bad  been 
all  put  to  the  fword. 

The  profit  which  fhall  redound  to  your  ma- 
jefty  by  placing  thefe  garrifons  aforefaid  in  this 

fort, 
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f^Xii.wM  (after  the  firft  two  years)  amount 
yearlyj  ta  6000  marks,  that  is  to  fey  3000  marks 
to-be  faved,  and  3000  macks  to  be  gained. 
x.CoNCERNiNG  Tyronc,  as  your  majefty  hath 
beflowed  it  upon  the  eard,  fo  for  the  better  fur- 
thcrance  of  the  aforefaid  fervices,  it  may  pleafe 
your  highnefs  to  accept  of  his  own  afFairs,  whicli 
M^ejf^  th^t  all  Tyrone  might  be  but  qne  county, 
whicbgranted,  he  wouid  (upon  his  own;  charge) 
build  a;goaI  and  a  feflion-houfe,  and  r^eive  a 
fhei/i^  into  his  country,  whereby  yoilf'  law» 
inight.  be  ohferved  there.  j  lix:  iri^  r. 

.Aj!JiD  Where  the  earFs  adverfaries  have  in  timesf 

paft^tncenfed  your  majefty  againft^  him  for  the- 

hanging  and  cutting  ofF  one  Hugh  Gavelock-  a 

notable  traitor,  and  fon  to  Shane.CNeale,  in- 

forming  your  majefty  that  the  faid  Hagh  was 

your  majefty's  fubjedt^.  it  ftiall  be  well  prove4 

that  he  was  ever  a  traitor  againft  yoiir  majefty,, 

a,  daily   pradifer  with  ibreigners  (as  the  Scots 

and  others)  for  the  difturbance  of  that  kingdom, 

and  one  who  fought  by  ali  means  to  overthrow 

the  earl,   who  by  mariial  law  (which  he  thea 

had)  didxut  him  off  for  his  ofFences.     For  ther 

doing   whereof,    he  did   incur   your  highnefs^s 

di{pIeafuEe;    and  the  faid  martial  iaw,   which 

kept  that  whole  country  in  awe,   was  r^ken  froai 

him,    the   want  whereof  has   made  his  coun- 

try  people  grow  infolent  againft  him,    and  care- 

lefs  of  obferving  any  humanity  or  duty  which 

hath  bred  the  outrages  now  in  pradtice,  fo  thac 

(in  my  poor  opinion)  it  were  requifite  to  reftore 

the 
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the  fame  authority  unto  him,  provided  it  fhouldl 
not  extend  to  the  cutting  ofF  of  any  but  fuch 
malefadors  as  fhall  be  of  his  own  country,  his 
tenants  and  followers;  and  I  dare  fay  he  may 
every  year  hang  500  falfe  knaves,  and  yet  re- 
ferve  a  great  ftock  to  himfelf :  he  cannot  hang 
amifs  there  fo  he  hangs  fome  body.      ■  uf}id  -.;'v 

FoR  the  performance  of  the  fervice  -  iri '  thbfe 
aforefaid  countries,  it  isnot  0'Donnell,  Maguire, 
Brianoge  Macmahon,  nor  Brianoge  0'Rc)irke, 
nor  anyr  of  thofe  four  who  muft  be  dealt  withal, 
for  they  are  all  traitors  and  ■  villains,  and  moft- 
obftinate  againft  your  Majefty.  But  the  foun- 
dation  muft  be  laid  upon  the  earl  of  Tyrone,  to 
draw  him  by  any  reafonable  conditions  unto 
your  majefty,  that  you  may  ;have  conference 
with  him,  and  as  he  is  made  by  your  majefty 
a  great  tnan  there,  fo  rnay  he  be  alfo  a  fpecial 
good  member  in  thar  commonwealth  to  redrefs 
and  remedy.  many  great  diforders,  which  no 
doubt  he  would  faitlifully  do,  if  he  might  be 
trufted,  for  what  maketh  a  man  honcft  but  truft. 

And  whereas  fome  affirm  that  he  ftandeth 
upon  a  pardon  for  himfelf  and  his  followers  ;  I 
think  not.fo,;  for  he  and  they  hold  themfelves 
in  lefs  fafety  thereby,  .than  they  were  before, 
becaufe  they  have  feen  pardons  ferve  (in  their 
conceit),  rather  fbr  traps  to  catch  others  in,  than 
for  true  and  juft  remifEon  and  acceptance  inta 
the  free  henefit  of  fubje<Sts,  which  makeih  him 
fear  the  like  pradice  towards  himfelf.

FoR 
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FoR  whom,  although  I  have  undertaken  at 
my  firft  coming,  that  he  fhould  havc  performed 
as  much  as  I  then  delivered  on  his  behalf  to  your 
majefty,  now  I  dare  not  engage  my  credit  fo 
far  for  him,  becaufe  it  is  long  fince  I  faw  him. 

BuT  if  it  pleafe  your  majefty  to  fend  me  unto 
him  with  encouragement  and  protedtion  imme- 
diately  from  your  majefty,  that  he  ftiall  come 
to  your  lord  deputy  there,  and  to  your  highnefs 
here  in  lafety,  to  come  and  go  without  impedi- 
ment  or  ftay  of  his  perfon  ;  I  doubt  not  but  to 
bring  him  and  his  fon  (whom  I  would  wifh  to 
be  detained,  but  as  himfelf  fhallhke  of )  and 
whatfoever  he  undertaketh  to  the  lord  deputy, 
coming  in  after  this  manner,  there  is  no  doubt 
of  his  performance  :  I  know  his  adverfaries,  who 
fiever  were  (lich  friends  as  they  might  have  been 
to  the  commonweal  of  that  kingdom,  will  be 
earneft  with  your  majefty  againft  this,  and  that 
it  is  a  great  diftionour  to  you  to  grant  it ;  but  it 
will  be  proved,  by  their  teftimony  who  livc 
there,  how  greatly  it  ftiall  advance  your  ma- 
jefty's  fervice  in  this  dealing  with  him,  who 
hath  been  heretofore  ferved  faithfully  and  va- 
liantly^  and  hath  therefore  well  merited,  and 
fhall  fave  the  lives  of  your  highnefs's  fubje(f\s, 
and  the  expence  of  much  of  your  treafure. 

They  who  will  be  againft  this,  have  thofe 
many  years  fuffered  notonous  traitors,  namely, 
Feagh  M'Hugh,  and  the  baQard  Geraldines, 
mightily  to  difhonour  your  majefty,  in  the  very 
view  of  your  ftatc;  and  with  that  bafe  rebel  and 

his 
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his  adherents  they  will  deal  as  itwere  by  way  in- 
treaty  to  accept  of  protedions,  which  is  as  much 
difhonour  to  a  prince  of  your  excellency  and 
greatnefs  as  may  be,  fo  to  condition  with  fuch 
beggarly  objeds,  as  have  neither  power  nor 
wealth,  and  yet  are  noted  here  to  be  great  and 
dangerous  men  to  your  flate  there. 

Ip  there  go  not  fome  fpeedy  contentment  to 
the  earl,  to  ftay  all  this  expedled  fury  which  is 
very  like  to  happen,  but  that  there  muft  be 
prefent  wars  made"  upon  them,  your  majefly 
fhall  take  them  in  hand  at  a  very  unfit  time, 
when  they  are  thoroughly  provided,  to  do 
great  mifchief,  and  your  majefly,  not  fb  pro- 
vided  to  defend  your  poor  fubjedts  from  their 
fudden  force  and  fury. 

YouR  majefty,  fince  you  were  queen,  ncver 
had  fo  great  a  caufe  to  bethink  you  of  the  fer- 
vice  of  that  place,  as  now  you  have.  Your 
highnefs  fhall  not  get  fo  great  honour  in  cutting 
ofF  him,  and  thoufands  of  thofe  bare  people 
that  follow  him,  as  you  (hall  to  win  him  and 
them  to  be  good  and  loyal  fubjeds,  and  to  live 
and  ferve  your  highnefs  forgood  offices.  As  the 
cafe  now  flandeth  with  the  earl,  he  hath  frnall 
encouragements  to  be  otherwife  than  now  he  is. 

FoR  where  it  was  your  majefi:y's  pleafure  he 
fhould  have  great  encouragement  given  him,  by 
thanks  for  his  lafl  good  fervice  againfl:  Maguire, 
it  was  held  from  him,  and  inftead  of  that,  they 
devifed  all  means  and  policies  to  aggravate  mat- 
ters  againfl  him  to  vour  majefly,  which  is  cre- 

dibJy 
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dibly  made  known  unto  him  ;  and  more,  that 
upon  what  fecurity  foevef  he  (hould  come  in, 
your  majefty's  pleafure  is  to  have  him  detained. 
How  he  hath  thefe  advertifements  from  hence,  I 
know  not,  but  your  majefty  is,  or  fhall  be  in- 
formed  that  he  and  his  lady  arc  papifts,  and 
fofter  feminaries,  ^c. 

True  it  is,  he  is  afFeded  that  way,  but  lefs 
hurtfully  and  dangeroufly  than  fome  of  the 
greateft  in  the  Englifh  pale  :  for  when  he  is  with 
the  ftate,  will  accompany  the  lord  deputy  to 
the  church  and  home  again,  and  will  ftay  and 
hear  fervice  and  fermon  ;  they,  as  foon  as  they 
have  brought  the  lord  deputy  to  the  church  door, 
depart  as  if  they  were  wild  cats,  and  are  obfti- 
natc  ;  but  he,  (in  my  confcience)  with  good 
coHfcrence,  would  be  reformed  ;  for  he  hath 
only  one  little  cub  of  an  Englifli  prieft,  by 
whom  he  is  feduced  for  want  of  his  friends  ac- 
cefs  unto  him,  who  might  otherwife  uphold 
him. 

There  hath  been  an  old  dunfical  demand  in 
taking  pledges  of  fuch  as  are  held  dange  • 
rous  men  to  your  majeftv's  ftate  there.  I 
make  bold  to  give  it  that  term,  becaufe  there  is 
no  one  who  hath  known  your  fervice  of  Ireland 
longeft,  who  can  fet  down  and  prove  that  ever 
Iriftiman  was  held  in  obediencc  by  his  pledge  : 
if-any  can,  let  me  loie  my  credit  for  ever,  I 
am  able  to  fet  down  of  my  own  knowledge,  al* 
moft  by  20  years  experience,  in  which  time  I 
have  feen  many  pledges  taken  for  the  Irifliery, 

for 
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for  retaining  them  in  obedience,   the  father  for 

the  fon,   the  fon  for  the  father,  the  brother  for 

the  brother,  and  many  other  of  like  nature,  that 

they  have  taken  their  times,  neverthelefs,  with- 

out  any  regard  of  pledge,   to  play  the  traitors 

againft  your  majefty    at    thcir   pleafure.     For 

when  they   neither  fear  Godj  nor  be  careful  of 

tlieir  duty  towards  your  majeily,   nor  for  your 

force  to  reform  them,  your  majefty  may  bc  af- 

fured,  it's  not  their  pledges  that  can  hold  them 

m  obedience,     Your  majefty,    therefore,   may 

(in  my  opinion)  do  well  to  let  no  fuch  demand 

be  made  of  them ,  but  when  they  Ihall  give 

caufe  of  ofFence,  let  them  be  thoroughly  follow- 

ed  with  your  forces,  and  plagued  in  fuch  fort, 

as  may  make  them  afraid  to  offend  you.     For 

the  lefs  your  majefty  ftiall  efteem  them,   the 

more  obedient  you  ftiall  have  them  ;  and   by 

this  courfe  your  majefty  ftiall  fave  a  great  deal 

of  charge  for  the  diet  of  fuch  as  they  put  in  for 

pledge. 

And  where  there  was  a  credible  report  made, 
that  the  earl  of  Tyrone  came  into  the  now  lord 
deputy,  without  pardon  or  protedtion  ;  I  affure 
myfelf,  your  majefty  fhall  find  he  came  in  upon 
the  credit  of  your  ftate,  altho'  in  policy  he 
might  be  willed  to  give  out  otherwife,  and  no 
doubt ;  but  fuch  as  have  often  miftaken  his 
adlions  and  intents,  would  make  an  open  de- 
mand  of  him,  how  ?  and  he  perhaps  anfwer 
them,  without  protedion  ;  and  upon  this  his 
anfwer,  they  might  be  very  importunate  with 

the 
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the  lord  deputy  and  the  council,  that  he  might 
be  detained  for  great  matters  of  treafon,  where- 
with  they  had  to  charge  him,  which  demand  of 
theirs  being  refufed,  it  is  not  unlike  but  they 
would  either  write  to  your  majefty,  or  to  their 
friends  here,  to  inform  your  majefty  how  provi- 
dent  they  were  to  have  him  fafe  kept,  and  yet 
their  cares  and  ofFers  were  negle(fled. 

Le  T  thofe  devices  of  theirs  take  effedV,   or 
otherwife   to   have  him  cut  off,    your  maj^ :fl:y's 
whole  kingdom  there  would  moan  it  mofl  pitti- 
fully  ;  for  there   was  never  man  bred   in   thofe 
parts,   who  hath  done  your  majefty  greater  fer- 
vice   than    he,    with  often    lois    of    his  blood 
upon  notable  enemies  of  your  majefl:y's  ;    }ea, 
more  often   than  all  the  oth^r  nobles  of  Ireland. 
And   what    quietnefs    your   majefcy    had   thefe 
raany  years  paft  in  the  northern  parts  of  that 
kingdom,    it's  neither  your  forces  there  placed, 
(which  have  been  but  fmall)  nor  their  great  fer- 
vice  who  commanded  them,  but  only  the  honeft 
difpofition  and  carriage  of  the  earl,   hath  made 
them  obedient  in   thofe  parts  to  your  majefty. 
And  what  pity  it  is  that  a  man  of  his  worth  and. 
worthinefs   lliall  be  thus  dealt  withal   by  his  ad- 
verfaries  (who  are  men  who  have  had  great  pla- 
ces  of   commandment)  and   neither  they,   nor 
their  friends  for  them,  are  able  to  fet  down  they 
ever  did  your  majefly  one  good  day's  fervice,    I 
humbly  leave  to  your  majefty. 

I  F.  he  were  {0  bad  as  they  would  fain  enforce 

(as  many  as  know  him  and  the  flrength  of  his 
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counrry,  will  witnefs  thus  much  with  me)  he 
might  very  eafily  cut  off'many  of  your  majefty's 
forc-^-s  which  are  laid  in  garrifon  in  fmall  troops, 
in  divers  parts  bordering  upon  his  country  ;  yea, 
^nd  overrun  all  your  Englifh  pale,  to  the  utter 
ruin  thereof ;  yea,  and  camp  as  long  as  fhould 
pleafe  him  cven  under  the  walls  of  Dublin,  for 
any  ftrength  your  majefty  yet  hath  in  that  king- 
dom  to  remove  him. 

These  things  being  confidered,  and  how 
unwilling  he  is  (upon  my  knowledge,  to  be 
otherwife  towards  your  majefty  than  he  ought, 
let  him  (if  it  fo  pleafe  your  highnefs)  be  fome- 
what  hearkened  unto  and  recovered  (if  it  may 
be)  to  come  in  unto  your  majefty  to  impart  his 
pwn  griefs,  which  no  doubt  he  will  do,  if  he 
will  like  his  fecurity.  And  then,  I  am  per- 
fuaded,  he  will  fmiply  acknowledge  to  your 
majefty  how  far  he  hath  ofFended  you  ;  and  be- 
fides  (notwithftanding  his  protedtion)  he  will, 
if  it  fo  ftand  with  your  majefty's  pleafure,  ofFer 
himfelf  to  the  marfliall  (who  hath  been  the 
chiefeft  inftrument  againft  him)  to  prove  with 
his  fword,  that  he  hath  moft  wrongfully  accufed 
him.  And  becaufe  it  is  no  conqueft  for  him 
to  overthrow  a  man  ever  held  in  the  world  to 
be  of  m.oft  cowardly  behaviour,  he  will,  in  de- 
fence  of  his  innocency,  allow  his  adverfary  to 
come  armed  againft  him  naked,  to  encourage 
him  the  ratner  to  accept  of  his  challenge. 

I  AM  bold  to  fay  thus  much  for  the  earl,  be- 
caufe  I  know  his  valour,   and  am  perfuaded  he 

will 
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will  perform  it ;  and  what  I  have  fpoken  of  him, 
over  and  above  this,  thefe  reafons  have  led  me 
to  it. 

Being  often  his  bedfcllow,  he  hath  divers 
times  bemoaned  himfelf,  with  tears  in  his  eyes, 
faying,  if  he  knew  any  way  in  the  world  to  be- 
have  himfelf  (otherwife  than  he  hath  done;  to 
procure  your  majefly's  alTured  good  opinion  of 
him,  he  wouM  not  fpare  (if  pleafed  you  to  com- 
mand  him)  to  offer  hirafelf  to  ferve  your  high- 
nefs  in  any  part  of  the  world  againfl  your  ene- 
mies,   though  he  were  fure  to  lofe  his  life. 

And  as  he  hath  in  private  thus  bemoaned 
himfelf  unto  me,  fo  are  there  many  eye-witnefles 
here  in  your  highnefs's  court  who  have  feen  him 
do  no  lefs  openly  ;  which  tears  have  neither  pro- 
ceeded  from  diffimulation,  or  of  a  childifh  dif* 
pofition,  (for  all  who  know  him  will  acquit  him 
thereof)  but  of  meer  zeal  unto  your  highnefs, 
and  grief  and  fear  to  lofe  your  favour,  whom  he 
defireth  with  life,  and  all  he  hath,  mofl  duti- 
fully  and  loyally  to  ferve. 

Whereas  I  have  taken  upon  me  to  nomi- 
nate  certain  gentlemen  as  fittelt  to  be  employed 
in  the  above  mentioned  fervices  in  thofe  remote 
places,  I  know  there  will  be  great  exceptions 
againfl  them,  becaufe  they  are  thought  to  be 
too  near  friends  to  the  earl.  Bul  I  will  prove, 
that  none  can  ever  do  your  majefty  fuch  good 
fervice  there,  as  they  who  have  been  al- 
ways  trained  up  in  thofe  parts  in  fervice,  and  are 
beft  acquainted  with  the  earl,  and  the  other  lords 
H    2  of 
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of  thofe  countries.  And  I  am  of  opinlon,  if  it 
vvere  demanded  of  the  earl  and  the  reft,  they 
had  rather  have  ftrangers  placed  in  thofe  places, 
than  thofe  gentlemen  of  their  acquaintance : 
becaufe  thefe,  in  any  outrage  in  thefe  countries, 
dare  trufl  ihe  earl  with  themfelves  and  their  fmall 
troops,  to  be  aided  by  him,  whereofthey  fhould 
not  fail,  when  ftrangers  would  be  loth,  and 
fear  fo  to  do  :  for  their  truft  will  procure  the 
earl  and  his  followers  to  undertake  and  perform 
with  them  whatfoever  they  fhall  require  for  your 
majefty^s  fervice. 

A  N  D  what  is  it  to  your  majefty  to  lay  upoa 
the  earl  the  trufl  and  credit  of  fettling  your  ma- 
jefty's  forces  in  thofe  parts,  and  to  give  him  your 
majelly's  free  prote(^ion  to  come  in,  without 
fear,  from  time  to  time,  to  anfwer  to  any  thing 
that  fhall  be  objected  againft  him,  and  to  retire 
liome  again  ?  And  if  it  fhali  at  any  time  happen 
that  he  fhail  fo  offend,  as  to  deferve  punifhrnent, 
then  your  majefty  is  to  prepare  your  princely  for- 
ces,  and  make  royal  war  upon  him,  letting  him 
fnarply  tafte  what  it  is  to  ofFend  fo  gracious  and 
great  a  prince. 

And  likewife,  the  refl  of  the  lords  of  thofe 
countries  are  (upon  the  receivmg  in  of  your  ma- 
jefly's  garrifons,  and  paying  the  duties  and  com- 
pofitions  before  fpeciiied)  to  have  the  iike  mea- 
fure  afTorded  them. 

I  A  M  tb.e  bolder,  moft  gracious  fovereign, 
to  fet  down  this  my  opinion  for  managing  thofe 
remote  places,  and  preventing  thefe  prefent  ex- 

pedted 
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pedled  troubles ;  becaufe  I  have  been  an  eye- 
witnefs  of  a  needlefs  and  a  chargeable  war  held 
againft  one  of  the  lords  of  the  north,  namely, 
Surleboy,  a  Scot,  which  war  ended  not  by  your 
majefty  forces,  but  by  the  Jofs  of  that  reb^rs 
chief  inftrument,  his  fon  Alexander  ;  yet  were 
the  faid  traytors  intreated  to  accept  of  their  par- 
don,  and  had  more  beftowed  upoa  them  forr 
playing  the  traytors,  than  they  demanded  be-; 
fore.  And  my  fear  is  (if  this  expeded  fury 
ftiall  follow  to  be  wars)  it  will  fall  out  ,to  the 
like  or  a  worfe  iflue  :  for  he  who  doth  now  op  . 
pofe  himfelf  againft  the  earl,  was  the  chief  com  . 
mander  then,  and  did  moft  difhonourably  per-- 
form  it,  as  fhall  be  apparently  provecl,  when  it 
fliall  pleafe  your  majefty  to  appoint.  ^  ercTihrrrn 
I  HAVE  heard,  many  think  much  that-  the 
earl  performed  not  his  promife  with  the  novv  lord 
deputy,  but  they  little  confider  what  flender 
encouragement  he  had  given  him  at  his  coming 
in  to  do  it.  If  he  found,  as  like  he  did,  in 
what  great  peril  he  was  to  be  detained,  as  not- 
withftanding  the  afflirance  whereupon  he  came 
in,  if  his  adverfaries  credit  would  have  place, 
he  had  been  reftrained.  There  v/as  no  likelihood 
of  his  performance  of  any  thing  he  then  under- 
took,  becaufe  he  faw  himfelf  in  fo  great  peril, 
neither  is  it  likc  he  will  hereafter  hazard  the 
like.  But  if  his  promife  be  expedled  to  be  per- 
formed,  then,  I  think,  he  defireth  good  alfu- 
rance,  firft,  of  his  own  fafety,  whereupon  there 
may  be  hope  he  will  effeift   all  promifes,    good 

H  3  oftices, 
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offices,  and  fervices,  for  the  good  of  tbat  poor 
kingdom  ;  and  till  then,  there  is  nothing  to  be 
expeded  from  him  hut  doubt,  and  preparation 
to  defend  himfelf,   and  ofFend  greatly, 

Whe  N  your  majefl:y's  garrifon  foldiers  were 
firfl  planted  in  the  cgunty  of  Monaghan,  there 
was  great  fervice  ofFered  to  Sir  WilHam  Fitz- 
wilham  by  Sir  Henry  Duke,  for  his  fitting  down 
at  the  abby  of  Cloonis  (whereof  he  is  farmer) 
with  his  own  company  of  hght  foot,  and  fifty 
of  your  highnefs's  ganifon  foldiers,  and  to  have 
difcharged  your  majefty  of  all  manner  of  vidu- 
alhng  charge,  only  to  have  been  monthly  fitlJy 
paid  their  entertainment  ;  and  at  that  time  there 
were  at  the  fame  abby  good  and  defenfible 
buildings  to  fuccour  your  majefly's  garrifon, 
which  are  defaced  and  pulled  down  by  the  tray- 
tors,  for  fear  they  fliould  ferve  for  that  purpofe. 
If  this  offer  had  then  been  accepted,  it  had 
greatiy  furthered  your  majefty's  fer-ice  now, 
and  peradventure  had  prevented,  or  at  leafl  hin- 
dered  the  troubles  now  expeded,  becaufe  it  is 
fo  near  upon  Maguire^s  country,  and  the  ftay  of 
his  pafTage  to  the  E  iglifli  pale. 

NoTvviTHSTANDiNG  it  much  importcd  that 
this  fervice  fhould  have  been  hearkened  unto, 
yet  Sir  William  Fitzwilliam  his  malice  at  that 
time  was  fo  extreme  againfl  Sir  Henry  Duke, 
Who  no  doubt  would  have  performed  it  as  efFec- 
tually  as  he  offered  ir,  as  he  utterly  rejected  it; 
even  as  he  did  the  like  and  many  greater  fervi- 
ces  offered  by  other  your  majefly's  good  fervi- 
tors  there.

His  greedy  defire  at  that  time,  in  refpe^ft 
of  his  own  gain,  made  him  carelefs  of  thefe 
ofFers,  and  of  thofe  good  fervitors,  who  would 
freely  ofTer  themfelves  ;  he  efleemed  befl  of  the 
bafer  fort,  as  of  one  Wilhs,  and  fuch  as  he  was, 
whom  he  made  captains  and  officers  in  ihe  Irilli 
countries,  who  with  their  great  troops  of  bafe 
rafcals  behaved  themfelves  fo  diforderly,  as  made 
the  whole  country  to  rife  in  an  uproar,  and  to 
drive  thern  out,  with  advantage  given  by  thofe 
bad  and  lewd  fellows  to  the  ill-difpofed  Irifhery, 
hath  emboldened  them  ever  fince  to  fland  in  no 
fearor  fubjecftion  ofyour  highnefs  ftate  6r  forces 
there.  Thefe,  and  many  the  like  fervices,  as  bad 
or  worfe,  did  Sir  WilHam  Fitzwilliam,  whilfl 
he  had  authority  in  that  place. 

Although  many  needlefs  journies  were  made 
by  Sir  William  Fitzwilliam,  which  were  both 
cbargeable  to  your  majefty,  and  troublefome  to 
your  poor  fubjeds,  yet  was  there  one  into  tht 
province  of  Conaught,  which  was  very  neceiTary, 
and  grounded  upon  probable  reafon,  determined 
for  the  ciitting  ofF  and  utter  banifhing  of  the 
traytor  O  Roirke,  and  all  his  confederates  ; 
which  fervice  could  not  be  performed  without 
the  affiftance  of  the  earl  of  Tyrone,  who  was 
fent  unto  before  the  journey  was  iindertaken. 
The  meffenger  was  one  belonging  to  your  high- 
nefs's  council  there,  a  friend  of  Sir  William 
Fitzwilliam,  and  one  well-affedled  by  the  earl, 
who  declared  to  him  the  caufe  of  his  coming 
down  to  be  for  preparation  againfl  ORoiike,  and 

H   4  what 
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what  the  lord  deputy's  demand  was,    that  the 

earl  fhould  perform  therein.     The  earl  moft  ho- 

nourabjy  (as  he  had  oftentimes  before)  under- 

took  to  perform  as  much  as  the  lord  deputy  then, 

required,  returning  the  faid  mefTenger  very  well 

fatisfied,   for  he  fent  the  lord  deputy  word,    he 

would  be  ready  to  attend  the  fervice  with  looo 

men  at  the  place  appointed,  and  more  he  would 

have  brought,  if  he  had  more  time,   or  fooner 

warning.     The  place  to  him  afllgned  was  on  the 

border  of  Tirconell,  on  that  fide  of  Lougherne 

towards  Conaught,  there    to   flop   the  paffage, 

that  O  Roirke  with   his   companies  and    crea- 

tures  fhould  not  that  way  efcape  into  thofe  parts, 

which  he  well  hked  of,  and  promifed  fo  to  do, 

adding  further  (if  it  pleafed  the  brd  deputy  to 

command   him)   he   would  break  a  ferry  with 

his   forces  into  0  Roirke's  country,    and  either 

drive  him  out  of  it,  or  deprive  him  of  hfe,  and 

prey   his  whole   country,   and  do  great   fervice 

upon  all  O  Roirke's  adherents.     This  anfwer  of 

the  earl's  feemed  to  fatisfy  the  lord  deputy  very 

well,  who  prepared  your  majefty^s  forces  forth- 

with,   and  fent  word  to  the  earl  to  be  in  readi- 

nefs  upon  fix  days  warning, 

The  lord  deputy  took  with  him.  all  your  high- 
nefs's  garrif  ,n,  and  the  raifmg  out  of  the  pale 
as  many  as  he  thought  fit,  and  went  onward  his 
journey,  giving  out  (becaufe  the  rebels  fhould 
not  fufpeft)  that  it  was  only  to  fee  feflions  and 
aflizes  duly  kept  in  Conaught,  and  fat  in  divers 
places  accordingly,  infomuch  as  at  length  he 

came 
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came  to  Sligoe,  which  joins  iipon  O  Roirke*s 
country,  where  he  abode  four  or  five  days  with 
all  his  forces,  being  fufficient  to  execute  upon 
O  Roirke,  and  the  other  traytors,  as  much  as 
he  had  before  determined  ;  the  earl  all  this 
while  expedling  when  he  fhould  be  called  to  that 
pretended  fervice,  ^kept  all  his  forces  ready  to- 
gether  for  the  purpofe,  which  was  no  fmall 
charge  for  him.  But  as  it  fell  out  afterwards, 
Sir  Wiliiam  (as  it  feemed)  had  no  fuch  inten- 
tion  ;  for  upon  a  fudden  he  departed  from  Sligoe, 
journeying  quite  crofs  the  whole  province  to  Li- 
merick,  leaving  O  Roirkfc's  country  at  his  back, 
doing  no  fervice,  but  charging  the  poor  coun- 
try  (whereof  as  then  it  had  little  need)  impo- 
fing  the  performance  of  all  this  expeded  ftrata- 
gem  to  Sir  Richard  Bingham,  with  fome  of  the 
garrifon  to  affift  him,  who  moft  honourably  and 
painfully  profecuted  the  faid  proud  traytor  upon 
his  feet,  to  the  great  endangering  of  his  life  by 
the  difeafe  of  the  country,  which  caught  him  in 
the  purfuit  of  that  traytor  whom  he  then  drave 
out  of  his  country,  by  which  means  he  was  af- 
terwards  fent  tohave  his  deferts  here  in  England. 
Which  exploit  (if  it  had  been  performed  as  it 
was  plotted  by  Sir  William  Fitzwilliam ) 
O  Roirke  had  perifhed  there,  and  all  thofe  tray- 
tors,  which  are  now  affiftants  to  his  fon,  had  then 
been  cut  off 

And  if  it  (hall  feem  to  your  majefty,  that 
the  time  will  be  over  long  to  have  all  thefe  (and 
^hofe  other  notes  by  me  before  delivered  to  your 

majefty) 
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majefty)  tried  by  commifiion,  it  may  pkiic 
your  majefty  to  let  him  prefently  be  cailed  be- 
fore  your  honourable  council  here,  to  fee  how 
he  can  anfwer,  firft,  the  leaving  ofF  of  this  fo 
great  and  necefTary  a  fervice  by  himfelf  com- 
plotted  ;  fecondly,  why  he  placed  not  your 
highnefs's  garrifon  (lying  then  idle,  and  doing 
no  fervice)  in  Tierconell  for  the  refpedls  afore- 
mentioned ;  and  thirdly,  why  he  refafed  the 
many  great  ofFers  of  thofe  your  well  known  and 
experienced  fervitors  there,  which  was  to  do  fe- 
veral  fervices,  and  put  your  majefty  to  no  charge 
for  the  efledling  of  them  ;  and  to  make  choice 
of  fuch  bafe  men  as  Conell,  Fuller,  and  Willis, 
whofe  behaviour  l  have  partly  touched  before, 
being  fuch  as  a  well  advifed  captain  of  that 
kingdom  would  not  admit  into  any  office  in  his 
company. 

His  anfwering  in  thefe  three  points,  and  as 
many  of  the  reft  as  ftiall  pleafe  your  majefty, 
will,  I  don't  doubt,  be  fo  grofs,  as  your  majefty 
and  honourable  privy  council  may  the  more  eafily 
judge  of  the  reft.  It  may  be,  moft  gracious 
fovereign,  that  he  will  frame  anfwers  to  all  my 
objecftions,  or  elfe  be  perfuaded  by  fome  of  his 
friends,  not  to  efteem  them  worth  anfwering,  in 
refpedl  of  the  inequality  of  my  eftate  to  his, 
chiefty  for  the  place  which  he  held.  For  this  I 
appeal  to  your  majefty,  how  much  it  importeth. 
And  I  do  further  affirm,  that  until  he  can  dif- 
prove  thefe  my  allegations,  or  fome  of  them,  I 
ought  to  be  credited  as  well  or  better  than  he  ; 

becaufe 
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becaufe  he  hath  avouched  to  your  highnefs'  moft 
honourable  council  monftrous  and  apparent  un- 
truth,  which  I  can  as  well  prove  as  any  of  thefe 
aforefaid  articles,  namely,  about  the  buying  and 
getting  of  impreft  bills  into  his  hands,  which  hQ 
hath  fworn  and  forfworne  that  he  never  did  ; 
but  for  the  proof  hereof,  if  it  be  your  highnefs' 
pleafure,  that  Sir  Henry  Wallop  and  his  men  be 
caJJed,  they  can  teftify  what  great  fums  of  mo- 
ney  they  have  paid  him  for  impreft  bills  in  the 
time  of  his'  govcrnment,  whereof  moft  of  them 
came  to  him  better  cheap  than  buying  :  for 
fome  were  given  him  for  cows,  which  he  took  in 
bribcs,  upon  bafe  conditions,  of  the  Irifhrie  ; 
other  for  pJacing  men  in  fundry  offices.  And  he 
that  wilJ  mal^e  no  confcience  to  forfwear  fuch  a 
thingbefore  fo  honourable  perfonages,  is  hardly 
to  be  credited  in  excufmg  greater  matters. 

I T  may  be  alfo  upon  demand,  why  he  did 
not  place  your  majefly^s  garrifon  foldiers  in 
thofe  IriHi  countries  ?  he  will  anfwer,  that  they 
could  not  be  fpared  from  other  places  ;  wherein 
your  majefly  may  well  reprove  him  thus  ;  for 
thofe  were  the  places  where  the  foot-bands  were 
then  beflowed  ;  Sir  George  Bourchier's  at  the 
Dingon  in  Ophalie,  captain  St.  Leger's  at  the 
fort  ia  Leafe,  captain  Dowdairs  band  at 
Youghall,  fifty  of  Sir  Henry  WaIlop's  band  at 
Enifkorthy,  the  Marfairs  company  at  Newry. 
And  in  all  thofe  places  there  vvas  no  need  of  garri- 
fon,  becaufe  there  were  no  enemies  ouE  to  do  fer- 
vice  upon,   but  they  might  very  well  have  been 

beftowed 
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bellowed  in  other  places,   as  fome  of  them  are 
now,  when  it  is  too  late. 

And  for  the  fifty  foldiers  under  my  charge, 

they  did  your  majefty  as  little  fervice  in  all  the 

time  of  his  government,  as  the  reft,   although 

they  ]ie  in  a  place  of  great  fervice,  which  is  at 

Knockfergus,  he  appointed  fuch  bafe  comman- 

ders  over  them  to  dire6t  them,  as  deferved  not 

the  pay  of  one  of  the  foldiers.     And  although 

it  was  your  majefty's  pleafure  that  I  fhould  com- 

mand  them,  as  captain  over  them  ;  and  notwith- 

ftanding  that  I  often  made  petition  to  him,    and 

ufed  all  the  means  I  could  befides,  to  go  down 

to  my  company,  and  to  have  that  authority  he 

gave  to  others,  undertaking  to  do  your  majefty 

great  fervice  in  that  place,  yet  did  he,  (for  what 

caufe  I  know  not)   utterly   refufe  to  grant  my 

requeft  ;   as  he  rejedled  many  other  great  fervi- 

ces  by  me  offered  unto  him,  holding  me,  to  my 

great  charge,  to  live  upon  the  borders  of  Feagh 

M'Hugh's  country,   where  I  was  fain  to  retain 

many  men  upon  my  ov/n  purfe,  to  defend  my- 

felf,  and  do  your  majefty  fome  fervice  upon  thofe 

traitors;  whereby,   though  it  were  to  my  coft, 

I  took  many  notable  rebels,  who  were  comman- 

ders  of  men,  and  brought  them  in  to  abide  the 

cenfure  of  your  majefty's  laws,  which  cut  them 

ofF.     For  thefe,  and  many  other  fervices  done 

in  his  time,  he  rewarded  me  with  all  hinderance 

that  ever  he  could  do  me,  not  only  by  his  autho- 

rity  and  power,   but  by  obfcuring  my  deferts. 

As 
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As  it  is  the  cuftom  and  manner,   mofl  gra- 
cious  fovereign,  of  fome  to  darken  and  difgrace 
the  deeds  of  the  well  deferving,  thereby  to  coun- 
tenance  and  grace   their  own  favourites,    tho* 
they  merit  nothing,  which  manifeflly  appeareth 
in  the  plotting  down  of  that  fervice  done  upon 
that  traitor  Maguire  the  lafl  year,    which,   as  I 
underftand  (by  Sir  George  Carew)  v/as  firft  de- 
livered  to   my  lord  treafurer,  and  by  his  lord- 
ftiip  ftiewed  unto  your  majefty,  wherein    cap- 
tain  Dowdall  is  portrayed  on  foot,  wading  the 
ford  in  the  fore  front  arm  and  arm  with  myfelf ; 
which  is  moft  untrue,  as  one  Sadler,  who  was 
then  his  enfign  bearer,   and  divers  other  gentle- 
men,   and  others  of  credit  who  are  now  in  your 
majefty'3  court,  can  teftify.     For  he  came  not 
in  the  ford  at  all  to  wet  his  foot,   but  forfook 
his  place,    bolh  he  and  his  lieutenant  behaving 
themfelves  as  in  my  other  notes  I  have  declared 
to  your  highnefs  already.     But  when  he  faw  thc 
rebels   defeated  ofF  their  place  and  driven   to 
flight,   then   he  came   over   the  ford  upon   his 
horfe,  and  fo   on  horfeback  ofFered  to  lead  the 
battle,  which   he  ought  to  have  done  on   foot, 
having  no  reafon   to  ride,  except  he  meant  (if 
the  enemy  fhould  make  head  again)  to  fhift  for 
himfclf.     Thefe  and  the  like  untruths  (as  the 
cafe  now  ftandeth)  ferve  to  grace  fuch  fervitors, 
and    to   obfcure    and   hinder    the    merits    of 
fuch  as    deferve  weli.    Although  it  would   be 
too  tedious  to  your  majefty   to  hear  of  all   the 
m^edlels  journeys  raade  by  Sir  William  Fitz- 

wiliiams

williams  in  the  time  of  his  government,   yct  can 
I  not  omit  (befides  that  one   before  rehearfed) 
his  laft  journey   into   the  county  of  Cavan,  by 
the  which  your  majefty  may  judge  of  all  the  rell. 
WiTHiN   fhort  time  after  the  overthrow  to 
that  traitor  Maguire,  wherein   your    majefty's 
foldiers  wsre  worn  out,    all  manner  of  repara- 
tions,  he  fent  for  them  to  meet  him   loo  miles 
from   their  garrifon  places,   which  was  at   the 
Cavan.     The  time  limited  for  their  repair  was 
but  fhort,   yet  came  they  thither   the  day   ap- 
pointed.     He  carried  with  him   many  horfemen 
thro'   the  Englifli  pale,    to   the  great  prejudice 
and  impoverifhment  of  the  fame,    by  reafon  of 
his  many   needlefs  journeys  before.      And  he 
ought  in  confcience  at  that  time  have  forborne 
coming  into  the  county  of  the  Cavan,    becaufe 
k  was  charged  with   200    foldiers,   which  were 
newly  ereded  for  the  fervice  againft  Maguire, 
and  paid  only  by  the  inhabitants  of  that  coun- 
try ;  yet  neverthelefs  he  made  his  journey  thi- 
ther,    and   there  remained  many  days,  to  the 
great  charge  of  that  poor  country,   having  no 
other  caufe  but  only  to  fee  a  boat  launched  ; 
vvhich  was  fo  needlefs  a  journey  undertaken  and 
performed,    that  many  a  gentleman  then  under 
his  command  might  (with  his  men)  as  well  have 
efFeded,     as   it   was   by  his   prefencc;     which 
courfe    if  hc  had    taken,      it    had    faved  the 
great   charge  whereat  your  majefty  then  was, 
the  extream  and  needlefs  labour  of  your  poor 
foldiers,  and  given  the  poor  people  of  that  coun- 

try 
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try  no  caufe  of  exclamation,  who  came  beforc 
him  in  great  troops  with  their  plow-irons  in  their 
hands,  ringing  them  together  with  pitiful 
moans,  faying  they  were  undone  by  his  coming 
amongftthem,becaufe  they  were  notable  to  bear 
the  foldiers  already  put  upon  their  charge.  But 
fo  little  was  he  moved  with  this  their  complaint, 
that  he  affefled  them  with  more  foldiers,  horfe- 
men  and  boys.  In  his  return  towards  Dublin 
he  was  met  by  many  of  the  faid  poor  country 
people  with  the  like  lamentable  outcry,  which 
he  regarded  as  much  as  the  former. 

He  commanded  your  majefly's  foldiers  back 
again  to  their  places  of  garrifon,  as  little  refped:- 
ing  their  long  journey,  and  the  relief  of  their 
wants,  as  he  did  the  poor  peoples  outcry  whora 
he  had  opprefled.  It  was  then  near  Chriftmafs, 
when  the  ibldiers  to  whom  (againft  that  good 
time)  he  would  not  allow  one  penny  of  imprefl, 
he  feeing  them  all  very  poor  and  greatly  tur- 
moiled. 

MoREovER  he  was  fomiferable,  as  he  refufed 
to  lend  one  of  your  majefty's  captains  20  /.  to 
impreft  amongft  his  foldiers,  he  promifing  upon 
his  credit,  to  pay  the  fame  within  fix  days  next 
after  his  coming  to  Dublin  :  fuch  was  his  ho- 
nourable  mind,  as  he  never  refpedted  no  man's 
neceflity  in  comparifon  of  his  own  commodity. 
This  needlefs  journey,  aithough  it  did  not  be- 
nelit  him  much,  yet  it  ferved  his  turn  another 
way;  for  he  coming  home  to  Dublin  in  the 
deadeft  time  of  the  winter,  a  litde  beforeChrift- 

mafs, 
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mafs,  it  caufed  him  to  Jie  fo  dofe,  and  to  keep 
fo  miferable  a  Chriflmafs,  as  was  never  there 
feen  in  reprefentation  of  the  ftate. 

He  who  hath  had  neither  care  nor  confcience 
in  fundry  forts,  to  difhonour  Co  gracious  a  prince 
as  your  majefty  (who  did  moft  bountifully  enable 
him  to  do  your  majefly  good  and  honourable 
fervice,  and  to  fpend  liberally  in  his  houfe)  but 
to  turn  all  thofe  your  majefl:y's  bounties  to  his 
own  private  gain,  preferring  that  before  your  ma- 
jefty's  fervice  and  the  good  of  thofe  your  peo- 
ple  ;  your  majefty  (in  my  opinion)  being  adver- 
tifed  by  thofe  notes  by  me  dehvered,  and  the 
fame  proved  true,  may  with  fafe  confcience  be- 
refit  yourfelf  with  that  which  he  hath  diilion- 
eftly  gotten  both  by  your  majefty  and  your  high- 
nefs's  fubjeds  in  that  poor  kingdom  ;  which  ex- 
ample  will  (no  doubt)  caufe  others  hereafter  to 
prefer  your  majefty's  fervice  and  profit  before 
their  own,  and  to  beware  of  the  like  trefpafs 
for  fear  of  the  like  juftice. 

It  may  pleafe  your  majefty  likewife  to  be  ad- 
vertifed,  that  divers  perfons  having  been  for 
their  ofFences  pardoned  by  your  majefty,  and 
thereby  emboldened  to  frequent  all  places  with- 
outfear,  having  been  apprehended  and  commit- 
ted  ftraightway  to  prifon  without  any  caufe 
given  (fince  their  pardoning)  whereof  law  might 
take  hoid  :  they  have  offered  very  fufficient  baii 
which  hath  been  refufed,  and  they  detained  be- 
caufe  they  in  times  paft  were  bad  (for  which 
they  were  pardoned)  or  for  fear  they  fhould  be 

bad 
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bad  in  time  to  come.  And  being  thus  kept  fe- 
verely  in  prifon  many  years,  they  have  at  length 
made  friends  there,  and  by  greac  fums  of  money 
here,  purchafed  from  hence, 

whereby  they  have  been  enlarged ;  now  when 
they  obtain  their  liberty  by  thefe  money  means, 
and  not  by  the  juflice  which  your  majefl:y's  laws 
allow  them,  they  think  themfelves  very  hardly 
ufed,  and  others  thereby  become  doubtful  and 
afraid  to  truft  to  their  pardons ;  fuppofmg,  if 
they  want  fuch  friends  and  fuch  means,  they 
Ihould  either  be  indiredly  cut  ofF,  or  elle  for 
ever  kept  in  prifon,  upon  fuggefcion  or  furmife. 
But  if  they  might  perceive  tnat  it  is  not  your 
majefty's  pleafure  to  have  them  thus  handled, 
and  that  none  fhould  lie  in  prifon  without  receiv-» 
ing  trial  by  your  highnefs's  laws,  if  their  caufe 
fo  required,  or  elfe  upon  good  fjreties  to  go  at 
libcrty ;  by  either  of  which  means,  they  may 
enjoy  the  benefit  of  your  gracious  laws,  even  as 
your  good  fubjedls  which  never  offended  ;  no 
doubt  it  would  free  them  of  great  fear  and  fufpi- 
cion,  and  make  them  more  dutiful  than  ever 
they  were. 

There  is  one  prifoner  in  the  caftle  of  Dublia 
an  aged  and  impotent  gentleman,  of  whom  (if  it 
be  your  highnefs's  good  pleafure)  I  defire  your 
majefly  fhall  take  notice  ;  his  name  is  Sir  Owen 
Mc  Tool,  one  who  was  never  traitor  againft 
your  majefly,  nor  ever  in  any  traiterous  acftion, 
but  fo  good  a  fubje6t,  and  fo  faithful  a  fervitor 
as  (for  his  dcfcrts)  he  had  a  penfion  from   your 

VoL.  I.  I  majefly, 
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inajelly,  whereof  Sir  John  Perrott  befeft  him. 
This  gentleman  was  fent  for  by  promife  and  af- 
fiirance  from  the  flate,  that  he  fhould  not  hd 
abridged  of  his  liberty ;  contrary  whereunto  he 
was  committed  unto  prifon,  where  he  hath  re- 
mained  thefe  eight  years ;  for  whofe  enlarge- 
ment  all  bail  hath  been  refufed,  yet  is  the  gen- 
tlenian  of  fo  great  years,  as  he  is  not  ablc  td 
go,  and  fcarcely  able  to  ride.  For  which  re- 
fpecfts  and  for  the  ftates  promife  (methinks) 
he  ought  to  find  favour.  Moreover  he  is 
pledge  for  no  man ;  if  he  were,  pledges 
profit  nothing  as  before  I  have  rehearfed,  He  is 
father-in-Iaw  to  the  earl  of  Tyronc,  and  if  thc 
earl  recovers  your  majefty's  favour,  how  highly 
your  majefly  fhall  honour  yourfelf  by  beflc^ving 
this  old  gentleman's  liberty  upon  the  earl,  and 
how  much  your  majefty  fhall  provoke  the  earl 
to  acknowledge  your  highnefs's  favour  therein, 
your  majefty  may  eafily  judge  and  they  who 
know  the  flate  of  that  kingdom  can  inform. 
But  if  the  earl  be  not  fo  happy  as  to  obtain 
fuch  grace  at  your  majefly's  hands,  yet  it  may 
pleafe  your  majefty  gracioully  to  regard  the 
poor  aged  gentleman,  that  upon  good  fureties 
he  may  have  his  liberty  ;  for  which  I  know  there 
would  be  five  hundred  pounds  given,  tho'  he 
can  by  no  means  fleed  them  in  any  bad  practice 
againft  your  majefty^s  flate  there,  neither  in 
body  nor  council,  neither  can  his  imprifonment 
ftay  any  of  his  friends  from  doing  evil,  if  they 
be  badly  difpofcd.     If  therefore  your  highnefs 

would 
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would  be  pleafed  to  releafe  him  of  your  own 
princely  motion,  he  putting  in  fufficient  fureties 
within  the  Englifh  pale  to  be  ever  ready  within 
twenty  days  to  anfwer  to  whatfoever  may  be  ob- 
jedled,  yet  fhall  bind  him  (as  his  bounden  dtity) 
always  to  pray  for  your  highnefs,  and  mightily 
increafe  the  aflfedion  of  your  majefly's  people 
there. 

And  if  he  or  any  other  of  whom  fuch  fecurity 
Ihall  be  taken,  fhall  afterwards  offend  as  traitors, 
your  majefly's  cofFers  are  to  be  enriched  by  the 
forfeiture  of  their  fureties  bonds  (which  are  in 
no  cafe  to  be  remitted)  and  the  traitors  to  be 
honourably  cut  off  by  your  majefly's  forces  and 
your  pleafure  ;  which  juflice  will  bean  example 
to  traitors  how  they  ofFend,  and  to  their  fureties 
how  they  become  bound. 

There  have  been  (thefe  many  years  pafl) 
divers  traitors  fuffered,  I  might  rather  fay  fjb- 
borned,  in  all  their  bad  and  traitorous  adions 
who  (if  matters  had  been  difcreetly  and  upright- 
ly  handled)  mighteither  have  been  utterlyover- 
thrown  or  cut  off,  or  elfe  drawn  to  fubjedion 
and  due  obedience  to  your  majefty  and  your 
laws,  without  any  other  or  more  charge  unto 
your  highnefs  rhan  you  have  been  at  continual- 
ly  :  for  your  majefty^s  foldiers  were  not  at  all 
employed,  and  yet  thofe  traitors  were  fufFered 
to  go  uncorredted  for  all  their  murders  and  trea- 
fons,  nay  more,  to  ufe  your  highnefs  unreve- 
rently,  which  caufed  your  majefty's  good  fub- 
jeds  with  grudge  and  hearts  grief  often  times  to 
complain.

The  principal  rebels  and^arch-traitors  whOm 
I  mean,   are  Teagh  Mc  Hugh,  and  the  baftard 
Geraldines,  who  are  by  marriage  Hnked  in  affi- 
nity  with  that  grand  traitor,  and  becaufe  I  would 
have  your  majefty  underftand  how  you  have  been 
long  abufed  by  untrue  informations  concerning 
this  traitor  and  his  complices,  1  proteft  they  nei- 
ther  are  of  that  abihty  to  offend,  nor  of  that 
power  to  defend,  nor  fo  hardly  to  be  conftrain- 
ed  to  yield  their  due  obedience  as  hath  been  re- 
ported,   yea,  and  that  without  the  employing 
of  great  troops  of  foldiers  againft  them,  or  charg-" 
ing  the  near  bordering  fubjeds  extraordinarily  : 
for  they   will  now  with  more  willingnefs  afford 
all  their  helps  of  provifion  in  the  traitors  coun- 
try  than  they  have  done  heretofore,  becaufe  then 
they  were  greatly  charged  and  no  whit  defend* 
ed.     But  if  they  might,  fuch  a  one  chofen  and 
appointed  for  that  fervice   as  they  know  would 
never  ceafe  until  he  had  quite  deftroyed  that 
den  of   mountain    thieves,    the   poor   fubjedls 
would  neither  fpare  charge  nor  trouble  to  ailift; 
him.     The  means  how  to  reform  thefe  difobe- 
dient  rebels,  and  to   perform   this  fervice  are 
thefe  : 

FiRST,  Let  no  protedlion  be  granted  to  any, 
fave  only  to  fach  as  ftiall  come  in  unto  him  who 
fhall  be  appointed  to  follow  that  fervice,  and 
offer  themfelves  to  do  offices  againft  the  chief 
traitors  :  which  when  they  have  performed,  and 
that  fpecial  good  hath  fucceeded  their  draught, 
then  let  them  have  pardon  for  their  former 

faults.

faults,  and  fafe  prote6lion  (without  any  traito- 
rous  pradtice  which  hath  too  commonly  been 
ufed  towards  them)  fo  long  as  they  fliall  behave 
themfelves  as  good  and  loyal  fubjeds,  living  in 
duty  and  obedience  unto  your  highnefs,  your 
officers  and  Jaws. 

And  if  any  who  be  or  fhall  be  in  authority  to 
prote6t,  do  fend  for  any  offender  upon  promife 
that  the  fame  fhall  fafely  come  and  go,  and  then 
fliall  (contrary  to  that  promife)  take  away  the  life 
of  that  ofFender,  behis  tranfgreffion  never  fo  hei- 
nous,  let  that  man  in  authority  (be  he  never  fo 
mighty)  lofe  his  credit  in  that  place,  and  be 
punifhed  to  the  uttermofl  that  law  will  afFord, 
for  fo  difhonouring  your  majefly  when  your  high- 
nefs's  word  is  paft :  for  fuch  ufage  is  the  caufe 
why  they  will  not  now  come  to  the  lord  deputy 
upon  protedlion,  and  much  lefs  will  they  trufl 
any  other,  except  they  have  had  long  experiencc 
of  his  upright  and  jufl  dealing. 

FuRTHERMORE,  whofoevcr  hath  a  country 
or  a  feignory,  which  your  majefly  hath  beflow- 
ed  upon  him,  let  him  be  bound  that  all  his  te- 
nants  fhall  be  anfwerable  to  your  laws,  or  him- 
felf  to  fatisfy  all  fpoils  and  trefpafTes  which  they, 
or  any  to  whom  they  give  maintenance  fhall  com- 
mit  againfl  your  majefly's  good  fubjedts. 

I  KNOW  there  will  be  great  exceptions  taken 
againfl  this  affirming,  that  many  dwell  upon 
their  lands  whether  they  v/ill  or  not ;  let  this 
(if  it  pleafe  your  highnefs)  be  no  excufe,  for  if 
he  know  how  to  receive  his  rents  and  cuftoms, 

I3  let 
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let  him  likewife  pay  the  fpoil  done  to  thc  good 
fubjeds,  or  bringin  the  ofFenders  to  anfwer  to 
the  law  j  efpecially  if  they  have  the  command- 
ment  of  any  of  your  majefty'sfo]diers,  by  whofe 
alfiftance  he  may  enforce  them  to  obedience. 

And  whofoever  fhall  be  appointed  to  ferve  upon 
the  aforefaid  traitors  Teagh  Mc  Hugh  and  his 
adherents,  fhall  not  need  to  have  more  than  loo 
foot  and  fome  20  or  25  horfe,  which  horfemen 
it  were  requifite  (for  good  refpeds)  fhould  be 
ilrangers  to  that  bprder,  and  with  this  fmall 
number  may  he  do  very  -great  fervice. 

BuT  ifit  be  objected,  that  this  proportion  of 
foldiers  is  too  v/tzk  to  do  fervice  againft  fo  flrong 
a  traitor,  if  it  may  pleafe  your  majefty  to  give 
me  the  leading  of  thefe  foldiers  and  the  credit 
of  the  fervice,  I  will  either  lofe  my  life  or  effeft 
as  much  as  I  have  here  fet  down.  And  where  I 
will  venture  my  life  to  perform,  fuch  a  fervice 
as  this,  I  truft  your  majefty  will  venture  your 
foldiers,  and  give  me  in  charge  to  lie  upon  thofe 
borders  to.  fee  yoyr  majefty's  fubjeds  live  in 
fafety,  and.  to  give  thofe  traitors  and  the  inha- 
bitants  of  thofe  parts  to  underftand,  that  hence- 
forth  they  are  no  more  to  exped  protecffeion,  but 
to  fubmit  themfelves  as  fubjeds,  and  fo  conti- 
nue,  or  elfe  to  feel.  the  fharp  punifhment  due 
to  obftinate  rebels.  And  to  fuch  as  fhail  fub- 
mit  and  do  fervice  upon  the  reft,  there  is  pardon 
tobegranted,  and  to  himwhofhalldo  the  beftfer- 
vice,fhall  notonlybegiven  pardon,  but  alfomain- 
tainance  for  him  to  live  upon.     By  whkh  means 
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I  am  afluredly  perfuaded,  I  fhall  find  Inflruments 
amongft  themfelves  that  fhall  ferve  effedlually  to 
cut  off  the  reft  5  fo  fhall  your  highnefs  be  ho- 
nourably  ferved,  and  thofe  parts  ofyour  king- 
dom  fo  near  the  ftate,  be  reduced  to  obedience, 
to  the  exaraple  of  thofe  couniries  vifhich  are  more 
remote. 
If  this  traitor  Teagh  Mc  Hugh  fhould  be  made 
more  flrong  by  his  friends  (as  I  fee  not  hovv  they 
fhould)  and  that  further  force  fhould  be  required 
againft  him,  your  majefly's  fubjec^s  in  theEnglifh 
pale  would  wiHingly  yield  to  your  htghnefs  600 
fbldiers,  horfe  and  foot,  at  their  own  charge  for 
fix  months,  and  longer  if  need  require,  fo  as  they 
might  fee  your  majefly  would  once  take  him  in 
hand :  thus  much,  many  of  the  beft  of  them, 
willed  me  to  deliver  to  your  highnefs. 

There  is  no  caufe  why  thefe  expecfled  trou- 
bles  in  the  north  fhould  hinder  the  prefent  pra- 
ceedings  againfl  thefe  traitors  in  the  fouth,  who 
are  perfuaded  they  are  fpared,  but  till  fuch  time 
as  your  majefty  have  fettled  the  north,  and  then 
they  expedt  to  be  followed  by  your  highnefs's 
forces  fortheir  cutting  off:  all  things  therefore 
confidered,  they  fhould  not  be  forborne  till 
then,  for  if  their  wars  in  ihe  north,  thefe  in  the 
fouth  will  offend  your  majefty's  fubjeds  as  much 
as  they  can  ;  thereby  to  keep  the  ftate  the  more 
bufied  and  troubled,  and  if  they  happen  to  be 
over  hardly  diflreffed,  then  will  they  Hy  to  the 
north,  there  to  be  fafe  from  your  majefly's  for- 
ces  i  which  refuge,  if  they  be  once  driven  unto, 
1  4  it's 
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it*s  great  odds  they  fhall  never  come  back  to  zth 
coy  the fouth,  which  I  pray  Oodlmay  never  once 
fee,  and  that  fome  of  your  majefty's  good  fub- 
jedts  may  dwell  where  that  traitor  Teagh 
Mc  Hugh's  forefathers  and  followers  have  re^ 
maine.d  thefe  loo  years,  to  the  great  diflionour 
of  the  flate  and  hurt  of  the  poor  fubjedl. 

FoR  the  due  reformation  of  all  the  diforders 
in  that  poor  realm  of  Ireland,  and  the  executi- 
on  of  what  worthy  a<5tion  foever  fhall  be  by 
your  majefly,  and  your  honourable  council  here 
cjetermined,  and  for  recovering  the  honour  of 
that  ftate,  which  former  governors  there  have 
lofl  ;  your  majelly,  in  my  judgtnent,  hath 
made  a  mofl  excellent  choice  of  the  now  lord 
deputy,  a  man  accomplifhed  with  all  neceffary 
parts  both  in  body  and  mind,  as  I  doubt  not 
but  his  fervice  fhall  hereafter  give  good  teflimo- 
ny,  altho*  he  have  received  the  fword  in  a  far 
more  troublefome  and  dangerous  tirne  than  any 
of  his  late  predeceflbrs  ever  did.  For  neither 
the  laft  Defmond's  v/ars,  nor  thofe  of  Connor'a 
and  the  Moore's,  being  both  put  togeiher,  are 
comparable  to  that  which  is  now  expedled  if  it 
prove  wars,  which  I  defire  (if  it  be  God's  will 
and  your  majefly's  good  pleafure)  may  be  other^ 
wife,  not  for  my  private  afFedtion  for  any  ia 
the  north,  but  for  the  publick  good  which  I 
wifh  to  that  poor  kingdom. 

FoR  the  benefit  whereof,  and  for  the  perfor- 
mance  of  all  fuch  honourable  fervices  as  are  now 
cxpedient  to  be  done,  and  all  the  refl  before  in 

this 
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this  declaration  mentioned,  it's  your  majefly  who 
muft  not  only  diredt  him,  but  allb  thoroughly 
enable  his  lordfhip  that  he  may  give  better  en- 
couragement  to  your  majeity's  ibldiers  to  take 
pains  in  your  highners's  fervice  than  they  have 
bad  or  yet  have,  becaufe  they  daily  fee  that  he 
who  neverferved  your  majefty  in  thofe  fervices, 
ftiall  come  to  far  better  preferment  in  that  place, 
than  thebeft  commander  or  ferving  fervitor  there, 
befides  you  cannot  get  that  which  they  do  pain- 
fully  and  faithfully  ferve. 

What  encouragement  then  can  a  man  have 
to  oiFer  himfelf  freely  in  the  wars  of  that  coun^ 
try,  who  fhall  neither  get  honour^  reward,  nor 
payment  for  his  labour  ;  I  fpeak  by  experience 
of  myfelf ,  who  (upon  my  credit)  have  not  had 
ten  crowns  impreft  of  my  own  private  pay  thofe 
ten  years,  to  furnifh  me  towards  your  majefty's 
fervice  when  I  was  called  upon,  and  yet  I  have 
madc  one  at  all  timcs. 

When  fuch  hard  meafures  then  is  oflfered  un- 
to  captains,  I  humbly  refer  to  your  majefty, 
what  encouragement  tbey  can  have  to  go  to  the 
field.  Although  without  money  or  any  thmg 
elfe,  they  will  do  their  beft  endeavour  with  their 
fubftance  and  themfelves,  to  do  your  highnefs 
fervice,  becaufe  I  know  (and  fo  do  all  the  reft) 
that  it's  not  your  majefty's  pleafure  to  have  them 
fo  difcouraged,  but  the  fault  is  in  thcm  vvho 
have  been  thither  fent  as  deputiea,  who  have 
preferred  their  own  gain  before  your  highnefs's 
honour  and   fervice,   or  the  juft  rewarding  of 

fuch 
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fuch  as  have  moft  truly  and  painfully  ferved, 
and  for  that  they  would  pleafure  fuch  cowardly 
captains  as  were  their  inftruments  to  bring 
them  in  cows  to  convert  into  angels,  to  cram 
their  greedy  purfes,  whom  I  have  a  better  will 
particularly  to  name,  than  thus  generally  to 
write  of;  if  I  were  perfuaded,  your  highnefs 
would  thereupon  difcard  them  :  and  I  know 
they  would  not  chalienge  me  becaufe  I  do  them 
no  wrong. 

To  encourage  therefore  your  majefly's  fol-. 
diers,  and  to  furnifh  the  lord  deputy  againft  all 
accidents  that  may  happen,  if  it  may  pleafe 
your  majefty,  that  all  the  treafure  which  is  fent 
over  into  that  reahTi  at  fundry  times,  may  be 
intirely  fent  at  one  time,  with  commandment, 
that  your  majefty^s  whole  garrifon  may  be  fully 
paid  every  month,  your  majefty  fhould  be  moft 
fionourably  ferved,  and  the  foldiers  well  con- 
tented,  and  the  fubjecfts  not  occafioned  to  ex- 
claim  for  want  of  payment  for  the  foldiers  diet, 
when  both  captains  and  foldiers  fbould  have  in 
their  purfes  to  fatisfy  that,  and  to  furnifti  them- 
ielves  with  all  other  neceifaries. 

FoR  notwithftanding  your  highnefs's  garrifon 
hath  been  fo  flenderly  paid  thefemany  years,  your 
majefty  hath  not  faved  any  thing  thereby,  but 
it  hath  enriched  a  fort  of  bafe  clerks  and  beggar- 
ly  merchants  who  wiil  not  credit  a  captain  now 
for  a  groat  upon  his  bill ;  but  all  the  commodity 
goeth  to  the  lord  deputy,  the  clerks  and  the 
merchants,  fo  as  the  captain  to.  furnifti  his  com- 

pany 
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pany  can  get  no  money  unlefs  he  wlll  give  400 
for  200  or  200  for  ico,  and  after  the  like  rate  ; 
and  in  this  powling  manner  your  foldiers  are 
paid. 

FoRASMUCH  as  your  majefty  doth  pay  all  m 
the  end,  you  may  (if  it  be  your  highnefs's  plea- 
fure)  as  well  benefit  your  captains  and  foldiers  as 
Qther  men's  clerks,  by  fending  an  overplus  of 
treafure  to  the  lord  deputy,  to  pay  the  old  debt 
due  only  to  captains  and  foldiers,  which  few 
thoufands  will  difcharge,  except  it  be  one  man, 
unto  whom  your  majefty  oweth  five  or  fix  thou- 
fand  pounds,  which  (if  it  be  your  highnefs's 
pleafure)  may  with  fafe  confcience  be  detained 
in  your  hands,  becaufe  he  hath  fo  ill  deferved, 
thro'  the  difhonouring  your  majefly  in  the  place 
wherein  he  ferveth. 

And  now  (moft  gracious  fovereign)  for  that 
(as  I  have  heard)  it  hath  been  credibly  reported 
to  your  majefty  that  the  laft  Defmond's  wars 
did  coft  but  40,000  pounds,  thereby  the  rather 
to  induce  your  highnefs  to  make  wars  upon  the 
north,  I  have  thought  it  my  duty  (under  your 
majefty's  protedion)  to  fet  down  the  truth  there- 
of,  whereby  it  may  the  more  eafily  be  judged 
what  the  charge  of  thefe  expe(5ted  northern  trou- 
bles  may  ftand  your  highnefs  in,  by  comparing 
the  faid  Defmond's  wars  and  thefe  together. 

The  charge  of  thofe  wars  (notwithftanding  thc 
great  fupplies  then  had  of  your  fubjeds,  and 
the  great  fuccour  and  aififtance  of  fundry  caf- 
tles  and  go.od  towns  which  held  firm  and  faitb- 

ful 
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ful  to  your  majefty,  to  receivc  and  aid  your  fol- 
diers  upon  all  extrennes,  which  towns  and  caftles 
ftood  in  moft  commodious  places,  not  only  to 
annoy,  but  utterly,  in  manner,  to  overthrow 
the  traitor  and  all  his  co-partners.  And  where 
it  coft  your  majefty  then  one  pound,  it  coft  your 
fubjedts  three  during  all  the  time  of  thofe  wars, 
which  charge  of  your  fubjeds  I  can  well  make, 
for  the  chief  lord  of  one  fmall  village  had  but 
eight  pounds  yearly  rent  for  the  fame  village, 
he  paid  for  one  year's  cefs  to  your  highnefs's  fol- 
diers  thirty-eight  pounds  fterling,  whereof  I  was 
alfo  an  eye  witnefs)  thefe  wars  I  fay  did  ftand 
your  majefty  in  four  thoufand  pounds  at  thc 
leaft,  for  the  monthly  charge  was  7000/.  befides 
the  vidualling  by  fea.  And  yet  after  all  this 
your  majefty  afForded  pardon  to  the  bafeft  rebel 
who  then  took  arms  againft  you,  who  yet  liveth 
in  view  of  your  ftate. 

The  caufe  of  thofe  Defmond's  wars,  waseven 
like  to  this  in  the  north,  through  the  great  mif- 
taking  of  the  Defmond's  adverfaries,  and  that 
it  coft  your  majefty  no  lefs  than  I  do  here  fet 
down,   Sir  Henry  Wallop  can  well  teftify. 

MoREOvER  there  are  no  helps  to  be  hoped  for 
in  the  north,  either  of  caftles  or  towns  whercin 
to  garrifon  or  once  lodge  your  majefty's  foldiers 
for  the  following  and  fupprefling  of  thofe  traitors, 
for  thofe  parts  are  merely  void  of  fuch  refuge. 
Again,  all  the  friends  to  your  highnefs  in  thofe 
Qountries  are  but  two,  O^Hanlon  and  Magenis, 
and  they  uncertain,  as  your  majefty  may  thus 

judge  : 
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judge  :  for  0'Hanlon  is  married  to  the  earl  of 
Tyrone*s  fifter,  and  merely  enriched  by  the  earl ; 
Maginnis,  his  eldefl  fon  is  to  marry  the  earPs 
daughter.  And  if  this  affinity  vvere  the  manner 
'of  the  Irilh  is  always  to  the  part  they  fee  ftrong^ 
eft ;  and  when  your  majefty  (as  there  is  no 
doubt)  ftiall  prevail,  they  will  then  feek  favour 
and  make  offer  of  mueh  fervice,  but  feldom  or 
never  perform  any  ;  whereof  myfelf  have  beea 
too  often  a  witnels.  Thefe  things  confidered,  ic 
may  pleafe  your  majefty  and  honourable  coun- 
cilto  be  rightly  and  thoroughly  advertifed  before 
there  be  wars  made  in  the  north  parts,  whatfo- 
ever  by  finifter  informations  may  be  fuggefted 
to  the  contrary. 

FoR  it  is  not  the  north  only  your  majefty  ftiall 

now  have  to  deal   withal,   but  your  highnefs's 

whole  province  of  Conaught  fhall  be  in  great 

peril  of  lofing,  except  Sir  Richard  Bingham  be 

more  ftrongly  enabled  or  affifted  than  he  is  now, 

trufting  to  only  one  band  of  i  oo  foot  and  50 

horfe,   wherewith  I  confefs  he  hath  done  great 

fervice.     Knockfergus  and  the  Glanboyes  which 

are  now  garrifbned  only  with  100  foot  and  25 

horfe  (who  have  done  your  majefty  no  fervice  by 

reafon  of  fuch   bad  commanders  as  have  beea 

appointed  over  them)  cannot  but  be  loft  without 

a  very  great  garrifon  and  exceedinggreat  charge, 

fo  that  your  highnefs's  realm  of  Ireland   being 

now   (as  it  were)  divided  into  four  parts,  viz. 

Leinfter,  Munfter,   Conaught,  and  UJfter,  will 

be  in  very  great  danger  to  be  half  loft,  for  UI- 

ftec 
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fter  is  the  earPs  already.  And  in  Conaught 
thcre  are  divers  who  have  been  traitors  not  long 
iince  (and  yet  fcarce  good  fubje<5ts)  who  watch 
but  fuch  an  opportunity.  And  in  Leinfter  there 
are  many  who  now  flir  not,  who  will  then  arife 
in  arms,  namely,  the  Berns,  the  Tools,  the 
iVloore's,  the  Connors,  and  the  Cavanaugh's, 
and  many  other  as  falfe  traitors  asthofe,  who  (if 
they  once  perceive  tronbles  to  increafe  in  the 
north)  will  feek  to  moleft  and  ofFend  the  Eng- 
iifh  pale,  as  they  have  done  in  times  paft. 

And  one  fpecial  matter  more  is  to  be  thought 
upon^  where  your  majefty  in  all  the  wars  of 
Shane  CNeale,  had  Terconnel  faithful  and  rea- 
dy  to  do  your  highnefs  fervice,  and  to  afTifl: 
your  foldiers,  giving  the  traitor  many  over- 
throws  (being  then  an  utter  enemy  to  all  the 
Neals)  now  it's  not  fo,  for  0'Donnel  is  married 
to  the  earl  of  Tyrone's  daughter,  and  is  thereby 
fo  linked  to  him,  that  no  place  of  fuccour  is  left 
to  your  majefty's  forces  in  all  the  north  ;  for 
Sir  John  0'Dogherty  (who  was  well  affeded 
to  your  majefty's  fervice)  is  now  in  hold  under 
0'Donnel,  fo  as  no  aid  is  to  be  expeded  from 
him.  This  poor  gentleman  hath  been  hardly 
ufed  on  both  fides  ^  firft,  by  Sir  William  Fitz- 
william,  who  imprifoned  him,  in  hope  to  have 
had  of  him  fome  Spanifti  gold ;  and  now  by 
CDonnel,  becaufe  he  Ihall  not  in  thefe  troubles 
annoy  him. 

To  write  of  all  other  particularities  belonging 
to  the  nortb,  would  be  over  tedious.  To  conclude 

therefbre 
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thcrefore  (with  your  majefty's  pardon)  there  are 
but  two  ways,  either  to  accept  of  their  own  of- 
fers  of  fubmiflion  and  eontribution  for  defraying 
of  the  charge  in  this  difcourfe,   efpecially  before 
mentioned,    and  fo  to  place  your  majefty's  gar- 
rifons  in  their  countries^  thereby  to  hold    them 
in    continual  obedience  to  your  highnefs's  pro- 
iit,    or  elfe    to  make   royal    war  upon  them^ 
and   fo  utterly  to  overthrow  and  root  them  up 
thro*  all  the  whole  north  of  that  kingdom,   and 
plant  others  in  their  room  or  places.     I  may  int 
no  wife  omit  humbly  to  acquaint  your  majefty 
what  great  hinderance  unto  your  prefent  fervice 
the  ftay  of  Sir  Robert  Gardiner  his  coming  over 
is  like  to   be,   becaufe  that  he  can  beft  true  re- 
port  to  your  highnefs  of  the  flate  of  Ireland,  who 
(as   he  was  fpecially  chofen  by  your  majefty  to 
be  a  chief  inftrument  fbr  thc  good  of  that  poor 
kingdomj  where  he  ever  did  and  doth  minifter 
fuch  upright  juflice,    as  is  void  of  bribery,   af-* 
fedtion,   intreaty  of  friends,   or  fear  of  authority 
to  over-rule  him,   thereby  to  do  any  thing  unfit 
fbr  a  man  of  his  plaee)  can  very  hardly  be  fpared 
from  thence  ;  yet,   as  the  neceflity  of  this  time 
importeth,   it  were  (under  pardon)    moft  meet 
he  were  fent  for  with  all  fpeed  -,   for  that  fas  he 
can)  fo  he  v/ill  without  fear  of  any,   inform  your 
majefty  truly   how  the  ftate  of  that  your  king- 
dom  now  ftandeth,   and  fhew   good  means  how 
to  ftay  this  expedted  prefent  fury  that  is  like  to 
happen,  to  the  utter  rain  and  cuttingofFmany 
of  your   majefty^s  fubjeds,  and  the  exceeding 

expencQ 
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cxpence  of  your  highnefs^s  treafure.  There  will 
be  (no  doubt)  many  reafons  alledged  to  your  ma- 
jedv  to  ftay  him  there,  butlhumbly  befeechyour 
highnefs  not  to  hearken  to  them,  for  the  authors 
of  thefe  troubles  are  afraid  of  his  coming  hither. 
But  his  inflant  repair  over,  will  more  avail  him 
than  his  ftay  there,  although  it's  well  known  he 
doth  (as  far  as  his  authority  extendeth)  afFord 
the  peoplejuflice,  without  beggingitor  buying 
it,  which  hath  been  too  often  bought  and  fold 
there.  And  your  majefty  may  at  your  pleafure 
return  him  thither  again  when  he  hath  done  ex- 
ceeding  good  fervice  here  :  although  I  fear  he 
will  be  loath  (if  either  his  own  credit  or  friends 
may  prevail)  to  go  back  thither  any  more,  be- 
caufe  he  feeth  he  is  not  able  to  do  your  majefly 
fuch  good  fervice  as  he  would  and  might  if  he 
were  more  flrongly  afiifled  -,  moreover  good 
deferts  there,  procure  fcarce  good  opinion  or 
friends  here. 

What  mean  I  to  fay  thus  much,  when  it  is 
not  to  be  amended  ?  nay  what  pity  it  is  that  fo 
gracious  a  prince  as  is  your  majefty  cannot  help 
it  1  For  thefe  many  years  paft  your  poor  fub- 
jedts  have  been  crying  out  for  juflice,  and  could 
never  get  it  -,  befides  it's  grown  to  fuch 
gain  by  corruption,  that  unlefs  your  majefty- 
vouchfafe  to  take  it  upon  youfelf,  or  make  fpe- 
cial  choice  of  fome  of  your  honourable  council 
here  to  look  into  it,  it  will  not  be  holpen  ;  for 
if  it  be  referred  (as  it  hath  been)  there  will  be 
fuch  (huffling  and  fo  much  time  fpent,  to  fave 

the 
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the  credit  of  fome  one,  that  thoufands  of  your 
majefly's  good  fubjeds  fball  perifh  the  while. 
And  the  rather  becaufe  advice  is  chiefly  required 
of  him  wjio  is  caufer  of  all  thofe  troubles,  and 
becaufe  your  raajefly  may  the  better  judge  what 
good  can  follow  by  his  diredtions,  lct  him  fet 
down  what  fervice  he  did  you  when  he  had  the 
whole  authority  in  his  own  hand,  whereby  your 
highnefs  maydifcern  the  reft.  I  know  (and  there- 
on  dare  pawn  my  life)  he  cannot  prove  ^nyorie 
honourable  or  profitable  fervice  he  did  your  rna- 
jefly  therein  at  the  tim.e  of  his  government. 

Opinion  is  likewife  required  of  fome  pther 
counfellors  nowhere,  who  can  fay  as  little  of  thofe 
northern  parts,  as  he  who  Was' never  there.  '  '/ 
This  being  moft  true,  let  not  (I  humbly  h6- 
feech  your  majefty)  your  poor  realm  of  Ifdand 
be  trufling  to  the  advice  of  fuch  blind  advifers': 
But  vouchfafe  your  highnefs  to  be  advifed  by 
thofe  who  know  your  fervice  there,  by  their 
own  experience  and  eye  witnefs  of  that  whereof 
they  fhall  yield  their  opinion  ;  and  no  one  (of  a. 
counfellor)  can  do  it  better  than  Sir  Robert  Gar- 
diner,  becaufe  his  circuit  is  northward,  whereby 
he  doth  hear  the  griefs  and  difcontentmentji.  of 
thofe  people. 

MoREOVER  I  moft  humbly  befeech  yQur  ma- 
jefty  to  be  no  longer  abufed  by  lip-Iabour,  and 
paper  and  ink;  which  have,  thefe  many  years 
gone  for  current  payment  inftead  of  good  fer- 
vice,    and  in    fhow  of  difcovering  great   and 
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vveighty  caufes,  when  in  truth  they  feldom  tend- 
ed  to  any  fuch  purpofe  ;  but  feeing  your  ma- 
jefly  doth  pay  them  fo  well,  it  may  pleafe  you 
to  require  better  fervice  at  their  hands,  whom 
your  highnefs  doth  there  put  in  truft. 

If  I  have  in  thefe  my  plain  and  fimple  dif- 
courfes  offended  your  majefty  any  way,  I  mofl 
iiumbly  afk  pardon  for  the  fame. 
,  As  the  phyfician  cannot  cure  the  difeafe  of  his 
patient,  until  he  both  know  and  take  away  the 
caufe  thereof,  fo  neither  are  the  calamities  of 
your  majefly's  kingdom  of  Ireland  to  be  reme- 
died,  until  your  majefty  be  both  rightly  adver- 
tifed  of  the  fame,  and  put  in  pradice  the  redrefs 
of  the  great  abufes  there  ;  which  can't  be  better 
done  (in  my  fimple  fkill)  than  by  makingan  ex- 
ampfe  of  fome  one  who  have  ferved  your  ma- 
jefly  corruptly  in  that  place  ;  and  the  greater 
the  perfonage  is,  the  greater  the  juflice,  and 
the  more  yourhonour  in  making  a  precedent  of 
fuch  a  one  :  for  your  inferior  officers  can  punifh 
fmall  ofFenders,  bur  it  is  in  your  majefty  only  to 
correcft  the  mighty  tranfgreflbrs. 
.  _.And  fo  may  your  majefty  (if  fo  you  wiil 
vouchfafe)  look  down  by  degrees,  and  in  time 
furvey  your  highnefs's  captains  who  ferve  you 
there,.  difcerning,  by  a  little  obfervation,  the 
good  from  the  bad  -,  vvhich  is  eafily  done,  if 
every  one  be  called  to  account,  what  fervice  he 
hath  done  you;  v/hat  traitors  he  hath  cut  ofl^ 
having  full  fcuthoiity   for  it,  or  elfe  how  your 

highnefs's 
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highnefs's  fubjedbs  have  been  defended  by  him 
and  his  foldiers.  He  who  hath  not  performed 
one  of  thefe  two,  is  unworthy  to  have  com- 
manded  or  have  pay. 

FuRTHERMORE,  when  fome  experienced 
captains  {hallmake  ofFer  ofhis  beft  endeavours, 
let  him  (if  it  pleafe  your  highnefs)  be  hearken- 
edunto,  and  efpecially  when  it  tendeth  greatly 
to  the  advancement  of  your  majefty^s  fervice 
without  encreafe  of  charge :  and  let  them  not 
(I  befeech  your  highnefs)  be  put  ofFfo  grofsly  as 
they  have  been,  with  faying  it  is  too  fmall  a 
proportion  of  foldiers  to  perform  fo  great  a  fer- 
vice.  For  that  is  not  the  caufe  (,moft  dread  fo- 
vereign)  but  this  ;  if  they  fhould  allow  of  thofe 
fervices  when  they  are  otTered,  it  would  difcover, 
as  many  think,  fome  of  their  great  abufes, 
which  your  majefty  may  perceive,  when  you 
fhall  fee  great  fervices  done  with  ico  where 
500  have  been  employed,  and  your  highnefs's 
fubjeds  no  whit  the  better  defended. 

There  is  no  well  advifed  captain  will  make 
ofFer  of  fervice  but  he  hopeth  to  perform  or  lofe  his 
life,  and  efpecially  when  he  fhall  not  gain  there- 
by  ;  for  his  foldiers  mufl  be  paid,  or  elfe  they 
will  not  ferve  j  befides  he  mufl  keep  them,  or 
elfe  he  cannot  efFedt  the  fervice  undertaken,  fo 
that  his  only  hope  of  gain  refteth  in  reputation, 
reward,  and  preferment  from  your  majefty  as  he 
fhall  deferve  ;  and  not  in  polling  and  pilling  the 
foldiers  and  your  majefty's  fubje(5ts. 

K  z  These 
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.r  •  Th'ese  good  fervices  then  being  accepted, 
and  the  abufes  reformed,  there  is  no  doubt  but 
your  majefly's  kingdom  of  Ireland  fhall  quickly 
flourifh  in  true  fubjedion  and  due  obedience,  to 
your  majefly's  honour  and  comfort,  which  I  be- 
feech  the  Almighty  to  grant  and  continue. 
•  The  confideration  (mofl  gracious  fovereign)  of 
my  own  eftate,  who  have  engaged  myfelf  and 
my  friends  very  far  for  means  to  live  and  do 
your  majefty  (ervice,  hath  many  times  (in  the 
penning  of  this  difcourfe)  fought  to  withhold 
me  from  difcovering  to  your  highnefs  thefe  cau- 
fes  of  difcontentments  of  your  poor  people  in  that 
kingdom,  and  the  bad  managing  of  your  ma- 
jeily's  affairs  there,  with  the  means  of  quieting 
them,  of  advancing  your  majefty's  fervice,  and 
advantaging  your  revenues,  affuring  me  that 
the  doing  of  fuch  an  office  would  neither  procure 
me  any  friends,  nor  pay  any  of  my  debts :  be- 
fides  it's  againft  my  profelfion  (being  a  foldier) 
to  bea  penman,  or  fo  earneflly  tc  feek  for  peace. 
Yet  neverthelefs  when  I  confidered  what  due  ho- 
nour  may  be  done  unto  God,  what  true  fervice 
to  your  highnefs,  and  what  good  tb  that  poor 
common  weal,  it  made  me  utterly  negled  of 
my  own  fortune  and  refpedt  of  my  private  bene- 
fit,  and  emboldened  me  to  difcharge  my  duty 
to  God  and  your  majefty,  and  difclofe  my  zeal 
for  benefiting  that  poor  realm.  And  if  thefe  my 
labours  fhall  be  rightly  conceived  of  by  your 
majefly,  ar.d  your  mofl   honourable  council,  I 

fliall 
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fhall  think  my  time  happily  fpent,  and  cbjoy.as. 
much  as  I  defire.  jbi  liilv 

And  thus,  moft  humbly  befeeching  pardon 
for  this  my  bold  and  rude  difcourfe,  and  pray- 
ing  on  my  knees  to  Almighty  God  the  diredor 
ofallprinces  hearts,  that  it  may.pleafe  hirn.  to 
move  your  majefly's  mind  duly  to  confider  of 
the  premifes,  and  pitifully  to  regard  the  prefent 
ftate  of  that  your  poor  kingdom,  and  befeeching 
him  to  blefs  your  highnefs  with  all  honour, 
health,  and  princely  happinefs,  long  to  reign  over 
us,  I  mofl  humbly  conclude  with  this  my  peti- 
tion. 

I  HUMBLY  befeech  your  majelly,  if  it  be  your 
gracious  pleafure,  to  accept  the  earl  of  Tyrone 
into  your  highnefs's  protedion,  that  he  may 
fafely  come  in  unto  your  majefty,  or  to  your 
lord  deputy,  and  hither  at  your  pleafure,  that 
I  may  be  the  meffenger;  becaufe  at  my  coming 
over  he  repofed  great  trull  in  me  to  deliver  unto 
your  majefty,  thofe  things  wherewith  he  found 
himfelf  grieved,  wherein  I  doubt  not  but  to  do 
your  highnefs  acceptable  fervice,  by  reafon  of  the 
poor  credit  I  have  with  him.  But  if  your  ma- 
jefty  be  minded  to  deal  othervvife  with  him  (be- 
caufe  it  hath  been  reported  by  thofe  who  are  ad- 
verfaries  both  to  him  and  me,  that  I  am  a  great 
friend  unto  him)  to  fhow  what  manner  oflove 
mine  is  towards  him  ;  there  is  none  of  them  nor 
any  othgr  who  fhall  do  greater  fervice  than  I 
will,  if  it  pleafe  your  iriajefty  to  command  me, 
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and  enable  me  fit  for  it ;  if  not,  my  fervice  and 
myfelf  reft  at  your  highnefs's  commandment  to 
bc  diipofed  as  it  fliall  pJeafe  you,  for  whom  as  is 
my  bounden  duty  I  will  daily  pray,    &:c.

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ARTHUR,  lord  Chichefler,  baron  of  Bel- 
faft,  is  lineally  defcended  from  Waleran 
de  Chichefter,  a  brother's  fon  to  Robert  de  Chi- 
chefter,  bifl-iop  of  Exeter,    in  the  time  of  king 
Stephen,   about  477   years  pafl,  who  gave  for 
his  coat  of  arms,  Chequay^  Or,  ^  Gules,  a  chief 
Farie;   whofe  family,   during  the  revolutions  of 
fo  ancient  times    (a  thing  to  the  judicious,  both 
confiderable  and  admirable)    hath  continued  by 
a   fucceffive  feries   of  the  iffue   male,  without 
infamy  or  blemifh,   increafed  as  well  in  honour, 
as  with  the  arms,  and  fair  poiTeirions  of  14  feve- 
ral  gentlemen  of  name  and  blood.   Long  may  it

TWO  years  are  almofl  paffed  fmce  I  pre- 
fented  to  your  honourable  view,  a  brief 
abflradl  of  fuch  difcourfes  as  I  had  colleded  out 
of  many  ancient  hiftories,  and  chronicles  of  this 
kingdom,  divided  into  four  parts  or  books,  the 
laft  thereof  contajnfng  a  fuppJy  of  the  hiftory  of 
Ireland,  from  anno  zg  Eliz.  (where  Hollingfhed 
and  Hooker  left  off)  until  this  prefent  year  1615.

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The  whole  work  (fuch  as  it  was)  I  intended  to 
have  dedicated  unto  your  honourable  lordfhip, 
if  time,  and  my  ability  would  have  permitted  : 
yet,  left  the  feed  of  your  honourable  bounty  (which 
hath  always  afforded  both   comforts  and  fufte- 
nancetomine  old  age)  mightnotfeem  to  be  fown 
upon  a  foil,  altogether  barrenand  unprofitable,  I 
have  drawn  out  fuch  difcourfes  and  remarkablc 
adtions,  as  have  happened  within  thefe  four  years 
laft  paft  ;   and  thofe,  if  not  wholly,   yet  chiefly 
concerning  your  lordfiiip^s  honourable  proceed- 
ings,  as  well  in  the  civil,  as  martial  government 
of  this  kingdom,   which  I  confecrate  unto  your 
lordfhip,    far   from  prefuming  to   demonflrate 
matters  better  known  to  your  honour,  than  I  cari, 
or  fhall  be  able,  in  any  meafure,  to  relate  them  ; 
or  from  conceiting  that  the  workmanfhip  (being 
altogether   unfhapely)    can    afford    any    thing 
therein,  worthy  your  Iordfhip's  liking,  but  com- 
pelled  by  the  bonds  of  gratitude  for  your  lord- 
fhip's  many  undeferved  favours,  I  have  prefumed 
to  fet  my  pen  to  this  fimple  difcourfe,  though  it 
be  with  the  breach  of  that  judicious  rule,  which 
faith,   confuhius   eji   tacere  quam   inepte   loquiy 
hurably  craving  your  honourable  wifdom,  and 
folidjudgment,  to  pardon  my  boldnefs,    excufe 
mine  errors,  and  to  vouchfafe  the  acceptance  of 
this  poor  pamphlet  from  him,  who  hath  nothing 
eife  but  his  prayers,  and  an  aged  impotent  body 
to  ofFer  unto  your  lordfhip,  both  which  I  will 
dnly   ofFer  unto  God,  for  your  lord(hip's  ever- 
lalling  honour  and  happinef^.

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CHRONICLES  of  IRELAND.

Chichester,   lord  deputy. 

THE  worthy  knight,  Sir  Arthur  Chichefter, 
this   year   was  created  lord   Chichefter, 
and  baron  of  Belfail. 

In  this  year,  the  king's  mofl  excellent  ma- 
jefly  determined  to  have  a  high  court  of  parlia- 
ment,  to  be  holden  at  Dublin,  in  his  majefty's 
realm  of  Ireland,  which  fhould  begin  upon  the 
1 8th  day  of  May,  in  anno  i6i^,  and  the  nth 
year  of  his  majefly's  reign  over  England, 
France,  and  Ireland,  and  of  Scotland  the  47 th. 
Now  when  the  right  honourable  the  lord  Chi- 
chefler,  then  his  majefly's  deputy  general  in  the 
kingdom  of  Ireland,  had  received  letters  of  ad- 
vertifement,  what  was  the  king's  pleafure  herein 
tp  be  done,  he  prefently  fent  forth  feveral  war- 
rants  of  fummons  throughout  all  the  whole 
kingdom,  firfl  to  the  lords  fpiritual  and  tempo- 
ral,  to  be  in  readinefs  at  Dublin,  upon  that  day 
prefixed,  with  their  robes  of  parliament,  and 
all  other  things  necefTarily  appertaining,  to  attend 
his  majefly^s  fervice,during  the  parliament  time. 
Likewife,  fummons  were  fent  to  all  fheriffs  of 
counties,  to  mayors,  fovereigns,  portrieves,  and 
all  other  chief  officers  of  cities,  and  corporate 

towns. 
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towns,  to  attend  at  the  fame  parliament,  to  bc 
knights  of  rhe  fhires,  and  burgefres  of  cities  and 
towns.  But  in  their  eledions  of  knights  and 
burgeiTes,  there  grew  great  contention  and 
ftrifein  fundry  placesof  the  kingdom,  by  rea- 
fon  that  the  greatefl  number  of  the  people,  as 
well  noble  as  ignoble,  were  fo  incHned  to  Roma- 
nifm  and  reculancy,  that  they  would  not  give 
their  voices  to  the  chufmg  of  any  man,  except 
they  knew  him  to  be  an  open  recufant ;  by  means 
whereof,  many  hollow-hearted  people  were  pro- 
duced  for  knights  of  the  (hire,  and  burgelfes  of 
parliament. 

BuT,  amongft  all  others,  many  of  the  citizens 
of  Dublin,  who  were  always  accounted  the  pa- 
trons  of  loyalty  to  all  the  fubjedls  of  Ireland, 
and  parragons  of  obedience  to  the  kings  of  Eng- 
land,  were  now  found  to  be  pofreffed  with  other 
fpirits.  For  when  a  warrant  was  direded  to  Sir 
James  Carrol,  knight,  then  mayor  of  the  city  of 
Dublin,  and  to  the  fherifFs,  to  chufe  burgeffes 
for  the  city,  the  mayor  having  fome  lands  with- 
out  in  the  county  at  Kilmainham,  choofing  the 
knights  of  the  parliament  for  the  out  fhire,  in 
whofe  abfence  the  two  fherifFs,  with  certain  of 
the  aldermen  and  citizens,  went  to  the  Tholfel 
houfe,  and  there  not  flaying  for  the  return  of 
the  mayor,  they  chofe  two  aldermen  for  bur- 
geffes   of  the  parliament-houfe,  viz.  Francis  *

Taylor 
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Taylor  alderman,  and  Thomas  Allen  alderman. 
But  this  eledlion  wasjudged  to  be  done  by  an  in- 
diredt  courfe,  and  therefore,  the  mayor  intended 
the  next  morning  to  make  another  eledtion  m 
his  own  prefence,  wherein  the  voices  of  the  citi- 
zens  and  town-dwellers,  as  well  Englifh  as  Irifh 
(hould  be  allowed  :  fo  there  affembled  to  the 
Thoirel  the  next  morning  all  the  whole  city,  as 
well  Englilh  as  Irifh.  But  thofe  of  the  recufant 
fadtion  would  not  fufFer  any  Englifhman, .  or  any 
other  to  fpeak,  but  fuch  as  they  knew  to  be  re- 
cufants  ;  whereupon  was  raifed  in  the  Tholfel  a 
great  tumult  and  mutiny,  and  the  people  recu- 
fants  being  the  greatefl  number,  quickly  thruft 
all  the  Englifhmen  with  violence  out  of  the 
door,  And  there  was  one  Nicholas  Stephens,  a 
merchant  of  the  city,  that  would  have  rung  the 
alarum  with  the  Tholfel  bell,  if  he  could  have 
found  the  key  :  and  others  ofFered  to  lay  hands 
upon  the  king's  fword,  that  was  before  the 
mayor  ;  but  the  mayorin  this  hurly-burly  took 
the  fword  in  his  ov/n  hand,  and  went  unto  the 
Jord  deputy  to  complain  :  and  fo  there  was  no 
other  eledtion  made  that  day.  Now  the  lord 
deputy  gave  a  mofl:  heavy  check  to  the  two 
fheriffs  of  the  city,  for  chufing  the  burgeffes  be- 
fore  the  mayor  came  home  j  alfo  he  comniitced 
the  faid  Nicholas  Stephens  to  the  caflle  of  Dub- 
lin.  And  the  mayor  called  all  the  citizens  forth 
to  Hoggen-green,  there  to  make  a  new  eleftion 
of  burgeffes  ;  but  the  recufant  citjzens  ceafed 
not  fliJI  to  uphold  and  maintain  their  former 

eledlion 
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eledion  of  alderman  Taylor  and  alderman 
Allen  :  neverthelefs,  the  mayor,  with  others  of 
the  aldermen,  his  brethren,  and  a  great  number 
of  other  good  citizens,  and  loyal  fubjedls,  chofe 
there,  Richard  Bolton,  efq-,  one  which  was  then 
recorder  of  the  city,  for  one  of  the  burgeffes, 
and  Richard  Barry,  an  alderman  of  the  city,  for 
another  ;  who  were  prefented  to  the  lord  depu- 
ty,  and  were  very  well  accepted. 

LiKEWiSE,  hurly-burlies,  and  other  unnc- 
ceffary  ftirs,  were  moved  in  fundry  placesof  the 
kingdom,  about  the  like  caufes ;  but,  chiefly, 
certain  noblemen  of  the  kingdom  were  greatly 
difcontented  with  the  proceedings  of  the  parlia- 
ment,  as  it  appeareth  by  their  letter  diredted  to 
his  majefly,  the  true  copy  whereof  doth  imme- 
diately  follow : 

A  letter  direded  to  his  majefly,  from  fix  lords 
of  the  pale. 

MOST  renowned  and  dread  fovereign,  the 
refpedlive  care  of  your  highnefles  ho- 
nour,  with  the  obligation  of  our  bounden  duty, . 
requireth  from  us,  doth  not  permit,  that  we,  the 
nobility  of  this  part  of  your  majefty's  kingdom 
of  Ireland,  commonly  called  the  Englifh  Pale, 
fhould  fupprefs  and  be  filent  in  ought,  which  in 
the  leaft  meafure  might  import  the  honour  of 
your  majefly's  moH  royal  perfon,  the  reputation 
of  your  happy  government,  of  the  good  and 
quiet  of  your  eftates  and  countries  ;  and  there- 
fore,  are  humbly  bold  to  addrefs  thefe  our  fub- 

miffive 
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miflive  lines  to  your  majefty,  and  fomuchthera- 
ther,'tili  that  of  late  yearsit  hathbeenadutyfpe- 
cially  requiredof  thcnobilityofthiskingdom,  to 
advertife  their  princes,  your  majefty's  moft  noble 
progenitors,  of  all  matters  tending  to  the  fervice, 
and  to  the  utility  of  this  kingdom.  Your  ma- 
jefty's  pleafure  for  calling  a  parliament  in  this 
kingdom,  hath  been  lately  divulged,  but  the 
matters  therein  to  be  propounded,  not  made 
known  to  us,  and  to  others  of  the  nobility  ;  we 
belng,  notwithftanding,  of  the  grand  council  of 
thc  reaim,  and  may  well  be  conccived  to  be  the 
council  meant  by  the  ftatute  made  in  king 
Henry  the  yth^s  time,  who  fhould  join  with  the 
governor  of  this  kingdom,  in  certifying  thither, 
what  adts  fhould  pafs  here  in  parliament ;  efpe- 
cially,  it  being  hard  to  exclude  thofe,  that  in 
refped  of  their  eftates  and  refidence  next  your 
majefty,  fbould  moft  likely  underftand  wloat 
were  fitteft  to  be  enaded  and  ordained  for  tlie 
good  of  their  prince  and  country  ;  yet,  are  we, 
for  our  part,  well  perfuaded  they  v.ill  be  fuch  as 
will  confort  with  the  good  and  relief  of  your 
majefty's  fubjeds,  and  give  hopeful  expe<Station 
of  reftoration  of  this  lately  torn  and  rented  ef- 
tate ;  if  your  majefty  have  been  rightly  inform- 
ed,  they  having,  as  is  faid,  paffed  the  cenfure 
of  your  highnefs's  moft  rare  and  matchlefsjudg- 
ment ;  but  the  externe  and  publick  courfe  held 
(whereas  men  of  all  forts  and  qualities  do  take 
notice)  for  the  managing  thereof,  hath  generally 
bred  fo  grievous  an  apprehenfion,  as  is  not  in 

our 
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our  power  to  exprefs,  arifing  from  a  fearful  fuf- 
picion,  that  the  projed:  of  ereding  fo  many  cor- 
porations  in  places  that  conflantly  pafs  the  rank 
of  the   poor  villages   in   the  pooreft  country  of 
Chriftendom,   do   tend   to   nought  elfe  at  this 
time,  but  that   by  the  voices  of  a  few  fele(5led 
for  that  purpofe,   under  the  name  of  burgeifes, 
extreme  penal  laws  (hould  be  impofed  upon  your 
fubje6ls,   contrary  to  the  natures,  cuftoms,   and 
difpofitions  of  them  all  in  efFed,  and  fo  the  ge- 
neral  fcope  and   inftitution  of  parliament  frul- 
trated  ;  they  being  ordained  for  the  a{furance  of 
the  fubje<5tSj  not    to   be   preffed   with  any  new 
edids  or  laws,  but  fuch  as  fhould  pafs  with  their 
general   confents  and   approbations.     Your  ma- 
J€fty's  fubjeds  here,  in  general,  do  likewife  yery 
much  diftafte  and  exclaim  againft  the  depofing 
of  fo  many  raagiftrates  in  the  cities  and  boroughs 
of  this  kingdom,  for   not  fwearing  the  oath  of 
fupremacy  in  fpiritual  and  ecclefiaftical  caufes, 
they  protefting  a  lirm  profeflion  of  loyalty,  and 
an   acknowledgment  of   all  kingly  jurifdidtion 
and  authority  in  your  highnefs  ;    which    cdurfe, 
for  that  it  was  fo  fparingly  and  mildly  carried  in 
the  time  of  your  late  fifter,  of  famous  mernory, 
queen  Elizabeth,  and  but  now  in  your  highnefs's 
moft  happy  reign,   firft  extended  to  the  remote 
parts  of  this  couiitry,  doth  fo  much  the  more 
affright  and   difquiet   the   minds  of  your  well- 
affeded  fubjedsi,   here  efpecially,  they  conceiv- 
ing,   that   by  this'means,  thofe  that  are  moft 
fufficient  and  fit   to  exercife  and  execute  thofe 

places 
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places  and  offices,  are  fecluded   and  removed, 
and  they  driven  to  make  choice  of  others  con- 
formable  in  that  point,  but  otherwife  very  unfit 
and  uncapable  to  undertake  that  charge,   being 
generally  of  the  meaner  fort.     Novv   whether  it 
conduceth  to  the  good  of  your  eftate,  hereby  to 
fufFer  the  fecret,  home,  evil-affetted  fubjeds  (of 
whom  we  wifh  there  were  none)  to  be  tranfport- 
ed   with  hope   and  expedation   of  the  effedls, 
which  a  general  difcontent   might  in  time  pro- 
duce,  and  to  give  fcope  to  the  rebels,  and  difcon- 
tented  of  this  nation  abroad,  to  calumniate  and 
caft  an  afperfion  iipon  the  honour  and  integrity 
of  your  highnefs's government,  by  difplayingin 
all  countries,  kingdoms  and  fhates,  and  inculcat- 
ing  into  all  the  ears  of  foreign  kings  and  princes 
the  foulnefs  (as  they  will  deny  it)  of  ^uch  prac- 
tices,    we  humbly  leave  to  your  maj<"ily's  mofl 
facred,  high,  and  princely  confideration  ;   and  fo 
upon  the  knees  of  our  loyal  hearts,  do   humbly 
pray,  that  your  highnefs  will  be  gracioufly  pleaf- 
ed,   not   to  giv^e  way   to  courfes  in  the  general 
opinion  of  your  fubjedts  here  fo  hard  and  exor- 
bitant,  as  to  eredt  towns  and  corporations  of  pla- 
ces,    confifting  of  fome  few  poor  and   beggarly 
cottages,  but  that  your  highnefs  uill  give  direc- 
tions  that  there  be  no  m.ore  eredted,    'till  timely 
trafHck  and  commerce  do  make  places  in  the  re- 
mote  and  unfettled  country  here,   fit  to  be  incor- 
porated ,    and  that  your   majefty    will  benignly 
content  yourfelf  withthe  fervice  of  underftand- 
ing  men,   to  come  as  knights  of  the  fhires  out 
VoL.   I.  L  of 
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rOfthechief  countries,  to  the  parliament  :  andto 
-the  end,   to  remove  from  your  fubjeds  here, 
thofe  fears  and  difcontentments;  that  your  high- 
nefs,    further  will  be  gracioufly  pleafed  to  give 
order,   that   the  proceeding  to  this  parliament 
may  be  with  the  fame  moderation  and  indiffe- 
rency,  as  your  moft  royal  predeceflbrs  have  ufed 
in  like  cafes  heretofore.     Wherein,  moreover,  if 
your  highnefs  (hall  be  pleafed  out  of  your  graci- 
ous  clemency,  to  withdraw  fuch   laws  as  may 
tend  to  the  forcingofyourfubje(f\sconfciences,in 
matters  concerning  religion,  you  may  fettle  their 
mirids  in  a  moft  firrh  and  faithful  fubjedion ; 
the  honour,  which  your  majefly,  in  all  your  ac- 
tions  and  proceedings,    hath   hitherto  fo   well 
maintained ;     the    renown   of    your   highnefs's 
tranfcendent  underftanding  in  matters  of  eflates 
and  government,  and  in  particular,    the  exem- 
plary  precedent  of  your  majefly^s  never  to  be 
forgotten  moderation,  in  defcending  to  fuch  ex- 
traordinary  courfes,  for  effeding  an  union   of 
both  kingdoms,  fo  much  defired,  doth  give  full 
hope  and  affurance,  that  your  highnefs  will  duly 
weigh,  and  take  in  good  worth  thefe  confiderati- 
ons  by  us  laid  down  ;  and  mofl  gracioufly  grant 
this  our  humble  and  fubmiflive  fuir,   in  which 
hope  we  do,  and  will  always  remain,

UR  very  good  lords,  we  have  addreffed 
oiir  humble  and  fubmilTive  letters,  to  the 
kii]g's  moft  excellent  majefty,  thereby,  in  dif- 
charge  of  our  bounden  duties,  to  acquaint 
his  highnefs  with  fome  things  we  underftand 
concerning  the  parliament  fhortly  intended  to 
be  called  here,  which  we  make  no  doubt  hia 
highnefs  will  impart  unto  your  honours  upon  the 
receipt,  as  to  thofe  upon  whofe  judgment  he 
doth  moll  worthily  build  his  defigns.  We  have 
omitted,  therefore,  to  particularize  the  fame 
things  to  your  lordfhips,  humbly  praying,  that 
if  ought  not  fitting  fo  great  a  monarch  have  ef- 
caped  us  his  poor  and  humble  fubjefts,  your 
lordfhips  will  be  pleafed  to  excufe  therein  our 
over  boldnefs,  and  to  be  a  mean  that  his  high-' 
nefs  may  conceive  the  fame  to  proceed  out  from 
our  plain,  open,  and  loyal  hearts ;  and  thus  re- 
lying  on  your  honourable  favours  herein,  we 
humbly  take  leave,  and  refl

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This  was  the  firft  letter  that  was  fent  to  hls 
majefty  by  the  lords  of  Ireland,  concerning  the 
proceedings  of  the  parliament.  But  there  have 
been  alfo  fundry  fecret  pradlices  and  conferences 
between  fome  men  of  note  in  Ireland,  and  fome 
in  England,  it  will  more  plainly  appear  by  cer- 
tain  parts  of  parcels  of  letters,  which  have  been 
colleded  out  of  their  letters,  and  are  here  fet 
down  in  order,  as  followeth  : 

Part  of  a  letter  from  Sir  Patrick  Barnwall,  to 
Mr.  Chrillopher  Darcy,  dated  i6  July  1612. 

IHEAR  in  this  next  parliament,  there  is 
a  purpofe  to  withhold  fome  courfes,  that 
which  will  overthrow  the  ftates  of  mofl  men  in 
the  kingdora,  if  they  take  effed,  to  which,  if  I 
fhall  be  of  that  fociety,  it  is  like,  amongthe  reft, 
I  will  give  the  beft  oppofition  I  may,  which  like 
Qnough,  in  my  private,  v/ill  debar  me  from  ihe 
expedlation  of  any  good  from  thence. 

Part  of  another  letter  from  Sir  Patrick  Barnwall, 
to  Mr.  Chriftopher  Darcy,  dated  25  Sept.  1612. 

NO  W  I  muft  bemoan  the  general  ftate  of 
this  poor  kingdom,  which  by  a  courfenow 
fetonfoot,wiIIbebrought  into  a  perpetual  thral- 
dom.  Here  are  to  be  erefted  ^o  corporations, 
againft  this  parliament,  intended  to  be  held  a- 
bout  the  end  of  February,  from  every  of  which 
are  to  come  two  burgeffes,  whereby  all  matters 
will  be  carried  as  they  pleafe  ;  fo  as  I  fee  not 
why  any  man  Oiould  be  defirous  to  get  land,  or 

any 
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any  thlng  elfe,  in  this  miferable  country.  If  jrou 
think  there  be  any  polTibility  to  work  there  the 
Hay  of  this  courfe,  I  pray  you  advertife  me  with 
all  fpeed  ;  for  this  is  meant  to  overlay  us  poor 
men  in  parliament,  and  to  conclude  upon  what 
law  they  pleafe. 

Part  of  another  letter  from  the  famc,  to  the 
fame,  dated  19  Feb.  1612. 

YOU  fhall  now  underftand,  that  fome  of  the 
nobility  here,  have  addrelTed  their  letters 
to  his  majefly,  that  his  highnefs  would  be  pleaf- 
ed  to  have  fome  commiferation  of  this  poor  and 
diflrefTed  flate  ;  and  to  thecharges  of  him,  who 
fhould  have  delivered  thefe  letters,  fome  few  did 
contribute  40/.  fterl.  I  was  of  opinion,  that  you 
only  fhould  have  been  intrufted,  for  the  efFe£ling 
this  bufinefs  ;  and  that  my  nephew  Plunket,  who 
was  nominated  by  fome  in  refpedt  of  his  private; 
and  that  I  had  heard  that  he  had  drawn  upon 
him  the  diflike  and  hatredof  monfieur  Dobignye, 
for  that  matter  my  nephew  hath  with  his  bro- 
ther  in  law,  was  unfit  to  intermeddle  in  this  ; 
but  in  the  end,  I  being  in  Connaught,  it  was 
agreed,  that  the  caufe  fhould  be  committed  to 
you  both;  and  therefore,  if  you  have  notreceiv- 
ed  20/.  let  me  hear  inftantly  from  you,  and  how 
that  matter  is  carried  in  particuiar.

Planket,  to  his 
fon  James  Plunket,  London  ;  or  in  his  abfence 
to Chriftopher  Darcy,  datedaS  Feb.  i6i2. 

IWROTE  to  you  to  keep  your  vote  of  in- 
ftruftions  very  fecret,  yea,  to  burn  it,  and 
make  fome  little  particulars  of  the  contents 
thereof  •  which,  if  you  have  not  done,  fail  not 
upon  fight  hereof  to  do  it. 

By  thefe  letters,  and  parts  of  letters,  it  may 
eafily  appear  what  plodding  and  plotting  thofe 
of  the  recufant  fadion  in  Irelanddaily  pradifed, 
long  before  the  parhament  began,  to  the  intent 
to  make  fome  ftay  of  the  parliament,  or  at  leaft 
to  put  over  the  time  with  delays,  in  hope  to 
draw  the  proceedings  thereof,  more  nearer  unto 
their  ov/n  humourous  affedion.  But  the  pe- 
remptory  day  of  the  parliament  drawing  near 
at  hand,  all  the  nobility  of  the  kingdom,  the 
lords  fpiritual  and  temporal,  the  knights  and 
burgeires  out  of  all  quarters,  repaired  lo  the 
city  of  Dublin,  there  to  give  their  attendance  as 
appertained, 

And  upon  the  1 8th  day  of  May,  being  Tuef- 
day,  thc  lord  deputy,  with  all  the  peers  of  the 
realmj  and  the  noblemen,  the  clergy,  both  bi- 
fhops  and  arcbbiftiops,  attired  in  fcarlet  rohcs 
very  (umptuoufly,  with  found  of  trumpets ;  the 
lord  David  Barry,  vjfcount  Buttevant,  bearing 
the  fword  of  eftate  -,  the  earl  of  Thomond, 
bearing  the  cap  of  maintenance  ;  and  after  all 
thefe,   the  lord  deputy  foUoVved,  riding  upon  a 

mpft

moft  ftately  horfe,  very  richly  trapped,  himfelf 
attired  in  a  very  rich  and  flately  robe  of  purple 
velvet,  which  the  king's  majefly  had  fent  him, 
having  his  train  borne  up  by  eight  gentlemen  of 
worth  :  and  thus,  in  moft  ftately  and  fumptuous 
manner,  they  rode  from  the  callle  of  Dublin,  to 
the  cathedral  church  of  St.  Patrick,  to  hear  di- 
vine  fervice,  and  a  fermon  preached  by  the  re- 
verend  father  in  God,  Chriftopher  Hampton, 
T).  D.  archbifhop  of  Armagh,  and  primate  of 
all  Ireland. 

BuT  as  many  of  the  nobility  of  Ireland,  as 
were  of  the  recufant  fadion,  went  not  into  the 
church,  neither  heard  divine  fervice  or  fermon, 
notwithitanding  that  they  were  lords  of  the  par- 
liament  houfe,  and  rode  towards  the  church  with 
other  lords  of  eflate,  yet  they  flayed  without 
during  the  time  of  fervice  and  fermon.  Now 
when  fervice  was  done,  the  lord  deputy  returned 
back  to  the  caflle,  thofe  recufant  lords  joined 
themfelves  again  with  the  reft  of  the  eftate,  and 
rode  to  the  caftle  in  manner  as  before  they  came 
from  thence. 

Now  thelord  deputy,with  all  this  honourable 
aflembly,  being  entered  into  the  caflle,  afcended 
up  into  thehigh  houfe  of  parliament,  where  he 
fat  down  in  his  chair  of  eflate  ;  likewife,  the  lord 
chancellor  fat  dov/n  according  to  his  eflate  -,  alfo 
the  nobility  of  the  kingdom,  the  lords  fpiritual 
and  temporal,  every  one  fat  down  accordingly. 

And  when  the  whole   high  court  of  parlia- 

ment  was  fet,  the  lord  chancelior  made  a  grave

and  worthy  fpeech,  concerning  many  great  and 
worthy  caufes  of  eftate,  there  to  be  debated 
upon,  for  the  good  of  the  kingdom,  and  for  the 
commonweahh  thereof ;  and  among  many  other 
things,  his  lordfhip  declared  the  king's  majefty*s 
pleafure,  concerning  Sir  John  Davis,  his  ma- 
jefty's  attorney-general  in  Ireland  ;  and  how  his 
highnefs  was  pleafed,  that  he  fhould  be  the 
fpeaker  of  the  lower  parliament  houfe,  and  for 
that  purpofe,  his  majefty  had  by  his  gracious 
letters,  recommended  the  faid  Sir  John  Davis 
unto  the  lord  deputy,  and  the  whole  ftate  of  the 
parliament  houfe,  wilHng  them  to  accept  of  him 
for  that  purpofe, 

After  this  oration  ended,  and  other  matters 
debated  upon,  as  fitly  appertained  to  the  firft 
days  aflion  of  the  parliament,  the  lord  deputy 
rofe  up,  and  made  an  end  for  that  day,  being  the 
i8th  of  May  1613. 

The  next  day,  being  the  ipth  of  May,  and 
the  adofthe  parHament,  the  faidSirJohn  Davis 
was  brought  into  the  parHament  houfe,  to  be 
prefented,  and  to  take  his  place  according  to  his 
majefty's  good  meaning,  and  was  weH  allowed 
of  and  accepted  of  all  men,  except  thofe  which 
were  infedted  with  the  opinions  of  recufancy, 
whereof  were  fome  there  of  aH  degrees,  which 
took  exceptions  againft  Sir  John  Davis;  and 
thereupon  arofe  a  great  tumult,  becaufe  there 
were  two  eledions,  viz.  thofe  of  the  recufants 
it€t  had  chofen  Sir  John  Everard  knight,  for 
the  fpeaker,  and  therefore,  would   in   no  wife 
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accept  of  Sir  John  Davis,  and  in  this  divifion 
grew  an  uncertainty  who  had  moft  voices  ; 
whereupon  Sir  John  Davis,  with  ali  thofe  of  the 
proteflancy,  went  out  to  be  numbered,  and  be- 
fore  they  came  in  again  thofe  of  the  recufancy 
had  fhut  the  door,  and  had  fet  Sir  John  Everard 
in  the  chair  of  the  fpeaker  ;  but  when  the  pro- 
teftants  faw  that,  they  quietly  puiled  Sir  John 
Everard  out  of  the  chair,  and  held  Sir  John  Davis 
therein ;  and  thus,  with  great  contention,  the  ad 
and  ^d  days  were  fpent  :  but  the  recufants  pre- 
vailed  not,  for  Sir  John  Davis  was  maintained 
in  the  place,  according  to  his  hlghnefs's  good 
meaning,  Then  did  the  recufants  of  both  hou- 
fes  of  pariiament  withdraw  themfelves,  and  re- 
forted  not  thither  any  more,  notwithftanding 
that  they  were  often  fent  for  by  the  lord  deputy. 
And  now  they  began  to  invent  new  projedts, 
whereupon  they  had  fundry  fecret  meetings  a- 
mong  themfelves ;  and  now  they  devifed  to 
"write  again  other  letters  to  his  highnefs,  as  it 
fhali  appear  hereafter  following  in  their  due 
places. 

UpoN  the  2 1  ft  day  of  May,  being  Friday,  the 
lord  deputy,  with  the  iord  chancellor,  the  lords 
archbiftiops,  and  all  other  biftiops,  and  as  many 
of  the  nobility  as  couid  be  gotten  together ;  with 
the  knights  of  the  fhires,  and  the  burgefles  of  the 
cities  and  towns,  entered  into  the  parliament 
houfe  ;  and  wheB  they  now  fat  down,  Sir  Johu 
Davis  knight,  being  his  majefty's  attorney-ge- 
nerai  in  this  kingdo^i,  was  prefented  before  the 
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lord  deputy,  for  the  fpeaker  of  the  lovver  houfe, 
who  made  before  them  all  this  oration  here  fol- 
lowing  : 

MOST  honourable  lord,  and  right-worthy 
deputy,  of  our  moft  invincible,  renowned,  and 
gracious  ibvereign,  I  am  here  prefented  unto 
your  lordfhip  by  thefe  worthy  knights  and  bur- 
geiTes,  reprefenting  the  flate  of  the  commons  in 
this  kingdom,  to  be  their  fpsaker  in  this  high 
court  of  parliament.  To  this  place  of  fpeaker 
they  have  eleded  me  orderly  and  duly,  accord- 
ing  to  your  lordfhip^s  diredtion,  and  according 
to  the  ancient  privileges  and  orders  of  that 
houfe  ;  which  eledion,  being  not  only  volunta- 
ry,  but  a  judicial  adt  of  theirs,  I  may  not  pre- 
fume  to  fay  it  is  erroneous,  I  will  not  afllgn  any 
error  in  their  Judgment,  for  the  reverence  I  bear 
to  the  authority,  and  infallible  wifdom  of  that 
council ;  howbeit,  by  way  of  exception  to  my 
own  weaknefs  and  difability,  I  have  appealed 
from  that  eledion,  to  your  lordfhip's  wifdom 
andjudgmenr,  which  appeal,  as  it  is  lawful,  fo 
is  it  moft  proper  in  this  cafe  j  lor  that  neither 
the  eIe(Slion,  nor  prefentation,  can  take  any  fur- 
ther  efFed:,  without  your  lordfhip's  approbation 
and  afient,  which  is  indeed  the  royal  aflent  itfelf. 

That  the  commons  alTembled  in  parliament 
fhould  have  one  common  fpeaker  for  thcm  all, 
is  doubtlefs  a  matter  not  only  of  cuftom  and 
conveniency,  but  alfo  of  neceflity  for  the  ma- 
nagement  and  difpatch  of  publick  bufinefs.  For 
the  tower  cf  Babel  may  be  an  example  unto  all 
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afTemblies,  that  where  there  is  a  confufion  of 
tongues,  great  works  can  never  go  well  forward  : 
but  this  fpeaker,  as  he  muft  fpeak  for  all,  being 
firft,   is  eledted  out  of  all,   and  eleded  by  all, 
or  the  greater  part,  fo  fhould  he  be  the  beft  able 
of  all,  to  difcharge  diis  place  of  fervice.     For  he 
that  muft  be  the  tongue  and  voice  of  fo   many 
eloquent  men  ;  he  that  muft  deliver  the  know- 
ledge  of  fo  many  learned  men  ;   he  that  mull 
pronounce  the  judgment  of  fo  many  grave  and 
wife  raen,    had    need  have   the  quintefcence  or 
fpirit  of  all  their  gifts  and  perfedions,  to  qua- 
lify  him,   and   to  make  him  fufficient  for  this 
employment.     For  it  is  not  enough  for  him  to 
be  meanly  enabled,  to  be  tolerable  and  rcafon- 
able  well,  but  he  had  need  to  be  pafling  well 
furnifhed,     he  had    need    to   be   accomplifhed 
foundly  well  with  all  gifts  and  perfedions,   with 
all  abilities  and  ornaments  that  are  required  m 
an  excellent  fpeaker  ;   he  had  need  have  aquick 
conceipt  and  apprehenfion,   a   large  and  faithfiil 
memory,  a  deep  and  found  judgmenc,   and  a 
long  pradice  and  experience  in  all  the  affairs  of 
the  common-wealth  ;  and    with   all,  and  above 
all,  he  ought  to  have  a  fingular  facility  and  elo- 
quency  of  fpeech,  whereby  he  may  be  able  upoii 
all  occafions  to  fpeak  readily,   roundly,  plenti- 
fully,  properly,  ordeily,  judicially,  and  wifely, 
of  all  matters  of  ftate,   matteis  of  law,  matters 
of  the  church,   matters  of  the  crown,  the  caufes 
and  cafes  of  particular  men,and  the  general  ftate 
pf  the  comrnonwealth  ;  in  a  word,  whereas  every 
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other  profeflion  hath  a  particular  fcience  fufficl- 
ent  to  enable  the  profeiTor  thereof,  it  is  the  pro- 
fellion  of  a  perfecSt  fpeaker  to  be  ikilful  in  every 
man's  profeffion  ;  for  there  is  no  flate  or  condi- 
tion  of  men,  no  aftlon  or  accidents,  but  may 
happen  to  be  a  fubjed  for  him  to  fpeak  of,  fo 
as  it  is  not  fufficient  for  a  fpeaker  to  have  a  volu-^ 
bility  of  tongue  only,  or  a  current  or  ftream  of 
words,  but  he  fhould  have  a  fountain  of  know- 
ledge  in  him,  out  of  which  his  fpeech  fhould 
fpring,  refult,  and  flow  plentifully  ;  he  fhould 
have  withal,  a  clear  underftanding  of  things,  to 
make  his  fpeech  lively,  quick,  and  fignificant  : 
for  it  is  the  clearnefs  of  a  man's  conceipt  that 
doth  give  life  and  fpirit  unto  his  words.  I  omit 
to  fpeak  of  the  continual  ufe  and  pradtice  that 
he  ought  to  have  both  of  his  tongue  and  flile, 
the  fmgular  care  and  diligence  that  he  ought  ta 
have  to  be  thoroughly  inflrufted  in  the  caufe 
that  he  undertakes  to  fpeak  unto,  the  clearnefs 
and  fweetnefs  of  his  voice,  and  comelinefs  of  his 
geflure,  the  affiirednefs  of  his  countenance,  and 
the  life  and  fpirit  of  his  pronunciation. 

These,  and  many  other  like  gifts  and  abili^ 
tles,  are  needful  and  requifite  in  a  perfeft  fpea- 
ker,  and  fuch  a  one  I  doubt  not  your  lordfhip 
doth  expedl  ;  you  look  for  fuch  a  one  to  be  pre- 
fented  a  fpeaker  at  this  time  unto  you.  But  am 
I  the  man  then  ?  Am  I  he  that  fhall  anfwer 
your  Iordfhip's  expeftation  in  this  ?  no,  my 
noble  lord,  by  no  means  ;  for  my  own  abilities 
are  fo  mean-^and  my  imperfedions  are  fo  many, 
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as  I  begin  to  fink  already  under  the  bvirthen, 
before  it  be  fully  in:ipofed  on  my  fhoulders  ; 
otherwife  I  proteft,  unfeignedly,  that  if  I  could 
fpeak  with  the  tongues  of  men  and  angels,  that 
is,  if  I  had  all  the  bell  abiHties  of  fpeech  in  the 
world,  I  would  moft  gladly  employ  them  all, 
and  think  all  too  little  for  the  fervice  of  that 
houfe. 

Besides,  I  do  fo  much  efteem  the  authority 
and  judgment  of  ihofe  that  have  eleded  me,  as, 
if  I  did  not  know  perfedly,  and  feel  mine  own 
imperfedlions,  1  could  eafily  perfuade  myfelf,  that 
their  good  opinion  were  fufficient  to  enable  me, 
and  make  me  capable  of  rhis  employment. 

BuT  I  am  fo  well  acquainted  with  myfelf,  and 
do  know  well,  qnid  valeant  humeri^  qiiid  ferre 
recufant,  and  this  knowledge  doth  make  me  fo 
fenfible  of  mine  own  weaknefs  and  difability, 
as  either  their  opinions,  which  in  all  other  mat- 
ters  muft  bc  an  oracle  to  me,  my  felf-love  itfelf, 
vvhich  doth  flatter  every  natural  man  more  or 
lefs,  and  doth  raife  his  imaginations,  when  there 
is  any  colour  of  worthinefs  in  him,  can  poflibly 
makc  me  think  myfelf  able  to  difcharge  this 
place  with  any  fufficiency  ;  and  therefore,  under 
your  lordfhip's  favour,  I  am  as  far  from  taking 
this  charge  upon  me,  as  I  am  from  ability  \n 
difcharging  it ;  and  I  am  fo  far  from  anfwering 
your  Iordfhip's  expecftation,  as  I  fear  this  rudc 
and  imperfedt  fpeech  doth  move  you  already  in 
your  inward  conceipt,  to  condemn  the  judgment 
of  thefegentlemen,  in  prefenting  an  infant  in- 
flead  of  a  fpeaker. 

And 
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And  yet  I  have  now  fpoken  in  fuch  an  argu- 
menr,  as  I  am  beft  able  to  handle  of  any  other, 
I  mean  the  difabling  of  myfelf ;  for  therein,  I 
cannot  chufe  but  fpeak  fenfibly,  having  fo  per- 
fed  a  fenfe  and  feehng  of  my  own  difability. 

Therefore,  my  humble  fuit  unto  your 
Jordiliip  is,  that  either  in  your  judgment,  your 
lordfliip  will  pronounce  a  nullity  in  this  eledion, 
or  in  your  fulnefs  of  power  difpence  with  mine 
attendance  in  this  place  ;  and  thereupon,  that 
your  iordfhip  will  be  pleafed  to  require  thefe 
worthy  knights  and  burgeffes  once  again  to  pro- 
ceed  to  a  new  eledion  of  a  more  able  and  wor- 
thy  fpeaker,  which  they  may  eafily  and  fpeedily 
do  ;  for  that  there  was  never  fo  plentiful  choice 
of  grave,  learned,  and  fufficient  gentlemen  of  the 
commons  aflembled,  in  any  parliament,  fince 
the  firft  inflitution  of  parliaments  in  this  king- 
dom. 

This  fpeech  being  ended,  whereunto  the  lord 
deputy,  and  all  that  were  prefent,  had  given  au- 
thentick  hearing,  for  the  great  eloquence  and 
variety  of  rhetorical  phrafes,  which  he  there 
uttered,  flill  difabling  himfelf  as  t^ne  unworthy 
and  far  unfit  to  be  chofen  fpeaker,  for  the  ma- 
iiaging  of  fo  great  and  weighty  affairs,  as  there 
were  to  be  handled  in  behalf  of  his  majefly. 
^  All  this,  notwithflanding,  the  lord  deputy 
gave  good  allowance  to  his  eledion,  and  with 
fuch  grave  and  weighty  arguments,  together 
with  his  powerful  authority,  approved  his  wor- 
thinefs  and  fitnefs  to  be  employed,  fo  that  of 
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neceflity  the  faid  Sir  John  Davis  miift  needs  pro- 
ceed  as  fpeaker  for  the  lower  houfe  of  parliamenr, 
according  to  the  former  ele£lion  :  and  ihis  ap- 
probation  being  made,  he  prefently  proceedcd 
with  his  fecond  fpeech,  as  it  here  immediately 
doth  follow. 

M  O  S  T  honourable,  and  right  noble  lord, 
fince  your  high  wifdom,   unto  which  I  humbly 
made  my  appeal,  hath  not  thought  it  fit  to  re- 
peal,   but  rather  to  ratify  and  confirm  the  judg- 
ment  of  thefe  worthy  knights  and  burgefles  in 
eledling  mc  (yet  ftill  unworthy  in  mine  own  o- 
pinion)  to  be   their  fpeaker,   which  ^our  lord- 
fhip,    I  doubt  not,  hath  been  pleafed  to  do,   not 
in  regard  of  any  worthinefs  appearing  in  me, 
but  for  the  honourable  refped  you  worthily  bear 
to  the  grave  and   wife  alTembly  that  made  the 
eledion,    I  do  humbly    and  abfolutely  fubmit 
myfelf  to  your   lordfliip^s  pleafure  :  and   fmce 
thefe  gentlemen  have  firft  conferred  on  me,  and 
now  your  lordfhip  hath  confirmed  ihe  name  and 
office  of  a  fpeaker,    I  will  prefume,   with  your 
lordrhip'sgrace  and  favour,  tofpeak  fome  things 
in  this  great  and  entire  afTembly  of  all  the  flates 
of  this  kingdom,   that  fhall  be  proper  and  a- 
greeable  to  the  circumftances  6f  the  time,  of  thc 
place,    and  of  the  perfons  that  are  afTembled. 

I.  It  is  a  faying  and  rule  of  the  wifefl;  king 
that  ever  lived,  Ubi  fnuha  concilia,  ibi  falus 
-populi  ;  and  it  is  the  diredion  of  the  wifefl  king 
that  now  liveth,  that  a  common  council  fhould 
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be  holden  at  this  time,  and  at  this  place,  for  the 
common  good  of  the  kingdom  of  England. 

2.  SucH  common  councils,  or  afTcmblies  of 
ftates,  aie  ufual  in  all  ftates  and  commonwealths, 
in  one  form  or  other,  and  in  divers  countries  are 
called  by  divers  names  ;  but  under  the  Englifh 
monarchy  and  the  French,  which  are  two  of  the 
beft  temporal  monarchies  in  the  world,  they  are 
called  parliaments. 

3.  Th  e  s  e  parliaments,  though  they  confifl: 
of  three  different  flates,  the  king,  the  nobi- 
lity-,  and  commons,  yet,  as  in  miufick,  di{lin(5l 
and  feveral  notes  do  make  a  perfed  harmony, 
fo  thefe  councils,  compounded  of  divers  ftates 
and  degrees,  being  well  ordered  and  tuned,  do 
make  a  pcrfed  concord  in  a  commonwealth. 
Namque  harmonia  natura  mujica  in  cantu  ea  efi 
in  cum  tali  concordia,  faith  Cicero.  And  this 
concord  or  harmony  of  hearts,  doth  ever  pro- 
duce  the  fafety  and  fecuiity  of  the  people, 
which  is  \hz  falus  populi  that  Solomon  fpeaketh 
of. 

4.  Wherefore  there  cannot  be  a  more  cer- 
tain  demonftration  than  this,that  thefe  two  king- 
doms,  which  have  been  riiled  by  thofe  parlia- 
inents,  are  now  the  moft  ancient  imperial  mo- 
narchies  of  Chriftendom,  and  are  withal  two 
of  the  mo/1  ftourifhing  commonwealths  that  are 
to  be  found  upon  the  face  of  the  earth. 

5.  B  u  T  doth  this  concern  this  kingdom  of 
Ireland,  or  what  application  hath  it  to  the  place 
and  perfons  prefent  ?  AfTiiredly,   vvhen  I  fpeak 

of 
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o£  the  monarchy    of  England,     I  include  the 
kingdom  of  Ireland  within  the  circle  of  that  im- 
perial   crown.     For   the    kings  of  England   no 
fooner  were  lords  of  Ireland,  but  that  they  made 
a  real  union  of  both  thefe  kingdoms,  as  is  ma- 
Eifeft  by  many  ancient   records  of  the  time  of 
king  Henry  3.  fo  as   Ireland   became  but   as  a 
member,    quaji  jnemhrmn  Anglica^  as  it   is  re- 
folved  by  all  ihe  juftices  in   13  Henry  7.     it  be- 
came  a  member  appendant  and  belonging,  as  the 
adt  of  faculties,   28  Henry  8,  calleth  it,    united 
and  annexed  to  the  imperial  crown  of  the  realm 
of  England,     as  the  flatutes  of  o^o^   Henfy*8. 
which  gave  to  that  prince  the  title  of  King  of 
Ireland,  doth  term  it  :  and  now  at  this  day,  God 
be  blefled,    the  fubjeds  of  both  realms  have  but 
one  king,   vvhich  is  the  renowned  king  of  Eng- 
land,   and  are  ruled  and  governed  by  one  com- 
mon  law,  which  is  the  jufl  and  honourable  com- 
mon  law  of  Ireland.     And  as  there  is  none  but 
onecommon  law,  fo  for  the  fpace  of  140  years 
afterking  Henry  2.   had  taken  pofTerfion  ofthe 
lordfhip  of  Ireland,  there  was  but  one  parliament 
for  both  kingdoms,   which  was  the  parliament  of 
England  ;   for  Ireland  had  none  during  all  that 
time,  but  the  laws  made  in  the  parliament   of 
England  were   from  time   to   time  tranfmitted 
hither  under  the  great  feal  of  that  kingdom,   to 
be  proclaimed,   inrolled,  and  exercifed  as  laws 
of  this  realm.     In  this  manner  was  the  great 
charter  of  the  ancient  liberties  of  the  Englifh 
fubjeas,    the   flatutes    of  Merton    and    Marl- 
VoL.  I.  M  borough, 
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borough,  fent  over  by  kingjohn  and  king  Hen.  3. 
the  flatutes  of  Weftminfter  the  ift,  zd,  and  ^d, 
and  the  ftatutes  of  Gloucefter,  by  king  Edw.  i. 
the  ftatutes  of  Lincohi  and  York  by  king  Ed.  2. 
Among  the  reft,  that  of  Weftminfter  the  zd,  and 
that  of  York,  in  their  feveral  preambles  do  make 
exprefs  mention  of  the  people  and  land  of  Ire- 
land,  as  well  as  of  England,  where  the  laws 
were  made ;  all  which  ftatutes  together,  wlth 
the  warrants  and  writs  whereby  they  were  tranf- 
mitted,  we  find  inrolled  and  preferved  to  thi^ 
day  among  the  records  of  this  kingdom. 

6.  BuT  when  then,  how  long  fince,  in  what 
king's  reign,  was  that  great  common  council, 
this  high  court  of  parliament  erecfled  firft  and  e- 
ftablifiied  in  Ireland  ? 

7.  DouBTLESS,  though  the  reft  of  the  ordi- 
nary  courts  of  Juftice  began  with  the  firft  plan- 
tation  of  the  Englifti  colonies  here,  yet  the  wif- 
dom  of  the  ftate  of  England  thought  it  fit  to 
referve  the  power  of  making  laws  to  the  parlia- 
ment  of  England  for  many  years  after  :  fo  as 
this  high  extraordinary  court  was  not  eftablifhed 
in  Ireland,  by  authoiity  out  of  England,  in  thc 
form  that  it  now  is,  'till  rowards  the  declining  of 
the  reign  of  Edward  a.  For,  before  that  time, 
the  meetings  and  confultations  of  the  great  lords, 
with  fome  of  the  commons,  for  appeafmgof  dif- 
fentions  among  themfelves,  though  they  be  cal- 
led  parliaments  in  the  ancient  annals,  yet  being 
without  orderly  fummons,  or  formal  proceed- 
ings,  are  rather  to  be  called  parleys,  than  par- 
liaments. 

8.    BuT 
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8.  BuT  by  what  reafon  of  flate  was  the  ftate 
of  England  moved  to  eftablini  this  court  of  par- 
liament  in  Ireland  at  that  time  ? 

9.  AssuREDLY  this  common  council  was  then 
inflituted  when  Ireland  flood  moft  in  need  of 
council  ;  for  under  the  condud  of  Edward  le 
Bruce,  the  Scottifh  nation  had  overcome  the 
whole  realm.  England  had  the  fame  enemy  at 
her  back,  and  the  barons  rebellion  in  her  bow- 
els  ;  and  fo  bcing  diftraded  in  herfelf,  could 
neither  gtve  Concilium  nor  Auxilium  to  the  di- 
flrelTed  fubjeds  here  ;  fb  as  they  being  left  to 
their  own  flrength  and  council,  did  then  obtain 
authority  from  the  flate  of  England  to  hold  this 
common  council  of  the  realmamong  themfelves, 
for  the  quenching  of  that  common  fire,  that 
had  almofl-  confumed  the  whole  kingdom. 

10.  And  this,  by  the  teflimony  of  die  beft 
antiquaries,  was  the  firft  occafion  of  inflituting 
this  high  court  of  parhament  in  Ireland. 

11.  BuT  now  why  fhould  I  not,  with  your 
]ordrhip's  favour,  proceed  further,  and  take  a 
brief  view  of  the  principal  parliaments  that  have 
been  holden  in  Ireland  fince  that  time,  and 
therein  note  and  obferve  what  were  the  motives 
from  time  to  time  of  calling  thofe  common 
councils,  and  what  and  how  many  the  perfbns 
were  that  were  wont  to  be  called  thereunto ; 
that  it  may  appear,  by  way  of  comparifon,  how 
far  this  place  is  like  to  excel  all  former  parlia- 
ments  holden  in  this  kingdom,  not  only  in  the 
felicity  of  the  time,  but  in  all  other  circumflan- 
ces.  whatfoever.

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12.  Certain  it  is,  that  the  incuifions  of  llie 
Scots,  and  the  infurre(5lion  of  the  Irilh  concur- 
ring  with  it,  and  the  intolerabie  oppreflion  and 
extortion  of  the  great  lords  of  the  realm,  un- 
der  colour  of  maintaining  that  army,  that  fhould 
repel  the  one,  and  reprefs  the  other,  brought 
fuch  mifery  and  deftrudion  ijpon  this  land  about 
the  latter  end  of  Edvvard  the  2d's  reign,  that 
the  Englilh  colonies  of  the  province  without 
the  Englilh  pale,  fcll  for  the  mofl  part  into  fuch 
corruption  of  manners,  as  it  became  a  greater 
labaur  to  reform  them  by  law,  than  to  conquer 
their  enemies  by  the  fword,  Therefore,  in  the 
reign  of  king  Edward  5.  Sir  Anthony  Lacy  did 
fum.mon  and  hold  one  parliament  in  his  time, 
and  Sir  Raiph  Uffort  another  in  his  time  j  and 
the  principai  caufe  of  iiolding  both  thefe  parlia- 
ments  was  to  reprefs  the  infolency,  and  to  re- 
form  the  abufes  of  the  great  lords  defcended  of 
Englilh  race,  of  vvhom  the  earl  of  Defmond  was 
the  mofi:  exorbitant  offender.  And  after  that, 
during  the  fame  king's  reign,  Sir  Thomas 
Rookerby,  at  one  time,  and  Lionel  duke  of 
Clarence  at  another  time,  held  feveral  parlia- 
ments  at  Kilkenny,  which  tended  to  no  other 
end  but  to  reduce  the  degenerate  Englilli  in  ge- 
neral  from  the  barbarous  culloms  of  the  Irifh 
to  their  ancient  civil  manners,and  the  obedience 
of  their  true  mother  the  ftates  of  Ensfland. 

13.  After  this  we  find  the  fame  courfe  flill 
tocontinue  of  calling  ftanding  parliaments  in 
this  realm,  until  the  wars  of  Lajicafter  and  York 

began, 
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began,  wbich  made  a  great  alteraiion  in  both 
kingdoms.  For  if  we  look  into  the  parliament 
rolls  of  thofe  times  which  are  mean  between  the 
40th  year  of  king  Edward  ^,  and  the  ^oth  year 
of  king  Henry  6,  we  fhall  firft  find  the  ftatules 
t3f  Kilkenny  confirmed  in  every  parHament,  and 
then  *:he  laws  of  principai  confideration  are  a- 
gainft  coyne  and  Hvery,  cefs  of  foldiers,  night- 
fuppers,  comricks,  and  like  extorting  and  lewd 
cuftoms,  which  thc  Englifh  had  learned  among 
the  Irifh. 

14.  So  as  for  the  fpace  of  140  years  after 
the  firfh  ere(5ting  this  high  court  of  parliament  in 
Ireland,  it  is  apparent,  that  never  any  parliament 
was  called  to  redace  the  Irilhry  to  obedience,  or 
to  perfedt  the  conqueft  of  the  whole  kingdoni  of 
Ireland,  but  only  to  reform  the  Englifh  colonies, 
that  were  become  degenerate,  and  to  letain  the 
fovereignty  of  the  crown  of  England  over  them 
only,  and  to  no  other  endorpurpofe.  But  when  the 
civil  war  in  England  began,  and  between  the  two 
houfes  was  thoroughly  kindled,  that  fiery  con- 
ftellation  made  fuch  an  impreflion  upon  this 
realm  alfo,  as  the  nobihty  following  the  feveral 
fadtions  of  the  Enghfh,  fell  into  the  hke  diflen- 
tions  here,  which  gave  the  Irifh  opportunity  to 
conquer  the  greateft  part  of  the  EngHfh  colo- 
nies,  who  thereupon  fell  into  fuch  a  relapfe  or 
barbarifm,  as  the  fruits  of  the  former  parlia- 
ments  were  utteriy  loft,  and  no  part  of  the  realm 
but  tho^e  fhires  of  the  pale  left  under  the  obe- 
dience  of  the  laws  of  England, 

M   3  15.  BuT 
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15.  BuT  what  did  the  governors  of  this  Idng- 
dom  then,  when  tbe  jurifdidion  of  the  law  was 
drawn  into  fo  narrow  a  compafs  ?  Did  they  not 
fummon  any  more  parJiaments  ?  Or  did  they 
omit  to  call  the  common  council  of  the  realm  ; 
for  that  rhe  greatefl  part  of  the  realm  had  rejec- 
ted  theking's  laws  and  government  ?  Affuredly, 
they  were  fo  far  from  that  neglect  or  omiffion, 
as  parliaments  were  never  fo  often  called,  none 
fo  thick  upon  one  another,  as  in  the  times  of 
king  Henry  6.  and  king  Edward  4.  For  fcarce 
there  pafled  a  year  without  a  parhament,  and 
fometimes  two  or  three  parliaments  were  fum- 
moned  and  held  within  the  compafs  of  a  year  ; 
which  was  fuch  a  trouble  and  charge  to  the  fub- 
jedls,  as  a  fpecial  Jaw  was  made,  that  there 
Ihoiild  be  but  one  parliament  held  in  a  year. 

j6.  BuT  to  what  end  did  they  call  fo  many 
parliaments  ?  What  matters  did  they  handle  in 
thofe  common  councils  ?  Did  they  confult  about 
the  recovery  of  the  provinces  that  were  loft,  or 
about  the  diffolvingof  all  the  Irifhry  ?  We  find 
no  fuch  matters  at  all  propounded  ;  but  we  find 
in  the  parliament  in  the  rollsof  that  time  an  ex- 
traordinary  number  of  private  bills  and  petitions, 
anfwers,  and  orders  in  parliamerits,  containing 
fuch  mean  and  ordinary  matters,  that  but  for 
want  of  other  bufmefs,  were  not  fit  to  be  hand- 
]ed  in  fo  high  a  court. 

17.  And   fuch  were  the  motives  of  calling 

the  pai-Iiaments  in  this  kingdom,'  and   the  mat- 

ters  there  debated,  during  the  wars  of  York  and 

^  Lancafter, 
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Lancafter,  and  after  that  likewife  until  the  loth 
year  of  king  Henry  7.  In  that  year,  which  was 
the  loth  year  aftcr  theuniting  the  Rofes,  asnow 
it  is  fuU  ten  years  fince  the  uniting  of  the  king- 
doms  under  one  imperial  crown  (a  happy  para- 
dife  time  we  hope  for  the  holding  of  a  parliament 
in  this  kingdom)  In  that  year  did  Sir  Edward 
Poynings  fummon  and  hold  this  famous  parlia- 
ment,  wherein  doubt-lefs  he  fhewed  a  large  heart, 
and  a  great  defire  of  a  general  reformation  ;  and 
to  that  end  procured  many  general  laws  topafs, 
which  we  find  mofl  profitable  and  necelfary  for 
the  commonweal  at  this  day  :  among  the  reft, 
he  caufed  two  laws  to  be  made,  which  may 
rightly  be  called,  Le^es  Legum^  being  excellenrt 
laws  concerning  the  laws  themfelves  :  whereof 
one  did  look  backward  to  the  time  paft,  and 
gave  a  great  fupply  to  the  defedls  of  former 
parliaments,  by  confirming  and  eftablifhing  at 
once  in  this  realm  all  the  ftatutes  formerly  made 
in  England  :  the  other  looked  forward  to  the 
time  to  come,  by  providing,  that  from  thence- 
forth  ihat  thcre  fhould  no  parliament  be  holden 
until  the  a6ts  that  fhould  be  propounded  were 
firft  certified  into  England,  and  approved  by  the 
king  and  council  there,  and  then  returned  hither 
under  the  great  feal  of  that  realm.  This  latter 
adl  is  that  which  we  call  Poynings'  A5l^  and  is, 
indeed,  that  ad  of  parliament,  which  is^,xule 
for  our  parliaments  until  this  day.  ^')f,'-- 

18.  B  u  T  thefe  adls  pafTed  by   Sir  Edward 
Poynings,  though   they  were  made  and  meant 
M4,  for 
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for  the  general  good,  and  gave  indeed  the  firfl 
overture  for  the  general  reformation  that  hath 
followed  fmce  that  time,  yet  could  they  not  pro- 
duce  fo  great  a  good  as  was  intended  by  thofe 
laws  ;  becaufe  that  more  than  three  parts  of  four 
of  this  kingdom  at  leaft  were  then  and  long  after 
poffefTed  by  the  Irifh  and  unreformed  Englilh, 
which  were  not  anfwerable  to  the  laws.  As  for 
the  principal  parliaments,  that  have  been  holden 
fince  that  time,  during  the  reigns  of  king  Hen.  8. 
queen  Mary,  and  queen  Elizabeth  (for  king  Ed- 
ward  6.  did  not  call  a  parliament  in  Ireland) 
they  werc  all  fummoned  upon  fpecial  and  par- 
ticular  occafions,  and  not  for  the  fettlement  of 
the  whole  kingdom. 

ig.  FoR  to  what  end  was  that  parliament 
holden  by  the  lord  Leonard  Gray  in  the  zzd  of 
Henry  8.  but  to  attaint  the  Geraldines,  and  to 
abolifh  the  ufurped  power  of  the  pope  ?  Where- 
fore  did  Sir  Anthony  St.  Leger  call  the  next  par- 
liament  after  in  33  Henry  8.  but  to  inveft  that 
prince  with  the  title  of  king  of  Ireland,  and 
fupprefs  the  abbies  and  religious  houfes  .?  To 
what  purpofe  did  the  earl  of  Suffex  hold  his 
firfl  parliament  in  ^d  and  ^th  of  Philip  and 
Mary,  but  to  fettle  Leix  and  Offaly  in  the 
crown  ;  and  his  fecond  in  the  zd  year  of  queen 
Elizabeth,  but  to  re-eflablifh  the  reformed  reli- 
gion  m  this  kingdom  .?  What  was  the  principal 
caufe  that  Sir  Henry  Sidney  held  a  parliament 
in  the  uth  year  of  queen  Elizabeth,  but  to  ex- 
tinguifh  the  name  of  O  Neal,  and  to  entitle  the 

crown 
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crown  to  the  greatefl  part  of  Ulfler  ?  And, 
laftly,  what  was  the  chief  motive  of  the  laft  par- 
liament  holden  by  Sir  John  Perrot,  but  the  at- 
tainder  of  two  great  peers  of  this  kingdom,  the 
vifcount  Baltinglafs  and  the  earl  of  Defmond, 
and  the  vefting  of  their  lands,  and  the  lands  of 
their  adherents,  in  the  acftual  poffefllon  of  the 
crov/n. 

20.  And  now  having  made  a  fummary  col- 
ledion  of  the  principal  caufes  of  fummoning  the 
former  parliaments,  which  from  time  to  time 
have  been  holden,  fince  the  firft  inftitution  of 
this  high  court  in  Ireland,  I  muft  not  forget  ta 
note  alfo  unto  your  lordfhip,  what  and  how 
many  perfons  were  called  in  former  times  to 
make  up  the  body  of  this  council.  For  the 
perfons  before  the  ^^d  of  king  Henry  8.  we  do 
not  find  any  to  have  had  place  in  the  parliament 
but  the  Englifh  of  blood,  or  the  Englifh  of  birth 
only.  For  the  meer  Irifh  in  thofe  days  were 
never  admitted,  as  well  becaufe  their  countries 
lying  out  of  the  limits  of  counties,  could  have 
no  knights,  and  having  neither  cities  nor  bo- 
roughs  in  them,  could  fend  no  burgeffes  to  the 
parliament.  Befides,  the  ftate  did  not  as  then 
hold  them  fit  to  be  trufted  with  the  council  of 
the  kingdom. 

2 1 .  FoR  the  number,  fince  the  ^^th  year  of 
king  Henry  8.  when  Meath  was  divided  into 
two  fhires,  there  were  no  more  than  twelve 
counties  in  Ireland  befides  the  liberty  of  Tip- 
perary,  the  number  of  knights  muft  needs  have 

been 
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been  but  few  :  anfl  fince  the  ancient  cities  were 
but  few,  and  thc  boroughs  which  fent  bur- 
gcffes  not  above  thirty,  the  entire  body  of  thc 
"whole  houfe  of  the  commons  could  not  then 
confift  of  one  hundred  perfons.  And  although 
queen  Mary  did  add  two  ihires,  and  queen  EH- 
2abeth  feventeen  more  to  encreafe  the  niimber 
of  knights  in  that  houfe,  yet  all  did  not  fend 
knights  to  the  laft  parliament,  for  the  remote 
fhires  of  Ulfler  returned  none  at  all 

22.  FoR  the  lords  tempora!,  though  they 
are  yet  but  few,  yet  was  their  number  lefs,  be- 
9fore  king  Henry  8.  was  fliled  king  of  Ireland. 
For  fmce  that  time  divers  of  the  Irifh  nobility, 
and  fome  defcended  of  Englifh  race,  have  been 
created  both  earls  and  barons. 

23.  And  IaflIy,for  the  bifhops  and  archbifhops, 
though  their  number  was  greater  than  now  it  is, 
in  refpeft  of  the  divers  unions  made  of  latter 
years,  yet  fuch  as  were  refident  in  the  meer  Irifh 
countries,  and  did  not  acknowledge  the  king  %o 
be  their  patron,  were  never  fummoned  to  any 
parliament. 

24.  And  now,  by  way  of  comparifon,  k 
may  eafily  appear  unto  your  lordfhip,  how  much 
this  firft  parliament,  now  begun  under  the  blef- 
fed  government  of  our  moft  gracious  king  James, 
is  like  to  excel  all  other  parliaments,  as  well  in 
refpedt  of  the  caufe  and  time  of  calling  it,  as  of 
the  perfons  that  are  called  unto  it. 

25.  FoR,  this  parliament,  God   be  bleffed, 
is  not  called  to  repel  an  invafion,   or  to  reprefs 

a  re- 
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a  rcbelHon,  or  to  reduce  degenerate  perfons  to 
their  obedience  ;  it  is  not  fumrnoned  to  pafs  pri- 
vate  bills  only,  or  to  ferve  private  turns,  or  for 
one  fpecial  fhare  for  the  crown,  though  fuch  havc 
been  the  occafion  and  caufes  of  calling  the  moft 
part  of  the  former  parh*aments. 

2,6.  B  u  T  now,  fince  God  hath  blefied  thc 
whole  iOand  with  an  univerfal  peace  and  obedi- 
ence,  together  with  plenty,  civiliry,  and  other 
felicities,  more  than  ever  it  enjoyed  in  any  for- 
mer  age,  this  general  council  of  the  whole 
realm  Is  now  cailed  principally  to  confirm  and 
eftablifh  thofe  bleffmgs  unto  us,  and  to  makc 
them  perpetual  to  our  pollerity. 

27.  Again,  this  parliament  is  not  called  in 
fuch  a  broken  and  miferable  time,  that  we  need 
complain  in  our  bills  and  petitions  of  the  mife- 
ries  and  calamities  of  this  kingdom,  whereas 
the  rolls  of  former  parliaments  are  full  of  fuch 
complaints;  but  it  is  called,  as  it  were  in  the  year 
of  jubilee,  or  upon  the  fabbath-day  of  this  land, 
being  now  at  reft  after  her  travails,  which  lafled 
400  years  together. 

28.  It  is  called  in  the  time  of  great  fecurity, 
and  in  the  mofl  joyful  and  happy  time  that  ever 
flione  upon  the  inhabitants  of  this  kingdom. 

29.  Again,  it  is  not  called  in  fuch  a  time, 
as  when  the  four  fhires  of  the  pale  only  did  fend 
their  barons,  knights,  and  burgeflTes  of  the  par- 
liament,  when  they  alone  took  upon  them  to 
make  laws  to  bind  the  whole  kingdom,  negle(5t- 
ing  to  call  the  fubjedls  refiding  in  other  parts  of 
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the  realm  unto  them,  as  appeareth  by  that  par- 
liament  holden  by  the  vifcount  Gormanfton, 
which  Sir  Edward  Poynings  in  the  loth  year  of 
king  Henry  7.  caufed  to  be  utterly  repealed, 
and  the  ^€ts  thereof  made  void,  chiefly  for  that 
the  fummons  of  parliament  vi^ent  forth  to  the 
four  fhires  of  the  pale  only,  and  not  to  all  thc 
refl  of  the  country. 

30.  BiJT  it  is  called  in  fuch  a  time,  when 
this  great  and  mighty  kingdom  being  wholly  re- 
duced  to  fhire  ground  containeth  thirty-three 
counties  at  large,  when  all  Ulfter  and  Conaughr, 
as  well  as  Leinfter  and  Munfter,  have  voices  ia 
parliament  by  their  knights  and  burgefles,  when 
all  the  inhabitants  of  the  kingdom,  Irifti  of  birth, 
Englifh  of  blood,  and  new  Britifti  colonies,  and 
the  old  Irifli  natives,  do  all  meet  together  to 
make  laws  for  the  common  good  of  themfelves 
and  others,  and  their  pofterity.  To  this  end  his 
majefty  hath  moft  gracioufly  and  juftly  erefted 
divers  new  boroughs  in  fundry  parts  of  this  king- 
dom.  I  fay,  his  majefty  hath  done  it  moft  juftly, 
even  as  his  highnefs  himfelf  hath  been  pleafed 
to  fay,  that  he  was  obliged  in  juftice  and  honour 
to  give  all  his  free  fubjefts  of  this  kingdom  in- 
different  and  equal  voices  in  raaking  of  their 
laws,  fo  as  one  half  of  the  fubjeds  ihould  not 
make  laws  alone,  which  fliould  bind  the  other 
half  without  their  confents  ;  neither  is  that  a 
new  or  ftrange  precedent,  for  his  majefty  doth 
follow  the  fteps  herein  of  his  next  predeceftbr, 
which  went  before  him.     Queen  Mary  made  two 

countica 
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coiintles  of  Leix  and  OfFaly,  whereby  they  were 
enabled  to  fend  knights  to  the  parliament  -,  but 
they  ereded  no  boroughs  in  thefe  new  counties, 
that  they  might  fend  burgefles  as  well  as 
knights, 

31.  In  queen  Elizabeth's  time,  Sir  Henry 
Sidney  made  fundry  counties  in  Conaught  im- 
mediately  before  the  parliament  which  he  held 
in  the  nth  year  of  that  queen.  After  him  Sir 
John  Perrot  did  the  like  in  Ulfter,  near  about 
the  beginning  of  the  laft  parliament.  Out  of 
thefe  new  counties  fo  many  knights  were  added 
to  the  lower  houfe,  yet  no  man  took  exceptions 
thereunto.  This  did  queen  Elizabeth  in  her 
time  ;  what  hath  king  James  done  more  ?  where- 
as  the  queen  had  omitted  to  make  boroughs  in 
thefe  new  counties,  the  king  hath  now  fupplied 
that  defe(5l  by  making  thefe  new  corporations  we 
now  fpeak  of  For  why  fhould  all  your  old 
fhireshavecities  and  boroughs  in  them,  and  thefe 
new  counties  be  without  them  ?  Or,  fliall  queen 
Elizabeth  be  able  to  make  a  county,  and  fhall 
not  king  James  be  able  to  make  a  borough  ? 
But  what  proportion  is  there  now  obferved  be- 
tween  the  number  of  the  counties,  that  before 
this  time  had  no  boroughs  in  them,  and  the 
number  of  the  boroughs  newly  ereded  ?  cer- 
tainly  the  number  of  thefe  new  boroughs,  com- 
pared  with  the  counties  that  never  had  any  bo- 
roughs  before  this  time,  doth  carry  a  lefs  propor- 
tion  than  the  ancient  counties  ;  for  in  thefe  12 
or  13  (hires  there  are  50  cities  and  boroughs  at 

the 
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the  leafl,    which  fend  citizens  and  burgeffes  to 
the  parliament. 

32.  Whereas  for  17  counties  at  large,  be- 
ing  more  than  half  the  fhires  of  the  kingdom, 
which  had  not  one  borough  in  them  before  this 
new  creation,  his  majefty  now  lately  created  but 
40  new  boroughs  or  thereabouts,  which  in  the 
judgment  of  all  indifferent  men  mufl:  needs 
feem  reafonable,  juft  and  honourable. 

33.  Lastly,  this  parliament  is  called  in  fuch 
a  time,  when  all  the  lords  fpiritual  and  tempo- 
ral  do  acknowledge  the  king  of  England  to  be 
their  undoubted  patron  ;  and  when  all  the  lords 
temporal  do  appear  in  an  humble  fafhion,  like 
themfelves,  none  of  them,  God  be  thanked, 
claiming  any  fuch  privilege,  as  the  undutiful  earl 
of  Defmond  was  wont  to  claim,  that  Iie  fhould 
never  be  fummoned  to  come  within  any  walled 
town,  nor  any  parliament,  or  any  grand  council, 
but  at  his  own  will  and  pleafure. 

34.  Whereupon  I  may  pofitively  conclude, 
that  this  prefent  parliament,  now  begun  by  your 
lordfhip,  doth  pafs  and  excel  all  former  parlia- 
mtnts  that  ever  were  holden  in  this  kingdom,  as 
well  in  the  happinefs  of  the  time  wherein  it  is 
called,  and  the  importance  of  the  caufe  for 
which  it  iscalled,  as  in  the  number  and  worthi- 
nefs  of  the  perfons  which  are  called  thereunto. 

35.  And  this,  doubtlefs,  is  a  great  honour  and 
happinefs  unto  your  lordlliip,  above  all  the  for- 
mer  viceroys  of  this  kingdom  :  For  that  your 
lordfhip  doth  novv  hold  the  firfl  parliament,  that 
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may  be  juflly  called  a  common  council,  wherein 
ali  the  com.mons  throughout  the  kingdom  are 
are  prefent,  and  have  free  voices  by  their  knights 
and  burgefles,  a  glory  and  great  fehcity,  that 
many  of  your  predecefTors  zealous  of  the  refor- 
mation  of  this  kingdom  did  exceedingly  defire, 
but  could  never  attain  unto  it. 

^6.  How  glad  would  Sir  Henry  Sidney  have 
been  to  have  k^n  this  day,  he  that  fo  much  de- 
fired  to  reform  Ulfler,  but  could  never  perfedly 
perform  it?  What  honour  would  he  have  thought 
it  unto  himfelf,  if  he  might  have  held  a  parha- 
ment,  unto  which  that  province  fhould  have  fent 
fo  many  worthy  knights  and  burgefTes  as  it  now 
doth  ? 

37.  Hov/  joyful  would  Thomas  earl  of  SufTex 
have  been  to  have  feen  the  flatute  he  caufed  to 
be  made  for  reducing  the  Irifh  countries  into 
fhire  ground,  to  have  taken  fo  good  effedl,  as 
now  it  hath,  fince  all  thofe  countries  are  now 
brought  into  counties,  and  do  all  fend  knights 
to  ferve  in  this  pariiament. 

38.  I  N  a  word,  Sir  Edward  Poynings  in  the 
time  of  king  Henry  7,  and  Lionei  duke  of  Cla- 
rence  in  Edward  the  ^d^s  time,  if  they  could 
but  have  feen  half  fuch  an  aflembly  in  their  par- 
liamenrs,  would  have  thought  themfeives  happy, 
and  highly  honoured  ;  and  yet  thefe  parliaments 
holden  by  them  are  the  mofl  famous  parliaments 
that  have  been  formerly  holden  in  this  kingdom, 

39.  And  truly,  as  your  lordfhip  hath  more 
honour  in  this  refped,  than  anj  of  your  prede- 

ceffors  : 
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ceflbrs;  fo  I  may  juflly  Tay,  without  adulatfon, 
that  your  lordlhip  hath  merited  this  particular 
honour  more  than  any  of  them  that  have  gone 
before  you. 

40.  FoR  if  it  be  an  honour  to  you  to  hdd 
fuch  a  parliament,  you  do  but  reap  the  fruits  of 
your  own  labours,  fince  yourfelf  principally  have 
prepared  the  ways  to  this  parliament,  as  well 
by  your  martial  virtue  m  time  af  war,  as  by 
your  juftice  and  policy  in  time  of  peace. 

41.  FoR,  hath  not  your  lordlliip,  I  humbly 
crave  your  ]ordfliip's  pardon,  I  will  not  prefume 
to  afk  the  queflion,  but  I  afk  thofe  reverend 
prelates,  and  noble  lords,  thof^  grave  and  learned 
judges,  thofe  worthy  knights  and  burgelTes,  I 
will  afk  of  them  the  queftion  :  Hath  not  this 
mofl  noble  deputy  been  a  principal  author  of 
the  reformation  of  fnis  kingdom  .?  Was  not  his 
fortitude  one  of  the  chief  inftruments  for  fup- 
preffing  the  late  rebellion  .?  And  hath  not  his 
juflice  fmce  that  time  eftablifhed  the  publick 
peace  of  this  kingdom  .?  Hath  he  not  adted  his 
part  fo  well  upon  the  theatre  of  honour,  as  no 
man  is-ambitious  to  come  upon  the  flage  after 
him,  knowing  it  is  more  eafy  to  fucceed  him  in 
his  place,  than  to  follow  him  in  painful  and  pru- 
dent  courfes  of  government ;  and  that  he  mufl 
be  as  flrong  as  Hercules  to  undergo  the  burthen, 
that  fuch  an  Atlas  hath  borne  before  him  .?  Nay, 
hath  not  himfelf  performed  Hercules'  labours,  in 
fuppreflingmoremonflrousenormities  in  Ireland, 
than  Hercules  did  deflroy  monflers,  when  he 
fought  adventures  all  over  Europe. 

42.  I 
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42.  I  ASK  not  thefe  queflions,  as  if  any  man 
here  were  doubtful  or  ignorant  of  his  noble  vir- 
tues  and  deferts  :  but  as  praife  is  nothing  but  a 
refolution  of  his  noble  virtues,  fo  fhould  it  be 
dehvered  rather  collateraljy  than  diredtly,  to 
avoid  fufpicion  of  diredt  flattery,  which  1  know 
your  iordfhip  ioves  not,  as  l  Icnow  your  iordfliip 
needs  it  not. 

43.  Nevertheless,  right  nobie  lord,  for, 
now  I  mufl:  addrefs  my  fpeech  to  your  lordfhip, 
though  you  have  no  need  of  my  praife ;  yet  ic 
is  moft  needful,  in  refped  of  the  place  you  hoid, 
that  your  lordfhip  fhould  be  adorned  with  all 
praife,  and  wortliy  virtues^  You  had  need  be  a 
virtuous  and  moft  worthy  deputy,  fince  you  fit 
in  the  throne,  and  reprefent  the  perfon  of  the 
mofl:  virtuous  and  exceilent  Iving  in  the  world. 

44.  F  o  R  he  that  doth  fight  with  the  fword 
of  a  lcing,  writeth  v/ith  the  pen.  He  that  hath 
the  juftice,  mercy,  and  bounty  of  a  ls:ing  in  his 
hands,  had  need  be  furnifhed  v/ith  thoie  noble 
powers  and  virtues,  as  are  fit  for  tlie  rule  and 
government  of  a  isiingdom  :  efpecially  if  he  hold 
the  place  of  fuch  a  king  as  our  moft  renowned 
and  gracious  fovereign  is,  wlio  is  the  greateft 
and  beft  king  that  now  reigneth  upon  the  face 
of  the  whoie  earth. 

45.  I  CALL  him  the  greateft  king,  not  fo 
much  for  the  iargenefs  and  extent  of  his  territo- 
ries,  nor  for  the  muititudeof  his  fubje(fts,  tho* 
he  be  in  pofleflionof  three  great  kingdoms,  and 
doth  command  more  martial  and  able  men  thaa 
any  king  in  Europe  at  this  day. 

VoL,  I,  N    '  46.  BuT 
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46.  Bu  T  I  will  call  him  the  greatefl  kingfor 
his  exceeding  great  meafure  of  goodnefs  and 
virtue,  and  for  the  great  grace  and  favour  that 
his  majefty  ftandeth  in  with  the  Divine  Majelly 
of  the  King  of  Kings.  For,  if  that  man  be  ac- 
counted  the  greateft  fubjedl  of  a  kingdom,  that 
is  in  higheft  favour  with  a  king  upon  earth,  why 
Hiould  not  that  king  be  the  greateft  king  upon 
earth,  that  is  in  greateft  favour  with  the  King 
of  heaven  ?  And  that  our  moft  gracious  fove-^ 
reign  ftandeth  in  higheft  favour  with  Almighty 
God,  doth  not  only  appear  by  the  innumerable 
bleflings  poured  from  heaven  upon  him,  and  up- 
on  his  kingdoms  for  his  fake,  by  the  fpecial  pro- 
vidsnce  and  care  God  had  ahvays  had  of  his 
fhcred  perfon,  by  proteding  and  delivering  him 
from  fo  many  mortal  and  imminent  dangers. 

47.  Again,  I  wiil  call  him  the  beft  krng  ; 
for  he  is  a  moft  juft  king,  and  juftice  is  the 
beft  of  all  kingly  virtues  ;  and  for  that  alfo  he 
is  a  moft  bountifiil  king,  refembling  therein  his 
divine  goodnefs,  ever  furrendering  and  commu- 
nicating  his  riches  to  others,  which  we  mufl 
nceds  remember  in  this  kingdom  ;  for  we  can- 
rot  forget  it  without  ingratitude,  fince  we  all 
know  that  his  majefty  doth  not  only  expend  the 
whole  revenues  of  this  land  upon  itfelf,  but 
fpares  yearly  out  of  England  a  great  m.afs  of 
treafure  to  fupport  the  extraordinary  charges 
thereof,  out  of  which  the  greater  number  of  us 
here  prefent  by  ^ntertainments,  penfions,  or  re- 
wards,  do  talle  every  day  of  his  majefty*s 
bounty. 

48.  Lastly, 
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48.  Lastly,  his  majefly  ought  to  be  called 
the  befl  king,  as  well  for  his  fweet  inclination  to 
peace,  whereby  he  doth  make  happy  both  his 
own  dominions,  and  alfo  his  neighbours  king- 
doms  round  about  him,  as  for  his  fingular  piety 
and  reh'gion  towards  God,  which  is  the  beft  and 
higheft  praife  that  can  be  given  to  arry  prince. 

49.  B  u  T  I  (liould  launch  forth  into  a  main 
fea,  that  hath   neither  bottom   nor  fhore,   if  I 
fhould  proceed  further  in  the  praife  of  fuch  a 
prince,    whofe   worthinefs  exceed  all  degrees  of 
comparifbn  ;  it  is  a  theme  too  high  and  too  large 
for  me  to  handle.     It  becometh  me  better   to 
give  thanks  than  praife,  and  therefore  I  will  con- 
clude  with  moft  humble  thanks,  firfl:,  unto  Al- 
mighty  God,   for  giving   us  fuch  an  excellent 
king  ;  then  unto  our  gracious  king  for  appoint- 
ing  us  fo  worthy  a  deputy  ;  and  laflly,    unto 
our  noble  deputy,   for  all  his  good  fervices,  and 
cndeavours  tending  fo  much  to  the  honour  of 
God,   the  king,  and   the  general  good  of   this 
whole  kingdom. 

A  N  D  now  I  defcend  unto  thofe  humble  peti- 
tions,  which  I  am  to  make,    &c. 

The  end  of  his  fecond  fpeech. 

WiTH  this  fpeech  was  ended  alfo  four  days 
fitting  of  the  parliament,  and  nothing  done,  but 
ftill  contending  about  the  fpeaker.  But  when 
the  recufant  nobility  faw  by  this  fourth  day's 
exercife,  that  they  could  not  prevaii, ,  nor  have 
N  %  fwch 
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fuch  a  fpeaker,  as  was  to  their  own  liking,  they 
did,  as  before  is  faid,  abfent  themfelves  one  after 
another  from  the  parHament  houfe,  notwith- 
ftanding  that  themoft  voices  in  cle<5tion  went 
flill  withSir  John  Davis  for  to  be  the  fpeakerin 
that  lower  houfe,  as  it  will  appear  very  plain, 
by  a  table  here  colleded,  gathered,  and  drawn 
for  that  purpofe,  by  Edmond  Wedhopp,  efq; 
clerk  of  the  lower  houfe  of  the  parliament,  as  it 
doth  hereafter  follow  :

I  MAY   not  proceed  any  further  without  re- 
membrance  of  two.  fpecial  letters,  whereof  one 

was 
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was  direded  to  the  king,  and  the  other  in  inan- 
ner  of  a  petition,  to  the  lords  of  the  privy 
council,  both  bearing  date  the  ipth  of  May 
1613,  *^^2:.  the  fecond  day  of  the  parhament, 
whereby  it  doth  appear,  that  the  lords  recufants 
of  Ireland,  would  notlet  flip  any  opportunity, 
or  pafs  any  tirae,  that  might  give  them  leave  to 
plot  any  projeft,  or  work  any  invention,  that 
might  hinder,  make  ftay,  or  delay  of  the  prefent 
parhaments  proceedings,  as  it  will  appear  more 
plainly  by  the  reading  of  thefe  two  letters  here 
immediately  following  : 

The  letter  of  divers  lords  of  the  pale, 

MAY  it  pleafe  your  majefly,  fuch  is  the  ex- 
celfive  grief  and  anxiety  of  mind  and 
confcience,  which  we  the  nobility  of  this  your 
highnefs's  kingdom  here,  as  well  in  pariiamenr, 
whofe  names  are  here  under-written,  do  con- 
ceive  by  the  more  prepofterous  courfes  holden 
therein,  as  we  muft  be  inforced  before  we  def- 
cend  further,  moft  humbly  with  tears,  to  im- 
plore  your  gracious  favour,  that  if  the  due  re- 
gard  of  your  majefty's  facred  honour,  the  care- 
ful  confideration  of  the  good  peace  and  tranqui- 
lity  of  this  your  realm  and  country,  the  tender 
and  feeling  refped:  of  our  bounden  and  obliged 
duty  to  both,  do  carry  us  in  aught  beyond  the 
hmits  of  a  well-tempered  moderation,  your 
highnefs  will  be  gracioufly  pleafed  to  pardon  our 
excefs  herein,  fo  far  as  pius  dolor  and  JHjfa  ira- 
N  3  cunJia, 
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ciindia  do  in   themfelves  deferve.     It  would  faf 
pafs  the  compafs  of  a  letter   if  we  (hoiild  infift 
to   particLilarize    the   manifeft,    old,    precedent 
diforders,  and  fuch  as  flill  do   accompany  this 
intended  adion  ;    only  your  highnefs  fhall  un- 
derftand,    that  many  knights  from  counties,  and 
citizens  and   burgelTes  from   cities  and    towns, 
have  contrary  to  the  true  eledion  been  returned, 
and  in    fbme  places   force,   and  in  many  others 
fraud,  deceit,    and  indiredl   means  ufed  for  ef- 
fedling  of  this  fo  lawjefs  a  courfe  of  proceeding. 
Neither  can  we  but  make  known  unto  your  ma- 
jefty,  that  under  pretence  of  erecfiing  towns  in 
places  of  the  new  plantation,  more  corporations 
have    been   made  fmce    the  beginning  of  laft 
month,  or  alittJe  more,  than  are  returned  out  of 
the  whole  kingdom ;  befides,  the  number  where- 
of  (as  we  conceive  it)  contrary  to  your  highnefs's 
intended  purpofe,  are  difperfed  throughout  all 
partsof  this  kingdom  ;    and  that  in  divers  places 
where  there  be  good  ancient  boroughs,  and  not 
allowed  to  fend  burgefles  to  the  parliament ;  and 
yet  thefe  new  created  corporations  for  the  moft 
part  are  fo  miferable  and  beggarly  poor,  as  their 
tuguria  cannot  otherwife  beholden  or  denied 
than  tituli  Jine  re,  et  fugimenta  in  rehus^  for  di- 
vers  of  which  their  extreme  poveft.y  being  not 
able  to  defray  the  phargcs  of  burgeffes,  nor  the 
places  themfelves,   to  afFord  to  any  one  man  fit 
toprefent  himfelf  in  the  pooreft  fociety  of  men, 
though   V7e  muft   confefs,  that   fome  of  great 
fafhion  have  not  flicked  to  abafe  tliemfelves  to 

thef^ 
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thefe  places,  do  appear.  The  lord  deputy's  fer- 
vants,  attornies,  and  clerks,  refident  only  in  the 
city  of  DiibHn,  moft  of  them  having  never  kQn 
or  known  the  places  for  which  they  were  rerurn- 
ed,  and  others  of  contemptible  life  and  carriage, 
and  what  outrageous  violence  was  offered  yef- 
tcrday  to  a  grave  gentleman,  v/hom  men  of  all 
Ibrts  that  know  him  do  and  will  confefs  him  to 
be  both  learned,  grave,  and  difcreet,  and  free 
from  all  touch  and  imputation,  whom  thofe  of 
the  lower  houfe,  to  whom  no  exceptions  could 
be  taken,  had  chofen  to  be  their  fpeaker,  we 
leave,  for  avoiding  tedioufnefs  to  your  highnefs, 
to  their  own  further  declaration.  And  foraf- 
much  as,  moft  renowned  and  dread  fovereign, 
we  cannot  in  any  due  proportion  of  reafon  ex- 
pedl  redrefs  in  thefe  our  diHrefTed  calamities, 
where  many  of  thofe,  who  reprefent  the  body 
of  your  eftate,  were  the  chief  author  of  them, 
i^pon  the  knees  of  our  loyal  and  fubmiffive 
hearts,  wc  humbly  pray,  that  it  would  pleafe 
your  majefty  to  admit  fome  of  us  to  the  accefs 
of  your  royal  prefence,  where  if  we  fail  in  the 
leaft  point  of  thefe  our  afTertions  and  declarati- 
ons  of  other  evils,  which  do  multiply  in  this 
eftate,  we  willingly  fubmit  ourfelves  to  any 
punifhment,  as  deferved,  which  it  fhall  pleafe 
your  highnefs  to  lay  and  inflift  upon  us.  For 
we  are  thofe,  by  the  efFufion  of  whofe  anceftors 
blood  the  foundation  of  that  empire  which  we 
acknowledge  your  highnefs  by  the  laws  of  God 
j;nd  man,  tohave  over  this  kingdom  and  people, 
N  4  was 
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vvas  firft  laid,  and  in  many  fucxeeding  ages  pre- 
ferved.     To  us  it  properly  appertaineth,  both 
in  the  obligation  of  publick  duty  and  private  in- 
terefl,   to  heed  the  good  thereof,  vv^ho  never  laid 
the  foundation  of  our  hopes  upon  the  repair  of 
it,  garboils  and  diflentions  being  the  downfal  of 
our  eftate,  as  fome  of  us  now  living  can  wit- 
nefs  ;  and  therefore,   we  cannot,  but  out  of  the 
confideration  of  our  bounden  duty  and  allegi- 
giance,  make  known  unto  your  highnefs  the  ge- 
neral  difcontent  which  thofe  ftrange,  unlooked 
forj  and  never  heard  of  courfes  particularly  have 
bred  ;  whereof,  if  the  rebellious  and  difcontent- 
ed  of  this  nation  abroad  do  take  advantage,  and 
procure  the  evil-affeded   at  home,   which  are 
numbers,    by  reafon  of  that  already-fettled  and 
intended  plantation,  in  any  hoflile  fafhion  to  fet 
diforders  on  foot,  and    labour   fome  underhand 
relief  from   any  prince  or   eftate  abroad,  who 
peradventure  might  be  inveigled  and  drawn  to 
commiferate  their  pretended  diftreffes  and  op- 
preflions  ;  however,  we  affured  the  prowefs  and 
power  of  your  majefty  in  the  end  will  bring  the 
authors  thereof  to  ruin  and  confufion,  yet  will 
all  things  be  drawn  into  great  confufion,  to  the 
effufion  of  much  blood,  exhaufting  of  mafles  of 
treafure,  the  expofing  of  us,  and  others  your 
highnefs's  well-affe6led  fubjeds,  to  the  hazard  of 
poverty,  whereof  the  memory  is  very  lively  and 
frefh  among  us  ;  and  finally,  to  the  laying  open 
of  the  whole  commonalty  to  the  inundation  of 
all  miferies  and  calamities,  which  garboils,  civil 

war, 
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war,  and  diflention,  do  breed  and  draw  with 
them,  in  a  rent  and  torn  eftate  j  for  prevention 
whereof,  we  nothing  doubt  but  your  majefty 
will  give  redrefs,  by  the  equal  balance  of  your 
highnefs's  juftice,  which  we  befeech  the  Al- 
mighty,  with  your  royal  perfon,  ever  to  main- 
tain  and  preferve,

The  fame  lords,  aforefaid,  have  written  to 
the  lords  of  the  privy  council  another  letter,  in 
form  of  a  petition,  in  the  name  of  themfelves, 
and  others,  the  knights,  citizens,  and  burgefles 
of  the  parliament,  as  it  doth  here  immediately 
follow  : 

To  the  right  honourable  the  lords  of  his  majef- 

ty's  moft  honourable  privy  council, 
The  humble  petition   of  the  knights,  citizens, 

and  burgefles  of  thecounties,  cities,  and  an- 

cient  boroughs  of  Ireland. 

'OST  humbly  declaring  to  your  lordftiips^ 
that  the  afTurance  of  that  his  majefty's 
moft  princely  inviolable  juftice,  whereof  your 
lordfhips,  in  matters  of  ftate  and  government, 
are  the  high  and  fupreme  diftributors,  doth  em- 

boldea 
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boldcn  us  in  our  opprefTions,  to  addrefs  thefe  our 
fubmiflive  lines  to  your  honours,  wherein  our 
purpofe  is,  not  to  be  our  pleafers,  the  flrangenefs 
of  our  extremitiesfindii]gnofit  wordsto  exprefs 
it  ;  and  therefore,  in  declaration   of  the  naked 
truth,  your  lordfhips  fhall  underftand,  that  we, 
the  knights,  citizens,  and  burgeffes  of  the  counr 
ties,  cities,  and  ancjent  boroughs  of  this  realm, 
coming  according   to  our  bounden  duties  intq 
the  parliament  houfe,  we  find   there  14  coun- 
cellors  of  flate,   3  of  the  judges,  having  before 
received  writs  to  appear  in  the  higher  houfe,   all 
his  majefly's  council  at  law,  and  the  refl  of  the 
nuraber,  for  the  mofl  part,  confifling  of  attor- 
ries,  clerks  in  courts,  of  the  lord  deputy'sreti- 
nue,  and  others  his  houfhold  fervants,  with  fome 
lately  come  out  of  England,  having  no  abiding 
here  ;   and    all   thefe,  fave  very  few,    were  re- 
turned  from  the  new  corporations  eredled,  to  the 
Dumber  of  40,  or  thereabouts,  not  only  in  pla- 
ces  of  the  new  plantation,  but  alfo  in  other  pro- 
vinces,  where  there  be  corporations  of  antiquity, 
f?wor  none  of  them  having  been  ever  refident, 
and  mofl:  of  them  having  never  feen  thefeplaces, 
the  refl,   who  polTeffed  the  rooms  of  knights  o,^ 
fhires,   fave  4  or  6,  came  in   by   pracftice,  and 
diflionefl  devices,    whereunto   themfelves  were 
not  flrangers ;  and  fome  there  were  from   an- 
cient  boroughs,  who  intruded  themfelves   into 
their  places,    by  as  undue  and  unlawful  means,^ 
as  the  knights  and  burgeffes  duly  ele6led  were 
ready  at    the   parliament   door   to   prove   and 

avouch : 
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avouch  :  for  redrefs  whereof,  we  of  the  ancient 
jfhires,  cities,  and  towns,  to  whom  noexceptiong 
could  be  taken,  being  defirous  to  take  the  uftial 
and   accuftomed  courfe,   what  outrageous  vio- 
lence   enfued   by   the  fury  of  fome  there,  we 
humbly  leave  to  your  lordfhips  tc  be  informed 
by  our  declarations,  whereunto  a  fchedule,    by 
diredtion  of  my   lord  deputy,   fubfcribed   with 
our  hands,  is  annexed.     And  forafmuch,  right 
honourable,  the  ftrangenefs  of  thefe  proceedings 
in  a,Chrifl:ian  commonwealth  is  fuch,  as  we  can- 
not  think   his   majefty  and  your  lordfliips  will 
hardly  be  induced  to  believe,   they  being,  in  the 
likelihood  of  impollibility,    equal    to   that   of 
Meffalino  unto  the  emperor  Claudius  in  ancient 
Rome,or  to  any  other  accident,  how  rare  foever, 
tranfmitted  to  their  pofterity  in  modern   or  an- 
cient  ftiires,  we  humbly  pray,  that  your  lord. 
iliips,  in  commiferation  of  our  diftrefs,  will  be  a 
mean  to  his  highnefs,   that  fome   of  us,  with 
fome  of  our  nobility,   may  be  licenfed  to  prefent 
ourfelves  there  for  the  proof  of  our  alTertions, 
wherein  if  we  fail  in  any  one  point,  we  utterly 
renounce  all  favour,  and  that  in   the  mean  tim« 
his  majefty  will  be  pleafed  to  fufpend  his  graci- 
ous  judgment,   in  the  apprehenlion  of  what  to 
our  prejudice  may  be  informed  here,  thofe  from 
whom  his  highnefs  doth  ufually  receive  infor- 
mation,   being   the  authors  of  the  carriage  of 
ivhat  is  done  amifs. 

Thq  end  of  this  petitionary  letten 

The 
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The  two  letters  being  thus  written,  as  before 
you  have  heard,   were  fent  with  all  expedition 
to  England  to  his  majefly,  the  contents  of  which 
letters  were  returned  back  again  into  Ireland  to 
the  lord  deputy  within  fixteen  days,  as  you  fhall 
hear  hereafter.     Now  it  is  necefiTary  that  we  in 
the  mean  time  do  proceed  farther  concerning  the 
adions  and  dealings   of  the  parliament-houfe, 
BuT  firfl  it  is  to  be  remembred,  that  upon  the 
S^d  day   of  May,  heing  Whitfon-funday,    the 
lord  deputy  rode  in  very  great  flate  (but  not  in 
any  parliament  robes)  to  the  cathedral  church  of 
St,  Patrick.'s  to  hear  divine  fervice  and  a  fermon, 
being  attended  on  by   all   the  nobility  of  the 
kingdom,    lords  fpiritual  and  temporal,  in  very 
great  pomp,  as  appertained  ;  but  not  one  of  the 
lords  recuiants  went  into  the  church  that  day, 
but  flayed  without,   as  they  had  done  the  like 
iipon  the  firfl  day  of  the  parliament :   and  when 
the  fervice  and  fermon  was  ended,   and  the  lord 
deputy  returning  back  to  the  caflle,  the  vifcount 
Euttevant   and  the   vifcount    Gormanflon    fell 
at  debate  for  precedence  of  places,  as  who  fhould 
ride  foremofl,   or  take   the  upper  hand,    &c. 
which  flrife  continued  between   them  all  along 
the  flreet,   even  till  they  came  to  the  caflle  gate, 
whereby  the  lord  deputy  and  all  that  honourable 
company  were  greatly  diflurbed  and  troubled, 
and  with  much  ado  they  were  appeafed  for  that 
time.     And  fhortly  after  they  were  called  before 
the  lord  deputy  and  council,  where  each  of  them 
challenged  precedency  of  the  other  by  antiquity 

of 
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bf  tiieir  blrths  and  callings  ;  but  when  their 
antiquities  appeared  doubtful  and  could  not  be 
well  proved  for  the  want  of  good  records,  it 
was  ordered  that  the  vifcount  Buttevant  fhould 
have  the  precedency  until  the  vifcount  Gorman- 
fton  could  bring  forth  more  ancient  records 
than  the  other, 

LiKEWisE  at  another  time  thebaron  of  Lixna 
and  the  baron  of  Delvin  contended  for  prece- 
dency.  So  did  the  baron  of  Trimbleflown  and 
theyoung  baron  of  Dunfany. 

NoTwiTHStANDiNG  this,  and  many  other 
difturbances,  the  parliarnent  yet  continued  fit- 
ting,  and  there  fat  fome  four  or  five  of  the  lords 
natives  of  the  kingdom,  from  day  to  day,  to- 
gether  with  the  lords  fpiritual  and  temporal,  and 
alfo  the  knights  of  the  fhires,  with  the  citizens 
and  burgefTes  of  cities  and  corporate  towns,  as 
many  of  them  as  could  be  gotten  together,  wherc 
were  debated  many  matters,  and  many  bills  and 
petition  heard,  but  very  fev/  determined  of,  ex- 
cept  an  adt  of  recognition  for  the  acknowledg- 
ment  of  the  king's  majefly's  royal  prerogative 
concerning  his  highnefs's  right  and  title  to  the 
crown  and  kingdom  of  Ireland. 

There  was  alfo  called  a  convocation  of  the 
clergy,  which  was  holden  as  a  national  fynod 
for  the  kingdom  of  Ireland,  within  the  cathe- 
dral  church  of  St.  Patrick,  there  to  prcpound 
queftions  of  religion,  and  to  compofe  articles 
for  the  avoiding  diverfities  of  opinions,  and  the 
eftablifhing   of  confent  touching  true  religion, 

There 
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There  was  alfo  determined  what  fubfidy  the 
cJergy  of  Ireland  fhould  pay  to  the  king  ;  in 
which  convocation  Mr.  RaJph  Barlow,  batchelor 
in  divinity  and  chaplain  to  the  Jord  deputy,  was 
eledted  prolocutor  for  the  lower  houfe  of  convo- 
cation. 

While  thefe  things  and  many  other  more  of 
great  confequence  were  debating  in  tlie  pariia- 
ment  houfe^  there  was  fpent  about  fome  four  or 
five  days  more,  and  no  bufinefs  perfedted,  by 
reafon  that  the  recufants  of  alJ  degrees,  either 
abfented  themfelves  ahogetlier  from  the  parlia- 
ment,  or  elfe  confented  not  to  any  conclufion 
of  fuch  queflions  as  were  there  propounded  ; 
by  means  whereof  the  parliament  was  adjourned 
until  the  fifth  of  June. 

The  thirty-firfl:  of  May,  being  Monday,  were 
executed  Patrick  Hudfon,  Thomas  Reynolds 
and  John  Adams  for  piracies  and  murders  com- 
mitted  on  the  feas  upon  the  north  coafl  of  Ire- 
Jand. 

About  this  time  came  letters  out  of  England 
to  call  the  lords  recufants  to  appear  before  the 
king's  majefty,  according  as  they  themfelves 
had  formerly  rtquefted  in  their  letters  fent  the 
fecond  time  to  his  highnefs.  And  prefently 
hereupon  the  lord  deputy  with  all  expedition  fent 
the  earl  of  Thomond,  Sir  John  Denham,  lord 
chief  juftice  of  the  king's  bench,  and  Sir  Oliver 
St.  John,  mafter  of  the  ordinance,  into  England, 
there  to  certify  his  majefly  the  truth  of  a!I  the 
proceedings  of  the  pariiament  in  Ireland,   and 

to 
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to  reply  againft  the  lord  recufants,  as  occafion 
Ihould  ferve,  and  according  as  they  fhould  re- 
ceive  inftrudlions  from  the  lord  deputy  from  time 
to  time.  Alfo  the  lord  deputy  gave  noticd  to 
the  lords  recufants,  that  they  had  leave  and  li- 
berty  to  go  into  England  without  interruption, 
there  to  ihew  themfelves  before  the  king,  and 
to  profecute  their  complaints  at  their  pleafure, 
who  were  marvelloufly  joyful  at  that  news,  and 
prepared  themfelves  in  all  hafte  to  depart,  with 
iafettled  refolution  to  oppofe  themfelves  againft 
all  the  proceedings  of  the  parliament-houfe;  and 
fo  all  thefe  being  departed,  the  lord  deputy  ad- 
journed  the  parliament  again  the  fecond  time 
Until  the  fifth  of  Oc^ober. 

The  names  of  thofe  that  went  firft  into  Eng- 
land,  Jenico  Prefton,  vifcount  Gormanfton, 
James  lord  baron  of  Dunboyne,  Sir  Chriftopher 
Plunket^  Sir  James  Goughe,  knights,  William 
Talbot,   Edward  Fitz-Harris,  efquires. 

If  there  were  any  more  that  went  over  at  this 
timCj  I  have  not  any  notice  of  them. 

Now  after  the  earl  of  Thomond,  Sir  John 
Denham  and  Sir  Oliver  St.  John  were  gone  into 
England,  who  took  fhipping  the  28th  of  May, 
there  were  neceiTary  inftru(5lions  to  be  fent  over 
to  the  earl,  and  to  his  worthy  allbciates,  con- 
cerning  certification  and  replication,  if  need  were,- 
whereof  here  followeth  a  part  or  parcel  in  thefe 
lines  next  following. 

A  PART 
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A  PART  of  the  inflrudions  fent  to  the  earl  of 
Thomond,  Sir  John  Denam,  and  Sir  Oliver 
St.  John  in  England,  6th  Junii,  1613. 

WHereas  they  faj^  that  fuch  as  were  re- 
turned  to  their  party  were  without  ex- 
ception,  you  may  fliew  the  contrary  by  fhewing 
how  many  of  them  were  heads  of  rebellion  in 
the  lafb  wars,  how  fome  of  them  can  fpeak  no 
Englifh,  how  they  were  all  eleded  by  a  general 
combination  and  pradice  of  jefuits  and  priefls, 
who  charged  all  the  people,  upon  pain  of  excom- 
munication,  not  toeledtanyof  theking's  religion. 
To  acqnaint  the  lords  of  the  council  in  the 
prefence  of  the  recufant  lords  and  commons  now 
gone  thither,  that  in  conference  had  wiihTyrone 
and  his  Irifh  partakers  in  the  late  rebellion,  wheii 
they  thought  to  carry  the  kingdom  from  the 
crown  of  England,  he  and  the  refl  of  the  ancient 
Irifh  did  folemnly  declare  and  publifh,  that  no 
perfon  of  what  quality  or  degree  foever,  being 
defcended  of  Irifh  race,  birth  or  blood,  though 
they  came  in  with  the  conqueft,  and  were  fince 
degenerated  and  become  Irifh  by  alteration  of 
name  and  cuftoms,  fhould  inherit  or  poflefs  a 
foot  of  land  within  the  kingdom,  for  that  they 
had  of  the  ancient  Irifh  that  could  pretendjuftly 
to  every  foot  of  land  which  they  pofTefTed,  who 
fhould  enjoy  the  fame.  And  when  it  was  de- 
manded  of  them  by  fome  degenerate  Englifli, 
and  others  of  good  firnames,  who  did  join  and 

partake 
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partake  with  them  in  that  rebellion  ;  what 
fhould  become  of  them  and  their  houfes  and  fa- 
miiies,  they  faid,  that  thofe  of  the  rebelHoa 
Ihould  be  llain  -,  the  reft,  if  they  would  flay  in 
the  land,  fhould  be  entertained  for  their  bo- 
naughts,  or  to  labour,  and  if  they  liked  not 
thereof  they  might  depart  the  kingdom. 

This  difcourfe  notwithftanding  they  can  be 
content  to  admit  into  the  houfe  of  parliament  to 
make  laws,  fbme  of  the  principal  ad:ors  in  that 
rebellion,  and  are  offended,  that  they  cannot 
expulfc  the  king's  honeft  fubjeifts  to  draw  in 
more  of  that  wicked  crew,  as  namely  are  eledt- 
ed  and  returned,  Sir  Bryan  Mc  Mahon,  who 
is  married  to  Tyrone's  daughter,  Sir  Tibot  ne 
Long,  alias  Bourke,  Phelim  Mc  Tiege  Byrne, 
Dermot  Mc  Cartie,  alias  Mc  Donogh,  Donncl 
O  SuIIivan,  Bryan  Mc  Donogh,  fuppofed  by 
the  recufants  duly  eledted  ;  and  that  they  would 
fain  draw  into  the  houfe  Sir  Tirlagh  M'Henry 
0'Neal,  half  brother  to  Tyrone,  Sir  Arthur 
M'Genis,  who  is  married  to  Tyrone's  daughter, 
Henry  M'ShaneO'NcaI,  Tirlagh  M'Art  0'Neal, 
Connor  Roe  Maguire,  Sir  John  M'CoughIan, 
Callogh  0'Moloy,  Capt.  Richard  '  yrrell,  and 
others  of  that  crew.  For  they  would  have  Ba- 
rabbas,   and  exclude  Jefus.

of  thofe  lords,  and  others  of  the  recufants,  the 

VoL.   I.  O  jefuits 
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jefuits  and  feminary  priefts  that  were  in  Irelandi, 
began  to  feduce  the  people  of  the  country,  and 
made  them  to  believe  that  thefe  lords  recufants 
and  the  reft  were  gone  over  of  purpofe  to  be 
agents  and  fuitors  to  the  king  for  the  good  of 
the  common  wealth,  and  for  the  fetting  up  of 
their  religion,  or  at  leaft  to  obtain  liberty  of 
confcience  ;  and  therefore  it  was  meet  that  they 
fhould  contribute,  and  every  man  according  to 
his  ability  to  give  money  for  the  maintenance  of 
thofe  agents,  and  to  bear  their  charges  during 
their  abode  in  England  :  which  thing  was  grant- 
ed,  and  collecftors  appointed  in  every  barony  to 
levy  and  take  up  a  certain  kind  of  impofition  un- 
der  the  name  of  benevolence,  or  a  voluntary 
hberality,  whereby  the  poorer  fort  within  a  while 
were  forely  vexed  and  molefted  by  the  collec- 
tors,  altogether  unknovvn  to  the  lord  deputy  : 
but  when  his  lordfhip  had  intelligence  of  thofe 
diforders,  and  how  his  majefty's  fubje^ts  were 
opprefTed  of  thofe  colledtors  by  fuch  an  irregular 
courfe,  he  prefently  fent  forth  proclamations 
throughout  the  whole  kingdom  to  advertife  all 
his  majefty's  fubje<5ts,  that  there  was  not  any 
fuch  matter  as  fetting  up  of  religion  or  liberty  of 
confcience  to  be  looked  for,  and  that  the  lords 
and  others  that  went  over  were  fent  for  by  fpe- 
cial  commandment  from  the  king's  majefty,  to 
anfwer  fuch  abufes  and  abfurd  dealings  as  hath 
been  committed  in  the  parliament-houfe  and 
elfewhere  in  other  places  of  the  realm,  about 
choofmg  the  knights  of  the  ftiires  and  the  bur- 

gefTes 
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gefles  of  cities  and  corporate  towns  to  attend  in 
that  high  court  of  parliament ;  and  likewife 
ftraight  charge  and  commandment  was  given  in 
the  faid  proclamation,  that  no  more  raonies 
fliould  be  colleded  in  that  nature,  but  the  money 
wherefoever  colleded  Ihould  be  redelivered  back 
again  to  the  owners,  upon  pain  of  great  punilh- 
ments  to  be  inflided:  and  fo  thac  colledion 
ceafed. 

These  noblemen  and  the  refl  of  the  recu- 
fants,  when  they  came  into  the  prefence  of  the 
king,  his  majefty  was  well  pleafed  to  give  them 
gracious  entertainment  of  his  princely  clemen- 
cy,  he  vouchfafed  to  ufe  fundry  conferences  with 
them  as  well  publick  as  privare,  wherein  thofe 
recufants  endeavoured  to  put  the  king's  majefty 
in  diflike  of  the  lord  deputy,  and  with  his  pro- 
ceedings  in  the  government  of  the  kingdom  of 
Ireland,  and  daily  they  urged  raany  grievous 
complaints  againft  him,  as  will  appear  more 
plain  by  their  petitions  and  articles  exhibited  to 
theking,  the  true  copies  of  which  here  follow 
in  as  good  order  as  poflibly  they  could  be  col- 
ledled  and  gathered  together. 

To  theKing's  moft  Excellent  MAJEST  Y. 

The  humble  petition  of  moft  of  the  temporal 
lords,  the  knights,  citizens  and  burgefles  of 
moft  of  the  counties,  cities,  and  ancient  bo- 
roughs,  aflembled  to  the  parliament  in  Ire- 
land,  by  their  agents,  the  lords  vifcount  Gor- 
O  2  manfton. 
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maiifton,  the  lord  baron  of  Dunboyne,  Sir 
Chridopher  Plunker,  Sir  James  Goughe, 
knights,  William  Talbot  and  Edward  Fitz- 
harris,  efquires. 

MO  S  T  mighty  and  moft  gracious  fovc- 
reign,  prefuming  upon  your  ever  re- 
nowned  juflice  and  prudence,  v^^hich  maketh 
your  highnefs  through  the  world  fo  admired, 
and  the  hard  terms  whereunto  we  are  driven  by 
the  diforders  ufed  in  the  proceedings  to  this  pre- 
fent  parliament  now  called  in  your  majefty's 
realm  of  Jreland,  we  your  highnefs's  moft  faith- 
ful  and'  obedient  fubjedts,  the  greateft  number 
cf  tne  temporal  lords,  together  with  the  knights, 
citizens,  and  burgefTes  of  the  counties,  cities, 
and  ancient  boroughs  underwritten,  affembled 
to  the"  faid  parliament,  do  in  moft  humble  and. 
fubmilfive  manner,  by  our  agents  above-named, 
prefent  and  ofFer  to  your  highnefs's  moft  deep 
ahd  fincere  judgment  and  confideration  this  an^ 
nexed  fchedule,  cOntaining  fome  particulars  of 
mifcarriages  and  abufes  in  the  eledlion  of  knights, 
citizens,  and  burgeftes  of  feveral  cities,  counties, 
and  boroughs,  and  ihe  corrupt  and  falfe  returns 
of  divers  fherifls  and  ofHcers  to  tbe  faid  parlia- 
ment,  whereofwe  formerly  complained  in  ge- 
neraV  terras,  according  as  the  fame  hath  been 
complained  upon,  and  delivered  unto  us  from 
the  inhabitants  of  thofe  places.  By  which  indi- 
re6l  proceedings  (it  being  a  matter  very  dange- 
K)us,   that  the  flierifFs  fliould,  at  their  pleafure, 

make 
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make  the  lower  houfe  of  parliament  to  confill  of 
what  perfons  they  pleafed  to  return)  and  by 
means  of  other  flrange  and  unwarranted  courfes, 
now  alfo  held  m  the  faid  parhament,  which  your 
iuppHants  are.  ready  to  lay  open  upon  the  fur- 
ther  hearing  of  this  caufe,  being  over  long  to  be 
particularized  in  this  peticion,  your  humbie  fub- 
jecfts  and  fupplicants  do  fear,  that  the  way  is 
laid  open  to  the  infringing  of  thofe  moderate  li- 
berties  and  privileges,  which  the  fubjeds  of 
thofe  your  majefty's  kingdoms  of  England  and 
Ireland,  as  their  birthright  do  hold,  and  have  en- 
joyed  fince  the  firft  inllitution  pf  the  laws  where- 
by  they  are  governed. 

And  although,  dread  fovereign,  under  fo 
wife,  fojull:,  fo  merciful  a  prince  as  yourhigh- 
nefs,  we  cannot  expedt  any  other  laws  to  be  in- 
troduced,  than  fuch  as  may  tend  to  the  good  of 
the  kingdom,  and  may  befl  fort  with  the  na- 
ture  of  your  majef(;y's  people,  yet  fuch  is  the 
tender  refpedl  and  care  we  are  bound  to  have  of 
your  majefly's  honour,  and  fo  great  danger  that 
fuch  precedents  may  in  time  to  come  bring  upon 
us  and  our  poflerities,  as  we  thought  it  our  du- 
ties  to  your  highnefs  and  our  country,  not  to 
join  fo  exorbitant  proceedings,  which  would  not 
only  give  occafion  to  the  ill  affe6led  to  fcanda- 
li?e  your  never  impairedjuflice  and  govefnment, 
but  alfo  lay  perpetual  infamy  upon  us,  as  con- 
curring  and  affenting  to  the  fame.  And  foraf- 
riuch  as  we  may  very  well  fuppofe,  that  thofe' 
raifed  to  hi^h  places  and  callings  by  your  ma- 
O  3  jefty's 
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jefty's  great  bounty,  who  flick   not  to  violate 
the  privileges  of  the  lower  houfe  of  parliament, 
by  ofFering    violence  and   force  to  us  your  ma- 
jefly's  moft  faithful  fubjefts  lawfully  there  cal- 
Jed  and  affembled,  they  having,  by  force,  pulled 
down  out  of  his  chair  the  fpeaker  lawfully  eled- 
ed  byus,   and  terrified  ourfelves  by  their  violent 
carriage  there  in  fo  facred  a  place,   do  now  en- 
deavour  to  cafl  heavy  afperfions  upon  us,  thereby 
to  withdravv  your  gracious  cares  from  our  jufl 
complaints  :     we  mofl   humbly    befeech    your 
highnefs,  to  afford  us  in  your  highnefs's  own  per- 
fon,  favourable  and  indifferent  hearing,   where- 
upan    we  doubt  not,    your  facred  majefly  will 
yield  the  favour  and  juftice  to  your  highnefs's 
poor  fubjeds  of  the  kingdom,  which  they  mofl 
earneftly  exped,  and  do  fland  with  your  inhe- 
rentand  hereditaryjuflice  andclemency,  andthey 
and  we    fhall   always   pray   for  your  highnefs's 
long  and  Lappy  reign  over  us.     And  in  regard 
that  adls  of  parliament  do  bind  all  fubjeds  of  the 
kingdom,  as  things  done  by  their  own   confent, 
whereby  not  only  laws  are  made  or  altered,  but 
alfo  the  lives,  lands,  and  eflates  of  any  perfon 
may  be  taken  away,    or   otherwife   difpofed  of 
thereby,  and  to  the  end  therefore  that  the  fub- 
jedts  may  choofe  thofe,  and  in  whom  they  may 
repofe  moft  conlidence,  the  laws  do    provide, 
that  the  eledion  of  knights  of  the  fhires,  citi- 
zens,  and  burgefTes,  who  do  reprefent  the  whole 
body  of  the  commons  of  the  kingdom,  fhould  be 
made  openly  and  freely  without  force  or  fraud, 

and 
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tnd  that  fuch  men  fhould  be  chofen  as  are  refi~" 
dents  and  have  eftates  in  the  places  for  which 
they  are  chofen,  to  the  end  that  fuch  meh  (^be- 
ing  befl  acquainted  with  the  condition  and  na- 
ture  of  the  people)  may  make  laws  and  flatutes 
mofl  agreeable  and  expedient  for  them  ;  and  by 
the  ftatutes  in  force  in  that  kingdom,  thofe 
which  are  to  be  elefted  knights  of  fhires  fhould 
be  ofthe  nativity  of  the  fame  country ;  to  which 
laws  and  flatutes  divers  mif-elediorls  with  foi-ce, 
fraud  and  falfe  returns  have  been  made,  pradifed 
and  ufed  in  the  counties  and  places  here  under- 
written  for  this  prefent  parliament,  as  may  ap- 
pear  by  the  feveral  petitions  of  the  inhabitants 
complaining  and  feeking  redrefs  herein  : 

County  of  Armagh.  Eleded  Sir  Tirlough 
Mc  Henry,  and  Henry  0'NeaI,  yet  the  fherifF 
returned  Sir  Toby  Caulfield,  and  Sir  John  Bour- 
chier,  who  hath  no  refidence  there  in  that  county. 

County  of  Cavan.  Eleded  Walter  Talbot, 
and  Richard  Tyrrel,  efquires,  but  John  Fifh, 
and  Sir  Oliver  Lambert  were  returned,   &c, 

It  feemeth  by  the  contents  of  this  petition  and 
of  fundry  other  circumflances,  whereof  you 
fhall  read  hereafter;  that  there  have  been  omit- 
ted  for  brevity  fake  many  of  thefe  particulars 
mentioned  in  the  fchedule,  and  that  thefe  two, 
the  counties  of  Armagh  and  Cavan  are  only  fet 
down  for  examples,  as  fufticient  for  the  whole. 

These  recufant  lords,  and  others  the  petition- 

ers  from  Ireland,   were  commanded  to  ftay  in 

England,   there  to  attend  his   maje{ly's   good 

O  4.  pleafure, 
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pleafure,  until  fuch  time  as  his  highnefs  had  lei- 
fure  to  perufe  all  their  complaints,  and  ferioufly 
to  debaie  upon  every  particular,  to  the  end 
that  after  deep  confideration  had,  through  grave 
advice  and  wife  council,  fuch  anfwer  might  be 
given  them  as  beft  fhould  be  fitting  to  his  high- 
nefs's  royal  prerogative,  his  princely  magnifi- 
cence  and  clemency,  and  to  the  honour  of  his 
empire  and  monarchy. 

The  lordsof  the  privy  council  in  England  by 
diredion  from  the  king,  did  write  to  the  lord 
deputy  in  Ireland,  requiring  him  to  fend  over 
into  England  twelve  of  the  moft  noted  perfons 
recufants  of  the  parliament-houfe,  viz.  four 
lords,  four  knights,  four  burgeffes  ;  but  before 
that  letter  came  to  the  hands  of  the  lord  deputy, 
the  lords,  knights  and  burgefles,  had,  by  way 
of  interceflion  to  the  lord  deputy,  obtained  li- 
cence  for  fix  of  their  company  to  go  into  Eng- 
land,  as  agents  for  the  whole,  which  fix  areof- 
ten  before  named,  and  are  alfo  again  named  in 
the  title  of  the  fubfequent  petition.

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M  A  Y  it  pleafe  your  highnefs, 

WH  E  R  E  A  S   upon  humble  petition  and 
complaint  to  your  mofl  excellent  ma- 
jefty  from  divers  of  the  lords,   knights,  citizens 
and  burgefles,  aiTembled  in  this  prefent  parlia- 
ment   now    in   Ireland,     touching    divers  hard 
courfes  pradifed  and  ufed  in  the  proceedings  of 
the  faid  parliament,  it  pleafed  the  Jords  of  your 
highnefs's  council  here,   by  your  majefly's  direc- 
tion,  to  give  order  to  tiie  lord  deputy  of  that 
kingdom,  to  permit  four  of  the  lords  and  eight 
of  the  knights,  citizens  and  burgefTes  aforefaid, 
to  make  their  repair  hlther  to  your  highnefs,  to 
fet  forth  more  particularly  their  caufes  of  grie- 
vance.     Before  receipt  of  which  diredtions  the 
faid  lord  deputy  (at   the  inftant  requefl  of  the 
lords,  knights,  citizens  and  burgefles  aforefaid) 
did  give  hcence  to  us  your  humble  fubjeds  a- 
bove  named,  to  addrefs  ourfelves  to  your  majef- 
ty,    as   agents  for    the   reft    that  complained: 
"whereupon  we  by  their  authority   and  diredlioii 
preferred  humblepetitions  to  your  highnefs,  con- 
cerning  fome  parts  of  the  diforders  and  abufes, 
which  your  majefly  benignly   and    favourably 
was  pleafed  to  accept  and  perufe,    to  the  great 
joy  and  contentment  of  us,  and  all  other  your 
•  highnefs's    faithful    fubjeds.      But   now    it   is, 
-  dread  fovereign,   that  the  faid  lord  deputy,  upvon 
the  faid  dire(5lions  received,  after  our  departure 
from  that  kingdom,  did  require  fix  more  of  the 
lords,  knights,  citizcns  and  burgefTes  aforefaid, 

to 
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to  repair  to  your  highnefs  forthwith  for  the  famc 
caufe  ;  and  for  fo  much  as  we  being  employed 
and  fent  hither  as  agents,  by  inflrudions  and 
authority  from  the  reft,  are  thought  by  them  a 
number  competent  for  that  purpofe,  and  for  that, 
more  of  them  will  prove  but  an  unneceflary 
charge  and  delay  ;  it  raay  pleafe  your  raoft  ex- 
cellent  majefty  to  accept  of  our  attendance  for 
the  whole,  and  to  give  dire(ftions  for  the  ftay  of 
ail  the  refidue  in  that  kingdom,  until  your  ma- 
jefty  ftiall  upon  further  caufe  otherwife  deter- 
mine.  And  forafmuoh  as  our  laft  petition  ex- 
hibited  to  your  highnefs  (for  avoiding  tediouf- 
nefs)  we  did  omit  to  particularize  divers  other 
grievances,  arifmg  of  the  faid  proceedings  to  the 
parliament  aforefaid,  we  have  prefumed  here- 
with  (according  to  our  inftruftions)  humbly  to 
prefent  to  your  moft  gracious  view  and  confi- 
deration  a  further  relation  of  other  mifcarriages, 
errors  and  abufes  in  the  fame,  moft  humbly  be- 
feeching  your  highnefs  in  your  moft  fincere 
judgment  andjuftice  to  take  fuch  orders  and 
courfes  for  redrefs  thereof,  as  may  ftand  with  the 

,  honour  and  renown  of  fo  mighty  a  prince,  and 
the  comfort,  eafeand  relief  of  your  people,  and 
they  and  we,  &:c.  fhall  continually  pray  for  your 

[  majefty's  royal  progeny  long  to  reign  over  us. 

It  appeareththat  there  was  not  any  good  hear- 
ing  given  to  this  petition  concerning  the  princi- 
pal  fubftance  thereof,  which  was,  that  his  ma- 
jefty  would  be  pleafed  to  give  diredlions,  that 
there  fhould  not  be  any  more  of  the  recufant 

lords, 
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lords,  knights,  citizens,  and  burgeffes  of  the 
parliament  fent  for  over;  but  that  requeft  was 
not  granted,  for  not  long  after  there  were  many 
more  fent  for  than  before,  as  it  will  appear  ia 
the  difcourfes  following  ;  but  firfl  we  mufthere 
fet  down  thefe  further  mifcarriages  here  follow- 
ing,  becaufe  they  are  dependencies  of  this  for- 
mer  petition,  and  of  others  that  have  been  for- 
merly  exhibited. 

SoME  further  mifcarriages,  errors  and  abufes  \n 
the  proceedings  of  this  prefent  parhament  ia 
Ireland,  befides  thofe  formerly  prefented  to 
your  majefty  by  petition. 

MA  Y  it  pleafe  your  moft  excellent  ma- 
efty  to  be  advertized,  that  your  high- 
liefs's  kingdom  of  Ireland  is  divided  into  thirty- 
two  ftiires,  feven  cities,  and  very  many  ancient 
burroughs,  of  which  ancient  burroughs  there 
were  not  warned  to  this  parliament  throughout 
the  whole  kingdom,  above  the  number  of  thirty 
or  thereabouts,  which,  as  it  appeareth,  was 
done  of  purpofe,  and  not  of  negligence,  in  that 
divers  of  the  ftieriffs  of  Meath  and  Kildare  being 
defired  to  fend  precepts  to  divers  ancient  bur- 
roughs  in  their  counties  refufed  fo  to  do,  alledg- 
ing  they  had  fpecial  diredlions  to  the  contrary. 
Some  ftieriffs  hkewife,  as  namely  the  fheriffs  of 
the  county  of  Wexford  and  Weftmeath,  having 
formerly  fent  warrants  to  divers  ancient  bur- 
roughs  in  thofe  counties,  and  burgeffes  being 
chofen  upon  thpfe  warrants,   the  fherifFs  refufed 

notwith- 
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notwithftanding  to  accept  the  returns  of  the  offi- 
cers  of  thofe  biirroughs,  and  fo  none  appeared 
for  them  in  thisparhament. 

Of  the  other  fide  there  appeared  in  this  par- 
liament  for  new  corporations  never  before  heard 
of  by  us,  to  the  number  of  four  fcore  perfons,  or 
more,  of  whom  very   few  were  natives   of  the 
country,    but  for  the  rnoft  part  captains,   lieute- 
nants  andcommanders  of  foldiers  which  did  dai- 
ly  opprefs  the  poor  country,  many  clerks,  attor- 
nies,  and  officers  of  courts  andplaces,  who  with 
excefTive  fees  continually  extorted  upon  the  fub- 
jed,  divers  fervants  to   great  men,   and  ot^iers 
that  made  their  benefit  by  following   intrufions 
and  concealments  to  the  great  impoverifhment 
of  the  ancient  gentlemen  and  freeholders  ;  fo  ds 
thefe  being  the  greatefl  enormities  and  grievan- 
cesin  that  poor  common  wealrh,  the  inhabitants 
(who  expeded  redrefs.  thereof  by  laws  to  be  en- 
a6led  in   that   parliament)    feeing  fo   many  in 
number  of  that  fort  of  people,  as   thefe  that 
joined  with  them  were  able  to  overfway  the  whole 
houfe  by  the  multitude  of  their  voices,   were  in 
defpair  of  any  good  remedy  to  be  provided  by 
their  means  for  thofe  things  which  they  mofl  de- 
fired. 

Few  or  none  of  thefe  had  their  refidence  or 
being  (as  by  law  they  ought  to  have)  in  thofe 
places  for  which  they  appeared,  raany  of  them 
having  never  feen  them,  and  fome  of  them 
fcarcely  knowing  the  na.mes  of  thofe  places,  yea 
fome  of  them  being  but  lately  come  into  that 

kingdom 
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kingdom  had  no  determination  of  abode  there  to 
make  themfelves,  or  their  poflerities  liable  to 
thofe  laws  they  would  there  enadt. 

These  new  eredted  corporations  alfo  for  the 
moft  part  are  beggarly  and  poor,  being  neither 
inhabited,  nor  able  to  fend  burgefTes  of  their 
own,  or  go  upon  their  own  charges  to  parha- 
ment  :  and  whereas  in  the  ancient  boroughs 
there  be  divers  freeholders  holding  by  burgage 
tenure,  fo  as  the  inhabitants  are  not  immediate 
dependents  akogether  upon  one  man,  it  is  other- 
wife  nov/  in  thefe  new  corporations,  for  that  the 
freeholders  of  each  of  them,  for  the  moft  part 
is  altogether  in  one  man  ;  fo  as  he  being  able 
to  command  his  tenants  at  will,  or  for  years, 
may  have  by  their  means  the  nomination  of  thofe 
"who  are  to  give  voice  in  parliament,  where  the 
inhabitants  of  a  whole  county  can  have  no 
more. 

Wfe  conceive,  if  it  may  pleafe  your  highnefs, 
that  your  gracious  intention  and  diredion  for 
granting  a  Jiberty  to  thofe  ncw  corporations, 
that  they  fhould  have  voice  in  parliament,  was 
upon  fuggeflion  made,  and  argument  urged, 
that  it  were  hard  to  bind  thofe  people  by  new 
-laws  or  llatutes,  who  had  no  means  to  give  or 
deny  their  confents  in  enading  of  them :  but 
that  fuggeftion  was  not  altogether  true  ;  for  they 
being  within  the  counties  and  fhire  ground  (as 
all  the  kingdom  of  Ireland  is)  they  had  voice  by 
two  knights  of  every  one  of  the  fhires,  wherein 
thefe corporations are  ereded  -,  which  m ight  as  well 
fatify  them,  as  Wales  is  fupplied  by  one  knight 

and 
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and  one  burgefsonly  for  every  fhire.And  whereas 
in  fome  of  thofe  counties  there  are  now  eredted  6 
newcorporations,  in  many  feveral  fhiresof  this  your 
highnefs's  kingdom  of  England,  (being  far  bet- 
ter  peopled,  and  Itored  with  towns  and  habita- 
tion,  than  there  is  hkelihood  the  other  will  be 
for  many  years  yet  to  come)  there  is  but  one 
borough  alone  that  fend  burgefTes  to  the  parlia- 
ment  j  yea,  in  Rutland-fhire,  there  is  not  one 
city  or  borough  that  hath  voice  in  parliament^ 
yet  thofe  in  -Ireland  are  not  fatisfied  with  a  con- 
venient  number  or  proportion  (as  doubtlefs  your 
highnefs's  intention  was  they  fhould  be)  but  have 
made  up  fo  many  as  they  do  feek  to  prefcribe 
Jaws  thereby  to  the  whole  kingdom  befides  :  and 
many  of  thefe  new  ered;ed  corporations  are  in 
ftiires  and  counties,  where  there  were  before  fuf* 
ficient  number  of  cities  and  ancient  boroughs. 

There  are  alfo  new  charters  fent  to  fome 
ancient  boroughs,  without  the  requeft  of  the 
great  number  of  the  inhabitants,  and  of  thefe 
charters  fome  few,  as  to  the  number  of  12,  or 
thereabouts,  are  only  feleded,  and  enabled  to 
,fend  burgeffes  for  the  parliament,  excluding 
thereby  the  refidue  of  the  inhabitants,  who  by 
the  laws  and  ftatutes  of  the  kingdom,  ought  to 
have  voice  in  the  eledion.  And  upon  fome  of 
thefe  new  charters,  this  feledled  number  do 
chufe  two  of  themfelves  for  burgeifes,  contrary, 
as  we  conceive,  to  the  very  charters,  whereby 
it  is  limited  that  the  12  burgefles  fliall  concur 
in  the  ele6tion  of  burgeiTes. 

Of  this   kind   of  compofition,  joining  with 
them  thofe  that  were  mif-eleded  and  falfely  re- 

tiirned. 
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turned,   moft  gracious  fovereign,  confifted  that 
number  in  the   lower  houfe  of  parhament,  the 
firft  day  of  our  fitting,   who  by  violence  and 
force  pulled  down  from  his  chair  Sir  John  Eve- 
rard,  knight,    the  fpeaker  duly  chofen  and  elec- 
ted  by  us,   the  lawful  members  of  that  houfe, 
and  quietly  fettled  and  placed  there,   a  man  of 
grave,   civil,   and  difcreet  carriage,   who  having 
with  great  commendations  a  good  while  fupplied 
the  place  ofone  of  the  juftices  of  your  majefty's  , 
place,  upon  his  furrender  thereof  was  graced  wirh 
a  penfion  by  your  highnefs's  royal  bounty  j  whom 
thefaiddiforderlycompanyhavingforcibly  pulled 
down  as  aforefaid,  tore  his  garments,  and  bruifed 
his  body,  with  like  violence  and  force  they  put 
up  in  his  lap  Sir  John  Davis,    who  being  him- 
felf  in-feleded,   and  falfely  returned    into  the 
houfe,   could  not  be  eleded  to  that  place. 

We   moft  humbly  leave  now   to  your  ma- 

jefty's  due  confideration,    whether  it   ftandeth 

with  the  never  dying  honour  of  your  majefty, 

with  the  good   of   that  commonwealth,    which 

muft  receive  prejudice  by  giving  way  to  fuch  a 

precedent,   or  with   our  own   poor  reputation, 

befides  the  intolerable  hurt  that  muft  fall  on 

ourfelves,  and  on  our  pofterities,  that  we  ftiould 

join  to  be  partakers  in  fuch  kind  of  proceed- 

ings,   we  doubt  not  your  majefty  in  your  tranf- 

cendent  judgment  and  underftanding  will  hold, 

that  in   withdrawing   ourfelves,   and   fignifying 

thofe   proceedings   to  your    highnefs,   we  have 

done  that,   which  in   duty   to    God,  your  ma- 

jefty,  and  our  country,  we  ought  to  have  done, 

and 
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and  that  in  yourprincely  and  hereditary  ju.niice^" 
the  abufes  committed  ihall  be  reformed,  to  thc 
eternal  fame  of  your  highnefs,  and  the  unfpealv- 
able  contentment  of  your  poor  fubjedts  of  that 
kingdom, 

SoME  other  objedions  we  humbly  make  a- 
gainft  the  faid  proceedingSj  which  we  have  di- 
gefted  into  thefe  brief  points  following,  hum- 
bly  raaking  petition  for  fo  much  as  they  depend 
on  matters  of  law,  that  your  highnefs  will  be 
pleafed  to  require  the  judges  of  this  your  high- 
nefs's  kingdom,  to  fignify  their  opinions  con- 
cerning  the  fame,  and  that  we  may  have  war- 
-rants  and  allowance  to  entertain  council  in  law 
upon  the  whole  matter  ;  not  for  that  we  expedt 
that  your  majefty  fhould  proceed  according  to 
the  extremity  of  law,  but  rather  according 
to  your  natural  and  benign  clemency. 

T  H  E  commilfion  dirededi  by  your  highnefs 
for  the  holding  of  their  prefent  parliament  doth 
limit  (as  we  conceive)  that  the  right  honourable 
the  lord  deputy  fhould  caufe  to  be  fummoned 
and  affembled  your  lords  fpiritual  and  temporal, 
and  the  knights,  citizens,  and  burgeifes  of  cities 
and  boroughs,  and  others  whatfoever  of  the  faid 
kingdom,  which  have  ufed  to  come  to  the  faid 
parliament,  according  to  the  cuftom  there  here- 
"tofore  ufed  ;  fo  as  this  authority  being  reftrained 
to  the  ancient  ufage,  mAift  be  ftridly  purfued, 
and  fo  no  warrant  or  ground  to  aifemble  bur- 
geffes  out  of  any  other  but  the  ancient  corpora- 

uons. 
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AjLTHouGH   we  make  no  doubt  but  that 
your  majefty  may  make  as  many  corporations  m 
every  of  your  kingdoms  as  your  highnefs  fhall 
think  expedient,  yet  vve  humbly  leave  to  your 
coniideration,  whether  fuch  new  created  corpo- 
rations  ought  by  the  law  to  have  voice  in  the 
parhament,  before  they  have  allowance  or  con- 
firmation  by  parliament,  or  whether  that  privi* 
lege  or  liberty  do  properly  and  only  belong  (be- 
yond  all  memory)  to  the  ancient  boroughs  ;  and 
whether  the  making  of  many  of  them  only  by 
patent,   do  not  abridge  the  liberties  of  free  par- 
liaments.     Moft  of  thefe  new  corporations  have 
their  patents  and  charters  of  creation  after  the 
date  of  the  faid  commiflion  for  holding  this  par- 
Jiament,  and  fome  after  the  writs  of  fummons 
ifTued  ;  fo  as  there  being  no  warrant  in  the  com- 
milTion  to  call  or  aflTemble  any  borough,  but  fuch 
as  were  in  ejfe  or  being  at  the  date  of  the  faid 
commiflion,    the   fherifFs,   whofe  power  and  au- 
thority  are  derived  under  the   faid  commiflion, 
have  no  warrant  or  authority  to  warn  any  others; 
and  fo   fuch  new  corporations  are  not  to  be  re- 
ceived  in  this  parliament, 

DrvERs  other  quellions  arifing  upon  the 
whole  matter,  we  do  omit  for  avoiding  tediouf- 
nefs  to  your  majefly. 

Needless  tedioufnefs  is  far  unfit  to  trouble 
princes  with,  thereby  to  withdraw  their  minds 
from  far  more  weighty  affairs  ;  notwithftanding, 
rhefe  noblemen,  knights,  citizens,  and  burgefl^es, 
agents  for  the  kingdom  of  Ireland,  have  been

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moft  indiillrious,  and  ufed  great  diligence  in 
profecuting  of  fuch  caufes  (as  they  do  fay)  have 
been  committed  to  their  charge  by  the  reft  of 
the  noblemen  and  commons  of  Ireland.  If  it 
be  fo,  they  have  deferved  great  commendations; 
for  they  have  not  fpared  tedioufnefs  in  their  dif- 
courfes  to  beat  ftill  upon  one  fubjcdl,  viz.  the 
proceedings  of  this  parliament,  by  innumera- 
ble  circumltances,  all  tending  to  induce  his  ma- 
jefty  to  take  diiliking  to  the  lord  deputy's  pro- 
ceedings  in  that  behalf. 

•  In  thefe  laft  advertifements  they  further 
prayed  the  king  to  procure  the  judges  of  Eng- 
land  to  f]gnify  their  opinions  concerning  the  fame, 
and  to  have  vi^arrants  and  allowance  to  entertain 
council  in  law,  fuch  as  they  fhould  chufe.  Thc 
validity  of  thefe  requefls  confidered,  they  were 
neither  denied  nor  granted  ;  but  thefe  agents 
ceafed  not  daily  either  to  importune  the  king, 
or  fome  of  the  council,  fo  that  they  were  never 
at  refl,  as  it  further  appears  by  this  following 
petition.

OST  humbly  making  petition,  that  where- 
as  your  fupplicants  are  commanded  by

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his  majefiy  and  your  honours  to  attend  in  the 
council-chamber  upon  Friday  in   the  afternoon, 
for  reducingto  certain  heads  thedifFerences  fallen 
out  in  the  lower  houfe  of  parhament  in  Ireland 
aforefaid,  complained  of  to  his  majefty  and  your 
honours,   whereby  the  fame  may  be  provided  to 
be  heard  and  decided  by  his  highnefs.     And  for- 
afmuch  as  the  matters  are  of  great  moment,  de- 
pending  upon  queflions  in  law,   which  are  very 
h'ke  to  be  precedents  in  future  times  for  both  the 
kingdom.s  of  England  and  Ireland,  being  govern- 
ed  by  one  law  in  thefe  points,    in  regard  where- 
of  your  fupphcants  were  humble  petitioners  to 
his  majefty  to  have  warrant  for  council  in  law  to 
be  afligned  unto  them,  for  the  better  opening  and 
fetting  forth  of  the  caufe  ;  unto  which  his  high- 
neCs  was  mofl  gracioufly  pleafed   to   give  good 
ear  ;  and  for  that  your  fuppHcants  held  it  not 
expedient  to  trouble  his  highnefs  with  ihe  fign- 
ing  of  warrants  in  this  cafe,  ir  may  pleafe  your 
lordfhips  to  direft   and  appoinr,   that  your  peti- 
tioners  may  have  fufficient  council  in  this  mattcr, 
fuch  as  they  fhall  make  choice  of,    to  the   cnd 
that   the  fame,   after  full  hearing  and  debate, 
^may  the   more  eafily  receive  determination   by 
his  highnefs.

I  HAVE  not  lieard  of  any  allowance  for  thefe 
men  to  be  afligned  as  counfellors  in  law  to  thefe 
agents  of  Ireland  j  but  I  have  feen  that  thefe 
agents  have  profecuted  thofe  fuits  themfelves,  not 
only  in  the  fame  nature  and  forms,  as  formerly 
they  began  concerning  parliament  grievances, 
but  alfo  began  to  fet  on  foot  fuits  in  another  na- 
ture,  and  other  terms  of  civil  grievances  in  civil 
governmenr,  as  it  will  appear  in  the  difcourfes 
following. 

Agentes  Hibernia  Domino  Regi.     z^Jun.  1615. 

WHEREAS  the  king's  mofl  excellent  ma- 
jefty  hath,  by  fmifter  and  undue  courfe 
of  information,  been  induced  to  give  way  to 
the  eredion  of  fundry  corporations  within  the 
realm  of  Ireland,  as  well  in  counties  where  there 
were  no  boroughs,  as  in  others  well  ftored  of 
them  ;  inafmuch,  as  the  agents  from  that  king- 
dom  are  ready  to  make  proof  of  the  poverty  of 
mofl  of  thofe  places,  and  to  give  his  majefty 
other  good  fatisfadion,  why  thefe  corporations 
Ihould  not  be  multiplied  into  fo  great  a  number, 
it  may  pleafe  his  majefty  the  fame  courfe  may 
be  taken  for  the  faid  counties  newly  made,  which 
have  no  ancient  boroughs,  as  was  taken  for  giv- 

ing 
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ing  of  liberty  to  Wales  in  fending  knights  and 
burgefTes  to  the  parliament  in  England  ;  that  is, 
to  give  liberty  by  parHament  for  one  borough  in 
every  fuch  county  to  fend  burgefies  to  the  parlia- 
ment,  which,  befides  the  knights  of  that  fhire, 
may  fuffice,  confiderjng  ihat  in  England  itfelf 
there  be  divers  fhires  that  have  but  one  burgefs 
to  give  voice  in  parliament  ;  and  the  habitation 
of  that  part  of  the  kingdom  of  Ireland  is  not 
comparable  to  either  Wales  or  England,  and, 
hardly  can  one  place  be  now  found  in  every  of 
thefe  new  counties,  fit  to  be  endowed  with  fuch 
hberties. 

Whereas  alfo  divers  falfe  and  undue  re- 
turns  have  been  made  of  knights,  citizens,  and 
burgefles  to  this  parliament  in  Ireland,  for  which 
the  penalties  due  to  his  majefly,  as  well  upon 
the  fheriffs  and  officers,  as  upon  the  parties,  by 
the  law  of  that  kingdom,  will  amount  to  a  great 
fum  of  money  ;  that  his  highnefs  may  be  pleafed 
to  dire(fl,  that  an  indifferent  courfe  may  be  ta- 
ken  with  great  care  in  the  examination  of  the 
premifTes,  and  of  divers  other  abufes  in  men  of 
great  countenance  and  place  there  ;  and  that 
the  penalties  may  be  followed  by  courfe  of  law 
for  his  highnefs's  benefit,  and  the  example  of 
others  hereafter  in  like  cafe  ofFending. 

Whereas  aifo  the  fubjeds  of  Ireland  do  en- 
dure  great  loffes  and  grievances,  by  the  colour  of 
tenures,  wardfhips,  alienations,  intrufions,  and 
concealments,  yielding  very  little  profit  to  his 
majefty,  to  have  thefe  uncertain  fmall  profits 
reduced  to  a  certain  revenue  for  his   majefty  ; 

P  3  that 
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that  his  highnefs  will  be  pleafed,  in  heu  oF 
thefe  and  other  things  incident  thereto,  to  ac- 
cept  by  parliament,  a  yearly  fum  by  way  of 
compofition,  which  will  bring  a  good  increafe  to 
his  highnefs's  yearly  revcnues,  and  give  good 
content  to  his  majefly's  fubjedts. 

Whereas  alfo,  the  king's  majefly  doth  re- 
ceive  a  yearly  compofition,  in  iieu  of  cefs,  and 
other  country  charges,  which  was  made  in  the 
Englifh  pale  for  a  certain  time  only  ;  which  com- 
pofition  is  oftentimes  broken  by  means  of  the 
extortion  of  fqldiers,  and  other  unnecefTary 
charges  impofed  upon  the  fubjedls,  contrary  to 
that  compofition  :  that  his  rnajefty  would  be 
pleafed  to  give  fpecial  order  for  obferving  the 
fame,  and  that  it  may  pleafe  his  majefly,  that 
the  fame,  which  is  now  uncertain,  may  be  con- 
firmed  by  parliament,  with  fuch  cautions  as  fliall 
be  thought  fit. 

L  Thus  far  proceeded  the  lords,  knights,  citi- 
zens,  .and  burgeffes  of  the  parliament,  v/hp 
were  firft  fent  over  into  England  agents  (as  they 
alledged  for  themfelves  and  others  the  lords, 
knighcs,  citizens,  and  burgeffes  of  the  recufant 
faction  in  Ireland)  with  their  petitions,  annexed 
fchedules,  and  other  their  dependent  grieyances, 
But  novv  there  are  other  new  fupplies  comc  over, 
whom  his  majefly  hath  been  gracioufly  pleafed 
to  call  out  of  Ireland  by  fpecial  name,  to  the 
end  that  they  might  fliew  their  general  grie- 
yances  the  better,  by  their  own  fpecial  relation. 
Now  thefe  men  had  their  general  and  particular 
inflrudions  to  join  with  the  former  agents  in  all

their  invedlives  agalnft  the  laTd  deputy, .  as  it 
will  more  plainly  appear  by  the  difcourfeshere- 
after  following.

These  noblemen,  knights,  .and  biirgefFes;' 
recufants  of  Jreland,  fhewed  themfelves  before 
his  majefty,  by  whom  they  were  mofl  gracioufly 
received  ;  and  the  hearing  of  their  caufes' was 
referredto  fucheonvenient  times,  as  his  highnefs 
might  have  convenient  Jeifure'  to  attend  them'.'. 
Now  thefe,  together  with  the  former  lords,: 
knights,  and  burgefles,  did  ufe  daily  to  frequent, 
their  fecret  conventicies,  and  private  meetingsj 
to  confult  and  devife  how  to  frame  p]aintive:pe-' 
ti-tions,  and  irtvedive  articIesUgainfh  the  lord 
deputy,  as  it  will  more  plainiy  appear,  and  mor.e 
manifeftly,  by  the  petitions  and  articles  exhi- 
bited  tohis  majefty,  as  they  do  hereafter^folloivv- 
in  their  due  places.  '•   •

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T  H  E   king's  moft  excellent  majefly,  oiit  of 
his  gracious  and  princely   clemency,  at  fundry 
times  of  his  leifure,  vouchfafed  to  fend  for  fome 
of  thofe  recufants,  lords,   knights,    and  burgef- 
fes  of  the  realm  of  Ireland,   to  difcourfe  with 
them  concerning  their  caufes  or  complaints,  and 
the  orlginal  fecrets  of  their  grievances,  fpecially 
touching   the  lord  deputy  and  his  government ; 
by  which  means,  fome  of  them  anfwering  by  a 
meer.inftincl  of  truth,  which  is  ever  irrefillible, 
confefled  that  the  lord  deputy's  government  v/as 
for  the  moft  part  unreproveable,    as  it  doth  ap- 
pear  in  his  majefty's  fpeech  of  the  2ift  of  April 
1614,  and  the  35  th  fedion  of  that  Speech.    And 
as  it  pleafed  his  majefty  to  proceed   from  quef- 
tion  to  queftion,  at  laft  he  demanded  their  opi- 
nions  concerning  the  pope,  whether  it  were  law- 
ful  for  him  to  depofe  kings,    and  to  give  liberty 
to  fubje<5ts  to  raife  rebellion  againft  their  lawful 
princes,  and  to  deprive  princes  of  their  lives  in 
fuch  cafes  of  religion.     Some  of  them  anfwered, 
that  they  thought  he  might,  or  that  jt  was  in  his 
power  ;  among  whom  William  Talbot  and  Tho- 
mas  Luttrell  were  noted  to  be  moft  peremptory, 
and  therefore  they  were  committed   to  prifon  ; 
William  Talbot  was  committed  clofe  prifoner 
to  the  Tower  of  London,  and  Thomas  Luttrelj 
tO:  the  Fleet. 

Then,  not  long  after,  SirPatrick  Barnwall 

was  called  before  the  lords  of  his  majefty's  moft 

honourable  privy  council,    to  anfwer  certain  let- 

ters  of  his,  which  were  happened  into  the  coun- 

.   '  cirs 
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cirs  hands,  as  it  will  appear  by  this  that  here 
immediately  follows,  the  original  whereof  was 
written  with  Sir  Patrick  Barnwairs  own  hand, 
and  figned,  &c.  (to  which  he  made  a  fubmiffion 
as  followeth.) 

ON  Thurfday  the  22d  of  July  I  was  called 
bcfore  the  lords  of  his  majefty's  moft  honourable 
privy  council,  where  there  were  three  letters  of 
mine  produced,  wherein  were  contained  fome 
matters  ofTenfive,  not  fit  to  have  proceeded  from 
a  man  of  as  little  underflanding  as  myfelf,  where- 
in  I  do  acknowledge  mine  offence,  and  am  mofl 
heartily  forry  for  the  fame,  and  have  befought 
their  lordfhips  to  prefent  to  my  mofl  gracious 
fovereign  my  mofh  humble  acknowledgments  of 
that  my  fault,  and  forrowful  repentance  for  the 
fame,  and  to  be  interceflbrs  for  me  to  his  facred 
majefty  to  remit  my  faid  offence  ;  where,  upon 
my  humble  fuit,  I  found  their  lordfnips  out  of 
their  honourable  difpofitions  to  be  ready  and  wil- 
ling  to  vouchfafe  me  that  favour  ;  which  we  do 
and  mufl  acknowledge  to  be  a  great  and  bind- 
ing  obligation  upon  me.  And  as  for  the  pope's 
authority,  I  have  always  been,  and  am  fully  re- 
folved,  that  the  pope  hath  no  power  to  depofe 
the  king's  moft  excellent  majefly,  or  to  takc 
from  him  the  leafl  part  of  his  dominions,  king- 
doms,  and  countries  ;  and  that  that  dodlrinc  is 
moft  prophane,  impious,  wicked,  and  detefta- 
ble,  that  his  majefty,  or  any  other  fovereigri 
prince,  if  he  were  excommunicated  by  the  pope, 

might 
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might  be  mafTacred  or  done  away  by  his  fub- 
jedts,  or  any  othcr ;  but  do  firmly  hold,  thac 
notwithftanding  any  excommunication,  or  any 
other  ad,  which  is  or  may  be  pronounced  or 
done  by  the  pope  againft  him,  his  highnefs's 
fubjeds  fhould  be  and  ought  to  expend  their 
goods,  eftates,  and  livelihoods,  and  to  expofe  to 
all  danger  and  hazard  their  blood  and  hves  in 
defence  of  his  royat  perfon  from  violence,  his 
kingdoms  and  eflates  from  invafion  and  overrun- 
ning,  as  I  proteft  before  the  majefty  of  Al- 
mighty  God  I  would  do  myfelf.

Here  it  may  be  very  well  noted,  that  the 
lords,  knights,  and  burgeffes,  recufants  of  the 
kingdom  of  Ireland,  when  they  faw  thofe  two 
gentlemen,  whom  they  efteemed  as  chief  of  their 
fadion,  namely,  Sir  William  Talbot  and  Mr. 
Thomas  Luttrell,  committed  to  prifon  for  their 
audacity  In  uttering  their  opinions  concerning 
the  pope  ;  and  that  alfo  that  ancient  knight,  Sir 
Patrick  Barnwall,  was  fo  flridlly  examined  at 
the  council  table,  upon  certain  points  and  parts 
of  his  own  letters,  written  to  Mr.  Chriftopher 
Darcy,  and  others,  as  before  you  have  heard, 
out  of  Vv-hich  we  may  very  well  perceive  by  thefe 
difcourfes,  that  they  began  to  grow  into  very 
fearful  and  troubled  minds,  miflrufting  that  his 
majefty  might  conceive  fome  deep  and  vehement 
fufpicion  againft  them,  concerning  thofe  caufes 
formerly  recited.      But   howfoever    they   were 

troubled 
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troubled  in  mind,  yet  they  took  to  themfelves 
very  good  courage,  and  pkicking  "up  their  fpi- 
rits,  fought  for  fpeedy  remedy.  For  having  at 
the  fame  inflant  a  prefent  occafion  to  complain 
to  the  king  by  petition  of  their  long  attendance 
in  England,  and  of  their  great  expences  and 
charges  rhere,  and  how  that  they  had  not  fuch 
monies  fent  them  out  of  Irejand,  as  vvas  pro- 
mifed  them,  to  defray  their  charges,  by  reafon 
of  a  proclamation  publifhed  by  the  lord  deputy, 
inhibiting  fuch  colledion  of  money,  as  was  im- 
pofed  upon  the  inhabitants  of  Ireland  by  the 
jefuits  and  feminary  priefts. 

Now  in  allhafle  a  petition  was  framed  to  that 
effe(5t,  and  in  the  latter  end  thereof  was  inferted 
a  difcoLirfe  of  their  folemn  proteftationsconcern- 
ing  their  opinions  of  the  pope,  and  of  their 
loyalty,  fidelity,  and  dutiful  obedience  to  his 
majefty,  in  a  very  fubmiffive  manner,  as  here 
doth  foilow,    according  to  the  original. 

To  the  king's  moft  excellent  majefty. 

The  humble  petition  of  the  lords  and  others  of 
the  kingdom  of  Ireland. 

May  it  pleafe  your  highnefs, 

OUR  petitioners  having  fo  long  expefled 
\onr  gracious  plcafure  and  refolution  con- 
cerning  the  general  afFairs  of  their  complaints, 
as  tl  eir  means  is  altogether  fpent,  and  the  fup- 
ply  of  their  wants  become  hopelefs,  by  means  of 

a  pro- 
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a  proclamation  lately  prodaimed  in  your  majef- 
ty*s  realm  of  Ireland,  ftraightly  inhibiting  any 
colledion,  or  voluntary  contribution  to  be  levied 
or  fent  to  defray  their  neceflary  charges  towards 
the  attendance  of  your  princely  pleafure,  as  by 
the  tenor  of  the  faid  proclamation  extant  to  be 
feen,  appeareth  ;  which  courfes  enforce  your 
petitioners  beyond  all  vvillingnefs  to  importune 
your  royal  majefly  to  vouchfafe  to  fpeedy  a  dif- 
patch,  as  the  necelTity  of  their  wants  greatly 
urgeth.  And  further,  to  be  pleafed  out  of  your 
matchlefs  clemency,  to  accept  your  petitioners 
unfeigned  proteftation  of  their  bounden  fidelity 
and  loyalty  to  your  highnefs,  which  freely  pro- 
eeedeth  from  undoubted  true  hearts,  without  e- 
quivocation  or  menial  refervation,  that  neither 
the  pope,  nor  any  other  potentare  whatfoever, 
hath  authority  to  put  your  highnefs  from  the 
crown,  deprive  you  of  your  kingdoms,  or  te> 
commit  fo  horrible  an  ad,  as  to  the  authority 
or  licence,  to  bereave  your  facred  majefty  of 
your  life,  which  we  ever  held  and  do  hold  mofl 
odious  to  be  thought  of  or  fpoken  :  for  the  de- 
fence  whereof  your  petitioners  lives,  lands,  and 
goods,  fhall  be  always  ready,  as  becometh  true 
fubjeds,  wherein  \ve  are  affured  your  majefly's 
poor  fubje(5l  Wiliiam  Talbot,  now  a  clofe  prifoner 
fn  the  Tower,  will  join,  the  confidence  of  whofe 
unfeigned  thoughts  therein  moveth  us  to  profcrate 
ourfelves  at  your  majefly's  feet,  humbly  defiring 
a  commiferation  of  his  reflraint,  with  a  favour- 
able  conflruttion  of  our  fincerity  and  faithful 
intents  j  and  your   petitioners  fhall  inceflantly 

pray 
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pray  for  your  highnefs's  reign  over  your  king- 
doms,  with  increafe  of  fehcity  long  to  continue. 
There  was  not  any  fpeedy  anfwer  made  to 
this  petition,  by  reafon  his  majefty  was  not  then 
at  leifure.  But  there  remaineth  yet  to  be  fet 
down  another  petition,  which  the  recufant  lords 
exhibited  to  the  king  againft  the  lord  deputy, 
whereunto  were  annexed  many  articles  of  abufes 
and  grievances  ;  which  petition,  together  with 
the  articles  of  abufes,  were  fent  over  into  Ire- 
Jand,  to  the  lord  deputy,  who  fpeedily  anfwer- 
ed  every  feveral  article,  as  it  will  appear  in  the 
fiibfequent  difcourfes. 

To  the  king's  mofl  excellent  majefly. 

The  humble  petition  of  the  lords,  knights,  and 
others,  of  his  highnefs's  realm  of  Ireland,  now 
attending  his  majefly  here,  as  agents  in  the 
behalf  of  themfelves,  and  others  his  high- 
nefs's  fubjeds  of  that  kingdom,  by  whom 
they  are  authorized. 

MAY  it  pleafe  your  mofl  excellent  ma- 
jefty,  according  to  our  bounden  duty  to 
your  highnefs,  and  the  inflrudions  given  us,  we 
have  prefumed  to  ofFer  to  your  majefly's  moft 
gracious  confideration,  a  brief  relarion  of  divers 
great  enormities  and  prefTures,  which  for  feve- 
ral  years  pafl,  your  highnefs's  fubjedls  of  that 
kingdom,  did,  and  yet  do  bear,  whereof,  if  your 
majefty  fhall  make  any  doubt,  we  humbly  be- 
feech  your  highnefs  to  appoint  fome  indifFerent 

commilfioners 
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commiflioners  to  examine  the  relations  in  parti- 
cular,  and  finding  the  fame  to  be  true  (as  with- 
out  doubt  they  are)  that  your  highnefs  will  be 
gracioufly  pleafed  to  fettle  a  courre,  when  time 
and  occafion  lliall  ferve,  for  remedy  of  thofe 
grievances  and  diforders,  whereby  your  poor 
fubjedls  of  that  kingdom  may  enjoy  fomc  part 
of  thofe  bleilings,  which  God  hath  abundantly 
caft  upon  other  of  your  highnefs's  dominions, 
during  your  majefly's  moft  profperous  reign. 
And  now  that  your  petitioners  do  attend  only 
your  majefty's  refolution,  touching  the  caufes  of 
parhament,  that  yourhighnefs  will  be  gracioufly 
pleafed  to  difpatch  them  with  that  favour  and 
clemcncy,  which  beft  befits  fo  mighty  a  mo- 
narch,  and  is  fo  much  expedted  and  defired  by 
your  majefly's  faid  hum.ble  fubjeds  of  that  king- 
dom,  as  they  fhall  continually  pray,  &:c. 

Divers  diforders  in  the  kingdom  of  Ireland, 
committed  and  done  by  martial  men. 

THE  great  extortion  of  foldiers,  by  their 
continual  ranging,  and  thorough  faring  in  the 
country,  taking  up  meat^  and  drink,  and  lodg- 
ing,  without  giving  any  thing  for  it,  and  not 
content  with  fuch  provifions  as  the  poor  inhabi- 
tants  are  able  to  afford  ;  they  exa6l  alfo  money 
from  them  at  exceflive  rates,  during  all  which 
time  of  the  foldiers  being  in  the  country,  the 
commanders  and  captains  receive  the  foldiers 
pay,  without  any  eafe  or  difcharge  to  your  ma- 
jeftys  treafure. 

The 
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The  pretences  whereupon  they  take  occafion  to 
go  abroad  in  this  manner  commonly,  are  thefe 
hereafter  mentioned,  or  the  like. 

1 .  TO  levy  your  raajefly's  rents  and  compo- 
fitions,  which  ought  to  be  taken  up  by  the  (he- 
riffs  and  colledors  appointed  for  that  purpofe, 
who  may  do  it  without  interruption,  and  do  al- 
ways  exaft  and  take  aliowance  from  the  coun- 
try  for  levying  the  fame. 

2.  Under  pretence  to  fet  forward  the  build- 
ing  of  churches,  bridges,  &c.  things,  which 
without  fuch  extraordinary  courfe,  might  be 
effefted  by  the  ordinary  means  in  fuch  cafes- 
and  though  the  country  have  been  put  to  infinite 
charges,  for  thefe  buildings  of  churches,  andthe 
parifhioners  for  the  moft  part,  have  performed 
their  duties  in  building  their  proportions,  yet 
are  the  churches  in  no  good  cafe,  the  prin- 
cipal  parts  of  them,  which  ought  to  be  build- 
ed  upon  the  charges  of  the  vicars  and  par- 
fons,  remaining  for  the  moil:  part  ruinous  and 
unrepaired. 

3.  Upon  colour  of  feeking  for  run-away  fol- 
diers,  for  removing  of  prifoners  from  one  goal, 
and  from  one  county  to  another,  which  in  this 
peaceable  time,  without  danger,  might  be  per- 
formed  by  the  fheriff  and  his  officers. 

4.  FoR  the  benefit  and  continuance  of  thofe 
which  have  martial  law  given  them,  who  do 
range  from  one  place  to  another,  to  the  intole- 
rable  charge  and  trouble  of  the  fubjedls  ;  where- 
as,    rlow   in    ihis  peaceable  time,   martial  law 

needeth 
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needeth  not  to  be  exercifed  ;  but  every  offender 
jfhould  be  tried  by  the  laws  of  the  realm,  where- 
by  jiiflice  may  have  its  due  courfe,  and  rhe  ac- 
ceflaries  of  felons  might  be  brought  to  their 
trials  and  condemnation,  whcreof  they  are  dif- 
charged,  when  the  principal  is  cxecuted  by 
martial  law  ;  by  means  whereof,  your  majefly 
lofeth  the  benelit,  which  the  law  would  give  to 
your  highnefs,  by  the  forfeiture  of  goods  and 
]ands  of  the  principals  and  accefTaries,  Be- 
iides,  it  is  a  thing  dangerous  to  the  fubjeds,  that 
this  power  is  given  in  this  quiet  time  to  private 
men,  who  upon  malice  or  corruption  may  take 
away  a  man's  life  without  trial. 

5.  SoLDiERS  do  alfo  pafs  from  their  garrifbn 
jnto  the  country,  upon  colour  of  convoys-fervice, 
and  upon  divers  other  pretences,  which  either 
are  needlefs,  or  might  be  otherwife  by  ordinary 
means  accomplifhed.  Neither  do  thofe  foldiers 
take  the  fhorteft  way  to  the  place  where  their 
occafions  do  lie,  neither  will  they  travel '  by  the 
day  any  reafonable  journey,  but  do  fetch  about 
long  circuits,  and  linger  the  time  of  purpofe  to 
benefit  themfelves  by  extortions,  the  burdens  of 
which  extortions  are  fo  heavy,  as  the  inhabirants 
of  divers  parifhes  and  villages  are  fain  to  buy 
their  eafe  with  fums  of  money  given  to  the  fol- 
diers  to  pafs  them  over,  and  to  lie  upon  others. 

6.  The  poor  fubjccfts  that  feel  thefe  grievan- 
ces,  have  in  a  manner  left  off  to  complain,  as 
weli  for  fear  of  the  foldiers,  as  alfo  for  that  upon 
their  complaints  heretofore,  they  have  had  little 

redrefs. 
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redrefs.  Befides,  they  are  more  difcouraged, 
feeing  fo  many  captains  and  commanders  of  late 
made  counfellors  of  ftate  ;  and  as  for  the  pun- 
ifliment  provided  by  the  laws  of  the  realm,  for 
extortion  and  abufes  committed  by  foldiers,  fhe- 
rifFs,  and  others,  and  for  thofe  that  be  adtors 
therein,  the  fubjeds  have  as  little  hope  of  relief 
thereby,  for  that  pardons  are  commonly  grant- 
ed,  and  fometimes  the  proceedings  againft  them, 
and  thofe  that  be  adors  therein,  are  ftayed  and 
forborne  to  be  profecuted,  as  well  through  the 
fear  the  jurors  do  conceive  of  the  foldiers,  as 
otherwife.  Neither  is  that  proceeding  of  Sir 
John  Davis,  the  attorney  general,  to  be  forgot- 
ten,  having  taken,  and  doth  draw  from  the  file 
the  record  of  an  indidlment  prefented  againfl  a 
colledor,  for  cefling  of  foldiers  unlawfully,  as  a 
cafe  not  meet  to  be  profecuted. 

7.  Whereas  alfo,  there  is  a  compofition 
granted  within  that  kingdom,  of  great  fums  of 
money  to  your  majefty,  in  lieu  of  (among  other 
things)  all  country  charges,  as  cefs  of  foldiers,  and 
other  fuch  kind  of  impofitions,  as  were  formerly 
exadled  of  the  country  for  provifions  of  the 
lord  deputy's  houfe,  horfes,  and  other  fuch  like 
things  ;  which  fums  of  money  to  your  majefly 
are  duly  paid  by  the  fubjeds,  yet  this  compofi- 
tion  is  not  obferved  unto  them  ;  for  there  are 
divers  breaches  thereof  made,  by  the  ceffing  of 
foldiers,  both  foot  and  hoife,  as  aforefaid,  plot- 
ting  of  hay  and  oats  upon  the  country,  for  the 
provifion  of  horfe,  for  not  delivering  whereof, 
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the  foldiers  are  placed  and  cefled  upon  the  inha- 
bitants,  taking  money  at  exceflive  rates  for 
themfelves  and  horfes,  and  for  the  hay  aforefaid. 

8.  DivERs  general  hofl:ings  and  rifings  out 
of  late  years  fmce  the  wars  ended,  fet  forth, 
although  the  country  was  fo  quiet,  as  there 
needed  no  army  for  pafling  through  the  fame  ; 
for  which  general  hofl:ings,  ahhough  there  were 
not  in  ihe  army  above  6  or  700  men,  yet  the 
Englifli  pale,  being  but  5  fliires,  was  charged 
with  1500  carriage  horfes,  vvith  their  leaders, 
or  thereabouts,  being  as  great  a  proportion  as 
was  required  for  the  whole  army,  when  the  fame 
was  at  the  number  of  18000,  or  more  ;  and  al- 
rhough  a  few  horfes  fufficed  for  the  carriages  of 
that  fmall  army,  yet  the  fubjefts  were  driven  to 
pay  the  refidue  of  the  carriage  horfes  (which 
was  not  ufed)  great  fums  of  money,  to  their 
great  lofs  and  impoverifliment,  whereby  your 
highnefs  received  no  benefit. 

9.  In  the  provincial  government  of  Conaught 
ihere  are  taken  up  for  the  vice  prefident,  beeves, 
mutton,  and  pork,  and  other  cates,  without 
paying  the  vakie  of  them  as  they  are  worth, 
which  is  contrary  to  the  compofition  aforefaid. 

10.  In  the  northern  countries,  the  flieriffs, 
governors,  marflials,  and  others,  do  take  for 
permitting  the  inhabitants  to  ufe  their  Irifli  and 
fhort  ploughs,  after  the  rate  of  los.  by  the  year 
for  every  plough,  which  is  now  come  to  be  an 
exadl  revenue  of  extraordinary  great  vahie  to 
thofe  oflicers,  to  the  great  grief  and  impove- 
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rilliment  of  the  people,  who  have  neither  thq 
fkill  nor  means  to  ufe  other  plonghs  ;  and  until 
in  thofe  places  the  people  were  of  more  abihty, 
this  mighc  be  forbornei  there  being  no  law 
againft  that  kind  of  ploughing. 

II.  In  fome  of  thefe  remote  countries,  like- 
wife,  the  fheriffs  do  exa6t  and  take  up  quarterly 
upon  every  poleor  take  of  land,  which  is  50  or  60. 
acres,  certain  money  for  the  diet  and  lodging  of 
themfelves,  their  fervants  and  officers,  befides 
the  ceffing  of  their  horfes  upon  the  inhabitants 
of  that  country,  which  is  exprefsly  forbidden 
by  the  laws  ;  and  this  exaded  charge  now 
amounteth  to  a  revenue  of  value  to  thofe  offi- 
cers,  a  charge  to  the  inhabitants,  and  no  benefit 
to  your  highnefs. 

Difbrders  and  abufes  in  the  civil  government. 

1.  MANY  caufes  between  party  and  party, 
which  are  properly  determinable  by  the  ordina- 
ry  courfe  of  law,  are  decided  at  the  council 
table,  and  the  courfes  of  common  law,  and  exe- 
cution  of  judgment,  fometimes  ftayed,  by  war- 
rant  from  thence,  which  is  contrary  to  expreft 
laws  and  flatutes  made  in  that  kingdom.  And 
in  deciding  of  fuch  caufes  at  the  council  table, 
the  fame  being  put  to  voice  (as  the  courfe  there 
is)  the  martial  men  (being  the  greateft  number) 
having  lefTer  ikill,  may  over-rule  thejudges  m 
law  matters. 

2.  In  trial  of  criminal  caufes,  and  men's  lives 
(which  the  law  doth  much  favour)  the  jurors  are 
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ordinarily  threatened  by  your  majefty's  council 
at  law  to  be  brought  into  the  fhar  chamber,  in- 
fomuch,  as  it  is  great  danger  for  any  innocent 
raan,  if  he  be  accufed  upon  malice,  or  upon 
light  ground  of  fufpicion,  thejurors  being  terri- 
iied  through  fear  of  imprifonment,  of  lofs  of 
their  ears,  and  of  their  goods,  may  condemn 
him,  and  the  rather,  for  that  it  is  an  opinion 
pubiickly  delivered  and  maintained  by  the  lord 
chief  baron  in  the  ftar  chamber,  that  upon  proof 
or  evidence  given  by  witneffes,  the  jurors  are 
bound  to  go  according  to  that,  though  it  were 
contrary  to  their  precife  knowledge. 

3.  At  the  affizes  and  feffions,  likewife  abroad, 
into  the  country,  and  fpecially  where  your 
highnefs's  council  at  law  are  employed  as  judges, 
the  jurors  are  commonly  bound  over  to  appear 
in  the  ftar  chamber,  where  they  are  not  allowed 
council  to  fpeak  for  them  -,  (o  that  moft  of  them 
do  rather  chufe  to  endure  the  penalty  or  lofs  of 
iffi.ies,  than  to  appear  on  juries,  the  courfe  held 
with  them  is  fo  ftrid  and  fevere. 

4.  DivERS  ciijlodiams,  injuncflions,  and  fei- 
zures,  are  granted  from  the  court  of  exchequer, 
to  put  men  out  of  their  houfes  and  lands,  for  not 
fuing  out  of  their  liveries  or  oufter  k  maines, 
from  which  they  are  barred,  after  compounding 
and  paying  for  the  fame,  upon  pretence  that 
tliey  do  not  fwear  the  oath  of  fupremacy. 

5.  DivERS  proceffies  iffiie  out  of  that  court 
for  1'evying  great  fums  of  money  for  your  ma- 
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clerks  of  that  court,  to  get  themfelves  fees  by 
bringing  men  into  the  court  to  anfwer,  vvhere 
they  mull  pay  exceffively,  though  your  majefty 
get  nothing.     . 

6.  The  lords,  gentlemen,  and  freeholders, 
are  generally  brought  in  by  procefs  into  the  ex- 
chequer  ;  alfo,  for  refped  of  homage,  for  which 
they  are  driven  to  pay  more  than  ever  was  de- 
raanded  heretofore,  they  being  forced  to  pay  fe- 
verally  for  every  fmall  portion  they  hold,  and 
fometimes,  for  the  feveral  parcels  of  the  fame 
manor ;  and  yet  the  charter  fees  are  greater 
than  your  majefty's  demands  in  fuchcafes;  nor 
can  we  learn  that  a  true  account  is  made  to 
your  majefty  for  thefe  monies,  for  refpedl:  of 
homage,  which  the  clerks  do  receive,  amountT 
ing  to  great  fums  yearly. 

7.  Many  pofleffions  and  inheritances  of  great 
antiquity  are  called  in  queftion,  upon  idle 
fleeping  records,  at  the  profecution  of  fome 
private  men,  for  their  own  private  gain,  pafling 
letters  patent  thereupon,  without  any  benefit  of 
moment  to  your  majefty. 

8.  The  incumbrance  impoverifhing  the 
whole  kingdom,  through  the  heavy  charge  fuf- 
tained  by  the  fubje(Sts,  by  reafbn  of  intrufions, 
for  not  having  pardons  of  alienations,  liveries, 
or  oujier  le  maines^  the  benefit  whereof,  for  the 
moft  part,  is  granted  to  mean  men,  and  to 
fome  the  intrufions  of  whole  counties  granted 
entirely ;  and  many  of  thofe  intrufions  are 
granted  upon  very  old  records,  contrary  to  the 
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records  of  later  times.  And  although  fome  havc 
been  forced  to  compound  for  thofe  intrufions, 
and  have  paid  great  furas  of  money  according 
to  the  agreement,  yet  they  have  been  driven  to 
compound  u^ith  others  a  fecond  time  ;  and  after 
all  thofe  cuftodiams  granted,  and  injundlions  a- 
warded,  to  put  them  out  of  polTeffion  of  their 
dwelling  houfes  for  the  fame  matter. 

9.  Wardships  are  commonly  granted  to 
mean  men,  and  meer  ftrangers  to  the  heirs,  that 
are  in  your  majefty's  ward,  whereby  the  wards 
are  neither  well  nurtured,  bred  nor  preferred, 
and  their  kindred  forbidden  from  any  difpofitiori 
ofthem. 

10.  Very  few  of  the  natives  of  the  kingdom 
are  admitted  to  anyjudicial  place  or  minilteria} 
office,  how  mean  foever,  whereby  your  majefty 
is  put  to  greater  charge,  than  in  former  times 
your  highnefs's  predeceffors  were  ;  and  yet, 
many  places,  through  infufficiency,  ill  fupplied, 
and  the  fubjeds  there  much  difcouraged  to  fol- 
low  any  courfe  of  learning  to  gain  their  liveli- 
hood  in  their  own  country,  but  are  driven  to 
feek  relief  among  foreign  nations,  which  breeds 
jealousconceits  of  their  loyalty.  Neither  can  it 
be  withoutgreat  inconvenience  in  that  kingdom, 
in  that  the  judges,  being  unacquainted  with  the 
Irifti  language,  do  not  underftand  the  party  or 
witnefsthatfpeaknoEnglifti,  whereby  they  can- 
not  fo  well  judge  of  the  caufe. 

11.  Many  men  having  no  freehold,  and  very 
little  other  means,   made  ftieriffs  of  counties, 
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and  holdiEg  the  famedivers  years  together,  con- 
trary  to  the  laws,  who  for  their  own  private  ad- 
vantage  do  appoint  under  them  inferior  minifters 
of  httle  reputation,  and  fome  of  fmall  honefty, 
who  feek  by  pilhng  and  polhng  the  poor  fubjedt, 
to  repair  their  ovvn  eftates,  few  of  them  be- 
ing  of  their  own  means  able  to  difcharge 
their  accounts,  and  many  of  them,  if  they 
fhould  be  called  in  queftion  for  the  pradices 
and  falfe  returns  to  the  parliament,  are  not  able 
to  fatisfy  your  majefty's  fine,  or  the  parties  ac- 
count. 

12.  The  officers  andclerks  ofcourts  through 
their  greedinefs  taking  exceflive  fees,  far  ex- 
ceeding  that  was  accuftomed  in  that  kingdom  to 
be  taken  ;  infomuch  that  they  have  made  men 
weary  of  profecuting  their  law  caufes,  and 
fuitors  by  thefe  means  greatly  impoverifhed, 

13.  Many  indireft  and  cautelous  pradlices 
ufed  by  fome  efcheators  and  their  deputies,  in 
the  taking  and  returning  of  offices  ;  fometimes 
contrary  to  the  dominicals  or  finding  of  the  ju- 
rors  ;  fometimes  alfo  keeping  the  offices  long  in 
their  hands  before  they  be  returned,  and  then 
returning  of  them  fecretly,  without  the  know- 
ledge  of  the  party,  to  the  great  prejudice  of  the 
fubjea. 

14.  The  fines  and  amerciaments  of  jurors, 
for  not  appearing  in  the  courts,  are  granted  for 
a  fmall  rent  to  one  Wefton,  who  dealing  wiih 
the  clerk  of  the  affize  or  feffions,  or  other  clerks 
that  do  follow  the  judges  of  affize,  the  amerciar 
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raents  and  fines  for  not  appearing,  are  grown 
far  more  heavy  than  in  times  paft,  when  it  was 
in  your  maje{ly's  hands  ;  and  now  there  is  little 
or  no  mitigation  of  any  fine  impofed,  as  there 
was  wont  to  be,  which  doth  much  grieve  the 
fubjeds  ;  and  it  is  a  great  prejudice  to  your 
highnefs  to  part  with  a  royahy  of  fo  great 
value,  for  fo  fmall  confideration, 

15.  The  fubjeds  are  much  vexed  by  procefs 
out  of  courts,  for  making  aqua  vita^  tanning  of 
leather,  and  other  things,  though  prohibited  by 
ftatute,  yet  not  much  hurtful  to  the  common- 
weahh  at  this  prefent  ;  which  procefs  is  procur- 
ed  by  men,  to  whom  grants  are  made  to  hcenfe 
only  whorn  they  pleafe,  whereby  they  make  to 
ihemfelves  great  revenue,  with  fmall  benefit  to 
your  majefty,  and  a  great  difcouragement  to  ar- 
tificers  and  others,  that  were  better  ufe  thofe 
trades  than  hve  idly.  .'rrr,^/: 

.16.  Whereas  fome  ftatutes  were  heretofore 
made,  when  the  kingdom  of  Ireland  was  not 
thoroughly  irihabited  or  manured,  againft  the 
tranfporting  of  corn  and  other  commodities  out 
of  that  kingdom;  tp  difpenfe  with  thofegrantsare 
now  made  to  particular  perfons,  who  make  their 
private  gain  thereof,  giving  licence  only  to  fuch 
as  would  compound  with  them  for  the  fame  : 
and  now  that  there  is  a  general  fcarcity  of  coin 
in  that  kingdom,  and  that  the  country  is  tho=- 
roughly  manured,  and  fo  great  ftore.of  corn,  if 
now  it  will  pleafe  your  majefty  to  give  v?ay  that 
thefe  ftatute  laws  be  fufpendcd  for  a  time,  that 
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traffick  may  be  the  more  free  and  open,  by 
tranfporting  the  commodities  of  the  country, 
and  bringing  in  coin  thereunto,  it  will  be  a  means 
to  raife  your  highnefs's  revenues  and  cufloms, 
and  better  the  eflate  of  the  fubje(5ts  there.  ' 

17.  EscHEATED  lauds  of  great  value  for  the 
benefit  of  the  furveyors  and  great  men,  furvey- 
ed  at  very  low  rates,  whereby  your  highnefs's , 
nevenues  are  impaired,  and  divers,  who  had  not 
one  foot  of  land  in  that  kingdom,  within  thefe 
10  years,  are  now  compared  to  3  or  4  of  the 
ancient  nobihty  for  revenues. 

18.  The  llatute  made  the  2d  of  EHzabeth, 
laying  a  penalty  of  1 2  d,  every  Sunday  and  ho- 
liday,  for  not  going  to  church,  is  put  ftridly  in 
execution  in  many  places ;  but  the  faid  money, 
being  a  great  matter  of  value  over  the  wholc 
kingdom,  is  not  emiployed  upori  the  poor,  ac- 
cording  to  the  flatute,  but  broiight  into  the 
hands  <pf  the  clerks  of  thofe  courts  -,  but  how 
they  difpofe  it,  the  parifhioners  or  cliurch-war- 
dens  know  not. 

M^NY  other  grievances  than  be  here  expref^ 
fed,  are  endured  by  your  highnefs's  fubjedls  of 
that  poor  kingdom  ;  neither  is  it  to  be  paffed 
over  in  filence,  that  the  ancient  nobility  of  the 
kingdom  are,  for  the  mofl  part,  not  only  de- 
barred  from  publick  employments,  but  alfo  are 
vile,  pended,  and  fet  at  nought,  difgraced  by 
thofe  that  are  newly  raifed  to  honour,  place,  and 
means,  who  might  very  well  content  themfelves 
with  the  greatnefs  of  your  highnefs's  bounty, 

and 
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znd  not  derogate  from  otliers,  whofe  anceflors 
and  themfelves  have  long  deferved,  v/ith  the 
price  of  their  blood,  thofe  titles  and  eftates,» 
whicli  are  defcended  to  them  of  antiquity. 

To  the  king's  moH  excellent  majefty, 

The  fubmiflive  anfwer  of  your  majefty's  deputy 
of  Ireland,  in  his  own  name,  and  the  names 
of  your  princely  and  learned  council,  and  of 
other  your  highnefs's  officers,  fcandalized  in  a 
petition  preferred  by  the  reverend  lords,  and 
others  now  there,  in  the  behalf  of  themfelves, 
and  others,  your  highnefs's  fubjects  of  this 
kingdom,  by  whom  (if  their  own  tales  be 
true)  they  are  not  authorized. 

FIRST,  I.do  humbly  pray,  that  the  autho- 
rity  and  inftrudions,  which  they  avouch  as 
theground  of  their  complaints,  may  be  called 
for  and  perufed.  Next,  that  your  majefty  will 
be  gracioufly  pleafed  (if  you  fo  think  it  fit)  to 
appoint  indifFerent  commiflipners,  to  examine 
what  by  them  is  fuggefled;  and  their  complaints 
being  found  true,  that  the  offenders  receive  con- 
Hign  punifhment ;  if  their  tales  prove  forged, 
that  they  may  tafle  of  the  bitter  cup  which  they 
liave  prepared  for  others. 

.Those  lords  and  gentlemcn  did  never  com- 
plain  of  thofe  aggrievances  here,  whereby  notice 
might  be  taken  of  the  foldiers  diforders  ;  but 
out  of  love  to  have  the  difcipline  of  war  obferv- 
ed,  I  have  lodged  the  troops  of  horfe,   and  com- 
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panies  of  foot,  in  feveral  garrifons  proper,  and 
mofl  convenient  to  anfwer  your  majefty's  fervice 
upon  all  occafions,  from  which  no  officer  or  fol- 
dier  may  depart  without  licence  of  the  captain  j 
if  he  do  range  the  country,  taking  meat,  drink, 
and  money,  as  is  alledged,  he  is  to  die  for  it 
by  our  law  ;  and  fo  much  have  I  often  made 
known  to  the  juftices  of  peace  and  other  officers, 
and  fubjefls,  and  have  withal  required  them  to 
give  no  meat,  drink,  or  lodging  to  fuch  a  foldier, 
but  to  apprehend  him  or  them,  and  to  bring  or 
fend  them  to  their  captains,  or  to  the  marflial 
of  thearmy,  who  would  punifh  the  ofFence  ac- 
cording  to  the  quality  of  it.  And  v/hereas  it  is 
faid,  that  the  captains  make  profit  of  the  foldiers 
extortions,  I  conceive  it  to  be  an  unjuft  taxa- 
tion  ;  for  I  cannot  yet  think  that  any  of  them 
vvill  permit  his  foldier  to  opprefs  the  meaneft 
fubjed:,  nor  that  they  are  fo  bafe  as  to  affe<5t 
fuch  unjuft  gains;  and  therefore,  I  humbly  pray, 
that  they  be  enjoined  to  defcend  to  particulars, 
that  the  accufed  may  be  called  to  anfwer  ;  as 
they  accufe  aJl,  fo  in  the  mean  time  I  excufe 
none. 

I.  The  foJdiers  are  never  fent  to  colle£t  the 
king's  rents,  but  when  the  compofition  is  not 
paid  within  a  convenient  time  after  it  is  due. 
They  are  indeed  fent  abroad  by  warrant,  in 
fmall  parties  of  6,  8,  or  10,  in  a  barony,  to 
quicken  the  collecflion  of  it,  which  is  never  done 
but  upon  the  requeft  of  the  treafurer,  or  his 
minifters,  and  were  it  to  be  brought  in  by  thc 
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©rdinary  writ  of  the  excheqiier,  as  the  rents  are, 
they  would  not  call  for  the  Ibldiers  ;  but  the 
CDrnpofition  being  given  in  heu  of  cefs,  it  is 
ftroper  to  be  levied  by  the  foldier,  if  it  be  not 
paid  in  due  time. 

2.  FoR  the  bridges  there  was  never  horfe  or 
f)Qt  fent  to  quicken  that  work  :  but  for  the 
churches,  whicb  1  found  all  ruinous,  and  niany 
liiitterly  defaced  (a  fpedacle  grievous  to  the  fight 
of  all  good  chriflians)  I  gave  fundry  diredions 
for  the  rebuilding  and  repairing  of  them  ;  and 
£nding  that  words  prevailed  not,  I  fent  a  few 
Eiorfe  to  He  upon  the  inhabitants  of  the  pariflies, 
wheTe  fuch  defeCts  were,  until  they  gave  bonds 
tOE  perform  thofe  works,  for  which  a  year's  time 
was:  always  given,  and  in  many  places  more, 
and  upon  giving  bonds  they  were  prefently  re- 
moved.  This  was  done  moie  than  three  years 
fince,,  and  would  never  have  been  fpokenof  (the 
liarm  was  fo  unfit)  and  their  priefls  commend- 
ing  the  work,  but  that  they  wanted  matter 
wherewith  to  fill  their  paper  ;  and  if  the  chan- 
cels  be  not  repaired,  the  fault  is  in  the  noble- 
men  and  gentlemen,  who  have  impropriations, 
as  well  as  in  the  parfons  and  vicars  :  but  this  I 
•^111  redrefs  with  expedition. 

3.  This  is  a  meer  fuggeflion ;  for  foldiers  run 
|iot  now  from  their  colours,  as  in  times  paft,  and 
thefe  complainants  underftand  not  that  we  are 
daily  importuned  to  entertain  men,  not  to  dif- 
charge  them.  But  they  are  now  and  then  fent 
indeed  to  convoy  prifoners,  being  priefts  or  other 

notable 
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notable  malefadors,  without  which  the  flierifli 
ofiicers  would  perhaps  fufFer  them  to  efcape,  ccr 
they  would  be  refcued  from  them  by  the  coun- 
try,  jis  experience  hath  taught  us. 

4.  No  provoft  martial  hath  been  fent  abroa^ 
with  troops  of  men  in  execution  of  his  office 
thefe  6  years  paft  (as  I  take  it)  except  it  were  in 
the  province  of  Munfler,  to  fcour  and  rid  tbc 
iea-coafls  of  pirates.  Neither  have  there  beem 
three  offenders  executed  in  Leinfler,  and  tbc 
pale  by  martial  iaw  for  thefe  6  years  (pirates  ex- 
cepted)  for  which  I  have  reproved  the  provoits, 
knowing  it  ,proceeds  from  their  negligence  in 
not  executing  their  office  accordirg  to  the  truit 
xepofed  in  them,  not  from  the  reformation  of 
vile  rogues,  rhimers,  and  wanderers,  whichare 
indeed  the  oppreffors  of  the  people,  and  nca: 
the  fbldier  5  but  of  thefe  they  complain  hot,  for 
that  they  do  at  the  cuflom  of  the  country  ;  and 
here  it  is  to  be  underflood,  that  a  provofl  mar- 
tiai  cannot  execute  by  martial  law  anyoffender, 
who  is  worth  ten  pounds  in  goods,  or  hath  forty 
fhillings  in  freehold  ;  by  which  it  may  appear 
that  this  complaint  is  needlefs. 

5.  I  KNOW  not  whom  they  accufe  by  this  ar- 
ticle  for  convoys;  we  fend  none  in  this  province, 
but  for  the  guard  of  prifoners,  as  aforefaid ;  an<3 
when  they  are  fent  for  that  fervice,  they  are  di- 
reded  by  their  warrants  to  march  ten  miles  a 
day  m  the  diretfl  way  to  the  place  which  they 
are  fent,  and  are  likewife  in  the  warrant  forbid- 
den  to  opprefs  and  extort  upon  the  people,  and 

to 
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to  content  themfelves  with  fuch  meat  and  drink 
as  they  can  afFord,  and  for  the  fame  to  pay 
ready  money,  or  to  give  a  ticket.  If  the  foldiers 
have  mifdemeaned  themfelves  to  the  contrary, 
upon  complaint,  the  wrong  fhould  have  been 
redrefled. 

6.  I  wiSH  them  to  declare  to  whom  they  have 
complained  with  fo  unprofitable  fuccefs,  and 
what  foldiers  have  given  them  caufe  of  fear ;  if 
they  do  not,  I  humbly  pray  that  this  may  be 
taken  for  a  forged  furmife  to  fcandalize  the 
commanders,  and  make  the  foldiers  more  odi- 
ous  ;  they  feem  to  be  ofFended  that  fo  many 
captains  and  commanders  are  of  iate  made  coun- 
fellors  of  ftate  ;  to  this  I  muft  anfwer,  that  none 
are  admitted  to  that  honour,  but  by  your  ma- 
jefly's  letters  direding  and  requiring  it  ;  and 
thofe  you  have  chofen  are  fo  jufl  and  honourable, 
that  none  would  be  more  fevere  in  punifhing 
the  foldiers  offences,  if  they  were  complained 
of  and  profecuted  ;  and  I  think  they  cannot 
produce  any  fuch  to  have  been  pardoned  fince 
my  time  :  but  thofe  are  fidions  forged  to  tra- 
duce  the  judgment  and  juftice  of  the  flate, 
which  they  would  quite  aboHfh,  if  it  lay  in 
their  power.  The  tale  told  of  your  majefly's 
attorney,  is  ill  grounded ;  for  he  did  not  take 
the  indidment  from  the  file,  but  it  remains  of 
record  flill ;  and  the  truth  is,  that  a  wrangling 
clerk  having  a  fmall  parcel  of  chargeable  land 
in  the  country,  did  labour  with  the  ceffor  or  col- 
ledor,    to  free  it  from  the  compofition,    and 

ihrough 
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through  fear  of  foldiers,  who  laying  a  foldier 
upon  him,  contrary  to  expedation,  was  by  the 
clerk  indided  in  the  king's  bench  iipon  an  old 
flatute  made  200  years  pafl,  againft  hobbelers, 
who  were  at  that  time  common  opprefTors  of  the 
country  :  this  he  did,  notwithftanding  the  col- 
ledor  had  my  warrant  to  lodge  the  men  in  the 
thorough-fare,  towards  the  north  (fome  forces 
being  at  that  time  drawn  that  way,  to  attend 
me  in  a  journey  thither,  upon  your  majefty^s. 
fpecial  diredtions)  this  is  well  known  to  Sir 
Humphry  Winche,  who  was  then  chief  juflice 
of  your  maje{ly's  chief  bench  here. 

7.  I  HAVE  now  ferved  your  majefly  more 
than  8  years,  in  the  place  of  your  deputy  here, 
and  for  what  I  know,  no  fubjed  can  charge  my 
officers  with  the  taking  up  of  the  value  of  a  hen 
for  my  provifions  wrongfully,  or  contrary  to  the 
compofition  eftablifhed  ;  ifhecan,  I  will  hear 
him,  and  proving  his  allegation,  I  will  give  hira 
treble  fatisfadion,  and  punifh  the  offender. 
Neiiher  did  I  ever  ceffe  a  horfe  of  my  own  upon 
them,  or  take  up  hay  or  oats  for  them.  Neither 
hath  there  been  any  horfe  or  foot  of  the  army 
ceifed  upon  them,  other  than  as  before  hath 
been  alledged,  for  the  thorough-fare,  which  is 
not  properly  deemed  a  cefs,  it  being  allovved  by 
the  compofition  upon  occafion  of  fervice,  which 
thofe  complainants  perhaps  underfland  not:  true 
it  is,  that  hay  being  exceeding  fcarce  here  the 
lafl  winter,  there  were  fome^oloads  plotted  upon 
the  whole  county  of  Dublin,   to  feed  a   fmall 

troop 
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troop  of  horfe,  that  were  lodged  in  this  city  for 
your  majefl:y's  fervice,  whereof,  not  paft  24 
loads  were  brought  in,  for  which  ready  money 
was  paid.  This  muft  have  been  done,  or  the 
horfc  laid  upon  the  country,  which  would  be  far 
more  burthenfome  to  them  ;  for  to  fufFer  them 
to  ftarve  I  might  not. 

8.  There  have  been  buttwo  general  hoftings 
or  ridings  out,  thefe  8  years,  notwithflanding  the 
word  (divers)  could  not  be  ommitted,  the  one 
upon   0'Dougharty's  revolt  ;    the  other    fince, 
when  we  had  from  the  country  only  fome  gar- 
,  rans  free  for  40  days,    towards    the  eafing   of 
your  majefly's  charge,  but  far  fhort  of  the  num- 
ber  fliameleny  mentioned.     If  this  general  hof- 
ting  be  fo  burthenfome  to  them,  I  wifh  it  would 
pleafe  your  majefty  to  take  a  compofition  in  lieu 
thereof.     For  when  it  is  called  for,  it  is,  I  con- 
fefs,  a  great  charge  to  the  country,  and  fmally 
available  to  your  majefty's  fervice  ;  and  if  they 
will  not  compound,    and  render  a  good  round 
rent,   then   to  make   it   annual,   until  they  do 
compound.     For  it  is  as  due  from  them,  as  the 
rents   they  are  to  pay,  and   by   anfwering  to 
your  hofling  or  rifing  out   the  noblemen  and 
principal  gentlemen,  do  enjoy  great   privileges 
and  immunities. 

9.  The  lords  prefidents  and  vice  prefidents 
are  now  all  there,  to  whom  I  leave  it  to  an- 
fwer  this  objedion,  of  which  none  have  com- 
plained  unto  me. 

10.  There  is  nothing  taken  by  thefe  offi- 
cers,  f^r  permitting  the  people  to  ufe  the  fliort 

ploughs, 
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ploughs,    as  is   alledged :    but    the  truth    is, 

that   upon  confideration   had  of  the  barbarous 

cuftom   of  drawing  vvith    their    beafts  by    the 

rumps,   whereby  many  hundreds  are  kllled  and 

fpoiled  yearly  ;   a   proclamation   was  publiQied 

about  7  years  fince,   prohibiting   that   cuftom, 

witha  penalty,  which  was  a  garran  out  of  every 

plough  fo  drawn  ;   and  if  thcy  drew  thcir  fhort 

ploughs  with  traces  of  ropes  or  withes,   nothing 

is  to  be  demanded.     But  this  penalty  was  never 

levied  according  to  the  proclamation  ;   but   fee- 

ing  the  people  had  no  care  to  alter  that  uncivil 

and  difprofitable   cuftom,  thereunto  animated, 

as  it  feems,  by  the  juftification  of  the  complain- 

ants,  to  keep  them  flill  barbarous,  I  gave  order 

to  the  fheriffs  and  other  officers  about  two  years 

fince,  to  take  ten  (hillings  out  of  every  plough 

fo  drawn,  which  in   fome  places  was   done  ac- 

cordingly.     The    money   fo  ievied  was  for  the 

mofl  part  beflowed  upon  the  ereding  of  bridges, 

building   of  churches,   mending  of  ways,    and 

the  like  good  works,  as  to   thofe  complainants 

will  be  vifible,   if  they   will    travel  into  Ulfler. 

And  if  the  people  amend  not  the  cuftom,  I  vvifti 

the  hne  may  be  increafed,  or  at  leaft  continued, 

until  they  mend  it ;   albeit,  I  am    well   affured 

it  lies  heavier  upon  my   own    tenanis,  than  all 

orhers  that  complain,    which    they   have   done 

without  warrant  ;    for  none  of  them  have  com- 

plained  thereof  to  them  ;    for  it  fecms  they  want 

matter,    when  they  meddle  with  what  fo  fmally 

appertains  to  them.

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II,  SuRE  I  am  this  exa<5tion  is  not  general, 
and  this  is  the  firft  time  I  heard  of  it.  I  will  ex- 
amine  it,  and  take  order  for  the  redrefs  and  pu- 
nifhment  of  the  ofFenders,  if  there  (hall  be 
found  caufc. 

It  is  not  my  purpofe  in  what  I  have  faid  to 
excufe  the  foldiers  faults,  but  to  declare  how 
ready  I  am  to  corred  and  punifh  them,  when 
they  are  juflly  proved,  being  grieved  only  with 
the  irregularproceedingsof  thofe  lords  and  gen- 
tlemen,  who  have  prefumed  to  trouble  your  ma- 
jefty  with  thefe  informations  before  they  had 
firft  complained  unto  me,  and  made  experience 
of  my  juftice  in  this  thing.  That  the  foldiers  do 
now  and  then  lye  upon  the  country  three  or  four 
nights  in  a  county,  when  they  are  called  by  war- 
rant  from  their  garrifons  to  attend  your  maje- 
fty's  fervice  abroad,  is  not  denied  -,  but  the 
words  (continually  ranging  and  thorough  fare)  iti 
the  front  of  their  complaint  might  well  have 
been  omitted  ;  for  I  do  confidently  affirm  it,  that 
there  was  not  a  troop  of  horfe  or  company  of 
foot  laid  by  v/arrant  upon  the  country  within  the 
province  of  Leinfter  and  the  pale  for  thefe  twelve 
months  laft  paft,  but  one  hundred  foot  coming 
and  returning  to  and  from  their  garrifons  about 
the  beginning  and  end  of  the  parliament  j  and 
they  by  my  warrant  were  not  to  ftay  upon  the 
country  coming  and  returning  above  fourteen 
days  ;  and  for  the  ill  meat  and  worfe  lodging, 
he  finds  the  foldier  is  to  pay  5<^.  a  day  out  of  his 
poor  means  j   for  v/hich  if  ready  money  be  not 

paidj 
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paid,  a  ticket  is  given  by  the  chief  officer  ac- 
cording  to  the  contents  of  the  warrants,  and  the 
ticket  being  brought  to  the  treafurer,  defalca- 
tion  is  made  at  the  half  years  end,  and  the  mo- 
ney  defalked  is  paid  over  by  the  treafurer  to  the 
ceflbr  or  coliedtor,  who  are  men  of  their  own 
choice  and  nomination  ;  if  they  pay  it  not  over 
to  the  country  (as  I  fear  they  do  not)  they  de- 
ceive  the  trufl:  repofed  in  them,  and  upon  com- 
plaint  they  fhould  be  forced  thereunto,  It  may 
be  (and  I  beheve  it)  that  when  the  hufbandman 
hath  not  to  afford  him  competent  meat  and  drink, 
he  gives  the  foldiers  fometimes  6d.  gd.  or  izd. 
a  meal,  which  I  think  he  doth  willingly,  for 
that  he  complains  not  of  it.  Here  is  to  be  un- 
derfliood,  that  the  foldier  comes  not  upon  the 
country  but  by  warrant,  which  (as  I  fay)  hath 
not  been  pafled  once  thefe  twelve  months,  and 
at  no  time  heretofore  but  when  they  have  beeii 
drawn  out  for  fervice,  which  hath  been  feldom 
fince  my  time  ;  and  yet  no  captain  can  give  a 
warrant  but  upon  fpecial  fervice  requiring  ex- 
pedition  ;  and  if  a  foldier  go  without  warrant, 
he  is  to  die  for  it :  fo  as  it  appears,  that  what 
the  complainants  have  herein  faid  is  but  recrlmi- 
nation,  and  by  aggravating  the  trefpafs  of  the 
foldier,  to  make  him  and  all  men  of  war  (as 
much  as  in  them  lics)  odious  to  your  majefl:y, 
or  at  leafl:  feem  unprofitable  fervants  ;  but  out 
of  long  experience  I  fpeak  it,  you  are  no  ion- 
ger  maflier  of  the  kingdom  of  Ireland  than  you 
have  fuch  raen  to  ferve  you.  But  by  this  the 
R  2,  ingratitude 
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ingratitude  of  thofe  complainants  doth  appeaf  ; 
for  they  were  the  men  that  kept  them  and  their 
eftates  (if  they  had  not  underhand  packings  with 
the  rebels)  fecure  at  all  times.  It  is  well  known, 
that  ihe  foldiers  are  offenfive  in  the  country 
where  they  march  in  all  parts  of  Chriftendom, 
and  therefore  dieir  tale  in  this  may  have  thd 
more  credit  -,  but  I  fay  they  are  the  leaft  offenfive 
now  in  Ireland,  and  the  moft  feverely  puniftied 
(if  their  crimes  be  made  known  and  profecuted) 
and  fhall  ever  be,  whilft  I  am  their  general, 
thefe  mens  ingratitude  notwithftanding,  which 
I  humbly  pray  your  majefty  to  believe,  for 
whofe  healtH  and  happinefs  I  will  ever  truly 
pray,  without  any  vain  vocation  or  mental  refer- 
vation  whatfoever. 

The  lord  deputy^s  anfwer  to  the  abufes  in  the 
civil  government. 

Apoftiles  to  the  articles  preferred  by  the  recu- 
fants  of  Ireland  to  his  majefty,  touching  the 
diforders  and  abufes  pretended  to  be  in  the 
civil  government, 

i.nri  H  E  R  E  are  indeed  fome  petitions  pre- 
Jl  ferred  at  the  council  table,  which  are 
fitter  for  other  courts  ;  but  the  nature  of  thofe 
petitions  doth  not  appear  'till  the  fame  be  read 
^t  your  board,  and  then  they  are  commonly 
difmiffed  to  the  proper  courts  of  juftice,  unlefs 
tlie  petitioners  be  very  poor,  or  meer  Irifh,  dv/el- 

ling 
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llng  in  remote  places,  or  elfe  the  petitions  be 
exhibited  in  the  vacation  time,  when  the  courts 
of  law  be  not  open,  and  the  neceffity  of  the 
caufe  require  prefent  remedy,  or  otherwife  be 
recommended  from  his  majefty,  or  the  lords  of 
the  council  in  England. 

The  courfe  of  the  common  law  is  very  feldom 
ftayed  by  order  from  the  table,  but  when  fuch 
ftay  is  made,  it  is  done  either  in  cafe  of  great 
equity,  or  upon  fome  reafon  of  ftate. 

Where  any  queftion  of  law  doth  arife  at  the 
table,  thejudges,  who  are  of  the  privy  council, 
do  always  givc  rule  in  fuch  cafes ;  neiiher  hath 
it  ever  been  feen  that  the  martial  men  did  deli- 
ver  their  opinjons  touching  points  in  law^  but 
only  in  matters  of  fadl ;  and  therefore  this  ima- 
gination,  that  the  martial  men  may  over-rule  the 
judges  in  law  matters  is  frivolous  and  idle. 

2.  The  jurors  of  this  kingdom  being  (for  the 

jnoft  part)  papifts,  are  fo  mifled  by  their  priefts, 

as  thcy  will  feldom  find  againft  any  of  their  owu 

religion  in  criminal  caufes,  though  the  evidence 

be  ever  fo  pregnant  and  dired: ;  and  therefore 

in   trials    upon    fuch    caufes,    after    they   have 

brought  in  their  negative  verdidt,   contrary  to 

dired:  and  plain  evidence  in  the  affirmative,  then 

and   not  before,  the  king's  council  have  fome- 

times  told  them,  that  they  did  deferve  to  be 

brought  into  the  ftar  chamber ;  and  divers  times 

jupon  the  motion  of  the  ldng's  council,   fuchju- 

ries  have  been  bound  over  into  the  ftar  chamber, 

vvhere   they   have    been  cenfured ;    and    many 

R  3  times 
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times  alfo  in  cafes  of  inquiry  for  theking,  when 

the  inquefl  have  broughi  in  a  prefentment  of /^- 

-noramusy  contrary  to  exprefs  records,  and  other 

direft  evidence,    the    king's   council   havead- 

vifed  them  to  confider  better  of  their   evidence, 

and  find  according  to  the  fame,   otherwife  they 

fhouldanfwer  their  contempt  in  the  flarchamber, 

which  is  the  proper  court  to  punifh  jurors,  that 

will  not  find  for  the  king  upon  good  evidence ; 

wherein  they  did  no  more  than  they  ought  to  do 

by  the  duties  of  their  place.     And  touching  the 

3ord  chief  baron's  opinion  delivered  in  the  ftar 

chamber,  we   conceive  it  was  thus,  that  jurors 

ought  always  to  find  according  to  their  evidence ; 

and  that  it  is  not  fufficient  for  them  to  fay,  they 

do  not   believe  the  witneffes,   or  that  fome  of 

them  know  the  contrary  (which  are  their  com* 

mon  excufes  in  thofe  cafes)  unlefs  they  can  fhew 

fome  precife  caufe  of  knowledge  to  the  contrary, 

which  might  fatisfy  the  court  of  the   truth  of 

their  verdid. 

3.  The  juftices  of  affize  for  the  fpace  of  two 
or  three  years  pafl  have  bound  over  divers  juries 
to  the  flar  chamber  for  their  obflinate  refufing  to 
prefent  notorious  recufants  upon  the  teftimony 
of  the  witnefTes,  that  they  come  not  to  church 
according  to  the  law,  and  whom  thejurorsthem- 
felves  knew  to  be  recufants  ;  all  vvhichjurors 
have  been  punifhed  in  the  flar  chamber  by  fine 
and  imprifonment ;  which  hath  brought  forth 
this  effeft :  yet  whereas  before  by  the  perfuafion 
of  the  priefls,  there  was  a  general  combination 

throughout 
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throiighout  the  realm,  that  no  recufants  fliould 
be  prefented,  and  they  do  now  prefent  recufants 
in  every  county  of  the  kingdonn,  without  any 
fcruple  or  contradidion.  It  is  true  that  thofe 
jurors  cenfured  in  the  ftar  chamber  had  no 
council  allowed  them,  for  they  were  proceeded 
againft  ore  tenus,  upon  their  own  confelfion. 

And  whereas  they  efpecially  complain  of  the 
king's  warned  council  for  binding  over  of  diofe 
jurors,  the  attorney  and  folicitor  have  feldom 
gone  any  circuit  for  the  fpace  of  three  years  laft 
paft,  and  within  that  time  they  never  bound 
over  any,  fo  that  the  allegation  doth  contain 
more  malice  than  truth. 

4.  By  the  ftat.  of  2  Eliz.  c.  i.  In  this  king- 
dom  it  is  ordained,  that  every  perfon  fuing  livery 
or  oufier  le  maynesy  fhall  before  his  iivery  or 
enjler  le  mayne  fued  forth  and  allowed,  take  the 
oath  of  fupremacy.  This  is  a  pofitive  law  ftand- 
ing  in  force  at  this  day,  and  made  by  their  fa- 
thers  that  now  complain  ;  and  therefore  they  be- 
ing  obftinate  recufants  are  not  permitted  to  fue 
forth  their  liverres  under  the  great  feai  until  they 
take  the  oath  ;  and  fo  they  continue  intruders 
upon  the  king's  poffeflion  ;  for  which  intrufion 
they  are  juftly  fued  in  the  exchequer,  and  the 
damage  they  fuffer  is  by  their  own  wilful  de- 
fault  and  contempt  of  the  law, 

5.  T  H  E  R  E  are  no  procelTes  iffued  out  of  the 
court,  but  vvhere  monies  appear  to  be  due  to 
his  majeflry  by  a  good  ground  of  the  charge 
thereof  upon  record  ;     and  the  fame    courfe 

R  4  is 
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is  hcld  in   ilTuing  and   ceafmg  of  procefs,    as   h 
and  hadibeen  ufed  in  the  exchequerof  England 
and  in    this  kingdom  of  all  ancient  times,   and 
hath  been  direded  by  divers  authentick  orders 
and  inflrudions  fent  hither,    as  well  in  the  time 
of  the  jate  queen  Elizabeth  under  the  great  feal 
of  England,  and  under  the  hands  of  the  thea 
lord  treafurer,  and   the  chief  officers  of  the  ex- 
chequer  there  -,  as  alfo  in  the  reigns  of  king  H. 
8.  and  queen  Mary,  which  have  been  command- 
ed   to  be   executed  by  your  highnefs's  inftruc- 
tions  and  letters,   and  to  fet  forth  a  right  courfe 
of  execution  of  your  offices  in  that  court,  ac- 
cording   to  the  courfe  of  England  ;  and  if  any 
procefs  do  iflue   where  no  money  is  due  (as  it 
very  feldom  happeneth)  it  is  in  the  default  of  the 
debtor,  who  upon  his  payment  made  doth  not 
purfue  his  difcharge  according  to  the  faid  ancient 
iifage,    the  courfe  of  England,   and  the  inftruc- 
tions  aforefaid ;   and  to  the  end  that  he  might 
iiot  be  ignorant  thereof,  there  is  anorderground- 
ed  upon  the  faid  inftrudions  made  by  the  court, 
and  fairengroffed  in  a  table,  and  fet  in  a  publick 
place  in  the  court  for  his  diredlion  ;   and  it  can- 
not  ftand  with  the  duty  of  the  officer  toornit  any 
thing  out  of  procefs,    being   charged  upon   a 
good  ground,  and  not  appearing  to  be  paid  to 
his  majefty,    or  otherwife  difcharged. 

6.  This  matter  concerning  the  paying  of  fe- 
veral  fines  by  one  tenant  for  refpiting  his  ho- 
mage  for  feveral  manors,  towns,  and  parcels 
of  land  held  by  him  of  his  majefty,  was,    afier 

long 
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long  debate,  upon  vievv  of  the  records  of  the 
court,  finally  ordered  and  decreed  by  Sir  Hum- 
phry  Winche,  kt.  late  lord  chief  baron,  that 
feveral  perfons  holding  feveral  parcels  of  his  ma- 
jefty,  fhallpay  for  refpiteofhomge  forevery  town- 
fhip  2od.  fterhng,  and  forevery  manor  40^.  fter- 
ling,  and  that  fuch  as  hold  feveral  houfes,  acres, 
or  parcels  of  Jand,  which  are  not  manors  nor 
townfhips  fhall  pay  for  every  i  20  acres  of  land 
20  d.  flerling,  and  no  more  ;  and  according  to 
that  rate  and  proportion  of  a  greater  or  leffer 
riumber  of  acres,  and  for  every  houfe  withouc 
ground  4^.  fterling,  or  if  cottages  or  farm- 
houfes  be  in  or  upon  the  lands,  then  to  be  re- 
turned  as  part  of  the  lands,  and  no  fine  to  be 
paid  for  them  folely.  None  pay  above  thofe 
rates,  but  very  many  pay  under  thefe  rates. 
None  pay  a  line  for  the  refpite  of  homage 
for  a  parcel  of  a  manor,  and  alfo  for  the  manor 
itfelf,  unlefs  the  parcel  be  fevered  by  alienation 
from  the  manor,  and  fo  they  be  diflind  parcels 
or  tenants,  the  one  of  that  parcel,  the  other  of 
the  manor ;  and  therefore  it  is  ufed  in  the  ex- 
chequer  here  ;  if  any  make  afFidavit  before  the 
barons,  that  fuch  a  town,  hamlet  or  parcel  of 
land,  or  parcel  of  a  manor,  he  paying  for  the 
manor,  pays  nothing  for  the  town,  hamlet,  or 
parcel  of  land,  but  hath  it  included  inhis  acquitt 
tance  as  parcel  of  the  manor.  The  clerks  fees 
for  it  are  now  no  more  than  have  been  ever  ac- 
cuftomed  to  be  here  during  man's  memory,  viz. 
fbr  every  particular  acquittance,  entry  of  the 

fame. 
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fame,  and  making  records  thereof,  2  s.  fterling, 
perann.  which  in  fome  few  particulars  is  hap- 
pily  above  his  majefl;y's  fine,  but  in  all  the  refl 
far  under  his  majefly's  fine  :  and  becaufe  the 
labours  of  the  faid  bufinefs  touching  the  fmall 
fines  and  great  fines  are  all  equal  to  the  trea- 
furer's  remembrancer,  and  as  much  pains  un- 
dergone  in  the  one  as  the  other,  therefore  his  fee 
is  equal  for  both.  Since  the  i^th  of  July  1609 
unto  the  loth  of  March  i6i2,the  treafurer's  re- 
membrancer  hath  made  a  true  account  of  thofe 
monies  for  refpite  of  homage  received  by  him, 
which  hepaid  over  to  his  majefty^s  vice  treafurer, 
tjiz.  the  27th  of  February  1609,  o^c^  l.  zod.  harps ; 
the  i5th  dayofMay,  1610,  and  the  8ih  Fe- 
bruary,  1 6 1 o,  48  /.  gs.  /\.d.  harps  ;  the  25th  of 
June,  161  r,  76/.  zid.  harps ;  the  i6th  of 
February,  87  /.  8/.  4</.  harps  ;  the  2ift  of  De- 
cembsr,  161 2,  22/.  \id.  harps  ;  and  the  20th 
March,  16 12,  79/.  55.  jod.  harps. 

y.  MucH  land  hath  been  concealed  and  un- 
juftly  detained  from  the  crown  by  the  confufion 
and  troubles  of  former  times,  and  by  thenegli- 
gence  and  corruption  of  officers,  whereunto  his 
rnajefty's  title  hath  been  difcovered  of  late  by 
the  view  of  records,  which  have  been  better 
looked  into  now  than  in  times  paft,  and  there- 
upon  fome  leafes  have  been  granted  unto  fuch 
perfons  as  the  deputy  thought  fit ;  and  at  whofe 
charge  and  folicitation  his  majefly's  title  might 
be  profecuted,  without  wrong  done  to  any  per- 
fon  i  whereby  divers  lands  have  been  reduced  to 

the 
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the  crown,  which  have  made  no  fmall  addition 
to  his  maje{ly's  revenue,  wherein  his  majefty's 
officers  have  done  but  their  duties,  and  the  in- 
truders  have  been  moft  favourably  dealt  withal 
for  the  mefne  profits. 

8.  The  king's  officers,  fince  the  beginning  of 
his  majefty's  reign,  upon  view  of  the  records  of 
former  times,  have  found  many  tenures  of  the 
crown  in  capite^  and  by  knights  fervice  to  have 
been  fupprefl  by  reafon  of  faJfe  inquifitions  re- 
turned  of  latter  tirhes,  finding  the  fame  to  be 
held  of  common  perfons,  contrary  to  many  fair 
records  of  ancient  times,  without  Ihewing  any 
alteration  of  the  former  tenures.  Hereupon, 
for  reviving  of  his  majefty's  tenures,  it  hath 
been  thought  fit,  to  grant  part  of  the  benefit  of 
the  inftrucftions  to  fuch  as  would  undertake  to 
prefent  the  fame  for  the  king,  always  referving 
a  third  or  fourth  part  to  his  majefly.  By  this 
means  very  many  tenures  have  been  revived, 
and  divers  fums  of  money  anfvvered  to  his  ma- 
jefly,  and  the  intruders  have  been  fo  favourably 
dealt  withaJ,  as  never  fubjedls  Iiave  been  in  the 
like  cafe.  And  as  touching  the  fecond  compo- 
fitions  complained  of,  themfelves  by  their  ne- 
gligence  have  caufed  the  fame ;  for  that  they 
would  not  fue  forth  their  liveries  after  the  te- 
nures  have  been  exprefsly  found  by  new  offices 
according  to  the  ancient  records. 

9.  His  majefty's  wards  are  granted  unto  fuch 
perfons  as  the  lord  deputy  doth  think  fit,  who 
many  times  are  the  near  friends  of  the  ward,  or 

elfc 
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eJfe  to  perfons  of  good  worth  and  quality  :  and 
in  every  grant  there  is  a  claufe,  that  the  wards 
fhall  be  brought  up  in  the  college  near  DubHn, 
in.  EngUfh  habirs  and  religion  ;  which  is  the  ill 
nurture  which  thefe  petitioners  complain  of,  and 
thc  only  caufe  of  their  grievance  in  this  point. 

lo.  As  many  of  thenatives  of  this  kingdom  as 
do  profefs  the  law,  and  are  conformable  in  reli- 
gion,  and  will  acknowledge  his  majefly's  fupre- 
niacy,  are  advanced  to  judicial  places  and  offi- 
ces  in  this  kingdom  ;  fo  as  there  are  three  judges 
of  the  birth  of  this  kingdom,  the  lord  chief  juf- 
tice  of  the  common  pleas,  the  fecondjuftice  of 
the  king's  bench,  and  one  of  the  barons  of  the 
exchequer;  and  if  the  refl  profelling  the  laws 
would  conform  themfelves  to  his  majefty  and 
become  capable,  they  might  likewife  be  preferred 
to  judicial  places  ;  yet  they  would  expedt  to 
receive  as  great  good  entertainment  from  the 
king,  35  the  Englifh  judges  now  have,  and  fo 
put  the  crown  to  the  fame  charge.  And  where- 
as  they  alledge  that  fome  places  are  infufficiently 
fupplied  ;  it  is  moft  certain,  that  thc  crown  was 
never  fo  fufiiciently  fcrved  in  this  kingdom  ; 
neither  are  any  nativesof  this  kingdom  fo  fuffi- 
cient  as  be  tlie  judges  fent  out  of  England,  who 
are  likewife  more  indifFerent,  in  regard  they 
have  no  kindred  or  alliance  in  the  country ;  nei- 
ther  do  they.  go  beyond  the  feas  for  want  of  pre- 
ferment  in  a  civil  courfe  here,  for  as  popifh  law- 
yers  are  fufFered  to  plead  and  pradlife,  and  e- 
yery  popifh  gentlemati  of  any  abilities  is  made 

ajuflice

a  jullice  of  peace  ;  but  their  children  are  tranf- 
ported  by  their  popifh  priefls  and  brought 
up  in  feminaries,  to  the  end  they  rnay  be- 
cortie  priefts  of  jefuits,  and  fo  maintain  fuperfti- 
tion  and  popery,  and  breed  fedition  in  this  king- 
dom. 

11.  There  is  no  man  made  a  ftieriff  but 
hath  an  eftate  in  the  county  wherein  he  is  fheriff ; 
and  if  fuch  as  are  of  better  eftate  be  omitted,  it 
is  for  their  recufancy.  And  if  at  any  time  com- 
plaint  hath  been  made  of  their  extortions,  they 
have  been  punifhed  accofding  to  law.  And 
touching  the  returns  of  this  parhament,  we  know 
not  any  falfe  or  undue  return  made,  and  iipon 
examination,  we  do  verily  thnik  all  ihe  returns 
of  proteftants  will  fall  out  to  be  legal,  and  with- 
out  anyjuft  exception. 

12.  The  fees  of  the  clerks  of  the  ordinary 
courts  have  been  twice  examined  by  the  judges, 
by  fpecial  diredtion  of  the  lord  deputy,  and  have 
been  reduced  to  a  far  leflfer  proportion  than  they 
were  in  the  time  of  queen  Elizabeth  ;  and  if 
they  do  now  extort  more  than  they  ought,  up- 
on  complaint  made  (thefe  petitioners  do  well 
know)  they  fhall  have  remedy  here  ;  and  there- 
fore  this  complaint  is  altogether  needlefs. 

13.  This  articlemight  morejuftly  have  been 
preferred  in  former  times,  than  fince  his  ma- 
jefty  came  to  the  crown  ;  for  in  afrer  times  thefe 
abufes  have  been  fo  well  reformed,  as  this  com- 
plaint  is  caufelefs  at  this  time,  and  is  inferted 
but  only  to  fill  up  the  number  ;  for  the  petiti- 
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oners  know,  that  there  are  many  penal  laws  to 
piinirti  efcheators  in  this  cafe,  and  upon  the  leaft 
complaint  againft  them,  the  parties  whom  it 
concerns  are  righted  every  day  with  extraordi- 
nary  favour, 

14.  These  fines  and  amerciaments  of  jurors 
are  indeed  granted  to  Mr.  Alderman  Wefton  for 
21  years,  rendering  100/.  rent  per  annum,  by 
his  majefty's  fpecial  letters,  in  recompence  of 
great  fums  of  money  which  he  claimed  to  be  due 
unto  him  from  his  majefty;  but  he  now  com- 
plaineth  that  he  doth  not  benefit  by  them  ; 
forthat  thofe  amerciaments  and  fines  are  (for  the 
moft  part  remitted  or  reduced  to  a  very  low  rate 
by  the  judges)  fo  as  the  laft  year  he  did  make 
the  king's  rent  of  all  he  received  ;  and  therefore 
this  article  is  framed  againft  Mr.  Wefton,  the  - 
rather  (as  we  conccive)  becaufe  he  is  a  protef- 
tant. 

15.  There  is  an  exprefs  law  againftthemak- 
ing  of  aqua  vitie,  unlefs  it  be  by  licence  of  the 
lord  deputy,  who  (as  others  his  predeceffors 
have  done  before  him)  hath  granted  fome  licen- 
ces  to  fuch  perfons  who  carry  that  bufinefs  fo 
difcreetly,  as  hitherto  no  complaint  hath  been 
made  here  ;  and  therefore  we  marvel  that  the 
firft  complaint  of  this  kind  ftiould  be  made  in 
England  at  this  time.  Befides  the  making  of 
aqua  vita:  is  reftrained  by  that  law,  for  that  it 
caufeth  wafte  of  corn,  breedeth  drunkennefs, 
and  enrageth  the  minds  of  the  people,  and  there- 
fore  it  is  hurtful  to  the  common  wealth ,  a  trade 

not 
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not  fit  to  be  fo  generally  ufed  as  they  would  havc 
it.  Arid  for  tanning  of  leather,  tho'  fome  per- 
fbns  be  hcenfed  by  the  lord  deputy  to  keep 
tann-houfes  in  corporate-towns  or  market-towns 
only,  yet  no  man  hath  found  himfelf  fo  grieved 
as  to  complain  of  thofe  licences  to  the  Jord  de- 
puty  here,  which  they  fhould  have  done  beforc 
they  had  troubled  his  majefty  with  fo  mean  a 
matter. 

16.  Care  hath  been  already  taken  by  thc 
lord  deputy  and  council  for  an  adt  of  repeal  c^ 
that  old  ftatute  made  12  Eliz.  4.  reftraining 
tranfportation  of  corn,  when  the  price  exceed 
20 d.  the  peck,  and  for  the  eftablifhing  a  new 
adt  more  agreeable  to  the  prefent  time,  which 
hath  been  already  tranfmitted  into  England,  con- 
fidered  of  there,  and  fent  back  hither  to  be  pro- 
pofed  in  this  parliament.  But  for  fome  of  the 
other  prohibited  commodities,  there  was  a  grant 
made  in  'the  fecond  year  of  his  majefty's  reign 
untoSir  Edward  Blunt,knt.  and  WilliamBretten, 
gent.  for  10  years  from  the  date,  to  tranfport 
yearly  1 200  packs  of  linen  yarn  •,  and  the  like 
grant  in  reverfion  thereof  for  21  years  unto  one 
John  Weft,  Efq;  both  which  grants  are  yet  in 
being.  Alfo  the  lord  deputy  in  the  beginning 
of  his  government,  being  much  troubled  with 
complaints  of  feveral  conveying  away  of  corn 
and  other  prohibited  wares,  out  of  fundry  remote 
harbours  and  creeks  without  entry  made,  or  his 
majefty's  cuftoms  paid,  and  likewife  with  many 
important    fuitors    for    licences     to   tranfport, 

thought 
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thouo-ht  fit  to  authorize  two  well  deferVine;  men 
by  themfelves  and  their  deputies  to  take  a  fpe- 
cial  care  of  this  bufinefs  in  all  ports  and  places  in 
this  kingdom,  for  which  by  letters  patent  in  the 
fourth  year  of  his  majefty's  reign  they  were  al- 
lowed  to  tranfport  a  certain  proportion  of  corn, 
and  other  prohibited  commodities  yearly  for 
five  years  after  the  commencement  of  their  pa- 
tent,  and  afterwards  during  his  majelly's  plea- 
fure,  p^ying  all  his  majefl;y's  ufual  cuftoms  due 
beforethis  ftatute  of  reftraint,  which  was  6d.  for 
every  barrel  of  corn  ;  izd.  upon  the  pound  for 
their  merchandize ;  befides  50  /.  yearly  rent. 
Thefe  laft  patentees  do  moft  humbly  fubmit 
themfelves  to  his  majefl:y's  mofl  gracious  plea- 
fure,  only  defiring  fuch  proportionable  con- 
fideration  for  fo  much  as  by  warrants  of  reftraint 
in  timesof  fcarcity,  or  for  his  majefty's  fervice, 
they  have  not  been  permitted  totranfport  a  great 
part  of  the  faid  proportion  allowed  unto  them 
by  the  faid  grant,  which  they  are  authorized  by 
their  patent  to  tranfport  after  the  determination 
of  their  patent,  with  a  prohibition  to  all  others 
until  their  proportions  fhall  be  tranfported. 

17,  To  this  article  the  furveyor  general  ma- 
keth  this  anfwer.  Th  \t  there  is  but  one  furveyor 
general  in  the  kingdom,  who  hath  taken  care  of 
the  paifage  of  his  majefty's  lands  in  general, 
until  they  come  to  the  commilhoners  in  that  cafe 
authorized,  the  kingdom  being  poor,  and  fcarce 
able  to  afford  any  fuch  officer  a  maintenance  ; 
infomuch  as  his  majefty  lately,  upon  his  com- 
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plaint  there,  encreafed  his  fee  ;  who  being  here- 
iinto  called  fays,  that  he  is  ready  to  give  account 
of  his  adions,  and  defireth  no  other  than  all  fe- 
vere  examination,  trial,  and  cenfure,  if  it  ap- 
pear  he  hath  made  benefit  by  furveys,  other 
than  his  ordinary  fees,  and  thefe  feldom  fully 
anfwered.  And  faith  further,  that  if  compa- 
riibn  be  made  betvveen  furveys  of  England  and 
the  furveys  of  Ireiand,  confidering  the  value  of 
the  lands,  it  fhall  appear  they  are  rather  higher 
in  Ireland  than  in  England.  BeiideG,  there  have 
no  furveys  of  lands  of  any  moment  fallen  into 
his  hands,  other  than  the  Clandeboys,  com- 
manded  by  his  majefty  at  a  fpecial  rate  ;  the 
county  of  Leitrim  to  Teig  O  Roirke,  at  or  fuch 
h'k;e,  by  his  majefty's  fpecial  direcftion,  and  other 
than  thofe  of  the  plantation  of  Ulfter,  and  the 
fmall  territories  of  the  county  of  Wexford, 
The  lands  of  Ulfter  were  rated  in  England  far 
under  the  ratc  of  the  ftiires  formerly  made  here, 
and  are  yet  dear  enough  to  moft  of  the  under- 
takers,  as  his  majefty  ftiall  ftiortly  hear,  and  fo 
of  the  lands  of  Wexford.  There  is  now  above 
400/.  Irifti  rated  upon  thofe  lands,  whereas  by  a 
late  letter  (by  unjuft  information  obtained")  there 
on  the  behalf  of  the  natives  of  thofe  parts,  they 
ftiould  not  in  all  have  anfwered  200/.  fterhng. 
Touchingfmall  coacealments  that  fometimes  ac- 
crue,  they  are,  for  the  moft  part,  paft  for  the 
prefent  poirefTors,  natives,  whereunto  his  ma- 
jefty  hath  many  ways  fhevved  his  apprehenfion  ; 
and  therefore  his  majefty,  havirg  no  titJe  noto- 
VoF..  I.  S  rioufly 
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rioully  dechired,  that  tliey  are  eafier  rated,  whlch 
is  every  day  avouchcd,  and  not  done  in  fecret. 
And  the  benefit  of  thofe  kind  of  lands  have  for 
the  mofl  part  run  to  the  nobility,  and  others,  of 
this  kingdom,  as  the  earl  of  Kildare,  the  earl  of 
Thomond,  the  lord  of  Delvin,  the  Jord  Boiirke, 
and  others,  by  fpccial  letters  of  his  majefly  j  and 
fomc  other  of  merit  and  place  here  and  there, 
fbr  whom  his  majefty  writeth,  as  Sir  Henry 
Brovvnkard,  Sir  Oliver  Lambert,  Sir  James  Tul- 
lerton,  Sir  John  Wakeman,  Sir  George  Thorn- 
ton,  and  fome  others,  by  his  majefly's  fpecial 
letters  ^  no  other  great  men  here  having  benefit 
by  any  like  grants  of  hts  raajefly's  lands,  fave 
what  .ihey  have  as  undertakers  in  LHfter  and 
Munfter.  ■>  u^^.j^j^. 

i8.  T  H  £  ftatute  of  recufants  hath  of  late 
been  put.in  execution  in  the  county  of  Dublin 
more  ftridly  than  in  any  other  county,  in  regard 
the  eyes  of  all  the  kingdom  are  upon  it,  and  at- 
tend  what  coiirfe  the  inhabitants  of  this  county 
will  take,  to  the  end  they  may  follow  the  fame. 
Howbeif ,  there  hath  not  been  levied  upon  the 
recufants  of  this  county  within  thefe  12  months 
laft  pafl  above  14/.  or  15/.  or  thereabouts  ;  by 
jcafon  that  mofl  of  them  that  were  prefented, 
did  chufe  rather?  to  come  to  church,  than  tp  pay 
the  penalty  o(  izd.  a  Sunday  ;  upon  which  con- 
formity  all  arrears  were  remitred  unto  them  ; 
which  courfe,  if  it  be  continued  in  the  county, 
as  it  is  begun,  and  be  profecuted  in  like  man- 
mer  in  other  counties,  will  bring  the  moft  part 
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of  the  kingdom  to  church,  except  fome  few  of 
great  eftate  of  Hving,  who  are  more  obftinate 
than  the  rell.  And  touching  the  monies  levied 
in  the  county  of  Dublin,  it  is  indeed  left  in  the 
hands  of  the  clerk  of  the  crown,  by  a  fpecial 
order  from  the  lord  deputy  and  council,  to  be 
employed  in  repairing  of  churchcs  and  bridges, 
and  hke  charitable  ufes  ;  becaufe  the  poor  of 
the  parifhes,  who  are  not  yet  indidled,  are  not 
fit  to  receive  the  fame,  being  recufants,  and 
ought  to  pay  the  hke  penalty.  But  there  is  not 
any  money  levied  in  any  other  county  that  we 
know  of }  and  therefore  there  are  no  fuch  great 
fums  of  money  received,  as  the  faid  petitioners 
do  fuggell.  If  the  reft  of  the  grievances  were 
of  any  moment  or  probable,  it  is  not  to  be 
thought  they  would  ha^e  failed  to  exprefs  them  ; 
for  what  they  have  mentioned  in  their  other  arti- 
cles,  comes  from  them  like  ftreet-news  fpread 
about  London,  where  one  fpeaks  after  another 
without  a  certain  author.  If  the  ancient  nobility 
fail  of  employment  anfwerable  to  their  expedla- 
tions,  the  king's  majelly  and  the  council  can  beft 
give  them  the  reafons  of  it :  here  they  are  all 
juftices  of  the  peace,  which  is  the  greateft  em- 
ployment  we  can  give  them  in  the  common- 
wealth,  and  this  is  alfo  done  them  in  favour  ; 
for  without  taking  the  oath  of  fupremacy,  they 
are  not  capable  of  it  by  law.  Their  lordftiips 
have  their  due  refpeds  given  them  by  us  all ;  but 
we  cannot  value  thofe  that  complain,  as  they  va- 
lue  themfelves,  capable  to  govern  and  fway  the 
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whole  kingdom,  unlefs  your  majefty  do  fo  ap- 
point  it  ;  and  therefore  we  give  them  their  due 
hononrs  at  all  times,  and  at  no  time  vilipend 
them,    as  they  term  it.     Siire  we  are,  that  their 
complaints  are  vilely    penned   to    traduce  the 
ground  and  honefty  of  fuch  as  his  majefty  hath 
appointed     chief  minifters    under    him    here. 
Whom  they  mean  by  thofe  newly  raifed  honours, 
I  cannot  conceive,  unlefs  it  be  the  lord  deputy  ; 
for  his  majefly  hath  given  the  honour  of  baron 
to  no  other  perfon  here.     And  being  fo  meant,  I 
may  in  my  honefl  defence  fay,   and  that  without 
vain  boafling,  or   the  thought  of  an  ambitious. 
man,   I  hope,  that  as  I  acknowledge  to  have  re- 
ceived  my  honour  out  of  meer  grace  and  favour 
from  my  mafter  -,  i[o^  if  defert  might  challenge 
it,  I  have  fpent  more  days,  and  lofl  more  blood 
in  honourable  fervice  done  to  the  crown,  than 
they  that  framed  thefe  articles,  or  any  other  their 
anceflors,    from  whom  their   honours   are   de- 
fcended. 

I  N  the  fumraer  of  this  year,  captain  Beverly 
Newcomen,  being  at  fea  in  a  pinnace  of  his 
own,  but  fet  forth  at  the  king's  charges,  chanced 
to  meet  certain  pirates  upon  the  coaft  of  Ireland, 
about  a  place  called  Broad-Haven,  vvho  had  lately 
fpoiled  a  bark  of  Barnftable,  and  this  captain 
took  them,  and  brought  them  up  to  Dubhn. 
The  chief  of  the  pirates  were  Robert  Jackfon, 
John  King,  and  William  O  Kelly.  Thefe  three 
wcre  arraigned  before  Sir  Adam  Loftus  the  elder, 
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who  was  judge  of  the  admiralty,  and  being  con- 
demned  to  die,  were  executed  on  the  a^th  of 
July  1 6 1 3.  Likewife  the  fame  fummer,  William 
King  and  AVilliam  Bedford  of  the  Town  of  Wex- 
ford,  with  other  their  conforts,  went  to  fea  in 
adtion  of  piracy,  and  in  24  days  took  the  fpoil 
of  15  fhips,  barks,  and  boats,  for  which  they 
were  apprehended,  arraigned,  and  judged  to  die, 
by  the  fame  judge  Sir  Adam  Loftus,  and  were 
executed  in  the  fame  town  of  W^exford,  upon 
the  ipth  day  of  Auguft  in  the  year  ut  ftipra. 

These  precedent  and  fubfequent  difcourfes, 
do  give  us  good  occafion  to  fay,  that  the  lords, 
knights,  citizens,  and  burgeffes,  recufants  of 
Ireland,  rejoiced  not  a  Httle  to  hear,  that  it  pleafed 
the  king's  moft  excelient  raajefty,  according  to 
their  often  and  humble  requefls,  to  ele6l  and 
choofe  certain  commifTioners,  who  ftiould  go 
over  to  Ireland,  there  to  examine  the  original 
caufes  of  their  complaints  and  grievances  ;  in 
which  joy  andjollity,  as  though  all  things  fhould 
have  been  pack-on-the-hoop  on  their  fides,  they 
devifed  a  letter  to  fend  over  into  Ireland  to  the 
reft  of  their  fad;ion,  recufants  there,  the  copy 
of  which  doth  here  immediately  follow  verbatim, 
according  to  the  original. 

A  letter  from  the  recufant  lords  in  England,  and 
other  the  agents  of  Ireland,  to  the  reft  in 
Ireland,  brought  over  by  the  lord  Killeene  and 
Sir  Chriftopher  Plunket,   thus  dire(5ted  : 


To 
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To  the  right  honourable,  and  our  worthy  loving 
friends,  the  lords,  knights,  citizens,  and 
burgefles,  who  cmployed  us  to  the  liing's  moft 
moft  excellent  majeliy.     Ireland, 

AFTER  our  very  hearty  coramendations. 
In   your  general  employments,    touching 
the  differences   arifing  in   parliamenr,  and  the 
gricvances  of  that  country,    we  could  not  fmce 
our  arrival  in  England,  give  that   full  content- 
ment   to  your  defires,  which  the  opportunity  of 
thefe  bearers,  and  the  necefTity  of  the  caufe  doth 
ofFer  at   this  prefent  time  ;   by   means  whereof 
we  are  invited   to  make  fome  brief  relation  of 
our  proceedings.     It  is  not  unknown,    v/e  hope, 
to  moft  of  you,    how  gracioufly  his  raajefty  re- 
ceived   us   in  the   beginning,   and  for  our  better 
encourageraent  at  feveral    times  vouchfafed   us 
his  royal  prefence,   in   prefenting  our  expoftula- 
tions  to  his  princely  audience,  and  v/as  benigniy 
pleafid  to  deliver,  that  our  humble  appeal  to  Jiis 
facred  perfon,  was  reputed  fatisfadrion  fufficient 
to  expiate  the  ofFence  that  might  be  enforced  a- 
gainft  us,  and  that  his  mercy  fliould  qualify  the 
rigour  of  his  juftice;  and  to  every  particular  his 
highnefs  interpofed   his  own  difcourfe  with  the 
v/eight  of  judgment   and  indifterency,    as  befit- 
ted  the  majefty  of  fo  mighty  a  prince,    who  in 
all  his  rare  endowments  doih  make  pregnant  de- 
monftration  of  the  greateft  excellency  that  ever 
was  feen  in  any  king  ;  and  for  a  fummary  re- 
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port  of  his  eminent  virtues  he  is  bejfond,  the 
breeding  of  princes.        .  -  <••■       .<   ' 

The  matters  then  debated  beford-his^rnajeftyj 
wcre  the  pailages  of  the  parliament,  '^hich  vvere 
fully  conceived,  and  judicioufly  digefted  by  his 
highnefs  i  and  thereby  psrceivinghow  attentive 
his  majefty  was  to  the  grievances  _  of  that 
his  kingdom,  we  have  reduced  (aceording  to 
your  feveral  authorities  and  inftrucflions)  fome 
preilures  and  enormities  there,  to  the  method 
of  a  fmall  book,  wherein  we  humbly  •  prayed 
that  fome  propofitions  might  be  referred  to  com- 
miffioners  to  be  appointed  by  his  majefty  ;  ia 
profecution  whereof,  and  for  other  reafons,  beft 
known  to  his  majefty,  and  to  his  mofl  honour- 
able  council,  certain  worthy  fele6ted  gentlemen, 
of  great  truft,  integrity,  and  wifdom  are  tranf- 
mitted  thither,  to  examinc  all  errors  and  griev- 
ances,  not  only  in  parliament,  and  contained  iii 
our  brief  book  exhibited  to  his  jnajefty,  but  alfb 
any  other  prefTure,  extortion,  or  mifgov^ernment 
whatfoever ;  fo  wilhng  is  his  majefty  to  under'- 
ftand  the  truth,  and  fo  gracioufly  inclined  to  the 
reformation  of  any  inconveniencies,  wherein, 
noble  lords  and  worthy  gentlemen,  we  do  ear- 
neftly  exhort  and  defire  you  ferioufly  to  confider 
of  the  prefeiit  ftate  of  that  poor  country,  and 
to  proceed  faithfiiliy  and  diligently  to  the  exa- 
minations  before  thefe  greatcommiflioners,  with- 
out  aggravation  or  diftemper ;  for  by  fetting  forth 
the  matter  nakedly,  they  will  eafily  difcern  the 
branches,  and  obferve  the  fcquel  of  it  accord- 
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ingly.  And  in  regard  your  only  drifc  is  to  ad- 
vance  his  majefl:y's  favourable  fervice,  and  the 
general  good  of  the  repubhck,  vi^ithout  any  pri- 
vate  ends  or  refpeds,  we  do  confidently  affirnn 
by  the  authority  and  warrant  of  the  lords  of  his 
majefty's  moft  honourable.  privy  council,  that  the 
manifeft  fubjed:  there,  in  proving  of  any  particu- 
]ar  grievance,  or  irregularity,  ought  not  to  fear 
or  be  daunted  by  any  perfonage  of  what  degree 
or  rank  foever  in  that  kingdom  ;  and  that  point 
was  more  at  large  intimated  by  his  majefty'3 
moft  gracious  proclamation  not  long  fince  pub- 
liftied  there  in  print :  and  therefore  be  not  retro- 
grade  in.opening  your  maladies  to  fo  fovereiga 
a  phyfician  ;  for  if  your  wounds  do  feftcr,  by 
conceahng  them  longer,  and  not  making  ufe 
of  this  prefent  remedy,  we  fuppofe  they  will 
hardly  be  cured  after ;  and  our  duty  and  love  to 
God,  and  our  prince,  and  our  natural  country, 
induce  us  to  affirm,  that  if  you  negledt  our  ad- 
vice,  you  will  be  accefTaries  to  your  own  misfor- 
tunes,  if  any  do  befal  you  by  your  own  omlf- 
lions.  We  do  not  encourage  you  as  lookers  on, 
but  fenfibie  adors  interefted  in  the  caufe  ,  and 
as  we  have  not  doubted  (at  your  fpecial  inftance) 
to  raove  them,  fo  we  hope  you  will  not  fail  of 
your  integrity  in  proving  them,  according  to 
your  true  knowledge,  with  your  difcretion, 
which  is  proper  for  the  time  and  place  whereia 
you  live  ;  and  you  Ihall  find  good  correfpon- 
dence  of  us,  according  to  the  validity  of  your 
proofs.    Notwithftanding  all  thefe  good  admo- 
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mitions,  yet  fearing  you  may  be  difcouraged  by 
the  reftraint  of  Mr.  Talbot   to  the  Tower,  or 
Mr.  Luttrel  to  the  Fleet,  we  afTure  yov,  that  thc 
caufe  of  their  committal  is  occafioned  upon  coU 
lateral  matters,  not  depending  of  our  employ- 
ment.     And   for  our  abode  in  London,  during 
fome  part  of  his  majefly's  time  in  his  progrefs, 
we  conceive  was  to  good  purpofe  ;  for  we  lived 
in  the  view  of  the  moft  honourable  lord  the  arch- 
bifhop  of  Canterbury,   whofe  grace  hath  extend- 
ed  fpecial  favour  towards    us,   and  admitted  us 
to  conference  touching  any   of  our  grievances, 
and  of  whom  you  may  expecSi:  all  lawful  favour 
in  courfe  qf  juftice  ;   for  he  is  upright  in  ail  his 
adtions,   and  an  honourable  friend  to  all  honeft, 
plain,  well  meaning  perfons,   fuch,  I  hope,   as 
he  found  iis  :  and  for  our  refidence  here  now,  we 
underftand  it  to  be  for  this  purpofe,  that  fome  of 
us  (hould  be  coniinually  attending  his  majefty's 
further  pleafure  concerning  the  proceedings  of 
that  kingdom,  whereby  we  may  be  ready  at  hand, 
cither  to  give  or  receive  fatisfaftion,    as  to  his 
royal  difpofition  fhall  feem  moft  agreeable  with 
the  model  of  his  own  government. 

The  noblemen  and  gentlemen  by  his  ma- 
jefty's  nomination  and  commandment  fent  thi- 
ther  to  attend  the  commiflloners  with  their  proof, 
are  the  lords  of  Kiiieene  and  Dunboyne,  Sir 
Chriftopher  Plunket,  Edward  Fitz-Harris,  An- 
drew  Barrett,  and  Paul  Sherlock,  whom  we  pray 
you  once  again  to  aid  and  affift  with  all  the  fur- 
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therance  yoii  can,  and  to  make  your  daily  re~ 
coLirfe  to  tliem  for  your  better  inftrudions  ;   for 
if  you   fail  of  accomplilhing   the  fubftanee  of 
our  fnformation,  we  may  rightly  be  termed  cla- 
morous,    without  grounded  caufe  ;   and  do'not 
imagine  to  hold  yourfelves  excufed  by  the  vain 
opinion  of  fear  and  difgrace;    for  thefe  caufes 
are  removed,  and  therefore  produce  good  cfFeds 
anfwerable  to  a  conftant  refolution,   in  fubflance 
and  circumftance  conducible  to  the  maintenance 
of  our  afFedions.     We  are  hopeful  of  your  dif- 
cretion,   and  fo  intimating  unto  you,  that  as  we 
have  a  moft  prudent  and  merciful  king,   fo  he  is 
jufl  withal,  and  doth  exped  a   due  account  of 
ourallegationsupon  the  return  of  his  highnefs's 
commiffioners  ;   and  recommending  thefe   bufi- 
nefles  to  your  faithful  endeavours  we  refl, 
Yourhonours,  in  all  faithful  afTurance, 

Gormanflon,  Bavid  de  Rupa,  vifcount  Ferr 
moy,    James  Gough,  Patt  Hufley.  ? 

London,  this  i^th  of  September,   1613. 

The  king's  mofl  excellent  majefly  having 
now  taken  full  notice  of  all  thofe  grievous  com- 
plaints  made  by  thofe  lords  recufants,  and  their 
adherents,  againfl  his  highnefs's  deputy  general 
there  ;  and  likewife  had  confidered,  that  the 
faid  deputy  himfelf,  in  his  fubmiffive  petition, 
did  mofl  humbly  befeech  his  highnefs  to  appoint 
commiflioners  for  the  hearing  and  examination 
of  thofe  controverfies  thcn  in  queflion,   as  the 
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iTcufants  formerly  had  done;  wheiefore  his  ma- 
jefty,  being  graciouny  pleafed  to  give  fatisfadion 
to  all  parties,  chofe  four  vvorthy  and  very  learned 
gentlemen  for  commiilioners  to  go  over  into  Ire- 
land,  viz. 

Sir  Humphrey  Winche,  knt.  who  had  fome- 
time  been  lord  juftice  of  the  king's  bench  in 
Ireland. 

Sir  Charles  CornwaUis,  knt.  holden  to  be  a 
vcry  wife  and  learned  gentleman. 

Sir  Roger  Wilbraham,  knt.  who  had  been  the 
queen's  folicitor  in  Ireland 

Tliomas  Calvert,  efq;  one  of  the  clerks  of 
the  council  in  England. 

T  H£  s  E  four  were  fent  over  into  Ireland  to 
examine  the  ftate-government  of  the  kingdom, 
and  the  caufes  of  the  controverfies  in  the  parlia- 
ment  houfe,  with  whom  the  lord  deputy  himfelf 
wasjoined  in  the  patent,  as  chief  commiflioner. 
Now  thefe  four  arrived  at  Dublin  in  Ireland, 
upon  the  ^^th  of  September,  1613,  and  ftaid 
tliere  until  the  lord  deputy  returned  out  of  the 
north,  which  was  not  long  afrer  their  landing, 
And  at  his  lordlliip's  coming  to  Dublin  he  gave 
them  very  honourable  entertainment,  and  from 
thenceforth  they  fat  daily  to  examine  the  contro- 
verfies,  according  to  the  tenor  of  their  commif- 
fions,  where  I  will  ieave  them  for  a  while,  and 
return  to  fpeak  of  the  mayor  of  the  city  of  Dub- 
lin  for  the  year  to  come,  as  commonly  I  have 
accuftomed  to  do  in  all  the  fore  paiTed  dif- 
courfes.

There  was  one  Edward  O  Molowine,  and 
alderman  for  the  city,  firft  chofen  to  be  mayor  : 
but  bccaufe  he  would  not  go  to  church,  nor  take 
the  oath  of  fupremacy,  this  man,  Richard  For- 
fler,  although  he  were  but  young,  and  but  lately 
called  to  the  eftate  of  an  alderman,yet  upon  fome 
good  confideration,  he  was  permitted  to  take 
that  worftiipful  office  upon  him,  as  to  be  mayor 
of  the  city,  in  the  place  of  him  that  formerly 
had  been  chofen.  And  when  the  accuftomed 
day  was  come,  that  he  fhould  be  prefented  at 
the  exchequer  bar  before  the  lord  chief  baron, 
and  court  of  the  exchequer,  and  to  be  efta- 
blifhed  in  that  worfhipful  place,  Richard  Bolton, 
cfq^  recorder  of  that  city,  prefented  this  new 
inayor,  made  a  very  learned  oration,  wherein 
he  recited  the  antiquity  of  the  city,  and  the  large 
charters  and  liberties  of  the  fame,  given  and 
granted  unto  them  in  ancient  times  by  the 
princely  favours  of  thd  kings  of  England  ;  but 
chiefly  he  commended  the  loyalty  and  the  obe- 
dience  of  the  citizens,  and  called  the  city  of 
Dublin,  a  Virgin  City,  viz.  a  City  Immacu- 
late,  and  withoiit  fpot  of  treafbn,  treachery, 
or  difloyal  confpiracy,  and  that  they  ever  ftiut 
their  gates  againft  any  rebels  whatfoever,  Alfo 
he  recommended  this  young  mayor  with  very 
graceful  fpeeches,  inferring,   that  although  he 

werc 
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were  but  young  in  years,  yet  no  doubt  he  might 
prove  wife  in  government,  with  many  other  the 
like  good  fpeeches   in  his  commendation.     Sir 
William  Methold,   the  lord  chief  baron,  gave 
authentick  heed,  and  great  allowance  to  this  ora- 
tion  ;  but  in  his  anfwer  to  that  part  thereof  con- 
cerning  the  Virginity  of  the  city,   he  faid,    that 
if  the  city  had  lately  fhewed  that  conformity  m 
the  Tholfel,  that  it  had  done  in  former  times  at 
the  gates,  that  it  might  have  been  better  termed 
a  Virgin  City,   and  that  that  fatt  had  much  ble- 
raiChed  her  Virginity  ;   but  he  faid,  becaufe  the 
principal  author  of  that  outrage  had  received  hls 
condign  punifhment,  he  did  forbear  any  further 
to  tax  either  the  citizens  or  the  city  for  that  of- 
fcnce.     Alfb   he   gave  good  allowance   to   the 
graceful  fpeeches  of  the  recorder  concerning  the 
young  mayor  there  prefent,   not  doubting  but 
he  would  fufficiently  diicharge   the  duty  of  his 
place,    to  his  great  worfhip  and  credit  ;  but  he 
faid  further,  that  this  mayor  had  leaped  a  falmon 
leap,  for  that  he  faw  many  grave   and   grey- 
headed  men   there  flanding  about   him,  whofe 
turn  was  tohave  been  mayors  beforehim,  but,  he 
faid,   the  caufe  of  their  not   being  mayors,  in 
plain  terms  was,  becaufe   they  would  not  take 
the  oath  of  fupremacy,   which  he  was  forry  for, 
And  fo  after  a  brief  exhortation  given  unto  him 
fbr  the  well  and  faithful  exercifingof  his  office, 
he  took  his  oath,  kneeling  on  his  knees,   in  the 
court  of  exchequer  j  and  then  the  lord  chief 
baron  delivered  to  him  the  fword,  and  he  being 

thus 
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thus  eflablifhed  mayor  of  the  city  of  Dublin, 
returned  home  with  fuch  triumph  as  was  fitting 
for  his  place  and  calling. 

This  difcourfc  of  the  mayor  being  ended,  I 

muft  return  to  the  lord  deputy  and  the  commif- 

iioners,   who  had  fat  together  many  days  about 

the    controverfies  and    grievances     complained 

of  in  England    by   the   recufants    of   Ireland  : 

yet  nothing  was  proved  or  brought  to  any  per- 

fedtion  of  proofs,  as  m^ore  at  large  you  fhall  read 

in  his  fpeech  hereafter  fo!lov/ing.     ']  herefore  we 

may  think  that  all  their  complaints  were  frivo- 

lous,  and  of  no  effed  ;   notwithfhanding  that  not 

only  thofe   recufants  that   were  in   Ireland,  but 

alfo  fome  of  thofe  that  were  in   England,   came 

into  Ireland,  as  the  vifcount  Gormanfton,  the 

lord  of  Killeen^SirChriftopherPIunket,  Sir  James 

Gough,  Patrick  Huffey,  and  Thomas  Luttrell, 

with  others,   who  played  their  parts  to  maintain 

their  alTertions,  and  brought  in  many  of  their  te- 

nants  and  others  to  be  witnefies  in  their  behalf, 

whofe  witneffes  were  found  to  be  fo  flender,  and 

of  fo  little  effedt,  that  they  availed  them  nothing  at 

all :  fo  when  the  commifl*.oners  faw  the  weaknefs 

and  imbecillity  of  their  proofs,  they  brake  up  and 

fat  no  longer  in  commifiion,  but  took  their  leave 

of  the  lord  deputy,   and  fo  departed  into  Eng- 

land,    taking  fhipping  at  Dublin  the  ^th  of  No- 

vember,  and  repaired  unto  his  majefty  with  all 

expedition,   and  delivered  unto  his  highnefs  the 

whole  circumftances    of  all   their  proceedings, 

which  the  king's  majefcy  received  with  all  wil- 

llngnefs, 
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lingnefs,   and  at  his  highnefs^s  leifure  did  perufe 
them. 

Among   all  thofe  that  came  out  of  England, 

Sir  James  Gough,  knt.  vvho  dwelleth  in  the  pro- 

vince  of  Munfter,   was  one,  who  made  fuch  fri- 

volous    conftrudions   of  the    king's   majefl:y's 

fpeeches  concerning  liberty  of  confcience,  that 

all  the  people  of  Munfter  believed  that  the  king 

had  already  granted  that  liberty,   whereof  they 

greatly  rejoiced  ;  which  thing  the  lord  deputy 

underftood,  and  knowing  that  there  was  not  any 

fuch  liberty  of  confcience  granted,  and  fearing 

lefl  fome  inconvenience  might  grow  thereof,  or 

that  fome  feditious  fadions  might  arife,  he  pre- 

fently  fent  for  Sir  James  Gough,  and  examined 

him  concerning  that  matter,   who  confefled  it  to 

be  true,  and  therefore  he  was  prefently  commit- 

ted  prifoner  to  the  Caflle  of  Dublin  ;  but  aftec 

a  while  confeffing  his  error,   and   making  his 

humble  fubmiffion  upon  his  knees  in  the  council 

chamber,    before  the  lord   deputy  and  council, 

he  was  releafed  and  fet  at  liberty.     The  copy  of 

his  fubmiflion,    as   it  ftandeth   recorded  in  the 

council-book  at  Dublin,   doth  here  immediately 

follow. 

AT  my  being  lately  in  England,  with  fome  of 
the  lords  and  other  gentlemen  of  this  kingdom, 
appointed  to  be  fent  thither  about  the  parliament 
affairs,  as  it  is  well  known,  it  pleafed  the  king's 
majefty  to  fay  and  declare,  that  our  parting  from 
the  parliament  houfe  was  a   high  difobedience, 

and

and  in  fuch  a  degree,   as  wanted  nothing  of  an 
open  rebellion,  but  arms  ofFenfive  and  defenfive. 
But  by  our  humble  appeal  and  fubmiffion  to  his 
royal  perfon,    we  have  found   the  effeds  of  his 
majefty's  clemency  and  mercy.     And  fpeaking 
likewife  of  religion,   his  majefly  faid,    that  he 
wiflied  that  the  true  religion,  which  he  did  pro- 
fefs,  were  generally  eftablirhed  within  this  king- 
dom,  and  that  the  exercifes  of  reiigion,   which 
we  ufe,    which  he  faid  to  be  no  religion,   but  a 
meer  fuperftition,   might   be  left  off  and  abo- 
lifhed  ;   yet,  faid  his  majefty,   I  will  not  extort 
or  force  any  man's  confcience.     His  majefty  faid 
further,  that  he  would  have  all  his  fubjedts  of 
Ireland  to  know  and  acknowledge,    thac  it  was 
Bot  lawful,   upon  the  pope's  excommunication, 
or  other  declaration  of  the  church  of  Rome,  to 
ofFer  violence  to  his  perfon,  or  by  rebellion,  or 
pradice  to  deprive  him  of  his  crown,  or  any 
part  of  his  dominions  or  kingdoms  ;  and  did 
further   expe(fl,    that    his    fubjeds    of  Ireland 
fliould  not   receive,   harbour,    or  relieve,    any 
priefts,   feminaries,  or  jefuits,  that  would  main- 
tain  or  allow  of  that  dodrine  ;  but  that  they 
Ihould  rather  apprehend  ali  fuch,  and  bring  them 
tojuftice,   as  difturbers  of  the  peace  and  wel- 
fare  of  the  realm. 

His  majefty  further  declared,  that  it  was  ex- 
prefsly  againft  his  will  and  pleafure,  that  his 
fubjeds  here  ftiould  breed  their  youth  in  Doway, 
or  any  other  fchools  cr  feminaries  beyond  the 
fcas ;  all  which  his  majefty  willed  us  to  declare 

further 
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further  to  our  friends  and  acquaintance,  at  our 
return  home  again  ;  and  faid  laflly,  that  he 
would  liften  to  what  efFeds  his  admonition 
would  produce  among  us, 

Now,  upon  my  repair  into  this  kingdom,  I 
imparted  thus  much  of  his  majefty^s  fpeech  to 
the  mayor,  and  many  other  people  at  Youghal!, 
and  in  other  places  upon  my  way  to  Dublin  ;  and 
upon  my  coming  to  this  city  of  Dublin,  I  made 
a  repeiition  of  the  fame  to  the  lord  deputy,  and 
fome  of  the  council,  infifling  more  upon  this, 
that  his  majefty  would  not  extort  or  force  any 
man's  confcience,  and  omitting  that  otl  r  pait 
of  the  laft  fpeech  ard  charge,  which  l  doconfefs 
he  gave  us  all  at  Royfton,  to  wit,  that  although 
his  highnefs  had  out  of  his  clemency  at  that 
time  dealt  gracioufly  with  us,  by  reafon  of  our 
fubmifiive  appealing  unto  his  majefty  ;  yet 
would  not  he  have  us  to  be  fo  emboldened  out 
of  that  example,  as  elther  for  every  lightocca- 
fion  hereafter  to  appeal  from  this  ftate  to  his 
majefty»  nor  yet  to  fwerve  in  any  point  of  their 
dutifulobedience  to  his  depaty  aud  ftate  here  ; 
with  this  further  reafon  of  it,  that  he  v/ould 
never  think  they  did  truly  honour  him,  if  they. 
did  not  bear  that  refped  and  reverence,  which 
is  due  unto  his  minifters  alfo. 

Bbing  again  now  demanded  by  the  lord  de- 
puty,  whether  I  did  gather  or  conceive  out  of 
any  of  his  majefty's  words,  that  it  was  his  mean- 
ing  to  have  every  man  left  to  the  free  exercife 
of  his  religion,  and  conf^quently  to  admit  a  to-

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leration,  I  do  tliink  it  my  duty  thus  to  explaiit 
myfelf.  Firft,  I  am  afilired,  that  his  majefty 
did  not  or  doth  not  conceive  the  execution  of 
the  laws  ellabHlhed,  to  be  the  extorting  or  forc- 
ing  of  men's  confciences,  but  that  it  is  his  ma- 
jeily's  pleafure,  to  have  the  laws  executed  In 
tliat  belialf  every  where,  and  by  every  degree  ; 
but  that  his  fuhjeds  fhould  be  compelled  by 
vjolence,  or  other  unlawful  means,  to  refort  to 
the  protefcant  chiUrches,  I  tliink  it  not  his  plea- 
fure,  in  that  they  jliould  be  compelled  by  op- 
prefllons  and  undue  inflidions  of  punifhment, 
to  acknowledge  the  ufe  of  the  facrament,  con- 
trary  to  theirconfciences,  or  vulgar  conceit  of 
it  ;  and  if;  any  hadi  made  other  conftrudtions 
or  expofitions  of  my  words,  .he  is  to  blame,  and 
hath  therein  wrefled  his  majefl:y's  difcourfe  and 
words  to  a  coPitrary  fenfe,  and  done  me  wrong.  ' 
I  do  further  declare,  that  I  am  forry  for  my  of- 
fence  againfb  his  majefty,  in  omitting  his  ma- 
j.efty's  words,  of  putting  of  his  laws  in  execu- 
tion,  and  in  fllencing  the  declaration  made  by 
his  highnefs,  of  the  refpedl:  and  obedience  which 
he  would  have  to  be  givcn  to  his  deputy  and 
ftate  here,  and  for  any  other  ofFence  giv^en  by 
rne  to  his  majefty,  or  to  the  lord  deputy  and 
'  ftate  here  ;  and  I  do  humbly  pray  the  remittal 
thereof,  and  my  enlargemenr.  And  this  I  freely 
and  voluntarily  declarc,  and  defire  to  be  fo  un- 
derftood  by  all  men.     Witnefs  my  hand  the  laft

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The  king's  majefty  having  now  perufed,  and 
weJi  confidered  the  anfwers,  certificates,  and. 
proceedings  of  the  commiffioners  which  he  had 
fent  into  Ireland,  and  finding  that  his  deputy 
there  was  nol  to  be  touched  with  any  imputation 
concerning  thefe  complaints  of  grievances,  which 
thefe  recufants  of  Jreland  had  exhibited  againft 
him,  his  majeJly  was  moJl  gracioufly  pleafed  as 
vvell  to  anfwer  the  general  expecftatipn,  as  to 
make  known  unto  them  his  own  good  opinion 
of  the  lord  deputy,  and  his  courfes  in  govern- 
ment,  to  fend  forth  a  proclamation,  v/hich  here 
doth  follow,   in  thefe  words : 

By  the  Kino. 

THE  complaints  lately  exhiblted  unto  Ufi, 
by  certain  noblemen,  and  others  of  our 
kingdom  of  Ireland,  fuggefting  diforders  and 
abufes,  as  well  in  the  proceedings  of  the  late 
begun  pariiament,  as  in  the  martial  and  civil 
government  of  that  realm,  we  did  not  only  re- 
ceive  with  extraordinary  grace  and  favour  (as 
is  well  known)  but  aJJb  vouchfafed  in  our  own 
perJbn  to  debate  the  grievances  with  the  faid 
complainants  at  feveral  times  -,  and  afterwards, 
for  our  clearer  confirmation  and  fatisfadion,  to 
Jend  over  certain  feledt  commiJTioners  for  exa- 
mination  thereof ;  of  whic']  our  graclous  pro- 
ceedings  vve  expedling  no  other  fruits  than  an 
humble  acknowledgment  of  our  princcly  favour, 
and  in  the  future  a  dutiful  refped  and  cbedi- 
T  2  ence 
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ence  to  our  flate  and  government,  do  find  now., 
diredlly  contrary  to  our  expedlations,  that  this 
our  clemency  and  goodnefs  hath  wrought  fiich 
animofity  in  fome  of  the  complainants,  as  in- 
flead  of  obedience  and  duty  they  requite  us 
with  nothing  but  with  a  continual  importunity, 
and  exaggeration  of  new  complaints  againft  our 
ftate,  and  particularly  againft  the  perfon  of  our 
deputy,  whom  (as  we  well  perceive)  they  labour 
by  all  means  poffible  to  caft  into  our  disfavour ; 
notwithftanding  our  fundry  admonitions  and 
ftridl  commandments  to  every  of  them,  when 
they  were  here  before  us,  to  behave  themfelves 
with  all  dutifu!  refpeft  unto  the  faid  deputy,  as 
our  reprefentatlve  perfon  in  that  place  ;  whereof, 
if  they  had  been  as  mindful  as  became  them,  or 
as  fbme  of  them  were  of  other  fpeeches  of  ours, 
ftrained  and  abufed  to  their  own  purpofes,  we 
fhould  not  have  caufe  now  to  lay  thefe  faults  to 
their  charge ;  and  therefore,  although  the 
time  ferveth  not  as  yet,  in  refped  of  fome  cir- 
cumftances  and  accidents,  belonging  both  to 
juftice  and  majefty  (in  a  matter  that  we  have 
vouchfafed  to  hear  in  perfon)  to  declare  andpro- 
nounce  our  final  fentence  and  order  touching  the 
caufes  of  Ireland  in  every  particular,  yet  having 
taken  due  coniideration  of  the  report  and  certi- 
ficate  made  unto  us  by  our  late  commiffioners, 
whom  we  find  to  have  proceeded  with  a  great 
deal  of  judgment,  integrity,  and  diligence  ; 
we  have  thought  fit  to  hold  no  man's  conceipt 
in  fufpenfe,  touching  the  princely  judgment  and 

conftrudion 
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cx^nftrudion  we  make  of  the  doings  and  pro- 
ceedings  of  our  deputy  there,  but    to   declare 
and  publifh,  that  we  find  the  fame  to  have  been 
full  of  refpedt  to  our  honour,  zeal  to  juftice,  and 
fufficiency  in  the  execution  of  the   great  charge 
committed  unto  him  ;   wherein,  as   we  do  not 
clear  all  inferior  minifters,  but  leave  them  to  be 
corredted  and  puniftied  according  to  their  deme- 
rits,   fo  we   thought  it  agreeable  to  truth   and 
juftice  to  right  him,  who  hath  fo  well-deferved 
inhis  particular;  and  therefore,  if  any  man  iTiall 
wreft   the  great  care   and  clemency  which  we 
have  ufed  in  hearing  the  complaints  of  divers  of 
cur  fubjedts  in  that  kingdom,   to  induce  a  fcan- 
dal,   or  to  attempt  upon  the  perfon  or  govern- 
ment  of  our  faid  deputy,  we  would  have  them 
well  know,  that  we  fliall  take  it  to  ourfelves, 
and  punifti  ic  feverely,  as  againft  the  ftirrers  of 
fedition,  and  the  contemners  of  both  our  grace 
and  authority.     Given   at  our  palace  of  Weft- 
minfter  the  7th  day  of  February,    in   the   iith 
year  of  our  reign  of  Great  Britain,  France,  and 
ireland. 

WiTH  this  proclamation  alfo  came  the  king's 
moft  favourable  letters  to  call  the  lord  deputy 
over  into  England,  to  the  prefence  of  his  moft 
royal  majefty  ;  and  alfo  a  commifilon  to  thofe 
that  fhould  be  lords  juftices  in  his  abfence,  to 
govern  the  kingdom.

RIGHT-trufly,  and  right  well-beloved,  we 
greet  you  well.  As  we  have  heretofore, 
throughout  the  whole  courfe  of  your  govern- 
ment,  found  juft  caufe  to  conceive  well  of  3'our 
integrity  and  fufficiency  in  managing  that  high 
place  of  truft  and  authority  committed  unto  you 
in  that  kingdom,  fo  we  do  acknowledge  hereby, 
ihat  we  have  received  full  fatisfa(5lion  by  the 
report  of  our  late  commiffioners,  and  otherwife^ 
that  thefe  afperfions,  which  by  caufelefs  com- 
plaints  were  endeavoured  to  be  caft  upon  you 
here,  proeeeded  rather  from  the  device  and 
pracflice  of  fome  ill-afFedled  perfons,  than  from 
any  true  fenfe  of  publick  grief,  or  any  juft  caufe 
given  by  you  in  your  government  there,  where-

ment  we  do  let  you  know,  we  are  highly  pleafed 
(as  our  proclamation  now  fent  to  be  publifhed 
throughout  that  our  realm,  more  at  large  ex- 
preiTeth)  and  in  regard  the  time  appcinted  for 
the  fitting  of  our  parliament  there,  draweth 
near,  wherein  matters  of  great  coniequeijce  are 

to 
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to  be  handled,  and  that  we  have  for  ibme  rea- 
fons  commanded  the  prefent  appearance  of  di- 
vers  members  of  both  houfcs  before  us,  we  do 
think  it  fit,  iipon  this  occafion,  to  exprefs  the 
favour  we  bear  you,  and  the  good  opinion  we 
have  of  you,  by  authorizing  you  forthwith  to 
repair  to  our  prefence,  that  we  and  our  council 
may  advife  at  large  with  you,  and  rective  in- 
formation  of  you,  touching  the  prefrnt  eflate  of 
our  afFairs  of  that  kingdom.

our  letters,  figned  with  our  own  hands,  and  fealed 
withour  privy  feal,   bearing  date  the  yth  day  of 
February  laft  paft,  we  have  fignified  our  princely 
pleafure,  that  our  right  trufty  and  right  well-be- 
loved,  Arthur,  lord  Chichefter,  our  deputy  general 
of  our  faid  realm  of  Ireland,  fhouldforthwich  re- 
pair  unto  our  prefence  in  the  realm  of  England, 
to  the  end  that  we  and  our  council  of  our  faid 
realm  of  England,  may  advife  at  large  with  him 
our  faid  deputy  general,  and  receive  information 
from  him  touching  the  prefent  eftate  and  affairs 
of  this  our   kingdom.

the  advice  of  our  council  eftablifhed  in  the  faid 
realm,    and  according  to  the  tenor  and  intent  of 
our  letters  above-mentioned,  have   conftituted, 
ordained,  and  appointed  you,  and   do  by  thefe 
prefents  conftitute,    ordain,    and  appoint  ybu  to 
bejointly  juftices  of  our  faid  realm  of  Ireland,

manner.     And  we  do  hereby  further  declarc  our 

exprefs  will  and  pleafure  to  be,   that  thefe  our 

letters  patent  of  commiflion  fhall  not  enure  or 

be  deemed,  or   conflrued  to   any  revocation  or 

diminution  of  the  authority  of  our  faid  deputy 

general,  but  that  the  faid  Arthur,  lord  Chichef- 

ter,  doth,    and  fhall  flill  ftand  and  continue  our 

deputy  general  of  this  our  realm  of  Ireland,  as 

well  for  the  holding,   continuing,  and  difToIving 

of  our  parliament,  lately  fummoned  in  this  king- 

dom,    as  to  ail  other  intents   and   purpofes,    ac- 

cording  to  the  tenor  and   effeft  of  our  feveral 

commilfions  in  that  behalf  granted  formerly  un- 

to  our  faid  deputy  general,  and  according  to  the 

intent   of   our   letters  before-mentioned  :     any 

thing  in  thefe  our  letters  patents,  to  the  contrary 

thereof,  in  any  wife  notwithftanding. 

This  letter  and  commifllon,  together  with 
looo  of  the  aforefaid  proclamations,  were  fent 
over  into  Ireland  by  the  worfhipful  knight  Sir 
Richard  Boyle,  who  arrived  at  Dublin  the  i^th 
of  February,  and  delivered  the  letters,  wiih  the 
commiffion  and   procIamatioD;  with  his  other 

bufmefs 
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bufinefs  to  the  lord  deputy  and  council  -,  and 
the  next  day  after,  the  faid  Sir  Richard  Boyle 
was  ordained  and  fworn  ia  the  council  chamber, 
to  be  one  of  his  highnefs's  privy  council  in  Ire- 
land  ;  and  about  the  third  day  after,  the  afore- 
faid  proclamation  was  proclaimed,  firft  at  the 
high  crofs  of  Dublin,  in  the  prefence  of  the  lord 
chancellor,  and  others  of  ihe  counciJ,  and  after- 
wardsin  divers  other  places  of  ihe  city,  in  the 
prefence  of  themayor  and  aldermen,  and  other 
the  commons  of  the  ciry.  And  all  the  reft  of 
the  proclamations  were  difperfed  through  the 
cities  and  towns  of  the  whole  kingdom,  to  be 
in  hke  manner  proclaimed  as  appertained. 

And  here  it  is  to  be  noted,  that  divers  mem- 
bers  of  the  parhament,  of  both  houfes,  wenc 
over  again  into  England,  by  his  majefty's  coiji- 
mandment,  as  well  fuch  as  had  been  there  be- 
fore,  as  others  that  had  not  been  called  in  for- 
mer  times. 

Now  all  things  being  done  according  to  his 
majefty's  diredtions  here  in  Ireland,  the  loid  de- 
puty  prepared  himfelf  to  go  into  England,  and 
having  fet  the  mofl  reverend  father  in  God, 
Thomas,  lord  archbifhop  of  DubUn,  and  lord 
chanceilor  of  Ireland,  for  one  of  the  lords  juf- 
tices  ;  and  Sir  Richard  Wingfield,  knight,  mar- 
fhal  of  his  majefly's  army  in  Ireland,  for  ano- 
ther ;  according  to  the  tenor  of  his  majefcy^s 
commiflion,  his  lordfhip  departed,  and  took 
fhipping  on  Sunday  the  i^th  of  March  1613, 
being  accompanied  with  8  knights,  namely,  Sir 

Henry 
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Henry  Poore,  Sir  John  Davis,  Sir  Roger  Jones, 
Sir  Adam  Loftus,  Sir  Robert  Digby,  Sir  Jofias 
Bodlye,  Sir  Edward  Moore,  Sir  Robert  Pigot, 
with  divers  other  efquires  and  gentlemen  of 
worth,  who  attended  his  Jordfhip  in  this  journey 
at  the  fame  fhipping;  and  on  the  26th  of  March 
following,  Sir  Arthur  San  hkewife  followed. 

On  Monday  the  i^th  of  March,  thefe  two 
new  eleded  lords  went  into  the  council  chamber 
within  the  caftle  of  Dublin,  with  alfo  fundry 
others  of  his  majefty's  privy  council  of  Ireland, 
where  his  highnefs's  letters  to  the  lord  deputy, 
concerning  their  eledion,  were  read  ;  as  alfo 
their  commiflion  and  letters  patent,  their  oaths 
ininiflered  unto  them,  and  his  maje{ly's  fword 
of  ftate  delivered  ;  and  fo  they  were  fully  eftab- 
lifhed  lords  juftices,  jointly  to  govern  the  kin^- 
dom  of  Ireland  in  the  abfence  of  the  lord  deputy, 
who  was  lately  gone  ro  fea,  as  is  aforefaid  ;  but 
having  troublefome  weather,  and  the  wind  ftrong 
at  north-eaft,  with  much-ado  his  lordftiip  landed 
the  i^th  of  March,  at  a  place  in  Wales,  called 
Abbotdoran,  and  travelled  thence  byjournies, 
towards  Weft-Chefter  ;  and  in  the  way,  about 
a  mile  from  Aberconway,  riding  over  an  old 
bridge  of  planks,  his  horfe's  foot  flipped,  and 
fell  into  the  water,  whereby  his  lordftiip  was  in 
great  danger ,  but  the  gentlemen  that  were 
about  him  recovered  him  very  quickly,  without 
any  great  harm  ;  fo  his  lordihip  continued  his 
journey  to  Weft-Chefter,  where  he  ftayed  two 
days  i  and  afterv/ards,  upon  the  2 1  ft  of  Mareh, 

he 
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hc  fet  forwards  towards  London,  where  he  was 
moft  honourably  received  by  his  majefty,  and 
afterwards  repaired  to  his  lodging. 

Now  as  concerning  that  place  v/here  the  lord 
deputy  feli  into  the  water,  it  hath  been  always 
accounted  a  very  dangerous  placc  for  traveliers, 
infomuch  that  Mr.  WilHam  ap  Hugh  of  Renum- 
garthagh,  confeffed,  that  in  his  hfe-time  he 
hath  knowri  feveral  men  drowned  there,  and  that 
he  himfelf  had  made  feveral  motions  to  the  gen- 
tlemen  of  the  country,  for  the  repairing  of  the 
faid  bridge,  but  no  anfwer  was  given  in  any  ef- 
fedl  ;  and  therefore,  after  the  lord  deputy  had 
fuch  a  mifchance,  that  he  fell  in  there,  the  faid 
William  ap  Hugh,  at  his  own  cofts  ahd  charges, 
hath  repaired  and  builded  up  the.bridge  in  fuch 
a  good  fafhion,  that,travellers  may  now  pafs  over 
vvithout  any  danger  ;  over  which  bridge  the  lord 
deputy  rode  again,  upon  his  return  back  into 
Ireland. 

The  king  hearing,  debated  at  fundry  times 
in  his  royal  prefence,  the  caufes  of  the  com- 
plaining  recufants,  and  the  anfwers  and  objedti- 
ons  of  the  lord  deputy,  his  highnefs,  out  of  his 
gracious  and  princely  clemency,  refolved  to  give 
a  direcft  and  peremptory  refolution  to  the  lords, 
knights,  citizens,  and  burgeifes,  recufants  of  Ire- 
land,  what  was  his  moft  gracious  will  and  plea- 
fare  therein  ;  and  how  his  majefty  intended  to 
give  his  royal  cenfure  upon  them,  feafoned  with 
favour  and  mercy,  howfoever  their  deferts  had 
dcferved,  as  it  will  appear  very  plain  in   that 

which  followeth  : 

His 
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His  Majesty's  fpeech  delivered  in  the  coiin- 
cil  chamber  at  Whitehall,  on  Thurfday  be- 
fore  Eafler,  being  the  i2th  of  April  1614, 
touching  the  mifcarriages  of  the  recufant  lords 
and  gentlemen  of  Ireland,  in  the  parliamenc 
begun  in  that  realm,  the  iSth  of  May  1613. 

My  LoRDs, 

THESE  noblemen  and  gentlemenof  Ireland, 
are  cailed  hither  this  day,  to  hear  my 
conclufion  and  determination  in  a  caufe  of  great 
confequence,  whichhath  depsnded  long  in  trial. 
Thus  far  it  hath  had  formality ;  for  it  is  a  for- 
rnality  that  kings  do  hold  in  all  proceffes  of  im- 
portance,  to  proceed  flowly,  to  give  large  hear- 
ings,  and  to  ufe  long  debates  before  they  give 
their  fentence.  Thefe  gentlemen  will  not  deny, 
that  I  have  lent  them  mine  own  ear,  and  have 
ihewed  (them)  both  patience  and  defire,  to  un- 
derftand  their  caufe  at  full.  It  refteth  now,  that 
we  make  a  good  conclufion  after  fo  longdebate. 

It  is  a  good  rule  to  obferve  three  points  in  all 
weighty  bufineiles,  long  and  curious  debate, 
grave  and  mature  refolution,  and  fpeedy  execu- 
lion.  Thefirftis  already  paft,  the  fccond  is  to 
be  performed  this  day,  and  the  laft  muft  follow 
as  foon  after  as  conveniently  it  may  be. 

I  pROMiSED  to  thefe  noblemen  and  gentle- 
men  of  the  recufant  party,  of  parliament,  Juflice 
without  favour,     Let  them  fee  vvliedier  I  have 

not' 
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not  performed  the  fame.  I  have  given  them  a 
patient  hearing  ;  with  a  curious  fearch  into  the 
caufes  of  their  complaints,  and  now  am  to  make 
a  conclufion  of  this  bufmefs. 

In  the  fearch  (though  I  doubted  not  of  the 
honour  and  juflice  of  the  lord  deputy's  govern- 
ment)  yet  I  dealt  with  him,  not  as  with  my 
fervant,  not  as  with  the  moft  unreprovable  go- 
vernor  that  ever  was  in  that  kingdom  (as  fome 
of  yourfelves  have  acknowledged  to  myfelf  in 
your  private  fpeeches)  but  as  with  a  party.  But 
after  the  commiffioners  had  heard  all  that  could 
be  alledged  againft  him,  I  found  him  indeed  a 
faithful  fervant  by  their  certificate,  which  was 
conchijium  in  caiija.  The  gentlemen  I  fent  were 
fuch  as  no  exception  could  be  taken  againft 
them,  fome  were  never  there  before,  fome  fo 
long  fithence,  that  renmfacies  fuit  mutat<£  fince 
they  lived  in  that  kingdom. 

It  refts  in  me  now,  to  fet  down  my  conclu- 
fion  ;  but  before  I  declare  my  judgment,  I  will 
fpeak  of  fome  things  ofFered  by  you,  the  recu- 
fant  half  body,  who  are  called  parliament  recu- 
fants,  I  have  heard  of  church  recufants,  but 
not  parliament  recufants ;  this  difFerence  was 
never  before  heard  of. 

FiRST,  the  letteryou  fent  unto  me  in  the  be- 
glnning  of  the  parliament,  was  full  of  pride  and 
arrogance,  wanting  much  of  the  refpeds,  which 
fubjeds  owe  to  their  fovereign.  Now  if  I  ftiould 
do  you  juftice,   I  fhould  take  you  at  your  word, 

iay 
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lay  together  your  offer  in  your  letter,  *  and  the 
articles  which  my  attorney  laid  open  unto  you  j 
then  fhall  you  fee  your  lofs.  For  you  made  ofFer, 
that  if  you  failed  to  prove  any  one  point  con- 
tained  in  your  complaint,  you  would  renounce 
my  favour  in  all ;  yet  have  you  fcarce  proved  a 
word  true,  but,  on  the  other  fide,  almofl  every 
point  hath  been  proved  untrue. 

Of  fourt-en  returns  whereof  you  complained, 
but  two  have  been  proved  falie  ;  and  in  the  go- 
vernment  nothing  ijath  been  proved  faulty  ex- 
cept  you  would  have  the  kingdom  of  Ireland 
]ike  ihe  kingdom  of  heaven.  But  commonly 
offenders  are  moft  bold  to  make  offjrs  of  inno- 
cency  ;  for  this  being  in  pafllon,  began  in  bear, 
and  continue  in  heat  ;  but  when  they  fee  them- 
felves  in  the  glafs  of  their  own  vanity,  they  find 
their  error  :  and  this  1  have  found  by  my  own 
experience  in  Scotland,  and  fince  my  coming 
hither. 

Now  I  will  divide  my  fpeech  into  two  partK. 
Firfl,  touching  the  offences  done  by  you  ;  fe- 
condly,  of  your  complaints  againfl  the  flate  and 
government. 

ToucHiNG  the  firfi:,  I  will  begin  above.  Firfl, 
anunufualfiivour  wasofferedyou  by  my  deputy: 
for  he  fent  for  you,  advifed  you  to  confider  what 
Jaws  were  fit  to  be  propounded  for  the  common- 
vvealth,  and  offered  to  concur  with  you.  Your 
anfwer   (hould  have   been    humble  thanks   on

your 
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your  knees ;  but  you  negledled  that  favour, 
and  made  anfvver  by  two  agents,  in  the  name  of 
the  rell,  that  you  would  firft  be  made  acquaint- 
ed  with  fuch  bills  as  the  deputy  and  the  council 
there  had  refolved  to  tranfmit. 

Before  theparhament  there  was  fent  to  me, 
by  a  few  noblemen,  a  letter  rafh  and  infolent, 
that  nothing  fhould  bepurfued  in  parhament  but 
you  fnould  be  acquainted  with  it;  and  withal 
threatning  rebellion  in  a  ftrange  fafhion,  svith 
fimilitudesunfavoury  and  unmannerly,  and  unfit 
to  be  prefented  to  any  monarch  ;  and  after  that 
you  did  nothing  but  heap  complaint  upon  com- 
plaint  until  the  parHament  was  fet  down. 

The  parhament  being  fat,  you  went  on  with 
greater  contempt.  There  were  in  the  lower 
houfe  two  bodies,  and  but  one  head  ;  and  where- 
as  you  fhould  have  made  an  humble  and  dutiful 
anfwer  to  the  commendation  which  I  made  of 
a  fpeaker,  you,  the  recufant  party  being  the 
fewer,  when  the  greater  number  v/ent  out  to 
be  numbered,  fhut  the  door,  and  ttiruft  one  in- 
to  the  chair  as  a  fpeaker.  Afrer  this  the  recufants 
of  both  houfes  departed  from  the  parh'ament: 
the  hke  was  never  heard  of  in  France,  Spain, 
or  any  kingdom  in  Chriftendom. 

Then  came  petitions  to  the  deputy  from  a 
body  without  a  head,  a  headlefs  body ;  you 
would  be  afraid  to  meet  fuch  a  body  in  the 
ftreets  ;  a  body  without  a  head  to  fpeak  ;  nay 
half  a  body  ;  what  a  monfter  is  this .?  a  very 
bugbear !     Methinks  you  that  will  have  a  vift- 

VoL.  I.  '     U  ble 
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ble  head  of  the  church  over  all  the  earth,  and 
acknowledge  a  temporal  head  under  Chrift,  you 
raay  likewife  acknowledge  my  viceroy  or  deputy 
of  Ireknd. 

Th  E  N  did  the  deputy  give  you  warning  to 
come  to  the  parliament  to  pafs  the  bill  of  recog- 
nition,  which  yoa  put  ofFwith  tricks  and  fhifts; 
but  I  will  urge  this  no  further.  But  why  (hould 
the  lords  refufe  to  come  ?  they  had  no  colour 
ofabfenting  themfelves,  having  nothing  to  do 
with  the  orders  or  diforders  of  the  lower  houfe. 
The  lords  here  and  the  lower  houfe  are  as  great 
Hrangers  in  thefe  matters  as  the  parliament 
houfes  in  Spain  and  France.  Neither  had  the 
recufants  of  the  iower  houfe  any  jufl  caufe  of 
defedion,  fmce  an  indifFerent  committee  was 
offered  unto  them.  This  was  fuch  an  ill  exam- 
ple,  and  fuch  a  crime,  to  refufe  to  appear  at 
the  king's  fummons,  as,  if  you  fhall  advife  with 
lawyers  upon  ir,  I  knov/  not  what  it  may  im- 
port. 

After  this  you  came  hither,  and  only  your 
appeal  to  me  hath  inclined  me  to  mercy  ;  yet  i 
fpeak  not  to  encourage  complaints  to  be  brought 
hidier,  when  the  deputy  and  llate  maydetermine 
them.  Though  this  being  a  matter  of  parlia- 
raent  was  fit  for  the  king's  hearing,  and  your 
appeal  hath  been  heard  tifque  ad  naiifeam.  And 
whereas  it  (Tiould  have  wrought  humility  and 
thanks,  the  fruit  hath  been,  that  (I  will  not 
fay  in  a  prcpofterous)  but  in  a  kind  of  re- 
beliious  manner,  you  have  heaped  compiaints 

upon 
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upon  complaints,  and  pstitions  upon  petitions, 
not  vvarranted  with  any  truth,  tomake  the  more 
noife,  that  what  you  could  not  carry  with  rea- 
fon,  yoLi  might  cairy  with  noife  ;  whereas  you 
ihoLiId  have  looked  back  to  your  own  mifcar-' 
riages. 

Then  I  fent  commiiTioners  to  examine  as  well 
the  by  as  the  main  bufinefs,  to  wit,  the  grie- 
vances  prcferred  fince  you  came  fiift  hither,  and 
the  parliament  bufinefs,  Vvhich  you  at  firft  pre- 
tended  to  be  the  caufe  of  your  appeahng  to  mcj 
but  inftead  of  thaiks  for  that  favour,  there  came 
yet  more  new  complaints,  which,  becaufe  the 
council  here  have  already  anfwered,  I  will  not 
fpeak  of.  Now  if  you  look  back  to  your 
own  mifcarriages,  and  my  lenity,  you  (tiall 
find,  that  your  carriage  hath  been  moft  unduci- 
ful,  unreafonable,  and  in  the  next  degree  to 
treafon,  and  that  you  have  nothing  to  fly  to  but 
my  grace. 

The  lower  houfe  here  in  England  doth  ftand 
upon  its  privileges  as  much  as  any  council  in 
Chrifteadom  ;  yet  if  luch  a  difference  had  rifen 
here,  they  would  have  gone  on  with  my  fervice 
notwithftanding,  and  not  have  broken  up  their 
afrembly-  upon  it :  you  complain  of  fourteen 
falfe  returns":  are  there  not  many  more  com- 
plained  in  this  parliament  ?  yet  they  do  not  for- 
fake  the  houfe  for  it. 

Now  for  your  complaints  touching  pailia- 
ment  matiers,  liind  no  more  amifs  in  that  par- 
liameatj  than  in  the  beft  parliament  in  the.  world ; 
U  2  efcapes 
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efcapes  and  faults  of  fhenffs  there  may  be,  yet 
Dot  them  proyed  ;  and  if  it  had  been  proved,  no 
caufe  to  flay  the  parliament,  all  might  have 
been  fet  right  by  an  ordinary  courfe  of  tryal,  to 
whicli  I  mufl  refer  them. 

BuT  you  complain  of  the  new  boroughs, 
therein  I  would  fain  feel  your  pulfe,  for  yet  I 
find  not  where  the  flioe  wrings.  Forfirft,  they 
queflion  the  power  of  the  king,  whether  he  may 
lawfully  make  them  :  and  then  you  queflion  the 
wifdom  of  the  king  and  his  courxil,  in  that  you 
fay  there  are  too  many  made.  It  was  never  be- 
fore  heard,  that  any  good  fubjeds  did  difpute 
the  king's  power  in  this  point,  What  is  it  to 
3'ou  whether  I  make  many  or  few  boroughs  ? 
My  council  may  confider  the  fitnefs,  if  I  require 
it,  But  what  if  I  had  created  forty  noblemen, 
and  four  hundred  boroughs  .?  The  more  the  mer- 
rier,  the  fewer  the  better  cheer. 

BuT  this  complaint,  as  you  made  it,  was 
prepofterous  ;  for  in  contending  for  a  committee 
before  they  agreed  of  a  fpeaker,  you  did  put 
rhe  plow  before  the  liorfe,  fb  as  it  went  on  untow- 
ardly,  like  your  Irifh  plows.  But  becaufe  the 
eye  of  the  mafter  doth  make  the  horfe  fat, 
I  have  ufed  mine  own  eyes  in  taking  a  view  of 
thofe  boroughs,  and  have  feen  a  lifl  of  them  all. 
God  ismyjudge,  I  find  the  new  boroughs,  ex- 
cept  one  or  two,  to  be  as  good  as  many  of 
the  old  boroughs,  comparing  Irifh  boroughs 
new  with  Irifh  boroughs  old,  for  I  will  not  fpeak 
of  the  boroughs  of  other  countries  ;  and  yet  be- 
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fides  the  necelllty  of  making  them,  I  find  them 
like  to  encreafe  and  grow  better  daily.  I  find 
befides  but  few  ereded  in  each  county,  and  in 
many  counties  but  one  borough  only  ;  and  ihofe 
ereded  in  fit  and  convenient  places  near  forts  or 
palTages  for  ihe  fafety  of  the  country.  Me- 
thinks  you  that  feek  the  good  of  the  kingdom 
fhould  be  glad  of  it.  I  caufed  London  alfo  to 
erecft  boroughs  there,  which  when  they  are 
thoroughly  planted,  will  be  a  great  fecurity  for 
that  part  of  the  kingdom  ;  therefore  you  quarrel 
at  that  which  may  bring  peace  to  the  country. 

FoR  theperfons  returnedout  of  thofe  boroughs 
you  complain  they  have  no  refidence.  If  you 
faid  they  had  no  interefl,  it  had  been  fomewhat  -, 
but  moft  of  them  have  intereft  in  the  kingdom  ; 
et  qiii  hahent  intercejjare^  like  to  be  as  careful  as 
you  for  the  weal  thereof.  I  feek  not  emendicata 
fnffragia.  Such  boroughs  as  have  been  made 
fince  the  fummons,  are  wiped  away  at  one  word 
for  this  time.  I  have  tried  that  and  done  you 
fair  play.  But  you  that  are  of  a  contrary  reli- 
gion  mufl:  not  look  to  be  the  only  law-makers  ; 
you  that  are  but  half  fubjeds  fhould  have  but 
half  privileges  ;  you  have  but  one  eye  to  me  one 
way,  and  to  the  pope  another  way ;  the  pope 
is  your  father  mfpiritualihus  and  in  temporalihus 
only,  and  fo  have  your  bodies  turned  one  way, 
and  your  fouls  drawn  another  way  ;  you  that 
fend  your  children  to  the  feminaries  of  treafon. 
Strive  henceforth  to  bccome  good  fubjedls,  that 
you  may  have  cor  unum  et  viam  unam,  and  then 
U  3  I  fliall 
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I  (hall  refpeft  you  all  alike.  But  3^our  Irifb 
priefls  teach  you  fuch  grounds  of  dodlrine,  as 
3'ou  cannot  follow  them  vvith  a  fafe  confcience, 
but  you  muft  caft  ofFyour  loyalty  to  the  king  *. 
T  o  u  c  H  I  N  G  the  grievances  whereof  you 
have  complained,  J  am  loth  to  fpend  breath  m 
them  ;  if  you  charge  the  inferior  minifters  in  the 
country,  a!l  countries  are  fubjecft  to  fuch  grie- 
vances.  But  if  you  charge  the  deputy  and  flate, 
7n'bil  probatur.  Indeed  1  hear,  and  not  from 
you,  but  from  others,  there  is  one  thing  grievous 
to  the  country,  that  notwithftanding  the  com- 
pohtion  eftablifhed  in  the  provinces,  the  gover- 
nors  there  do  fend  out  their  purveyors,  who 
take  up  their  achates  and  other  provifion  upon 
the  country.  If  this  had  been  complained  of  to 
thedeputy  or  to  me,  it  had  been  reformed  ;  the 
deputy  himfelf  at  Dublin  doth  not  grieve  the 
country  with  any  fuch  burthen.  Another  thing 
there  is  that  grieveth  the  country  people,  which 
is,  that  in  the  country  where  there  is  half  peace 
and  half  war,  the  fherifFs  and  the  foldiers  in  their 
pafTage  do  commit  many  extortions.  For  thefe 
grievances  I  myfelf  will  call  the  deputy  unto 
me,  and  fet  down  fuch  orders  in  this  time  of 
vacation,  as  thefe  abufes  fhall  be  redreifed,  and 
clear  taken  away;  and  if  any  fuch  diforders  be 
fuffered  hereafter  it  fhall  be  only  for  fault  of  not 
complaining  :  and  becaufe  the  meaner  fort  wiil 
perhaps  fear   to  cbmplain,  I  would  have   fuch 

*  HcFe  the  king  mentioned  an  Ififh  Prieft'sletter  lately  intercepted. 
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gentlemen   of  the   country  as  are  of  the   bsfl 
credit  with  the  deputy,   to  prefent  complaints, 
vvhich  they  may  do  in  fuch  manner  as  to  the  par- 
ties  vvho  prefer  the  complaintsmay  notbe  known. 
There   is  a  double  caufe  vvhy  I  fliould  be 
careful  of  the  welfare  of  that  people  :    firfl,   as 
king  of  England,  by  reafon  of  the  long  poireifion 
the    crown  of  England  hath  had   in  that  land  ; 
and  alfo  as  king  of  Scotland  ;  for  the  ancient 
kings  of  Scotland  are  defcended  from  the  kings 
of  Ireland  ;  fo  as  I  have  an  old  title  as  king  of 
Scotland,   therefore  you  fhall  not  doubt  to  be 
relieved  when  you  complain,  fo  as  you  will  pro- 
ceed  without  clamour. 

MoREovER  my  care  hath  been,  that  no  ads 
fhould  be  preferred  that  fhould  be  grievous  to 
that  people,  and  to  that  end  I  perufed  them  all, 
except  one,  which  I  favv  not  till  of  late,  and  that 
is  now  out  of  doors  ;  for  I  proteft  I  have  been 
more  careful  of  the  bills  to  be  pafied  in  that 
parliament,  than  in  the  parliament  of  England. 
Lastly,  for  the  imputations  which  may 
feem  to  touch  the  lord  deputy,  I  have  found 
nothing  done  by  him  but  what  is  fit  for  an  ho- 
nourable  gentleman  to  do  in  his  place,  which 
he  hath  difcharged  as  well  as  any  deputy  ever 
did,  and  fo  divers  of  you  in  private  have  con- 
feifed  to  me  ;  and  I  find  your  complaints  againfl 
him  and  the  llate  to  be  but  carelefs  expollula- 
tions. 

To  conclude,    my   fentence  is,  that  in  the 

raatter  of  parliament,  you  have  carried  your- 
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felves  tumultoully  and  undutifully ;  and  that 
your  proceedings  have  been  rude,  diforderly, 
and  inexcufablc,  and  worthy  of  fevere  punifh- 
ment,  vvhich  by  reafon  of  your  fubmiflion  I  do 
forbear,  but  not  permit,  'till  I  fee  your  dutiful 
carriage  in  thisparliament,  where,  by  your  obe- 
dience  to  the  deputy  and  ftate,  and  your  future 
good  behaviour,  you  may  redeem  your  paft 
mifcarriage,  and  then  you  may  deferve  not 
only  pardon,  but  favour  andcherifhing. 

In  this  year  the  king's  majefty  received  adver- 
tifemcnts  by  letters  from  beyond  the  feas,  that 
there  was  a  certain  fiiar  called  John  Stewart,  a 
Scottifhman  born,  which  was  coming  from 
Rome  to  England,  Scotland  and  Ireland,  as  the 
pope's  nuncio,  to  animate  the  fuperftitious  fub- 
jedts  of  thofe  kingdoms,  and  to  work  fome  fur- 
ther  milchief  concerning  the  king's  perfon.  He 
was  foartificially  defcribed  to  the  king's  majefly 
in  fhape  and  proportion  of  body,  in  phyfiognomy 
of  face,  in  colour  of  hair,  and  in  fuits  of  ap- 
parel,  his.  jonrney  and  travel  with  his  compa- 
nions  and^iaflbciates,  in  every  particular,  where- 
by  Jiis  majefty  gave  particular  notice  of  him 
throughout  all  his  dominions,  chiefly  in  Ireland, 
where  it  feems  his  firft  arrival  was  intended,  ef- 
pecially  commanding,  that  he  fhould  be  fpeedi- 
]y  apprehended,  if  poflibly  he  might  be  found  ; 
and  it  fo  chanced,  that  one  lieutenant  Hufley 
met  VKith  him,  and  brought  him  to  the  caftle  of 
Dublin,  where  he  wae  examined  before  the  lords 
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juftices  and  others  of  the  council.  Upon  Mon- 
day  the  fixteenth  day  of  May,  he  was  examined 
from  feven  of  the  clock  in  the  morning  until 
twelve  of  the  clock  at  noon,  but  what  he  con- 
fefled  was  yet  unknown  ;  but  moft  certain  it  is, 
that  the  next  day,  being  the  feventeenth  of 
May,  he  was  put  on  fhip-board,  and  fent  into 
England  to  the  king,  with  a  flrong  guard  under 
the  charge  and  conduclion  of  one.  This  man, 
the  faid  friar  ferved  fometimes  one  Peter  Nangle, 
a  gentleman  born  in  Ireland,  who  had  been  in 
his  youth  a  very  gallant  courtier,  and  for  reli- 
gion  fake  fled  into  Spain  about  the  year  1576, 
and  there  became  a  friar  himfelf,  and  fo  con- 
tinued  until  his  dying  day. 

The  28th  day  of  May  Mr.  John  Laffan,  a 
young  gentleman  born  in  the  county  of  Tippe- 
rary,  was  flain  at  the  end  of  School-houfe-Iane, 
near  Cook-flreet,  Dublin,  by  one  Edward 
Mufgravc,  a  quarrelling  foldier  of  the  guard, 
-who  was  therefore  apprehended  and  arraigned  in 
the  king's  bench,  and  there  condemned  of  wil- 
ful  murder,  and  adjudged  to  be  drawn,  hanged 
and  quartered ;  but  upon  good  confideration  that 
execution  was  deferred  and  refpited  for  a  time  ; 
and  upon  my  lord  deputy's  return  he  was  ex»- 
cuted  for  the  fadt  at  Dublin. 

In  this  year  certain  Iufl:y  companions,  viz. 
John  Morris,  Peter  Hilliard,  and  Hugh  Ro- 
gers,  and  others,  confulted  to  fl:eal  away  a  fhip 
that  lay  at  Dalkey-head  loaded  with  a  mer- 
chant's  goods  of  Chefler  j   with  which  (hip  they 

failed 
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failed  into  the  north  of  Ireland,  where  they  an- 
chored  in  Lough  Suilly,  and  were  apprehended 
by  the  means  of  bifhop  0'Coffie,  and  fent  up  to 
DubHn,  where  they  were  arraigned  before  Sir 
Adam  Loftus,  who  was  judge  of  the  admiral 
court  in  Ireland,  and  were  condemned  to  death, 
chiefly  thofe  three  above-named,  who  were 
found  to  be  the  chief  and  principal  adors,  and 
the  reft  were  remitted  and  fet  at  liberty,  and 
thefe  three  were  executed  upon  the  ftrand,  at 
low-water  mark,  by  Dubhn,  upon  the  ^oth  of 
May,  1614. 

1n  this  year  one  Thomas  Barnap,  an  Englifh- 
man  born,  being  a  foldier,  and  dwelHng  in  Co- 
naught,  was  accufed  for  fpeaking  thefe  or  the 
like  words,  viz.  that  alJ  Englifhmen  were 
cov/ards  and  fainthearted,  that  would  receive  a 
Scottiftiman  to  reign  over  them  ;  for  which 
words  he  was  apprehended  and  arraigned  in  Co- 
naught  aforefaid  at  the  afllzes  holden  at  Rofcom- 
mon  before  Sir  Dominick  Sarsfield,  fecond  juf- 
tice  of  the  king's  bench,  where  the  faid  Thomas 
Earnap  was  indided  and  fo;ind  guilty.  But  Sir 
Dominick  proceeded  no  further  with  him  there, 
but  deferred  his  judgment  until  the  next  Eafter 
term  to  be  holden  at  the  court  of  king's  bench 
at  Dublin,  where  the  faid  Thomas  was  to  ap- 
pear  ;  and  there  judiclally  he  received  judgment 
according  to  the  weight  of  his  oflfence,  which 
was,  that  he  fhould  be  drawn,  hanged  and 
quartered  j  and  according  to  this  fentence  he 
was  executed  upon  Oxmantown-green,  by  Dub- 
lin,  the  4th  of  June,  1614. 

UPON 
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UpoN  the  8th  of  June  there  came  a  packet 
of  letters  out  of  England,  whereby  it  was 
known,  that  the  parliament  was  once  more  to 
be  adjourned,  viz.  to  the  iith  of  Odober, 
and  that  the  king's  majefty  was  to  begin  a  pro- 
grefs  upon  the  ^oth  of  July ;  whereby  it  was 
judged  that  there  fhould  be  fome  longer  flay 
made  of  the  ]ord  deputy's  coming  over,  who 
was  then  in  England.  Bat  the  king  being  pre- 
pared  for  his  progrefs,  licenfed  the  lord  deputy 
to  depart  and  return  into  Ireland  ;  who  after  he 
had  taken  his  leave  of  the  king,  departed  from 
Londonon  Monday  the  iith  of  July,  being  ac- 
companied  with  Sir  Henry  Poore,  Sir  Robert 
Digby,  Sir  Charles  Wilmot,  Sir  Adam  Loftus, 
Sir  Roger  Jones,  Sir  Edward  Moore,  and  many 
othcr  gentlemen  of  worth,  who  attended  his 
lordfhip,  and  arrived  with  him  at  the  head  of 
Howthupon  the  26th  of  July  very  early  in  the 
morning ;  and  the  fame  day  in  the  afternoon 
thelordsjuftices,  with  as  many  of  the  nobility 
as  were  near  at  hand,  and  alfo  the  mayor  of  the 
city  of  Dublin,  with  the  aidermen  and  com- 
mons,  rode  forth  to  meet  the  lord  deputy,  by 
whom  he  was  received  moft  joyfully,  and  at- 
tended  upon  with  great  troops  of  horfemen  of 
all  eftates  riding  from  Howth  towards  Dublin  ; 
and  ashe  entered  the  city  he  refumed  again  his 
majefty's  fword  of  juftice  and  eftate  in  his  own 
hands,  which  was  borne  before  him  by  the  lord 
of  Howth  ;  and  fo  riding  moft  honourably  with 
great  applaufe  and  rejoicing  of  the  people,  he 
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pafled  through  the  clty,   and  went  to  his  owa 
houfe  at  Hoggen-green. 

This  year  m  the  month  of  Augufl:  there  was 
a  very  fair  monument  of  alabafler  fet  up  in  the 
high  choir  of  the  cathedral  church  of  the  Trinity 
in  Dublin  for  that  honourable  child  Arthur 
Chichefter,  fon  and  heir  to  the  lord  Chichefter, 
baron  of  Belfaft,  and  lord  deputy  general  of  the 
kingdomof  Ireland,  born  unto  him  of  that  mofl 
virtuous  lady  his  wife,  the  lady  Lettice,  the 
daughter  of  the  mofl  worthy  knight  Sir  John 
Perrot,  who  had  been  fome  time  lord  deputy  in 
Ireland.  The  child  was  born  in  j6o6,  on  the 
firft  of  Odober,  and  died  in  November  next 
following,  and  lived  not  full  two  months.  Up- 
on  whofe  death  a  gentleman  attending  the  ftate 
made  this  epitaph  : 

Here  lies  the  father's  hope  and  mother'sjoy, 
Though  they  feem  haplefs,  happy  was  the  boy  ; 
For  of  his  life  the  long  and  tedious  race 
He  hath  difpatched  in  lefs  than    two  months 

fpace. 
A  blefTed  foul  to  whom  fuch  grace  was  given, 
To  make  fo  fhort  a  voyage  unto  heaven  : 
And  here  a  name  and  chriftendom  to  gain, 
And  to  his  Maker  ftraight  return  again. 

The  i8th  of  Auguft  there  was  a  great  com- 
mencement  holden  in  the  univerfity  at  Dublin, 
but  becaufe  the  rooms  in  the  Trinity  College 
werevery  fjnall,   they  held  their  adsof  difputa- 

tion 
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tion  in  the  high  choir  of  St.  Patrick's  church,, 
and  there  proceeded  that  day  five  dodors  in 
theology,  viz.

The  whole  number  of  graduates  at  this  corn- 
mencement,  38  j  befides  three  that  were  in- 
corporated. 

The  manner  of  this  commencement  was  ac- 
complifhed  in  this  order  ;  firfl,  Dr.  Hampton, 
lord  archbifhop  of  Armagh  and  primate  of  ali 
Ireland,  who  having  many  years  before  proceed- 
ed  Do(5tor  in  theology  at  the  univerfity  in  Cam- 
bridge,  was  now  at  this  commencement  incor- 
porated  into  the  univerfity  of  DubHn,  and  was 
the  fenior  docflor  cathedral  and  moderator  of 
theological  adts  in  the  commencement  •,  fo  upon 
thc  day  appointed,  viz.  the  i  8th  day  of  Augufl, 
the  faid  dodlor  Hampton,  lord  primate,  toge- 
ther  with  the  provoft,  fellows,  and  fcholars  of 
the  houfe,  paffed  from  the  college  through  the 
city  of  Dublin  in  very  flately  order  j  for  the 
lord  primate  and  other  ancient  doftors,  and  ai- 
fo  thofe  that  were  to  proceed  dodlors,  were 
every  one  attired  in  fcarlet  robes,  with  their 
dodors  hoods ;  alfo  the  batchelors  of  divinity, 

the 
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the  maftersand  batcheJGrs  of  arts  were  attired  In- 
other  fcholar-like  attire  as  appertained,  whidi 
made  a  very  beaiitiful  ihow  to  the  fight  of  alf 
men ;  and  they  were  further  moH:  highly  graced 
with  the  prefence  of  the  lord  deputy,  the  lord 
chancellor,  Sir  Thomas  Ridgway,  knt.  treafurer, 
and  treafurer  at  war,  v/ith  divers  others  of  the 
council,  who  foUowed  after  them,  and  fat  in  St, 
Patrick's  church  to  hear  theirdifputation  and  dif- 
■  courfes,  which  were  performed  as  followeth. 

FiRST,  when  they  were  entered  the  choir  of 
St.  Patrick's  church,  the  mafters  and  batchelors 
of  arts  fat  down  in  their  places  appointed  for 
them,  every  one  according  to  his  degree  ;  like- 
■wife  Dr.  Dun,  being  a  dodlor  in  the  civil  law, 
and  vice-chancellor  of  the  univerfity,  took  bis 
place,  which  was  appointed  for  him  in  the 
choir ;  and  then  Mr.  Anthony  Martin,  prodor 
for  the  college,  afcended  up  into  one  of  the  pul- 
pits,  as  moderator  of  the  philofophical  ads. 
And  the  lord  primate,  who  was  father  for  the 
day,  of  the  theological  acts,  with  thofe  three 
which  were  to  proceed  in  the  publick  difputa- 
tions,  as  alfo  two  batchelors  of  divinity,  did  af- 
cend  up  to  their  places  which  were  appointed  for 
them  on  the  right  fide  of  the  choir.  And  v/hen 
the  lord  deputy,  and  the  lord  chancellor,  and 
the  council  were  fet,  and  all  things  in  good  or- 
ner,  Dr.  Dun,  the  vice  chancellor  of  the  univer- 
fity,  began  an  oration  in  Latin,  being  as  a  gene- 
ral  introdudion  into  all  the  ads  of  that  day's 
difputation,  which  he  performed  karnedly  ;  and 

wlien. 
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when  he  ended  his  oration,  the  primate  began 
another  oration  in  Latin  concerning  the  ad  of  di- 
vinity,  and  thofe  that  were  to  proceed  cioclors. 
Th  -  3  oration  contained  a  long  difcourfe, 
wherein  he  admsniftered  five  academical  cere- 
monies  as  here  do  follow  in  order  : 

1.  He  (ttt  them  in  his  chair. 

2.  He  gave  them  fquare  caps. 

3.  He  dehvcred  them  the  bible. 

4.  He  put  rings  upon  their  fingers. 

These  ceremonies  miniftered  feverally  to 
each  of  them,  firfl  to  Dr.  Ufher,  then  to  Dr. 
Richardfon,  and  lallly  to  Dr.  Walfh  ;  and  the 
lord  primate  expounded  to  them  the  fignification 
of  each  ceremony. 

T  H  r  s  manner  of  ccmmencement  Was  neveif 
ufed  in  Ireland  before  this  time.  Now  all  things 
being  thus  performed  by  the  lord  primate,  as  is 
faid,  Dr.  Ufhcr  went  down  into  the  choir,  and 
afcended  up  into  one  of  the  pulpits,  where  he 
made  a  fermon-like  oration  upon  the  text,  Hoc 
ejl  coypus  meiim  ;  and  after  a  long  difcourfe 
thereon,  the  other  two  dodors,  viz.  Dr.  Ri- 
chardfon  and  Dr.  Walfh  difputed  with  Dr,  Ufher 
upon  the  fame  point ;  in  which  difputation,  the 
lord  primate,  who  was  the  father  of  this  theolo- 
gical  adt,  was  alfo  moderator  in  thtir  difputa- 
tion,  and  finifhing  the  adl,  they  rofe  up,  and 
rcturned  back  to  the  Trinity  College,  where  a 
ftately  dinner  was  provided  for  the  lord  deputy 
and  council.     And  thus  vvere  all  things  concern- 

ing 
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ing  the  adls  of  commencement  in  the  Unlverfity 
of  Dubhn,  performed  and  accompHfhed  to  their 
high  commendations  and  credit, 

The  total  fum  of  all  the  gradiiates  that  have 
commenced  in  this  un-iverfity  from  the  firft  foun- 
dation  thereof  to  this  prefent  year  1614  inclu- 
five,    containing  the  fpace  of  23  years.

And  v/hereas  it  hath  pleafed  God,  that  in 
thefe  few  years  ©f  her  infancy,  fhe  hath  brought 
forth  fuch  a  learned  ifliie,  it  is  to  be  hoped  for, 
that  in  her  more  ripe  and  mature  years  (God 
blefling  her  increafe)  fhe  fhall  produce  multi- 
tude  of  learned  children,  who  fhall  flourifli  in 
the  church  and  commonwealth,  to  the  glory  of 
God,  and  the  increafe  of  true  chriftian  religion 
in  Chrift  Jefus.     Amen. 

This  year  all  the  counfellors  of  law  that  were 
in  Ireland,  who  w^ould  not  take  the  oath  of  fu- 
premacy,  were  put  from  pleading  of  caufes  in 
any  of  the  four  courts,  or  elfewhere  to  fpeak  for 
tny  clients.     Likewifc,  fuch  as  were  penfioners, 

that 
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that  would  not  take  the  raid  oath,  were  di[- 
charged  of  their  penfions. 

You  have  read  m  the  difcourres  foregoing, 
that  divers  noblemen,  knights,  and  gentlemen 
of  Ireland,  were  fent  for  by  the  king's  majefly 
to  repair  into  England,  when  the  lord  deputy 
went  over  there,  to  fhevv  the  caufes  of  their 
griefs  before  the  king,in  the  prefence  of  the  lord 
deputy  ;  where  they  feemed  vehemently  to  ag- 
gravate  their  complaint,  but  yet  to  fmall  pur- 
pofe,  as  it  doth  plainly  appear  by  his  m.^jef!:y's 
royal  fpeeches  late  delivered  at  Weilminfter, 
upon  the  2ifl:  of  April  1613,  which  you  may 
read  a  little  before.  Now,  after  the  lord  deputy 
was  returned  back  into  Ireland,  the  faid  lords, 
knights,  and  gentlemen,  were  likewife  licenfed 
to  reiurn  home  to  their  own  countries. 

WlLLIAM     TaLBOT,    of    ,      cfq;     UOt- 

withftanding  his  heinous  ofFence  made  to  his 
majefly,andhis  long  impritbnment  intheTower, 
and  the  fine  of  10000/.  impofed  upon  him  in 
the  flar-chamber  of  England,  yet  was  theking's 
highnefs  mofl  gracioully  pleafed,  npon  his  hum- 
ble  fubmiffion,  to  tolerate  his  ofFences,  and  to 
permit  him  to  go  over  into  Ireland  with  the  reft 
of  his  countrymen.

T  H  E  parliament  was  now  again  prorogued 
until  the  2  8th  of  April  1615. 
VoL.  I.  X  In 
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In  this  year  certain  of  the  fept  of  the  Clan- 
doneJls,  in  the  oiit-ifles  of  Scotland,  went  out 
into  rebellion,  and  held  a  ftrong  caftle  in  the 
illand  of  Ifla  againft  the  king  ;  but  his  majefly 
fent  fpeedy  diredlions  to  the  Jord  deputy  in  Ire- 
land,  to  fend  thither  certain  pieces  of  great  ord- 
nance  for  battery,  with  foldiers  and  command- 
ers,  as  he  fliould  think  fit  for  fuch  fervice.  So 
the  deputy  appointed  the  worthy  knight  Sir 
Oliver  Lambert  to  be  the  chief  governor  and 
diredor  of  that  fervice,  accompanied  with  Sir 
Thomas  Philips,  who  commanded  one  hundred 
men,  and  captain  Crafl^ord^  who  com.manded 
another  hundrcd,  with  two  cannons  and  culve- 
rine ;  and  when  all  things  were  ia  readinefs, 
they  departed  from  Dublin  the  ^th  of  Decem- 
ber  1614,  being  fhipped  in  two  of  the  king's 
fhips,  viz.  the  Phoenix  and  the  Moon ;  and  when 
they  came  into  the  ifland,  they  expedled  to  meet 
with  Sir  John  Campbell,  lord  of  Caldore  ;  but 
he  came  not  to  them  in  eight  or  nine  days  after ; 
and  when  he  came  to  Sir  Oliver,  they  marched 
towards  the  caflle,  and  began  to  plant  their  bat- 
tery,  in  which  bufinefs  captain  Crafford  was  flain 
with  a.buJlet  from  the  caftle  :  this  notwithftand- 
ing,  in  five  or  fix  days  they  made  a  breach,  and 
the  rebels,  having  boats  within  the  caftle,  ran 
away  by  hight;  and  fo  Sir  Oliver  took  the  caftle, 
anddelivereditto  thefaidSirJohnCampbelltokeep 
for  the  king's  ufe,  and  fo  removed  bis  camp,  and 
fliipped  his  men  and  his  ordnance,  and  returned 
to  Ireland,  arriying  at  Dublin  on  the  uth  day 
of  February  in  the  year  aforefaid.

RI G  H  T  trufty  and  well  beloved,  we  greet 
you  wcll.  Upon  full  examination  of  the 
caufes,  as  well  for  the  difTenfion  which  happened 
in  the  houfe  of  commons  there  about  the  elec- 
tion  of  the  fpeaker,  and  the  departure  of  divers 
of  the  members  of  both  houfes  from  the  parlia- 
ment,  we  have  found  the  parties  which  departed 
from  the  reft,  although  they  complained  of 
wrong  done  unto  them,  to  have  been  faulty,  and 
in  the  wrong  themfelves  ;  and  thau  the  reft  who 
continued  their  attendance  in  pariiament  are  noc 
only  free  from  blame,  but  that  they  do  deferve 
our  favour  and  good  opinion  for  their  loyal  acd 
dutiful  carriage  in  that  behalf,  which  we  require 
you  fpecially  from  us,  and  in  our  name,  to  fig- 
nify  unto  them.  Howbeir,  fmce  we  for  our 
part  have  been  pleafed  to  forbear  to  puniOi  the 
contempts  coramitted  againft  us,  by  thole  who 
willingly  departed  from  the  parliament  there,  in 
regard  of  iheir  appeal  to  our  juftice,  and  fub- 
million  unto  our  judgment,  as  well  touching 
the  eIe(flion  of  the  fpeaker,  whom  we  judge  to 
be  lawfully  chofen,  as  in  all  other  points,  toge- 
ther  with  their  hnmble  promife  from  henceforth 
to  give  their  dutifal  attendance  in  this  parlia- 
ment  ;  we  do  hereby  will  and  require  you  to 
fignify  to  the  houfe  of  commons  there,  that  it 
is  our  defire,  that  they  take  example  from  us  in 
forbearing  to  call  in  queftion  any  contempt  or 
mifdemeanour  heretofore  committed  in  that 
lioufe,  by   any  of  thofe  parties  who   departed 
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from  the  refl,  to  the  end  that  all  the  members  of 
that  houfe  may   be    remitted  in    concord   and 
amity,   and  that  particular  expoflulations  may 
not  give   impediment  to  the  general  bufinefs, 
And  whereas  the  members  of  that  houfe,  who 
departed  from  the  reft,  complaining  at  firft  of 
the  number  of  new  boroughs  lately  ereded  be^ 
fore  the  beginning  of  this  parliament,  have  now 
acknowledged  our  lawful  power  and  prerogative, 
as  well  to  incorporate,  as  to  enable  the  fame  to 
fend  burgeffes  to  the  parliament,  only  they  have 
been  humble  fuitors  unto  us,  that  we  would   be 
pleafed  to  confider  of  the  conveniency  thereof ; 
we  have,  with  the  advice  of  our  council  here, 
thought  fit  and  convenient,  that  the  burgeffes 
returned  from  eight  boroughs  only,  which  were 
ere^ted  by  our  charters  thcre  fince  the  writs  of 
fummons  to  this  parliament  went  forth,  namely^ 
the  burgeffes  returned  frdm  the  feveral  towns  or 
boroughs    of   Tallagh,     Lifmore,    Catherlogh, 
Clonkilrie,  Featherd,  in  the  county  of  Wexford, 
Agher,  Belfafl,  and  Charlemont,   fhall  forbear 
to  fit   in  the  houfe  of  commons  during  this  par- 
iiament  only  j   and  that  the   burgeffes  returned 
from  the  boroughs  of  Kildare  and  Cavan,  being 
found   by  the  certificate  of  the  commifTioners, 
lately  fent  thither,  to  be  falfely  returned,  do  like- 
wife  forbear  to  fit  in  that  houfe,   unlefs  they  be 
again  duly  elefted.     And  whereas  the  faid  com- 
miffioners,   upon  a  certificate  made  unto  them 
by  theprincipal  clerk  of  the  officeof  the  roils, 
they  have  informed  us,    that  the  towns-and  bo- 

roughs 
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roiighs  of  Clogher,  Alone,  and  Gorocan,  have 
no  lawful  power  by  charter  or  prefcription,  to 
fend  burgeiTes  to  the  parliament,  we  think  it  fit, 
if  that  certificate  be  found  true,  that  the  bur- 
geffes  returned  from  the  faid  three  towns  6f 
Clogher,Alone,  andGorocan,  fhall  forbearalfoto 
lit  in  this  houfe  of  parliament ;  but  that  all  the 
refl  of  the  burgefles  returned  into  this  parliament,^ 
from  any  other  city  or  borough,  new  or  old, 
be  admitted  as  lawful  members  of  the  houfe  of 
commons  there,  as  being  lawfully  elcfted  and 
returned  :  all  which  we  require  you  to  make 
known  to  the  houfe  of  commons  there,  not  doubt- 
ing  but  that  they  will  conform  ihemfelves  unto 
that  which  we  have  refolved  here,  in  all  the  points 
aforefaid.  But  now,  forafmuch  as  the  doubts  and 
queflions  which  have  been  moved,  touching  the 
parliament,  are  fully  cleared  and  refolved,  we 
think  it  a  fit  time  to  difpatch  from  hence  Sir 
John  Davis,  our  attorney  general  of  that  king- 
dom,  with  thofe  bills  which  were  firft  tranfmit- 
ted  thither  under  the  great  feal  of  England,  and 
were  lately  fent  for  hither  again  by  our  fpecial 
direflion,  to  the  end  that  the  bill  againfl  the  Je- 
fuits,  &c.  might  be  taken  away  from  the  refi:,  to 
be  further  confidered  of  by  us  -,  v/hich  we  our- 
felves  have  done  with  our  own  hands,  fending 
the  refl  back  again  unto  you,  to  be  propounded 
in  the  next  feflions  which  is  to  begin  in  Odlober 
next,  if  you  find  no  caufe  to  the  contrary  upon 
your  arrival  there  ;  or  if  we  in  the  mean  time 
fhall  not  give  you  diredions  to  prorogue  the  fame 
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to  a  further  day.  In  the  mean  time,  we  recom- 
raend  unto  you  the  care  and  diligence  of  our  faid 
attorney  in  this  pubHck  bufinefs  from  the  begin- 
ning ;  and  becaufe  his  paffage  to  and  fro,  and 
his  long  attendance  at  this  time,  hath  been 
chargeable  unto  him,  we  require  you  to  give 
him  fuch  allowance  as  he  hath  formerly  received 
upon  the  lilce  employments  ;  and  thefe  our  let- 
ters  fliall  be  your  warrant  in  that  behalf  Given 
under  our  fignet  at  Beavour  Caflle,  the  7th  day 
of  Auguft,  in  the  twelfth  year  of  our  reign  of 
Great  Britain,  France,  and  Ireland.

jhave  been  fent  forth  to  the  fheriffs  of  every 
county  within  this  realm,  for  eledion  of  knights^ 
citizens,  and  burgeffes  to  this  parHament,  in  the 
ufual  form  ;  and  we  find,  that  the  knights,  citi- 
zens,  and  burgeffes,  have  been  returned  from  all 
counties,  antient  cities,  and  boroughs,  without 
omiffion,  of  any  that  hath  appeared,  either  by 
record  or  depofition  of  witnefles,  to  have  right 
to  be  returned  to  the  faid  parhament. 

2.  ToucHiNG  fraud,  force,  or  other  unlawful 
pradices  in  the  eledions  and  returns  of  knights, 
citizens,  and  burgeflfes,  for  the  fhires,  cities,  and 
boroughs  complained  of,  namely,  in  the  counties 
of  Armagh,  Cavan,  Down,  King's  county,  Lime- 
rick,  Fermanagh,  Tyrone,  Rofcommon,  the 
county  of  the  city  of  DuWin  ;  and  the  boroughs 
of  Carlingford,  Trim,  Kildare,  Wicklow,  and 
Cavan,  upon  diHgent  enquiry  made,  concerning 
the  fherifFs  or  officers,  charged  with  undue  prac- 
tices,  and  the  parties  fuppofed  to  be  wronged 
by  the  fame,  with  their  proofs  and  witnefTes  on 
both  fides,  we  find  in  every  of  them,  as  fol- 
loweth  : 

In  the  county  of  Armagh,  the  eledion-day 
being  on  Thurfday  the  22d  of  April,  the  fhe- 
riffs  requefted  the  gentlemen  and  freeholders  to 
meet  at  Armagh  the  day  before,  to  confer  of 
the  ele6lion,  the  Irifh  fuppofmg  (as  they  faid) 
that  day  to  be  the  day  of  choice,  the  fherifFfig- 
nified  unto  them,  that  the  morrow  after,  v/as  the 
day  appointed  for  the  eledion  ;   at  which   day, 

in 
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m  the  morning,  he  attended  the  comlng  of  the 
freeholders,     near    the    rhire-houfe,     till    nine 
o'clock  ;  and   about    that  hour,  the  Irifh  and 
Britifh  freeholders,  then  prefent,  entered  intothe 
faid  houfe  •    he    read   the  writ,   and   Sir  Toby 
Cauliield  and  Sir  John  Bourchier,   being  pro- 
pounded    to    be   knights,    Henry   Mac  Shane 
0'Ncill,  complained  to  the  (heriff,  that  fome  of 
the  Iriili  freeholders  were  kept  out  of  the  houfe 
by  foldiers  at  the  door  ;   whereupon  the  flieriff 
went  down,  and  commanded,  that  no  freeholder 
Ihould    be   debarred    entrance,    ;Uid  rcturning, 
proceeded  to  the  eledion  ;  when,  by  the  greater 
number  of  voices  then  prefent  (being  thirty)  Sir 
Toby  Caulfield  and   Sir  John  Bourchier,  were 
elecfled,   there  being  then  not  above  (Qven  or 
eight  Irifh   freeholderc  prefent  •    in   regard  that 
Neill  mac-Tirlagh  0'Neill,,     offering    to   come 
into  the  houfe,    and  being  croffed  by  one  at  the 
door  with  a  halbard   (fuppofed  to  be  a  foldier) 
v/ould  not  afterwards  enter,  though  invited  by 
hisbrother;   but,  t02;ether  with  20  others,   who 
never  ofFered   to   come   in,  departed  upon  this 
prctended   occafion,   being  aifo  forev/arned  by 
Henry  Mac  Shane,  not  to  flay  after  9  o'clock  ; 
for  that  all  eleclions  after  that  hour  were  void; 
which  twenty,  notwithflanding,  with  fome  other 
of  the  IriOi,   to  the  numbfr  of  41   freeholders 
(as  they  allcdged)  but  upon  examinaiion,  fjund 
to  be   but   27  ;    about  eleven  o'ciock  the  farae 
day,  ailembled  in  the  church,  and  there,  without 
either    the   prefence  or   privity  of  the  nieriff, 
VoL.  I.  Y  eleaed 
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eleded  Sir  Tirlagli  Mac  Hcnry  0'Neill,  (who 
can  fpeak  no  Englifli)  and  Henry  Mac  Shean 
0'NeiIl,  and  prelented  their  names  to  the  (he- 
rifF;  as  to  the  force,  it  was  no  other  than  this, 
that  the  flieriff  brought  with  him  fix  foldiers, 
three  pike  and  three  fliot,  to  keep  the  peace,  in 
cafe  any  tumult  fliould  arife,  and  left  them  near 
the  Ihire-houfe,  at  his  going  into  the  eledion, 
without  any  commandment  given  (as  the  Iheriff 
depofed)  to  ftay  any  freeholder  from  entrance. 
Neverthelefs,  one  with  a  halbard  in  the  corapa- 
ny  of  the  foldiers,  but  denied  to  be  of  the  hx 
brought  by  the  flieriff,  did  ftop  Neili  Mac  Tir- 
kgh  from  entering  as  aforefaid  -,  and  this  was 
all  the  force  found  by  the  commiliioners  in  the 
eIe<flion. 

In  Cavan  ;  that  the  day  of  the  afiizes,  and  the 
day  of  the  eledtion,  was  the  fame,  namely,  the 
6th  of  April,  vvhere  the  freeholders  of  the 
county  being  aifembled  in  the  nether  end  of  the 
fhire-houfe,  the  judges  fitting  in  the  other  part ; 
after  proclamation,  and  reading  the  w^rit,  the 
flierift  required  the  freeholders  thcn  prefent  to 
proceed  to  eledlion  about  eight  o'clock;  where- 
upon,  captain  Fleming,  and  others,  who  (as  fome 
depofe)  had  formerly  moved  the  flieriff  for  a 
further  day,  and  had  fome  hope  given  them  of 
the  fame,  did  now  move  their  requeft,  which 
the  fheriff  denyiiig  to  grant,  in  regard  that  day 
vvas  the  proper  day  (being  the  next  county  day 
after  iht  writ  reccived)  captain  Fleming,  and 
divers  other    Irifli    freeholders,    departed    the 

houfe, 
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houfe,  captain  Fleming,  publicldy  faying,  that 
ifthe  fheriffmeant  to  take  that  courfe,  and  give 
no  further  day,  he  might  do  what  he  vvould,  for 
he  and  thofe  with  him  would  have.nothing  to 
do  with  that  bufinefs.  The  fherifi  proceeded, 
and  by  the  greater  number  of  freeholders  then 
prefent,  Sir  Oh'ver  Lambert  and  John  Fifhe, 
efq;  were  eledted  knighrs  ;  which  done,  captaiii 
Fieming,  and  others,  who  had  departed,  in- 
flantly  entered,  and  prefented  a  paper  fignifying, 
that  they  had  eleded  Richard  Tirrell  and  Wal- 
ter  Talbot,  knights  ;  to  whom  the  (herifF  an- 
fwered,  that  the  choice  was  ah'eady  made ; 
which,  notvvithfLanding,  they  cried,  Tirrell  and 
Talbot  ;  and  the  others  cried  Lambert  and 
Fifhe,   whom  the  fherifF  returned. 

1n  the  county  of  Down  ;  it  is  agreed  on  all 
hands,  that  May  day  was  the  county  day  for 
eledion,  which  the  fheriff  held  at  Newry,  after 
fufficient  notice  given  ;  at  which  day,  between 
eight  and  nine  o'clock,  the  fiierifT  proceeded  to 
eledion,  moved  the  freeholders  to  choofe  Sir 
Richard  V/ingfield  and  Sir  James  Hamilton, 
being  recomm.ended  to  liitn  by  the  lord  deputy. 
But  the  natives  named  Sir  Arthur  Magenis  and 
Rowland  Savage  :  whereupon,  all  the  Britifh 
freeholders,  bcing  131  (as  is  depored)  cried,  Sir 
James  Hamilton  and  Sir  Kugh  Montgomery, 
rejetffing  Sir  Richard  Wingfield  ;  and  ihe  Irifli, 
to  the  number  of  loi,  cried,  Sir  Arthur  Ma- 
genis  and  Rowland  Savage.  Exceptions  being 
prefently  taken  to  divers  of  the  Britifh  free- 
Y  2  holders. 
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liolders,  vAio  voted  for  Sir  James  Hamilton  and 
Sir  Hugh  Montgomery,  for  want  of  freehold  in 
fome  of  them,  fourteen  of  them  were  examined 
upon  oath,  and  depofed  to  their  freeholds,  upon 
which  the  two  laft  named  were  returned,  to 
which  the  Irifli  made  objedions  before  us,  which 
we  found  to  be  partly  untrue^  and  partly  frivo- 
lous,  not  fit  as  we  conceive,  to  be  inferted  inour 
certificate. 

In  the  king's  county ;  on  the  20th  of  April, 

the   freeholders   affembled  at  Phillipftown,   to 

eled  knights  ;  and.fome   of  the  IriCi   having 

confulted  together  the  fame  morning,  attended 

the  fherifFto  the  fhire-hqufe,  between  eightand 

nine  o'cIock  ;  where  the  writ  being  read,  Sir 

Francis  Ruilie  and  Sir  Adam  Loftus,  were  pro- 

pounded  by  fome  of  the  freeholders,  as  the  fit- 

teft  m.en  to  be  eleded.     But  Philip  0'Dugan 

delivered  to  the  fherifitwo  fcveral  lifts  of  names 

m  paper,   who,    he  faid,    had  given  their  voices 

for  Sir  John  Mac  Coughlan  and  Callagh  0'Mul- 

loy,   whom  they  had  chofen  already,   and  they 

would  have  no  other  ;    and  upon  the  deiivery  of 

thelift,    they    cried    out,    Mac  Coughlan  and 

0'Moiloy  ;  the  other  fide,    to  the  number  of 

fixteen,  gave  their  votes  publickly  for  Sir  Fran-. 

cis  PvUine  and  Sir  Adam  Loftus ;  the  under  fhe- 

riff  received  the  papers,  and  made  up  the  inden- 

ture  for  Mac  Coughlan  and  0'MulIoy,   having 

the  greateft  number  of  names  in  the  lift,   which 

indentures  were  accepted  by  the  high  fherifF.  yet 

notwithftanding,  he  returned  Sir  Adam  Loftus 

and 
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and  Sir  Francis  Rufne,  alledging,  that  the  great- 
eft  number  of  voices  given  publickly,  were  more 
for  them  than  for  the  other.  In  v/hich  proceeding, 
on  the  part  of  Mac  Coughlan  and  0'MulIoy,  we 
find  this  mifcarriage,  that  two  gentlemen,  whofe 
names  were  returned  in  the  lift,  upon  the  read- 
ing  difavowed  the  fame,  and  fubfcribed  to  the 
other  part.  Some  other  alfo  confeffed,  he  fet 
his  hand  to  the  lift  after  the  elecTtion  was  done  ; 
and  Sir  Terence  0'Dempfy  being  abfent,  gave 
his  voice  by  proxy  to  the  faid  Mac  Coughlan 
and  0'MulIoy  ;  vvhich  0'Mulloy  cannot  fpeak 
EngliOi. 

In  the  county  of  Limerick  ;  it  is  depoied  by 
divers  witneffes,  that  Sir  Fraucis  Barkely  and 
Sir  Thomas  Browne,  were  chofen  knights  by 
the  greateft  number  of  freeliolders  prefent,  and 
accordingly,  they  were  returned  by  the  fherifF: 
but  on  the  other  part,  it  was  depofed,  that  the 
greater  number  of  freeholders  gave  their  voices 
for  GeofFry  Galloway  and  Edward  Fitz-Harris, 
againft  whofe  pretended  eledtion  it  was  objefled, 
that  divers  of  the  voters  for  them  were  not  free- 
holders,  for  proof  whereof,  it  was  confeiTed,  that 
there  were  a  far  greater  number  of  perfons  ap- 
pearing  as  freeholders,  that  gave  their  voices 
for  Galloway  and  Fitz-Harris,  who  were  never 
enrolled  or  known  to  have  freeholds  for  any 
cther  fervice  of  the  king  ;  and  it  is  alfo  acknow- 
ledged,  that  fome  put  their  names  to  the  inden- 
ture  of  that  pretended  eleftion,  v/ho  v^ere  not 
prefent  j  the  difference  of  which  eledtion  had 
Y  3  been 
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been  determined  by  the  fheriff,  had  the  polls 
been  taken  at  the  time  of  the  choice,  which  (as 
was  depoled)  he  was  required  to  do,  but  is  de- 
nied  by  himfeif,  and  divers  others,  upon  their 
oaths. 

In  the  county  of  Fermanagh ;  the  parties  fup- 
pofed  to  bc  elefted,  and  not  returned,  were  both 
fent  for,  the  one,  Connor  Rov  Maguire  (who 
can  fpeak  iio  Englifh)  forbore  to  come  ;  and  the 
other,  Donnol  Maguire,  being  indided  the  laft 
aflizes  for  treafon,  broke  pr  fon,  and  hath  be- 
taken  himfelf  to  the  woods.  Yet  we,  for  our 
infonmtionj  proceeded  to  the  examination  of 
wftnefTes  on  both  parts,  and  for  any  thing  that 
appeared  unto  us,  the  (heriff  made  ajuft  return 
of  Sir  Henry  Fehxt  and  Sir  John  Davis.  Con- 
cerning  the  force  fuppofed  to  be  ufed  at  the 
eleftion,  it  is  confefled  upon  oath,  by  Bryan 
Maguire,  whofe  beard  was  faid  to  be  pulled 
from  his  face,  that  captain  Gower  did  fhake  him 
by  the  beard,  but  puUed  no  part  of  it  away,  nor 
did  him  any  otherhurt. 

In  the  county  of  Tyrone  ;  the  only  contro- 
verfy  was,  whether  Sir  Thomas  Ridgway,  re- 
turned  by  the  fherifF,or  captain  TirlaghO'Neii), 
were  chofen  by  the  greater  number  of  freelaol- 
ders  ;  and  upon  examination  of  witnefTes  on 
both  parts,  it  appeared,  thac  the  Britifh  free- 
holders,  who  voted  for  Sir  Thomas  Ridgway, 
were  34,  whereof  five  (who  were  excepted  a- 
gainfl  for  ^vant  of  freehold)  were  examined 
iipon  oudi,  and  avowed  themfelves  freeholders  ; 

thofe 
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thofe   for  Tirlagh   0'Neil]  (who  cannot  fpeak 
Englirh)  vvere  28,  and  thofe  without  exception. 

In  the  county  of  Rofcommon  ;  they  find, 
that  after  Sir  OHver  St.  John,  was  eledted  for 
one  of  the  knights,  and  the  fherifF  proceeding 
to  the  choice  cf  the  fecond,  there  were  then 
named  Sir  John  King,  Charles  0*Connor,  and 
captain  0'KeIIy,  and  there  being  a  diiTerence  in 
voices,  and  the  company  accordingly  (landing, 
divided  ;  it  is  depofed  by  the  fherifF,  and  four 
of  theantient  juflices  ofpeace  of  the  faid  coun- 
ty,  that  Sir  John  King  had  a  greater  number  of 
voices,  than  either  0'Connor  or  0'KelIy,  which 
0'Connor,  then  prefent,  contradided,  but  pro- 
duced  no  witnefTes  to  juflify  his  pretended  elec- 
tion,  althoLigh  thereunto  formerly  required  by 
U3  by  letter  ;  but  he  defired  another  day,  and 
named  eight  perfons,  againft  whom  the  fherifF 
then  prefent,  took  no  exception,  by  whofe  tefli- 
mony  he  undertook  to  prove  his  allegation.  Up- 
on  this  fecond  appointment,  he  appeared  and 
brought  with  him  his  whole  number  of  witnef- 
fes,  fpeaking  and  among  them  there  was 

but  one  of  the  eight  lirfl  nominated  ;  the  reft, 
as  he  faid,  he  could  not  procure  to  come,  never- 
verthelefs,  we  took  their  examination,  and  feven 
of  them  depofed,  that  0*Connor  had  the  grea- 
ter  number  of  voices  ;  and  one  depofed,  that 
upon  numbering  by  poll  in  the  houfe  of  eledti- 
on,  there  were  more  voices  for  Sir  John  King, 
than  for  the  other.  In  this  eledion,  th^  ap- 
peared  to  us  to  be  no  fraud  nor  force  ;  only  the  ^;' 
Y  4  vic#?^ 
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vice  prefident,  and  the  flierlfF,  having  pnt  out 
fome  horfe  boys,  and  beginning  to  number  the 
freeholders  on  either  part,  by  the  polls,  the  door 
was  kept  until  that  was  done. 

In  the  county  of  the  city  of  Dublin  ;  the 
fherifFs  were  commanded  by  writ,  dated  the 
firft  of  April  lafl,  that  proclamation  being  made 
within  the  county  of  the  city,  of  the  day  and 
place  of  holding  the  parliament,  they  fhould 
make  choice  of  two  citizens,  according  to  the 
form  of  the  ftatute.  The  fheriffs  by  their  war- 
rant,  dated  the  fecond  of  April,  writing  the 
king's  writ,  commanded  Sir  James  Carrol,  knt. 
mayor  of  the  city,  to  make  choice,  accordingly, 
the  20th  of  April  after,  the  faid  warrant  made 
to  the  mayor,  the  fheriiFs  held  their  firft  county 
court,  at  which,  many  of  the  recufant  citizens 
affembled,  and  perfuaded  the  fheriffs,  in  the  ab- 
fence,  andwithout  theprivity  of  the  mayor,  to 
make  choice  of  citizens  to  the  parliament,  pro- 
mifing  them  to  fave  them  harmlefs  for  fo  doing. 
Whereupon  the  fheriff  proceeded  to  eledlion, 
and  then  Francis  Taylor  and  Thomas  Allen, 
two  aldermen,  were  chofen  without  contradic- 
tion.  The  27  th  of  April,  the  mayor  taking 
the  firft  eledion  to  be  void,  about  10  o'cIock 
of  the  forenoon,  gave  diredtions  for  proclamatiT 
on  to  be  made  in  feveral  parts  of  the  city,  that 
at  2  o'cIock  of  the  afternoon  of  that  day,  he 
would  proceed  to  eledion,  at  a  place  called 
Hoggin,  near  the  city,  and  within  the  liberties 
of  it,  which  was  made  accordingly;   at  which 

time 
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time  and  place,  in  a  great  afTembly  of  the  in- 
habitants,  as  vvell  free  as  not  free  of  the  city, 
the  mayor  nominated  Richard  Bolton,  recorder 
of  the  city,  and  Richard  Barry,  one  of  the  al- 
dermen,  to  be  chofen.     The  adverfe  party  no- 
minated  the  faid  Taylor  and  Allen,  formerly  by 
them  eledled.     The  mayor  remaining  doubtful, 
whether  fide  had  the  more  voices,  willed  the 
company   to  divide,  upon   which   the    greater 
number  feemed  to  the  mayor  (as  he  depofed)  to 
be  for  Bolton  and  Earry,   and  therefore,  he  re- 
turned  them  as  eledled,  without  numbering  the 
polls,^  againft  which   returns,   three   objedions 
are  made  by  Taylor  and  Allen  :  firfl,   that  the 
former  eledtion  by  the  fheriffs  was  good  and 
lawful  ;    then,  confequently,   the  fecond  void, 
which  \ve  leave  to  be  decided,  upon  confiderati- 
on  of  the  flatute  ^^  Hen.  8.    felf.  2.   cap.  i.  in 
Ireland,  and  the  flatute  made  in  England,  now 
in  force   in  Ireland.     Secondly,    that  the  mayor 
proceeded  to  eledtion  before  two  o'cIock,  which 
was   the  time    limited     by    the  proclamation. 
Thirdly,  that  Taylor  and  Allen  were  then  alfb 
elecfled  by  the  greater  number  prefent ;  for  de- 
ciding  which  two   laft  queftions,    v/e  examined 
the  two  fherifFs,  and  thirteen  on  the  part  of  the 
mayor,  men  of  very  good  eflate  and  account, 
who  depofed,   that   the  eledion   was   made   as 
they  conceived,  within  the  due  time  limited  by 
the  proclamation  ;  and  that  the  gieater  number 
then   prefent,    in   their  judgment,    gave   their 
voices  for  Bolton  and  Barry.     On  the  other  part, 

we 
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we  examined  fifreen  others,  fome  of  them  af- 
dermen,  who  dcpofed,  that  in  their  opinion, 
the  eleftion  vvas  ruade  before  two  o'clock,  and 
that  the  greater  nunnber,  then  prefent,  gave  their 
voices  for  Taylor  and  Allen. 

In  the  town  cf  Carhngford  ;  there  was  a  due 
proceeding  in  the  eledion,  and  captain  Roger 
Hope  was  chofen  for  one  burgefs,  by  the  great- 
ernumber  of  voices,  v/ifhout  controverfy  ;  and 
IVlarmaduke  Witchuren,  th.  other  burgefs,  had 
as  many  voices  as  White  or  Merryman,  who 
pretended  to  have  been  elefted  :  whereupon, 
one  of  the  bailiffs,  and  the  deputy  of  the  other, 
who  was  abfent,  returned  to  the  fherifF,  by  in- 
denture,   the  eledion  of  the  two  former. 

In  the  town  of  Trim  ;  the  fherifFs,  afcer  re- 
ceipt  of  the  precept  for  eledion  of  burgelTes, 
on  Friday  the  ninth  of  April,  in  an  afTembly  of 
the  townfmen,  agreed,  that  the  eledion  fhould 
be  ou  Monday  after,  and  Sir  John  Elliot,  one 
of  the  barons  of  the  exchequer,  and  Sir  James 
Dillon,  both  burgeffes,  being  fent  for  upon  the 
Friday,  Elliot  returned  for  anfvver  the  fame 
night,  that  he  could  not  be  there  on  Monday  : 
whereupon,  the  next  day,  being  Saturday,  be- 
tween  9  and  i  o  o'cIock,  the  portrieve,  and  di- 
vers  of  the  chief  of  the  borough,  meeting  at 
their  ufual  place  on  the  bridge,  appointed  Tuef- 
day  for  the  eledtion,  and  the  ferjeants  of  the 
town  were  commanded  to  warn  all  the  inhabi- 
tants  to  be  there  upon  that  day,  and  to  difwarn 
ihem  from  coming  on  Monday,  which  was  done ; 

howbeit. 
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howbeit,  Sir  James  Dillon,  being  a  near  dweller, 
a  biirgefs,  and  a  principal  man  there,  coming 
to  town  on  Monday,  he,  the  portrieve,  and  fome 
others  of  the  borough,  went  together  to  the 
court-houfe  ;  and  the  portrieve,  notwithfland- 
ing  the  former  warning  for  Tuefday,  command- 
ed  the  ferjeants  to  give  warning  to  the  townfmen 
to  come  inftantly  together  for  thc  choice  of  the 
burgelfes,  whereby  the  greater  number  of  fuch 
as  were  then  prefent,  werc  chofen  Henry  Gory 
and  Anthony  Cufack.  This  proceeding  being 
mifliked  by  Sir  Thomas  Afhe,  and  fome  other 
of  the  burgefies  that  were  not  prefent,  nor  had 
warning  for  that  day,  the  portrieve  refufed  to 
f^^al  ihe  indenture  of  that  eledion,  but  appointcd 
another  day  for  a  new  eledliion,  on  which  day 
Henry  Gory,  one  of  the  formerly  eleded,  hav- 
ing  both  before,  and  at  that  inflant,  fhewed  a 
defire  to  rehnquifh  his  place,  gave  his  voice  for 
Sir  Thomas  Afhe,  who,  with  Sir  Roger  Jones, 
were  by  the  greater  number  of  burgeffes  and 
inhabitants  then  prefent,  eleded  for  burgeffes, 
and  returned  by  the  portrieve  to  the  fheriffl 

In  the  borough  of  Kildare ;  we  find  that  Wal- 
ter  Fitz-Garret  andThomas  Farbeck,  were  duly 
eleded  burgefTes,  notwithflanding  Walter 
White,  fovereign  of  the  town,  returned  Gil- 
bert  Domvile  and  William  Cooley,  who  were 
not  elecfted. 

In  the  town  of  Wicklow  ;  we  find  that  the 
fherifF,  after  receipt  of  his  writ,  direded  his 
^A^arrant  to  Patrick  Conway,  then  reputed  por- 

trievc 
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trieveof  Wicklow,  for  chooiing  burgefTes  to  par- 
liament ;  which  warrant  being  deHvered  to  the 
deputy  conilable,  and  by  him  to  John  Wolverf- 
ton,  gent.  the  faid  Wolverfton,  in  an  afiembly 
of  the  inhabitants  which  the  portrieve  had  fum- 
moned  uogether  (as  he  depofed)  for  no  other  pur- 
pofe  than  to  keep  a  court  baron,  moved  the 
people,  without  the  confent  of  the  portrieve, 
to  proceed  to  cledion  of  burgefTes  to  parlia- 
ment  -,  at  which  time  the  faid  Wolverfton  and 
one  Robert  Barnewell  were  chofen  by  thegreater 
number  ;  againfl  which  eleftion  it  was  objeded, 
firft,  that  the  proceeding  v/as  without  the  con- 
fentofthe  fappofed  portrieve ;  next,  that  the 
faid  Conway  was  indeed  iio  portieve,  for  the 
tow^n  being  no  corporation  before,  nor  ena- 
bled  to  fend  burgeiTes,  was  nev/Iy  incorpo- 
rated  fome  few  days  before  the  writ  of 
fummons  was  fent  to  the'  fheriff,  and  in  that 
charter  Arthur  Ufher,  efquire,  was  appoint- 
ed  portrieve  by  his  majefty,  who  was  then 
abfent,  fo  as  that  eledion  being  void,  they  pro- 
eeeded  orderly  to  a  fecond  eledion  on  the  firfl 
of  May,  where  by  the  greater  number  of  voices 
Sir  William  Ufher  and  Sir  Laurence  Efmond, 
were  chofen  and  returned  by  the  lawful  por- 
trieve. 

In  the  town  of  Cavan,  the  fovereign  and  in- 
habitants  afTembled  themfelves  April  the  firfl, 
being  the  county  day  and  the  day  of  the  choice 
of  the  knights  of  the  fhire  for  the  county  of  Ca- 
van,  and  without  warrant  or  diredion  frcm^  the 

fherlfF 
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iheriff  eleded  Walter  and  Thomas  Brady,   two 
iiatives  of  that   tov/n,  to  ferve  as  burgefles  in 
parliament.     Afterwards  on   the  firfh  of  May, 
the  fherifFdireded  his  warrant  to  the  fame  fo- 
vereign  for  the  choice  of  biirgelTes,  who  on  the 
third  of  the  fame  month  in  the  morning,  fiimmon- 
ed  the  inhabitants  of  the  faid  borough  to  be  pre- 
fent  at  the  feflion-houfe  forthe  choice  of  burgeffes. 
The  inhabitants  the  fame   morning  affembled, 
(and   as  it  was  depofed  by  divers  in  that  town) 
the  greater  number  then  prefent  gave  their  voices 
with  the  faid  Walter  and  Thomas  Brady,  yet 
the  fovereign  returned  George  Sexton  and  Hugh 
Culme   to   have  been  duiy    eledted,    who  had 
fewer  voices,   if  fuch  witnefTes  fworetruly.     Af- 
ter  the  eledion  made,  Sir  Oliver  Lambert  with 
a  little  walking-ftick  flruck  George  Brady,  one 
of  the  inhabitants  of  that  town,   on   the  head, 
for  ufing  towards  him  fome  rude  behaviour  and 
giving  him  fome  unfitting  fpeeches,  which  is  all 
the  force  that  is  proved  to  have  been  committed 
in  that  eledion,   but  his  head  was  not  broken. 

3.  Upon  examination  of  many  of  the  natives, 
it  was  confefTed,  that  they  agreed  and  refolved 
not  to  choofe  any  knights,  citizens,  and  burgefles 
that  repaired  to  church  according  to  the  laws  and 
ftatutes  of  the  kingdom,  and  that  thejefuits  and 
prielts  fodirected  andadvifed :  this  v^as  a  general 
combination  of  the  natives  in  many  parts  of  the 
kingdom,  v/ithout  any  fpecial  author  known  to 
us  ;  the  reafon  of  that  confpiracy  was,  for  that 
they  heard  fome  laws  were  to  be  propounded  at 

this 
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this  parliament  concerning  religion,    or  for  thc 
banifhment  of  priefts. 

4.  Upon  the  refokition  of  the  lords,  knights, 
and  burgefles  to  depart  from  parHament,  the 
knights  and  burgeifes  of  the  Romifh  religion  a- 
greed  and  undertook  to  levy  great  fums  of  mo- 
ney  in  every  fhire  and  borough  for  which  they 
were  eledted,  for  the  charges  of  their  agents  to 
be  fent  into  England  to  complain  of  the  vvrongs 
fuppofed  to  be  done  them  in  the  proceedirgs  of 
parhament,  and  other  preflures  of  the  kingdom, 
which  fums  amounted  to  above  two  thpufaad 
pounds,  as  we  conceive  by  fundry  examinati- 
ons,  but  the  certainty  thereof  we  could  not 
learn,  for  the  colletlions  and  receipts  of  which 
money,  divers  Jawyers,  priefis,  and  others  were 
employed  ;  and  the  people,  incited  by  fome 
priefls  to  pay  the  portions  impofed  upon  them 
by  threatening  excommunication.  It  appeared 
alfo  unto  us  both  by  letters  of  popifh  bifhops, 
whereof  we  faw  fome  copies,  and  alfo  by  depo- 
fitions  of  witnefTes,  and  certificates  of  fome  of 
the  lords  bifliops  of  the  kingdom,  that  divers 
exa<5tions  were  made  and  levied  by  authority  of 
the  Romifh  archbifhops  and  provincials  in  the 
province  of  Munfter,  and  in  many  other  parts 
of  the  kingdom ;  the  which  we  fay,  that  the 
priefls  do  ftill  colled  and  caufe  to  be  coUedted, 
notwithflanding  the  king's  late  proclamation 
againfl  fuch  taxations  and  coUedtions,  the  man- 
nerof  thefe  impofitions  were  faid  to  be  yearly 
as  follows  i  namely  of  every  married  couple, 

I  2  d. 
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izd.  of  every  peiTon  of  twelve  years  of  age  6  d, 
for  every  chriftening  and  marrying,  2,s.  6d.  and 
6d.  to  the  clerk  ;  at  every  burying  of  any  per- 
fonofworth,  the  people  yie!d  offerings,  which 
are  dividable  between  the  priefts  and  the  friars, 
and  part  for  fcholars  breeding  in  feminaries  be- 
yond  feas,  and  the  priefts  alfo  make  colledions 
at  the  keeping  of  the  months  minds  of  the  de- 
ceafed  principal  men  and  women,  for  the  main- 
tenance  of  three  abbies  in  Munfter,  the  people 
pay  yearly  certain  ridges  of  corn  of  all  forts, 
with  mution,  lambs,  butter  and  fuch  like,  the 
laft  year  the  friars  of  Kilcrea  in  Munfler  had 
140  muttons,  30  porks,  befides  butter,  eggs, 
and  fuch  like  vicfluals  in  great  abundance,  as  we 
were  inform.ed  by  perfons  of  quality. 

5.  It  did  not  appear  to  us  by  any  dire6l  proof 
that  any  of  the  parliament  houfe  procured  peti- 
tions  to  be  exhibited  to  themfelves  complaining 
of  undue  elei^ions  or  returns,  but  that  the  par- 
ties  pretending  to  be  chofen  were  incited  to  com- 
plain  by  the  country,  and  the  charges  of  fome 
of  them  for  coming  up  and  attending  at  Dublin 
for  that  purpofe,  were  borne  by  a  voluntary  con- 
tribution  of  the  country  collecfted  wiihout  war- 
rant. 

6.  The  i8th  of  May  being  the  firfl  day  of 
the  parliament,  the  knights,  citizens,  arid  bur- 
geffes  affembled  in  the  lower  houfe  where  Sir 
Thomas  Ridgway,  bart.  and  treafurer  at  wars, 
moved  them  to  eledt  the  attorney  general  Sir 
John  Davis,  for  fpea.ker,  whom   the  knig  had 

recommended, 
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recommended,  as  he  then  fignified :    whereupcii 
Sir  James  Gough,  alledged,  that  fuch  as  were 
returned  to  ferve  for  the  boroughs  newly  ered:ed, 
and  fuch  as  were  not   refident  in  the  boroughs 
for  which  they  were  returned,   were  not  lawful 
members  j  and  therefore  defired  thofe  queftions 
fhould  be  firfh  examined  and  decided  before  the 
houfe  proceeded  to  choofe  their  fpeaker,  and  be- 
ing     urged    to    deliver  his  opinion   whom  he 
thought  fit   to  be   fpeaker,    he  nominated   Sir 
John  Everard,  knight,  which  fpeech  of  Sir  James 
Gough  was  feconded  by  Sir  Chriftopher  Nugent, 
and  William  Talbot  the  lawyer,  who  alledged, 
that  they   thought  it  fit  to  purge    the  houfe  of 
fuch  members  as  were  not  lawfully  called  thi- 
ther,   before  they  proceeded  to  eled  a  fpeaker ; 
whereupon  Sir  Oliver  St.  John,  knight,  mafter  of 
the  ordnance,    declared  to  the  houfe,  that  rhey 
were  fiift  to  choofe  a  fpeaker,  and  then  to  ap- 
point  a  committee  to  decide  all  quefhions  and 
controvcrfies,    and    nominated  again   Sir   John 
Davis,    for  Ipeaker,   with   whom    the    greater 
number  then  prefent  gave   their  voices,   whilft 
others  cried  Sir  John  Everard.  For  the  deciding 
of  the  queftion,  who  had  thegreater  number  of 
voices,   Sir   Oliver  St.  John,   and  all  the  reft, 
who  gave  their  voices  v/ith  Sir  John  Davis,  went 
forth  into  the  outer  houfe  and  caufed  the  door 
to  be  locked,  as  the  ufe  is  when  the  houfe  is  to 
;  be  numbered,   thofe  which  cried  Sir  John  Ever- 
ard  remaining  flill  in  the  houfe.     This  divifioii 
of  the  houfe  being  fo  made,  Sir  Thomas  Ridg- 

way. 
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way,  and  Sir  Richard  Wingfield,  marfhal, 
moved  Sir  Chriftopher  Plunket,  and  Sir  Richard 
Nugent,  who  gave  their  voices  for  Sir  John 
Everard,  to  number  the  polls  of  them  that  were 
in  the  houfc  ;  but  they  refufing  tojoin  in  num- 
bering  them,  Sir  Thomas  Ridgway  and  Sir  Rich- 
ard  Wingfield  attempted  to  number  thofe  in  the 
houfe,  from  which  they  were  hindered  by  the 
rifing  of  the  parties  out  of  their  places,  and 
joining  together  in  feveral  confufed  companies, 
then  Sir  Thomas  Ridgway  and  Sir  Richard 
Wingfield  returned  into  the  utter  houfe,  purpof- 
ing  to  number  thofe  who  had  given  their  voices 
for  Sir  John  Davis,  they  that  remained  in  the 
houfe  cried  an  Everard,  and  placed  him  in  the 
fpeaker's  chair ;  the  which  Sir  Thomas  Ridg- 
way  and  Sir  Richard  Wingfieid  perceiving, 
willed  thofe  that  were  prefent  to  pafs  again  into 
the  houfe,  and  the  one  of  them  ftanding  on  the 
one  fide  of  the  door,  and  the  other  on  the  other 
fide,  numbered  the  polls  ss  they  came  in,  which 
were  127  befides  Sir  John  Davis  himfelf  (the  in- 
tire  number  of  the  whole  houfe,  if  they  had  all 
appeared  being  but  232;fix  whereof  were  abfent. 
So  that  it  manifeftly  appeared  that  Sir  John  Da- 
vis  was  ele<fted  by  the  greater  number  then  pre- 
fent :  therefore  Sir  Thomas  Ridgway  required 
Sir  John  Everard  to  leave  the  chair  to  Sir  John 
Davis,  who  was  chofen  by  the  greater  number  : 
yet  Sir  John  Everard  fat  ftill  in  the  chair,  and 
refufed  to  come  forth :  whereupon  Sir  Oliver 
Sr.  John  told  Sir  John  Everard,  that  they  fhould 
VoL.  l  Z  be 
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be  inforced  to  pluck  him  forth,  if  he  would  not 
of  himfelf  remove.  The  fiiid  Sir  John  Everard 
flill  fitting  in  the  chair  ^  Sir  Thomas  Ridgway, 
Sir  Richard  Wingfield,  Slr  Oliver  St.  John  and 
Gthers,  brought  Sir  John  Davis  to  the  chair,  and 
lifted  him  into  Sir  John  Everard'g  lap ;  the 
knights  perceiving  Sir  John  Everard  would  not 
give  place  to  their  fpeaker,  they  Hfted  Sir  John 
Everard  out  ofthechair,  and  fome  of  Sir  Johri 
Everard's  part  holding  him  by  the  collar  of  the 
gown  to  keep  him  in  ihe  chair,  Sir  John  Evcr- 
ard's  right  Jeg  was  fomewhat  fhrained  (as  he  faid) 
being  before  infirm,  but  at  that  time  he  found 
not  himfelf  much  hurt ;  and  Sir  John  Davis  be- 
ing  placed  in  the  chair,  Sir  John  Everard,  and  all 
who  gave  their  voices  with  him,  in  number  but 
98,  went  forth  into  the  utter  houfe  of  parlia- 
ment,  and  being  required  by  the  fpeaker,  and 
thofe  that  remained  in  the  houfe,  to  return  in- 
to  the  houfe,  they  refufed,  Willlam  Talbot,  the 
lav/yer,  publickly  ufing  words  to  this  purpofe  : 
•'  You  that  are  in  the  houfe,  are  no  houfe  ;  and 
"  the  fpeaker,  no  fpeaker ;  therefore  we  will 
**  not  join  with  you,  but  we  will  complain  to  thc 
"  king  and  the  lord  deputy  ;"  and  fo  departed 
the  houfe.  The  parliament  being  adjourned  to 
the  Friday  after,  at  which  the  lower  houfe  were 
to  prefent  their  fpeaker  lO  the  lord  deputy  ;  they 
being  afTembled,  Sir  John  Everard,  and  all 
who  had  given  their  voices  for  him,  did  forbear 
to  come  to  the   houfe ;  the  refl   of  the  houfe 
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being  the  greater  numbef  of  knights,  citizensi 
and  burgelFes,  prefented  Sir  John  Davis,  for 
'their  fpeaiver,  to  the  lord  deputy,  who  approv- 
ed  their  choice,  Of  thofe  who  gave  their 
vbices  with  Sir  John  Everard,  only  two  could 
Ipeak  no  Englifh. 

7.  The  lord  vifcount  Mountgarett,  the  lords 
barons  of  Siane,  Delvin,  Killen?,  Trimelfton, 
Houth,  and  Cahir,  being  before  us,  do  protefl 
upon  their  honours,  that  the  or.ly  motiveof  their 
departure  from  parliament,  was,  that  they 
heard  fome  of  the  lower  houfe  had  withdrawn 
themfelves,  and  for  the  reafons  expreffed  in  a 
petition  dire(5ted  from  the  lords  and  others  of  the 
nobility,  to  the  lord  deputy  the  2ifl  of  May 
lafl,  wherein  theycomplained  of  the  mulritude  of 
new  corporations,  undue  eledtions  and  r^^turns 
of  knights  and  burgeffes,  drawing  of  forces  in 
the  city  at  that  time,  holding  the  par]ian',ent  in 
the  caftle  of  Dublin,  confufion  and  diforder  in 
the  lower  houfe  at  thc  eledion  of  the  fpeaker, 
with  divers  other  pretended  abufes  of  this  kind 
particularly  mentioied  in  the  faid  petition,  and 
therefore  excufed  their  appearance  afterwards  in 
that  place,  being  loth,  as  they  alledged,  to  be 
adors  or  parties  in  the  like  proceedings,  but 
that  they  v/ere  moved  or  perfuaded  to  this  courfc 
by  any  perfon  whomfoever,  they  do  utteriy  de- 
ny  ;  but  did  agree  togethcr  for  the  reafons  a- 
forefaid,  and  in  no  other  to  abfent  themfclves 
in  this  manner,  and  thereupon  the  greater  part 
of  them  gave  diredions  for  drawing  the  petition 
Z  2  afore- 
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aforementioned  to  the  lord  deputy  ;  yet  do  they 
not  remember  to  whom  they  gave  fuch  diredli- 
ons,  nor  who  drew  it,  nor  who  brought  it  to 
them  to  fign  ;  and  this  is  all  we  can  gather 
touching  them  either  by  their  confeflions  or  by 
informations  from  others.  For  the  commons 
who  departed  the  lower  houfe,  having  called 
before  us  Sir  John  Everard  and  twelve  others  of 
the  principal  of  them  nominated  by  himfelf  from 
divers  parts  cf  the  kingdom,  they  do  affirm  up- 
on  their  oaths,  that  the  diforders  in  that  houfe  on 
the  firft  day  of  parhament,  at  the  cledtion  of 
the  fpeaker,  caufed  them  to  apprehend  a  fear  of 
fome  danger  to  their  perfons»  feeing  fo  many 
fword's-men  in  the  houfe,  and  themfelves  for  the 
moft  part  in  gowns  without  wcapons  -,  and  this, 
togetlier  with  the  proceedings  they  faw  held  in 
the  ele(^ioa  of  the  fpeaker,  before  the  houfe 
was  purged  of  fuch  members  as  they  fuppofed 
were  unduly  elefted  or  returned,  and  fo  not  ca- 
pable  of  voice  there,  was  then  the  only  caufe 
why  they  withdrew  themfelves  as  they  did,  be- 
ing  (as  they  protefl)  an  a(5t  proceeding  from  their 
ownjudgment,  whereunto  they  were  not  mov- 
ed  or  oerfuaded  by  any  other.  But  they  now 
objedt  againft  divers  burgefTes  returned  from 
the  new  corporations,  that  the  faid  corporations 
had  no  authority  to  choofe  tliem,  their  charter 
bearing  datc  fome  time  after  the  date  of  the  com- 
miffion  for  holding  the  parliament,  and  fome 
after  the  fummons  to  parliamenL 
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t.  It  appears  by  the  confeflion  both  of  the  lords, 
and  alfo  of  fome  of  the  principal  of  the  commons 
that  withdrew  themfelves  from  the  parliameiit, 
that  it  was  ordered  by  the  lord  depiity,  that  a 
committee  of  both  houfes  fhould  be  chofen  to 
examine  the  undue  ele^ftions  and   falfe  returns 
complained  of,     and   they  had  notice   thereof, 
but  thought  it  not  fit  to  accept  of  it,  becaufe 
(.as  thcy  conceived)  they   fhould    thereby   ac- 
knowledge  Sir  John  Davis  to  be  lawful  fpeaker..^' 
9.  Upon  an  affembly  of  the  citizens  of  Dub- 
lin  for  eIe(^ion  of  their  citizens  to  the   parlia- 
ment,  there  happened    fuch  difference  and  tu- 
mult  between  the  free-men  of  the  city  and  inha- 
bitants  of  the  fame,  that  the  mayor  of  the  city, 
not  able  to  pacify  it,  fuddenly  departed  in  fear, 
and  made  complaint  thereof  to  the  lord  deputy 
and  council,  who  examining  the  matter  at  the 
fame  time,   committed  fome  of  the  free-men  for 
calling   to  ring  the  town  bell  in  that  aflembly, 
which  if  it  had  happened,  might  (as  was  con- 
ceived)  have  caufed  an  uproar  in  the  city,  where 
the  lord  deputy  and  ftate  are  refident.     Upon 
this  occafion,   the   lord  deputy   forefeeing  that 
there  would  be  an  extraordinary    number   and 
concourfe  of  people  to  the  city  in  the  parliament 
time,  and  that  if  any  great  diflurbance  or  broile 
happened  on  the  fudden,  he  might  want  men 
to  reprefs   the  fame,  having  no  forces  but  his 
ordinary  guard,   and  the  wardens  of  the  caftle 
of  Dublin,     his  lordfhip  caufed  one  hundred 
foldiers  to  be  drawn  out  of  four  feveral  garrifons, 
Z  3  namely 
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namely  twenty-five  out  of  every  garrifon  ;  and 
thefe  foldiers  were  reported  to  be  four  hundred, 
becaufe  they  came  in  four  feveral  companies  to 
the  city  from  feveral  parts,  and  were  cefled  and 
lodged  in  feveral  towns  as  is  ufual  in  all  journies, 
and  there  were  not  any  more  armed  men  drawn 
to  the  city  in  parliament  time. 

10.  We  have  examined  fome  of  the  lords  and 
others  upon  this  article,  and  we  do  not  under- 
(land,  that  any  of  the  lords,  knights,  citizens, 
or  burgelfes  came  to  the  town  with  any  extra- 
ordinary  number  of  men  or  followers,  only  the 
lord  vifcount  Gormanfton  came  to  the  city  with 
one  hundred  horfe  (as  is  confefled)  whereof  there 
were  not  twenty  of  his  own  retinue,  the  reft 
were  his  friends  and  kinfmen  that  went  out  of 
Dubhn  to  meet  him,  the  rather  becaufe  his 
lady  came  in  his  company,  but  it  is  confelled 
there  were  great  numbers  of  people  in  the  town 
at  that  time,  who  (as  they  fay)  came  from  all 
parts  to  behold  that  aflembly. 

1 1 .  We  cannot  learn  of  any  undue  proceed- 
ings  in  parhamenr,  other  than  are  mentioned  in 
this  our  certificate,  faving  that  two  burgelTeo 
were  returned  for  the  town  of  Clogher  in  the 
county  of  Tyrone,  which  town  never  fent  bur- 
gcfTes  to  parliament  heretofore,  for  any  thing 
appearing  upon  record  ;  neither  have  they  any 
charter  authorizing  them,  fo  to  do. 
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The  commiffioners  return  and  certificate 
to  the  fecQnd  paper  of  inflrudlions  con- 
cerning  the  general  grievances  of  the 
kingdom. 

i.TMPRIMIS.      B}^   feveral    certificates  re- 
X    ceiyed  from  the  lords  archbirhops  and  bi- 
fhops,  the  juftices  of  aflize  and   of  the  peace, 
and  other  rriagiftrates  and  officers,  and  exami- 
nation  of  fome  other  perfons  in  this  kingdom,  it 
appeareth,  that  the  laws  in  force  for  the  mainte- 
nance  and  advancement  of  God's  true  religion,. 
are  in  very  few  place^  put  in  due  execution,   in 
regard  that  in  the  counties  and  corporate  rowns 
with  great  difficulty  is  to  be  found  any  jury  that 
y/ill  prefent  recufants,  themfelves  being  for  the 
mofl  part  delinquents   in  the  fame   kind,  and 
where  at  any  time  heretofore  they  have  prefent- 
ed,   they  themfelves  have  been  by   their  priefls 
excommunicated,  and  fo  others  terrified  by  their 
example;   and  in  the  city  cf  Waterford  vvhich, 
is  a  county  within  itfeif ;  and  where  there  are 
very  few  either  of  rhe  magiftrates,  or  of  the 
people  that  are  not  obflinate  recufants,    fuch  arc 
their  late  renewed  charters  and  privileges  as  the 
juftices  of  affize  having  no  authority  to  hold  their 
affizes    there,   the   laws  of  rehgion  cannot   be 
executed. 

Z  4  Also 
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Also  that  true  r-^ligion  is  not  by  the  natlves 
of  this  country  had  in  any  regard  and  reverence, 
but  rather  wholly  negleded  and  contemned  ;  the 
principal  reafbn  whereof  we  colledt  to  be  the 
mukitude  of  popifh  fchoo]n",aflers,  priefls,  fri- 
ars,  jefuits,  feminaries  of  the  adverfe  church 
authorized  by  the  pope  and  his  fubordinates  for 
every  diocefs,  ecclefiaftical  dignity,  and  living 
of  value  and  note  within  this  kingdom,  who 
refiding  within  the  feveral  diocefes  do  with  great 
vigilance  and  earneflnefs  continually  execrate 
and  dilTuade  it. 

The  fmall  number,  lefs  fufficience  and  little 
refidence  cf  the  miniflers  and  preachers,  that 
(hould  pradife  and  preach  it. 

The  much  want  and  defedl:  of  churches  in 
divers  countries  either  wholly  ruinated,  or  fb 
far  out  of  reparations  that  they  are  neither  de- 
cent  for  the  fervice  of  God,  nor  fit  for  any  af- 
fembly. 

The  juftices  of  peace,  fheriflfs,  and  officers 
of  this  kingdom  of  whom  many  are  recufantSj 
"who  animate  thefepeople  in  their  difobedience. 

The  number  of  priefls  appeareth  to  be  oc- 
cafioned  by  a  continual  fomentation  out  of  the 
feminaries  ereded  for  the  Irifh  in  Spain  and 
the  low  countries,  and  by  the  colleges  of  je- 
fuits,  every  of  which  colieges  in  the  Jovv  coun- 
tries  inflrudls  and  indoctrinates  two  ftudents  of 
the  Irifh. 

The  defeds  of  miniftersand  preachers  in  the 
mofl   parts  of  this  kingdora  grow  out  of  the 

want 
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want  of  Hvings  wherewith  to  fuflaln  them,  the 
reafon  thereof  is  partly  certified  to  be  the  multi- 
tude  of  impropriations,  and  want  of  convenient 
endowments,  which  alfo  appears  to  be  a  great 
caufe  of  the  decay  and   ruinous  eftate   of  the 
parifh  churches,    in  regard  the  faid  owners  and 
farmers  of  impropriations  will  not  maintain  the 
chancells,  and  by  their  example  the  people  ne- 
gled  the  re-edifying  andcoveringof  thechurches, 
B  Y   the  great  favour  and  maintenance  they 
find   from  the  noblemen,    gentlemen,  citizens 
and  men  of  worth  of  the  natives,  who  continually 
harbour  and  maintain  them,  and  by  the  long 
permitted  impunity  both  to  themfelves  and  thejr 
receivers. 

The  ordinary  remedy  for  the  redrefsof  thefe 
oyerflowing  evils,   is,  in  our  opinions,   a   refo-. 
lute  and  conftant  courfe  to  be  held  in  executioii 
of  the  laws  in  force  for  the  maintenance  of  his 
majefty's  authority  and  jurifdidion  in  caufes  ec- 
clefiaftical,   for  compelling  his  fubjeds   to  at- 
tend  the  preaching  of  the  word  and  hearing  of 
divine  fervice^  and  punifhment  of  the  obftinate 
conternners  thereof,  fupprelFing  of  popifh  fchools, 
and  eftablifhing  of  fufficicnt  and  religious  fchool- 
mafters,  the  dueexecution  of  ecclefiaftical  cen- 
fures,  the   diligent  vifitations   of  the  reverend 
fathers  of  the  church  in  weeding  out  the  popifti 
priefts,  and  inftead  of  idle  and  fcandalous  mini- 
fters  to  place  thofe  that  are  learned  and  painful, 
and  fuch  as  fhall  be  refident  on  their  benefices, 
with  fome  competent  provifion  for  them,  who 

will 
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will  endeavour  as  wcll  by  their  outward  conver- 
fation  as  dodrine  to  enure  the  ignorant  to  the 
love  of  truth,  and  obedience  to  the  govern" 
ment. 

2,.  Upon  our  arrival  in  Dublin  the  iith  of 
September,  we  caufed  his  majelly's  commifTion 
and  inflrudions  to  be  enrolled,   and  prefently 
direcfled  our  letters  to  the  governors  of  Munfler 
and  Conaught,  as  alfo   to  divers  lords,  archbi- 
ihops,  and  bifhops,  and  to  feveral  of  the  fheriffs 
of  counties  and  others,  concerning  the  articles  of 
the  faid  inflrudtions,  whereby  our  arrival  and 
the  caufe  of  our  employment  was  made  known 
to  the  people  in  mofl  parts  of  the  kingdom. 
Yet  during  the  fpace  of  one  month  at  the  leafl 
after  our  landing,  no  one  petition  was  exhibited 
to  qs  complaining  of  any  grievances,  neverthelefs 
afterwards   upon   the  coming  over  of  the  lord 
Killene  and  Sir  Chriflopher  Plunket,   two  of  the 
late  petitioners   to  his  majefly,   they  exhibited 
unto   us  particular  inflances  of  oppreflion  and 
€xa<ftions  by  foldiers,   provoft  marfhal  and  fome 
others,  fpecially   thofe   that   refide   nearefl  the 
ftate,   out  of  which  particulars,    being   many, 
we  feleded  three  fcore  or  thereabouts,  as  mpetefl 
to  be  examined,    whereby   we   might    difcern 
what  were  the  feveral  kinds  of  the  foldiers  op- 
prefTions  towards  the  people,    for  proof  of  which 
feledted  articles,  divers   days  were  afTigned  to 
them  to  produce  their  witnefTes,    at  which  time 
fome  of  the  captains  of  horfe  and  foot,    provofl 
marfhals,  and  fome  of  thejr  foldiers  were  warn- 

ed 
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ed  to  appear  before  us,  and  thereupon  we  pro-; 
ceeded  in  prefence  of  the  lord  Killene  and  Sir 
Chriflopher  Pkinket,  and  fome  of  the  partics 
grieved,  and  we  proceeded  to  a  fummary  ej^-? 
amination  of  thofe  diforders  ;  and  by  thefe  ex- 
aminations  and  by  other  means,  it  doth  appear 
unto  us,  that  the  foldiers  both  horfe  and  foot, 
have  extorted  upon  his  majefty's  fubjecls  in  man- 
ner  following  :  firft,  in  all  their  journics  an4 
thorough-fairs,  where,  by  their  warrant  from 
the  lord  deputy,  they  are  commanded  to  take 
meat  and  drink  in  the  country,  paying  ready 
money,  or  giving  tickets  for  die  fame ;  the  fol^ 
diers  neverthelels  for  the  mofl  part,  neither  pay 
inoney  nor  give  tickets  as  they  ought  to  do  y 
and  in  cafcs  where  the  colledors  receive  tickets 
for  the  payment  of  the  country  for  vidualling 
of  fojdiers,  the  colledlors  and  fometimes  perfons 
authorized  by  the  prjncipal  gentlemen  of  the 
country,  do  get  thefe  tjckets  into  their  hands, 
and  obtain  paymentfrom  his  majefty^streafurer, 
and  feldom  make  diflribution  thereof  to  ths 
poorer  fort  to  whom  it  is  due. 

S^coNDLY,  the  foldiers,  where  they  are 
cefled,  do  extort  money  from  the  poorer  people 
(befides  raeat  and  drink)  for  every  night's 
lodging  three  fhillings  for  a  horfe-man,  and 
two  (liillings  for  a  foot-man,  fometimes  more 
and  fometimes  lefs;  and  certain  petty  fqms  are 
alfo  taken  for  their  boys  and  attendants,  befides 
viduals;  and  it  happeneth  fometimes,  that  the 
j[bldie?s  that  take  cefs,  take  money,  as  weli  for 
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themfelves  as  for  other  foldiers  abfent,  which  the 
country  call  hlackmen^  becaufe  they  are  not 
feen  ;  and  fometimes  foldiers  in  pay,  and  others 
difcharged  out  of  pay,  and  divers  vagrants  in 
the  name  of  foldiers,  take  meat  and  money  of 
the  pcople  without  warrant,  or  after  the  date 
of  their  warrant  is  expired  in  extortious  manner, 
by  two  or  three  or  more  in  a  company.  And  in 
all  thefe  cafes,  when  the  people  have  not  mo' 
ney  to  pay  them,  they  take  divers  times,  forci* 
bly,  either  fome  of  their  cattle,  or  fome  of  their 
houfehold  flufFfor  pawnsin  lieu  thereof,  where^ 
by  breach  of  peace  and  affrays  are  occafioned. 

LiKEwisE  thefoldiers,  although  they  be  alr 
ways  enjoined  by  the  lord  deputy's  warrant  to 
pafs  to  and  fro  the  diredl  way  in  their  journies, 
yet  do  they  fometimes  make  a  circular  and  long 
courfe  in  their  thorough-fair,  whereby  they  cefs 
and  hurt  the  people  more  days  than  is  limited 
unto  them,  or  is  requifite  for  their  journey. 

Also  the  foldiers  in  journies,  being  cefled  in 
fmall  numbers  in  villages  by  the  colledors,  ac- 
cording  to  the  ability  of  the  places,  they  do 
fometimes  take  money  in  the  towns  wherein  they 
are  affigned  to  take  their  lodgings  and  viduals, 
and  depart  the  fame  and  lodge  themfelves  with- 
out  warrant  near  the  fame  place,  whereby  the 
people  bear  a  double  charge. 

MoREovER  it  appeareth,  that  fome  officers  of 
bands  have  taken  monies  of  townfhips  to  for- 
bcar  to  cefs  upon  them  in  their  journies,  and 
have  cefTed  upon  the  towns  not  far  diflant  from 

thence, 
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theiice  ;  and  thefe  exadions  are  committed  by 
foldiers  in  counties  where  the  compofition  in  lieu 
of  cefs  is  paid,  as  in  other  places ;  wherein  is 
to  be  obferved,  that  by  the  tenor  of  the  compo- 
fition,  the  counties  are  to  vidlual  the  foldiers  in 
thcir  paflage  at  ufual  rates  j  a  matter  referved 
for  neceffity  of  ftate. 

The  foldiers  do  not  only  commit  thefe  abu- 
fes  in  their  thorough-fares,  but  when  thcy  are 
fent  into  the  the  country  upon  other  employ- 
ments. 

The  provoft-marfhal  (whereof  there  is  one  at 
the  leafl  in  every  province)  have  likewife  certain 
men  to  attend  him,  who  do  exacfl  viduals  and 
money  in  their  pafTage  up  and  down  the  coun- 
try  from  the  people,  and  commit  other  difor- 
ders  as  foldiers  do  j  which  extortions  have  been 
committed  by  the  foldiers  and  the  rell  of  them- 
felves  without  any  warrant  at  all,  or  connivance 
of  any,    fo  far  as  hach  appeared  unto  us. 

And  notwithftanding  the  oppreflions  in  thefe 
kinds  are  very  many  (as  may  be  feen  by  their 
informations  to  us  exhibited  from  divers  parts  of 
the  kingdom)  yet,  for  any  thing  appearing  unto 
us,  very  few  have  complained  thereof  to  thc 
lord  dcputy ;  who  upon  their  complaints  hath 
given  order  for  redrefs  of  fuch  grievances  as 
hath  been  manifefted  unto  us. 

The  reafons  wherefore  the  people  pretend  to 
have  forborne  to  make  their  complaints,  is  the 
fear  they  have  had  to  be  worfe  ufed  by  the  fol- 
diers  complained  of  at  other  times,  and  that 

the 
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the  charges  of  the  complaint  would  far  have  ex-* 
ceeded  their  damages  and  lofTes,  although  they 
cannot  deny  but  the  lord  deputy  hath  given  as 
cafy  accefs  and  as  fpeedy  remedy  as  hath  been 
given  by  former  governors. 

The  names  of  fome  few  foldiers  that  dre  of- 
fenders  in  thefe  kinds,  and  are  yet  in  pay,  ap- 
pear  in  our  examinations,  others  are  dead  or 
difcharged,  and  in  many  of  thecomplaints  againll: 
fbldiers,  their  names  are  not  known  to  the  par- 
ties,  neither  have  the  foldiers  or  others  com- 
plained  to  us  for  want  of  pay  by  their  captains, 
akhough  fome  of  them  have  been  by  us  requir- 
ed  publickly  to  deliver  us  their  kn©wledge 
therein. 

The  means  to  preverit  extortions  and  exadll- 
ons  of  thefe  and  fuch  like,  are,  in  our  opinions, 
the  due  execution  of  the  orders  and  diredions 
given  and  proclaimed  by  the  lord  deputy  and 
council,  whereof  we  have  copies  from  the  lord 
deputy  by  him  fubfcribed,  and  alfo  the  care 
and  diligence  of  upright,  learned,  and  fuifRcient 
judges,  who  in  their  feveral  circuits  and  places 
will  attend  the  complaints  of  the  opprelled,  and 
are  able  to  difcern  of  the  wrong,  and  have 
courage  to  punifh  the  offenders,  and  fhall  do 
light,  if  impediment  be  given  to  the  ordinary 
proceedings  againfl  tranfgrelTions,  except  upon 
fome  extraordinary  occafion  for  his  majefty's 
fervice,  to  be  allowed  and  direcfted  by  the  lord 
depury  {or  the  time  being. 

q.  The 
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3.  The  carriage  maflers  and  their  minifters 
are  employed  in  general  hoflings,  or  at  fuch 
time  as  the  lord  deputy  marcheth  with  the  army, 
and  we  find  little  caufe  of  complaint  againft 
them  at  this  time.  For  that  where  former  lord 
deputies  had  general  hoftings  every  fecond  or 
third  year  at  leaft,  the  lord  deputy  during  thefe 
nine  years  hath  not  charged  the  country  with 
generaj  hoftings  above  twice,  the  firft  for  fup- 
preffmg  the  traitor  0'Dogherty,  and  the  laft  for 
fettling  the  plantation  in  Ulfter,  wherein  he 
ftiared  the  attendance  of  the  nobility  and  gen- 
try,  that  are  bound  by  their  tenures  to  attend 
at  general  hoftings,  and  contented  himfelf  with 
feven  hundred  and  twenty  carriage-horfes  for 
thatjourney,  or  thereabouts ;  where  it  appear- 
ed  by  ancient  ordinance  entered  in  the  council 
book,  that  the  five  ftiires  in  the  Englifh  pale 
are  to  yield  at  every  gencral  hofting  twelve 
hundred  carriage-horfes  at  the  leaft,  befides  rhc 
rifing  out  of  the  nobility  and  gentry,  fo  as  we 
find  no  oppreflion  in  this  kind,  nor  caufe  of 
complaint. 

4.  There  be  divers  complaints  againft  fhe- 
rifFs  in  general,  namely,  that  fundry  Iheriffs 
have  no  freehold  or  habitation  in  the  counties 
for  which  they  ferve,  as  they  ought  to  have  by 
the  laws  of  the  kingdom ;  alfo  that  divers  of 
them  have  no  fettled  eftates  of  land  or  freehold 
in  other  places  ;  and  having  gathered  rents  and 
other  duties  for  his  majefty,  they  depart  without 
pafling  their  accounts,   vvhich  appeareth  to  be 

true  : 
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true  :  and  the  reafon  thereof  is  affirmed  to  be, 
that  in  the  civileft  countries  in  the  Englilh  pale, 
and  in  other  counties  within  the  kingdom,  there 
are  found  very  few  proteftants  that  are  frcehol- 
ders  of  quality  fit  to  be  fheriffs,  and  that  will 
take  t!ie  oath  of  fupremacy  as  by  the  laws  they 
ought  to  do,  and  by  the  lord  deputy's  order  no 
fherifF  is  admitted  till  he  enter  into  fufficient 
bond  for  anfwering  his  accounts, 

It  is  likewife  a  grievance  complained  of  and 
found  true,  that  many  fheriffs,  efpecially  thofe 
of  the  meaner  fort,  do  fuffer  their  men,  bai- 
lifF,  and  followers  to  take  viduals  of  the  eoun- 
try  for  themfelves  without  money,  and  fome- 
times  both  money  and  viduals  ;  and  that  in  ga- 
thering  in  his  majefty's  rents,  and  the  fines  for 
ufing  the  fhort  ploughs,  and  other  impofitions, 
as  building  of  bridges,  and  fuch  like,  they  do 
take  of  the  people,  befides  the  principal  duties 
twelve  pence  in  the  pound,  and  fometimes  grea- 
ter  fums  for  their  private  ufes,  for  which  the 
ftieriffs  give  no  rcafon,  but  that  the  fame  is 
taken  towards  their  charges  in  coUediling  thofe 
duties,  in  regard  of  the  little  benefit  which  their 
office  otherwife  yieldeth. 

FoR  prevention  of  which  extortions,  and  o- 
thers  of  the  Hke  nature,  the  lord  deputy  hath 
made  and  publiflied  certain  orders  heretofore, 
whereof  the  copies  are  ready  to  be  prefented, 
together  with  the  care  and  diligence  of  his  ma- 
jefty'sjudges  in  their  feveral  circuits,  in  punifh- 
ing  the  offenders,  will  prevent  (as  we  conceive) 
the  Hke  enormities  hereafter. 

5.   There 
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5.  There  was  an  adt  of  coiincil  made  in 
the  year  1606,  reftraining  the  ufe  of  that  barba- 
rous  CLirhom  of  drawing  ploughs  and  carriages 
by  horfes  tails,  upon  pain  of  forfeiting  for  the 
firft  year's  offdnce,  one  garron,  for  the  fecond, 
two,  and  for  the  third,  the  whole  team.  Not- 
vvithftanding,  this  was  not  put  in  execution  for 
almoft  five  years  after  ;  and  yet  the  fault  not  a- 
mended,  until  that  in  the  year  161 1,  captain 
Paul  Gore,  demanding  {evea  or  eight  fcore 
pounds,  due  unto  him  from  his  majefty  for  pay 
of  certain  foldiers  entertained  by  him  upon  the 
lord  deputy's  warranr,  did  for  that  and  other  ex- 
traordinary  fervices  in  the  time  of  O  Dogherty's 
rebelhon,  defire  the  benefit  of  this  penaky  for 
one  year,  in  one  or  two  counties,  and  no  more  ; 
which  the  lord  deputy  was  contented  to  grant, 
limiting  him  to  ten  Ihilhngs  Irifh  foreach  plough 
fo  offending.  In  the  year  1612,  the  lord  deputy 
gave  order  to  have  the  penalty  levied  within  the 
whole  province  of  Ulftcr,  after  the  rate  of  ten 
fhillings  Englifh  upon  every  plough  drawn  as 
aforefaid  ;  and  the  monies  fo  raifed,  amount- 
ing  to  870/.  were  applied  to  publick  ufes,  as  ap- 
peareth  by  an  account  ready  to  be  fliewn,  both 
of  the  colledion,  and  of  the  employment  of  the 
faid  monies,  under  the  hands  of  divers  of  thofe 
gendemen  unto  whom  the  lord  deputy  commit- 
•  ted  the  fame  in  the  year  1013.  The  penalty  of 
ten  fhillings  Englifh  upon  a  plough  hath  been 
taken  up  to  the  ufe  of  Sir  William  Uvedalli 
upon  whom  his  majefty  hath  beftovved  it,   being 
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pafTed  unto  him  by  letters  patent,  with  referva- 
tion  of  loo/.  Jrifh  yearly  rent  to  his  majefly  ; 
the'  profit  whereof  this  year  already  confeffed  to 
be  received,  by  thofe  authorized  by  Sir  WilHam 
Uvedall,  within  the  province  of  Ulfler  is  800/. 
fterhng  or  thereabouts,  akhough  we  are  inform- 
ed  the  charge  impofed  upon  the  people  is  much 
inore  -,  and  we  find  that  other  colledlions  this 
year  have  been  made  of  thofe  fines  in  the  pro- 
vince  of  Conaught,  and  in  fome  counties  of  the 
pale,  but  without  the  lord  deputy's  warrant  ; 
neither  can  we  difcover  what  the  fines  fo  colled- 
ed  amount  unto. 

And  albeit  divers  of  the  natives  do  pretend 
a  neceffity  of  continuing  the  faid  manner  of 
ploughing,as  more  fit  for  ftoney  and  mountainy 
grounds^  yet,  in  our  opinions,  we  think  it  not  fit 
to  be  continued,  being  generally  condemned  by 
the  Englifli  inhabiting  in  thofe  parts,  for  an  un- 
civil  and  unprofitable  cuftom. 

6.  We  find  it  a  matter  of  much  difficulty, 
and  uncertain  to  difcover  the  extortions  of  clerks 
in  their  feveral  places,  in  refpedt  their  offices  are 
changed,and  that  veryfew  of  thejudges  orclerks, 
from  whom  knowledge  is  to  be  had  of  thefe 
things,  have  been  of  any  long  continuance  in 
their  places.  Yet  thus  much  have  appeared  unto 
us,  that  in  his  majefty's  court  of  exchequer, 
which  court  is  mofl  complained  of  for  the  inno- 
vation  and  exadlion  of  fees,  fome  newoffices,  not 
known  to  be  ufed  in  this  exchequer  for  thefe 
fixty  years  paft  at  the  leaft,  are  lately  ereded, 
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"with  new  fees  from  his  majefty,  whereby  an  an- 
nual  charge  is  increafed  to  the  crown,  and  the 
fubjei^s  compelled  to  pay  more  fecs,  and  attend 
more  offices  than  they  vvere  accuftomed  to  do, 
fo,  as  in  fome  particular  cafes,  the  fees  of  clerks 
do  increafe  to  a  greater  fum  than  the  duties  paid 
to  his  majefty,  and  (herifFs  cannot  pafs  their  ac- 
counts  without  double  the  charge  their  prcdecef- 
fors  heretofore  ufed  to  pay  ;  many  clerks  of 
courts  do  feek  to  make  their  fees  equal 
both  in  number  and  value  with  the  fees  paid  to 
likeofficers  in  England,  which  feemeth  heavy  to 
the  fubjeds  of  this  kingdom,  being  generally  of 
much  lcfs  ability.  For  fome  redrefs  herein,  we 
havegivendireiftions  to  the  clerks  in  his  majefly's 
four  courts,  the  clerks  in  the  flar-chamber,  clerks 
of  the  council,  clerks  of  the  crown,  and  to  the 
officers  of  the  two  provinces  of  Munfter  and  Co- 
naught,  to  certify  us  in  particular  the  nature  of 
their  fees,  and  the  quality  thereof  in  every  kind^ 
and  they  have  made  certificate  unto  us,  under 
their  hands,  of  their  feveral  fees,  which  we  have 
ready  to  prefent,  to  the  end,  if  his  majefly  pleafe 
to  give  redrefs  therein,  it  may  be  confidered  and 
certified  by  his  judges  in  the  feveral  courts,  and 
others  v/hom  it  may  concern,  and  by  the  feveral 
clerks  refpedlively,  what  fees  are  taken  in  Eng- 
land  in  the  like  cafes,  and  afterwards  their  cerii- 
ficates  may  be  tranfmitted  back  into  Ireland, 
and  upon  review  by  the  lord  deputy,  and  the 
feveral  judges  there,  may  be  eftablifhed  and  pub- 
iilhed,  which  the  people  do  much  defire. 

A  a  2  7.  The 
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7.  The  enormities  aforementioned  are  the 
mofl  notorious  grievances  in  this  kingdom,  and 
we  have  not  received  information  of  any  other 
worthy  to  be  certiiied  herein  to  his  majelly. 

8,  9,  10.  The  new  plantation  intended  in 
the  county  of  Wexford  in  the  province  of  Lein- 
fter,  is  to  be  made  in  the  two  baronies  of  Gowrie, 
and  Ballakenny,  and  in  the  half  barony  of  Sker- 
riewalfhe,  which  contain,  as  they  are  eflimated 
by  furvey,  about  66800  acres  of  land,  and  cer- 
tain  tracfts  of  wood,  boggy  land  and  mountain, 
all  lying  together  in  one  continent,  betwixt  the 
river  of  Slane  on  the  fouth,  the  river  of  Arklow 
north,  the  fea  on  the  eaft,  and  the  bounds  of  the 
counties  of  Catherlough  and  Kildare  on  the  weft, 
whereof  the  profits  and  occupation  have  been 
for  many  years  in  the  feveral  fepts  of  the  Cave- 
naghs,  Kinfaloghes,  Mac-Saddoes,  Mac-de- 
Amoores,  and  Murroughs,  and  other  of  the 
Irifh  fepts,  and  to  fome  of  ancient  Englifh,  that 
not  long  fince  obtained  part  of  thofe  lands  from 
the  Irilli.  The  pofleirioners  claimed  and  pretend- 
ed  to  hold  thefe  lands  as  their  freehold  by  de- 
fcent,  after  the  cuflom  of  Irifh  gavel-kind,  and 
have  been  irapanellednnce  theking's  time  on  ju- 
ries  2s  freeholders,  whereof  the  number  prefent- 
ed  to  be  freeholders,  and  v/ho  offered  their  fur- 
renders,  wcre  440,  or  thereabouts,  as  appeareth 
by  the  books  delivered  to  us  for  furrenders,  but 
now  affirmed  by  the  nativcs  to  be  667,  of  which 
fourteen  had  letters  patent  forpart  of  their  lands 
from  the   crown  -,   all   wliich   countries  yielded 

yearly 
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yearly  to  his  majefly  in  rents  and  compofitions 
only  179/.  3i.  4^.  befidespo/.  yearly,  which 
Sir  Richard  Mafterfon,  knt.  had  anciently  grantr 
ed  him,  and  20 1.  yearly,  vvhich  Waker  Synnot 
had  in  heu  of  Irifli  chiefries  to  them  gran^  d  Ly 
the  crown,  by  feveral  letters  patent,  upon  evi- 
dence  given  at  the  exchequer  bar  in  a  trial  be- 
twixt  the  faid  Richard  MaHerfon  and  one  of  the 
fept  of  the  Cavenagh's,  in  the  term  of  Eafter, 
and  in  the  feventh  year  of  his  highnefs's  reign, 
fome  overture  was  made  for  a  title  to  his  majcfty 
to  thefe  lands,  after  which,  and  before  the  faid  ti- 
tle  was  made  known  to  the  lord  deputy  and  com- 
miffioners,  fuch  as  claimed  to  be  freeholders  ob- 
tained  from  the  commiffioners  of  furrenders,  or- 
ders,  according  to  the  ufual  form,  for  their  feve- 
ral  furrenders,  and  for  efFedling  thereof,  procured 
outthree  feveral  commiilions  to  the  king's  efchea- 
tors  and  others,  to  inquire  what  lands  and  tene- 
ments  they  hold  either  by  defcent  or  taniftry, 
and  thereupon  to  accept  their  furrenders.  Upon 
two  of  which  commiffions,  nothing  w-as  done, 
but  upon  the  third  commiffion,  direded  to  his 
majefty^s  faid  efcheator,  and  others  the  commif- 
fioners,  on  the  27 th  of  January  1609,  received 
the  feveral  furrenders  of  all  fuch  as  then  claimed 
to  be  frechoiders  withm  thofe  limits,  of  a1I  their 
lands,  tenements,  and  hereditaments,  comprized 
and  fpecified  in  two  feveral  books  then  delivered 
to  the  efcheator  ;  the  which  furrenders  the  ef- 
cheator  confeffetli  hedid  fhew  to  the  lord  deputy 
and  fome  other  the  commiffioners  for  furrerders, 
A  a   3  fitting 
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fitting  upon  the  commiflion  -,  but  for  that  the 
time  by  proclamation  limitted  for  the  natives  to 
proceed  with  their  furrenders,  vvas  then  paft,  the 
efcheator  vvas  by  the  commilfioners  willed  to  re- 
tain  and  keep  the  furrenders,  and  not  to  make 
return  thereof,  until  his  majefty's  pleafure  was 
further  known  ;  for  that  the  king's  learned  coun- 
cil  affirmed,  they  had  difcovered  a  good  title 
for  the  king  to  all  thofe  lands,  and  that  the  com- 
miffion  warranted  not  them  to  accept  thofe  fur- 
renders;  according  to  which  direcftion,  the  ef- 
cheator  detained  ftill  the  commiflion,  furrenders, 
and  books  not  returned  ;  after  which  the  lord 
deputy,  anno  1610,  certified  his  majefty  and 
fome  of  this  privy  council  in  England,  of  his 
highnefs's  title,  and  that  the  natives  offered  to 
furrender,  and  to  take  new  eftates  upon  the 
commiflion  of  furrenders  and  defetflive  titles  ; 
and  thereupon  feveral  diredions  were  given  his 
Jordfhip  for  the  proceeding  unto  plautation  ;  as 
by  his  majefty's  letters,  and  letters  from  fome  of 
his  privy  council  doth  appear.  After  which  his 
lordfbip  refolved  on  a  projc(5l  for  the  divifion  and 
plantation  of  thofe  countries,  whereof  he  hath 
fent  to  his  highnefs  by  us  a  copy,  fubfcribed  by 
his  lordOiip  ;  fince  which,  on  the  ^yth  of  July 
161 1,  his  lordfhip  fent  Sir  Laurence  Efmond, 
knt.  Sir  Edward  Fifher,  knt,  William  Parfons, 
efq;  Nicholas  Kenny,  efq;  his  majefty's  furveyor 
and  efcheator,  to  make  known  to  the  inhabitants 
of  thofe  countries,  that  nothing  was  intended 
iinto  them  by  that  plantation  but  good  ;  for  al- 

beit 
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beit  the  whole  country  was  the  king's  to  difpofe 
of,  yet  he  was  pJeafed  to  accept  of  their  furren- 
ders,  and  to  repafs  to  fuch  as  were  lit-worthy 
and  fit  to  be  made  freeholders,  convenient  por- 
tions  in  fee  fimple,  at  reafonable  rents,  and  tp 
others  of  the  inferior  fort,  competent  portions 
for  lives  and  years ;  and  that  the  civilizing  of 
the  country  v/as  the  cliief  thing  aimed  at,  with 
fome  increafe  of  revenue  to  the  king  ;  and  that 
if  any  m^n  would  be  ob{linate,and  oppofe  againfl 
the  general  good  intendtd,  they  riiould  havejuf- 
tice,  which  is  the  benefit  of  fubjedls,  but  were 
to  look  for  no  favour. 

AccoRDiNG  to  thefe  diredions,  the  faid  corri- 
miflioners  treated  with  the  inhabitants  and  divers 
of  the  principal  of  thefe  pretended  freeholders 
yielded  to  accept  the  lord  deputy's  olTers,  and 
by  feveral  writings  dated  in  Augufl  in  the  ninth 
year  of  his  highnefs's  reign,  did  give  up  and  fur- 
render  their  lands  to  his  majefly,  upon  hope  to 
have  re-granted  to  them  convenient  portions  iii 
the  new  plantation  ;  his  lordfhip  thereupon  af- 
figned  unto  57  of  the  n.atives,  to  be  divided 
into  feveral  portions,  35210  acres,  to  be  grant- 
ed  in  fee  fimple,  which  57  were,  by  ajury  of 
that  country,  prefented  to  be  the  fittefl  men  m 
thofe  limits  to  be  made  freeholders.  The  par- 
ticulars  pf  thefe  prcportions,  together  with  the 
names  of  thofe  natives  are  herein  arterexpreffed, 
of  which  35310  acres  were  afhgned  to  the  faid 
Sir  Richard  Mafterfon,  10169  whereof  for  his 
faid  chiefries,  2120,  the  refidue,  for  his  land  in 
A  a  4  thc 
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the  Morrough's  conntry.  Of  the  natives  which 
agreed  to  the  new  plantation,  16  of  them  ac- 
cepted  eflates  of  their  proportions  from  Sir  Ri- 
chard  Cooke,  Sir  Laurence  Efmond,  Sir  Edward 
Fifher,  knights,  the  firft  patentees  made  of  that 
country  in  iruft.  Of  thefe  57  natives,  21  are 
ftill  to  retain  their  ancient  houfesand  habitations, 
with  their  grounds  adjoining.  Some  of  their 
lands  lying  remote  from  them,  being  laid  to  the 
new  undertai<:ers,  proportions  are  to  be  taken 
from  them,  in  heu  whereof,  fome  allowances  are 
to  be  made  of  lands  lying  nearer  their  dwellings, 
with  which  they  are  not  contented  ;  for  ihat  they 
are  not  fufficiently  recompenfed  for  the  lands 
taken  from  them,  as  they  affirm.  To  the  refi- 
due,  which  claim  to  be  freeholders,  being  for 
the  mofl  part  pofTeffed  of  but  fmall  portions, 
no  allowance  of  land  or  recompence  is  alilgned 
or  given  ;  but  all  they,  in  number  390,  or 
thereabouts,  and  all  the  rcfidue  of  the  inhabi- 
tants,  tenants  and  cottiers,  eflimated  to  be 
14500  men,  women  and  children,  may  be  re- 
rnoved  at  the  will  of  the  patentees,  which  not- 
withftanding,  few  are  yet  removed  ,  and  it  is 
ofFered  by  the  new  undertakers,  as  formerly  by 
the  lord  deputy  it  was  appointed,  that  all  thofe 
to  whom  no  portions  by  this  new  divifion  are  af- 
figned,  and  all  the  under-tenants  inhabiting 
within  their  proportions,  may  if  they  will  refide 
and  dwell  in  thofe  countries  as  tenants  to  the 
Englifh  and  native  undertakers,  without  remov- 
jng  of  any  but  fuch  as  dwell  on  thofe  grounds, 

which 
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whlch  the  patentees  rhall  ufe  for  thelr  necelTary 

demefnes  to  their  caftles  and  houfes  ;  and  that 

they  will  be  bound  to  let  and  fet  to  thofe  natives 

that  want  proportions,  lands  at  eafy  rates  and 

rents,  as  they  held  them  before,  all  rents,  charges, 

and  exadtions  being  confidered  which  they  paid 

to  his  majefty,    Sir  Richard  Maflerfon,   Walter 

Synnot,    and  others.     The  proceedings  againfl 

the  natives  have  been  in  this  manner ;  in  June 

16 11,  upon  motion  of  the  king's  learned  coun- 

cil,    a  writ  of  feizure  was  awarded  out  of  the 

court  of  chancery,   to   take  into  his  majefl:y's 

hands  all  the  faid  lands  and  tenements,    which 

was  grounded  upon   fome  ancient   records  re- 

maining  in  that  court,    mentioned   in  the  inqui- 

fition  hereafter   fpecified,   which  was   returned 

and  executed  by  the  fheriff,  biit  no  farther  pro- 

ceedings  thereupon.     After  which  a  commiflion 

under  the  great  feal  of  ireland,    was  diretted  to 

the  lord  bifhop  of  Ferns,  Sir  Thomas  Colclough, 

knt.  Sir  Dudley  Loftus,  knt.  John  Beere,  efq; 

his  majefty's  ferjeant  at  law,   William  Parfons 

and  Nicholas  Kenny,    his  majefly's  furveyor  and 

efcheator,    to  inquire  of  his  majefly's  title  to 

thofe  lands.     The  commiflioners  on  the  2.6th  of 

November  161 1,  met  at  Wexford  for  the  exe- 

oition  of  the  faid  commiflion,  where  after  divers 

adjournments  until   the  ^th  of  December,  the 

jury  then   offered   their  verdi6t  of  igjtoramus  to 

the  king's  title,    the  which  the  commiflioners  re- 

fufed  to  accept,   and  bound  the  jury  over  to  ap- 

pear  before  them   in  the  exchequer  court   the 

Thurlday 
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Thurfday  fe^nnight  next  following  -,  biit  the  jiiry, 
Etpon  their  petition  to  the  lord  deputy,  h?.d  their 
appearance  refpitcd  until  the  i8th  of  Jai^iiary 
fthen  n>^xi  enfuing,  at  which  day  the  jury  ap- 
fearc'.-  in  the  exchcquer  before  ihe  faid  commif- 
fioners,  and  Sir  John  Denham,  knt.  then  lord 
ciiief  baron,  Sir  Francis  Aungier,  knt,  mafter  of 
she  rolis,  baron  HafTet  and  juflice  Lov/ther,  af- 
ifectafed  by  ccmmiflion  to  the  former  cornmif- 
£oners..  After  long  tim'e  fpent  in  the  evidence  on 
feoth  parts,  cleven  of  that  jury  agreed  to  find  his 
ma/e%*s  title,  but  five  others  of  them  refufed  to 
jom  with  thofeeleven  in  that  verdid,who  were  by 
the  comminioners  committed  then  to  prifon,  and 
atfter  cenfured  in  the  caftle  chamber  for  refufing 
«o  Join  with  their  fellows  to  find  his  majefly'^ 
title,  according  to  their  evidence,  and  the  reil 
©f  the  jury  difcharged.  Then  the  court  of  ex- 
chequer  direded  a  writ  to  the  Iberiff  of  Wex- 
lord,  to  fummon  a  jury  to  appear  at  the  ex- 
chequer  bar  in  Hillary  term  next  following,  for 
the  faid  inquiry.  The  fheriffs  returned  Sir 
Thomas  Colclough,  one  of  the  former  commif- 
fioners,  and  thofe  eleven  of  the  former  jury, 
that  had  agreed  to  iind  his  majefly's  title,  and 
feme  others  ;  which  eleven  fo  formerly  fworn 
with  Sir  Thomas  Colclough  and  John  Murchoe, 
siow  a  patentee  in  the  new  plantation,  found  an 
inquifition  to  this  eflcft,  the  copy  whereof  we 
are  ready  to  fhew,  namely,  That  upon  the  fub- 
miflion  of  Art-mac-Murrough,  and  Malloch  O 
Miirrough,  the  chief  of  their  fepts,  and  David 

Moore 
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Moore  and  Manus  Mac  Gerrald  of  the  Klnfel- 
loughs,  and  diversothers  of  the  Irifli  unto  king 
Richard  the  fecond,  by  indentures  dated  the  ^th 
of  January  in  the  i2th  year  of  the  reign  of  the 
fame  king,  the  faid  parties  did  covenant  with 
Thomas  earl  of  Nottingham,  then  marfhal  of 
England,  and  deputy  of  this  kingdom,  that  they 
and  every  of  them,  bcfore  the  iirfl  Sunday  iri 
Lent  then  next  following,  would  relinquifli  and 
furrender  to  the  faid  king  the  full  polTelTion  of 
all  the  lands,  tenements,  caflles,  woods,  forts, 
and  pallures,  with  their  appurtenances,  which 
by  them,  and  all  others  of  the  KinfaIlogh's,  and 
cvery  of  them,  their  companions,  men  or  adhe- 
rents,  late  were  occupied  within  the  province  of 
Leinfter  in  Ireland.  Sine  aliquo  retinement  fibi 
refervato,fui  refervando  quocunque  modo^fine  doloy 
et  ahfque  fraiide^  their  moveable  goods  only  ex- 
cepted,  and  that  they  before  the  faid  day  would 
leave  the  faid  whole  country  of  Leinfter  to  the 
true  obedience,  ufe,  and  difpofition  of  the  faid 
king,  his  heirs  and  fucceffors  ;  and  that  the  faid 
earl,  on  the  part  of  the  king,  covenanted,  that 
thefe  chief  men  and  their  foldiers,  or  men  of 
war,  during  their  lives,  fhall  have  pay  in  the 
king's  wars,  and  fhould  enjoy  to  them  and  their 
heirs,  all  fuch  lands  as  they  fhould  conquer  from 
any  rebels  in  that  kingdom.  The  faid  earl  alfb 
agreed,  that  the  king  fhould  grant  to  Art,  niac- 
Murrough,  the  chief  of  the  Cavenaghs,  a 
yearly  annuity  of  eighty  marks,  and  reflore  to 
him  his  wife's  inheritance  in  the  county  of  Kil- 

dare, 
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dare,  which  anniiity  was  paid  divers  years,  as 
appears  by  rome  records  :  they  alfo  find,  that 
on  the  twelfth  of  February  next  enfuinga  com- 
miflion  vvas  granted  unto  the  faid  earl  marfhall, 
to  receive  the  homage  of  Mac  Murrougb,  and 
all  the  Irifli  of  Leinfler,  and  to  take  their  ho- 
mages  and  fubmiflions,  which  was  done  ;  and 
to  diflribute  the  lands  of  the  chieftains,  and  men 
of  war,  which  were  to  depart,  to  others  of  the 
king's  fubjefts.  They  further  found,  that  on 
the  twenty-eighth  of  April  then  following,  king 
Richard  the  fecond  granted  to  Sir  John  Beau- 
moiit,  knt.  and  his  heirs,  all  and  fingular  the 
caftles,  manors,  lands,  tenements  and  heredita- 
ments,  within  the  metes  and  bounds  following, 
namely,  from  the  bank  of  the  water  of  Slane, 
on  the  part  of  the  fouth,  unto  the  black  water 
of  Arklow,  of  the  part  of  the  north,  and  from 
the  i^iain  fea  on  the  eafl,  unto  the  bounds  of  the 
counties  of  Katherlough  and  Kildare,  on  the  part 
of  the  weft  (excepting  the  lands  of  the  earl  of 
Ormond,  if  he  had  any  within  thofe  bounds) 
to  be  holden  by  knight  fervice  in  capite  ;  and 
that  the  faid  Sir  John  Beaumont,  by  virtue  of 
thefe  letters  patents,  was  feized  of  all  the  lands 
within  thefe  meares  (except  the  earl  of  Ormond's 
lands,  Roche's  lands,  Synnott's  lands,  Wad- 
ding's  lands,  the  lands  of  the  bifhop  of  Ferns, 
advowfons  of  churches,  and  fome  other  things 
in  the  faid  inquifition  excepted)  and  that  the  faid 
Sir  John  Beaumont  died  thereof  feized,  and  that 
after  bis  death  the  fame  lands  (except  beforc  ex- 

cepted) 
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cepted)  defcended  to  Heriry  Beaumont,  his  fon 
and  heir,  who  i  Hen.  5.  died  thereof  fo  feized  ; 
and  that  all  the  premirfes  (except  before  except- 
ed)  defcended  to  John  Beaumont,  his  fon  and 
heir,  being  an  infanr,  after  whofe  death  an  of- 
fice  was  found  accoidingly,  and  livery  ufed,  by 
which  it  appeareth,  that  feven  nianors,  namely, 
Farringmall,  O  Felmigh,  Shermall,  Lymala- 
goughe,  Shelala,  Gory  and  Dipps,  were  all  the 
jands  and  dominions  within  thofe  meares  and 
bounds,  which  were  granted  by  virtue  of  that 
office,  feized  into  the  king's  hands,  and  fo  re- 
mained  untii  the  faid  John  Beaumont  fiied  his 
hVery  the  third  of  September,  1 3  Hen.  6.  and  that 
the  faid  John  Beaumont,  the  feventh  of  Auguff, 
24  Hen.  6.  made  a  warrant  of  attorney  to  John 
Cornwaleys,  chief  baron  of  the  exchequer,  and 
John  Townley,  efq;  to  let  and  fet  his  lands 
within  thefe  meares  and  bounds,  and  all  other  his 
lands  in  Ireland,  and  that  he  thereof  died  feized 
(except  before  excepted)  and  had  ilTue  two  fons, 
John  the  eldeft,  and  William  the  fecond,  both 
vifcounts,  and  one  daughter  named  Joan,  which 
two  fons  died  without  illue  of  their  bodies  ;  and 
that  the  faid  Joan  their  fifter  was  heir  to  William 
who  lafl  died,  and  was  married  to  John  lord  vif- 
count  Lovell  of  Titchmarche,  and  that  they  had 
iffue  Francis  vifcount  Lovell,  attainted  of  treafon 
by  adt  of  parliament  in  England,  i  Hen.  7. 
and  confirmed  in  Ireland  ;  by  which  a6ls,  all  his 
lands  in  England  and  Ireland  were  vefted  into 
the  adual  and  real  pofTeirion  of  the  crown,  and 

fo 
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fo  defcended  by  mefne  defcentG,  to  queen  Eii- 
zabeth  (except  before  excepted)  her  majefly  af~ 
ter  granted  the  manor  of  Dipps  to  the  earl  of 
Ormond,  and  the  manor  of  Shelala  to  Sir  Henry 
Harrington  ;  and  that  the  reft  (except  before 
cxcepted)  defcended  to  our  fovereign  lord  the 
king,  as  by  the  copy  of  the  faid  office  and  inqui- 
fition  ready  to  be  fhewed,  doth  appear.  On 
the  twelfth  of  February,  in  the  ninth  year  of 
his  majefl;y's  reign,  upon  motion  of  his  majefty's 
council,  before  any  patent  granted  of  thefe 
lands,  it  was  ordered  by  the  court  of  chancery^ 
that  fuch  as  fliould  be  patentees  from  the  king, 
fhould  be  put  into  poiTelllon  by  injunclion  out  of 
that  court,  without  further  motion,  of  aii  thofe 
landswithin  thefe  meares  and  bounds,  when  the 
fame  fhall  be  granted,  and  the  fheriff  to  conti- 
nue  them  in  poffeflion  from  time  to  time,  in 
which  order  the  king's  title  and  the  feizure  is  ex- 
prefled ;  after  which,  the  faid  inquifition  fo 
found  at  the  exchequer  bar,  was  tranfmitted 
into  the  chancery,  and  then  feveral  patents 
granted  of  feveral  portions  as  followeth ;  namely, 
to  Sir  Richard  Cooke,  knt.  his  majefly's  fecre- 
tary,  1500  acres  :  to  Sir  Laurence  Efmond,  knt. 
fervitor,  and  a  native  of  Wexford,  1500  acres; 
to  Sir  Edward  Fifher,  knt.  a  fervitor,  1500 
acres ;  to  Francis  Blundell,  efq;  loooacrcs; 
to  Conway  Brady,  the  queen's  footman,  600 
acres  ;  to  Nicholas  Kenny,  efcheator,  500  acres ; 
to  William  Parfons,  furveyor,  1000  acres  ;  to 
Sir  Roger  Jones,  knight,    looo  acres  ;  to  Sir

James  Carroll,  knt.  the  king's  remembrancer 
in  the  exchequer,  loooacres;  toJohnWing- 
field,  efq;  a  fervitor,  looo  acres  -,  lO  Sir  Adain 
Loftus,  knt.  looo  acres  ;  to  Sir  Robert  Jacob, 
knt.  his  majefly's  follicitor,  looo  acres;  to 
Fergus  Greemes  300  acres ;  to  Sir  Rich.  Wing- 
field,  knt,  marflial  of  the  army,  loooacresj 
to  William  Marwood,  deputy  remenibrancer, 
1000  acres  ;  to  John  Loghorn,  efq;  1000  ac/i^s; 
to  Francis  Blondell,  efq;  1000  ?.cres  ;  to  capt. 
Trevillian  and  capt.  Fortefcue,  2000  acres  ;  to 
Thomas  Hibbots,  efq;  1000  acres  j  in  all  1^900 
acres. 
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There  are  within  the  limits  aforefaidj  more 
than  the  faid  proportions,  about  12000  acres,  not 
yet  granted,  intended  to  be  palTed  to  martial 
men,  who  are  to  build  upon  the  borders  and 
faftnefles,  but  cannot,  until  fome  of  the  paten- 
tees  be  reraoved  unto  the  lands  affigned  them. 
The  names  of  thefe  martial  men  are,  captain 
Dorrington,  captain  Meares,  captain  Pikeman, 
captain  Cawell,  captain  Ackland,  captain  Henry 
Fifher,  heutenant  John  Fifher,  heutenant  Bur^ 
roughs,  Mr.  Gillet,  Mr.  Waldrond,  lieutenant 
Stratford,  Mr.  Sherlock,  Mr.  Hafiiwell. 

After  the  before  mentioned  patents  granted, 
the  faid  patentees  this  feventh  of  May  laft,  ob- 
tained  feveral  injun6lions  to  the  fherifFof  Wex- 
ford,  to  put  and  continue  them  in  their  feverai 
portions  of  lands  fpecified  in  their  patents,  which 
the  fheriflf  accordingly  performed,  and  did  break 
open  the  doors  of  fuch  as  refifiied,  and  turned 
them  out  ;  yet  notwithfiianding,  upon  fubmif- 
fion,  divers  of  them  were  permitted  to  return 
to  their  houfes  again,  and  in  harvefl  lafl:  the  faid 
fherifF,  by  warrant  from  the  lord  deputy,  was 
afHfled  by  the  bailiffs  of  the  new  patentees,  to 
take  up  the  fourth  fheaf  of  their  corn  for  the 
Michaelmas  rent,  in  regard  they  were  then  to 
pay  the  King's  rent ;  which  fourth  fiieaf  the  pa- 
tentees  flill  detain,  the  natives  being  allowed  to 
take  the  refl  to  their  own  ufe.  Many  fuch  of 
the  natives  as  formerly  agreed  to  this  new  plan- 
tation,  now  abfolutely  difiike  thercof,  and  of  their 
proportions  alligned  them  in  lieu  of  their  other 
pofrefTions  taken  from  them,  for  that,  as  they  af- 
B  b  5  firm. 
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firm,  their  proportions  affigned  are  not  fo  many 
acres  as  they  are  rated  to  them,  and  becaufe  the 
acres  taken  from  them  are  far  more  in  number  than 
they  be  furveyed  at,  which  difFerence  cannot  be 
decided  without  a  new  furvey,  which  fome  of 
the  natives  defire.     All  the  ancient  poffeffioners 
df  the  Enghfh  race,  and  divers  of  the  Irifh, 
have  been  always  faithful  to  the  crown  of  Eng- 
land  :   but  moft  of  the  Irifh  were  bebels  in  the 
time  of  the  great  rebelhon  of  Tyrone.     Several 
of  thofe  to  whom  proportions  are  affigned,  are 
of  the  fepts  of  the  Cavenaghs  and  Murroughs,. 
which  held  land  in  thefe  limits  before  ;    Walter 
Synnot,  Patrick  Peppard,  and  Art  Mac  Dermot, 
offer  for  themfelves  and  the  refl  of  the  coun- 
tries,  that  they  will  pay  fuch  rents,  and  perform 
the  buildings  and  covenants  to  the  king's   ma- 
jefly,  that  thefe  new  undertakers  are  to  perform  ; 
but  they  do  altogether  refufe  to  repay  to  the  un- 
dertakers  their  charges  dilburfed  about  this  plan- 
tation,  which  are  rated  at  3000/.     Every  under- 
taker  of  1500  acres  is  to  build  a  caftle  or  ftone 
houfe  of  30  feet  in  length,  24  in  breadth,  and 
50  feet  high,  befides  the   battlements.     Every 
undertaker  of   1000   acres  is  to  build  a  caftle 
or  ftone  houfe  of  24  feet  fquare,  and  30  feet 
high,  befides  the  battlements  ;  and  every  under- 
taker  of  500  acres  is  to  build  a  ftrong  bawne  of 
lime  and  ftone,   thefe  buildings    to    be  made 
within  four  years  after  the  patentees  have  quiet 
pofTefrion.     The  yearly  rent  referved  to  the  king, 
is  five  pounds  for  every  thoufand  acres  granted 
the  Englifh,  and  fix  pounds  fix  fhillings  and 

eight- 
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eight-pence  for  every  thoufand  acres  granted  to 
the  natives,  except  for  thofe  lands  alfigned  to 
Sir  Richard  Mafterfon  and  Walter  Synnot,  in 
lieu  of  their  ^nts  and  chiefries  out  of  the  whole. 
The  rents  yearly  referved  and  to  be  referved 
to  his  majefty,  if  the  plantation  proceed,  will  be 
426/.  1 8/.  lod.  |,  and  the  country  is  difcharged 
of  the  rents  and  chicfries  granted  to  Sir  Richard 
Maflerfon  and  Synnot,  which  are  210/.  per 
annum.

The  examlnatlon  of  Shane  Mc  Phelomy 
O  Donnelly,  taken  before  me  SirToby 
Cauliielde,    knt.  Odober  22,   1613. 

SHane  Mc  Phelomy  O  Donnelly  faith,  That 
about  the  end  of  May  lafl  paft,  upon  the 
Sunday,  he  was  at  mafs  at  the  Glynn  in  Bryan 
Mc  Gwyres  country,  between  the  county  of 
Fermanagh  and  Tyrone,  where  Tirlaugh  Mc 
Crodden,  a  fryer  there,  lately  come  from  be- 
yond  feas,  faid  the  mafs,  and  was  preaching 
mofl  part  of  the  fame  day  ;  and  in  his  fermon 
he  declared,  that  he  was  fent  from  the  pope,  to 
perfuade  them  that  they  fhould  never  alter  their 
religion,  but  take  the  pope  to  be  their  true  head, 
and  ratherto  gointorebellion  than  tochangetheir 
religion  ;  and  that  the  Englifh  fervice  proceeded 
from  the  feducement  of  the  devil,  and  did  ear- 
neflly  exhort  them,  upon  pain  of  damnation, 
to  fland  on  their  keeping,  rather  than  alter 
their  religion.  At  which  mafs  there  were  affem- 
bled  (as  he  thinketh)  looo  people  all  of  Fer- 
managh  except  himfelf  and  one  Shane  Roe  O 
Quinn,  fon  to  Cale  O  Qiiinn,  who  accompanied 
Neale  Mc   Tirlaugh,    Nuis  O   Neale  of   the 

Largye  ^ 
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Largye ;  which  Neale  Mc  Tirlaugh,  upon  thefc 
fpeeches  uttered  by  the  fryer  fpake  aload,  fay- 
ing,  God  be  thanked,  we  heard  this  mafs,  and 
God  be  bleiTed,  fuch  a  one  as  you  camc  amongft 
us,  to  give  us  this  council  j  for  our  parts,  we 
will  rather  go  into  rebellion,  and  be  eaten  with 
dogs  and  cats,  rather  than  go  to  the  Enghfh 
fervice,  to  hear  the  devil's  words.  And  the  faid 
Shane  Roe  O  Quinn  faid  the  very  fame  words 
after  him.  And  the  fryer  had  at  that  day  given 
him  at  the  leaft  200  cows  and  garrons.  This 
examinant,  and  one  Dowaltagh  O  Donnelly  and 
Neal  O  Flanigan,  were  prefent,  and  will  juftify 
as  much  as  is  here  fet  down.  He  further  faith, 
that  the  fryer  told  them,  that  the  parhament 
was  coming,  and  that  it  was  a  thing  invented 
on  purpofe  to  cozen  them,  and  to  bring  them 
from  their  rehgion,  and  earneflly  exhorted  them 
not  to  be  led  rhereby,  but  ftand  faft  and  join 
together,  gnd  that  God  was  on  their  fide  ;  and 
that  there  was  certain  money  impofed  for  the 
expences  of  men  gone  into  England  for  thc 
caufe  of  religion,  and  the  charges  of  the  knights 
of  the  fhires,  4J.  on  every  couple.  He  exhort- 
ed  them  to  pay  it  willingly  and  fpeedily  ;  it  was 
God's  bufinefs  they  went  about.  He  told  them, 
that  the  cattle  v/hich  they  had  given  him,  was 
for  the  maintenance  of  fryers  beyond  feas,  and 
that  the  pope  wouid  be  highly  pleafed  with  the 
gifts  thcy  beftowed  to  fo  godly  purpofes.  And 
further  faith,  that  he  vehemently  exhorted  them 
not  to  be  afraid  of  any  thing,  for  Tyrone  was 

coming, 
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coming,  therefore  willed  them  to  be  merry,  and 
of  good  courage  :  and  for  the  Englifli,  they 
were  to  have  no  rule  nor  power  over  them,  but 
for  two  years.  And  further  faid,  that  he  found 
by  his  reading  in  books  at  Rome,  a  prophecy, 
that  theEnglifli  fliould  furceafe  their  rule  in  Ire- 
land,  when  a  bridge  was  built  over  the  river  at 
LifFer ;  and  that  the  king  of  Spain  had  i  8000 
mcn  in  arms  ready  to  come  over,  whereof  Ty- 
rone  fhould  be  the  chief  j  and  that  they  fliould 
come  within  a  year  and  a  quarter,  and  land  at 
four  ports  in  Ireland,  the  names  whereof  this 
examinant  hath  forgot,  and  would  overthrow 
the  Enghfli,  and  have  Ireland  to  himfelf.  This 
deponent  faith,  that  the  money,  ^d.  a.  couple, 
is  gathered  by  the  flieriffs  bailifFs  in  the  county 
of  Fermanagh.  All  thefe  fpeeches  were  uttered 
by  the  faid  fryer  Tirlaugh  Mc  Croddyn  openly 
in  his  fermon,  and  that  Connor  Roe  Mc  Gwyre 
and  Bryan  Mc  Coghonett  Mc  Gwyre,  were  pre- 
fent  from  the  firfl  to  the  laft.

A   true  declaratlon  of  the  proteftants   of 

vvhat  palTed  the  day  before  the  beginning  of 
the  parliament,  the  firft  day  of  the  parliament, 
and  the  Friday  following,  in  the  lower  houfe 
of  parliament  in  Dublin,    16 14. 

UPON  the  feventeenth  of  May,  being  the 
day  before  the  return  of  the  writs  of  fum- 
mons  for  this  prefent  parliament  and  the  laft 
day  of  Eafler  term,  the  lord  deputy  be- 
ing  informed  that  divers  perfons  were  like  to  in- 
trude  therafelves  into  the  houfe  of  commons 
which  were  not  returncd  either  as  knights,  or 
burgefles  of  the  parliament ;  to  prevent  all  fuch 
diforders,  and  the  inconvenience  that  might  en- 
fue  thereupon,  did  firft  in  the  forenoon  of  the 
fame  day,  caufe  proclamation  to  be  made  iu 
all  the  king's  cou^ts  ar  Dublin,  that  all  fuch  as 
know  themfelves  to  be  returned  for  knights,  ci- 
tizens,  or  burgeffes  of  this  parliament,  fhould 
about  three  of  the  clock  in  the  afternoon  of  the 
fame  day,  attend  his  lordfhip  and  the  council 
in  the  caflle  of  Dublin,  at  which  time  the  great- 
efl  part  of  thofe  which  wcre  returned,  gave  their 
attendance  accordingly,  and  hereupon  the  iord 
deputy  and  council  taking  their  feats  in  the  open 
court  of  the  caflle  of  Dublin,  caufed  the  clerk 
of  the  crown  of  the  chancery,  into  whofe  office 
C  c  2  all 
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all  the  writs  of  fummons  were  returned  to  bring 
a  book  of  the  names  of  all  fuch  as  were  returned 
asknighrs,  citizens,  or  burgefles  for  this  parha- 
ment,  and  hereupon  to  caJI  by  name  all  luch  as 
were  returned,  uhich  being  done  accordingly, 
his  lordfhip  took  a  view  and  fpecial  notice  of 
^very  particular  perfon  then  appearing,  and  im- 
mediately  caufed  folemn  proclamation  to  be 
made,  that  none  fhould  prefume  to  come  into 
the  houfe  of  the  commons  but  fuch  as  were 
returned  as  aforefaid.  The  next  day  being  the 
eighteenth  oPMay,  and  the  firfl:  day  of  the  par- 
liament,  the  knights,  citizens,  and  burgelTes 
being  all  together  allembled  in  a  wide  room,  be- 
tween  the  upper  houfe  and  the  lower  houfe  of 
parliament,  and  the  lord  deputy  with  the  lords 
fpiritual  and  temporal  being  fet  in  the  upper 
houfe,  before  his  lordfhip  would  admit  the 
commons  to  enter  into  the  upper  houfe  to  hear 
the  lord  chanceIIor's  fpeech,  caufed  them  all  to 
be  called  again  by  the  clerk  of  the  crown*s  book, 
and  thereupon  as  many  as  did  appear  were  ad- 
mitted  to  come  into  the  upper  houfe,  where  the 
lord  chanceIIor's  fpeech,  touching  the  cailing  of 
this  parliament,  being  ended,  the  lord  deputy 
himfelf  alfo  fpoke  unto  them,  and  willed  them, 
that  they  fhould  repair  into  the  commons  houfe 
and  there  make  choice  of  iheir  fpeaker,  whom 
his  lordfhip  would  have  to  be  prefented  unto 
him  upon  the  Friday  then  next  following;  and 
withal  his  lordfhip  did  intimate  unto  thtr»,  that 
his  majefty  had  by  his  letters  required  him  to  re- 

com' 
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commend  to  their  eledion  a  gentleman  fufficient, 
in  his  maje{ly's  opinion,  to  difcharge  ihat  place, 
and  whomhislordlhiphimfelf  would  have  recom- 
mended  to  that  place  if  his  majefty  had  left  the 
nomination   to  him  ;    howbeit  his  lordfhip  did 
not  then  name  the  gentleman,  but  faid  that  fome 
of  the   privy   council   were   members  of  that 
houfe,   knew   his  majefi:y's  pleafure  in  that  be- 
half,    and  left  it  to  them  to  name  him  when 
they  fhould  be  alTembled  to  eledl  a  fpeaker.    Ac^ 
cording  to  that  diredion,  they  immediately  de-> 
parted  into  the  houfe  of  the  commons  of  purpofe 
to  make  choice  of  the  fpeaker,  where  having  all 
taken  their  places  and  fitting  quietly  £bme  con- 
venient  fpace  of  time,  Sir  Thomas  Ridgway, 
knight    and  baronet,    his    majefl:y's  vice-trea- 
furer  and  treafurer   at   wars,  and   one   of  his 
highnefs's  privy  council  of  this  realm,  rofe  up, 
and  after  fbme  expreffion  of  his  joy  to  behold  fo 
great  an  affiembly   of  fo   many  worrhy  knights 
and  gentlemen  in  a  parliament  in  this  kingdom, 
declared  that  the  firfl  thing  they  were  to  do  was 
to  choofe    a   fpeaker, 'and    having  expreffed  at 
large  with  what  gifts  and  abilities  the  perfon  fit 
for  that   place  fhould    be   qualifi^d,    named  Sir 
John  Davis,  knight,  his  majefty's  attorney  ge- 
neral  for  this  kingdom,  being  one  of  his  high- 
nefs's  ferjeants  at   law  in  the  kingdom   of  Eng- 
land,   to  be  the  fitteft  perfon,  in  his  excellency's 
opinion,   'to  fupply    that    place,   and   fignificd 
withal,that  he  was  the  man  whom  the  lord  depu- 
ty  had  intimated  unto  them  to  have  him  recom- 
C  c  3  mcnded 
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mended   to  their  eledion  by  his  majefly,  who 
was  to  approve  or  difapprove  theperfon  eieded  ; 
which  fpeech  being  ended,   the  greateft  part  of 
the  houfe  with  a  general  acclamation  gave  their 
voices  for  Sir  John  Davis  ;   hereupon  Sir  James 
Gough,  knight,   ftept  out  of  his  place  diforderly 
into  the  middle   of  the  houfe,  and  oflfered  to 
make  a   fpeech  there,  but  being  willed  by  the^ 
houfe  to  go  back  into  his  place  and  there  deliv&r 
what  he  had  to  fay,  he  made  a  fpeech  nothing 
pertinent  ^to  the  matter  then  in  queftion,  which 
was  the  elec^ion  of  a  fpeaker,  but  alledged  that 
fuch  perfons  as  were  returned  for  the  boronghs 
newly  eredled,  and  fuch  others  as  were  not  refi- 
dent  and  dwelling  in  the  boroughs  for  whichthey 
■were  returned,  were  not  members  of  the  houfe, 
and  therefore    thought  it   fit   that   that  matter 
fhould  firfl:  be  examined  and  dccided  before  the 
houfe  proceeded  to  tlie  elecftion  of  a  fpeaker,  but 
concluded  nothing  to  the  point  in  queflion,  un- 
til  being  demanded  for  whom  he  gave  his  voice, 
he  namied  Sir  John  Everard,  who  was  fometimes 
one  of  thejuflices  of  the  king's  bench,  but  be- 
ing  an  obflinate  recufant,  was  by  his  majefty^s 
fpecial  diredion  depofed  and  put  from  the  place. 
This  fpeech  was  feconded  firfl  by  Sir  Chriflo- 
pher  Nugent,   and  then  by  one  William  Tal- 
bot  (who  was  fometimies  recorder  of  Dublin,  but 
difplaced  for  refufing  to  take  the  oath  of  his  ma- 
jefly's  fupremacy)  who  both  fpoketoone  efFedt, 
and  moved  the  houfe,  that  before  they  proceed- 
cd  to  an  eledion  of  a  fpeaker  they  would  purge 

the 
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the  houfe  of  fuch  members  as  were  not  lawfully 
called  thither ;  then  Sir  Ohver  St.  John,  mafter 
of  theordnance,  and  one  of  his  majeft_y's  privy 
council  here,    rofe  up,   and  told  the  houfe,  that 
he  had  b  en  a  member  of  the  houfe  of  commons 
in  fundry  parHaments  in  England,  and  that  by 
his  expcrience  he  knew  them  to  be  cliofen,  and 
that  afierwards  the  houfe  fhould  nominate  a  fe- 
leCt  number  of  committees  to  examine  all  quef- 
tions  arifmg  upon   the   returns  of  fherifFs,  and 
therefore  he  faid,  that  though  that  motion  of  the 
gentleman  who  fpoke  lafl   wasjufl  and  reafbn- 
able  if  it  had  been  made  in  due  tim-e,   yet  that 
the  houfe  mufl  firft  make  choice  of  their  fpeaker 
before   they  could   nominate  the  committees ; 
but  that  after  the  fpeaker  fhould  be  chofen  and 
committees  appointed,   all  queflions  that  could 
be  made  upon  the  returns  of  fheriffs,   fhould  be 
examined  and  decided  to  their  full  contentment 
and  fatisfadion.     And  then  approving  what  was 
firfl  fpoken  in  commendation  of  Sir  John  Davis, 
touching  his   fitnefs  to  fupply  the   place  of  a 
fpeaker,  and  adding  fomewhat  thereunto,  gave 
his  voice  for  him,    whereupon  there  was  a  con- 
fufed    acclamation  in  the    houfe,  fome  naming 
Sir  John  Davis  and  othersSir  John  Everard,  yet 
by  thofe  few  that  named  Sir  John  Everard  there 
was  nothing  faid  in  commendation  of  him,  and 
to  the  intent  there  might  not  be  any  more  time 
fpent   in  unneceffary  and  impertinent   motions, 
Sir  Oliver    St,   John    alfo  added   thefe  words, 
"  Gentlemen,  the  ufe  of  pariiament  is  to  d>^cide 
C  c  4  "  con- 
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"  controverfies  by  quellions,  and  queflions  by 
**  numbering  of  voices,  and  for  tryal  thereof, 
**  I  know  by  experience,  that  they  who  are  of 
*'  the  affirmative  part,  are  to  go  out  of  the  houfe 
*'  to  be  numbered,  and  to  leave  thofe  that  are 
'*  of  the  negative  part  to  be  numbered  within 
**  the  houfe,"  and  therefore  to  bring  this  con- 
troverfy  to  the  true  point  of  tryal,  he  faid,  "  all 
"  you  that  would  have  Sir  John  Davis  to  be 
*'  fpeaker,  come  with  me  out  of  the  houfe,"  and 
immediately  thereupon  Sir  Oliver  St.  John,  and 
all  the  reft  that  gave  their  voices  for  Sir  John 
Davis  (which  were  the  greater  number)  and  all 
proteftants,  went  into  the  next  room  appointed 
for  the  divifion  of  the  houfe,  to  the  end  that 
thofe  that  remained  within  and  thofe  that  went 
out  might  be  feverally  numbered.  The  divifion 
of  the  houfe  being  thus  made,  Mr  Treafurer 
and  Mr.  Marfhal,  being  two  of  the  number 
that  went  out  of  the  houfe,  did  move  Sir  Chri- 
Hopher  Plunket  and  Sir  Chriftopher  Nugent, 
being  within  the  houfe,  to  join  with  them  in 
numbering,  both  which  they  utterly  refufed  to 
do,  knowing  the  number  that  gave  their  voices 
for  Sir  John  Davis  to  be  the  greater ;  then  did 
Mr.  Treafurer  and  Mr.  Marfhall  make  oflfer  to 
number  them  that  were  in  the  houfe,  which 
they  perceiving,  rofe  up  out  of  their  places,  and 
gathered  themfelves  together  in  a  lump,  to  the 
end  they  might  not  be  numbered ;  then  Mr. 
Treafurer  and  Mr.  Marfhal  palTing  again  out  of 
thQ  doorj  to  the  end  they  might  number  thofe 

without., 
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without,  the  door  was  fuddenly  fhut  after  them, 
and  inftantly  thofe  that  were  within,  not  purfu- 
ing  the  firil  propofal  of  purging  the  houfe, 
before  they  made  a  fpeaker,  cried,  "  An  Ever- 
ard,  an  Everard,"  and  intruded  Sir  John  Ever- 
ard  into  the  fpeaker's  chair  ;  this  unexpedecl 
noife  caufed  Mr.  Treafurer  and  Mr.  Marfhall  to 
open  the  door,  and  perceiving  what  was  done, 
they  refolved  to  number  thofe  that  were  with- 
out,  and  for  that  end  ftanding  the  one  on  the 
one  fide  of  the  door,  and  the  other  on  the  other 
fide,  willed  thofe  that  were  without,  to  pafs 
into  the  houfe  again,  and  fo  numbered  them  by 
the  poll,  as  they  came  in,  with  a  loud  voice;  and 
the  number  of  them  which  were  without,  and 
gave  their  voices  for  Sir  John  Davis,  was  one 
hundred  twenty  and  feven,  whereby  it  was  ma- 
nifeft  that  Sir  John  Davis  had  the  greater  num- 
ber  of  voices;  for  that  the  entire  number  of  the 
hoijfe,  if  all  had  appeared,  is  but  two  hundred 
and  thirty  two,  and  of  thofe  there  were  fix  that 
did  not  appear,  whereof  two  were  recufants,  and 
four  proteftants. 

Therefore,  becaufe  it  was  fo  apparent,  as 
no  man  could  contradicSt  it,  that  Sir  John  Davis 
was  chofen  fpeaker  by  the  greater  number  of 
them  that  were  returned  knights  and  burgefles 
into  that  houfe,  Mr.  Treafurer  fpoke  in  reproof 
of  that  grcat  contempt,  and  diforder  committed 
by  intruding  Sir  John  Everard  into  the  fpeaker's 
chair,  being  not  eled:ed  by  the  greater  number 
of  voices  ;  and  thereupon  firll  declaring  that  the 

voices 
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voicesgiven  to  Sir  John  Davis  were  127,  which 
were  by  much  the  greater  number  of  the  houfe, 
with  fair  and  gentle   terms  required   Sir  John 
Davis  fpeaker,  duly  chofen,   might  be   placed 
therein  ;  neverthelefs,  Sir  John  Everard  fat  ftill, 
and  refufed  to  come  forth.     Then  Sir  Oliver  St. 
John  fpoke  to  the  fame  efFed,  and  added  withal, 
tbat  if  he  would  not  come  out,   they  which  had 
elecfled  Sir  John  Davis  fhould  be  enforced  ta 
pluck  him   out,   notwithftanding   he  fat   ftill  ; 
whereupon   Mr.   Treafurer  and   Mr.  Marfhall, 
gentlemen  of  the  befl:    quahty,    took  Sir  John 
Davis  by  the  arms,    and   lifted   him    from    the 
ground,  and  placed  him  in  the  chair  upon  Sir 
Jahn  Everard's  lap,   requirirg  him  fiill  to  come 
forth  of  thechair,  which  he  obftinately  refufmg, 
Mr.  Treafurer,  the  mafler  of  the  ordnance,  and 
others,  whofe  places  were  next  the  chair,    laid 
thetr  handsgently  iipon  him,  and  removed  him 
oiit  of  the  chair,   and    placed  Sir    John   Davis 
quietly  therein  ;    thereupon  Sir  John  Everard, 
and  all  the  reft  who  gave   their  voices  for  hira 
(being  in  number  fourfcore  and  eighteen,  and  no 
more,  all  recufants)   in  contentious  manner  de- 
parted  out  of  the  houfe,   in  the  vpid  room  ap- 
pointed  for  the  divifion,  where  they  remained, 
becaiife  the  outer  door  of  the  houfe  was    fhut, 
which  was  by  diredion  of  the  houfe  when  they 
firflfat.     Then  Sir  John  BlenerhafTet,  and  Mr. 
Beerc  the  king's  ferjeant,  were  fent  by  the  houfe 
to  requtrc   Sir  John  Everard  and  the  refl  to  re- 
turn  into  the  houfe,  who  having  delivered  their 

meflagej 
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mefTage,  brought  back  an  anfwer,  that  Sir  John 
Everard,  and  the  reft  that  were  with  him,  would 
not  join  with  thole  ihat  eleded  Sir  John  Davis  to 
be  fpeaker,  bur  appeal  to  the  lord  deputy. 

Then  Mr.  Treafurer  and  Henry  Poor  ad- 
dreffed  themfelves  from  the  houfe,   to  know  the 
caufe  why  Sir  John  Everard,   and  the  refl  that 
were  without,  would  not  return  and  join  with 
the  greater  number  that  were  within,    and  they 
having  hkev/ife  deHvered   their  mefTage,  made 
report  to  the  houfe,  that   WilHam  Talbot  the 
lawyer  made  anfwer  for  himfelf  and  aH  the  reft, 
in  thefe  words  :  "  Thofe  within  the  houfe  are  no 
houfe,   and  the  fpeaker  no  fpeaker  of  the  houfe  ; 
but  we  are  the  houfe,  and  Sir  John  Everard  is  our 
fpeaker  ;  and  therefore  we  wiH  not  join  with  you, 
but  we  wiH  complain  to  my  lord  deputy  and  the 
kiijg;  and  the  king  fhaH  hear  of  this."  And  after 
fome  paufe  and  filence  in  the  houfe,  the  fpeaker 
fitting   in    the    chair,    began   a   fpeech   to  the 
houfe,   declaring,  as  the  manner  in  his  difability 
and  unwillingnefs  to  accept  ihe  place,  &c.  in  the 
midft  of  which  fpeech,  Sir  William  Bourke  and 
Sir  Chriftopher  Nugent   came  into   the   houfe, 
"without    any    reverence,  and    interrupted    the 
fpeaker,   calling  for  the  keys  of  the  outer  door ; 
and  being  commanded  by  the  fpeaker  to  take 
their  places,  they  contemptuoufly  refufed  fo  to 
do  ;   and  in  the  like  irreverent  manner  went  out 
of  the  houfe  again  ;  and  then  the  other  door  be- 
ingopened,  Sir  John  Everard,  and  all  that  party, 
departedout  of  the  caftle,  affirming,  they  would 
not  return  to  the  houfe  any  more. 

And 
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And  this,  in  effed:,  is  all  that  pafled  In  the 
commons  houfe  the  firfl  day,  being  the  i8th  of 
May. 

Upon  the  Friday  following,  which  was  the 
day  appointed  by  the  lord  deputy,  for  prefent- 
ing  the  fpeaker,  the  fpeaker  and  the  reft:  bc- 
jng  that  day  in  number  130,  whereof  four- 
teen  are  of  the  privy  council  of  this  realm,  came 
and  fat  in  the  houfe  of  the  commons,  about  nine 
of  the  clook  in  the  forenoon,  expedting  to  be 
called  into  the  upper  houfe,  therc  to  prefent 
their  fpeaker. 

And  fhortly  after  they  were  fat,  the  lord  de- 
puty  fent  a  melfage  to  the  houfe,  requiring  that 
Mr.  Marfhall  and  the  mafler  of  the  ordnance 
might  be  fent  unto  his  lordfhip  from  the  houfe, 
who  being  fent  accordingly,  and  prefenting 
themfelves  before  his  lordfhip,  and  all  the  lords 
being  then  in  their  parHament  robes,  and  ready 
to  go  to  the  upper  houfe,  his  lordfhip  told  them 
that  William  Talbot  the  lawyer,  and  others  of 
that  party,  who  were  departed  from  the  greater 
number  of  the  houfe,  had  been  with  his  lord- 
fhip  ;  and  that  his  lordfhip  had  required  him  to 
let  the  refl  of  that  party  know,  that  it  was  his 
lordfhip's  exprefs  pleafure,  that  they  fhould  all 
forthwith  repair  to  the  houfe  of  the  commons, 
to  join  with  the  refl  in  prefenting  the  fpeaker  ; 
and  that  Talbot  had  defired  refpite  of  one  hour 
to  bring  his  lordfhip  an  anfwer  ;  neverthelefs, 
his  lordlhip  having  better  advifed  of  the  fhort- 
nefs  of  the  time,  had   refolved   to  enlarge  that 

tim.e

time  until  three  of  the  clock  in  the  afternoon  ; 
and  in  the  mean  time,  his  lordfhip  thought  it 
fit^  that  the  houfe  of  the  commons  (hoiild  fend 
their  ferjeant  at  arms,  to  fummon  all  thofe  that 
had  feparated  themfelves  from  the  greater  num- 
ber  of  the  houfe,  to  come  to  the  houfe  at  the 
hour  of  thfee  of  the  clock,  and  to  join  ail  toge- 
ther  in  prefenting  the  fpeaker. 

Mr.  Marshall  and  the  mafter  of  the  ord- 
nance,  returning  with  this  mefTage  from  his 
lordfhip,  the  houfe  fent  him  back  again  with 
this  anfwer,  that  they  and  theii"  fpeaker  would 
attend  his  lordfhip  at  the  hour  appointed,  but 
they  humbly  defired  to  be  excufed  for  fending 
their  ferjeant  at  arms  unto  them,  becaufe  they 
had  addrefTed  themfelves  unto  his  lordfhip  :  and 
hereupon  the  houfe  roie,  and  returned  again  at 
three  of  the  clock  in  the  afternoon,  at  which 
time,  neither  Sir  John  Everard,  nor  any  other 
df  that  party  did  appear  ;  and  fo  the  refl  being 
ihe  proteflants  and  the  greater  party,  prefented 
Sir  John  Davis  their  fpeaker,  unto  the  lord  de- 
puty,    fitting  in  the  upper  houfe  with  the  lords. 

Whereupon  his  lordfliip  did  firfl:  demand  of 
all  the  commons  who  prefented  Sir  John  Davis, 
whether  they  were  the  greater  number  of  the 
houfe,  and  whether  they  were  all  agreed  that  Sir 
John  Davis  fhould  be  their  fpeaker,  who  anfwer- 
ed,  with  one  voice,  that  they  were  the  greater 
number,  and  that  they  had  all  agreed  that  Sir 
John  Davis  fhouJd  be  their  fpeaker.  Where- 
upon,  after  the  fpeaker   had  made  a  modefl 

fpeech, 
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fpeech,  in  difabling  of  himfelf  (as  the  manner  is) 
his  lordfhip  gave  his  confent  and  approbation  of 
that  eledion  ;  and  then  the  fpeaker  made  a 
Jarger  fpeech  touching  parhaments  and  common 
councils,  and  efpecially  touching  the  former 
parhaments  holden  in  this  kingdom  ;  and  then, 
by  way  of  comparifon,  did  fhew  how  much  this 
parHament  did  exceed  all  the  former  parlia- 
ments,  as  well  in  refpedt  of  the  felicity  of  the 
time  wherein  it  is  called,  as  of  the  number  and 
worthinefs  of  the  perfons  that  are  called  unto  it. 
And  this  is  the  effedl  of  that  which  was  done 
the  fecond  day  of  fitting,  being  Friday  the  2ift 
of  this  prefent  month  of  May.

A  brief 
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A  brief  relation  of  the  paffages  in  thc 
parliament  fummoned  in  Ireland  anno 
1613. 

IRELAND  ftanding  in  the  ftate  it  doth,  it 
is  v^orthy  the  confideration  to  examine,  upon 
probabilities,  what  is  like  to  enfiie,  and  to  pro- 
vide  timely  remedies  againft  future  events  ;  for 
the  face  of  this  parliament  novv  prorogued,  threat- 
ens  enfuing  mifchiefs. 

The  occafion  of  the  diflemper  which  now 
appears  to  be  in  the  natives  of  that  realm,  is  not 
as  a  mufhroom  of  a  night's  growth,  but  rooted 
in  their  hearts  for  many  years  paft. 

I N  the  latter  end  of  queen  Eiizabeth*s  reigQ 
they  were  no  lefs  obftinate  in  the  Romifh  reli- 
gion  than  at  this  prefent,  as  did  appear  in  all 
the  paft  rebelHons  •,  but  how  many  years  promi- 
fing  a  hope  of  change  (as  they  conceived)  ad- 
vifed  a  wifer  Ibrt  to  patience,  and  to  cover  their 
ill  affedions,  until  no  hopes  were  lefr. 

S  I  N  c  E  his  majeil:y's  happy  reign  over  us, 
they  have  unmaHYed  themfelves,  and  by  an  una- 
nime  confent  in  one,  to  leave  no  means  unfought 
to  woik  their  ends,  taking  unufual  and  undutifui 
courfes  to  efFedl  the  fame. 

U  p  o  N  the  firfb  report  of  queen  EIizabeth'£ 
<ieath,  the  citizens  of  Waterford,  Cork  and 
Limerick,  &c.  took  arms,  banifhed  the  minifters 
out  of  their  towns,  and  in  their  rooms  mafling 
priefls  were  placed,  divers  of  his  majefty's  good 

fervants 
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fervants  and  fubjeds  impriToned,  officers  of  the 
army  and  of  juftice  contemptuoufly  ufed,  the 
magazines  of  ammunitions  and  viduals  feized 
iipon,andconverted  to  their  own  ufe,  forts  razed, 
ilindry  of  his  majefty's  foldiers  flain  ;  and  to  be 
brief,  nothing  was  left  undone,  what  in  their 
malice  and  weaknefs  they  were  able  to  efFedt. 
But  this  ftorm  (as  foon  as  the  lord  deputy  pre- 
fented  himfelf  with  an  army  before  their  walls) 
was  appeafed,  and  not  long  after,  larger  liberties 
and  immunities  were  granted  unto  them  than  for- 
merly  they  had.  They  then  finding  that  forci- 
ble  means  was  not  the  way  to  attain  unto  their 
defigns,  they  attempted  the  famc  in  a  more  hum- 
ble  manner,  purfuant  unto  his  majefly  at  Hamp- 
ton-court  [anno  i  Jac.]  by  the  hands  of  the 
fugitive  traitor  Tyrone)  a  petition  fubfcribed  by 
the  principal  men  of  that  kingdom  then  in  Eng- 
]and  (the  earl  of  Thomond  excepted)  the  fub- 
ftance  whereof  was  a  free  toleration  of  religion, 
which  beingby  his  majefliy  rejeded,  and  thereby 
they  left  in  defpair  of  fuccefs,  treafon  entered 
into  their  hearts  ;  the  plot  was  to  kill  the  lord 
deputy  and  counfellors  of  ftate,  to  poffefs  them- 
felves  of  the  Caftle  of  Dublin,  where  the  re- 
cords  and  magazines  of  arms  and  ammunitions 
remain,  and  there  to  declare  themfelves  in 
overt  rebellion,  hoping  to  obtain  that  by  force, 
which  by  petition  they  could  not  do ;  and  to 
back  this  enterprize,  a  perfon  of  honourofthac 
realm  was  fent  to  the  archduke  to  follicit  aid. 

The 
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The  difcovery  of  this  treafon  moved  Tyrone, 
Tyrconnell,  and  fome  other  of  their  complices, 
to  run  out  of  Irelarid.  A  peer  of  that  realm, 
their  aflTociate,  was  taken  prifoner,  whom  his 
majefly  in  his  clemency  pardoned. 

The  next  attempt,  which  was  but  a  branch 
of  the  former,  was  the  rebellion  of  Sir  Cahir  , 
O  Dohertie  ;  but  a  happy  fhot,  which  fmote  him 
on  the  head,  ended  that  bufinefs.  By  the  flight 
of  Tyrone,  Tyrconneil,  &c.  the  rebellion  of 
O  Doherty  and  the  traitorly  Irifhling,  of  Sir 
NeaJe  O  Doneli,  O  Cahir,  and  others,  fix  entire 
counties  in  UJfler  (to  difpofe  at  his  maje{ly's 
pleafure)  efcheated.  There  was  no  reafon  of 
merit  in  the  natives  to  move  his  gracious  charity 
towards  them :  neverthelefs,  the  king  in  his 
princely  goodncfs,  left  not  unprovided  every  one 
according  to  his  quality  (having  land  at  an  eafy 
rate)  affigned  unto  them. 

BuT  neither  the  failing  of  thofe  traitorly  pro- 
jefts,  nor  yet  his  majefly's  gentle  hand  in  re- 
flraining  his  miniflers  from  the  execution  of  tlie 
Jaws  in  matters  of  reh'gion,  nor  the  benefits 
which  tliey  have  received  by  his  bounty,  hath 
either  gained  their  love,  or  humbled  their  obdu- 
rate  hearts  ;  for  they  arc  not  contented  with  the 
connivance  ufed,  no  raan  being  troubled  for  his 
confcience  ;  but  as  it  were  in  contempt  of  the 
laws  and  government  in  divers  parts  of  the  king- 
dom,  yea,  in  the  Englilh  pale,  they  have  re- 
edified  monafleries,  whercin  friers  publick!y 
preach  and  fay  mafs,  and  the  citics,  towns,  and 
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country  fwarm  with  priefls  andjefuits,  miich 
more  than  in  former  times  ;  and  in  the  fields  fe- 
ditious  fermons  are  daily  preached,  whereunto 
thdufands  of  people  refort.  They  are  grown  {0 
bold,  as  that  they  do  not  only  exercife  their  reli- 
gion  almofl  in  publick  every  where,  but  defend 
the  fame,  even  in  the  face  of  the  ftate,  againft 
the  oath  of  fupremacy,  to  be  tendered  unto 
juftices  of  the  peace,  mayors,  fheriffs,  bayliffs, 
and  other  publick  minifters,  which  by  the  laws 
of  the  realm  are  to  take  the  fame,  and  alfo  a- 
gainft  the  oath  of  allegiance,  which  every  good 
fubjedt  ought  to  take,  they  are  obftinately  op- 
pofite  ;  the  law  for  12  ^.  the  Sunday  for  not  co- 
ming  to  the  church,  they  refift,  and  fcruple  not 
to  fay  (which  never  till  of  late  they  durft  do) 
peremptorily,  that  both  that  Hatute,  and  others 
made  in  2  Eliz.  which  is  now  54  years  fince, 
are  no  lawful  atts.  Their  fons  they  fend  to  be 
educated  in  Spain,  France,  Italy,  and  arch- 
duke's  dominions,  more  frequently  than  accuf- 
tomed,  which  hath  been  no  ancient  euftom  a- 
mongH  them  ;  for  Sir  Patiick  Barne\YeII,  novv 
living,  was  the  firft  gentleman's  fon  of  quality 
that  was  ever  fent  out  of  Ireland  to  be  brought 
up  in  learning  beyond  the  feas ;  and  now,  laflly, 
how  frowardly  they  have  demeaned  themfelves, 
both  before  and  fince  the  fummons  of  parliament, 
and  after  the  firfl  day  of  the  firfl  fefiion  of  the 
fame,  fliall  be  briefly  declared. 

Upon  the  fignification  of  his  majefly's  plea- 
fure  to  the  lord  deputy  about  Michaelmas  161 1, 

that 
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that  a  parliament  fhould  be  held  in  Ireland,  for 
the  better  fettling  and  reforming  of  that  flate, 
the  lord  deputy,  as  he  was  direded,  publifhed 
'the  fame  in  writing  (in  his  majefty's  name)  to 
the  fubjeds  of  that  realm,  to  exhibit  their  grie- 
vances,  to  confider  of  propofitions  that  migl-t 
be  good  either  for  the  publick,  or  for  thejull 
reh'ef  of  any  partlcular  ;  and  further  he  told 
them,  that  for  the  better  encouragement  of  the 
new  plantations  in  Uhler,  and  generally  for  the 
drawing  of  inhabitants  into  fuch  other  places  as 
were  cither  weakly  peopled,  or  dangerous  in  re- 
fpedof  their  fituations,  that  his  majefty  (in  his 
princely  care  and  wifdom)  thought  it  meet  to 
eredt  new  corporations,  which  would  producc 
good  efFeds  for  the  ftrength  of  the  kingdom. 

These  his  gracious  intentions  deferved  ap- 
plaufe,  with  dutiful  acknowledgments  of  hum- 
ble  and  hearty  thanks ;  but  it  fell  out  otherwife, 
for  nothing  was  fo  diftafleful  unto  them  as  the 
name  of  a  pariiament,  and  efpecially,  the  noife 
of  the  eredtion  of  new  corporations,  was  poifoa 
in  their  ears  ;  for  the  priefls  and  jefuits,  who 
kept  the  natives  of  Ireland  in  awful  obedience, 
have  fowed  fucli  feedsof  obftinacy  in  their  hearts, 
asthey  prefently  refolved  to  impugn  his  majefly's 
defigns  to  their  utmoft  power  :  whereupon  they 
were  the  more  eafily  induced  by  a  conceived 
fear,  that  not  only  for  the  prefent,  laws  would  be 
made  to  curb  them  in  religion,  but  that  alfo  in 
after  times  the  king,  by  the  addition  of  new 
corporations^  the  inhabitants  in  them  being  for 
D  d  2  the 
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the  mofl:  part  proteflants,  would  make  what  hw^ 
he  pleafed. 

This  malicious  interpretation  of  hismajefly's 
good  meaning,    fomented   by  feditious  priefts, 
took  fuch  firm  root,   as  fundry  lords  of  the  Eng- 
liHi  pale,    afiifted    with  the  principal  gentlemen 
of  the  fame,  endeavoured  (before  the  fummons) 
to  break  the  intended  parliament.     In  England 
after  the  fummons,  no  fkill  or  induftry  was  o- 
mitted  to  raife  fcandals,  whereby  the  hearts  of 
the  people  might  be  alienated  from  it  unto  his 
majefty.     In  November  1612,  the  lords  of  the 
pale  and  others,   in  a  joint  letter,   wrote  againft 
it,  finding  themfelves  grieved  at  the  proceeding 
of  the  lord  deputy  and  council,  that  they  were 
not  conferred  withal  about  the  bills  of  parHa- 
ment  which  fhould  be  tranfmitted  intoEngland, 
whichdemand,  by  ancient  cuftom  and  precedent 
never  appertained  unto  them,  they  inveighed  a- 
gainft  the  new  corporations,  exclaimed  againft 
the  oath  of  fapremacy  tendered  to  magiftratesj 
and  darkly  intimated  (under  colour  of  reprefent- 
ing  the  perils  depending  upon  the  parhament)  a 
danger  of  revolt,  and  aimed  at  a  total  overthrow 
of  religion  ;    and   faying,  that   if  his  majefty 
would  withdraw  fuch  laws  as  touched  religion^ 
their  minds  would  be  fettled  in  a  firm  and  faith- 
fal  fubjedtion.     Unto  the  lord  deputy,  the  i^th 
of  May  161 3,  the  faid  exhibited  a  pe- 

tition,  ftuffed  with  ftubborn,  unfeemly  phrafes, 
the  contents  thereof  (for  the  moft  part)  agree- 
ing  with  the  rebels  aforefaid,  had  written  unto 
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his  majefty,  and  alfo  in  the  fame,  they  did  not 
forbear  to  queftion  the  king's  prerogative,  whe- 
ther  he  had  power  or  not  to  ered  new  corpora- 
tions,  or  to  call  by  writ  Englilh  or  Scottifh  no- 
blemen  (landed  in  Irdand)  to  fit  in  his  parlia- 
ment.  They  found  fault  with  many  of  the  bo- 
roughs  lately  ereded,  alledging,  wherein  them- 
felves  prefumed  to  be  judges,  that  they  were  un- 
meet  to  be  incorporated, 

They  excepted  againfl  the  holding  of  thc 
parliament  within  the  Caftle  of  DubHn,  and  alfo 
of  the  lord  deputy's  guard  of  100  foot,  as  if 
the  ftrength  of  the  place,  and  the  guard,  had 
been  prejudicial  to  their  freedom.  They  ex-r 
cepted  alfo  againfl  the  powder  and  ammunitions 
which  evermore  had  beenplaced  in  a  roomwithin 
the  Caflle  :  and  many  other  frivolous  objec^ions 
were  forced,  w^hich  was  done  only  to  the  end  t^ 
impeach  the  proceedings  of  the  parliament  :  and 
then  finding  thcir  endeavours  to  be  in  vain,  thcy 
concluded  in  their  councils  to  refufe  their  atten- 
dance, 

The  i8th  of  May  1613,  ^^'"g  ^^^  ^^^  ^^Y 
of  the  parHament,  according  to  the  ufual  man- 
ner  in  the  higher  houfe  of  parliament,  dehvered 
their  reafons  which  moved  the  king  to  call  the 
general  affembly,  and  the  lord  deputy,  in  his 
majefty's  name,  recommended  to  the  commons 
Sir  John  Davis  the  attorney  general  to  be  their 
fpeaker  -,  whereupon  the  knights,  citizens,  and 
burgeffes,  repaired  to  the  commons  houfe  ;  but, 
in  the  eledtion  of  their  fpeaker  contentions  arofe ; 
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the  proteflant  party  named  Sir  John  Davls,   the 
papifls  cried,  no  ;   and  named  Sir  John  Everard. 
The  proteftants,  (according  to  the  manner  held 
in  parliament)   having  given  their  Aye  unto  the 
elecflion  of  Davis,  went  out  of  the  houfe  to  an- 
other  room  adjoining  unto  it,  to   number  their 
voices  by  pol),   defiring   the  recufant  party   to 
fend  fome  of  theirs  to  tell  them,  which  they  re- 
•  fufed  ;   neither  would   they   pcrmit  that   them- 
felves  fliould  be  numbered  ;   and  whilfl  the  pro- 
teftants  without  were  numbering  of  their  heads, 
the  recufants  within  feditioufly  eleded  Sir  John 
Everard  to  be  their  fpeaker,    and  fet  him  in  the 
chair.     The  proteftants  fending  fome  of  theirs 
to  number  the  recufants  fitting,  and  finding  their 
voices  to  be  the  major  part,  being  returned  inta 
the  houfe,  required   Sir  John  Everard   to  give 
place ;  but  he  fat  ftill,  and  would  not  rife,  he  and 
the  rccufants  infifting  that  their  eIe(f\ion  was  le- 
gal  and  jufl:.     Many  v/ords  of  hate  in  this  divi- 
fion  pafl:  to  and  fro  ;  but  in  the  end,   the  protef- 
tants  being  the  ftronger  party,  and  well  alfured 
that  they  were  in  the  right,  pulled  Sir  John  Eve- 
rard  down  ;  whereupon,  in  a  tumukuous  manner, 
the  papifts  vvent  out  of  the  houfe,  protefting  not 
to  fit  there  any  more.     Before  fhey  v/ere  gone 
out  cf  the  outer  room   (which  was  locked,   and 
they  wanted  the  key)  the  proteflants  fent  to  in- 
treat  them  to  return  to  their  places,    and  accord- 
ingto  reafon  and  ufual  cuftom,   to  fubmit  them- 
felves  to  the  order  of  the  houfe,  and  to  admit  of 
Sir  John  Davis  (becaufe  he  had  the  plurality  of 
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voices)  to  be  their  fpeaker  ;   whereunto  no  other 
anfwer  was  returned  but  obftinate  refufal.     The 
day   following    being   the    i^th  of  May  161 5, 
which  was  the   fecond  day  of  parhament,   the 
Irifh  lords  wrote  unto   his  majefty,   exclaiming 
againft   the  proceedings  in   the  elecfiion  of  the 
fpeaker,  caUing  them  prepofterous,  flrange,  and 
never  heard  of  courfes.     They  expreffed  their 
paffions   with   epithets  of  pius   dolor  and  juftd 
iracundia.     They  did  not  vouchfafe  in  their  let- 
ter   to   name   the   aflembly    a  parhament,    but 
termed  it  an  intended  adion.     They  fignified  a 
general  difcontent,  not  only  againfl-  the  new  cor- 
porations,  but  alfo  againft  the  plantations  ;    the 
new  boroughs  incorporated  they  termed  titulus 
Jine  re  et  figmenta  Jine  rebus.     They  wrote  con- 
temptibly   againfl    the  perfons,    divers   of   the 
burgeffes,    and  as  in  their  former  letters,  fo  in 
this  they  intimated  menace  of   rebeliion,    and 
m  a  manner  delineated  how  it  might  be   ma- 
naged. 

The  famc  day  the  commons  houfe  of  parha- 
ment  wrote  to  the  lords  of  the  council  of  Eng- 
land,  wherein  they  took  exceptions  againfl  the 
new  corporations,  and  at  divers  of  the  burgeffes 
fent  from  them.  They  complained  of  wrong 
done  unto  them  ;  that  Sir  John  Davis  was  fct  in 
the  fpeaker's  chair,  and  ihat  Sir  John  Everard 
was  forcibly  pulled  out  of  it.  They  exaggerated 
their  cafe  fo  far  (as  they  faid)  their  extremJties 
were  fuch  and  fo  flrange,  as  they  wanted  words 
to  exprefs  them,   and  fo  unlikely  to  be  believed,

asthatthey  werenot  tobeequalledto  anyaccident 
(hovv  rare  foever)  tranfmitted  to  pollerity.  They 
charged  his  majefl:y's  counfellors  and  principal 
officers  of  flate  in  Ireland,  to  be  the  adtors  ot" 
the  diforders  complained  of. 

The  20th  of  May  1613,  the  commons  exhi- 
bited  a  petition  to  the  lord  deputy,  wherein  they 
prefumed  (in  a  fort)  to  call  thc  king's  adts  and 
proceedings  to  account.  They  prayed  to  be  dif- 
penfed  for  their  attendance  in  the  houfe,  pretend- 
ing  that  they  were  in  fear  of  their  Hves.  They 
required  by  what  authority  mofl  of  thofe  which 
did  pofTefs  the  houfe,  fat  therein.  They  craved 
the  light  of  the  grants  of  the  charters  of  the  new 
corporations,  and  iikewife  the  view  of  his  ma- 
jefty's  letters  for  the  eredtion  of  them,  together 
with  the  returns  of  them  and  other  placcs  for  the 
parhament. 

The  day  following,  being  the  2ift  of  May 
1613,  they  preferred  anotherpetition  to  the  lord 
deputy,  wherein,  by  v/ay  of  condition  or  con- 
trad,  that  if  they  might  be  fecured  of  their 
lives,  that  if  they  ought  to  have  the  benefit  of 
the  laws  of  the  kingdom,  and  the  cenfuring  of 
the  undue  returned  knights  and  burgefTes,  then 
they  would  repair  to  the  houfe,  and  prefenttheir 
fpeaker  ;  all  which  the  lord  deputy,  in  his  ma- 
jefty^s  name,  granted  ;  wilHng  them  to  repair 
to  their  houfe,  and  he  v/ould  be  ready  in  the 
upper  houfe  to  receive  their  fpeaker. 

BuT  their  intents  were  far  different  from  their 
words,  meaning  nothing  lefs  than  to  conform 
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themfelves  ;   for  the   fame   day  they  delivered 
unto  the  lord  deputy  another  petition,    therein 
demanding  that  all   fuch   burgefles  of  the  new 
corporations  might  be  fequeftered  from  the  houfe, 
and  excluded,  before  the  objedions  propounded 
againft  them  were  declared  and  deeided  ;   which 
was  a  flrange  demand  ;    for  who  knoweth  not, 
that  until  a  fpeaker  be  eftabhfhed,  differenccs 
concerning  undue  eledlions  cannot  be  determined  ? 
And  albeit  Sir  John   Davis,   according  to  the 
form  of  parhaments,  was  legally  fet  in  the  chair, 
yet  they  would  not  fo  acknowledge  him,  as  apr 
peared  in  this  faid  petition,  wherein  (ufmg  their 
own  words)    they  faid,   that  Sir  John  Everard, 
being  by  us   (that  are  orderly  returncd)   eledted 
irregularly  by  others,  and  another  intruded  into 
his  place  by   force,   &c.  it  plainly  letteth  opea 
the  cunning  they  ufed  in   their  former  petition, 
in    faying,    they   would   prefent    their   fpeaker, 
meaning  Sir  John  Everard,  whereas  the  lord  dc- 
puty  intended  to  receive  Sir  John  Davis. 

The  fame  day,  the  24th  of  May  161 3,  they 
exhibited  a  fecond  petition  to  the  lord  deputy, 
wherein  they  difcovered  a  manifeft  combination 
with  the  commons  of  the  recufant  party, 
little  or  nothing  in  the  fame  containing  matter 
touching  the  upper  houfe.  They  complained  of 
undue  returns  made  by  the  flieriffs  and  others  -, 
of  the  knights  and  burgeires ;  of  the  new  cor- 
porations ;  of  men  chofen  to  ferve,  that  were  not 
refident  in  them  at  the  holding  of  the  parliament 
in  the  Caftle  of  Dublin  ^   at  the  iord  deputy's 
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guard  ;  that  Sir  John  Davis  was  not  duly  eledl* 
ed  fpeaker  •,  that  Sir  John  Everard  had  a  true 
and  orderly  eledlion  ;  that  he  was  by  force  e- 
jeded,  and  by  the  fame  force  Sir  John  Davis 
intruded.  They  queflioned  tlie  lord  deputy's 
authority  in  eredling  new  corporations,  faying, 
that  his  commiflion  did  not  bear  it,  They 
prayed  a  difpenfation  for  not  attending  the  par- 
liament,  and  defired  leave  for  fome  of  them-^ 
felves  to  go  into  England  to  complain  unto  his 
majefly.  By  this  it  appeared,  that  their  wilful 
obftinacy  was  in  a  degree  more  faulty  than  that 
of  the  lower  houfe,  becaufe  they  intermeddled 
in  bufinefs  not  appertaining  unto  them. 

The  next  day,  the  22d  of  May  1613,  the 
prefented  a  third  petition  to  the  lord  de- 
puty,  wherein  they  peremptorily  faid,  that  they 
would  not  come  any  more  to  the  houfe,  until  his 
majefty  had  taken  fome  better  order  for  the  fet- 
tling  of  things  :  their  reafons  were,  that  ai- 
though  the  commons  houfe  and  others  were 
houfes  diftind,  yet,  they  boih  together  made 
but  one  body  ;  protelling  ajfo,  that  any  laws 
made  in  this  parhament,  would,  in  the  execu- 
tion  of  them,  be  cried  out  on  by  the  fubjedt,  as 
diforderly,  and  unjuflly  enafted. 

The  25th  of  May  1613,  the  recufant  com- 
mons,  by  petition,  prelfed  the  lord  deputy,  in  an 
undutiful  manner,  to  give  them  the  copy  of  his 
majefly's  letter  for  the  making  of  new  corpora- 
tions,  the  view  of  their  charters,  the  return  of 
all   the   knights,  citizens,    and   burgelTes,    &c. 

and 
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and  licence  for  their  agents,  to  prefent  the  diffi- 
culties  and  occurrences  happened  in  the  parlia-. 
ment  unto  his  majefly,  to  the  end  they  might 
know  his  pleafure  therein.  Laftly,  they  de- 
manded  the  copy  of  the  commiilion  for  hoiding 
the  parhament. 

I  N  this  mean  time  the  lord  deputy,  feeing 
the  froward  obftinacy  of  the  recufants  in  boih 
the  houfes  (by  proclamation  in  his  majefl.y's 
name)  commanded  them  to  repair,  for  the  paf- 
fing  of  the  bill  of  recognition,  to  the  parlia-^ 
ment  houfes. 

BuT  inflead  of  their  perfonal  appearance  as 
they  were  commanded,  and  in  duty  boiind,  the 
recufant  commons  the  26th  day  of  May,  pre- 
fented  a  petition  to  his  lordfhip,  wherein  they 
acknowledged  and  recognized  the  king's  juft 
title  to  the  realm  of  Ircland,  and  their  obedieLce 
to  him ;  but  yet  with  an  obflinate  refolutioa 
they  protefled  never  to  return  to  the  houfe, 
until  the  knights  and  burgeifes,  which  they  would 
except  unto,  were  turned  out  of  the  houfe,  and 
until  Sir  John  Davis  were  rejeded,  and  Sir  John 
Everard  eflablifhed,  and  received  to  be  their 
fpeaker. 

After  the  example  of  the  commons,  the 
lords,  in  a  petition  to  the  lord  deputy,  iipon  the 
^yth  of  May,  excufed  their  not  comirg  to  the 
houfe,  and  in  manifeftation,  that  their  refufmg 
to  attend,  as  by  proclamation  they  were  com- 
manded,  was  no  want  of  duty  or  affeftion  to  his 
Uiajelly  j  they  made  in  the  fame,  a  recognition 

of 
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of  the  king's  juft  title  to  the  crown  of  Irelandj 
but  diredly  refufed  other  perfonal  attendance  in 
the  parliament,  for  the  reafons  which  they  had 
formerly  alledged. 

The  lord  deputy,  to  every  of  thcfe  petitions, 
with  extreme  patience,  gave  mild  and  fatisfac- 
tory  anfwers,  Sed  opus  et  olium  perdidit :  unto 
perfuafions  that  moved  to  conformity,  they  were 
as  deaf  as  adders,  no  words  tuned  a  pleafing 
found  in  their  ears,  that  did  not  fay,  away  with 
the  new  corporations,  caft  Davis  out  of  the  chairj 
and  place  Everard  in  it. 

The  lords  and  gentlemen  of  the  recufant; 
party,  at  their  firfl:  coming  to  the  city  of  Dublin, 
came  attended  with  extraordinary  troops,  as  if 
they  had  a  purpofe  to  effe<5l  their  defigns  by  force, 
which  was  feared  they  would  have  attempted 
if  the  parliament  had  been  held  in  the  town,  as 
heretofore  had  been  accullomed. 

When  they  were  moved  by  the  lord  deputy 
(before  the  fummons)  to  confider  of  the  propofi- 
tions  meet  to  be  handled  in  that  great  council, 
they  never  made  ufe  of  his  raajefi:y's  grace, 
whereby  it  was  evident  diat  they  went  tooppofe, 
and  not  to  concur  in  the  making  of  laws. 

In  the  choice  of  the  fpeaker,  they  did  im- 
pugn  againfl  him  whom  his  majefty  had  re- 
commended  ;  and  when  they  faw  they  failed  in 
plurality  in  voices,  mutinoully  they  nominated 
an  Everard  fpeaker,  who  of  ali  men  was  mofb 
unmeet,  being  formerly  (for  reafon  of  flate,  for 
being  a  perfeverant  catholick)  difplaced  from 

the

ihe  office  of  a  judge,  neverthelefs  they  obfti- 
Mately  and  feditioufly  maintained  his  undue 
eledlion. 

NoTwiTHSTANDiNG  the  jufl  and  honourable 
anfwers  made  unto  them  by  the  lord  deputy, 
to  all  their  petitions,  aflliring  them,  on  his  ma- 
jefl;y's  behalf,  fafety,  freedom,  and  prote<5lion, 
during  the  parliament,  and  fatisfying  them  arti- 
culately  to  their  exceptions,  remitting  to  their 
own  cenfures  and  examinations,  the  mifreturns 
and  undue  eledions  of  knights  and  burgeifes, 
and  yielding  to  ali  their  demands,  as  far  as  the 
place  he  held,  and  the  majefliy  of  the  perfon  he 
reprefented,  could  poflibly  bear :  fuch,  yet,  were 
their  forward  difpofltions,  as  in  contempt  of  the 
king  and  his  regal  authority  (without  licence) 
they  departed  from  the  parliament ;  notwith- 
flianding,  by  proclamation,  upon  their  duty  of 
allegiance,  they  were  required  to  return,  and 
having  notice  given  them,  that  no  other  adl 
upon  the  day  (prefixed  for  their  return)  fliould 
be  read  in  the  houfe  but  the  afl  of  recognition 
only ;  but  their  paflions  fo  far  over  mafl:ered 
their  judgments,  as  they  peremptorily  refufed  to 
obey  the  proclamation. 

This  obftinacy  of  the  commons  was  in  fome 
worfe  degree  feconded  by  the  recufant  lords ; 
for,  befldes  the  proclamation,  every  lord  had  an 
exprefs  meflenger  purpofely  fent  unto  them,  to 
require  their  return,  with  promife,  as  before,  that 
no  other  bill  fliould  be  read,  but  that  of  recog- 
nition.     But  neither  fear  of  the  king's  indigna- 

tion. 
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tion,  nor  yet  the  band  of  duty  appertaining 
unto  fubjeds,  had  power  to  work  their  return  ; 
and  Ib  the  firft  feflion  of  parliament  abruptly 
eiided,  and  prefently,  certain  feleded  of  both 
the  houfes  for  the  recufant  party,  were  fent  into 
England,  as  well  to  complain  unto  his  majefly  of 
grievances,  as  to  make  apologies  for  their  obfli- 
nacies  afore-mentioned,  and  for  the  defraying  of 
their  charges  in  this  employment,  by  the  per- 
fuafions  of  priefts,  a  general  levy  of  money  was 
made  throughout  the  realm,  whereunto  the  po* 
pifh  fubjedts  did  willingly  condefcend. 

A  difcourfe  of  the  prefent  flate  of  Ireland, 
1614,  per  S.  C. 

IN  kingdoms  conquered,  nothing  but  time, 
and  that  alfo  muft  be  the  flux  of  hundreds 
of  years,  hath  power  to  unite  the  conquer- 
ors  and  the  ancient  inhabitants  in  perfedl 
amity.  Examples  hereof  are  pregnant  in  many 
kingdoms  of  Europe,  and  particularly  in  Ireland. 
It  is  evident,  for  until  of  late,  the  old  Englifh 
race,  as  well  in  the  pale,  as  in  other  parts  of  the 
kingdom,  defpifed  the  meer  Irifb,  accounting 
them  to  be  a  barbarous  people,  void  of  civility 
and  religion  ;  and  other  of  them  held  the  other 
asan  hereditary  enemy  ;  and  fo  it  would  have 
continued  for  many  years  yet  to  come,  had  not 
thefe  latter  times  produced  a  change,  the  occa- 
fion  whereof  proceedeth  from  thefe  three  heads 
enfuing ; 

FlRST, 
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FiRST,  their  frequent  marriages  one  with 
another,   which  in  former  ages  was  rarely  feen. 

Secondly,  the  meer  Irifh  (by  their  travel 
abroad)  are  civihzed,  grov/n  to  be  difciplined 
foldiers,  fcholars,  politicians,  and  further  in- 
ftrudled  in  points  of  religion,  then  accuftomed, 
whereby  the  antient  dillike  and  contempt  is  laid 
afide. 

Lastly,  the  Jate  plantation  of  new  Englifh 
and  Scottifli  in  all  the  parts  of  the  kingdom, 
"whom  (with  an  unanimous  confent)  the  natives 
tepute  as  a  common  enemy  ;  but  this  laft  is  the 
firfl:  and  principal  caufe  of  their  union,  which 
with  all  poflible  art  they  endeavour  to  difguife, 
covering  the  fame  under  the  colour  of  religion, 
pretending,  that  nothing  but  matter  of  confci- 
ence  moves  them  to  concur  in  oppofition  to  the 
prefent  government  ;  for  this  caufe  in  (odium 
terris)  the  flaughters  and  rivers  of  blooodfhed 
between  them  are  forgotten,  and  the  intrufions 
made  by  themfelves  or  their  anceflors,  on  either 
part,  for  title  of  land,  are  remitted.  Which 
charad:ers,of  inveterate  malice  (reciprocally  root- 
ed)  areas  well  in  the  hearts  of  the  conquerors, 
as  the  conquered  ;  and  the  wit  and  induftry  of 
man  (but  for  the  refpeds  recited)  were  no  way 
able  to  deface  and  extinguifh,  they  being  theii 
enjoined  (as  is  evident)  it  is  worthy  the  confide- 
ration  (admitting  they  rebel)  what  more  danger 
to  the  flate,  their  union  can  now  produce,  than 
in  former  ages.  The  rebellions  in  times  paft  have 
becn  moved  (for  the  mofb  part)  upon  particular 

quarrels 
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quarrels  between  themfelves,  the  weaker  ever- 
more  praying  aid  from  the  ftate,  to  prefervehim 
from  the  oppreflion  of  his  neighbour ;  fome 
others  having  rifen  (whereof  there  are  examples) 
DUt  of  difdain,  to  fubjeft  themfelves  to  the  laws 
of  the  land,  which  appeared  in  the  earls  of  Def- 
mond  and  Tyrone  ;  and  when  they  found  their 
fwords  too  weak  to  maintain  their  treafons,  as 
men  in  defpair  (to  be  received  to  mercy)  have 
drawn  foreign  forces  (which  was  unufual)  to 
their  aid,  whereby  the  kingdom  hath  been  in 
fome  danger.  But  in  all  thefe  tumults  whatfoe- 
ver,  the  greater  part  of  the  inhabitants  have 
overferved  the  ftate,  or  have  flood  neutrals. 
The  cities  and  inclofed  towns  never  gave  caufe 
of  fufpicion  of  defedl ;  and  of  the  old  Englifh, 
though  fome  branches  might  fall  into  rebellion, 
yet  the  body  hath  evermore  remained  found  and 
jfirm  to  the  crown  of  England,  whereby  we  may 
conclude,  that  thefe  forepaffed  rebellions  have 
been  more  troublefome  than  dangerous,  and  the 
caufe  of  fmall  danger  hath  been  their  difunion, 
for  the  reafons  aforefaid.  But  now  contempt 
and  rancor  fleeping,  and  the  general  ill  afFec- 
tions  to  the  flate,  as  well  for  the  caufe  of  reli- 
gion,  as  for  the  new  plantations  encreafing, 
(whereby  they  are  united)  the  next  rebellion, 
whenfoever  it  fhall  happen,  doth  threaten  more 
danger  to  the  flate  than  any  that  hath  preceded, 
and  my  reafons  are  thefe  : 

I.    They  have  the  fame  bodies  they  ever  had, 
snd  therein  they  had  and  have  advantage  of  us. 

2.  From 
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S.  From  their  infancies  they  have  been  and 
are  exercifed  in  the  ufe  of  arms, 

3.  The  realm,  by  reafon  of  long  peace,  was 
never  fo  full  of  youth  as  at  this  prefent. 

4.  That  they  are  better  foldiers  than  here- 
tofore,  their  continual  employments  in  the  wars 
abroad  aflure  us  ;  and  they  do  conceive  that 
their  rhen  are  better  than  ours. 

5.  That  they  are  more  politick,  and  able  to 
manage  rebeHion  v/ith  raorejudgment  and  dex- 
terity  than  their  elders,  their  experience  and 
education  are  fufficient. 

6.  They  will  give  the  firft  blow,  which  is 
very  advantageous  to  them  that  will  give  it. 

7.  The  quarrel,  for  the  which  they  rebel, 
\vill  be  under  the  veil  of  religion  and  hberty, 
than  which  nothing  is  efleemed  fo  precious  iu 
the  hearts  of  men. 

8.  And  laflly,  their  union  is  fuch,  as  not 
only  the  old  Ertglifh  difperfed  abroad  in  all  parts 
of  the  realm,  but  the  inhabitants  of  the  paie,  ci- 
ties  and  towns  are  as  apt  to  take  arms  againft  us 
(which  no  precedent  time  hath  ever  feen)  as  the 
antient  IriflT.  Beingthen  granted,  that  the  revolt 
is  like  to  be  general,  experience  the  mafler  of 
fools,  and  reafon  the  rule  of  wife  men,  hath 
fufficiently  taught  them  that  his  majefly's  fword 
is  too  fharp  and  heavy  (when  his  pleafure  is  in 
his  juft  indignation  to  draw  the  fame)  for  them 
with  their  own  forces  to  reilfi:  ;  wherefore  we 
mufl  imagine,  that  they  will  never  take  arms 
until  they  be  affured  of  the  aid  of  fome  foreign

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prince,  this  in  reafon  they  will  do,  or  pay  thfi 
ranfom  of  their  follies  with  their  ruin. 

Tyrone  is  faid  to  have  a  defign  for  Ire- 
land ;  the  fame  intelligence  reports,  that  he  hath 
found  means  to  raife  a  competent  forcc  to  put 
the  kingdom  in  a  flame,  and  to  move  us  to  be 
jealous;  that  the  intelligence  is  in  part  or  in  all 
true,  in  the  late  coming  of  the  pope's  arch- 
bifhop  of  Dublin  into  Ireland,  who  hath  a  pen- 
fion  of  300  ducats  per  of  the   Spanifh 

king,  and  was  fent  from  Lovaine  into  Spain  to 
negociate  for  Tyrone's  fupport.  Thishis  repair 
into  Ireland  agreeing  with  the  intelligence,  gives 
no  lefs  caufe  of  fufpicion  than  the  fight  of  a  fea 
bird,  called  a  Petrel,  of  a  florm  enfuing.  Ty- 
rone's  councils  aim  no  farther  than  to  try  his  own 
fortune  by  flolen  forces  brought  with  him,  al- 
though  it  muft  be  confeiTed,  that  the  flighteft 
occafion  countenanced  by  his  prefence,  and  fo- 
mented  by  the  priefts,  is  fufficient  to  diflurb  the 
peace  of  the  realm,  and  to  fet  a  fire  in  every 
part  thereof,  which  will  coft  the  lives  of  many 
of  his  majefly's  fubjeds,  and  the  exhauflure  of 
great  mafTes  of  treafure,  before  it  be  pacified. 
It  yet  will  not  move  the  cities,  nor  the  gentle- 
men  of  the  Englifh  pale,  or  men  of  great  pof- 
feiTions  (akhough  their  hearts  are  with  him)  to 
fet  up  their  refts  upon  fo  weak  a  foundation, 
but  as  in  former  times  they  will  be  lookers  on 
to  fee  how  the  game  is  played. 

Tyrone  is  known  to  be  witty  and  crafty  in 
nature^  and  now,   by  reafon  of  his  many  years 

and 
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and  great  experience,  much  wifcr,  the  difpofi- 
tion  of  his  body  (worn  with  time  and  travel)  are 
motives  of  his  reft.  He  hath  a  competent  pen- 
fion  from  Spain  for  his  rehef.  His  age  is  fuffici- 
ent  to  deter  him  from  great  and  toiifome  at- 
tempts,  and  efpecially  from  fuch  as  mufh  be  de- 
termined  by  a  long  trad  of  time,  which  he  is 
liice  never  to  fee ;  wherefore,  if  he  do  intend 
any  enterprize  for  Ireland,  we  have  reafon  to 
conceive  it  to  be  fuch  a  one  as  that  for  the  in- 
ftant  he  wil!  be  able  to  carry  all  ihings  fraooth 
beforc  him  without  refillance,  which  can  be  ne- 
ver  done  without  a  foreign  army,  paid  and  fup- 
plied  by  a  powerful  prince.  If  any  fuch  acci- 
dent  iliould  happen,  then  we  have  juft  caufe  to 
fear  the  union  of  that  people  whofe  hearts  are 
prepared  to  extirpate  both  the  modern  Englifh 
and  the  Scots,  which  is  not  difficult  to  execute 
in  a  moment,  by  reafon  they  are  difperfed,  and 
the  natives  fwords  will  be  in  their  throats  in 
every  part  of  the  realm  (iike  the  Sjcihan  vef- 
pers)  before  thecloud  of  mifchief  fhall  appear, 

As  yet  there  is  no  caufe  difcovered,  that  any 
prince  in  Europe  hath  a  defign  to  break  amity 
with  his  majefty  ;  neverthelefs  it  is  wifdom  to 
miftruft  the  worfl:,  and  not  to  be  over  creduloun 
in  the  faith  cf  any,  and  efpecially  of  fuch  as 
are  oppofite  unto  us  in  religion,  or  jealous  of  his 
majefly's  greatnefs, 

FuGiTivES   of  Ireland    are  entertained  and 

relieved  only  by  the  pope,  the  king  of  Spain, 

and  the  atchduke,  a   branch  of  Spain.    Upon 

E  e  2  thefe 
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thefe  princes,  both  the  traitors  abroad,  and  the 
traitorly  difpofed  at  home,  have  faftened  their 
hopes,  relyirig  themfelves  upon  thelr  protedtions 
and  aid  m  cafe  of  neceffity. 

Of  the  pope's  defire  to  tear  his  majefty's 
crovvn  in  funder,  no  man  doubts  ;  and  of  Spain 
we  canjudge  nootherwife,  than  of  a  reconciled 
enemy,  apt  to  break  faith  when  occafion  fhall 
ferve  to  advance  his  ends,  which  is,  and  ever- 
more  hath  been,  notwithftanding  all  oaths  taken 
at  the  confirmation  of  treaties. 

The  familiar  pradice  of  popifh  princes,  even 
in  the  timjcs  when  all  the  world  was  Romjifh,  and 
therefore  much  more  now  to  be  fufpefted  by 
princes  of  the  religion,  the  catholicks  being  af- 
fured  to  be  abfolved  by  his  holinefs.  Reafon  of 
ftate  moves  both  the  one  and  the  other  to  wifli 
and  endeavour  the  diminifhing  of  his  majefty's 
greatnefs.  The  ecclefiaflick  prince,  becaufe  our 
king  is  the  mofl  powerful  defender  of  the  gof- 
pel,  the  enlarging  whereof  will  in  a  profecution 
of  time  diiToIve  his  triple  diadem;  and  the  tem- 
poral  monarch  fears  h[s  fea  and  land  forces, 
which  not  many  years  pafi:  made  his  father 
tremble,  as  well  Spain  as  in  his  Indies  ;  no  king 
m  Europe  being  fo  able  to  manifeft  him  in  either 
as  his  majefty. 

These  violent  motives  fprlnging  from  fear 
and  envy,  keep  their  malice  awake.  The  pope 
needs  not  to  fatisfy  the  vi^orld  for  the  drawing  of 
both  his  fwords,  quere  angelos^  for  in  being 
God'svicaron  earth,  he  is  bound  in  confcience 

to 
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to  extirpate  heretical  princes  (and  fuch  a  onehe 
efleems  his  majefty  to  be)  by  all  ponible  means 
whatfbever,  The  Spanifh  king  can  never  want 
pretences  to  blind  the  world,  tor  the  defence  of 
the  breach  of  his  league,  which  by  the  caiho- 
hcks  will  be  applauded  ;  and  if  no  other  fhift 
were  to  be  found  to  preferve  his  huiTjOur,  the 
plantations  in  the  Bermudas  and  in  Virginia,  or 
his  obedience  to  the  church,  being  incited  to  a 
war  by  the  pope,  will  be  enforced  as  fufficient. 

I  po  not  conclufively  deliver  myopinion,  that 
they  will  either  at  this  prefent,  or  within  a  pre- 
fixed  time  attempt  any  of  his  majefty^s  king- 
doms  ;  notwithflanding,  I  am  confident,  that 
whenfoever  a  fit  opportunity  (forting  with  their 
defires)  fhajl  offer  ilfelf,  that  they  will  take  the 
advantageof  it,  for  the  eyes  of  fear  are  ever 
open,  and  hearts  fwoln  with  envy  ftudy  mifchief. 
^  Admitting  then  we  have  reafon  to  fufpe^^ 
that  Rome  and  Spain  finding  an  aptnefs  in  the 
natives  of  Ireland,  now  vinted  to  fpeak  of  their 
obedience  to  his  majefly,  and  to  caft  themfelves 
into  their  arms  ;  and  that  the  pope  would  confer 
his  pretended  right  to  that  realm,  which  he  chal- 
lengeth  to  ht  patrimonium  fandi  Petri  unto  ihe 
king  of  Spain,  as  his  predeceffor  did  the  king 
of  Navarie  to  Fert^inando  et  cat/jcliiro  ;  and  that 
the  Spanifh  king  accepted  of  the  fame,  and  under 
the  pretence  of  fome  other  invafion  (at  the  na- 
tives  defire)  fend  an  arm.y  of  ten  thoufand  foot 
into  Ireland  in  gne  or  two  bodies,  arm>:d  with 
the  pope's  iadulgences  and  excommunications, 
E  e  3  I  think 
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I  think  that  little  doirbt-isJta  be  made,'  but  tbat 
all  the  modern  Englifh  and  Scotch  would  in  an 
inftant  be  mafTacred  in  their  houfes  ;  no  city  or 
vvalled  town  would  open  their  gates  unto  fuch 
as  fliould  efcape  the  fury  ;  his  majefty^s  forts, 
and  private  men's  caftles,  not  being  manned  or 
vi6tualled  to  fuflain  a  fiege,  would  be  furprized  : 
yea,  the  city  of  Dublin  (in  fuch  a  general  revolt) 
would  fcarce  be  fecure  for  the  lord  deputy,  and 
fuch  as  fhould  furvive. 

A  DisPLANTATioN  bciug  thus  efFe6ted 
(which  would  not  be  the  work  of  many  days) 
the  conquering  of  Ireland  will  prove  an  Herculean 
labour,  and  no  lefs  difficult  than  the  recoveries 
of  Aquittain  and  Normandy,  have  been  to  the 
French  kings,  from  his  majefty^s  royal  progeni- 
tors. 

It  hath  ever  been  held  as  an  infallible  maxim, 
tbat  no  monarch  in  Europe  isable  to  maintain  a 
long  war  againft  his  majefly  in  Ireland  ;  and  no 
man  hath  been  more  confident  in  that  opinion 
than  myfelf ;  and  fo  I  remained,"until  thisfear- 
ful  and  unexpeded  union  gave  me  caufe  to  mif- 
truil  more  danger  than  otherwife  I  fhould  have 
done  :  for  who  did  ever  dream  of  a  general  de- 
fedion  in  all  the  natives,  which  now  is  probable? 
It  wasalways  fuppofed  the  king  fhould  evermore 
have  a  flrong  party  in  the  kingdom,  and  that 
the  cities  would  never  decline  from  their  duties, 
as  is  now  to  be  feared  ;  this  flrange  alteration 
mufl  needs  produce  flrange  events  whenfoever 
Spain  can  be  drawn  to  invade  that  realm,  which 

is 
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is  no  lefs  wifhed  and  laboured  by  the  priefts  and 
jefuited  catholicks  of  Ireland,  than  liberty  to 
fuch  as  groan  under  captivity  procceding  from 
the  abundance  of  their  malice,  which  hatb  fo 
blinded  their  reafon,  as  that  they  loath  his  ma- 
jefty's  fafe  and  fweet  government,  tempered 
with  juftice  and  mercy,  and  overfee  the  tyranni- 
cal  difpofitions  of  the  arrogant  Spaniards  who 
would  whip  them  with  fcorpions. 

Of  their  affedion  to  Spain  their  defire  to  draw 
Spaniards   into   Ireland,    and   how    glad     they 
would  be  to  fubjed  themfelves   to  the  Spanifh 
monarch,  I  need  no  other  reafon  to  perfuade  me 
to  believe  it  than  the  fpeeches  which  I  have  of- 
ten  heard  fall  from  the  lips  of  proteded  rebels, 
who  have  ingenuoufly  told  me  the  truth  of  their 
hearts,  and  in  difcourfe  when  I  have  replied  that 
no  king  in  Europe  was  able  to  maintain  a  long 
war  with  the  king  of  England  and  Ireland  ;  and 
therefore  their  projedts  in  drawing  Spanifli  for- 
ces  to  their  aid,    would  prove  vain  and  ridicu- 
lous  ;   I  have  been  anfwered  that  the  maxim  was 
true,   if  no  other  after  the  Englifh  were  difplant- 
ed,  than   a  defenfive   war  were  intended  ;   biit 
the  way  for  the  kingof  Spain  to  hold  thac  realm, 
was  out  of  Ireland  to  make  an  incurfive  war  up- 
on  England,  which  by  reafon  of  his  great  intereft 
he   was   able  to  maintain,   being  drawn    to    a 
length  would  fo  confume  and  weaken   us  to  a 
peace,   and  permit  the  Spaniard,    as  our  neigh- 
bour,  to  enjoy  his  conqueft.     This  I  alfure  my- 
felf  they  confidently  believe  to  be  feafiblc,  and 
E  e  4  iipon 
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upon  this  council  their  hopes  are  ftrongly  fixt, 
taking  for  an  inflance  the  example  of  the  united 
Pfovinces,  who  by  foreign  aid  have  driven  Spain 
to  fit  down  with  lofs;  ahhough  that  I  can  hard- 
ly  beheve  that  the  Spanifh  king  will  be  induced 
to  make  an  overt  war  againft  his  majefty,  or  if 
he  did  that,  the  fuccefs  would  be  fuch  as  they 
promife  to  themfelves ;  yet  it  muft  be  granted, 
that  the  council  is  very  pernicious,  and  worthy 
of  the  confiderati.on  how  to  prevent  it :  for  what 
the  wit  or  induftry  of  the  Irifti  traitors  may  ef- 
fedf,  muft  be  expedled,  and  although  they  be 
not  able  to  draw  upon  the  realm  all  the  mifchief 
they  defire,  yet  we  have  reafon  to  mlftruft, 
that  they  will  endeavour  the  uttermoft  of  the  ili 
they  can  procure,  which  is  likely  to  be  the  re- 
turn  of  Tyrone,  with  fuch  aids  as  he  can  bring 
with  Ijim,,  or  a  home  rebenion,  either  of  which 
will  prove  chargeable  and  troublefome  to  fup- 
prefs,  His  majefty,  to  prevent  thefe  dangers, 
liath  in  his  power  means  and  time  fufficient  by 
taking  of  fuch  pledges  as  the  lord  deputy  and 
council  of  eftate  there  ftiall  rnake  choice  of,  and 
ereding  of  citadels  at  Waterford  and  Cork,  ta 
contain  the  beft  fort  of  the  natives  in  due  obe- 
dience,  which  may  be  done  with  a  fmall  charge, 
and  according  to  the  ancient  manner ;  in  the 
like  cafes  out  of  his  realms  of  England  and  Scot- 
land  to  have  companies  defigned  upon  all  occa- 
fions  to  be  in  a  readinefs  to  be  tranfported  as  oc- 
c:afion  ftiall  require,  which  for  the  prefent  will 
be  fufficient,

RI  G  H  T  trufty  and  well  beloved,  we  greet 
you  well,  Although  fince  the  coming  of 
Cooke  our  fecretary,  and  Davis  our  follicitor, 
fent  from  you  by  our  appointment,  to  report 
your  anfwers  to  fome  propofitions  direded  from 
hence  unto  you,  concerning  the  eftablifhment  of 
the  quietnefs  of  that  realm,  and  to  acquaint  us 
with  all  other  our  affairs  there,  we  have  not  had 
time  to  enter  fo  far  into  the  particular  confidera- 
tion  of  every  point  of  their  charge,  as  thereupon 
to  take  refclution,  that  thus  much  weconceive 
by  the  firft  view  of  your  anfwers,  that  you  have 
ufed  fo  much  both  of  diligence  and  judgment  in 
the  prefenting  to  us  many  good  councils  for 
things  to  be  put  in  execution,  as  doth  both  de- 
ferve  our  good  acceptance,  and  give  us  hope  that 
the  fame  induftry  which  you  have  ufed  in  ofFer- 
ing  good  devices,  you  will  perform  in  executing 
ofour  commandments  when  we  fliall  fignify  our 
pleafure  what  fhall  be  done  in  every  of  the  par- 
ticulars,  which  fhall  be  as  foon  as  other  affairs 
\vill  give  us  leave  to  fall  into  confideration  there- 
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of ;  in  the  mean  time,  becaufe  there  cannot  bc 
a  better  beginning  to  a  peaceable  government, 
than  to  diminifh  the  caufes  of  offence,  and 
whereby  vexations  do  ormay  arife,  we  have  abat- 
ed  the  number  of  our  army  as  well  in  companies 
as  in  wards,  and  in  fome  other  titles  ;  and  have 
fent  unto  you  a  new  eftabHfhment  figned  with 
our  hand,  according  to  which  our  pleafure  is, 
that  you  fhall  give  forth  your  warrants  for  our 
pay,  beginning  the  firfl  of  April  laft  paft.  In 
which  diminifhing,  although  there  be  fome 
fmall  faving  to  us,  yet  that  which  we  have  moft 
regarded,  and  which  we  take  moft  comfort  in 
is,  that  thereby  there  ftiall  follow  a  great  eafe  to 
our  people,  for  we  are  not  ignorant  that  foldiers 
are  never  fo  well  contained  within  the  bounds  of 
any  difcipline,  but  that  they  break  out  into 
many  diforders,  whereof  the  burthen  falleth 
upon  the  people.  For  prevention  whereof,  we 
purpofe  to  have  the  number  of  our  army  as  little 
as  may  be,  having  fo  great  confidence  in  the 
joyal  difpofition  of  our  fabjed^s  towards  us,  fee- 
ing  that  hitherto  fince  our  entry  into  this  king- 
dom,  there  hath  not  palfed  neither  from  them 
towards  us  any  matter  of  diftruft,  nor  from  us 
towards  them  any  matter  of  grief,  as  that  they 
will  every  day  more  and  more  offer  us  occafion 
To  leffen  the  number  of  oiir  forces,  and  frame 
themfelves  to  fuch  recourfe  of  civility  and  obe- 
dience,  as  fhall  give  us  caufe  to  have  better  af- 
furance  in  their  loves  than  in  any  garrifon-,  which 
ftate  and  condition,  as  it  is  our  chiefeft  defire  to 

bring 
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bring  them  to,  fo  do  we  charge  you  to  bend  all 
yoiir  endeavours  to  that  which  is  to  our  end,  and 
to  eafe  the  people  as  much  as  may  be  of  the 
burthen  and  opprellion  of  the  foldiers,  that  they 
may  perceive,  that  thofe  which  are  maintained  in. 
pay,  fhall  ferve  rather  for  neceffary  inftruments 
to  preferve  the  good  fubjed:,  than  annoy  any. 
To  which  courfe,  as  our  pleafure  is,  you  fhape 
all  your  proceedings;  fo  that  if  contrary  to  our 
expedtations  there  fhall  break  out  any  corrupt 
humour,  fuch  as  with  the  garrifons  remaining, 
you  cannot  fupprefs,  we  would  have  you  to  un- 
derfland,  that  we  mean  not  to  abandon  our 
honour  to  the  infolence  of  rebelHous  fubjeds ;  but 
as  we  will  withal  difpatch  fupply  you  from 
hence  with  whatfoever  fhall  be  needful  to  reduce 
any  rebel  to  his  duty  ;  fo  becaufe  it  may  happea 
that  fuch  fupplies  may  be  long  in  coming  from 
hence,  and  fpeedy  ufing  of  force  may  be  more 
requifite  :  in  fuch  caufes  we  do  hereby  give 
you  warrant  and  authority,  wlth  the  advice  of 
our  council  there,  to  levy  any  number  of  men 
which  fhall  be  needful  for  fuch  an  extraordinary 
occafion,  and  put  them  in  our  pay  for  fo  long 
time  as  you  fhall  fee  caufe.  And  where  in  this 
eftablifhment,  which  now  we  fend,  that  may  be 
there  is  fome  ward  diflblved,  which  you  fhall 
find  caufe  to  continue,  or  if  you  fhall  hold  it 
neceffary  to  eredt  fome  new  v/ard  in  place  con- 
venient  for  our  fervice,  we  can  be  pleafed  in 
fuch  caufes  you  ufe  your  liberty,  either  to  con- 
tinue  that  which  is  appointed  to  be  difcharged, 

or 
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or  to  eredl  a  new,  fo  as  in  the  whole  you  do  not 
charge  us  above  one  thoufand  pounds  a  year,  or 
thereabouts  ;  you  fhalJ  further  underftand,  that 
the  encreafe  of  entertainments  to  the  judges  and 
officers  formerly  paid  out  of  the  army,  being 
feven  and  twenty  fhilHngs  by  the  day,  is  from 
henceforth  to  be  paid  unto  them  out  of  our  re- 
venues  of  that  kingdom,  and  in  the  title  of 
foot-bands  in  the  eftablifliment  mentioned.  The 
three  inferior  officers  and  the  fifty  footmen  in 
every  band,  are  to  receive  the  weekly  imprefts 
formerly  paid  unto  them,  and  to  have  apparel 
from  the  merchants  for  this  fummer,  and  then 
their  whole  pay  without  apparel  to  begin  the 
firft  of  Odober  next  following  the  date  hereof, 
which  ftiall  be  the  year  1605;  and  thefe  our 
letters  ftiall  be  your  fufficient  warrant  and  dif- 
charge  in  this  behalf.  Giveri  under  our  fignet 
at  our  manor  of  Greenwich  the  xxixth  day  of 
April,  in  the  third  year  of  our  reign  of  England, 
France,  and  of  Scotland  the  eight  and  thir'.

quaint  you  with  fuch  diredion  in  your  firfh  be- 
ginning,  as  may  help  to  guide  you  in  thefucceed- 
ing  tiraes.  For  the  better  performance  whereof, 
as  we  have  made  it  publick  by  thofe  letters, 
that  we  intend  to  call  a  parliament,  at  which 
meeting  opportunity  will  be  as  weli  offered  to 
lay  open  and  to  reform  the  lurking  inconvenlen- 
cies  of  the  ilate,  as  to  conflitute  new  laws  for 
the  fnture,  to  have,  we  hold  moil  necelTary 
!o  confider  how  things  may  be  beft  prepared  a- 
gainfl  that  time  ;  for  which  purpofe  you  fhall 
now  take  riotice  by  this  letter  of  ours,  to  be  in- 
timated  to  thoie  whom  it  doth  concern,  that  we 
would  have  a  ,  prefent   confultation  of  all   fuch 

things

things  as  may  tend  to  the  better  eflabhfliment 
of  the  true  religion  profefTed,  of  the  general 
policy  and  juftice  of  the  realm  in  civil  govern- 
ment,  and  of  the  better  orderingof  our  receipts 
and  iffues,  both  for  our  honour  and  profit ;  m 
all  which  things,  although  vi^e  mean  not  to  for- 
bid  you,  as  caufe  fhall  ferve,  to  communicate 
vvith  fuch  of  our  minifters  our  counfellors,  as 
fhall  be  necelTary  ;  yet,  becaufe  in  all  confulta- 
tions  fome  are  more  proper  to  be  particularly 
employed  than  others,  and  that  fuch  particular 
diftributions  make  things  to  proceed  with  more 
maturityand  better  expedition,  we  think  it  con- 
venient  that  you  do  efpecially  confult  with  tFiefe 
perfons  following,  according  to  their  feveral 
places  and  profeffions,  namely,  the  bifhops  of 
Meath  and  Downe,  the  two  chief  juftices,  the 
chief  baron,  the  mafter  of  the  rolls,  Sir  Richard 
Cooke,  fecretary,  and  Sir  John  Davis  follicitor, 
or  as  many  of  them  as  can  from  time  to  time 
attend  the  fervice.  After  which  confultation, 
and  fome  principles  laid  down,  we  fliall  like  it 
well,  that  you  do  fend  over  both  Sir  Richard 
Cooke  and  Sir  John  Davis,  thoroughly  inftruded 
in  all  things  falling  into  your  memory,  either 
fit  to  be  handled  in  parliament  or  council,  by 
whofe  relation  of  your  opinions,  we  may  refolve, 
after  further  confultation  here,  as  well  of  the 
times  of  the  fummons  of  the  parliament,  as  of 
the  matters  lit  to  be  treated  and  concluded  there- 
in  ;  among  which  confiderations,  although  we 
do  refer  both  the  forms  and  the  matter  to  be 

firft 
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firfl  handled  and  reported  to  us,  according  to 
your  particular  experience  ;  yet  we  think  it  not 
amifs  to  let  fall  fome  few  general  heads  conve- 
nient  to  be  thought  of,  as  well  for  making 
known,  that  we  are  as  careful  of  that  ftate  as 
the  prefent  time  can  permit,  as  alfo  to  root  out 
the  jealoufies  which  have  been  formerly  con- 
ceived,  that  daily  advantage  fhould  be  fearched 
for  by  the  miniflers  of  that  realm  to  moleft  and 
opprefs  them  for  fo  old  ofFences,  only  to  ferve 
private  tiirns  ;  a  matter  fo  odious  to  our  nature, 
to  whom  generally  that  people  have  carried  them- 
felves  as  becometh  natural  and  loving  fubjeds, 
that  we  would  have  it  one  of  the  firft  works  you 
fliould  do  to  fecure  them  from  ever  being  called 
in  queftion  for  any  offence  done  either  before  or 
in  the  precedent  rebellion,  upon  any  pretext 
whatfoever.  And  next  to  affure  the  meaner  fort 
of  our  proteftion  of  them  againft  any  of  their 
lords,  or  other  gentlemen  in  their  countries, 
that  fhall  upon  any  colour  or  advantage  ufe  ex- 
tortion  or  oppreflion  towards  them  :  provided 
always,  that  they  do  feek  redrefs  by  the  ordi- 
nary  courfe  of  our  iaws,  or  otherwife  by  orderly 
complaint,  as  befirteth  good  and  loyal  fubjedls. 
You  fhall  alfb  remember  to  bethink  you  of  fome 
courfe  how  the  north  may  yield  fome  compoii- 
tion  towards  the  maintenance  of  fome  of  thefe 
garrifons  ;  but  not  proceed  any  further  than  by 
way  of  private  confukation  and  advice,  until 
we  be  further  informed.  So  fhall  you  do  for  re- 
viving  the  old  compofition  for  Connaught,   or 

elfewhere, 
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elfewhere,  and  partlcularly  for  Munfter,  where 
we  think  it  might  be  (o  ufed,  as  the  towns  there 
might  very  well  eafe  our  charge,  by  contributing 
to  the  maintenance  of  the  foldiers  in  that  pro- 
vince,  portions  of  viduals  in  refpedt  of  liberties 
forfeited,  or  to  be  eafed  from  fome  other  bur- 
thens,  which  may  by  our  lawful  prerogative  be 
ufed  to  their  further  charge  ;  which  will  be  befl 
cffeded,  if  you  forbear  to  grant  them  confirma- 
tion  of  their  charters,  till  further  confiderations 
be  had  of  all  thefe  things.  Further,  our  pleafure 
is,  that  a  reflraint  bc  made  prefently  of  pafHng 
the  fpiritual  lands  in  the  north,  or  elfewhere, 
eirher  by  leafe  or  other  grants  in  fee,  vvithout 
our  warrant  figned  ;  and  that  a  very  fufRcient 
inquilition  be  made  of  what  lands,  fpiritual  or 
other,  are  now  in  our  power  to  difpofe,  and 
efpecially  in  the  county  of  Monaghan,  that 
upon  the  return  thereof  there  may  be  order 
taken  for  divifion  of  that  country  to  the  Mc. 
Mahons,  according  to  former  promifes  made 
unto  them,  and  otherways,  as  we  fhall  think 
meet, 

Thus  have  you,  for  the  prefent,  fome  fuch 
memorials,  as  may  open  unto  you  the  fcope  of 
our  intentions,  ali  which  we  do  refer  to  your  dif- 
creet  carriage,  not  meaning  to  proceed  in  any 
thing  without  moderatio.n,  which  may  fland 
with  thc  peace  and  quiet  of  that  realm,  knowing 
well  that  time  and  opportunity  mufl  be  taken 
according  to  occafion  ;  and  yet  that  no  good 
conclufion  on  the  other  fide  can  ever  follow,  ex-

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cept  there  be  an  orderly  and  fpeedy  beginning, 
wherein  we  doubt  not  but  God  will  blefs  both 
your  labour  and  ours,  according  to  our  inward 
mind,  which  afFecfteth  nothing  elfe  but  to  reduce 
that  kingdom,  by  all  good  means,  to  a  conftant 
peace  and  felicity,  as  one  of  the  crowns  which 
God  hath  committed  to  our  care,  wherein  we 
will  never  be  wanting.  Given  under  our  fignet, 
at  our  honour  of  Hampton-court,  the  xvith  day 
of  0(ftober  1604,  in  the  fecond  year  of  our 
reign  of  England,  France,  and  Ireland,  and 
of  Scotland  the  eight  and  thirtieth.

TRUSTY  and  right  well  beloved,  we  greet 
you  well.  At  the  humble  fuit  of  you, 
our  deputy,  oftentimes  renewed  unto  us  fince 
the  laft  fpring,  to  be  licenfed  in  regard  of  your 
health,:and  for  your  own  particular  afFairs,  to  come 
over  hither,  we  did,  by  our  letters  v/ritten  the 
24th  of  July  laft,  grant  you  leave  fo  to  do,  and 
gave  you  order  to  deliver  over  our  Avord  to  Sir 
Arthur  Chichefter,  knt.  whom  we  made  choice 
of  to  fupply  that  place  of  chief  governor  there, 
with  the  title  of  juftice  of  that  realm,  in  the  ab- 
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fence  of  our  lieutenant ;  which  our  pleafure  hath 
iiot  been  executed,  becaufe  you,  Sir  Arthur 
Chichefler,  have  excufed  yourfelf  of  accepting 
that  place,  and  fent  unto  our  council  divers  rea- 
fons  in  writing  to  juftify  your  faid  excufe,  and 
to  fhow  why  you  fhould  not  be  meet  to  undergo 
that  charge  ;  all  which  we  have  diligently  perufed 
and  coufidered,  but  are  not  therewith  otherwife 
moved,  than  to  hold  them  good  arguments  of 
your  own  modefty,  but  no  grounds  why  we 
ftiould  forbear  to  impofe  on  you  to  undertake 
the  fervice  laid  uponyou  :  foralthough  in  perfons 
called  to  publick  charges  of  fo  great  honour  as 
that  is,  modefty  and  flacknefs  to  accept  them  be 
a  virtue  as  rare  as  it  is  commendable,  when  it  is 
truly  found;  yet  it  isrot  juft  reafon  to  prirxes 
to  deprive  themfelves  of  the  fervice  o*f  fuch  per- 
fons,  but  rather  a  motive  to  call  them  forward. 
And  feeing  that  the  fufficiency  which  moved  us 
firft  to  choofe  you,  and  doth  now  in  your  excufe 
verify  itfelf,  fhall  be  fupported  with  the  counte- 
nance  of  our  commiirion  and  authority,  we 
doubt  not,  both  together  fhall  fo  enable  you,  as 
for  the  time  we  mean  to  fee  your  fervice  in  that 
charge,  the  fame  fhail  be  fupphed  to  our  con- 
tentment,  and  to  the  encreafe  of  your  merit  in 
former  feivices  ;  wherefore  we  have  refolved 
to  lay  the  place  of  deputy  in  that  kingdom  upoii 
you,  and  do  command  you,  for  our  part,  to  ac- 
cept  the  fame.  And  you,  our  now  deputy, 
upon  the  receipt  of  thefe  our  letters,  as  foon 
as  things  may  conveniently  be  put  in  order 
for  the  folemnity  ufed  in  like  cafes,  to  deliver 
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up  our  fv/ord  to  Sir  Arthur  Chichefter,   as  our 
deputy,  and  to  make  unto  him,  linder  our  great 
feal  there,  all  fuch  commiriions  or  lecters  patents, 
as  have  been  ufed   to  be  made  to  our  deputy 
there,  or  as  fhall  be  needful  for  him,  for  the  ex- 
ercife  of  that  charge.     And    thar   being  done, 
you,    Sir  George  Cary,  may   return  to   us  fo 
foon  as  you  think  fit,    for  your  health,  having 
fettled  fuch  things  as  fhall  require  your  advice 
upon  this  tranllation  of  the  place  to  another's 
government  ;  wherein,   becaufe  there  are  many 
things  that  do  require  both  reformation  and  bet- 
ter  eflablifhment  of  that  kingdom  :   for  which 
purpofe  no  confultation  is  fo  proper  as  by  calling 
the  three  eftates  of  the  realm  together,   to  con- 
fult  and  refolve  of  all  things  fcending  to  the  good 
of  the  realm,  we  have  thought  fit  to  let  you  of 
our  council  know,  that  we  are  refolved,   fo  foon 
as  our  greater  aiFairs  are  pailed  over  here,    to 
fend  authority  for  fummoning  of  a  parliament, 
to  which  end  we  mean  to  confider  here,  by  the 
help  of  fuch  advice  as  we  fhall  have  from  thence 
hereafter,  of  all  fuch  things  as  are  mofl  necef- 
fary ;  towards  which  we  fhali  be  the  better  affift- 
ed,  by  hearing  ^''our  opinion  firfl  upon  your  ar- 
rival,  as  we  fhall  likewife  expt  6t  to  do  from  our 
deputy  that  remaineth  behind  you,    who  fhall 
receive  like  diredlions  from  us  to  enter  into  con- 
fultation  thereupon,  and  thefe  our  letters  fhall  be 
your  fufficient  wariant  and  difcharge  in  this  be- 
half.

TRufty  and  right  well-beloved,  we  grect 
you  well.  Upon  further  confideration  of 
fuch  memorials  and  propofitions  as  have  been 
ofFered  to  us  by  thofe  of  the  council  of  that 
realm,  fent  from  you,  authorized  to  communi- 
cate  unto  us  your  counfels  of  things  needful  to 
be  done  for  ihe  well  fettling  of  that  ftate ;  and 
after  confultation  had  with  our  privy  council 
here  upon  them,  we  have  thought  good  to  fig- 
nify  our  pleafure  to  you  upon  divers  points 
thereof,  and  the  reft  fhali  follow,  as  our  afFairs 
here  ftiall  give  opportunity  :  firft,  for  the  better 
adminiftration  of  the  juftice  of  that  kingdom, 
which  is  the  beft  contentment  that  a  fovereign 
can  yield  to  any  fubjeft,  we  are  pleafed  to  en- 
creafe  in  either  of  our  benches  there,  one  juf^ 
tice  more,  with  competent  fees  and  allowances ; 
and  will  make  choice  of  fufficient  perfons  from 
hence,  by  the  advice  of  our  chancellor  and  chief 
juftice  here,  to  fupply  thofe  places,  and  will 
qualify  them  either  with  the  titles  of  ferjeants 
F  f  3  before 
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before  their  going,  orotherwife,  in  fuch  fort  as 
fhall  be  thought  meet  for  thern,  the  better  to  au- 
thorize  them.  And  to  them,  that  both  they  and 
all  other  our  juftices  there,  may  exercife  their 
places  with  more  refpedt  among  oiir  people,  we 
think  it  fit  they  fhould  all  ufe  fuch  robes  as  the 
judgesof  our  realm  here  have,  and  the  fameto 
be  furnifhed  at  our  charges,  for  which  thefe 
fhall  be  warrant  to  you  our  treafurer,  to  make 
them  allowance  of  twenty  marks  yearly  the 
piece,  for  twelve  yards  of  cloth  in  grain,  and 
furrs  for  their  faid  robes,  as  here  is  allowed  in 
the  faid  realm  to  the  barons  of  our  exchequer, 
for  their  robes  ;  and  for  you,  our  deputy  and 
council,  to  give  warrant  by  concordatum  for  the 
payment  thereof.  And  we  are  likewife  pleafed. 
that  for  the  countenancing  of  the  principal  offi- 
cers  of  ourjuflice  there,  the  two  chief  juflices, 
the  chief  baron,  and  all  judges  in  their  circuits, 
fhall  be  honoured  with  the  title  of  lord,  as  in 
this  realm  is  ufed  ;  and  do  authorize  you,  our 
deputy,  fo  to  flile  and  intitle  them,  and  to  make 
it  known  to  all  our  people  there,  that  they  may 
refpedt  them  accordingly.  And  where  we  are 
informed  that  Sir  John  Everard,  one  of  our 
judges  there,  though  otherwife  commended  for 
his  knowledge  and  upright  carriage  in  our  fer- 
vice,  is  a  notorious  and  obflinate  recufant,  fo  as 
the  example  is  fcandalous,  and  an  encouragement 
to  others,  whom,  for  his  good  parts,  we  would 
not  publickly  difgrace ;  yet,  in  regard  of  his 
recufancy,  we  cannot,  without  wound   to  our 
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confcieRce,  as  well  as  for  example  fake,  think 
mcet  inftruments,  advife  him  prefently  to  refign 
voluntarily  his  place,  and  to  take  fome  allow- 
ance  of  us  for  his  maintenance  in  private  life,  left 
that  we  be  forced,  rather  than  to  fuffer  him  to  be 
an  example  of  difobedience  to  others,  to  remove 
him  by  authority.  And  wehold  italfo  neceffary, 
for  your  better  information  of  the  execution  of 
juftice  in  that  realm,  that  the  judges  of  our 
benches,  and  other  juftices  of  aflize  and  gaol- 
delivery  attending  the  flate  there,  fhall  make 
feveral  circuits  and  progrefles  once  in  every  year 
at  the  leafi:,  into  the  provinces  of  Munfler  and 
Connaught,  fo  as  the  true  flate  of  things  m 
thofe  remote  places  may  be  from  time  to  time 
difcovered  and  reported  to  you.  And  touching 
particularly  the  fettling  of  the  province  of  Uliler, 
we  have  given  a  commiffion  under  our  great  feal 
here,  for  divifion  and  bounding  of  the  lords  and 
gentlemens  livings^  and  fuch  other  purpofes  as  is 
by  you  required,  which  commiffion  is  penned  by 
good  advice  of  our  learned  council  here,  and  the 
particulars  hereof  will  appear  to  you  by  the  read- 
ing.  That  which  refheth  for  us  to  do,  is  but 
to  recommend  unto  your  diligence  the  execution 
of  that  in  fuch  fort,  that  the  fruit  may  foHow, 
which  we  are  put  in  hope  fhall.  We  have  alfo 
direded  to  fome  of  you  a  commiffion  to  com- 
pound  with  our  fubjeds  there  for  defedive  and 
imperfedt  titles,  according  to  the  pattern  of  that 
which  is  in  execution  there  ;  and  have  refolved 
from  henceforth  to  grant  no  more  warrants  of 
F  f  4  lands, 
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lands,  coming  wlthin  any  titlesof  concealment ; 
becaufe  we  hope  that  thereby  both  oiir  people 
fhall  receive  contentment,  and  our  cofFers  fome 
augmentation,   by  the  compofition  vvith  the  te- 
nants  of  fuch  lands.     One  other  commiffion  we 
have  nov/  renewed  upon  your  requefl,   for  com- 
pofition  for  old  debts  and  arrears  of  rents,  with 
fome  enlargement  of  the  commiil'ioners  power 
to  abate  in  the  principal  what  in  difcretion  they 
fhall  think  meet ;  in  which  inlargement  we  mufl 
expedl  their  diligence  and  lidehty  in  examining 
the  caufe  of  the  faid  abatements,   before  they 
yield  to  them ;   and  Hkewife  their  providence, 
that  if  any   fuch   abatements  be  demanded  by 
fuch  as  make  reclaim  of  debts  from  us,  that 
before  they  yield  to  them,  they  obtain  a  difcharge 
for  us  of  all  fuch  debts  as  are  pretended  to  be 
due  by  us  to  any  fuch  petitioners,  and  of  their 
proceedings  in  this  commiflion,   we  require  you 
that  we  may  have  a  due   certificate  every   fix 
months,   fo  as  we  may  difcern  thereby  of  the 
lofs  or  benefit  we  receive  by  this  truft  given  ta 
them  :    and  in  this  matter  of  our  revenues,  we 
have  thought  good  alfo  to  dired  you,  that  from 
henceforth  all  rents,  compofitions,   and  profits 
whatfoever,   growing  due  to  us  within  any  of 
our  provinces  there,  as  Munfter,  Connaught,  or 
elfewhere,  be  paid  into  the  receipt  of  our  ex= 
chequer  there;  and  that  the  juflices  and  ordinary 
ofHcers  of  or.r  faid  provinces,  be  paid  out  of  the 
receipt  of  the  fame  revenues  and  compofitions  : 
and  likewife  our  pleafure  is,  that  all  other  com- 
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pofitions  in  the  pale,  as  Leinfter  and  elfewhere, 
fhall  be  paid  into  our  receipt,  And  for  that  we 
are  informed  much  ofFence  hath  heretofore  been 
taken  by  our  people  there,  at  the  purchafmg  of 
land  by  furveyors  and  efcheators,  upon  offices 
found  by  themfelves,  whereby  alfo  our  revenuc 
hath  not  been  a  little  prejudiced  -,  our  pleafure  is, 
that  you  take  order  now  for  the  prefent,  as  well 
as  you  may,  and  further  hereafter  by  parliament, 
that  no  furveyor  or  efcheator  fhall  purchafe  any 
lands  of  his  own  finding  or  furveying  ;  and 
hereby  you  may  perceive  what  our  determination 
is  for  our  afFairs  there  ;  for  the  execution  where- 
of,  you  fhall  fhortly,  either  by  our  faid  fervants 
at  their  return,  or  otherwife,  receive  fuch  com- 
miffions  and  warrants  as  be  neceiTary ;  and  in 
the  mean  time  underftand  further,  that  we  are 
fo  well  fatisfied  of  your  diligence  and  care  taken 
in  thofe  things  which  we  recommend  to  you,  and 
of  all  other  parts  of  your  fervice,  as  we  would 
not  forbear  to  utter  it  unto  you  for  your  comfort 
and  encouragement  in  the  reft  of  your  proceed- 
ings,  whereof  you  fhall  in  time  conyenient  reap 
the  fruit  at  our  hands,  when  occafion  fhall  be 
ofFered  for  you  to  feek,  and  us  to  perform  it 
for  you.

TR  U  S  T  Y  and  right  well  beloved,  we 
greet  you  well,  Since  our  former  letters 
of  the  xxiid  of  the  laft  month  we  have  been 
made  acquainted  by  our  council  with  two  dif- 
patches  received  by  them  frcm  you,  the  one  of 
the  xviiith  the  other  of  the  xxiiid  of  the  famc 
month,  upon  the  feveral  points  whereof  we 
have  had  confideration  with  them,  and  do  here- 
by  return  you  anfwers.  And  firft  touching  that 
of  the  xviiith,  the  parts  whereof  are  two  ;  firft, 
a  report  of  your  proceedings  with  the  ihires  of 
the  pale,  about  the  compofition  for  cefs  and  the 
conclufion  taken  therein,  it  needeth  no  other 
anfwer  but  our  approbation,  and  that  we  do 
take  in  good  part  your  pains  and  induftry  there- 
m  ufed,  and  do  require  you  to  continue  your 
like  diligence  with  the  other  five  ftiires,  to  re- 
duce  them  to  a  Hke  compofition,  according  to 
your  purpofe  fignified  in  thatletter;  which  com- 
pofition  to  the  end  it  may  furely  be  maintained, 
and  our  honour  and  your  credit  therein  preferv- 
ed  with  our  people  ;  we  have  taken  order  for 
the  fending  away  from  hence  prefently  of  the 
fum  of  fourteen  thoufand  pounds,  with  fpecial 
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charge  to  the  treafurer  rhat  no  part  thereof  fhall 
be  iffued  here  for  any  refpeift  whatfoever,  but 
that  the  fame  fliall  come  wholly  into  the  king- 
dom  to  fupply  the  wants  thereof,  whereby  the 
fecond  part  of  that  your  letter  is  fatisfied,  being, 
in  effed,  nothing  elfe  but  an  earneft:  exprefling 
unto  us  of  thofe  wants.  And  we  have  further 
given  order,  that  to  prevent  the  hke  neceffity 
hereafter,  there  fhall  follow  within  fix  weeksor 
two  nionths,  other  ten  thoufand  pounds,  and 
fo  from  time  to  time  fuch  other  fupplies  as  our 
great  expences  here  may  give  us  leave  to  afFord. 
Your  other  letter  is  of  many  points,  whereunto 
thus  are  our  anfwers  in  order  ;  firft,  touching 
the  country  of  Monaghan,  for  which  you  defire 
authority  from  us  to  difpofe  of  it  in  fuch  fort  as 
may  raife  fome  benefit  to  us,  yielding  now  none 
at  all  ;  upon  particular  information  from  our 
lieutenant  there  how  the  ftate  of  that  land  doth 
ftand ;  we  have  thought  good  to  give  you  aii- 
thority  according  to  your  defire,  to  ufe  yourbeft 
difcretion  in  raifing  benefit  unto  us,  having  re- 
gard  in  the  difpofing  thereof  to  obferve  fuch  pre- 
miffes  as  heretofore  have  been  made  by  our  faid 
heutenant,  to  feveral  perfons  owners  of  parcel  of 
that  country,  of  which  premifes  fbme  are  pafTed 
by  him  jointly  with  you  of  the  council,  andfome 
by  himfelf;  and  of  thofe  that  were  made  joint- 
ly  v/ith  the  council,  the  memorial  will  be  found 
in  the  council  cheft  there,  and  of  thofe  which 
paffed  from  himfelf,  he  will  advertife  you,  and 
thereby  you  may  take  fufiicient  Iight  how  to  ob- 
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ferve  this  caution,  the  reft  being  left  to  your 
difcretion  upon  this  occafion  :  you  move  us 
next  for  power  to  bc  given  you  to  take  furren- 
ders  from  the  Iriflirie,  and  to  regrant  them  their 
eflates,  wherein  you  fhall  receive  fatisfadion 
when  fuch  commillions  fhall  come  to  your  hands 
as  upon  fpeech  with  Cooke  and  Davis  fent  from 
you,  we  thought  good  to  diredl  unto  you,  a- 
mongft  which  you  Qiall  find  fuch  authority  com- 
mitted  to  you  as  in  this  point  you  defire  ;'  and 
for  the  better  execution  of  that  and  fuch  other 
commiffions,  as  by  your  former  memorials 
brought  by  Cooke  and  Davis  you  require  to  be 
granted  for  the  eflablifhing  of  things  in  the  pro- 
vince  of  Ulfter ;  we  had  before  the  receipt  of 
thefe  your  laft  letters,  caufed  our  letters  to  be 
written  to  the  earl  of  Tyrone  and  Tyrconnel, 
and  other  perfons  of  quality  in  that  province, 
to  fuch  purpofe  as  you  defire,  of  which  letters 
there  fhall  be  half  a  fcore  fent  unto  you  figned 
with  our  hand,  which  when  you  have  perufed,  you 
may  feal  with  our  fignet  there,  and  dired  to 
fuch  of  them  as  you  fhall  like  beftto  make  choice 
of :  we  do  allow  of  your  courfes  taken  to  clear 
that  coaft  of  pirates,  by  arming  out  fome  barks 
at  our  charge,  againft  them  ;  and  we  are  well 
pleafed  that  you  fhall  do  the  like  asoften  as  there 
fhall  be  neceflary  caufe,  until  we  ftiall  take  or- 
der  for  fome  of  our  men  to  remain  there,  where- 
fore  we  mean  to  have  fpeeche,  and  to  take  re- 
folution  with  our  admiral  upon  his  coming  home 
from  his  journey  :  we  do  alfo  like  of  the  jour- 
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ney  of  you,  our  deputy,  intended  into  the 
north,  as  well  for  other  caufes  as  chiefly  to  com- 
pafs  things  between  the  earl  of  Tyrconnell  and 
Neale  Garvey,  touching  both  whofe  particular 
caufes,  this  is  our  anfwer  to  that  which  you 
have  written  concerning  each  of  them ;  firfl, 
for  the  earl  of  Tyrconnel,  we  do  like  well  of 
your  apofliles  to  the  levcral  parts  of  his  fuits, 
recommended  heretofore  to  you  from  our  coun- 
cil ;  and  for  the  matter  of  his  furrender  where- 
in  it  feemeth  you  have  been  fomewhat  dainty 
in  regard  of  want  of  authority  from  us,  if  there 
be  none  other  refpe(5l  to  flay  you  but  that,  we 
do  hereby  give  you  warrant  and  authority  to 
proceed  in  it  :  but  becaufe  we  conceive  he  feek- 
eth  it  with  fome  drift  to  make  to  himfelf  other 
advantage  than  were  fit  to  be  granted  him,  and 
as  it  feemeth  by  fome  here,  he  hath  not  wards 
to  carry  the  Lyffer,  we  have  thought  it  not  amifs 
to  give  you  this  caution,  that  you  be  not  over- 
feen  that  under  colour  of  furrendering  his  for- 
mer  letters  patents,  he  get  more  than  he  had 
before,  or  furrender  fuch  lands  as  he  hath  got- 
ten  fince  from  the  freeholders  of  his  county,  and 
fo  pafs  a  new  eflate  of  them  to  bimfelf,  the  fame 
being  contrary  tothe  purpofe  we  have  to  eflablifh 
freeholders  in  that  province ;  rather  you  fhall 
let  him  know  that  you  will  not  accept  of  his 
furrenders,  and  re-grant  his  lands  unto  him,  ex- 
cept  he  will  relinquifh  all  title  and  claim  to  the 
faid  freeholders,  and  fuffer  ihem  quietly  to  en- 
joy  their  eflates  as  they  did  before  his  firft  letters 

patents.

patents.  And  if  he  have  not  wards  for  the  Lyf- 
fer,  which  Sir  Henry  Dockwray  poirelTeth  fo 
miich  to  be  referved,  then  all  you  can  do  is  to 
feek  it  by  vokmtary  compofition,  for  in  other 
fort  we  mean  not  to  ofter  any  violation  to  our 
word.  For  Neil  Garvey,  we  are  contented  and 
do  hereby  auihorize  you  to  pafs  unto  him  fuch 
lands  parcel  of  Tyrconnel,  as  v/ere  excepted 
outof  the  earl's  grant  and  referved  in  our  hands, 
having  care  that  you  make  the  faid  lands  as  cer- 
tain  and  as  well  diflinguilhed  as  polTible  you  can 
before  you  pafs  the  grant;  and  wc  are  likewife 
pleafed  to  the  end  that  quietnefs  may  be  fettled 
between  him  and  the  earl,  in  your  treaty  with 
the  earl  you  fhall  make  as  good  an  accord  as  you 
can  between  them,  and  for  the  doing  thereof 
thefe  your  letters  fhall  bc  your  warrant :  and 
hke  warrant  do  we  give  you  hereby  to  pafs  to 
the  heirs  of  Sir  Bryan  Mc  Phelira,  namely 
Shane  Mc  Bryan  0'Neile,  the  fon  of  Neile 
Mc  Hugh  0'Neile  and  the  ancient  freeholders, 
fuch  portions  of  the  lower  Clandeboy;  as  you  in 
your  difcretion  fhall  think  meet  to  be  allotted  to 
each  of  them.  Touching  the  refolution  you  do 
crave  that  we  would  interpret  ourfelf  upon  fuch 
warrants  as  here  before  we  have  granted  to  di- 
vers  of  our  fcrvants  for  lands  in  fee-farm,  com- 
paring  the  fame  with  fuch  reftraints  as  vv  e  have 
likewife  made  of  lands  of  feveral  natures  not  to 
pafs,  we  would  have  you  underftand,  that  it  is 
impoffible  for  any  diredion  to  be  given  from 
hence,  fo  exprelTive  as  may  not  be  ambiguouily 

conftrued, 
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conflrued,  If  men  takeevery  thing  Hterally,  and 
do  not  rather  ufe  the  true  meaning  than  the 
word,  for  it  was  nevcr  our  purpofe,  that  our 
reftraints  given  but  by  way  of  caution  fhould  be 
fo  conftrued  as  utterly  to  fruftrate  our  rewards 
intended  to  our  fervants,  nor  our  warrants  giveii 
to  them  fo  Jiberally  as  to  take  from  us  any  thing 
that  were  with  notorious  inconvenience  to  be  let 
go;  but  that  the  difcretion  of  you  and  our  coun- 
cil,  and  fuch  other  of  our  officers  whom  it  con- 
cerneth  fhould  be  moderate  between  both,  as 
that  our  gifts  to  our  fervants  be  fatisfied  with 
thofe  things  that  be  of  leall  prejudice  to  us, 
wherein  if  any  of  you  doubt  to  refift  any  man's 
importunity  in  doubt  how  we  will  prote<5t  you, 
it  is  that  whereof  you  nor  none  elfe  (hall  have 
caufe  tobejealous,  for  it  hath  ever  been  our 
cuftom,  and  fhall  be,  to  protedt  publick  mini-

To  our  very  good  lord  Sir  Arthur  Chichefter, 
knight,  lord  deputy  of  the  realm  of  Ireland, 
,and  to  the  reft  of  the  council  there.

FTER  our  very  hearty  commendations  to 
your  lordftiip  and  the  reft,  the  report 
and  the  reafons  of  .your  proceedings  are  rather 
beginning  to  redrcfs  the  corruptions  of  religion 

in 
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in  that  ftate  ;  and  the  great  enormities  that  do 
and  may  enfue  thereof,  have  been  by  your  let- 
ters  o^  the  ^th  of  the  laft  month,  fo  well  deh- 
vered  unto  us,  as  might  fuffice  for  anfvver 
briefly,  and  in  generahty  to  return  our  approba- 
tion  of  your  doings,  if  it  were  that  we  fuppofe 
that  you  are  defirous  to  receive  the  fame  by  a 
more  exprefs  declaration  of  our  mind  in  the  par- 
ticular  points.  And  that  it  may  do  fome  good 
with  thofe  that  are  averfe  in  rehgion,  and  affec- 
ITtion  to  find  fo  perfe(ft  a  confent  and  concurrence 
of  our  judgment  with  yours  i  and  therefore  to 
follow  the  fteps  of  your  own  letter,  when  we 
confider  how  pitifully  in  refpeft  of  themfelves, 
and  how  dangeroufly  both  to  this  and  that  ftate 
the  people  there  by  the  wiclced  feducemiCnts  of 
feminary  priefts  and  jefuits  are  addided  unto 
iheir  fuperftition  ;  and  that  there  is  no  other 
means  to  reclaim  them,  than  by  a  commanding 
authority,  that  may  draw  them  to  be  prefent  at 
Divine  fervice,  and  to  hear  God's  word  for  their 
inftrudlion  ;  and  that  the  commandment  cannot 
take  place  unlefs  it  be  pubhftied,  nor  be  any 
way  fo  well  pubhftied  as  by  proclamaiion,  nor 
the  proclamation  be  available,  unlefs  punifhment 
be  impofed  upon  contemptuous  difobedience : 
We  cannot  but  approve  the  courfe  you  have 
taken,  and  fo  much  the  rather,  becaufe  this  dif- 
obedience  being  ftiewed  by  thofe  that  are  in  the 
eyeof  the  ftate,  and  magiftrates  in  the  chiefcity 
of  that  kingdom,  it  was  not  to  be  fuffered,  that 
either  their  example  ftiould  by  impunity  animate 

others 
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others  to  the  more  obllinacy,  or  that  the  honour 
and  authority  of  the  deputy  Ihould  receive  fuch 
an  afFront,  as  to  be  left  publickly  by  them,  where 
they  fhould  efpecially  attend  him ;  or  that  his 
majeft:y's  lenity  and  gentlenefs,  being  defirous  to 
reclaim  his  people  rather  by  inftru6tion  than  by 
fharp  and  rigorous  corre6tion,  fhould  fo  be  mif- 
conceived  and  mifinterpreted,  as  he  would  be 
coiitent  to  permit  his  people  to  make  open  pro- 
feflion  of  that  religion,  or  rather  damnable  fu- 
perftition  ;  whereby,  as  it  appeareth  daily  more 
and  more,  they  are  notonly  withdrawn  from  the 
true  worfhip  of  God,  but  from  their  allegiance 
unto  hlmfelf  And  as  we  think  both  the  order 
that  you  have  taken  for  reformation,  and  the 
punifhment  that  you  have  inflided  upon  fome  of 
the  aldermen  of  Dublin,  and  certain  others, 
whom  your  letters  mention,  for  their  con- 
tempt,  to  be  not  only  juft,  but  neceflary,  when 
you  found  your  endeavours  by  admonitions  and 
perfuafions  not  to  be  regarded.  And  do  con- 
ceive  the  like  hope  wlth  you,  that  as  fome  are 
already,  fo  many  more  will  be  by  this  means 
brought  to  conformlty,  who  perhaps  hereafter 
will  find  caufe  to  give  thanks  to  God  and  yoii 
for  being  drawn  by  fo  gsntle  a  conftraint  unto 
their  own  good  :  fo  we  are  of  opinion,  that  the 
petition,  or  rather  oppofition,  made  by  the  no- 
blemen  and  gentkmen  of  the  pale,  againfl  thc 
courfe  you  have  taken,  deferve  that  cenfure 
which  you  have  given  of  it,  and  not  lefs  pun- 
iihment  than  you  have  decreed  againft  the  fpe-

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cial  Jiuthors  and  inflruments  that  fet  it  on  foot, 
which  though  it  be  fhadowed  and  covered  with 
words  of  much  humility  and  dutifulnefs,  and 
with  an  outward  form  of  fubmiffive  petition, 
yet  who  can  be  ignorant  that  fuch  petitions  con- 
fulted  upon  in  conventicles,  agreed  by  combi- 
nations,  and  ofFered  againfl  a  pubHck  refolution 
of  ftate  ;  howfoever,  they  are  mannerly  in  out- 
ward  appearances  ;  yet,  in  very  deed  proceed 
commonly  from  a  mind  apt  to  difobedience, 
which  many  might  doubt,  if  it  had  means  and 
opportunity,  would  utter  itfelf  in  another  form. 
But  we  will  think  better  of  thefe  men,  and  hope 
that  this  gentle  remembrance  will  make  them 
more  advifed  hereafter,  amongft  whom  it  would 
not  feem  ftrange  unto  us  to  find  Sir  Patrick 
Barnewall,  having  had  fbme  proof  heretofore, 
even  in  a  like  caufe,  of  his  unquiet  and  trouble- 
fome  fpirit ;  but  that  we  thought  he  would  have 
made  the  experience  and  acknowledgment  of  his 
own  former  error  and  raihnefs,  a  fufficient  leffon 
for  more  temperate  and  dutiful  behaviour.  But 
forafmuch  as  he  did  not  only  make  himfelf  a 
principal  inflrument  with  the  refl  in  the  peti- 
tion;  but  alfo  as  you  fignified  when  he  was 
called  to  account  for  it,  obflinately,  and  in  in- 
decent  manner,  defend  it ;  and  moreover  hath 
laid  an  imputatibn  of  great  injuflice  upon  your 
proceedings,  charging  them  to  be  very  con- 
ftreintable,  and  contrary  to  all  form  of  law, 
and  taxing  therein  the  now  chief  juflice  Sir 
James  Loy,  for  a  man   generally   hateful  and 
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fcandalous  to  the  place  that  he  holdeth,  wherein 

he  never  had  been  placed,  but  that  he  was,'  and 

is  thought  a  perfon  of  both  very  great  judgment 

and  integrity  :    we  have  thoughtj  meet  to  pray 

and  require  you  to  take  order,  that  he  the  faid 

Sir  Patrick  Barnewall,  with  fuch  fpeed  and  op- 

portunity  as  you  fhall  think  convenient,  may  be 

fent  hither  with  fome  one  of  your  fervants  in  bis 

company,   after  fufficient  caution  put  in  for  his 

repair  into  this  realm,  and  unto  us,  that  we  may 

the  better  by  himfelf  underftand  the  reafons  of 

his  own  juftification  in  that  prefumption  oPhis, 

to  tax  the  (late  in  general  of  injuflice,   and  the 

court  of  chancery  efpecially,  of  unlawful  and 

diforderly  proceedings  ;  as  alfo  to  hear  what  the 

thingsare,   in  which  he  can  make  proof  of  fuch 

unwori.hinefs  in  that  minifter,   of  whom  his  ma- 

jefly  had   fo    commendation    and    experience, 

and  flill   retaineth  fo  firm   an   opinion,  as  he 

will  be  pleafed  not  to  alter  or  change  the  fame, 

until  he  find  veryjuft  and  fufficient  proof  to  the 

contrary.     And  to  the-  end   he  may  before  his 

coming  from  thence  be  better  prepared  to  yield 

you  reafbns  of  the  imputations  before-mention- 

ed,  or  by  his  letters  hither,  knowing  his  charge, 

write    over   fomevvhat   unto  us  ;  we  have    fent 

you  fome  particulars  of  his  information  to  one 

of  tliis  table  :   as  for  the  reft,  we  refer  them  to 

fuch  order  as  you  have  taken,    or  fhall  fee  caufe 

to  take,  according  to  juftice,  and  tlieir  merit  ;

endeavour,  either  to  his  majefly,  or  unto  us, 
efpecially  in  a  matter  of  this  fort,  wherein  we 
are  bound  to  concur  with  you,  not  only  in  juftice 
of  ftate,  but  only  in  confcience  towards  God,  as 
that  you  ftiall  be  fure  to  find  us  always  ready 
and  willing  to  join  our  advice  with  yours,  for  the 
beft  fervice  that  may  be  done  to  God  and  his 
majefty  herein,  concerning  any  other  particular 
of  your  letter  ;  as  namely,  the  publifhing  of  the 
manner  of  the  late  inhuman  and  deteftable 
treafon  againft  his  majefty's  facred  perfon,  and 
the  whole  ftate ;  the  true  notice  whereof,  as  you 
fignify,  bred  good  effedls  of  publick  gratulation, 
and  for  repreffing  of  ftrange  reports,  the  reftraint 
of  paffage  hither  of  Irifli  foldiers,  or  fuitors  at 
this  court,  or  common  beggars  abroad  ;  and 
your  purpofe  of  caufing  a  tranflation  to  be  made 
of  our  common  prayers  into  the  Irifh  language  :

RIGHT  trufty  and  well-beloved,  we  greet 
you  well.  Having  made  fome  alteration 
in  the  eftabliftiment  of  our  forces  and  charges  of 
that  realm,  wherein  we  had  ufed  the  advice  of 
the  late  earl  of  Devon,  our  lieutenant,  before 
his  ficknefs,  and  by  him  perceived,  that  he  had 
therein  taken  fome  information  from  you,  we 
have  thought  good  to  dire(5t  the  fame  to  you, 
figned  with  our  hand,  to  ferve  for  your  warrant, 
to  reduce  our  garrifon  there  to  the  ftate  there- 
by  prefcribed,  and  from  henceforth  to  make 
out  all  your  warrants  for  payments,  according 
G  g  3  to 
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to  the  fame.     And  we  have  fignified  as  much  to 
our  treafurer,  and  delivered  him  alfo  one  other 
copy  of  thefame  eftabhrhment,  figned  with  our 
hand,  to  remain  with  him  for  his  diredion.  And 
we  dmibt  not  but  that  our  pleafure  being  in  thir; 
manner  made  known  to  you,   you  will  conforra 
yourfelf  thereunto  ;   and  of  your  proceedings,  to 
advertife  us,  or  fuch  of  our  council,  as  we  have 
appointed  to  attend  unto  the   affairs  of    that 
realm,,  from  whom  alfo  fuch  direftions  as  yoa 
fhall  receive  in  our  name,  touching  our  afFairs 
there,   wc  require  you  to  fee  performed.     And 
although  we  ha^e  nofcaufe  to  doubt  any  acci- 
dent  in  that  realra,    that   may   occafion   an    in- 
creafeof  our  charge,    yet  have  we   thought   it- 
conVefrrieftt,  for  that  you-ir  charge  is  over  a  people 
of  uncertain  difpofition,  as  former  proofs  have 
fhewn,    to  arm  you  with  autliority  and  warrant, 
that  whenfoever  any  thing  fhall  happen,  that  you 
/hall  think  meet  to  be  prevented  or  refifted  with 
a  greater  force  than  our  ordinary  there,  and  may 
not  abide  exprefsdiredionfrom  hence,  you  may 
at  your  difcretion,  levy  one.or  two  thoufand  men 
or  more^  and  put  them  into  our  pay,  and  make 
warrant  to  our  treafurer  to  pay   them,  until  we 
fhall  give  other  diredlion.     And  where   there 
wercfome  officers,   as  a  ferjeant-major,  a  fcout- 
major^  ;and  two  corporals  of  the  field,  expreffed 
in  our  faid  late  eflablifhment,   which  have  not 
always  been  maintained  as  an  ordinary  charge, 
but  oniy  had  allowanqe  of  entertainment,  during 
the  time  of  their  employraent  in  the  field  with 

our 
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our  army  :  and  then  by  concordatum,  confider- 
ing  that  they  are  fervitors  of  good  defert,  and 
fit  to  receive  from  us  fome  conlideration  for  their 
better   maintenance,   w^e  are  pleafed,   that  the 
faid  fcout-major  and  two  corporals,  fhall  receive 
the  fame  pay  that  hitherunto  they  have  done,. ' 
but  in  another  nature,  namely,  by  v^ay  of  pen- 
fion,  as  by  our  faid  eftablifhment  now   fent  you 
will  appear  ;  and  with   this   caution,   that  not 
only  they  be  in  readinefs  to  attend  their  places  of 
fcout-majors  and  corpoials  at  all  times,   and  as 
often  as  you  fhall  have  occafion  to  ufe  them  j 
but  alfo,  that  now  for  the  prefent  they  do  exe- 
cute   the  place   of  provoft-marfhal,  of   which 
office  you  write,  that  there  is  great  ufe  at  this 
time  ;  and  they  having  our  fee,  are  meeteft  to 
attend  it,    which  therefore,    in  our  name,  you 
ftiall    charsje  them  to  do.     And  for  three  other. 
needlefs  ofiicers,  namelyy  provoft-marfhals,  v\t. 
one  in  Carrickfergus,  one   in   Loughfoile,    and 
the  third  at   BaJIyfhannon,    which  are  not  now 
neceffary,  and  the   perfons  exercifmg  them  not 
of  fuch  merit  as  othe.s,    we   have  eafed   our- 
felves  of  that  charge,  and  left  them  out  of  our 
eftablifliment ;  and  yet  if  there  fhall  be  occafion 
hereafter,  to  take  any  fuch  officers  into  our  pay 
again,  our  pleafure  is,  that  thefe  now  difcharged, 
be  employed  in  them  before  any  others.  *    And 
"where  we    have   taken   from    our   charge   the 
numberofonc  hundred  and  forty  horfe,  and  re- 
duced  our  foot  to  eight  hundred  and  fourfcore, 
to  be  divided  into  eighteen  feveral  bands,  as  by 
G  g  4  a  lift 
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a  lifl  of  them  herewith  fent  you  will  appear ; 
and  which  bands  are  now  cafl,  and  have  re- 
duced  the  remain  of  our  horfemen,  to  the  an- 
cient  rate  of  twelve  pence  the  piece,  by  the  day, 
being  informed  that  our  treafurer  at  wars,  for  ' 
the  time  being,  and  the  mafler  of  our  ordnance 
there,  have  always  had  each  of  them  a  band  of 
footmen,  for  their  better  fecurity  in  all  our  fer- 
viccs;  which  neverthelefs,  have  flood  in  the 
fame  rank  with  others,  as  well  in  being  fubjed 
to  muflers  and  cheques,  as  in  performance  of  all 
other  duties  required,  but  lately  have  been 
taken  from  them,  by  what  reafon  we  know  not  ; 
our  pleafure  is,  that  after  this  reducement  of 
our  army  to  eight  hundred  and  fourfcore,  that 
upon  the  death  or  other  avoidance  of  any  our 
faid  captains  of  foot,  the  firfl  band  fhall  be  af- 
ligned  to  our  faid  treafurer  of  wars,  and  the  fe- 
cond  to  the  mafter  of  the  ordnance,  and  they  to 
retain  them  as  in  former  times,  till  our  exprefs 
pleafure  be  fignified  to  the  contrary.  And  foraf- 
much,  as  fundry  captains  and  officers  lately  dif- 
charged,  have  hitherto,  as  a  charge  flood  in  our 
eflablifhment,  mofl  of  which  are  abfent  from 
them,  contrary  to  our  former  pleafure  fignified 
m  that  behalf ;  fome  in  the  fervice  of  other 
princes  and  ftates,  and  other  fome  rewarded  by 
us  with  penfions,  payable  out  of  our  exchequcr 
here,  we  have  now  difcharged  them  all.  And 
if  upon  the  perfeding  of  their  accounts,  to  the 
laft  of  the  lafl  March,  it  appears  that  any  mo- 
nies  are  remaining  due  to  themj  and  owing  by 

us. 
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us,  they  fhall  receive  order  for  the  payment  of 
the  fame,   proportionable   to  the  monies  of  that 
country.     And  for  that  in  the  late  fervices  in 
that  our  kingdom,  fundry  perfons  have  been  for 
their  deferts,  rewarded  with  penfions,   above  our 
ancient  ordinary  allowance  of  four  pounds  nine- 
teen  fhilHngs  and  two  pence  per  diem  ;  our  plea- 
fure  is,  that  as  often  as  any  of  them  contained 
in  our  eftablifhment,  over  and  above  the  faid 
four  pounds  ninetcen  Ihillings  and  two  pence/>^r 
die7n,  Ihall  die  or  alienate    their  faid  penfions ; 
the  faid   penfions  fhall   not  be  granted  to  any 
other  without  our  exprefs  letters,  or  letters  from 
ourcouncil,   fignifying  our   pleafure  for  the  be- 
flowing  of  any  fuch,     And  the  faid  four  pounds 
nineteen  fhillings  and  two  pence  -per  diem^  to  re- 
main  unabated,  to  be  difpofed  of  by  you  to  re- 
compence  fuch  fervitors,   as  you  in  your  difcre- 
tion  knoware  worthy  thereof ;  wherein  we  mufb 
advertife  you,   that  we  are  informed,   that  there 
hath  been  an  ill  cuftom  in  ufe  there,  to  permit 
thofe  penfioners   when    they  grow  old,  to  put 
away  their  places   to  younger  perfbns,  whereby 
feldom  do  any  become  void,  for  the  reward  of 
fervitors,  which  was  the  true  inftitution  of  that 
charge,     And  do  thereby  require  you  to  have 
care,  that  from  henceforth  no  fuch  tranflation  of 
penfions  be  fuffered,   but   that  as  they  fhall  fall 
they  be  conferred  upon  men  of  defert,  wherein 
both  we  fhall  have  both  eafe  of  charge,  in  that 
many  may  be  fo  rewarded,  who   ^^q  will  have 
penfions  extraordinary,  and  our   deputy  therc 

from 
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from  time  to  time  have  honour  in  providing  for 
thofe  that  deferve  vvell.  We  have  alfo  reduced 
the  coramiffaries  of  muflers  to  two,  and  no 
more ;  which  being  well  looked  unto  by  our 
mufter-mafter  and  comptroller,  are  fufficient, 
with  their  aififlance,  to  mufter  our  army  without 
any  further  charge  to  us ;  and  for  the  Irifh  foot 
and  horfe  by  us  hitherto  allowed  pay  in  our  cfla- 
blifhment,  we  doubt  not  but  before  this  time 
they  have  provided  alfo  means  for  themfelves  to 
h've  upon,  and  not  llill  be  burthenfome  to  us  ; 
neverthelefs,  if  you  find  it  convenient  for  us  to 
continue  fome  of  them  in  our  pay,  upon  notice 
from  you  of  their  names  and  deferts,  we  will 
provide  for  them  as  is  rneet.  And  fo  having  run 
through  the  particulars  of  our  eflablifhment, 
we  further  fignify  unto  you,  that  our  pleafure  is, 
that  all  the  abatements  aforefaid,  fhall  take  end 
the  lafl  day  of  the  lafl  March ;  and  this  our 
eflablifhment  now  fent  you,  to  begin  and  take 
place  the  firH:  day  of  this  inftant  April  ;  only 
the  horfe  and  foot  to  be  contained  in  our  pay  to 
the  day  that  they  receive  notice  of  their  dif- 
charge  ;  which  notice,  for  the  more  fpeedy  eafe 
of  our  charge,  we  doubt  not  but  in  difcretion 
you  will  caufe  to  be  given  them  with  ali  fpeed, 
which  courfe  we  likewife  require  %o  be  held  with 
thofe  foot  that  were  difcharged  the  lafl  year, 
by  virtue  of  our  eflablifhment,  beginning  the 
firft  of  April  1605,  which  arrived  not  there  till 
May  following,  by  which  reafon  they  could  not 
be  difcharged  before   they  had  notice  of  our 

pleafure  : 
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pleafiire :  and  for  your  doing  in  this  behalf,  thefe 
our  ietters  fhall  be  your  fufficient  warrant  and 
difcharge.  Given  under  our  fignet  at  our  palace 
of  Weflminfler,  thelafldayof  April,  inthefourth 
year  of  our  Reign  of  England,  France,  and  Ire- 
land,  and  of  Scotland  the  thirty-ninth.

AFTER  our  very  hearty  commendations  to 
your  lordfhip,  viz.  whereas  it  hath 
pleafed  God  to  call  to  his  mercy  our  very  good 
lord  the  earl  of  Devonfhire,  late  lieutenant  of 
Ireland,  and  a  worthy  member  of  this  table  ;  m 
regard  of  both  which  qualities,  efpecially  of  the 
former,  the  greateft  part  of  your  diredtions  have 
come  from  him,  to  whofe  experience  and  merit 
in  that  kingdom,  his  majefly  and  we  did  at- 
tribute  fo  much,  as  we  fcrbear  in  mofl  particu- 
lars  to  intermedle ;  forafmuch  as  now  his  ma- 
jefl:y's  council  is  bound  to  refort  to  the  courfeof 
former  time,  which  is  to  hold  that  correfpon- 
dence  with  you  and  that  council  continually,  as 
you  may  both  rcceivc  orderly  direcftions  when 
there  is  jufl  caufe,  and  be  timely  fatisfied  in 
your  demands,  we  have  thought  good  hereby 

not 
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not  only  to  give  you  aflurance  of  the  great  care 

we  have  and  will   have   for  the  good   of  that 

eftate   to  which  our  publick  duties  tie  us,   but 

"withal  to  give  your  lordfhip,  his  majefty's  prin- 

dpal  minifter,  and  all  that  council  thus  much 

further  comfort,    that  we  will  not  be  wanting  in 

the  true  report  and  recommendation  to  his  ma- 

jefly  of  all  your  good  endeavours  both  in  gencral, 

and  in  particular  ;  you  fhall  therefore  now  under- 

ftand  that  we  account  it  an  argument  of  your 

good  difcretion,  in  that  you  have  fo  well  con- 

curred  with  his  majefly's  intention  concerning 

your  late  courfe  with  thofe  that  fhewed  fo  pub- 

Jick  contempt  to  the  religion  profefled  by  his 

majefty  and  the  llate ;   the  firfl  part  of  your 

publickproceedingby  proclamation,  as  youknow 

being  principally  intended  for  preventing  thofe 

mifchiefs  which  were  like  to  enfue  by  thofe  falfe 

and  current  opinions  which   were  received  and 

fadioufly  difperfed  of  his  majefly's  purpofe,   to 

grant  toleration  of  popery  in  that  kingdom,  the 

fame  having  both  begotten  great  boldnefs  and 

infolence  in  thofe  that  were  before  infedled,  and 

liaving  in  a  manner  invited  fuch  as  were  unfet- 

tled  to   fall  from  the  profefTion  of  the  religion 

avowed  and  eflablifhed  in  both  realms,  wherein 

as  we  do  very   well  approve  your   proceedings 

towards  particular  perfons  whom  you  find  con- 

temptuous  and  feditious,  efpecially  fuch  as  pro- 

fefs  it  fo  fad\ioufly,  and  ihere  make  themfelves 

prolocutors  for  multitudes,    avow    harbouring 

and  ufing  of  priefls,  and  in  a  word  fo  publickly 

refufe 
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refufe  that  outward  obedience   and  refpeft  to 
governors  and  officers  of  authority,    as  it  calleth 
the  greatnefs  of  his  majefty's  power  into  con- 
tempt,   and  impHeth  a  purpofe  in  them  to  af- 
front  the  true  religion  in  them  and  profelTorsof 
the  fame,  fo  his  majefty  doth  alfo  wifh  it  to  be 
confidered,  that  when  the  ftate  hath  once  in  fuch 
cafes  declared  itfelf  in   general   whereat  it  aim- 
eth,    the   conformity  muft   be  wrought    with 
time,   and  by  the  care  which  you  muft  take  lo 
enlarge  the  paflage  of  God's  word,   by   choice 
and  plantation  of  fufficient  and  zealous  men  to 
teach  and  preach  thc  fame  to  his  people ;  where- 
in  we  have  more  hope  of  good  efFeds  by  the  fa- 
vour  of  God,  than  by   any   fudden  or  violent 
courfe  in  that  kingdom,  where  the  people  have 
had  fo  little  means  as  yet  to  be  inftrudted,  and 
fo  much  for  that  point  at  this  time.    It  now  re- 
inaineth  next,   that  we  acquaint  you  with  his 
majefly's   refolution  concerning  the  charges  of 
his  army   yet  flanding  in  Ireland,   whereof  as 
as  we  do  truly   confets    that  we  account  the 
remain  to  be  commanded  by  as  choice  and  well 
deferving  genrlemen  as  any  prince  or  eftate  can 
have,  not  doubting  but  the  world  may  make  as 
good  obfervations  of  the  care^which  hath   been 
taken  to  provide  both  ftay   and  recompence  for 
mcn    of  place   and   merit,    when    reafon  hath 
moved  his  majefty  to  caft  the  bands  ;   fo  where 
his  majefty  hath   lately  taken   a   refolution  to 
change  the  former  eftablifhment  according  to  a 
Jift  which  wedo  fend  you  here,  with  all  the  fame 

having 
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having  been  in  efFed  agreed,  but  by  the  late 
lieutenant,   as  you  well   know  by  your  mutual 
difpatches  concerning  the  fame,  though  the  per- 
feding  thereof  was  prevented  by   his  untimely 
death  ;   we  afTure  ourfelves  you  will  be  careful 
in  this  new  alteration,   to  put  the  fame  in  exe- 
cution  with  all  convenient  expedition,  and   to 
make  it  appear  in  that  fide,  that  we  have  not  fb 
refpe6tcd  profit  as  not  to  have  an  eye  over  thofe 
which  have  well  deferved,  or  that  any  one  of  us 
is  fo  infenfible  of  the  value  and  ufe   of  men  of 
martial  profeirion,  but  that  we  hold  it  our  parts 
to  be  as   ready  to  reprefent  and  honour  their 
honell  and  reafonable  defires  to  his  majelly,   as 
we  were  in  the  times  when  there  was  great  ne- 
ceiTity  to  employ  them.     Only  this  we  mull  fay, 
for   fuch  is  his  majefly's  own  profefTion  to  aU 
men,  that  thofe  courfes  which  have  been  taken 
in  the  diftribution  of  his  h'beralities,  muft  not  be 
the  rules  by  which  particular  men  muft  rate  their 
fatisfadion  now  or  hereafter,  becaufe  the    in- 
finite  weight  of  bufinefs  lie  fo  heavy  upon  prin- 
ces  and  their  miniflers  in  their  lirfl  beginnings 
of  government,  as  it  is  very  ordinary  or  at  leafl 
no  great  error  for  princes,  at  fuch  times,  to  yield 
fom-ewhat  to  importunity  and   information    in 
their  gifts,   in  which,   if  his  majefly  fhould  not 
continue  when  his  ftate  is  fettled,  and  the  wants 
of  hisown  crown  duly  confidered,  it  were  not 
only  an  argument  of  improvidence,  but  were 
rather  an  injury  than  an  encouragement  to  the 
generality  of  good  defert,  which  often  times  fuf- 

fers 
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fers  by  feeing  another  extraordinarily  rewarded, 
whofe  defert  is  unequal  to  his ;  though  at  the 
fame  time  peradventure  he  have  as  much  him- 
felf,  or  more  than  he  could  challenge,  but  by 
comparifon.  And  now  concerning  your  arrear 
to  the  army,  in  refped  that  proportion  of  trea- 
fure  fent  over,  doth  come  fo  fhort  of  the  grow- 
ing  charge,  we  have  now  given  order  for  as 
much  as  could  be  fpared  ;  and  do  require  you 
to  take  the  beft  courfe  that  may  be  to  ftretch  it 
out,  affuring  you  that  we  will  take  fuch  order 
ere  it  be  long,  as  you  (hall  be  provided  to  your 
better  fatisfadion,  for  after  you  have  once  put 
that  eftablifhment,  which  now  is  made,  in  exe- 
cution,  that  will  reduce  the  charge  to  fome  fuch 
moderation,  as  wedoubt  not  to  be  able  to  fend 
you  over  fb  fufficient  a  proportion,  as  may  ena- 
ble  you  to  make  even  at  all  times.  For  other 
charges,  that  pafs  by  concordatums,  your  lord- 
fhip  knows  ;  and  the  rell  there  confift  much  m 
tranfportation  of  vidluals,  both  by  fea  arid  land, 
from  one  place  to  another ;  which  caufe  will 
not  abfolutely  be  taken  away  :  neverthelefs,  v/e 
defire  to  hear  fome  demand  from  you,  within 
what  proportion  you  think  you  may  limit  your- 
felves,  that  thereby  we  may  the  better  advife 
you  to  eftimate  the  treafure,  except  fome  great 
or  unlooked  for  accident  happen.  Concerning 
the  proclamation  you  have  publifhed,  for  re- 
ftrainingthe  importation  of  arms,  munition,  &:c. 
into  that  kingdom,  by  wirhout 

h'cence,  together  with   your  demands,    that  a 

great 
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great  proportion  of  powder  may  be  fent  into  the 
kingdom  from  hence,  for  the  fervice  of  the  ftate, 
and  ufe  of  the  fhipping,  vvith  your  opinion,  thac 
many  unferviceable  and  unneceflary  kinds  may  be 
fent  hither  from  the  ftore,  his  majefly  liketh  it 
very  well,  and  hath  commanded  us  to  make 
known  his  pleafure  to  the  mafler  of  the  ordnance, 
who  is  now  upon  difpatch,  In  all  which  parti- 
culars,  amongfl  other  things,  we  think  it  not 
amifs  to  remember  you  of  this  firfl,  that  you  be 
very  careful  in  the  uttering  of  any  thing  out  of 
his  majefly's  fort,  for  the  fubjeQs  private  ufe, 
at  what  price  his  majefly  hath  it  here,  and  what 
is  the  charge  of  tranfportation  thither,  for  other- 
wife  the  lofs  will  be  great  to  his  majefty,  by  this 
courfe.  Secondly,  where  we  obferve  your  de- 
mands  for  fupply  of  carriages,  and  other  thi.-^gs, 
belonging  to  the  mounture  of  your  great  artil- 
lery ;  we  would  have  it  well  confidered,  that 
many  of  thofe  pieces  of  great  ordnance,  which 
were  carried  in  the  time  of  the  earl  of  EfTex,  are 
fitter  to  be  returned  into  England,  than  to  have 
any  new  charge  beflowed  upon  carriages  for 
them  :  but  hereof  we  will  forbear  to  fpeak  any 
furtber,  becaufe  the  mafler  of  the  ordnanee  is 
upon  his  difpatch.  Concerning  the  former  mo- 
tion  made  for  compounding  for  penfions,  it  may 
appear  unto  you  by  the  lifl,  what  order  we  have 
taken,  to  which  refer  you  with  this  liberty,  that 
if  you  know  any  thing  in  that  particular  which 
might  be  better  ordered  for  his  majefly's  profit, 
we  defire  to   bc  advcrtifed  you  fhall  likewife 

very 
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very  (liortly  receive  further  help  in  his  majefly's 
fervice  by  Sir  Richard  Cooke,  his  majefty's  fe- 
cretary,  and  fo  fhall  you  likewife  by  a  gentle- 
man  of  very  good  fufficience,  whom  his  majefty 
hath  appointed  to  fucceed  Mr.  Treafurer,  his 
name  is  Sir  Thomas  Ridgwaie,  and  he  prepareth 
to  be  gone  about  Auguft  :  we  havc  alfb  thought 
it  good  to  move  the  king,  notwithftanding  thefe 
abatements  intended,  to  give  you  commifilon 
upon  any  fudden  irruption  in  that  kingdom,  to 
levy  one  thoufand  men  or  more,  to  make  refif- 
tance  in  cafe  there  be  fo  great  necelTity  as  you 
cannot  attend  to  hear  from  hence,  wherefore 
before  you  put  them  in  pay,  you  fliali  do  well, 
if  fuch  an  accident  (hall  happen,  to  give  us 
i*peedy  advertifement :  you  ftiall  underftand 
that  thefe  parts  about  London  and  elfewhere, 
are  exceedingly  peftered  with  a  multitude  of 
beggars  of  that  country,  being  moft  of  them 
peafants  with  wives  and  children,  the  diforder 
whereof  muft  needs  proceed  by  negligence  of 
the  officers  of  the  ports  and  owners  of  barkes, 
by  whofe  means  their  palTage  is  fuffcred  and  ob- 
tained,  for  which  we  pray  you  to  take  better 
order,  and  feverely  to  punifh  all  offenders  ;  con- 
fidering  how  great  a  difhonour  it  is  that  ftran- 
gers  fhould  behold  them  in  our  high-ways  and 
ftreets,  and  what  a  great  eye  fore  and  burthen 
it  is  to  his  majefty's  poor  fubjedls  in  this  kiiig- 
dom.  Laftly,  whereas  his  majefty  for  the  bet- 
ter  quieting  of  the  middle  fhires  berween  Eng- 
iand  and  Scotland,  thinks  it  convenient  to  have 
V  o  L.  I.  H  h  fgmc 
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fome  families,  efpecially  of  the  firname  of  Grau- 
vers,  tranljported  from  thence  into  Ireland,  we 
have  thought  it  good  to  advertife  your  lordfhip 
of  it,  and  to  require  you  to  advife  amongft  your- 
felves  how  the  fame  families  might  be  conve- 
niently  difperfed,  and  what  lords  and  perfons 
would  be  willing  to  entertain  them.  So  we  bid 
your  lordfhip  heartily  farewell.  From  the  court 
at  Whitehall,  the  laft  of  April  1606.

To  our  right  trufty  and  well-beloved  Sir  Arthur 
Chichefter,  knight,  our  deputy  of  our  realm 
of  Ireland,  and  to  the  reft  of  our  council 
there, 

JAMES    R. 

RIGHT  trufly  and  well-beloved,  we  greet 
you  well.  We  have  received  your  letters, 
one  of  the  ^oth  of  the  laft  month,  from  you 
our  deputy  and  council,  the  other  one  the  fifth 
of  this  month,  from  you  our  deputy  aione  ;  by 
the  perufal  of  both  which,  we  do  colIe(5t  a  kind 
of  invitation  of  us  to  fome  increafe  of  our  charge 
in  that  kingdom  for  fome  refpe(5t  by  you  alledged, 
and  differing  from  our  lafl  eftablilhment ;  where- 
in,  as  by  our  former  diredions  fent  unto  you, 
and  by  the  reafons  of  our  proceedings  in  fuch 
manner  as  we  have  done,  with  the  lefTening  of 
our  army  both  in  number  and  in  pay,  you  may 
eafily  gather  that  it  is  unreafonable  to  folicit  us 
;to  any  augrrientations,  fo,  for  aught  we  find  in 
your  faid  letters,  we  fee  no  caufe  to  aflent  unio 
any  of  thofe  propofitions  ;  for  when  we  do  conr 
fider  that  by  God's  favour  and  goodnefs  there  is 
an  univerfal  peace  in  that  kingdom,  and  hkely 
to  continue,  by  reafon  of  the  nearnefs  of  our 
kingdom  of  Scotland  to  the  mofc  doubtfui  part$ 
of  it,  whereby  we  fhall  have  bwtrer  commodiLy 
H  h  2  at 
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at  all  times  to  tranfport  men  or  vidluals  into  thoi*e 
quarters  :  and  forafmuch  as  no  man  can  deny 
but  there  is  as  good  plenty  now,  and  more  daily 
to  be  expedted  of  all  thiijgs,  as  hath  been  at 
any  cther  time  of  peace,  and  our  pay  now  efta- 
bhilied  in  the  felf-farrie  fort,  which  in  thofe  times 
bf  quietnefs  was  ufed  there,  and  only  encreafed 
upon  the  breaking  out  of  thefe  rebellions  or  in- 
vafion  expedted,  wlien  tlie  men  of  war  were  to 
fuftain  more  difficulties  than  now  they  do,  fee- 
ing  it  fhall  be  within  our  power  at  all  fuch  times 
as  they  fliall  happen,  as  we  hope  they  fhall  not, 
efpecially  if  you,  and  other  our  minifters  there, 
be  careful  to  do  your  duties  in  the  exeeution  of 
juftice,  as  hitherto  you  have  done.  To  make 
fuch  alteration  of  our  pay  as  we  fhall  have  caufe 
to  do,  we  have  thought  meet  hereby  to  let  you 
know  that  we  find  no  reafbn  to  move  us  either 
to  increafe  our  pay,  or  to  reduce  the  coin  there 
to  the  rate  of  this  our  realm  of  England  ;  the 
rather  confidering  that  our  progenitors  did  ever 
maintain  a  difFerence  between  them,and  held  none 
other  ftandard  for  that  kingdom  but  the  very 
felf-fatne  which  vve  have  reftored  ;  neverthelefs, 
where  in  a  proclamation  publifhed  there  the  i  ith 
day  of  06tober  1603,  it  is  faid  that  the  pieces 
of  that  ftandard,  of  nine  or  fivcj  bearing  the 
name  of  a  fhilling,  fhall  go  current,  and  be  ta- 
ken  for  twelve  pence  fterling  ;  that  word  fter- 
ling  hath  bred  an  error,  and  is  fo  conftrued,  as  if 
it  were  to  be  taken  for  fixteen  pence  of  the  mo- 
ney  of  that  country ;  fo  that  he  that  is  to  pay  us 

for 
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for  rent  or  otherwiTe,  fixteen  pence  Irlih,deliver- 
eth  for  the  fame  but  one  harp,  and  efteemeth 
the  fame  as  fixteen  pence  Irifh,  becaufe  the 
proclamation  faith  it  is  current  for  twelve  pence 
fterling,  which  maketh  fixteen  pence  Irifli  ;  we 
think  fit,  that  by  another  proclamation,  you  do 
explain  the  famc,  and  aboHlh  the  fame  name  and 
ufe  of  fterHng  in  that  kingdom,  and  fignify  that 
the  fame  piece  of  fhilUng,  bting  of  the  flandard 
of  nine  pence  of  filver,  is  to  be  current  in  that 
realm  for  twel^^e  pence,  and  that  thc  fame  is  to. 
be  called  twelve  pence  Irifh,  and  not  twelve 
pence  (^erling,  and  fb  all  pieces  of  the  fame  o- 
ther  coin  after  that  rate  ;  for  that  fterling  is  of 
doubtful  fignification,  and  it  fhall  be  more  plain 
tous  hereafter  of  all  receipts  and  payments,the  ti- 
tle  of  current  money  of  Ireland,  by  which  fhall 
be  underftood  money  of  the  ftandard  of  nine  or 
five,  proper  to  that  kingdom. 

As  for  money  according  to  our  advertifement 
to  you,  v/e  have  now  allotted  for  the  fervice  of 
that  kingdom  twelve  thoufand  pounds,  whereof 
fbur  thoufand  pounds  are  here  paid  in  monies  of 
England,  and  not  in  harps,  to  difcharge  your 
credit   for   money  borrowed    there,   and   eight 
thoufand  ihall  come  to  you  in  fpecie,  to  ferve  for 
growing  charges  ;  and  fome  other  of  thofe  fums 
of  money  whicb  you  have  lately  taken  up,   if 
you  fhall  think  fit  fo  todifpofe  it.     The  mafter 
of  the  ordnance  hath  received  hisdifpatch  from 
us  a  good  while  fince,  but  hath  ftaid  here  about 
(bme  tranfport  of  the  munitions,  but  we  havc 
H  h  3  now 
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now  peremptorily  commanded  him  to  be  gone, 
and  with  him  goeth  fome  fuch  proportion  of  pow- 
der  and  munition,  as  is  now  ready,  and  the  refl 
fhall  follow  after. 

Where  you  defire  that  we  would  h*mit  a  cer- 
tainty  for  extraordinaries  to  be  difburfed  by  ccn" 
cordatum^  we  do  not  think  it  good  hufbandry 
for  us  fo  to  do  ;  for  that  we  afTure  ourfelves, 
that  whatfoever  fum  fhould  be  allotted  certain, 
would  be  certainly  expended,  as  a  thing  warrant- 
ed  ;  but  we  think  it  fitter  to  make  trial  of  your 
difcretions  and  providence,  by  ufing  the  faid 
concordatums  only  upon  urgent  fervices,  and  cer- 
tifying  the  fame  to  us  every  three  months  at 
the  farthefl,  fo  as  we  may  thereby  difcern  what 
the  care  is  which  you  ufe  in  beflowing  our  trea- 
fure,  and  comptrol  fuch  titles  of  expence  in  ex- 
traordinaries  as  we  miflike.  Touching  Sir  Oli- 
ver  Lambert,  and  the  difpofing  of  the  fifty  horfes 
which  were  under  his  charge,  the  allowance  was 
made  upon  good  deliberation  ;  and  the  five  and 
twenty  horfes  thought  good  to  remain  at  Bally- 
fhannon,where  they  do,and  under  the  fame  per- 
fon,  becaufe  he  is  refident  there,  and  the  other 
not,  and  we  fee  no  caufe  to  change  that  order ; 
but  becaufe  Lambert  is  an  ancient  fervitor  there, 
and  of  good  defert,  we  are  pleafed,  that  befides 
his  ten  fhillings  by  the  day,  which  he  hath  as 
you  know,  and  that  grant  of  your  pofTeirions, 
"which  we  are  not  ignorant  to  have  been  benefi- 
cial  to  him,  we  are  pleafed  that  he  fhall  continue 
his  lordfhip's  pay,  namely,  four  fhillings  by  the 

day. 
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day,  as  he  had  before  his  difcharge,  until  we 
fhall  otherwife  advance  him  to  fome  office  or  o- 
ther  benefit  which  fhall  fall  in  that  kingdom  or 
elfewhere,  without  any  further  charge,  of  which 
it  is  high  time  to  begin  to  think,  and  not  ftill 
to  trouble  ourfelves  with  other  particulars,  and 
forget  our  own.  The  fifty  foot  which  were  Sir 
Samuel  Bagneirs,  and  difcharged  by  the  efta- 
blifhment,  retained  by  you  for  the  reafons  ia 
your  letters  contained,  we  are  pleafed,  that  until 
the  end  of  your  journey  intended,  they  (hall  re- 
main  in  our  pay,  but  then  to  be  difcharged  ac- 
cording  to  the  eftablilbment,  and  for  that  time 
our  pleafure  is,  that  our  treafurer  fhall  caufe 
them  to  be  paid.  For  governors,  not  mentioned 
in  the  faid  eftablifhment,  we  perfift  in  our  for- 
mer  diredion,  that  fuch  as  are  not  mentioned 
in  the  faid  eftablifhment,  or  have  not  their  places 
by  letters  patents  during  life,  fhall  be  dif- 
charged  ;  and  fo  you  may  let  them  underfland, 
the  rather  confidering  they  have  been  fufpended 
a  good  while  fince.  And  where  you  have  re- 
commended  to  us  certain  Irifh  to  be  continued 
in  entertainment,  we  are  pleafed  to  allow  a 
charge  of  three  hundred  pounds  by  the  year  for 
the  entertainment  of  Irifh,  to  be  difpofed  at  your 
difcretion,  either  to  thefe  or  others,  only  limit- 
ing  for  the  prefent,that  Tirlagh  Mc  Art.  O  Neile 
be  fpecially  provided  for,  at  fuch  rate  as  yoa 
fhall  think  meet,  and  fuch  other  as  mayjuftly 
claim  any  confideration.  As  for  provofl  marfhal, 
we  are  to  put  you  in  remembrauce,  that  there 
H  h  4  arc 
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are  already  four  in  our  pay  by  letters  patents,  m 
each  province  one,  which  hath  good  entertain- 
ment,  whom  you  are  to  compel  to  do  their  du- 
ties  •  and  yet  if  it  be  fo  neceflary  as  you  write 
of,  that  there  be  more,  we  can  be  pleafed  to  allow 
of  two  or  three  in  places  moft  necelTary,  their 
cntertainment  to  be  accounted  amongft  the  ex- 
traordinaries,  and  paid  by  concordatum,  and  to 
contain  during  our  pleafure.  And  for  the  com- 
miflary  of  mufters,  we  differ  altogether  from 
you  in  opinion  of  dividing  the  two  allowed  into 
four,  becaufe  their  entertainment  will  be  fo  fmal!, 
as  will  but  encourage  them  to  deceive  us,  rather 
we  fee  no  caufe  if  this  there  were  not  men  of 
defert  which  there  ftiould  be  any  ;  but  that  our 
army  being  now  fo  fmall  as  it  is,  the  mufter- 
mafter  and  comptroller  of  the  mufters,  having 
fo  good  allowance  from  us,  may  by  themfelves 
and  their  deputies,  do  ihe  fervice  fufficiently 
"without  any  commiflaries,  and  fo  we  expedl  they 
fhould. 

ToucHiNG  a  motion  made  from  you,  about 
the  fitting  of  courts  of  juftice  within  the  Caftle, 
and  over  the  munition  houfes,  wehave  confidered 
that  the  fame  is  very  inconvenient  for  many  re- 
fpe6ts  ;  and  having  fo  gracious  a  refpecft  to  per- 
fons  fo  well  deferving,  as  we  are  willing  to  be 
at  Ibme  charge  for  the  removing  of  them  to 
fome  other  place,  and  upon  inquifition  do  find, 
that  the  Blackfryers  is  held  to  be  a  place  that 
may  be  well  fitted  for  that  purpofe  ;  wherefore 
we  are  plcafed,  that  you  fhall  caufe  the  fame  to 
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be  viewed,  and  an  eftimate  made  of  the  chargc 
for  preparing  of  it ;  and  upon  information  there- 
of  from  you,  we  will  give  warrant  for  proceed- 
ing  therein.  Given  under  our  fignet  at  our  ma- 
nor  of  Greenwich,  the  a^th  day  of  Jiine,  in  thc 
fourth  year  of  our  reign  of  Great  Britain,  France, 
and  Ireland.

AFTER  our  hearty  commendations  to  your 
lordfhip,  and  fince  committing  Sir  Patrick 
Earnwell  to  the  Tower  of  London,  where  hc 
doth  vet  remain,  we  commanded  him  to  fet 
down  the  principal  heads  of  his  exceptions, 
either  to  the  proceedings  of  the  ftate  in  general, 
to  you  the  chief  juflice  in  particular  :  hereupon 
he  wrote  a  letter  to  me,  his  majefty's  principal 
fecretary,  whereof  this  is  the  copy  ;  in  which 
we  note  three  fpecial  exceptions.  Firft,  he  com- 
plaineth  of  fending  forth  of  precepts  under  the 
great  feal,  to  compel  men  to  come  to  church, 
The  fecond,  he  complaineth  againfl  you  the 
chief  juflice,  for  denying  private  men  to  fee 
their  indidtments,  and  hereto  addeth  an  infor- 
mation  of  raifing  fome  new  and  exceffive  feesj 
by   all  which,  though  we   perceive  fufSciently 

that 
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that  this  proceedeth  from  him  from  an  unqulet 
fpirit,   laboiiring  flill  to  make  himfelf  great  in 
that  ftation,    which  is  adverfe  to  the  ftate,  of 
which  we  have  made  him  perceive  and  feel  our 
judgment :  neverthelefs,  we  think  it  good,  be- 
fore  we   fall  to  any  ufual   order   with  him,    to 
acquaint  you  with  our  defires  to  be  fomewhat 
cleared  in  the  firft  important  matter,  to  the  in- 
tent  that  when  we  know  your  ground,  we  may 
the  better  pronounce  and  publifh  the  offence  of 
any  that  have  or  ftiall  prefume  to  cenfure  your 
proceedings.     And  this  we  do  the  rather,  becaufe 
we  pre-fuppofe  you  would  not  have  taken  that 
courfe,   but  that  you  find  there  fome  particular 
authority  by  law  or  precedent,  which  as  yet  is 
unknown  unto  us  here.     For  the  other  two,  we 
fend  you  what  he  faith,  and  what  he  offereth  ta 
prove,  to  which  we  would  have  you  fend  us  fomc 
anfwer,  rather  for  form  fake,  than  that  we  doubt 
of  your  being  eafily  able  to  give  us  fufficient  fa- 
tisfadion  when  you  fhall  make  us  any  anfwer, 
confidering  of  what  condition  thofe  things  are, 
In  the  mean  time,  forafmuch  as  concerneth  you 
Sir  James  Loy,   we  pray  you  to  comfort  your- 
lelf,  that  it  is  not  in  the  power  cf  falfe  and  fro- 
ward  informations  (if  they  were  never  fo  proba- 
ble)  to  make  any  fiifpenfeof  his  majefty's  gra- 
cious  judgment  of  your  integrity,  without  clear 
and  evident   demonftration,  knowing  well  that 
the  execution  of  juftice  itfelf  makes  magiftrates 
obnoxious  to  malice  and  complaints  :  in  which 
refpe(5ts  we  are  commanded  by  his  majefty  to  re- 
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qulre  you  to  forbear  to  come  over,  both  be- 
caufe  the  fame  will  be  interpreted  to  your  dif- 
grace,  of  whofe  credit  we  are  careful,  confider- 
ing  the  circumftances  of  his  complaints,  as  alfo 
in  refpedl  of  that  neceflity  which  the  ftate  hath 
of  your  fervice  there  ;  efpecially  in  a  time  when 
his  majefty  hath  granted  fundry  commilfions  to 
be  executed  for  his  fervice  there,  and  given  fo 
many  new  directions  upon  the  death  of  the  latc 
lord  Heutenant ;  and  fo  we  bid  your  lordfhip, 
&c.  heartily  farewel.  From  the  court  at  Green- 
wich,  the  third  of  July  1606.

AFTER  our  hearty  commendations  to  youp 
lordfhip,  and  having  received  fundry  dif- 
patches,  fome  dated  in  July,   and  fome    in  Au- 
guft,  in  which  there  arc  many  things  confidera- 
ble  for  his   majefl:y's  fervice,  and  the  good  of 
that  kingdom,  we  have  defcended  into  that  par- 
ticular  confultation,   which  this  prefent  tirne  can 
afFord  us ;  and   thereof  have   thought   meet  to 
make  you  acquainted    by    thefe    our    letters, 
grounded   upon  your's,   as   upon  large  fpeech 
with  our  very  good  lord  the  earl  of  Clanrickard, 
to  whom  you  have  committed  divers  things,  by 
way  of  memorial,  to  reprefent  unto  us  ;   which 
he  hath  done  with  very  great  difcretion  and  zeal 
to  the  publick  fervice  ;  befides  good  demonftra- 
tion  of  his  particular  affedion  to  yourfelf.     By 
your  lettersof  the  i8th  of  July,  we  find  thefe 
particulars  principally  intended  ;  firft  you  give 
reafons  why  the  ftandard  of  Ireland  fhould  be 
reduced   to  the  ftandard  of  England,  and  for 
the  ftay  of  the  proclamatfon  for  coin  :  the  other 
in  refped  of  the  word  fterling  inferted  in  the 
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proclamation  ;  adding  further,  that  8  d.  'per 
diein  Irifh,  is  too  httle  for  foldiers  to  live  on. 
To  all  which  for  the  prefent,  concerning  the 
iiature  of  the  coin,  you  fhall  underftand,  that 
though  we  mean  not  at  this  time  to  give  you  a 
determlnate  anfwer  concerning  the  point  of  thc 
proclamaiion  ;  yet  we  know  no  caufe  for  the 
union  of  the  ftandards  more  at  this  time,  thaii 
hath  been  thought  convenient  in  fo  many  ages 
before  ;  and  for  the  pay,  firft  it  is  fuch,  as  this 
ftate  cannot  bear,  which  hath  had  fo  httle  timc 
to  refpire,  after  the  intolerable  confumption  by 
the  wars ;  and  which  is  more,  the  motion  feems 
more  unreafonable,  bccaufe  we  take  the  fame  to 
be  as  high  as  ever  it  was  in  time  of  peace,  be- 
fore  the  great  rebellion  began  in  Munfter, 
whereof  the  earl  of  Defmond  was  the  principal, 
to  which  our  labour  muft  now  be  to  reduce  that 
ftate  in  all  things,  efpecially  in  that  kind  ; 
whereunto,  becaufe  ihe  earl  of  Clanrickard  and 
fome  others,  have  made  a  reply,  that  the  fol- 
diers  might  live  in  thofe  times  better  upon  that 
pay,  becaufe  they  were  alfo  allowed  ceffe  upon 
the  country  ;  we  have  made  this  anfwer  to  that, 
that  it  ftiall  not  appear,  though  cefTe  was  then 
iifed  before  commiffion,  that  their  cefle  was  en- 
joincd,  and  pay  together  at  any  time,  but  with 
a  defalcation  of  fo  much  of  their  pay,  as  their 
vidualling  was  rated  at.  Of  which  particular, 
becaufe  we  could  be  content  to  be  truly  fatisfied, 
we  pray  your  lordfhip  to  take  order,  that  fome 
of  the   table,  fuch   as  are   of  beft  experience, 

may 
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may  be  deputed  to  look  into  the  accounts  of 
former  times,  and  may  advertife  us  truly,  what 
they  find  to  be  the  condition  of  thofe  payments, 
for  our  better  fatisfadion  of  the  truth  of  thofe 
allegatfons  ;  whcreof  we  think  no  accounts  will 
better  fatisfy  you,  than  fome  of  thofe  which 
paiTed  in  the  time  of  Sir  Edward  Fitton.  Con- 
cerning  the  contents  of  your  letter  of  the  29th 
of  July,  and  fome  others,  which  do  particularly 
complain  of  lack  of  treafure,  and  diftribution 
of  feveral  fums,  before  that  came  hither  ;  we 
pray  you  firft  to  conclude,  that  it  is  no  negledt 
from  hence  that  flayeth  your  fupply,  but  that 
neceflity,  with  which  you  mufl  a  little  tempo- 
lize,  until  fome  better  provifion  may  be  made, 
both  to  clear  the  juft  debts  taken  up  for  the 
army,  and  the  growing  charges  ;  wherein  we 
do  acknowledge,  that  there  hath  been  diforder 
committed  by  the  treafurer's  miniflers  at  this 
time,  in  a  taking  upon  them  fome  payments 
unwarranted,  for  which  we  have  fharply  reprov- 
ed  them  ;  there  being  no  other  meaning  in  any 
of  us,  but  it  fhouldhave  wholly  comeover,  to 
be  diflributed  there  by  your  knowledge  and  di- 
reclion.  And  for  the  point  itfelf,  which  you 
obferve,  namely,  the  portion  of  12000I.  is  not 
anfwerable  for  the  flate  wherein  you  fland,  fome 
debts  taken  up  by  your  own  credits  prefTmg 
you,  to  that  which  the  very  growing  charge 
itfelf  doth  fpend  :  we  can  only  fay  for  the  pre- 
fent,  that  your  own  order  of  it  may  in  fome 
meafure  prevent  notorious  breach  of  credit,  if 

for 
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for  a  tlme  you  be  careful,  to  pay  the  debts  you 
have  laft  borrowed,  and  fo  borrow  again,  till 
new  come  over  ;  which  courfe  will  give  fome  fa- 
tisfadtion  to  the  lenders,  when  thcy  fhall  fee 
care  in  the  ftate  to  obferve  promifes,  though 
you  pay  one  month  and  borrow  another.  In 
which  time  you  might  have  ufed  your  own  li- 
berty  ;  for  although  by  me  the  lord  treafurer, 
you  receive  diredion  for  employing  the  treafure, 
which  is  fent  upon  growing  charges,  which  1  do, 
becaufe  oftentimes  debts,  or  other  thirgs,  and 
of  fome  old  date  are  paid,  it  was  never  my 
meaning,  that  any  money  lent  you  a  month  or 
two  before,  and  only  employed  upon  the  army, 
Ihould  not  have  been  in  fome  fuch  meafure  fa- 
tisfied  by  you,  as  you  fhould  have  found  to 
ftand  with  the  honour  of  your  word  given  m 
that  behalf,  of  whofe  jufl  dealing  with  men, 
even  now,  when  the  world  beholdeth  adiminution 
of  the  army  j  we  know  the  obfervation  will  be 
more  fubjedt  to  exception,  than  thenot  payment 
of  the  arrearages  in  the  former  time,  becaufeall 
men  that  are  wife,  looking  back  upon  the  high 
expence,  will  not  find  it  flrange,  that  fome  ar- 
rears  of  thofe  times  hang  unfatisfied,  when 
they  behold  how  ordinary  it  is  for  great  armies 
to  receive  worfe  payments,  even  under  that 
king,  which  is  thought  mofl  to  overflov/  in 
treafure  :  of  which  fubjed,  for  the  prefent,  we 
intend  no  further  to  difcourfe  with  you,  this 
being  only  to  alTure  you  we  take  care  of  you, 
and  do  ferioufly  examine  and  confider  all  that 

cometh 
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cometh  from  yoii.  Concerning  the  proceeding 
of  the  flate,  in  fending  forth  the  mandates  by 
the  jiidges,  who  defire  to  be  fpared  tiil  their  re- 
turn  from  their  circuits,  for  giving  their  reafons  ; 
we  allow  it  very  well  that  they  fhould  take 
their  time,  it  being  fufficient  for  us  toknow  that 
they  have  done  it  upon  good  grounds  ;  becaufe 
all  fuch  proceedings,  in  mattersof  religion,  want 
not  captious  eyes  in  that  kingdom,  wherein,  be- 
caufe  we  did  fufficiently  let  you  fee  by  our  let- 
ters,  bearing  date  the  z^-th  of  January,  with 
what  bounds  his  majefty  wifhed  you  to  contain 
yourfelves,  as  near  as  you  could ;  we  mean  to 
touch  that  point  no  further  at  this  time,  faving 
only  in  anfwer  of  one  part  of  your  letter  of  the 
^th  of  July,  to  let  you  know,  that  if  any  mo- 
tion  fhall  be  made  here  for  reviving  of  a  high 
commiffion,  it  Ihall  appear  that  his  majefty 
thinketh  the  fame  unfeafonable  ;  and  therefore, 
v/ithout  order  from  him,  we  require  you  to  for- 
bear  to  give  any  way  unto  it.  Of  the  fadl  done 
iipon  thofe  that  were  fent  to  levy  the  compofi- 
tion  money  in  the  county  of  Meath,  we  hope  to 
hear  juftice  done,  left  impunity  in  fuch  things 
give  animofities  to  others  to  grow  to  greater  in- 
folencies.  But  where  there  is  a  motion  for  the 
drawing  of  greater  affiftance  of  horfe  about  the 
ftate,  if  that  be  as  an  argument  of  the  encreafe 
of  new  troops,  his  majefty  no  way  tafteth  it ; 
but  if  you  ftiall  ofFer  to  eafe  his  majefty's  charge 
in  fome  of  his  foot,  or  fome  unnecefTary  wards, 
upon  certificates  from  your  lordfhip  and  the 

counciL 
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councii,  of  that  refoiution  ;  we  will  procure  his 
majerty's  vvarrant  for  converting  that  charge  into 
fo  many  more  horfe  as  it  will  bear,  In  the  mean 
time,  for  the  difpofing  of  the  forces  that  are 
there,  the  whole  is  referred  to  your  judgment ; 
with  the  reft  of  the  care  of  all  things  in  that 
kingdom.  Concerning  the  chief  baron,  as  we 
muft  needs  commend  your  careful  fohcitation  of 
his  fupply,  becaufe  we  fee  therein  what  eye  you 
have  to  his  majefhy^s  profir,  whcrein  he  muft  be 
one  of  the  principal  inftruments  ;  fo  we  pray 
youthink  it  hath  been  out  of  our  care  to  ofier 
to  his  majefty  a  good  choice,  that  you  have  not 
heard  fooner  of  the  refoKuion  therein,  which  is 
now  in  effed  pafled,  as  we  hope  by  our  next 
you  fhall  underftand.  And  thus  for  conclufion 
of  this  long  letter,  you  may  affure  yourfelves 
that  we  will  haften  away  the  new  treafurer  with 
ail  fpeed  poflible,  and  wlth  as  good  a  proportioa 
as  we  can  ;  and  both  in  that,  and  in  all  things 
ehe,  not  only  be  carefui  to  give  you  fatisfaftion 
according  to  our  duties,  in  things  that  are  inci- 
dent  to  the  publick,  but  even  in  your  own  par- 
ticular,  from  tirne  to  time  be  ready  to  reprefent 
to  his  majefty  the  obfervation  we  have  made  ; 
and  do  of  your  ]ordfnip's  plain  and  refolute 
courfe  for  his  majefl:y's  profit  to  offend  others, 
the  return  whereof  can  be  not  other  than  a  gra- 
cious  confideration  of  you  by  his  majefly,  and 
whenfoever  occafion  fhail  be  ofFered.  And  thus 
liaving  hereby  taken  noiice,  and  returned  you 
fome  anfwer  of  all  your  letters,  as  well  to  us  in 
V  o  L.   I.  l  i  general. 
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general,  as  to  fome  of  us  in  particular,  we  refer 
you  for  anfwer  to  the  earl  of  Clanrickard's  in- 
ftrudions  to  fuch  apoftiles  as  we  have  made 
unto  him.  And  fo  we  bid  your  lordfhip  hear- 
tily  farewel.

AFTER  our  very  hearty  commendations  to 
your  lordfhip,  we  have  received  your  an- 
fwer,  dated  the  loth  of  May,  unto  our  letters  of 
February  lafl,  which  had  reference  to  former 
letters  of  the  fame  effecft,  in  the  behalf  of  Sir 
Thomas  Burgh,  knight,  whereby  we  fignify  his 
inajefly's  pleafure,  that  no  extent  fhould  go  out, 
or  any  advantage  of  forfeiture  be  taken  for  any 
default  of  payments  of  fuch  rent  as  was  due  to 

his 
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liis  majefty  npon  certain  land  that  the  faid  Sir 
Thomas  Burgh  held  in  the  right  of  his  wife  ; 
by  which  your  anfwer,  it  feemeth,  that  after 
good  confideration  you  were  doubtful  and  in 
fufpence  how  to  proceed,  finding  yourfeif  prefled 
on  the  one  fide  with  the  ordinary  courfe  of  law, 
and  on  the  other,  with  that  dire6tion  from  us, 
and  fignification  of  his  majefty'fi  pleafare  ;  by 
which  occafion  we  are  neceffarily  moved  to  re- 
new  the  famediredion  for  Sir  Thomas  Burgh's 
rehef,  and  for  your  further  fatisfadion  :  for  a!- 
beit,  the  ordinary  coUrfe  of  law,  not  taking 
notice  of  any  difpenfation  of  the  rent,  proceed- 
ed  according  to  the  ufual  form  againft  Sir  Tho- 
mas  Burgh;  yet,  if  Sir  Garrett  More  knew  hit 
majefty's  pleafure,  which  was  fignifijsd  by  us, 
he  was  much  to  blame  to  feek  that  advantage; 
and  whether  he  did  or  not,  there  is  no  rcafon  or 
equity  that  he  fhould  make  ufe  of  it  ;  for  feeing 
upon  default  of  payment,  either  by  negligence 
or  cafualty,  the  advantage  of  forfeiture  is  fel- 
dom  or  never  taken  by  his  majefty  of  the  tenant 
in  poffeflion,  and  much  lefs  in  cquity,  is  allow- 
able  to  any  party  to  whom  the  king  only  intend- 
ed  in  true  conflrudtion  a  ftate  in  reverfion  ;  in 
which  kind  we  have  thought  meet  for  your  bet- 
ter  fatisfafflion,  to  give  for  fome  fpecial  prece- 
dents,  to  be  fought  of  decrees,  very  advifedly 
paffed  here  in  the  chancery,  and  with  this  our 
letter  to  be  fentuntoyou,  how  much  more  un- 
meet  it  is,  and  againft  both  equity  and  the 
iionour  of  his  majeft)-,  that  where  his  majefty 
I  i  Z  exprefsly 
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exprefsly  an4  upon  good  confideration  intendetfi 
a  grace  and  favour,  and  the  prefent  tenant  re- 
Jieth  on  it,  the  reverfioner  fhould  make  the 
.famCithe  means  to  fupplant  and  deceive  the 
poffeflbrs.  As  for  the  reafons  which  Sir  Garrett 
More  hath  alledged,  and  fet  down  at  iarge  inhis 
letter  unto  us,  to  juftify  the  advantage  he  hath 
taken,  and  to  procure  the  favour  to  hold  it,  pro- 
tefting  and  declaringthat  he  hath  done  it  out  or 
confcience,  not  for  his  own  gain,  but  for  the  be- 
pefit  ^nd  relief  of  his  late  brother's  children,

ralls,  againft:  a  grant  made  to  the  baron  of  Del- 
vin,  wherein  although  it  appeareth  that  fome 
things  informed  by  them  are  avoided  by  the  lord 
of  Delvin,  yet  reforting  always  to  the  main 
ground,  we  cannot  but  confirm  flill,  that  either

A  FTERour  very  hearty  commendations  to 

-*  ^  your   lordlhip    and  the   refl,  we  have   of 

late  received  from  you  the  copies  of  divers  char- 

ters  granted  by  fundry  kings  and  queens  of  Eng- 

land  his  majefly*s  progenitors,  unto  feveral  cities 

and  tovvns  in   the  kingdom  of  Ireland,  together 

with  certain  fuitsof  qiio  warranto  and  pleadings 

thereupon,  confidering   the  cufloms  ;   all  which 

his  majefly's  learned  council  in  England  having 

by  fpecial  commandments  advifedly  perufed  and 

duly  confidered,   have  given  us  to  underfland, 

that  in   their  opinions,    the  privileges  of  fuch 

towns  as  have  already  pleaded,   are  not  only  in- 

fufficient  in  law,  but  their  grants  alfo  of  no  va- 

lidity  to  give  unto  them  the  fubfidy  of  tunnage 

and  poundage,  which  they  claim  by  the  fame  : 

and   for  thofe  other  towns  which  have  not  yet 

pleaded,  thecharters  upon  which  it  feemeth  their 

claims  mufl   be  founded,   will  not  ferve  to  give 

the  fubfidy  of  tunnage  and  poundage  unto  you; 

fo  that  it  appeareth  unto  us,  that  none  o^  them 

have 
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have  any  ground  either  to  free  themfelves  fram 
paying  unto  his  majefty  the  faid  fubfidy  of  lun- 
nage  and  poundage  due  by  themfelves,   nor  to 
enable  them  to  take  the  fame  from  llrangers  to 
their  own   ufe ;    in   regard  whereof  they  having 
for  many  years  taken  and  obtained  the  fame  as 
their  own,   it  would  not  be  amifs  they  be  made 
kno wn   they  are  in  arrearages  to  his  majefly  in 
great  fums  of  money,  which  if  he  fhould  with 
feverity  exa<5t,  as  he  may,  mufl  he  very  heavy 
and  burthenfome  upon  them ;   neverthelefs   be- 
caufe  his  majefty  hath  a  meaningtodeal  graciouf- 
ly  with  them,   and  fo  would  have  tliem  made  to 
underftand,   his  majefty    is  pleafed     that    you 
fhould  fummon  them  together  to  come  before 
you,  and  then  to  let  them  know  the  wcaknefs  of 
their  pretenfions  and  claims,  with  this  further 
offer,   in  cafe  they  would  yield  themfelves  from 
henceforward  to  pay  fubfidies  of  tunnage    and 
poundage,     and  refrain   the  receiving   of    the 
cuftoms  of  ftrangers,  that  his  majcfty  will  be 
pleafed  to  remit  and  pardon   all   the  paft  con- 
cerning  the  fame,  which  gracious  offer  if  they 
fhall  wilfullycontemn,  andonly  fland  hazard  and 
trial  of  the  law,   it  fhall  then  be  fit  for  them  to 
advife  themfelves  how  eafy  it  will  be  unto  them

By  the  letters  which  we 
have  received,  it  appeareth  what  courfe  you 
have  taken  with  the  fugitives  by  indiding  them 
in  fuch  a  form  as  yieldeth  his  majeily  very  good 
fatisfadion,  being  done  in  rhe  face  of  their 
own  adherents,  and  the  bills  found  by  fo  equal 
a  jury,  among  which  Sir  Cahir  0'Dohertie  is 
noted  to  have  been  forward,  and  Sir  Henry 
Oge  0'Neiie,  which  is  a  good  argument  of 
loyalty.  Touching  Mc  Mahone,  we  think  in- 
convenient  by  difmifling  him  ;  but  for  0'Cahan, 
whom  it  feemeth  you  have  imprifoned,  we  like 
VoL.  I.  Kk  well 
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well  of  the  courfe  you  have  taken  with  him,  ef- 
pecially  confidering  the  corner  he  dwelleth  in, 
and  we  allow  alfo  very  well  of  your  purpofe  for 
placing  his  fon  in  the  college. 

FoR  the  treafure  which  fhould  ferve  till  the 
end  of  ?v4arch,  it  is  now  iflTued  forth,  and  as 
fome  comings  in  of  money  are  performed  which 
we  expedl  fliall  be  made  good,  we  have  noihing 
more  in  our  defire  than  to  fee  you  furnifiied 
by  anticipation  ;  though  until  that  can  be  done, 
we  do  all  our  befl  to  fee  all  your  bills  fo  well 
paid  here,  as  we  hope  you  fhall  have  the  lefs 
caufe  to  complain,  And  confidering  the  report 
which  Mr.  Treafurer  hath  made  of  the  iffue  of 
the  revenue,  allowing  it  to  be  no  more  in  fur- 
pluffage  but  three  thoufand  pounds  flerling,  m 
refpe(5l  of  the  other  ftanding  payments  that  it 
beareth,  we  do  acknowledge  that  his  majefly 
hath  very  great  caufe  to  commend  and  accept 
his  carriage  in  that  place  for  many  refpeds ;  and 
that  he  affureth  himfelf  the  demands  he  maketh 
are  intended  for  the  good  of  the  fervice,  yet  he 
would  be  glad  to  receive  from  you  fbme  of 
tliofe  ordinary  payments,  becaufe,  until  that, 
fome  arrears  have  been  direfted  to  him  out  of 
the  revenue,  which  may  make  in  the 

annual  computation. 

B  u  T  for  the  matter  of  concordatum,  thQ 
charges  of  the  army  are  fupported  by  the  efla- 
blifhment ,  we  muft  deal  plainly  with  you  ;  we 
know  not  why  the  five  thoufand  pounds  Irifh, 
arrived  lafl  year,  fhould  not  be  fufficient,   or  a 

littlc 
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little  more,  than  that  furplufTage  you  feek,  ex- 
cept  you  intend  fome  of  thofe  fortifications  wl^ich 
are  now  in  queftion  ;  faving,  that  we  will  not 
hide  from  you,  that  in  the  propofal  of  many  al- 
lowances  made  even  to  divers  of  that  table  and 
others,  both  for  there ;  and  either.  we  find 

tQO  loofe  a  hand,  and  in  the  latter  find  too  ordi- 
nary  for  men  that  come  over  for  their  own  pri- 
yate  afFairs,  to  be  allowed  great  entertainment  by 
the  day  only,  becaufe  at  time  fome  particular 
relation  or  inftrucftion  is  given  them  for  his  ma- 
jefty^s  fervice ;  which  though  difpatched  in  a 
fhort  time,  yet  the  remain  of  their  flay  here  is 
flill  at  his  maje(ly's  charge,  fo  as  at  this  time  we 
have  forborn,  at  the  requefl  of  Mr.  Treafurer, 
to  add  four  thoufand  pounds  per  annumy  the 
quarterly  allowance,  until  the  next  fending  over 
of  treafure,  and  fome  anfwcr  upon  this  point. 
^Vhere  you  write  that  fome  of  the  rents  of  Ti-  < 
ron  and  Mc  Guire  may  go  to  the  repairing  of 
the  forts,  it  is  a  thing  that  fhall  bc  mofl  agree- 
able  to  his  majeifly,  that  the  unfortunate  king- 
dom  of  Ireland  might  have  fufficient  ftore  of 
milk  in  her  own  breafl  to  nourifii  her  own  chil- 
dren  :  fo  as  when  v/e  may  have  any  reports  what 
profits  will  come  to  the  king,  what  forts  you 
have  refolved  to  maintain,  and  what  charges 
fhall  be  thought  fit  to  be  employed,  you  may 
be  afliired  yoli  fhall  receive  warrant  for  it  ;  it  be- 
ing  all  one  to  the  king,  if  he  mufl  pay,  whether 
it  go  out  of  this  exchequer  or  that  exchequer, 
And  being  put  in  mind  by  this  difcourfe  of  the 

forts, 
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forts,  how  faft  Loughfoil  doth  decay,  which  you 
know  did  jBrftopenthe  gapfor  hismajefty's  entry 
with  many  numbers  into  the  bowelsofthenorth- 
ern  territories  ;  we  think  it  a  kind  of  juftice  due 
to  that  ominous  place,  to  recommend  untoyou  the 
careand  confideration  thereof,  and  to  moveyou  to 
give  to  it  fpecially  all  means  you  can  for  the 
drawing  of  any  proiit  to  jt,  that  a  plantation  fo 
well  begun,  and  with  fo  great  charge,  may  not 
be  negledled  or  abandoned.  For  that  which  you 
have  written  concerning  Delvin,  whofe  friends 
feem  to  infinuate  that  he  would  render  hjmfelf, 
lipon  aflTurance  of  his  life,  you  have  done  well 
to  keep  up  his  majefty's  honour  as  you  do.  We 
bid  your  lordftiip,  &c.  heartily  farewel.  From 
Whitehall,   the  20th  day  of  November,  1607.
